NATIVE STATES IN THE REWA KANTA. 


RAJPEEPLA. 

The Rajpeepla State is bounded on the North tty the river Nerbudda ; on 
the East by the petty State of Akransee, which adjoins the Rajpeepla territory 
at the village of Peepulkoonta, situated about thirty-two koss from Naiidod; on 
the West by the Collectorate of Broach ; and on tlie South by that of Khandesh, 
the Gaekwar’s district of Wusraee, and the petty State of Mandvee, now 
incorporated with the Surat Collectorate. Its extreme length is about ninety 
miles, its breadth about filltyi It is watered by the river Kurjun, on which the 
capital is situated, and by numerous mountain streams, which are mostly dry 
in the hot season. 

Most parts of the State are inhabited by wild races of degenerated Rajpoots 
and Bfaeels ; but the low-lands contain a large population of l^oonbees, whose 
villages indicate, from their flourishing condition, the industry characteristic 
of that class. The country is almost entirely mountainous and covered with 
jungle. The climate, during a considerable part of the year, is of the most 
unhealthy character. 

The following account is given of the origin of the reigning family. A Raj- 
poot of the Purmar tribe, named Chokrana, having quarrelled with his father, 
Sydomut, Raja of Oojein, retired to this country, and fixed his residence in 
Peepla, situated on the top of a lofty hill (now styled Old Rajpeepla, to 
distinguish it from the modern village of that name). Having made this spot 
the seat of his abode, its name was altered into Rajpeepla, now the general 
appellation of the whole Purgiina. The place is almost inaccessible, and quite 
BO for carts, or any kind of carriage. It was, however, a safe retreat for the 
Raja, whenever his country was invaded by a powerful enemy ; and into these 
wilds was driven the King of Guzerat, MuzuSer, by the forces of Akbar under 
Mirza Khan, in a. d. 1548. lii modern times the same mountains enabled 
a pretender, NharSiog, to hold out long against the superior force sent against 
him by the Gaekwar Government. 

Chobrana had an only daughter, whom he married to Mukroojee, a Gohil 
Rajpoot, who resided in the island of Perim, in the Galf of Cambay. This 
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person had two sons; one named Surnersec, and the other Huineer. The 
former succeeded Chokrana in the government of Rajpeepla, where his de- 
scendants continued to reign for several generations. Notwithstanding a 
Mahomedan army was sent agamst Rajpeepla, the Raja was never subdued, 
nor any tribute imposed upon liim, until the time of the Emperor Akbar; it 
was then fixed at Rupees 35,'j56, and was paid as long as the Imperial autho- 
rity continued firm in tlie country : but on its decline, the payment became 
irregular, till Damajce Gaekwar re imposed it; and from a. d. 1764 to 
A. D. 1780 Rupees 40,000 per annum were realized. Under Futteh Sing Gaek- 
war it was raised to Rupees 49,000; and this continued in force until Sumvut 
1842, A. D. 1785, when AjcchSing, an imbecile Prince, succeeded to the Gadee. 
Profitting by the change, tfic Gaekwar Government increased its exactions. 

The subsequent years exhibited the steady encroachments of the Gaekwar 
power %nd the gradual impoveiishment of the Rajpeepla State, till the year 
1813, when the entire management of the country became vested in the 
Gaekwar, and the revenue was collected and paid into the treasury by his own 
officers. Owing to tljeir cruelty, rapacity, and extortion, the revenue fell off, 
and the prosperity of the State materially declined* 

For several years before this, the State had also been a prey to internal 
dissensions, owing to the claims set up by rival candidates to the Gadee. The 
first disturbance took place in the time of Ajeeb Sing, who, acting under the 
entire guidance of his wife Ruttonbaee, attempted to set aside his elder son by 
another wife, Ram Sing, to make room for her son, Nhar Sing. In this attempt 
they did not succeed, and, on Ajeeb’s death, the troops placed Ram Sing on the 
Gadee, and confined Ruttonbaee. Ram Sing becoming unfit to conduct the 
Government, the guarantee of the Honorable Company was given to an 
arrangement by which his son, Purtab, assumed the management of Rajpeepla 
in the name of bis disqualified parent. The legitimacy of Purtab was disputed 
by his uncle Nhar Sing, who denounced him as a spurious child, and laid 
claim to succeed as rightful heir. This allegation Nhar Sing established ; but 
being incapable of undertaking the administration in his own person, owing to 
blindness, a suitable provision was made for his support, and his eldest son, 
the present Prince Vereesaljec, was proclaimed Raja by the British and 
Gaekwar Governments. In consequence, in the year 1821, the tribute was 
fixed at the reduced sum of Rupees 65,001, and a receiver of the revenues 
appointed under British guarantee. A balance, however, of Rupees 3,23,973 
was found to be due to the Gaekw’ar, which was to be gradually liquidated. 

Vereesul jee being only thirteen or fourteen years of age when Nhar Sing was 
recognized as lawful ruler, by desire of the father a Karbaree of the name of 
Purbhoodass was appointed Regent. On Vereesaljee’s attaining his majority 
in A. D. 1837, the administration was formally entrasted to him, and the 
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Karbaree, who had fallen under his displeasure, was dismissed from all further 
interference in his affairs. By this time nearly the whole of the debt guaranteed 
by the British Government had been paid off; but the office and functions of 
receiver of the revenue under British guarantee did not expire for some years, 
and a certain supervision was exercised by the Political Agent till April 1850, 
when the uncontrolled management of his aflairs was resigned to the Raja. 

The revenue of Rajpeepla, when the State was finally resigned to the Raja, 
was about two and a quarter lakhs ostensibly ; but it is believed that the Raja 
collected a considerable amount unknown to the Kuarantee receiver : tlie reve- 
nue is now estimated at Rupees 2,76,000. The force maintained by Rajpeepla 
for the purpose of police and state, comprises 1,002 Seebundies, entirely undis- 
ciplined. 

In 1862 an arrangement was completed, under the mediation of the Political 
Agent, by which some long-pending disputes between Rajpeepla gind the 
Gaekwar were closed by the transfer of certain villages ; and the right to collect 
certain customs was made to Rajpeepla on payment of an annual sum of 
Rupees 13,361. 

The principal production of Rajpeepla is teak, in timber and rafters. In 
felling and storing this for sale, the principal employment of the people consists. 
There are also cornelian mines in one part of the country, which are worked. 

The principal routes through the country are a cart track between Khandesh 
and Guzerat, and a direct route from Surat to Malvva, wdiicli crosses the 
Nerbudda at Tilluckwara. A part of the district is accessible by means of the 
navi‘^ation of the Nerbudda, which opens to it the port of Broach. 

The climate of the greater part of the country is extremely unhealthy. 

The present Raja is now (A|)ril 1864) about forty-six years of age, Ilis 
only son, Gumbeer Sing, is about seven and a half years of age. 


BARIA. 

The territory of the Baria State is bounded on the North by the States of 
Loonawara and Soanth ; on the East by the Purgunas of Thallod and 
Dahod, belonging to Sindia ; on the West by those of Godra, Kallole, and 
Hallole, belonging to the same Government ; and on the South by the States 
of Allee and Chota Oodepoor. It is about forty miles from North to South, 
and the same from East to West. 

The Chiefs of Baria are Chowan Rajpoots, who are stated to have left their 
original seat in consequence of the victories of the great Mahomedan invader 
Shabudin. Arriving in Guzerat, they expelled from Champaneer the dynasty 
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that reigned there about a. d. 1244, and remained themselves in possession 
about 240 years. 

In A. D. 1484, Mahmood Beghura, the r^owned King of Guzerat, obtained 
possession of Champaneer (which became foi^ short time the capital of his king- 
dom) and expelled the Chowans. The Chief of that tribe was named Purtab Sing; 
and his two grandsons, Prithiraj and Doongursee, fell back on the possessions 
of the family in the forests and hills to the eastward of the city. The former 
is the ancestor of the Chota Oodepoor, the latter that of the Baria family. 

Baria itself either receives its name from or gives it to a large tribe of 
Kolees, who are widely scattered over the country on the left bank of the 
Mahee River, and they have some possessions on the right bank. 

The descendants of Doongursee reigned for twelve generations at Baria, 
and appear to have consolidated their power by the subjection of other Chiefs 
around, while they themselves were protected from external foes by the 
strength of the country, a series of low hills densely obstructed by jungle. 

The connexion between the Raja of Baria and the British Government 
commenced in a. d. 1803, when Sindia’s districts in Guzerat were taken 
possession of by a British force under Colonel Murray. In that campaign 
the friendship of the Baria Chief was actively displayed, and called forth the 
warm acknowledgments of the Commanding officer. 

In A. D. 1824, in pursuance of arrangements by the British Government for 
the pacification and settlement of the petty States of Malwa and the borders 
of Guzerat, (at that time tlie Raja of Baria was an infant, and considerable 
disturbance prevailed among those families which had been subjected by his 
predecessors), the Raja’s mother applied to Captain Macdonald for aid, which 
was given, and an agreement was entered into for the payment to the British 
Government of a tribute of Rupees 12,000 in lieu of its protection, liable to a 
future increase in case of improvement in the resources of the State. In 
consequence of this agreement, the Raja was not called upon to defray the 
cost of a detachment which marched into his country about fifteen yeare ago 
to suppress some disturbances among the BlieeU of his district. The tribute, 
moreover, is understood to be available for the advantage and’ defence of the 
Baria Country generally. 

1 he territories of Baria and Chota Oodepoor are infested by a class of Bheels 
named Naikras, of peculiarly savage and predatory habits. Their numbers are 
not great, but as they inhabit generally the most remote and impervious jungles, 
it is not easy to form even an approximate estimate of them. In 1838 their 
depredations had become so daring, that a force was sent against them, since 
which time they have been more orderly. The district of Sagtalla, the head 
quarters of the tribe, having been placed under the direct charge of the Rewa 
Kanta Agency, has had a good effect in restraining them. 



The revenue of Baria amounts to about Rupees 70,000. The amount of 
force kept up is as follows : —

The principal route through the Baria Country is that which leads from 
Rutlam to the coast atTunkaria Bunder. 

The principal produce of the country is timber, rafters, bamboos, and Mowra 
berries. The soil is generally rich in the vallies, but the climate and the water 
are pre-eminently noxious, owing to the dense vegetation. 

The capital town is Baria, called also Deogur Baria. 

The present Chief is now (April 1854) about forty years of age: he has no son. 


CHOTA OODEPOOR, OR MOHUN. 

The Estate of Chota Oodepoor is bounded on the North by Baria ; on the 
East by Allee Mobun ; on the West by the districts of Narookot ; and on the 
South by Sunkhera and several petty States under the protection of the British 
Government. It is about sixty-six miles in length from North to South, and 
fifty-four miles from East to West. 

As stated in the preceding page, the founder of this family was Prithiraj, 
the grandson of the last Rajpoot Prince of Champaneer. 

It is a tributary of His Highness the Gaekwar, and the political control over 
it was transferred to the British Government by the Gaekwar in A. n. 1822. 
The tribute amounts to Rupees 10,500, and the revenue to nearly one lakh, the 
greater part of which is derived from transit duties, the main route from Malwa 
to the sea passing through it. The country is of the same character as that 
of Baria, and the climate as unhealthy. The productions also are timber and 
rafters, bamboos, and Mowra berries. The force kept up is as follows : —

The capital town is Oodepoor. 

The late Raja*Gooman Sing, left no male ofispring. He was succeeded by 
his nephew (brother’s son) Jeytsingjee, who is at present in his twenty-second 
year : he had a son who died lately. 


LOONAWARA. 

The Loonawara State is bounded on the North by the territory of Doongur- 
poor ; on the East by Soantb ; on the West by Balasinor; and on the South 
by the Purguna of Godra. It is fifty-four miles from North to South, and 
^irty-four from East to West. » 
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The Chief of Loonawara is a Solunkee Rajpoot : he is descended from the 
dynasty that ruled at Anhui wara Puttun. It is said that his ancestors established 
themselves at Veerpoor about a. d. 1151 &|j| a. d. 1434 the family removed 
to Loonawara^ having in all probability b^R driven across the Mahee by the 
increasing power of the Mahomedan Kings of Guzerat. 

Loonawara was tributary both to the Gaekwar and Sindia ; to the former it 
paid Rupees 6,000, and to the latter Rupees 12,000. The rights of Sindia were 
transferred to the British Government in a. d. 1819, and the claims of the 
Gaekwar were finally entrusted to the British Government in A. d. 1822. 

When Sir John Malcolm came to settle the affairs of Central India, he found 
the Loonawara State suffering from internal dissension, Futteh Sing, who was 
on the Gadee, was the younger son (by a few months) of the preceding Raja; 
his brother Shco Sing was in the hands of one Nana Mehta, who had enlisted 
mercenaries to support his cause. Sheo Sing referred his case to Sir John 
Malcolm, and was informed that the British Government had decided, as a 
general rule, to support the parties in possession, as the only mode of reducing 
to order the numerous disturbed Principalities in Central India. This appears 
to have effectually discouraged all further agitation. 

The Loonawara territory is well watered, the Mahee being the principal 
river, and fertile. The revenue amounts to Rupees 42,000. The force kept 
up is as follows : —

A well-frequented route between Guzerat and Central India passes through 
Loonawara, and it is in all parts accessible to carts. 

The produce of the country consists principally of grain, of which gram is 
the njost common. ^ 

The late Chief, Dulputsingjee, died without heirs, in 1852, and was succeeded 
by an heir adopted under the sanction of the British Government, lie is now 
(April 1854) about thirty years of age, and has two daughters. 

The name of the capital is Loonawara. 


SOANTff. 

The Soanth Estate is bounded on the North by Doongurpoor; on the East 
by Banswara ; on the South by the Purguna of Thallod, and by part of the 
Baria territory ; and on the West by Loonawara. It is about thirty-four miles 
from North to South, and thirty-two miles from East to West. 

The Soanth family is said to have come from Dhar in Malwa, when that 
Principality was overturned by the Mahomedans. The State was tributary 
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to Sindia, but the control over it was transferred to the British Government 
in 1811), at the same time as that of Loonavvara. It pays a tribute of Rupees 
7,000 out of a revenue of about 2 LOGO, and maintains a force of 20 horse and 
67 foot. • 

The present Chief, (April 1854) Bhuwansingjee, is twenty-two years of age : 
he has no son. 

The country is fertile, but the population consists principally of Bhccls, and 
the States to the North and Ivast are peopled by the same race. 

The name of the capital is Soanth. 


MEHWASSEES. 

The foregoing description of the different States in the Rewa Kanta would 
be incomplete without some mention of the Mchwassee Chiefs, subject to the 
jurisdiction and political suporintendence of the Uewa Kanta Agency. The 
petty Chiefs residing on the banks of the Nerbudda are styled Mehwassec, as 
are also those living in the vicinity of the Mahee. The term Mehwas refers 
to the place they have chosen for their residence, signifying a stronghold or 
fastness. The country in which their villages are situated is as wild and intri- 
cate as can well be imagined, consisting of hills, deep nullas, and rugged 
ravines covered with the thickest jungle. It affords facilities for opposing or 
escaping a regular force in pursuit of any object. The whole of these petty 
Chiefs possess from one to twelve villages each, and are generally designated 
Thakoors. 

The political control and superintendence over these Chiefs became vested 
in the British Government in a. d. 1822; the supremacy of the Oaekwar 
over tljcm ceased ; and thus^was abandoned the right of a ruinous interference 
in their affairs which was so long cherished as the source of large, though 
indirect, emolument to the superior State and its officers. This was a great 
step towards reformation ; and the mutual rights of the Gaekwar and its tribu- 
tary being defined, some degree of order was preserved among that class of 
people. #

BALASINOR. 

The Balasinor Estate was, until last year, under the superintendence of the 
Collector of Kaira. In ordef to give it the advantage of being superintended 
on the system in force among other States in Guzerat similarly situated, it has 
been transferred to the Rewa Kanta Agency. 

It is bounded on the North by the States of the Mahee Kanta ; on the East 
by the River Mahee, Loonawara, and part of the Purguna of Godra ; and on 
the West and South by the Kaira 4/oIiectorate : it is about thirty miles in length 
and ten or twelve in breadth. 

The Balasinor family claims its descent from a distinguished officer in the 
jmperial service, Oosman Khan, the fifth in descent from whom, Soolabut 
Khan, received the Jageer and Foujdaree of Balasinor and Veerpoor. The 
fourth in descent from Soolabut Khan, viz. Bhader Khan, obtained possession 
of the Principality of Joonagur in Katteewar. llis eldest son did not succeed

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to this far more valuable possession (which fell into the hands of his younger 
brother), but remained at Balasinor. 

Balasinor became tributary to both the Peshwa and Gaekwar Governments, 
and when the British Government succeeded to the rights of the former, it 
assumed the political superintendence of Balasinor. 

The northern part of the Balasinor territories is somewhat hilly, though the 
hills have no great elevation : the southern portion presents the usual features 
of Guzerat. 

A main route from Guzerat to Malwa passes through the State at Veerpoor. 
The produce consists almost exclusively of grain. There are no rivers of any 
note, except the Mahec. 

Jorawur Khan Babec, the present Chief, (April 1854) is about thirty-four 
years of age : he has one son, aged about ten. 

The Seebiindy of this Estate consists of 24 horse and 100 foot. 

The revenue amounts to about Rupees 40,000, and it pays tribute of Rupees 
14,680-7-11 to the British, and of Rupees 4,000 to the Gaekwar Government. 


The relations of these petty States to each other, and to the British Govern- 
ment, are alike in all cases. The Chiefs who are powerful enough to maintain 
their own authority are independent within their own territories ; but they are 
expected to be guided by thc^advice of the Political Agent in all cases where 
the general tranquillity or the realization of the tribute may be concerned. All 
disputes between each other are decided by the Political Agent, who awards 
compensation, and exacts it of his own immediate authority. In the very 
small States, consisting of one or a few villages, the interference of the Political 
Agent is necessarily more frequently exercised.

There are 10 or 13 
ba.s(ioii.s in a ruinous state. Thero 
arc i guns. 40 horsemen and 100 
foot Sccbuiidics garrison the place. 
There arc three wells with ivater 
in them. The Paiiiim river flows 
past the place. Tlie Raja’s palace 
is in the fort. In its pre.'»ent state 
it is probi^bly not tenable, but in 
repair would require artillery to 
take it. 

Tho four Piirgunas com])rising 
the Looiiawura territory are partly 
hilly, partly level, but generally 
well cultivated.

Partly on a hill about three> 
quarters of a inilo in useent und 
partly on a plain.

'from tho hose is a fort on the (tnst 
faco of the hill, in which tho Kil- 
[ladar resides with 100 Seebundies. 
It is about 40 yards in clrcundo- 
rciico, surroundod by walls 13 feet 
high, without bastions. It has 
two small guns. The path leading 
up is exlreinely rugged. About 
itwo miles further up the hill i.s a 
gate on the cast side, leading into 
!the tnuin fort on a table land about 
Ian acre in extent. On tlio east 
|sido tiic wall is about 15 feet high ; 
jon tho west und north there is no 
jw'till, us tlio rocks are precipitous : 
jon the south the hill rises up to a 
peak, abruptly, about i of a mile, 
|on which aro Hindoo und Muho- 
incdan teniple.s. There aro 10 
guns, large and small. Tiicro aro 
two tanks filled with rain water at 
all Seasons. There is a third tank, 
in wliich water is not always found. 
There is also a spring of good 
water. The fort is in repair, und 
is a place of great strength, requir- 
ing artillery to take it.

At the foot of the hill is tho 
janeieiit and now deserted City of 
jChaiiipanccr.

Godra is about 37 miles to tbo 
north-east of Uaroda. It is situal- 
.id on the plains, and is about a 
quarter of a milo in circiimfcrcnco. 
The walls aro about li2 feet high. 
They have i) bastions and 15 guns, 
large and small. 150 horscinoii 
.iml 200 foot i^cebuiidies garrison 
the place. There arc 2 wells with 
water in them in the fort, which is 
in repair. Tlio Mheswa river flows 
pa t, hut is dry at most seasons 
hut the ruins. 

Dahode, Jhalodo, Kallolo, and 
Veznlpoor aro Ghnrreea, or small 
Torts, about i of a mile in circiiin- 
Tcrencc, without bastions, but with 
a few guns and iSocbnnilics. They 
would x>robably quickly fall before 
regular troops. Tho territory 
composing the Godru Punch Ma- 
hals, or five districts, ha.s in many 
places hills, Jungles, and ravines, 
that would place impediments in 
the wa.y of advancing troops. ‘ 
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HILL-EOET OF POWAGUE. 


The liill-fort of Powagnr is situated to the eastward*of Baroda, and is dis- 
tant from it about twenty-eight miles, and about seventy miles from the head 
of the Gulf of Cambay. It is an isolated hill, surrounded by extensive plains, 
from which it rises abruptly to the height of about 2,400 feet, and is about 
2,800 above the level of the sea. To the eastward lie the vast Baria jungles, 
and it seems to form the boundary between them and the clear open country 
stretching westward to Tunkaria Bunder. 

There is a cart-road from Baroda, which leads in many places through a 
beautiful and interesting country, winding along the base of the hill, to the 
ancient and once magnificent, but now nearly deserted. City of Champaneer, 
which lies on its eastern side. Here the cart-road terminates, and the ascent 
commences by a foot-path, rugged, stony, and irregular, but which might 
very easily be much improved. The ascent is long and circuitous, but in very 
few places steep, so that a palanquin, even in the present state of the road, 
can be carried up without much difficulty. 

The top of the hill is of an irregular oblong shape, running north and south, 
about a mile in length and a quarter of a mile wide. Its northern extremity is 
covered with a thin loose soil, apparently covering in many places ancient 
ruins, tanks, &c. ; and is at this season devoid of vegetation, though the grass 
seems to spring up luxuriantly in the rains. On the east side of this part of 
the hill are the remains of many beautifully executed ancient (Jain) temples ; 
and on the west side, overlooking a tremendous precipice, are some other 
Musulman buildings of more modern date, and supposed to have been used as 
granaries. The space between is uneven, and in many places covered with 
large blocks of basalt. 

The southern extremity is more uneven, and from its centre rises an im- 
mense peak of solid rock, about 250 feet above the level of the hill. The ascent 
to the top of this is by a flight of stone steps, and on its summit are Hindoo 
and Mahomedan temples. On the table land round the bottom of this peak 
are two or three Banyan trees, with a number of prickly pear and Corinda 
bushes ; and thousands of immense blocks of rock lie scattered everywhere. 
At the bottom of the steps there is an excavated tank, containing at the time 
of our visit a pretty considerable quantity of muddy but not ill-tasted water. 
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To the north arc two other built-up tanks, also containing water, of* perhaps a 
better description when more regularly drawn, lint the best and purest water 
is found at a sjiring about half way down the hill, near the lower fort. 

We took up our quarters in the granaries, which form a range of buildings 
that might easily be converted into pretty comfortable liabitations, having 
walls of immense thickness, with domes also very thick. Each room is about 
21 feet square, and of proportionate height. There is one small doorway in 
the east front of each, with a small vent in the dome above it. The walls are 
without plaster; the floors are worn and broken; and there is no door to any 
of them. We w'ere fortunately in these during the hottest days of the last hot 
weather; and throughout the whole time the temperature was moderate, as the 
highest point at which the thermometer stood on the warmest day was 87®, it 
being about the same time in the camp at Raroda 105®. We had no tatties, 
and used no means to cool the rooms ; and the average maximum temperature 
during our stay may be stated at 83®. The thermometer in the open air was 
less accurately observed, but it never rose above 97®, and the average maxi- 
mum height was probably about 94®. To what it fell in the night 1 did not 
ascertain. 

My visit was so short, that I had little time to prove the correctness of my 
themioinetrical observations; and I may mention that the late Doctor Stuart, 
in a visit to the fort at the same season of the year in 1835, states the thermo- 
meter never to have risen above 82®; but taking the most unfavourable obser- 
vations as the most correct, it will be evident that, as a convalescent station, it 
possesses advantages well worthy of consideration. With a temperature from 
fifteen to twenty degrees below that of the plain, its pure air, constant light 
breeze from the south-west, wholesome water, cool and bracing nights, magni- 
ficent scenery, and accommodation that might at a small expense be rendered 
very comfortable, I consider it well adapted as a place of resort for those 
suftcring from the debilitating climate and diseases of Guzerat ; and feel con- 
vinced that it may be safely recommended, and would be often resorted to in 
cases of constitutional debility or slow recovery from disease, when a longer 
trip promising no greater advantages might be inconvenient or impracticable. 
To the inhabitants of Baroda it appears to me to possess incalculable advan- 
tages, from its extreme convenience and proximity to that station ; and though 
I will not enter into comparisons between it and the sea coast, I may add that 
there are many forms of disease for which it is equally adapted. 

Earlier in the season than the month of February it would not be advisable 
to resort to it, as the exhalations from the Baria jungle, carried along by the 
east winds that at that season prevail, might, in sweeping over it, produce 
deleterious effects; however, up to the time mentioned, the heat in the plain is 
sufficiently tolerable to render an earlier change unnecessary.

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GEOLOGICAL AND STATISTICAL NOTES. 


The camp of Baroda is situated on the northern bank of a small river, call* 
ed the Wiswamintre, which takes its rise from the remarkable (and apparently 
from the camp isolated) hill called Powagnr, lying nearly due east about 
twenty-seven miles. 

The soil on which the camp stands is a yellow silicious sand, beneath 
which occurs a yellowish clay, containing small nodules of limestone, here 
called Kunkur. Underneath this clay, a finer yellow sand occurs again, in wlgph 
sweet water of good quality is usually found. The water vein, after being tap- 
ped, generally rises to within twenty-four or twenty-five feet of the surface of the 
ground, and although the supply from this depth is not inexhaustible, still 
it is ample for most purposes of irrigation. It appears dangerous to attempt 
to sink brick wells to a greater depth, as the sand is liable to flow in from the 
side the spring comes from : this causes the masonry on that side to sink 
suddenly, and consequently out of the perpendicular, when the destruction of 
the well immediately follows, often before it is finished, but more frequently 
after it has been some time in use. 

The land about the southern portions of the camp is low, and liable during 
the monsoon (when floods come down the river above named) to partial inun- 
dation, particularly portions of the bazar ; and the whole way from camp to 
the city is also low ; and to keep open the communication between the two 
places, it has been necessary to throw up an embankmeiH or causeway of 
earth as a road, in some places six and eight feet above the land on either 
side. 

The river, and a large nulla leading into it, are crossed by strong substantial 
bridges of stone and brick. Over the latter, a very beautiful bridge of one 
arch and two large circular openings, one on either side, was designed and 
executed in the year 1826, by the present Lieutenant Colonel Waddington, of 
the Bombay Engineers; the expenses of erection being defrayed 6y His High- 
ness Syajee Row Gaekwar. This bridge is faced with a handsome yellow 
sandstone, which was quarried and brought from a range of hills lying south- 
east about thirty miles ; the interior masonry being brick. The balustrade of 
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this bridge is particularly handsome; the shape of the arch is eliptical. 
The depth of material between the surface of the road and the crown of the 
arch was looked- upon by Natives as not sufficient to bear the heavy weight 
of elephants, &c. crossing ; and II is Highness therefore was induced, some 
years later, to erect another stone and brick bridge, a few yards further up 
the nulla, on the design and pri^nciple of the old Native bridge which crosses 
the river itself a1)out three hundred yards nearer the city. 

The city is situated on rising ground, and after passing through it you 
observe a considerable change in the soil, which has now become a blackish 
loam, containing a large quantity of white silicious sand, which produces good 
crops of rice. The ground on the southern side of the city is evidently much 
lower than on the northern, and must, dining the monsoon, be frequently 
under water. 

The road for the first four kos (six miles) is generally sandy. It apparently 
forms the drain for leading the flood-water away; and from all the clay being 
washed from the sand, a white deep sand remains, which renders the road 
heid^y. The land on either side is divided into fields by earthen embankments, 
for keeping the rain-water from passing off too quickly ; and to insure the rice 
an ample quantity of moisture, should the supply of rain fall short of what is 
required, numerous tanks have been excavated from time to time all over these 
low lands. 

Between the villages of Ruttonpoor and Kalinpoor, a slight rise in the coun- 
try is observed, extending north and south, and you, immediately on ascend- 
ing this, perceive a very distinct change of soil, which has now assumed all 
the appearances of the black cotton soil of the Broach districts, and is evi- 
dently formed of the debris of the trap formation, resting on a whitish clay 
which contains Kunkur or limestone. 

Such soil does not app^r favourable to the growth of timber or fruit trees, 
for few are seen, excepting close to villages ; and this want of trees gives a 
peculiarly barren and bleak appearance to such tracts. 

Near the village of Bcehipoor you cross the Dhadur river, which takes its 
rise in the hills near Sewrajpoor, lying north-east about thirty-five miles, and, 
running nearly west, falls into the Gulf of Cambay. This river forms the 
creek on which the Tunkaria blunder or port is situated. At Beelapoor, the 
banks are steep, and shows on the northern bank the formation as described 
above; the southern bank is more sloping, and seams of gravel, high up the 
bank, are observable, showing the bed of the stream has been gradually lower- 
ing. This gravel would afford good material for constructing such lines of 
roads as are at present required for improving the means of transit. 

After crossing the Dhadur river, which is here about 200 feet wide, with 
two feet water, the soil for a short distance becomes a reddish sandy loam, on 
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^liich some fine mango trees are growing. On approaching Tobhavee, some 
thirteen miles from the city, the soil becomes darker in colour, and the chief 
produce is rice. Trees, however, are more numerous than in the first portion 
of the road, the Mango and the Rayen predominating : the Tamarind and 
Neem are rare. 

From Tobhavee the Powagur Hill bears north-east, and the Rajpecpia range 
of hills is seen to margin the horizon to the south and south-east, showing 
high conical peaks here and there in the range, which apparently extends east 
and west. 

The staple agricultural produce around this village is rice. Water is not 
found but at considerable depths from the surface, — the villagers informed me 
at fifty haths, or seventy-five feet; consequently no attempts at irrigation from 
wells are made, and all depends on the supply of rain during the monsoon. 
Each village is usually provided with a large tank, which, from the soil con- 
taining a large proportion of black clay, retains the water much longer than 
would otherwise be the case. When the supply fails, holes are dug in the 
sides and bed of the tank, from which the villagers obtain a sufficient supply 
of water for themselves and cattle. Most villages, however, have one or 
more brick wells, with drinking troughs for cattle, close to the village. 

The country around is very level, and not cut up by ravines. The dip 
appears to be from the north-east to the south-west, — at least nearly all the 
tanks have the bunds situated so as to take advantage of such a dip. 

From Tobhavee to Dim baee, f^ye miles ; general direction south-east, over 
a blackish soil, rice being the common produce. Country level, and trees be- 
coming more common. Near the town of Dhubaee, the soil becomes more 
sandy, and of a yellowish colour. 

Dhubaee is a large town, with a high wall, built partly of sandstone, and 
partly of brick : it contains, 1 was informed, some 20,000 houses. There is a 
large and handsome tank near the Gaekw’ar’s Kutchery, which has cut-stone 
steps all round. On the eastern side of the town are the remains of a very 
large and handsome stone gateway, most elaborately sculptured, after the style 
of the Bhoodist architecture. There are two inscriptions on marble inside 
the wall, one apparently perfect, the other much defaced. I am trying to ob- 
tain of these inscriptions. 

About a quarter of a mile from this gateway, and at the head of a Ma- 
homedan tomb, is erected a slab of stone, having a round hole cut through it, 
of about fourteen inches diameter, and about one foot from the ground. To 
pass through this hole is an ordeal to prove the innocence or guilt of any par- 
ties accused of theft, or any other crime which the parties may agree to decide 
by such an ordeal. There is a Fakeer’s TuKeea close to it, who, of course, 

derives a profit by it,

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On the eastern side of Dhubaec the ground is low, and must be much under 
water during the monsoon. Mango trees are most abundant on this side of 
the town. The soil a yellowish sand ; the ground much cut up by deep 
gullies or ravines, which, during the dry season, form the lines of communication 
from place to place: they are of considerable depth, and only wide enough for 
one cart ; consequently, to prevent constant stoppages and annoyances, there 
are many of these gullies side by side, so that carts can turn into one or other, 
as necessity rec^uires them to do. 

This sandy soil continues the whole way to Badurpoor, a distance of six 
kos, — about nine miles ; general direction south-east. This town is situated on 
the right bank of the Orsing river, and both it and the fort of Soankheira, on 
the opposite bank, belong to the Oaekwar. The Orsing river is here nearly 
half a mile across; the bed composed of deep sand : a little water was flow- 
ing, in November, on the eastern side of the river. The descent into the river 
is easy, but the ascent on the Soankheira side is difficult, the ground being 
much cut up by ravines. The soil a fine loose sand, which facilitates the 
forming of ravines, with which the fort and town are completely surrounded, 
except on the river side. 

The country now becomes undulating, and hills are seen to the north-east 
and south ; soil yellow sand ; trees more abundant, and of diflTerent sorts ; — 
in fact, this may be considered the commencement of the jungle which 
extends east into Malwa. Cultivation is more detached ; several kinds of 
grain, in addition to rice, are cultivated. No^ wells observed here, except one 
close to our encampment. 

From Soankheira to Maknee nine miles; general direction north-easterly. 
Pass through a very rich, undulating country; the soil a reddish sandy loam, 
very like that on the north bank of the Mahee river, at Wassud. The trees 
here are very fine and large, particularly the Bhur, Tamarind, and Peepul, and 
they cannot fail to attract attention. There is, however, little cultivation until 
you approach Maknee, when most extensive fields of sugarcane are to be seen in^ 
all directions. I was told that the cultivators pay as high as Syasye Rs. 140 
per Koomba (equal to about 3 Guzerat bcegas) for land-rent. It was 
also reported that this village formerly yielded a revenue to the Gaekwar of 
Rs. 10,000 per annum; but at the present day it only yields Rs. 3,500. 
There is a fine large tank here, the bund of which, on the south-western side, is 
of brick and chunam. It was evidently, at some former period, a most thriving 
and populous place. 

I should have observed above, that as the jungle commenced, there 
was also a decided change in the appearance of the lower orders, — the Naikra or 
Dhamka Bheels, in place of Kolees and Rajpoots. The two latter classes are 
usually well clad ; that is to say, they wear a turban, the DJiotee or waist-cloth. 
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with short drawers below the knee^ and an Angrlkha; whereas the* former 
classes have no clothing whatever, and only possess a very narrow strip of 
cloth, which is supported, so as to cover their nakedness, by a piece of string 
which goes round their waist. In the coldest weather they bring forth a cotton 
cloth, generally in rags, and roll themselves up in this ; and, by lying close to 
large tires, they contrive to exist. 1 am speaking now of parties who have 
occasion to sleep away from their houses, — or huts I should call them, for they 
are nearly on a par with their clothing. In the jungle districts, it is rare to see 
more than a few huts together. Each villager usually selects his own locality, 
at some distance from his neighbour : thus a Bheel village may extend a mile 
or more, and yet not contain many inhabitants. 

The sides of their huts are generally made of the female bamboo, which is 
cut the length required with a hatchet : each joint of the bamboo is cut 
through longitudinally by numerous distinct cuts all round, one cut alone of 
which is carried from one end of the bamboo to the other, which enables them 
to split and lay it open on the ground as one broad flat riband ; the numerous 
cuts at the joints permitting the bamboo to become flat. These bands or ri* 
bands are then interwoven, and assume a very strong and neat fence : they are 
sometimes lined or smeared inside with mud and cowdung ; but must afford 
a poor protection from the heavy rains, as well as from the malaria that must 
arise each night after the fall of the rains. The roofs of these huts are sup- 
ported on forked uprights, generally of Kheir wood, which is very hard, and of 
a red colour, and not liable to be destroyed by the white-ant. Three longitu- 
dinal pieces, resting on the forked uprights, support the rafters, which are some- 
times made of the straight branches of the teak, or any other tree which may 
be at hand. They have an ingenious way of securing the rafters on the ridge- 
pole, by boring holes through the upper ends of the rafters, and inserting small 
male bamboos through, generally, four rafters at a time ; two of which go on 
one side of the roof, and two on the other. Should bamboos be used for raf- 
ters, they select those which are long enough to form both sides ; when, by cut- 
ting a piece from the centre of the bamboo on the under side, this rests on the 
ridge-pole, and the weight of the roof keeps the rafter in its proper place, as- 
sisted either by the long shoots of creeper plants, or strips of the bark of many 
of the jungle trees tied to the cross-pieces. These huts have usually one open- 
ing or entrance, which is protected by a bundle of bamboos interwoven. 

They have generally a small covered stage outside, for their water pots ; 
also for the grass for their cattle. This latter is sufficiently high to permit of 
the cattle being kept underneath, thereby affording them some protection from 
the sun and rain. 

Their agricultural implements are a small wooden plough, — the coulter and 
share being formed of a bur.of iron about three quarters of an inch square, the 
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lower end of which pointed, and slightly bent towards the front, — a small 
pick, a hatchet, and bill-hook. 

The plough is only used in the low lands, which have been quite, or nearly 
so, cleared of jungle. These lands are situated in the valleys, between the 
numerous ranges of hills which traverse the country in all directions. 

The sides of the hills are also brought under a rough sort of cultivation, by 
all the trees and jungle being cut down, and laid on the ground. In April and 
May these are set on fire, and, as soon as possible after the fire is thoroughly 
extinguished, grain is sown by hand-cast, and the rest is left to nature, until 
the crop is fit for the sickle. They seldom if ever cultivate such spots two 
seasons consecutively. 

All the jungle tribes are wonderful adepts in'the use of the axe, with which 
alone they fell the largest forest trees, and also square them up with a degree 
of accuracy whicli only constant practice could insure. 

Many of them possess rude carts, entirely of wood, without a bit of iron in 
them ; the wheels of wood, of the shape and make similar to those in use 
throughout Guzerat, — occasionally you see them formed from solid blocks of 
wood, without any spokes. The platform of the cart is made of two poles, with 
bamboos interwoven between them, to form the bed. The axletree is of w^ood, 
generally the Damum, a very tough, whitish wood, abundant in most of the 
jungles. 

From Maknee to Juboogaum is about nine miles ,• general direction easterly; 
extensive jungle the whole way. The road for a considerable distance is along 
the left, or southern bank of the Orsing river, which still has a wide, shallow 
bed, with deep sand : this sand is formed into low ridges, on which the bastard 
or wild Cyprus grows very luxuriantly. Rock, for the first time since leaving 
Baroda, appears ; its presence is also indicated by the numerous stunted teak 
trees. 

The rock is a reddish sicnite, or, perhaps, it might be called a reddish granite, 
coarse in grain, and in boulders or large blocks, extending in ridges, and only 
just on a level with the ground, apparently coming from the east, and trending 
away to the south-west. On descending this ridge, you enter on an extensive 
plain, portions of which are of black soil, while others are a whitish sand, con- 
taining a large quantity of quartz. This is, when going in the direction of 
Wunyade, south-east, and off the direct road. To reach Juboogaum you 
cross the Orsing river near the village of Tarkachia : it is here very broad, 
with deep sand, and must be most difficult for laden carts to get over. 
Juboogaum is situated on the north bank of the Orsing; the soil a whitish 
sand; the rock near the surface being evidently of a primary formation. » Hills 
appear now on all sides but the south-west. 

From Juboogaum to Jambooghora. is six miles, north; the track lies 
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through a thick jungle. A conical hill is seen on the left hand, and a range 
of hills extending from its northern extremity. About half-way are some 
large blocks of granite, projecting above the ground, and in one or two places 
large masses appear above the soil, with quite a flat surface, and bare of 
vegetation or soil. As you approach the village you become aware that, to the 
west and south-west, ranges of hills flank the valley in which it is situated ; 
other hills appear to the north. 

In a hill to the south-west, called Dhola Sodur, which forms part of the 
range above described, mica in large quantities is to be obtained. From an 
excavation I made about half-way up the hill, on its northern aspect, and 
beneath blocks of mica slate, 1 found quartz and felspar rocks embedded in 
mica, which has been much distorted and bent, and I believe discoloured, from 
contact with the quartz when in a heated state, for many of the pieces of quartz 
bear the impression of the plates of mica quite distinct on them. The mica in 
places appears much decomposed, and in small, minute fragments. Doubtless 
on sinking deeper into the hill, or making a mine lower down, the mica might 
he found more pure, and of greater value in the market. That it is worth a 
search, the price it fetches in the bazar at Baroda will justify. The 'distance 
from Baroda is twenty-four kos (or thirty-six miles). 

Good mica, that is to say plates of three or four inches square, and of a 
clear colour, would fetch Rs. 7 per maund of 40 seers ; second and third sorts 
would of course sell for less. Such as we have already dug out 1 am informed 
will fetch Rs. 1 to Rs. 2 per rhaund in Baroda.^ The Bheels could be induced, 
at 2 annas per man, to work the whole day ; and each labourer, from what I 
saw, would excavate at the very least a maund per day ; which would be worth 
in Baroda say Rs. 2 per maund. The hire of a cart with four bullocks, at the 
present rate, would be Rs. 3, which cart would take at the least 30 maunds ; or 
under 2 annas per maund for carriage. Custom duties and other petty charges 
might be put down at as much again, making the total cost of a maund of mica, 
delivered at Baroda, 8 annas ; leaving a clear profit of Ks. 1-8-0 per maund, 
or Rs. 45 per cart-load of 30 maunds. 

By a reference to the Geological Survey Report of India for the season of 
1848-49, by J. McClelland, pages 20 and 21, there is an account of the Dun- 
wee mica mine. The plates of therein described are very superior to any- 
thing I have yet seen from the Dhola Sodur Hill ; but there is no saying what 
improvement might not take place in digging deeper or further into the hill. 

It appears that 100,000 maunds are annually transmitted to Calcutta, and there 
sold at the rate of Co.’s Rs. 7-8-0 per jnaund, which is, of course, the Bengal 

* Fr6m inquiries in Baroda I find that the demand for mica is very limited ; therefore, 
unless we could originate a trade-in the artide, it would not be judicious to make any large 
outlay for its discovery. 
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niaund, or double the Guzerat maund. The distance it has to be transmitted 
appears, from the map, to be above 200 miles, and, from the route it is stated 
to take, must be land carriage nearly all the way. The Dhola Sodur is 
situated within a hundred yards of the present cart-track, and the excavation 
faces the road : the mica could be sliot down the side of the hill, and there 
sorted and packed in bags, and at once carried to the carts. 

If the mica improved in quality as the hill was penetrated, it might become 
an article of export to Bombay and other places. The additional land car- 
riage to Tunkaria Bunder would cost only other 2 annas per maund ; so that, 
under all circumstances, it appears desirable to ascertain, by practical operation, 
whether this mica can be made profitable to the Narakot Zilla, particularly as 
the ex|)eriinent can be made at a trifling expense, and without the assistance 
of machinery or expensive superintendence. 

Near the village of Jarnbooghora, and bn the western side of the small river 
which flows to the south, the ground is covered in all directions with slag and 
scoria from iron-smelting furnaces. Large quantities of a black and green 
glass are also scattered in all directions : many of these lumps of glass are full 
of small air bubbles, and in some I found small round globules of iron, show- 
ing that iron was the metal extracted. Judging from the quantity of refuse, 
very extensive works must at one time have been in operation ; whereas in the 
present day, the people of the country are ignorant of any tradition even of 
iron or other works having ever been in activity. 

Looking at the numerous large and substantial wells, and the remains of 
brick foundations of houses, &c., one is led to believe there must at a remote day 
have been a thriving population in what was a few years back a thick jungle; 
and I feel inclined to assign the date to the epoch when the city of Champa- 
neer, situated eighteen miles to the north-west, was at its zenitli, and which must 
have been, according to history, some 350 years ago. The remains of this 
city are still to be seen in all directions around the hill of Powagur, but par- 
ticularly on its northern and eastern sides. 

A subsequent visit which I was enabled to make to the Narakot Zilla 
afforded me the opportunity of an extended examination of its geological 
formations, and also permitted me to form as accurate an opinion as the lapse 
of years would allow, of the locality from whence the iron ore was extracted, 
whose refuse, in the shape of slag, is so frequently seen at Jarnbooghora and 
Waow, in the Narakot Zilla. 

I have mentioned above that ranges of hills appear to the west and north 
of Jarnbooghora. I visited several localities in the northern range, which 
appeared to be an offshoot from the high mountain called Ruttun Mahal, lying 
due east, some forty or fifty miles distant. The range appears to be formed of 
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p]utonic and inetamorpliic rocks, such as granite, gneiss, mica, schist, clay 
slate, with a greyish marble in the valleys. 

The village of Chalwar is the furthest up the valley formed by these hills, 
which here extend on the eastern side also. On ascending one locality, called 
the Sooneekee Doongur, or hill of gold, about a mile and a half distant, the 
remains of numerous excavations along the southern slope were apparent. 
From the hollows left, they seem to have been originally circular openings, 
running east and west, about half-way between the bottom and top of the 
range, which I may state is about 600 feet high. There is also 
an excavation on the top of this ridge, from thirty to forty 
feet in depth, and about twelve feet in width, an inclined plane 
leading into as well as out of this excavation, similar to the 
^ection given in the margin. 

The rock appears to be mica schist, of a purple colour, containing a large 
proportion of oxide of iron ; the rock is magnetic. A thin vein of reddish 
quartz, dipping at an angle of about 60 ® to the south, is exposed. The sides 
which form the eastern and western walls of this excavation are perpendicular, 
and no marks could I find on them, to show how the excavation had been 
made. The descent and ascent into this hollow are formed from the debris of 
former workings, and consist of loose red earth and fragments of the purple 
rock ; it is impossible, therefore, to judge now, what may have been the origi- 
nal shape or depth of this cavity. 

Some portions of this rock effervesce with sulphuric acid, and have a most 
peculiar, acid taste, when the tongue is applied to them. Under a small lens, 
the rock appears composed of small grains of quartz, having a bluish and whit- 
ish vitreous appearance. When pounded, this disappears, and rounded grains 
of pure white quartz appear, and the mass becomes of a dull brick-dust colour. 
The needle from a compass takes up or attracts a large quantity of iron from 
the pulverized rock. 

Other portions, again, are not acted on by sulphuric acid. The only taste, 
when the tongue is applied, is that peculiar to rocks having a large portion of 
alumine in their composition : it is adhesive to the tongue, and gives out an 
earthy odour; it has a schistose fracture, and rather greasy to the feel. 

The other rock which appeared in sUn, along the line of excavation above 
mentioned, effervesces in sulphuric acid. In apf)earance it*is a brovvnisli green, 
glistening substance, slightly adhesive to the tongue, and of earthy odour : it is 
slightly magnetic. When pulverized, it becomes of a dirty white colour, and, 
through a lens, appears composed of quartz in small angular grains, with a 
small portion of mica, with very minute silvery iitetallic grains. The needle 
from a compass takes up iron from the pulverized rock. Not far from the foot 
of this ridge, a stratum of whitish limestone crops out, the strike being east and 
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west : it effervesces violently with sulphuric acid, and it has a curious appearance 
outside, caused either by the scouring action of running water, or from the rock 
taking the impression of other rocks, when it was in a fluid or malleable state. 
Here and there, in this rock, are very fine, thread-like veins of some darker- 
coloured substance interspersed. 

About 200 yards north of the village of Chalwar, a stratum of another rock 
crops out, striking east and west, very similar in appearance to actinolite. It 
has long fibrous crystals, of a greenish colour ; the particular form of these I 
am unable to make out. The matrix of these crystals is of a white and reddish 
colour, containing a large proportion of lime. That portion of the matrix of 
this rock which has been exposed to the atmosphere has worn away, leaving 
the crystal exposed and projecting. 

Blue slate is seen in the valley, having the same strike as above mentioned.^ 
Steatite is also found on the top of a small ridge of hills, having the same 
strike, nearly, ns the Sooneekee Doongur, and separated from it by a narrow 
valley. The line of the hills east of this is much confused, the strike of the 
rocks in the valleys being frequently east and west, while the upraised masses 
of gneiss and mica slat^ run north and south. Large masses or blocks of 
sienitic granite protrude in places south of these hills, and have evidently been 
the cause of the confusion which appears to exist. 

On the western side of the Sooneekee Doongur range, the country becomes 
level, until you reach the very base of the Powagur mountain, at the village of 
Pahlunpoor, about two miles from the western side of the range. I have ob- 
tained from the banks of a dry nulla, falling into the Dhadur river, some very 
good specimens of iron ore, which 1 should call hematite, of a lead colour, 
very heavy, and apparently containing a large proportion of metal. 

This ore has been much worked in former years, judging by the excavations, 
and the large mounds of slag which appear near this locality ; in other speci- 
mens the iron ore appears running in veins through a whitish slaty substance. 
There are occasional cavities, sliovving a botryoidal structure. Near this locality 
is a large circular cavity, some sixty feet in diameter, which the Natives say 
was originally a well, but it is now dry : around its sides horizontal strata of 
slate clay arc exposed, of a grey colour, and slaty structure in one direction, 
and earthy in the other; it yields to the nail, and adheres slightly to the 
tongue. 

This rock agrees with Mr. Phillips’ description of slate clay in England, 
which) he states, ** is found resting upon, as well as interposed between, beds of 
coal, which it invariably accompanies.” But whether such is the case in this 
locality I arn not able to say at present, nor do I think it possible to decide 
the question without excavations being made in different directions. The indi- 
cations, however, are such as, in my opinion, to warrant a small outlay of 
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money. Unrortiniately the locality is within the limits of the Qodra Punch 
Mahal, belonging to His Highness Sindia. 

In the bed of the-Dhadur river, near this locality, blue slate crops out, having 
a dip north and west. There are the remains of an old inscription cut on a 
piece of rock, but the [letters are so obliterated by the action of the flood 
water as to frustrate all hope of deciphering them : they appear of the Sanscrit 
character. 

From Juboogaum to Teyghur is about twelve miles; general direction 
east. A gradual ascent the whole distance, and near the right bank of the Or- 
sing river. The formation, wherever it appeared, was primary. In the bed 
of a small nulla near Jetpoor, mica slate crops out, much decomposed, and 
crumbling away ; the dip appears to be to the west. The rocks which appear 
above ground are large blocks of granite or sienitc, the ingredients being quartz, 
felspar, hornblende, and mica : the hornblende appears in large particles, and 
the plates of mica are large, and abundant. 

To the north of the village of Teyghur are two large coniefal hills, which from 
a distance appear to rise abruptly from the plain : they are covered to their tops 
with jungle trees. At the base of the hills enormous flocks of sienitic granite 
appear, overlying each other, and this formation appears to continue to their 
tops. ^ 

From Teyghur to Chota Oodepoor, eight miles ; general direction east. The 
ascent appears continued, and very gradual ; the road lies along the north bank 
of the Orsing ; and you cross numerous shallow dry beds of i^mall rivers, com- 
ing from the north-east, and falling into the Orsing. The soil is hard, of a 
yellow and whitish sand. The teak, and other jungle trees, of a larger size 
than those more to the west. The hills on the north-east and south sides ap- 
pear to form a barrier to further progress. 

The formation in the river at Chota Oodepoor is primary, consisting of 
granites, white and red, much intersected with veins of quartz and felspar. 
The dip of the granite is to the north, and the felspar veins generally strike in 
the opposite direction to the dip.. Mica slate also appears, overlying the 
granite. The ranges of hills usually show abrupt surfaces to the s^utli, widi 
sloping sides to the north, clearly demonstrating the dip. A dyke, I might 
almost call it, of red granite, crosses the bed of the river, in a west and easterly 
direction, dipping at an acute angle to the north. Serpentine is foun^ on the 
right bank above this dyke, as also mica slate. The granite appears of four 
sortS) — red, white, grey, and nearly black. Limestone is found, but not mritu. 
Some good specimens of white, yellow, and grey marble, were bcdught 
me from the village of Dewhnttee, seven and a half miles north-east of Qhbta 
Oodepoor. 

The present town of Chota Oodepoor is situated in a kind of valley or .basin, 
14r 
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surfounded on the north-east and south by ranges of hills of no great elevatioii, 
and generally covered to their summits witli jungle. The river Oreing pos^ 
along its eastern and sonthern sides: it has little or *no^ water in it, except 
during the monsoon. Cultivation scanty : the soil appears poor, and contains 
too much silex to yield good crops of anything hut rice, and such like. 

From Chota Oodepoor to Kurrnlee, about fifteen miles ; general direction 
south-west. Pass over a continued series of low undulating bills, generally 
running east and west ,* the dip of the country westerly; the formation the 
whole way mica schist) with quartz in veins and blocks. At Waoree, seven 
miles, there is an isolated hill, just south of the village, of mica schist, and the 
base of the hill is strewed with blocks of quartz and felspar. Between the 
village of Kallaranee and Kurralec cross the bed of a nulla running north-west, 
in which trap rock occurs : the direction of the strata appears east and west ; 
it is in small fragments, or much shattered. Mica schist and quartz appear on 
the banks above the trap, but the nature and colour of the soil has just 
changed from a liglit brown sandy soil to a deep black loam, with deep cracks 
in ail directions. At Kurralee the same black soil continues, and there is a 
ridge of hills, about fivl^os or seven miles in length, running east and west, 
entirely formed of trap rock, which rises abruptly from tde plain on either side, 
and is about 800 to 1,000 feet above the plain. The Bbeels grow' Jowaree, 
Bajree, Toor, and Pumpkins on this hill, during the monsoon. 

From the top of this hill you obtain a pretty correct idea of the ranges of 
hills on either side : they appear to consist of four distinct ranges, having a 
general direction east and west. The most northern range appears to come 
firom Ruttun Mahal, and extends to Jambooghora ; the next range comes from 
Chota Oodepoor, and extends to Waoree; the third comes from Kurralee; and 
the fourth from Pbengemata. The river Orsing flows down the valley of the 
first range ; the river Ouse down the second ; the Erin river down the third ; 
and the Nerbudda river down the fourth and last division. The Rajpeepla 
range of hills forms the southern boundary, and are seen extending far away 
to the east and west. 

From Kurralee to Wasna is about ten miles ; general direction south-west. 
The first four miles the soil is of a lightish black loam; which, at the villages 
bf Nana and Mota -Ao^dria, appears, from the extensive cultivation of 
sugarcane, to be particularly favourable to that produce. Water of a good 
quality is abundant, and near the surface. Between Mota Amadria and Kur* 
rachlee, cross the Ouse river two or three times. At the first crossing mica 
date is seen in the bed, dipping at an acute angle to the south. After leaving 
Kurrachlee, pass over a low ridge of mica schist and quartz, growing on sriuch 
are some very fine straight teak trees, but uot of any gmt bulk, ibopgfa of 
great height Shortly after crossing this eidge, which appeaea id ran easterly 
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md westerly, you come to some nuUas, where the soil at once changes to a 
deep black loaiHi resting on a whitish Kunkur clay« This soil continues all 
the way to WasnaJsThe deep cracks and fissures, the usual accompaniment to 
the black soil of Guzerat, are very numerous, and the ground is cut up with 
nulias. At the village of Kassindra, cross the Erin river, over a bed of rocks 
and pebbles : it is of considerable width, with an abundant supply of running 
water at the period of crossing (December 1851). The pebbles appear to be 
chiefly formed from fragments of trap rock, rounded from attrition : pebbles of 
quartz and felspar are also abundant. Our camp was pitched on ^the left bank 
of the Erin, opposite to the village of Wasna, which is there abrupt and high, 
the bed of the river very wide, and there is a large and deep pool of water 
under the bank above mentioned. 

Since crossing the black soil from Knrrachlee, the face of the country has 
become much changed : the teak and other jungle trees have almost all dis- 
appeared, giving place to the Bhur and Brab trees, -^indicating that we have 
been crossing an extensive valley or basin. 

From Wasna to Aggur is about twelve miles ; general direction south-west. 
About a mile after leaving Wasna, a slight ascent or flse is perceptible in the 
ground, and a few r^ks appear above it, which are of limestone formation, 
apparently a greyish marble. This ridge is crossed, and continues on tiie 
right hand side all tlie way to the village of Chametra, a distance of six miles, 
without a single village intervening. 

About a mile after the limestone appears, a close-grained whitish sandstone 
crops out in large tabular masses, level with the face of the country, which has 
again changed to a reddish sand ; teak and other jungle trees again appearing, 
but rather stunted, there being little soil. The ground has a peculiar, hollow 
sound under the horse’s feet. The sandstone stratum appears to lay nearly hori- 
xontal, though the little dip that is perceptible appears to the north-west. Near 
the village of Chametra, the road is over this sandstone stratum, which has been 
uplifted slightly, and exposed sufficiently to show that the sandstone is in layers 
of four to five inches in thickness, and dipping to the west and south-west. 

The outer fiice of the sandstone is wavy, exactly resembling the ripple 
tuarks Idl on the’ satid on a sea-beach. The colour is generally whitisli, some- 
times htclining to red or rose colour. Large slabs of this stone could easily be 
obtained, and would make an excellent paving or building stone, from tho 
facility afibrded* by its stratified formation, of working it up. 

After leaving Chametra, the dir^tion of the road is more southerly, and this 
face of the eonntiy again changes. The jungle disappears, and the «oil again 
-beeomes a falaekisb loam, overlying a whitish Kunknr or Moonim clay. The 
aimdstone ridge extends away to the west. The grmind has a{^;ntrendy been 
vpmed|«nd is much cut up with deep ravines and extensive fissnres. 
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About two miles before you reach Aggur, you enter on an extensive o[)eD 
plain ; its . boundaries distinctly marked by a belt or margin of trees. The 
former sandstone ridge is plainly seen, of an increased 4evation, extending 
due west| until it appears to meet another ridge of hillsi running nearly north 
and south, near the village of Wujgeera. On the southern side of this plain 
another ridge or elevation appears, and which extends, from an easterly direc* 
tion, to within half a mile of the village of Aggur. This ridge is also of a similar 
sandstone formation to the one above described. The stone is quarried for 
mill-stones, such as are in general use throughout India. 

There is a small river at this village, where the sandstone is also observed. 
Teak trees were formerly abundant in this locality, the numerous stumps of 
which are to be seen in all directions. The jungle becomes dense again, and 
the soil more sandy. 

From Aggur lo Tullukwara, on the right bank of the Nerbudda river, is 
about eleven miles ; general direction south. You pass through a tree jungle 
nearly the whole way. The country is much intersected with hollows and 
ravines. On the high ground, between the hollows, considerable cultivation 
in patches is to be seen, chiefly Cotton and Toor. The soil is a blackish loam. 
No rock appears in these hollows. The ravines and hollows (even if you did 
not know it) would indicate that you were approaching some large river. A 
perceptible descent in the land takes place before you reach the village. 

The right bank of the Nerbudda, oti which the village is situated, is very 
abrupt, and from sixty to a hundred feet from the water in the river. The for- 
mation here exposed shows a very deep stratum of alluvial soil, resting on a bed 
of rounded pebbles, held together by a calcareous cement ^ so much so, that in 
places it appears exactly as if the bed of stones had been formed by the hand 
of man. The top of this bed of pebbles appears in places thirty or forty feet 
above the present bed of the river, and which formerly must have had its 
channel very much to the north of its present site, as, from the village of Wadia, 
you observe the abrupt bank on which Tullukwara is built extends a long 
way to the eastward, and gradually turns to the south, forming a large bend or 
basin, from one to three miles in breadth. A small stream or river runs under 
this bank, and shows the formation to be similar to that at Tullukwara. The 
space between this bank and the present stream is ^ rich, black, alluvial soil, 
under high cultivation. *"Very fine Bhur trees are to be seen in abundance 
close to the village of Wadia, and near a small temple on the present bank of 
the river. 

The Nerbudda at this place is about 126 yards across, with deep water for 
this width ; the actual bed being, at a guess, nearly half a mile : the opposite side 
is shelving. The whole bed is covered with loose boulders and pebUes, most- 
ly of basaltic formation; pebbles of granilaand mica slate are ako abundant. 
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From Tullnkwara to Nandod, the preaent capital of the Rajpeepta Raja, 
is about ten miles; general direction south-west ; tlie country level, and the 
soil black. No rock appears in the whole distance, nor does rock appear at 
Nandod in titu. The soil appears a black loam, resting on a whitish Kunkur 
or Moorum clay. The town is situated on the right bank of the Kurjtm river, 
which joins the Nerbudda. The bed of the river is covered with pebbles and 
small boulders, chiefly of basaltic formation. 

The Rajpeepta range of hills is distant from three to four miles. I had no 
opportunity of visiting them, to ascertain their formation; but as the riv.er which 
passes the town takes its rise in these hills, we may judge, from the basaltic 
pebbles which cover its bed, that some of them at least must be of that formation. 
The bills run east and west. The western end ceases near Lemodra, but there 
is a ridge or rise in the ground, which extends from the end of the hills, through 
the entire width of the Anklesur and Hansot Purgunas of Ihe Broach Collec- 
torate, to the Gulf of Cambay, and divides the waters of the Surat and Broach 
Collectorates between the rivers Nerbndda and Tuptce. 

From Nandod to the Laurea Bhurr, on the left bank of the Nerbudda, exactly 
opposite the far-famed Khubea Bhurr, is about twenty-seven miles ; general 
direction south-soufh-west. Cross the beds of numerous small streams during 
the whole distance, all coming from the range of hills on your left, and falling 
into the Nerbudda. The soil throughout a black loam, which appears most 
favourable for Cotton, Toor, Jowaree, and such crops. No rocks appear in this 
distance. The banks of the Nerbudda river are all alluvial, leading to the be- 
lief that we have passed over what was at one time a vast estuary of the Gulf of 
Cambay, the bounds of which appear, in a southerly direction, to have been the 
high bank on which the village of Lemodra now stands. The ground near and 
around this village is strewed with small and large fragments of cornelian, 
generally of a red colour. 

Undulating hills extend from Lemodra east, south, and west, and form the 
offshoots from the Rajpeepla range, near which they rise higher, and assume a 
more continuous line. As you approach the village of Ruttonpoor, indurated 
whitish clay, very like shale, appears.' It has been uplifted, and dips, at an acute 
angle, to the north and west. A coarse conglomerate, composed of pebbles or 
rounded fragments of cornelian, quartz, &c. embedded in an argillaceous cement, 
apparently overlies the indurated clay. Soda exudes from this stratum. 

On the western side of the small village of Lemodra large mounds of iron 
sl^; are to be seen, a sp^imen of which I forwarded to Dr. Morehead in 
Bombay. It was analysed by .distant Surgeon R. Haines, who> on the 17th 
January 1862, kindly fanuBb^ the foRowing account of it

The excess of oxide of iron, in the slag I have examined, shows the great 
loss that must have occurred from faulty management in the smelting. The 
lime is little more than a third of that contained in the English slag, and 
hence, it would probably require a higher temperature to fuse it. The large 
quantity of iron in the slag denotes, 1 think, that the operation was too hasty, 
the ore not being long enough heated in contact with the charcoal ; so that, 
before it became reduced to the metallic state, it was vitrihed with the other 
ingredients of the slag, and so, in a great measure, withdrawn from the action 
of the carbon. This might be owing to the insufficient height of the furnace : 
if it could not contain enough materials in the upper part, they would sink 
down too fast, by the consumption of the fuel, and come under the action 
of the blast before the iron had been sufficiently reduced by cementation.” 

The village of Ruttonpoor is situated on the top of one of a series of small 
rounded hills, with valleys intervening, which are covered with thick jungle. 
The ground there exposed is strewed with fragments of cornelian, agate, &c. 
in all directions. The mines are situated about five miles in a south-easterly 
direction, under the higher range of the Rajpeepla Hills. On the top of one 
conical hill is to be seen a Muhomedan shrine called Bawaghor. 

The road to the mines passes over a soil composed of a yellowish and reddish 
clay, in which are embedded cornelian and agates; it also contains iron. Iti 
some places it becomes a regular conglomerate, very hard and difficult to 
fracture. The mipes are rude excavations, of about four feet diameter, and 
some thirty-five feet deep, from the bottom of which galleries extend in all 
directions. The stratum passed through is a yellowish clay, containing pebbles 
of the above rocks. In some places, bands of ironstone, a few inches only in 
thickness, occur, having the appearance of being spin i- vitrified. For a more 
particular account of these mines, see my account of a visit to them in Decem- 
ber 1832, publislied by the*<jreograpbicaI Society in Bombay. 

These mines only last one season, for during the monsoon they become par- 
tially filled up, and frequently destroyed, by the upper strata falling im From 
this cause, the countiy for miles is formed of hillocks, which distinctly poini' 
out the sites of former excavations. 

Soutl) of Ruttonpoor, on the banka of a small river, near the village of Bhe- 
lod, some good specimens of iron ore were brought to and. a 
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yellow clay, in which were embedded numeroua fossil salt-water |hella. Speci- 
mens of a conglomerate, as above described, but containing an abundant 
supply of fossil shells, were also found near the same locality. 

Mr. L. R. Ashburner, of the Civil Service, has kindly sent me specimens 
of a calcareous rock, full of fossil shells, from the bed of another small stream, 
near the village of Lingpoor, in the Broach Collectorate, nearly south-west from 
Bbelod. Both the streams above mentioned come from the Rajpeepla range, 
and fall into the Nerbndda above the town of Anklesur. The same gentleman 
also sent me a fossil bone, which he had found iu the bed of tlie Khim river, 
which disembogues into the Gulf of Cambay a few miles south of the island 
of Perim, which is distant some miles from the present line of coast. 

A comparison of the conglomerates found on the eastern side, as now 
described, with those to "be seen on the island of Perim, and again on the 
western or Katty war side, tends to confirm the impression* already in exist- 
ence, that the two continents were at one time connected, and that this stratum, 
which is now broken through by the sea, was originally one continued 
formation. 

It may not be out of place here to remark, that the Rajpeepla Hills are 
offshoots from the Satpoora range of mountains : they rise abruptly between 
theNerbodda and Taptee rivers, about twenty miles west of the Toorun Mahal, 
which is, I believe, the highest point in the whole range, and stated to be 3,000 
to 4,000 feet above the level of the sea. The range separates, and forms two 
distinct branches, one folIon4bg the course of the Nerbudda river, and consti- 
tutes what are called the Rajpeepla Hills, — a name derived from the ancient capi- 
tal, where the Raja used to reside, and is situated among the most inaccessible 
and unhealthy parts of the range. Owing to the latter circumstance, a new 
town was built some miles west of the former locality : this, however, proved 
nearly as unhealthy as the former ; and the present capital, where the Raja 
now resides, is at Nandod, on the northern side of the range, some miles 
distant, and free from jungle. 

The other branch turns southerly, and follows the course of the Taptee river 
along its northern bank, and extends as far as the Turkeysur Purguna, from 
whence I have seen specimens of rock composed of fossil shells of the nnm- 
nralitic limestone formation, particularly specimens of Nummularia acuta, 
jDfummukaia obtusa, and LyeophrU dispantuc, which are abundant in Kutch in

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Buch a formation. This rock is, I am informed, used for building purposes, 
and also affords an excellent lime. 

The intermediate space between these two ranges has never, that I am aware, 
been explored, or ever traversed by a European o6Eicer. It is said to be a dense 
jangle, with numerous hills, and entirely in the occupation of a scanty Bheel 
population. Until very lately, only one line of communication existed between 
the coast and the inland districts of Khandeish and Nimar, and that was vid 
Sagburrah :• another has within the last few years been opened by the Raja, 
which passes through the hills near Old Rajpeepla, and which saves traders a 
long ddtour. 

I hope at some future period to be able to explore the valley between the 
two ranges, a distance of some forty miles ; for I feel confident much interest- 
ing geological information is to be obtained. Iron ore and limestone are al- 
ready discovered ; and we only require coal, to convert a dense jungle into a 
flourishing country. The materials for the manufacture of glass and porcelain 
are also abundant, and the Nerbudda river affords a direct water communica- 
tion with the sea. 

Specimens of all the rocks mentioned in thio paper as having been found, 
excepting the nummulitic limestone, have been already forwarded to 
Dr. Morehead, the Principal of the Grant Medical College, Bombay, for the 
benefit of the Museum ; and further specimens can be furnished, should Govern- 
ment wish to have them. 

From the Laurea Bhurr, on the left bank of Ae Nerbudda, to Baroda, is a 
distance of some forty-five miles, with a general direction nearly north. The 
face of the country presents a dead level to the eye, and, until within a few 
miles of the city, the soil passed over is a fine black loam. The Nerbudda 
river is crossed at Bhelod, where it is some sixteen to twenty feet in depth, 
and of considerable width. The left bank is high and abrupt, and the right 
shelving and Iowjv A section of the former exposes a fine black loam, resting 
on a whitish yellow clay, containing nodules of limestone or Kunkur. I 
intend, should the present paper be considered acceptable,-to famish a continua-, 
tion, on the geological formation from Baroda north, as far as Loonawara and 
Beerpoor west, and from this latter place back to the mountain of Powagur 
south, notes for which are in my possession, with specimens of all the rocks 
met with. " 

Pahlunpoob Orb. 

Specimen No. 1, before roasting, weighed 804 grains troy, and I sfaduld 
class it as a calcareous and silicious ore. In appearance ^t is metalHc, with 
claret-coloured patches it it ; not adhraiye tb the tongue ; iaagneUe ; attract- 
ing the needle of a compass three inches in.diameter for soflfo tbilrty 'di^^M 
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before the .needle become released. It is not acted upon byealphuinc iddr 
'When examined through a pocket lens, it appears to contain a large proportion 
of lead-coloured metal, with claret-coloured seams in parallel lines, with gruna 
of quartz. After roasting in an open charcoal fire, it lost 65 grains in weighty 
became stongly adhesire to the tongue, and more magnetic. Its appearance 
was not much altered, though it became more claret-coloured, with spots of a 
bright red Vermillion colour. Its specific gravity in this state was 3*34. 

Specimen No. 2, calcareous and silicious, before roasting weighed 821 
grains troy : very slightly adhesive* to the tongue ; in appearance a mass of 
metal; of a highly metallic lustre; magnetic; not acted upon by sulphuric acid. 
Under a pocket lens, claret-coloured spots appear, as also a whitish substance, 
looking like lime. This ore gained 13 grains in weight after roasting; was 
barely adhesive to the tongue; and had a strong metallic taste of iron. The 
same specimen, reduced to 812 grains in weight, was again roasted in an open 
charcoal fire, and again increased in weight 2 grains : it now became more 
adhesive to the tongue, and more magnetic. Specific gravity, after roasting, 4*47. 

Specimen No. 3, argillaceous, weighed before roasting 689*5 grains: slights 
ly magnetic ; with a dull lead, metallic colour, with a few brighg splendent 
veins, with claret-coloured spots ; a white earthy substance dividing the metal 
into fibres ; more adhesive to the tongue than either of the other specimens ; 
not acted upon by sulphuric acid. This ore, when placed in the open fire, de- 
crepitated violently before it became red-hot, pieces flying oiF considerable dis- 
tances, from containing, 1 suppose, a large quantity of sulphur. . The loss of 
weight could not be ascertained after roasting, owing to pieces of the specimen 
being lost ; but it became so adhesive, that it supported its own weight on the 
tongue, became more magnetic, with an appearance of streaks of a chocolate 
colour. Specific gravity, after roasting, 3*26. 

Narakot Obb. 

No. 1 specimen, silicious and ar^llaceous, from ChalwarSooneekee Doongur, 
before roasting weighed 1,028 grains: appearance purple-red colour; slightly 
metallic; with a greasy feel; earthy odour when breathed upon ; slightly ad- 
hesive to the tongue ; not magnetic. The outside surface, which has been ex- 
posed to the atmosphere, is of a white colour. Under the lens, it appears com- 
posed of small grains of quartz. Specific gravity 2*55. After roasting, weighed 
1,008 grains— loss 20 grains : riightly magnetic; adhesive to the tongue slightly ; 
all the red appearances from the stone gone, and it has become of a grtty 
colour, and brittle. 

No. 2 specimedr finim the same locality. Spedmen wdghed 853 grains 
hdpre roasting : not magnetic ; of a dull brick-dust odour ; not adhesive to

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tbe tongue ; 'with k disagreeable acid taste ; small grains of quattz app^r, with 
some metallic substance; 2*51 specific gravity. After roasting, weighed 843 
grains: slightly magnetic ; slightly adhesive to the tongue; the acid taste, men-; 
tioncd before roasting, has left it ; the dull brick-dust colour has. given place 
to a blackish brown, and in some parts reddish brown. On fracture, it 
appears crystalline, and of a purple colour. 

Kewa Doonqur Orb. 

No. 1 specimen, argillaceous and silicious, weighed before roasting 1,630 
grains : very slightly magnetic ; specific gravity 2*27 ; of an earthy fracture, 
and of a bright yellow colour ; adhesive to the tongue ; giving out an earthy 
odour ; small metallic-looking threads or fibres running through it. Under a 
lens, small grains of quartz appear; the rock appears decomposed, and, where 
. the separations take place, the yellow colour becomes a rusty iron colour. It 
is very porous, and absorbs a drop of sulphuric acid without disengaging any 
gas. After roasting, weighed 1,526 grains, having lost 104 grains : from a 
bright yellow it turned to a brick-red ; metallic fibres more distinct, with nu- 
merous srjfall specks of mica, apparently disseminated throughout the mass ; 
more magnetic ; and strongly adhesive to the tongue. 

No. 2 specimen, argillaceous and silicious, weighed before roasting 
1,062*75 grains; slightly magnetic; specific gravity 2*58; of a bright red 
brick-dust colour ; earthy in fracture ; adhesive to the tongue ; with small 
minute fibrous veins running through the rock. Under the lens, small bits of 
mica appear, and the fibres are metallic in appearance ; very porous, sucking 
up a drop of sulphuric acid without any gas being disengaged. This and the 
preceding specimen discolour the hands much, and are rather greasy to th^ 
feel. After roasting, weighed 1,033 grains, loss only 29 grains: highly mag- 
netic, attracting the needle of a Sj-inch compass all round ; colour dull red ; 
strongly adhesive to the tongue. 
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BARIA. 


Basia is one of the Petty States comprised within the wild and mountainous 
tract that skirts on the east the pronnce of Ouzerat. - It extends about 
forty-three miles from east to west, and about forty-five from north to south ; 
bounded on the north by the principality of Soanth Rampoora, on the south 
by that of Chota Oodepoor, and on the east and west by Sindia’s pos- 
sessions of Dohud and Godra. It contains five provinces, and its revenues at 
present hardly exceed Rs. 67,000 per annum. Like other States of the 
same stamp, it was founded by the Rajpoots, whom the Mahomedan conquest 
drove to seek an asylum amongst the Bheels (whom they subdued), and in 
wilds that afforded them a facility not only of defending themselves, but retaliat- 
ing on their conquerors. 

The Chief of this Petty State is a Rajpoot of the tribe of Chowan, whose 
ancestors at a very remote period migrated from the province of Ghur Gagrode, 
in Haroutie, and became lords of Powagur or Powungnr, in Guzerat. The last 
of these princes who held that possession was named Pataee Rawul. He lost 
his life in defending his inheritance against the troops of Mahomed Begrah, 
Prince or Governor of Ahmedabad, who, it is said, had besieged Powagur for 
a period of twelve years, and only succeeded in gaining that formidable 
fortress by a stratagem, in the execution of which be was aided by the 
treadrery of the Rawul’s brother-in-law. The conduct of the latter appears 
to have been prompted by a desire of revenge for an indignity he con- 
ceived himself to have suffered from his prince. When the grain of the gar- 
rison was ezhaiuted, he quitted it in search of more, and, during his absence, 
it was discovered that a supply was secreted in his house. His wife was com- 
manded to deliver it up, and when she refused compliance with the prince’s 
demands, the house was forcibly entered, and the grain removed, cy this 
die considered hersdf dishonoured, and wrote to her husband, who accordingly 
took measures for punishing the Rawnl’s violence. He joined the Mahomed- 
ans,.and having acquainted the Rajpoot Prince that he was sending him< a 
su{^y of grtdn, under that pretence caused to be conveyed into the . fort from' 
ona to two-thousand armed men, concealed in sacks. The-Mahomedans, hav- 
mg;fliOB aecured admi8TOn,an action-ensued between them and thr garrison, 
in wMcb the latter were defeated|.and thrir onfiortonate prinm lulled. 
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The date of these events cannot at present be accurately detennined : they 
are said to have occurred seventeen generations ago, which perhaps may be 
compated at about two hundred years. 

The Bawul’s son, Purtab Sing, effected his escape, and took refuge at the 
village Haup Mograb, belonging to the Bheels, whom he drove out, and which 
is situated amongst the wilds of the principality of Chota Oodepoor. At this 
village he resided forty years, and retaliated on the Mahomedans, by plundering 
the neighbouring districts; but on condition that he would abstain from this 
system, and protect the country, the Soobah of Ahmedabad granted him a 
' Tunka on the districts of Hullol and Kullol, a right which his descendants 
possess to this hour, undisputed even by the present managers of these districts, 
the officers of Dowlut Rao Sindia. 

Purtab Sing was succeeded in the possession of Haup Mograh by his son 
Raee Sing, who established himself at Chota Oodepoor, and was the founder 
of that principality. 

Raee Sing’s son and successor, Trimbuk Sing, conquered the territory of 
Baria from the Bheels, and annexed it to his inheritance. This prince, about 
a hundred and fifty years ago, before proceeding on a pilgrimage to Gy§> 
which he had projected, divided his possessions between bis two sons, giving 
to the elder, named JIaee Jee, the State of Chota Oodepoor, and to ttie younger, 
called Dongur Sing, that .of Baria. It is said that he returned from his pil- 
grimage, and died, without resuming the government of the countries he had 
tiius relinquished to his children. 

Of Dongur Sing, of his son Pyrtee Raj, and grandson Maun Sing, I have . 
learned nothing more than that their reigns occupied a period of fifty years. 

When Maun Sing died, his son Pyrtee Raj was a child, of which circum- 
stance a Native of Beloochistan, who, with a band of troops, had quitted his 
native country, and was roving, probably in quest of service, took advantage, 
and seized the government. The mother of the young prince fled with him 
to her father, the Rawul of Oongurpoor, with whom he remained twelve years.- 
After, the expiration of that time, and about eighty-eight years ago, he return^ 
ed, and expelled the usurper. By him the present city of Baria was built, and 
named Deogur,*— an appellation by which it continues to be designated to this 
hour. 

A 

On the death of Pyrtee Raj, his son Maun Sing assumed the government. 
He added to his revenues the Tunka on the Purgnna of Dohud, the right to’ 
collect which was ceded by the Raja of Soanth in consideratioa of a sum ^ 
money advanced to him. The latter prince was a descendant df the aneieot 
Powars of Dhar, who had fled onftie Mabomedanoenqneirt^of MalwatptO^ 
tiie fastnesses of the Guzerat frontier, where they suocoeded'ia'extefftii^ the 
right above alluded to, either from the fears M thepeli^ of Iheif •conqnmms^'*- 
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During MAun Sing’s reign, ihe MunttiiB arniiee under Oodajee Powar, M <^'ar 
Bao Holkar, and JunVojee Sindia, entered Baria ; but eo far from establishing^ 
any claims, or imposing any tribute on the Raja, they endeavoured to con- 
ciliate him, by acknowledging him as lord of his own territories, encouraging 
him to protect the country from freebooters, and permitting him to enjoy the 
privilege of continuing to levy his Tunka from Hullol, Kullol, and Dohud. 

Maun Sing left four sons and two daughters. The eldest of the former, 
named Rajdur Sing, succeeded him : to the remaining three, named Samut 
Sing, Huree Sing, and Ram Sing, and. to the two daughters, grants of villages 
were given, which their descendants at this period retain. To the grant, how- 
ever, was annexed the condition that the holders should continue to live in 
the city of Baria. 

No event of importance appears to have occurred during the reign of this 
prince, or of his son and grandson, Gumbur Sing and Deerut Sing. The 
latter prince had twelve children, all of whom died before their father, who 
was succeeded by his brother Saheb Sing. The latter, when Mahadajee Sindia 
passed through Baria in pursuit of Raghoba, was treated with kindness by the 
Muratha Chief, who gave him presents, acknowledged his independence, and 
disavowed all claims of tribute. 

Saheb Sing was succeeded by his son JeswuntSing, and the latter by his son 
the late Raja Gunga Doss, an imbecile character, who died in August last. 

During this prince’s reign, Baria shared the same fate as other Petty States 
who were too feeble to defend themselves against the predatory armies of Malwa. 
Although no claims had been established by former Muratha leaders, that cir- 
cumstance did not avail, during the late years of commotion, to deter the com- 
manders from heavy exactions. The first incursion made for this purpose hap- 
pened in the year Sumvut 1858, or eighteen years ago, when N agoj^e Wahjee, 
an officer of Sindia’s, levied Bs. 1,00,000. Two years afterwards, Suds- 
sbeo Rao exacted Rs. 84,000, and subsequently these unwelcome visits 
bniame more frequent. In .the year 1861, Sumbajee Angrea, on the part of 
Sindia, extorted Bs. 14,000, whilst the following year Boojun Rao, an officer 
of the same government, levied Rs. 8,000, and Mubiput Rao, one of Holkar’s 
commanders, collected Rs. 33,000. The abovenamed officers abstained 
from further excesses. Bapoo Siudia, however, in the year 1864, not only 
.eitacted Rs. 23,000 from the State, but plundered the capital. 

' From the year 1866 to 1871, Ramdeen Roshun Beg, Bapoo Rughoonath, 
and Oovind Rao Boleea, levied eofntributions. It does not, however, appear 
iltat aay oi these leaders renewed their demands, with the exception of Bapoo 
Ri^jiioonath, who entered the territory twice in the course of the'same year. 

> The inriaecility of the late Raja Gunga Doss has dready baea alluded te : 
t s h ether this diaracter waa real or aasomed is not at preaei^ easy to be deter- 
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mined ;-nit is to^ertheleM certain that the govonmeht waa under the control of 
his mother till the year 1 873, when she was treacherously murdered by a Bra- 
min named Narainjee Duwa. This individual had been manager of the dis« 
trict of Rajgur, from which office the Ranee had ejected him, on -which he 
entered the service of Kisnajee, the manager of Godra, who g^ve him the com- 
mand of 100 horse and 400 foot. Shortly afterwards, he availed himself of 
the opportunity, afforded by Kisnajee’s moving out to collect his revenues, to 
project an attack upon Baria. On reaching Dohud, he prevailed on Kisnajee, 
by a promise of Rs. 6,000, to consent, to his taking a party of 100 horse and 
300 foot to carry his designs into execution. With these he proceeded to 
Baria, but, on drawing near the city, left the troops, and advanced with twenty- 
five men only. He arrived at twelve o’clock, and immediately went to the 
palace, into which he was admitted, with two Jemadars of his party. He 
then communicated to the Ranee that friendship for her induced him to 
give her intimation of the approach of Sindia’s troops, whom he at the same 
time cautioned her not to trust. He also spoke some complimentary words 
to the Raja, who replied, Very well” ; which expression he informed the 
two Jemadars who accompanied him, but who were not sufficiently near 
to hear the whole of his conversation with the Raja, was an order for the death 
of the Ranee. After this interview, he took his leave, and at night, hav- 
ing ascended with his party the hill that overhangs the palace, entered it from 
that quarter. The Ranee, to whose apartments he had proceeded, was 
greatly alarmed; but, on being told that be came to save her from the 
Godra troops, was persuaded to deliver into his hands the keys of her pro- 
perty, and to trust herself with him. He conducted her outside of the palace, 
and delivered her into the hands of one of bis soldiers, who put her to 
death <M tlft spot. After this, he plundered her property, killed her confiden- 
tial servant, named Button Soobang, and put the Raja in confinement, in- 
tending to destroy him also. The latter, however, effected his escape, and 
took refuge with the Raja of Chota Oodepoor. The Bramin now enlisted 
bands of foreign mercenaries, with whom he began to lay waste the neighbour- 
ing territories of Sindia. He was, however, sufficiently politic to perceive that 
his power required the countenance of the legitimate prince to give it stability. 
With this view, he went |o 'Chota Oodepoor, and having prevailed on the 
Raja of that place to become security for the safety of the Baria pi-ince, at the, 
same time having promised to dischaige his troops, succeeded in -bringing the 
Raja, Gunga Doss, back to his capital, in the year Sumvut 1874 (a. n. 18l7-l8)i» 
His career was now drawing to a close. Having advanced to the Ytllage 
of Kunjeree, in the district of Hullol, to meet the mother of 'Ohe of tite Rs^'s 
wives, he fell into an ambuscade laid for him by Witoje^ 'the brother, ojf the 
manager of Godra, end in the encounter received two'wwmde, of wbidh her, 
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died at the village of Rajgur, about six weeks afterwards. This took place 
two years ago, when his brother Roopjee, the present minister, succeeded to 
his office. In the course of another year the troops, who had still been main- 
tained, notwithstanding the promise made to the Raja when at Chota Oode- 
poor, became clamorous for their arrears, when the interference of the British 
Government was solicited, and a settlement mediated by Captain Ambrose, 
in December last, by which the country was liberated from their violence. 

It has already been stated that the Raja died in August last. Since that 
time the government has been conducted by the minister Roopjee, who placed 
upon the Gadee an adopted child of one of the late Raja’s wives, to the 
exclusion of his lawful son. 

Gunga Doss had married five wives, by one of whom only (the daughter 
of the late Raja of Allee) he had a son born in the year Sumvut 1871, and 
named Pyrtee Raj. Prior to the birth of this child, the Ranee with whom 
his first marriage had been contracted adopted two children : one was the son 
of a Bheel in the village of Chulakot, in the province of Chowal, who, at the 
age of six months, in the year Sumvut 1868, was brought to her by the wife of 
a Bheel Chief called Deojee Turvee. This child was adopted by the name 
of Bheem Sing, and the Turvee’s wife was remunerated with the sum of 
Rs. 100, in addition to which she receives Rs. 25 per annum. The second was 
the son of a Gola, a caste whose occupation is to thresh and clean grain, of the 
town of llullol. The Gola’s wife had been delivered of male twins, one of 
whom, when about two months old, was purchased in the year Sumvut 1870, 
for the sum of Rs. 200, by Gopaljee Kotaree, a Native of Baria, who brought 
the child to the Ranee, by whom lie was adopted, and named Gumbheer Sing. 

The authenticity of these facts cannot be questioned : they are, I have been 
informed, of general notoriety throughout the neighbouring territories. The 
birth also of the son of the Allee Raja's daughter is, I am told, a well-estab- 
lished fact. When she announced herself to have conceived, two women 
were placed over her as her constant attendants, and- when she was delivered, 
the boy was shown to the Raja's mother, and the rest of his wives. She lived 
with her son three years in Baria, and then carried him to Rajgur, under the 
apprehension of a design to destroy him on the part of the Ranee to whom 
the two adopted children belonged. From Rajgur she fled to her mother in 
Allee, where she has since resided. Of the rest of the Raja’s wives, one (who 
adopted the children) died twenty days before him ; one is living with her 
father, in the town of Bhooj ; and two are at Baria.

But as the grand highway between Guzerat and Pitlad, Rutlam, M undisore, 
and the large towns of the nortli of Malwa, passes through the Baria terri- 
tories, the duties on merchandize must, when the road is free from banditti, be 
necessarily of considerable value. At present, the depi^edations of the Bheels are 
carried to such an extent that this source of the revenue yields but very little, 
and, unless a remedy is provided, it may soon be altogether dried up.

The revenues are said to have formerly realized Rs. 1,00,000 per annum ; and 
it is added that three or four years of tranquillity will restore them to that 
value. 

In Baria there are no Jageer lands, with the exception of those that are held 
by the descendants of Hie sons and daughters of the Raja Pyrtee Raj, who 
have already been mentioned. These are the only noblemen of this little State ; 
and they, like most of tlie same stamp, are consulted on occasions of emer- 
gency by their prince. 

The person who now occupies the Gadee is Bheem Sing, the adopted child 
of one of the late Raja’s wives ; and the administration, as already observed, is 
conducted by Roopjee, the brother of the Bramin who put the late Raja’s mo- 
ther to death. The state of the country clearly points out that be is totally 
unfit for his office. The town of Baria, though extensive, is very poorly peo- 
pled : many villages are deserted, and many more have not their proportions 
of inhabitants, even though a year has elapsed since the country was cleared 
of all the foreign mercenaries, except a very small number, not exceeding fifty. 
Of these, a party of thirty belongs to Moozuffer, Jumadar of Mukranees. 
Their pay is Rs. 750 per mensem, or Rs. 9,000 per annum, — an extravagant 
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sum, considering these are merely foot soldiers, and that 150 Natives of the 
country would be much more useful in guarding it from the Bheels, and could 
be maintained for the same amount. 

The debts of the State, on account of sums advanced for the discharge of 
the foreign mercenaries last year, amount to Rs. 1,84,000: of this sum, 
Rs. 1,24,000 is due to a Soucar named Veerchund, Rs. 38,000 to Moozuffer 
Juniadar, Rs. 14,000 to Shewlal Paruk, and Rs. 8,000 to the Raja of Chota 
Oodepoor; total Rs. 1,84,000. It was stipulated that the revenues, estimated 
at Rs. 57,000 per annum, were to be paid by the minister into the hands of 
the Soucar Veerchund, and by him to be thus distributed : —

that all the money passes through their hands ; and that none of the other 
creditors have yet received a fraction of their dues.

Sin, — I have great pleasure in transmitting, for the information of the 
Honorable the Governor in Council, copy of a very elaborate Report upon 
the Petty State of Baria, with its explanatory appendages, drawn up by 
Mr. Willoughby, the Political Agent in Rajpeepla and the Powagur Punch 
Mahals. 

2. The Appendix A is a very interesting document, and comprises a con- 
densed history of Baria from the earliest periods down to the present time, 
giving an account of its mineral and vegetable productions, and the geographical 
features of the country; together with notices of the various tribes inhabiting 
that hilly and jungly tract, their manners and customs. Tliis has been framed 
from information antecedently obtained, and inquiries made on the spot by Mr. 
Willoughl)y during his late tour, and will doubtless at some future period, when 
more leisure is enjoyed by that gentleman, form the groundwork of a very 
curious and able paiier. 

3. The Report itself is so clear in its details, that any recapitulation of it 
would be supererogatory on my part. I shall, in a few words, state my opinion. 
The enclosures, which are correspondence between the former Local Agents 
and the Supreme Antliorities in Malwa, of themselves show the loose and 
unsatisfactory mode in which engagements were made with that State, under 
our authority, for relieving it from embarrassments, and introducing order into 
its expenditure. No correct data seem to have been afforded, upon which 
to assume the amount of the revenue for any one year ; and no check being 
placed on the expenses, beyond the simple promise of the Minister, the natural 
results followed ; and every arrangement that had been made, in number three, 
entirely failed of its object 

4. The Minister, Jeejee Bhaee, also, previous to the charge being transferred 
to Mr. Willoughby, had been removed from his office by direetton of the Local 
Agent, and confined with his son till he made good the sum of Rs. 70,000> 
This measure was appKwed of 1^ the Supreme Guv^nment, and N uthoo Bhaee, 
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a relative of the young Raja; was constituted Minister in his room. Jeejee Bhaee 
certainly appears to have been a most unfit character; and to have been guilty 
of many corrupt and criminal acts ; but he ought not to have been left so 
entirely to his own guidance; when the British Government had <ftice inter- 
fered with the debts of the State; and attempted to settle its expenditure. 

5. Mr. Willoughby speaks in terms of commendation of Nuthoo BhaeC; and 
it is to be hoped that the severity attributed to his character may be; by that 
gentleman’s advice; moderated into an iindeviating adherence to the now 
understood engagements; and an uncompromising repression of the predatory 
habits of the NaikraS; and others similarly addicted. 

6. As no dependence could be placed on the former accounts of the receipts 
and expenditure of Baria; and no check whatever prescribed to the extrava- 
gance of the local Government; it was necessary to ascertain; as correctly as 
possible; from every source; what their revenues were; and whence derived; the 
Local Agent’s despatches not affording the slightest idea of them. The Ap- 
pendix C exhibits at one view the whole in detail; both revenues and charges; 
for Sumvutl88‘2 (a.d. 1825-26), viz. revenues; everything inclusive; Rs. 68,907; 
charges, Rs. 56,787-] -0, inclusive^ of British tribute, leaving a balance of 
Rs. 12,119-3-0. The concluding part of the Appendix A gives every infor- 
mation regarding these sources of revenue. 

7. The commencement of the 13th paragraph to the close of the 18th is 
devoted to an account of the origin of the debts of the State, the different 
modes adopted to liquidate them, and their failure ; and I refer Government 
to this account. It appears that the debt, in Sumvut 1882 (a. d. 1825-26), 
amounted to Rs. 91,685; for which our pledge has been granted; those due to 
persons not possessing that advantage, of course, at that time, were not inquired 
into, for the reasons assigned. 

8. The Baria Rajas seem to have merited some indulgence from the Bri« 
tish Government; in return for the services rendered by them in the Muratha 
campaign, as shown in the 20th; 21st; and 22nd paragraphs of this Report, 
which they have not yet received, unless our present purchased assistance may 
be so considered. 

9. The 22Qd paragraph disproves the assertion of Baria being tributary to 
Sindia, and mentions the circumstance which may have given credence to the 
reported claim. On the other hand, the Baria State levied a Chouth from three 
districts of Sindia, now commuted for a money payment 

10. The 23rd and 24th paragraphs relate to the tribute imposed by the late 
Agent; Captain MacDonald, on that State, of Rs. 12,000, in lieu/* it is stated, of 
the protection of the British. These words I conclude are a mistake of the copy- 
ist ; for, taking them in their general acceptation, they would signify that the 
State paid tribute to be rid of, that is instead of being burdened by^our asnstance. 
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However, it is strange that there are no orders on record Tor the imposition, 
and that Sir D. Ochterlony, in his despatches to the Supreme Government, docs 
not recommend it; and the Supreme Government only say, as far as they can 
form an opihion they approve, and remark upon Sir David’s silence. It certainly 
is not agreeable to the general liberal policy of the British Government to 
burden such a small State, struggling with difficulties, with such a sum ; and I 
agree with Mr. Willoughby in suggesting such a modification as the wisdom 
of Government may dictate* 

11. The 25th paragraph, referring to a claim for a Sebundee charge for 
Rs. C,000, is now a subject of correspondence between the Agent of Baugur and 
Kantal and Mr. Willoughby. It is not a tenable claim, I should conceive, 
merely considering the circumstances of Baria and our present alliance with 
that State, as well as our tribute of Rs. 12,000. 

12. The Report, from paragraph 26 to the close of the 31st, details the 
measures adopted by Mr. Willoughby for the preservation of the tranquillity 
of the country ; his reasons for stationing a detachment of our troops in that 
part, and for following the plan, observed in Rajpeepla, of taking securities and 
counter-securities from the Naikra Chiefs, a list of whom will be found in Ap- 
pendix A. The form of the security, &c. is the counterpart of those in similar 
instances taken by the Political Agent, and found by experience to answer 
well. I have only to add, that I coincide in all his remarks, especially those 
contained in the 30th paragraph. 

13. The revenues and expenses of Baria, actual, for Sumvut 1882 (a. d* 
1825-26), and estimated for Sumvut 1883 (a. d. 1826-27), will be found in 
Appendix E, which show a balance applicable to discharge of debt, in the former 
of Rs. 11,1 12-1-0, and in the latter of Rs. 18,993. Paragraphs $2 and 33 give 
what explanation is necessary. 

14. The arrangement made for the extinction of the debt in seven years, 
providing for all necessary expenses, and the reasons which induced the Poli- 
tical Agent to establish a Government Potdaree, are shown in the 34th, 35th, 
36th, and 37th paragraphs of the Report. The principles on which it was estab- 
lished in the case of Rajpeepla are well known to Government, and I refer 
to paragraphs 38, 39, and 40 for a brief explanation of the advantages to Go- 
vernment and the banker respectively ; and as the sanction of the Honorable 
the Governor in Council to this arrangement is all that is required, I trust that 
I may be excused in requesting that it may be afforded as soon as possible. 

16. The regulations regarding the illicit trade in opium have been cordially 
agreed to by the Baria Government. 

16. 1 have not gone into any detail in forwarding this Report of Mr. Wil- 
loughby to Government, as I before stated, because it seems so clear as to 
require no elucidation from me, and because I entirely agree with that gentle- 
17r 
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mail in all his proceedings. It is, however, incumbent on me to state, that I con- 
ceive Mr. Willoughby to he greatly entitled to the commendation of Government 
for the zeal and ability manifested by him in effecting so soon, and with 
every prospect of permanent good, so complete a change in the conduct of the 
Baria Government, and its subjects : his being so vvtil known as having effected 
arrangements with the llajpeepla State, and settled all the turbulent Grasseeas 
and liliccls of that district, and the Gaekvvar’s, of course in some degree 
facilitated bis progress in the same difficult work vvitli the Baria Naikras. 

17. It is to bg ho])ed that some arrangement will speedily take place, by 
which the districts of Siiidia may be put under the Political Agent; and I 
should then be completely satisfied that the benevolent intentions of Govern- 
ment would be fully fulfilled.

From J. P. WiLLoi GII 13 Y, Esq., Political Agent in Rajpeepla, and the 

Powagur Punch Mahals, 

To James AVillia^t.'^, Esq., Resident at Haroda. 

Sir, — I have now the honour to submit, for your information, a Report of 
my proceedings with the Petty State of Baria, resulting from a personal inves- 
tigation into its affairs. 

2. With a'View to perspicuity, I shall divide my Report into two branches. 
The \st will contain a concise and rapid sketch of the history of Baria; and 
the 2nd an account of its present condition, with a report of the arrange- 
ments which, in my judgment, and with reference to the same, it appeared 
expedient to adopt. 

3. Tlie information obtained under the first head will be found contained 
in Appendix A of this Report, which appears a preferable mode of submitting 
the same to including it in the body of my letter. I shall merely observe that 
the sketch is necessarily very brief and imperfect, the shortness of the time 
which has elapsed since I received charge of Baria, and other duties of an 
urgent nature, having prevented ray devoting such time and attention to the 
subject as would have, perhaps, enabled me to treat of it in a more detailed 
and satisfactory manner. 

4. As a i)reliminary to the second branch of my letter, I beg to submit, for 
your information, and for the sake of reference, copies of such records relating 
to Baria, as were forwarded to me by the Local Agent in Baugurand Kantal, 
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on delivering over charge of the State to this Agency. These are annexed 
in Appendix B No. 1 to B No. 6. 

6. In remarking upon the present condition of Baria, I shall, after a few 
general observations, principally confine iqyself, to the subject of its 
resources and expenses ; to its debts and embarrassments; and 3rf/, to the 
nature of the connection it has formed with the British Government. 

6. The present Raja of Baria (a. b. 18*26) being a minor, a youth of about 
ten years of age, his affairs are conducted exclusively by a Karburee or Minis- 
ter, who is subject to the control of the British Government, and entitled to its 
countenance and support so long as he manages the trust confided to him in 
a Just and efficient manner. In the first instance, a person of the name of 
Jeejee Bhaee was appointed to this situation ; but in consequence of his mal-ad- 
ministration, and a scries of acts of oppression and peculation of the most glar- 
ing description, it was found necessary to remove him. For tlie particulars 
of the circumstances which led to his rentbval, I beg to refer you to the late 
Captain MacDonald’s despatch, dated the 25th February 1825, to the late 
Sir David Ochterlony, which will be found in Appendix B No. 3. The ex- 
Karbarec and his son, on the removal of the former, were placed under 
restraint, until such time as they should account to the Government for the 
revenue of the State for an entire year, the amount of which is alleged to have 
been upwards of Rs. 70,000. Not having taken any steps towards rendering 
this account, they still remain in confinement; and having recently made two 
attempts to escape, their restraint has become more close and rigorous, parti- 
cularly as Jeejee Bhaee boasted it to be bis intention, in the event of his hav- 
ing succeeded in releasing himself, to follow the example, and to pursue a simi- 
lar course of conduct to that adopted by the celebrated outlaw Dlierejee in the 
Mahee Kanta. On the removal of Jeejee Bhaee, the present manager, by 
name Nuthoo Bhaee, was selected to fill bis place. I am not able to give a 
decisive opinion as to this person’s character (upon which tlic future welfare of 
Baria so much depends), my intercourse with him having as yet been so limit- 
ed. He is, however, related to the Raja, and possesses properly to a consi- 
derable extent, which must doubtless tend to induce him to discharge his trust 
with fidelity and honesty. It is but justice to add, that I received from him 
cordial co-operation in carrying into effect the measures I thought it advisable 
to recommend for the welfare of this Petty State, and that he has as yet evinced 
every inclination to abide by existing engagements. On the other hand, however, 
I have observed him to be rather dilatory, and to be inclined to adopt mea- 
sures of coercion and severity, instead of conciliation and moderation, towards 
the rude tribes who constitute the majority of his master’s subjects, to check 
wl^ich, my influence shall always be exerted. From the misrule, however, 
which existed during his predecessor’s administration, and the open encour- 
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agement which the Naikras and others then received to pursue a predatory 
mode of lifei their future management and restraint will be no easy task. 

7. I shall now proceed with my observations regarding the resources and 
expenses of Baria^ concerning which my information, as far as the past is 
concerned, is not so perfect and satisfactory as could be wished. According 
to Sir John Malcolm,'^ the total revenue of Baria for the year 1804-05 amount- 
ed to Rs. 56,100, including every source of collection; and in 1819-20 
the total amount did not exceed Rs. 57,000. The maximum amount of revenue 
is, by the same authority, stated never to have been beyond Rs. 1,00,000, 
to which amount, in a few years of tranquillity, it was expected to be 
restored. In the same compilation, f the resources of Baria for the year 1824 
are estimated at Rs. 85,000. 

8. I regret to state these pleasing anticipations of improvement have not 
hitherto been realized. This is, no doubt, in part to be attributed to the mis- 
government of Jeejee Bhaee, already referred to, and to the excesses committed 
in the Baria territory, originating in a great measure from his misconduct. I 
am, however, of opinion that the resources of this Petty State are considerably 
over-estimated, or at all events that they will not approach the standards assumed 
for many years to come. The late Captain MacDonald, in the 1st paragraph 
of his despatch, dated the 7th of February 1824 (vide Appendix B No. 2), 
states the total resources to have been Rs. 72,238. It is not apparent what 
year is referred to, for unfortunately no detailed account of this item accom- 
panies his report. 1 am unable to supply this deficiency, tlie local Govern- 
ment not being able to furnish me with a statement exhibiting the entire 
resources of any past year, in consequence of its not possessing on its records 
the information requisite to compile such a document, — a fact of itself sufficient 
to prove with how little care and foresight its affairs have been conducted. It 
must therefore be left to conjecture whether the late Agent refers to the re- 
sources actually collected in the year preceding the report, or whether it was 
simply an estimate of their amount for the year of report. The present Kar- 
baree considers it in the latter light ; and I am inclined to coincide in this opinion, 
and, moreover, to believe that the amount was never realized. 

9. With regard to the past expenditure of the Baria State, the late Agent’s 
reports are still more defective in information ; for, in fact, they contain no 
allusion to this important point, either in 'the aggregate or in detail; and no 
limit has hitherto been prescribed to guard against the extravagance and 
improvidence of the local Government. This contingency should have been 
provided for, since, in the absence of all restraint, it could never be expected 
that the Government could abide by the agreements (hereafter to be noticed)

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it contracted, binding itself to pay a certain annual tribute to the British 
Government, and to liquidate its debts by certain instalments, guaranteed by 
us to its creditors. The consequence of this oversight has been, that the ex-* 
penditure of the State, having been left solely to the discretion of the manager, 
or, at most, restrained by verbal promises on his part, every arrangement con- 
cluded with the view of extricating the Baria State from its pecuniary 
embarrassments has failed. . 

10. In elucidation of these observations, I consider this a fit place for sub- 
mitting the document marked C, in the Appendix, which exhibits the receipts 
and disbursements of Baria for the current year, or Sumvut 1882 (a. d. 1825- 
26). I believe 1 may with safety vouch for the general accuracy of this state- 
ment, as the greatest pains were taken to arrive at the truth. I would not, 
however, wish implicit reliance to be placed on its correctness in detail, since 
Baria was not under my superintendence during the whole of the period it 
embraces. Its results are shown by the abstract to be as follows: —

11. It is necessary to observe, that in the above amount of receipts is 
included realizations of revenue outstanding on account of former years, to the 
extent of Ks. 6,346-2-0. This must be deducted when taking into considera- 
tion the amount of resources for any one year in the abstract. The revenues 
of Baria, therefore, for the year in question, can only be considered to amount 
to Rs. 60,660-2-0, or but a trifle in excess beyond their amount in 1819, and 
more than one-sixth below the late' Agent's estimate, referred to in the 8th 
paragraph of this Report. For any information which may be required 
respecting the different items of which the total resources are composed, 1 beg 
to refer to the column of remarks contained in the statement itself, and to 
the conclusion of the document A of the Appendix. 

12. With respect to the table of expenses, I shall only remark it to be 
inclusive of the tribute paid by Baria to the British Government, but exclusive 
of the instalment of the debt guaranteed by us. This amounts to Rs. 20,000, so 
that a deficiency of Rs. 7,890-1-0 is apparent, to meet which no means exist; 
and, as will hereafter be shown, a compromise with the creditors of the State 
became unavoidable. 

13. 1 shall now proceed to the second head of this branch of my letter, viz. 
to give an account of the origin, progress, and present amount of the debts of 
the Baria State; distinguishing those, the payment of which is guaranteed by the 
British Government, from those, the payment of which depends solely on the 
responsibility of the Baria State itself. 
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14. In Sumviit 1875 (a. d. 1818-19)^ the late Captain Arnbroec was deputed 
by Sir John Malcolm on a mission to Baria, for the purpose of arranging its 
affairs, and securing the peace of the country. I possess no record of that 
officer’s proceedings; but it would appear they embraced the investigation and 
settlement of the pecuniary embarrassments of the State. These principally 
consisted of loans advanced by certain bankers, and of arrears of pay due to its 
military establishments; and their amount was found to be so disproportionate 
to the means of the State, that a most summary mode of adjustment was consi- 
dered necessary, and accordingly adopted. The State was virtually declared 
insolvent, and its creditors were allowed only 6 annas in the rupee, of their 
demands. At this rate, the total amount of debts admitted was Rs. 1,84,866, of 
which Rs. 1,24,672 were due to the bankers, and the remainder to different 
Jumadars in the service of the Baria Government. Captain Ambrose arranged 
that the above amount was to be liquidated in six years, by six equal instal- 
ments of Rs. 30,811, without interest ; but no actual pledge on our part was 
given that this arrangement should be observed. 

15. In the following year, Sumvut 1876 (a. d. 1819-20), this arrangement, 
so peculiarly favourable to the State, could not be abided by, only Rs. 14,582 
of the stipulated instalment being paid, which reduced the debt to Rs. 1,70,284. 
A new settlement became necessary ; and the late Captain MacDonald, under 
W'hose superintendence Baria had in the interim been placed, caused a new 
agreement to be drawn out, reducing the instalment to Rs. 25,050 per annum. 
On this occasion, new debts to the amount of Rs. 9,282 were admitted by tho 
Agent, thereby increasing the total amount of debt due to Rs. 1,79,566, the 
payment of which was now for the first time guaranteed by him on the part 
of the British Government. 

16. This arrangement was duly observed during Sumvut 1877 and 1878 
(a. d. 1820-21 and 1821-22) ; but in the following year, Sumvut 1879 (a. d. 
1822-23), the State could only pay Rs. 16,456 of the stipulated instalment. 
In these three years, therefore, the total amount of debt liquidated was 
Rs. 66,556, leaving a balance still due at the end of Sumvut 1879 (a. d. 1822-23) 
of Rs. 1,13,010. 

17. In'Suravut 1880 (a. d. 1823-24) another agreement was concluded 
with the creditors of the State by the late Agent, of the same nature as that 
which preceded it, with the exception of the amount of the instalment, which: 
was reduced to Rs. 20,000 per annum, and certain resources being assigned, 
for payment of the same. New debts to the extent of Rs. 30,275 were admit- 
ted, and added to the guaranteed debt, but Jeejee Bhaee, the manager of 
Baria, was called upon to pay Rs. 32,050, which he contrived to do, and the 
debt thereby became reduced, at the end of Sumvut 1880 (a. d. 1823-24), 
to Rs. 1,1 1,685. 
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18. In Sumvut 1881 (a. d. 1 824-25) the instalment of Rs. 20,000 was paid, 
and the debt reduced to Rs. 91,685. In Sumvut 1882 (a. d. 1825-26), I have 
already shown, in Appendix C, that the Government only possess Rs. 12,1 19-3-0 
to meet this demand, so that a fourth (and I hope the last) adjustment is re- 
quisite, to provide for this deficiency. This summary appears to be so minute 
and clear that I have not thought it necessary to draw out any figured state- 
ment elucidating the same. 

19. With respect to the amount of debts due by Baria to persons who do 
not possess the advantage of our pledge for their liquidation, my information 
is by no means complete. It was clearly no part of my duty to enter into any 
official investigation respecting them, for such would have involved to a cer- 
tain extent the necessity of recognizing them at a time when it is sufficiently 
obvious the greatest difficulty exists to provide for the liquidation of those for 
the payment of which we are already pledged. I am inclined to believe, how- 
ever, that their total amount does not much exceed or fall far short of the 
sum of Rs. 40,000 or Rs. 50,000, bearing an exorbitant rate of interest. 

20. Regarding the third head into which this part of my Report is divided, 
or the connection existing between the British Government and the Baria State, 
I shall first observe that it commenced in 1803, when Dowlut Rao Sindia’s 
districts in Ouzerat were taken possession of by a British force, commanded 
by Colonel Murray. The success of that campaign appears to have been 
materially facilitated by the friendship and good>will displayed towards us by 
the Raja of Baria, who was considered the principal of the Bheel Rajas to the 
northward of the Nerbudda. The conduct pursued by the Baria Government 
throughout this campaign called forth the warmest thanks and praise of the com- 
manding officer; and a Treaty was entered into by us, subsidizing a detachment of 
the Baria Bhcels, at a monthly expense of Rs. 1,800. This secured the 
friendship and co-operation of this tribe, and enabled our convoys and detach- 
ments to pass through the country without molestation. In one of his Reports, 
the Colonel observes : The friendship of the Baria Raja has in a particular 
manner favoured us. His country is a continued chain of defiles for many 
miles : he has permitted me without molestation to occupy these defiles, and has 
promised that his whole force shall assist, should an enemy attempt to pene- 
trate by that route, which is the only good road into Guzerat.’^ On another 
occasion he reports : Major Holmes speaks in high terms of the friendship 
he has experienced in his inarch through the country of the Kiija of Baria.’^ 
In return for this friendly aid, the Colonel proposed to cede to the Raja whatever 
districts might be conquered, to the east of Baria, in the direction of Oujein, and 
also the districts of Jhallod, in lieu of certain claims upon the other districts 
conquered from Sindia on this side of India. These intentions were not carried 
into effect, since, on the conclusion of a Treaty of Peace with Sindia in 1803-04, 
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the whole of these possessions were restored, to the Gwalior Government, and 
the only advantage Baria derived was the payment of the subsidy above men* 
tioiied, during the continuance of Colonel Murray’s^ campaign on the confines 
of Guzerat and Malwa. The benefit arising from this policy was remembered. 
On subsequent occasions, a detachment of the Baria Bheels was subsidized 
by us, during the campaign of Major General Sir William Keir, in 1817 and 
1818, and subsequently for a short period by Major General Sir John 
Malcolm. 

21. The above summary is given in justice to the Baria Government, 
exhibiting, as it does, in so favourable alight, its character for fidelity and good- 
will in furtherance of our interests ; and affording ample proof that, in proportion 
to its ability, it has on every occasion shown itself to be a useful ally of the British 
Government. This alone must always render it deserving of every proper counte- 
nance and protection on our part. There are, however, independent of this con- 
sideration, other circumstances which dictate the expediency of a mutual good 
understanding being cultivated both by the superior and inferior Governments. 
Such is desirable to the former, in referenc e to the great natural strength of 
the Baria territory, and the nature of its population, and as securing a frontier 
which is liable, however remote may be the prospect, to invasion. In return 
for these advantages, our paramount authority will always give us the power 
to protect Baria from the enmity and ill-will of the adjacent authorities, which 
I have observed to exist against it in a peculiar and vindictive manner, parti- 
cularly by the present manager of the Punch Mahals. 

22. It has on several occasions been alleged that the Baria State is tribu- 
tary to the Government of Dowlut Rao Sindia.f This is, however, erroneous. 
On the contrary, Baria possessed a claim for Chouth on three of the districts 
composing the Powagur Punch Mahals, which, by the mediation of the late 
Captain Ambrose, was commuted for a money payment of Rs. 4,750, which is 
now annually deducted from the tribute due to Sindia, and collected by the 
British Government from the Petty State of Loonawara. It does not appear 
that any of the Muratha powers ever succeeded in imposing a regular annual 
tribute upon Baria, which is, no doubt, to be attributed to the great natural 
strength of the country. Notwithstanding this, however, it was occasionally 
exposed to the inroads and exactions of the armies of Sindia and other neigh- 
bours, who possessed the means and opportunity of making these destructive 
visitations. Of this fact, proof exists in the revenue now collected under the

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denomination of Ghorce Veera (literally horse-tax ; vide Appendix C), which, 
was first imposed by the Baria Government to meet the demands made by the 
commanders of these plundering expeditions. Although the cause for which 
this tax was imposed has long since ceased^ it still continues to be collected to 
the extent of upwards of Rs. 18,000 annually, thus constituting nearly one-third 
of the aggregate resources of the Baria Government. It may here be observed, 
that the total cessation of these lawless inroads may be considered as the 
chief ad vantage Baria has derived from its connection with the British Govern- 
ment, though the same is in some degree counterbalanced by a recent obliga- 
tion on the part of the former to pay a regular annual tribute of Rs. 12,000 to 
the latter. 

23. The above tribute was imposed so recently as the year 1824. The late 
Captain MacDonald, in the 3rd paragraph of his letter, annexed in Appendix 
B No. 2, reported that the manager of Baria had consented to pay a tribute of 
Rs. 12,000 to the British Government for its protection ; the same to be paid 
in two equal instalments, and liable to future* increase in proportion to any 
subsequent improvement in the amount of its resources. In Appendix B No. 6 
are a copy and translation of the agreement entered into respecting the 
tribute, which extends from Sumvut 1880 (a. d. 1823-24) to Sumvut 1886 
(A. B. 1829-30). This arrangement was ratified by the Supreme Government 
under date the 20th of April 1824 (vide Appendix B No. 4). 

24. it is not my province to question the expediency of an arrangement 
sanctioned by such high authority. I may however, perhaps, be pardoned the 
remark, that, taking into consideration the character of the manager by whose 
agency this Treaty was concluded, in behalf of his master, a youth of between 
eight and nine years of age, and recollecting how unworthy this man, the 
notorious Jeejee Bhaee, proved himself to be, of his trust, the Baria State will 
always be entitled to claim from the British Government every indulgence in 
realizing this tribute, and to such remissions from its amount, as circumstances 
from time to time may render necessary. It is but fair to add that the arguments 
which might, perhaps, have been urged against the imposition of this tribute, at 
the time it was recommended, lose somewhat of their effect, from the liberal 
mode in which its amount was finally appropriated, viz. to defray the expense of 
maintaining a chain of Police Thanas from Baroda to Neemuch. It is true that 
others, who do not contribute towards defraying this expense, share equally 
with the Baria Government in the advantages resulting from the arrange- 
ment ; but there can be no doubt that the amount of tribute paid by the latter 
is in reality diminished (though to what extent it is impossible to estimate), by

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the increase in its customs, arising From the greater resort of merchants to this 
road, in consequence of the security afforded to them by these Thanas. 

25. In concluding this part of my letter, I beg to report, that in addition 
to this tribute, a claim has been preferred by the Local Agent in Baugur and 
Kantal for Rs. 6,000, due to the British Government from the Petty State 
of Baria, on account of a Sebundee subsidy, the Agent states the latter is bound 
to maintain. I shall not at present enter upon this subject, but shall report 
upon it separately for the decision of Government ; submitting the correspon- 
dence which has passed between us respecting it, and stating the grounds on 
which the Baria State disputes the claim in question, with my reasons for con- 
sidering them valid. 

. 26. The information I have now<ifforded respecting the present condition of 
Baria, and the intimate connection which exists between it and the British 
Government, will enable Government to decide upon the propriety of the 
arrangements which I shall now proceed to report were adopted by me in 
communication with the local Government, during my late visit to Baria. These 
may be principally considered as embracing — 1., measures adopted to secure 
the tranquillity of the Baria territory ; II., providing against the evil referred 
to in the 9th paragraph of this Report, by imposing restraints upon the future 
expenditure of the Baria State ; III., a settlement with the creditors of the 
Baria Government for the liquidation of the debt, for which the British Go- 
vernment is already pledged; IV., the establishment of a Government Pot- 
daree, under the guarantee of the British Government ; V. and lastly, the in- 
troduction, with the assent of the local Government, of the rules enacted by 
the Honorable Company for regulating the trade in opium. 

27. The preliminary step, Jidopted with the view of providing for the 
tranquillity of the Baria territory, was to exact efficient security from those 
villages which were notorious for bearing a refractory and turbulent character, — 
a practice, however, which does not appear to have ever been introduced into 
this quarter with any degree of regularity. In Appendix D the names of 
these villages will be found inserted. Their chiefs were summoned to Baria, 
and were made to furnish securities and counter-securities for their good and 
peaceable conduct. The bond they subscribed to exactly corresponds, in its na- 
ture and provisions, with that exacted some years since from the Bheel villages 
of Rajpeepla. This model having been approved of by superior authority, 
and having been found by experience to answer all the purposes for which it 
was intended, any explanatory observations would now appear unnecessary. 

28. It may be satisfactory to observe that, in general, but little difficulty 
was experienced in procuring obedience to the summons sent to these chiefs, 
or in obtaining the securities required of them. Nos. 13, 14, and 15 are excep- 
tions to this remark. The chiefs of these villages are of the Naikra tribe, who, 
according to the information 1 have as yet gained of their character, appear to 
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exceed even the Bheels in their predatory and lawless habits, cruelty, and 
bloodthirstiness. These three chiefs are brothers ; but between the two first 
and the last enmity and ill-will exist, which may be considered so far fortunate, 
as it prevents their pursuing, in concert, their predatory mode of life. The letter 
of the late Captain MacDonald, annexed in Appendix B No. 3, contains some 
striking notices, illustrative of the character and conduct of these chiefs,, 
which they have maintained up to the present period. Although they finally 
obeyed my summons to repair to Baria, and furnished the security re- 
quired of them, they did so with the greatest hesitation and reluctance ; 
and I must candidly acknowledge that I am unable to place much con- 
fidence in the permanency of the arrangement concluded with them, or in 
their promises of amendment, unless 1 ^pcceed in impressing upon them the 
conviction that any infraction on their part will be followed by severe and im- 
mediate punishment. One Chief, by name Lukka Roopa,‘^ has already broken 
his faith, having a short time since committed two barbarous murders in the 
territory of the Raja of Chota Oodepoor ; but I rejoice to report the measures 
adopted, on my hearing of his crime, have been successful, the delinquent 
being now a prisoner at Oodepoor. The early seizure of an offender of so 
daring a character will doubtless be attended with the most beneficial effects ; 
and the same may be adduced as proof of the efficiency of the arrangements 
concluded with the Raja of Oodepoor, during my late visit to that Petty State. 
The particulars of Lukka’s crime will be hereafter fully reported upon, for the 
information of Government. 

29. There are many circumstances combined, which render it extremely 
difficult to maintain complete tranquillity in the Baria district. This is suffi- 
ciently obvious from the incidental notices already given of the general features 
of the country, and of the nature of its population. The lawless habits of the 
latter are too well known to require remark ; and, unfortunately, the country is 
such as to afford criminals the greatest facilities for eluding the punishment due 
to their crimes, which have been greatly encouraged, and have much increased, 
by the misrule which has so long existed in Baria, and which still prevails in 
the Punch Mahals adjoining it. My reports from the Karkoon stationed 
at Baria are filled with accounts of the daring aggressions which are almost 
daily committed by the Punch Mahal Bheels and Mehwasces, but more parti- 
cularly by those residing in the districts of Jhallod and Dohud. I invariably 
bring these reports to the notice of Sindia’s manager, and have strongly remon- 
strated against his allowing such acts to be committed, without any exertions 
on his part to check them, or to bring the offenders to punishment. These 
appeals, however, have produced little if any effect, and will be useless as long 
as the present vicious system of administration prevailing in Dowlut Ruo 
Sindia’s districts in Guzerat continues to exist.

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30. It may be further observed, that the future tranquillity of Baria 
principally depends upon the system which may hereafter be pursued by the 
local Government towards its rude subjects, which, if it knows its own interests, 
would be a mixture of mildness and leniency with firmness and decision. It 
is too well known that measures of severity are generally adopted by 
Petty States like that of Baria. Such should certainly be resorted to 
in cases of notorious and unprovoked delinquency ; but in those of a venial or 
less glaring nature, measures of an opposite character ought to be invariably 
adopted. Such a system, provided the Government abstained from acts of 
oppression, or undue exactions, which so often drive the oppressed into rebel- 
lion, and the committal of acts of plunder, would tend, more than anything 
else, to the maintenance of the peace of this Petty State. My best endeavours 
will always be exerted to impress upon the Minister the expediency of pursuing 
this line of conduct ; though, in doing so, I shall anxiously avoid falling into the 
error of exercising a too minute interference with the internal administration of 
the Raja’s affairs, — the only effect of which would be to impair his authority, 
without being able (even supposing such was proper) to introduce a more just 
and efficient rule as a substitute for the same. 

31 . The existing embarrassment of the Baria Government deprives it of the 
means of maintaining a military force sufficient to preserve complete tranquillity 
in its territory. The force it now keeps up is about 50 horse and 133 foot, which 
has been disposed of in small detachments, at the places best calculated to restrain 
the excesses of its Bheel and Mehwasee population. It was to provide for this 
deficiency, and in consideration of the interest the British Government possesses 
in the welfare and prosperity of Baria, that I was induced to accede to the earnest 
entreaty of the local Government, to station for the present a detachment of the 
20th Regiment Native Infantry at Baria, from the presence of which I anticipate 
the most salutary impressions will be produced. I trust this arrangement will 
be approved of ; and shall observe that it is not, of course, intended that this 
detachment should be actively employed, except in cases of the most urgent 
nature, and then only with the previous sanction of superior authority. Should 
the climate, moreover, on trial, be found particularly unhealthy, the detach- 
ment may be withdrawn during the unhealthy season. 

32. I now beg leave to refer you to the statement annexed in Appendix 
£, which shows the actual disbursements of the Baria State for Sumvut 1882 
(A. D. 1826-26), with an estimate of the same for Sumvut 1883 (a. d. 1826-27). 
The results are as follow : —

Or nearly one-fifth of the amount in Sumvut 1882. This reduction was 
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effected with the concurrence of the local Government, which has, moreover, 
pledged itself not to exceed the scale of expenditure laid down for the present 
year, until the whole of its debts are liquidated. 

33. In the same statement is exhibited an estimate of the resources of 
Baria for Sumvut 1883 (a. d. 1826-27), contrasted with their actual amount in 
the preceding year. This has been framed with great care, and 1 am very 
sanguine that, provided no unforeseen calamity occurs, the actual amount 
realized will be found at the end of the year even to exceed the estimate. If 
this should be correct, a balance of revenue will remain, after meeting all the 
demands of the State, of Rs. 18,993, applicable to the liquidation of its debts, 
viz : —

34. I shall now proceed to detail the arrangement concluded with the 
creditors of the Baria State, who possess the guarantee of the British Govern- 
ment for the liquidation of their debts. My observations wilLbe very brief, since 
all the information which appears requisite respecting the origin, progress, and 
present amount of these debts, has already been furnished in paragraphs 13 
to 18 of this Report. Its amount was there shown to be Rs. 91,685, which 
we were pledged to liquidate by instalments of Rs. 20,000. It has, however, 
been proved that the Petty State docs not possess the ability to pay an instal- 
ment of so large an amount, and hence I was obliged to enter into a negociation 
with the creditors to obtain their consent to reduce the amount, which, after 
considerable difficulty, I am happy to report terminated successfully. 

35. In Appendix F will be found the names of the persons to whom these 
debts are due, the total amount due to each, and the instalments by which each 
has consented to receive payment of the same ; and the following abstract will 
show that there is every prospect of the total amount due being cleared off 
(should no unforeseen circumstances arise) in a period of seven years, or at 
the end of Sumvut 1888 (a. d. 1831-32) : —

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36. Written engagements have been obtained from all the parties coii-> 
cerned, consenting to this mode of adjustment; and when the same have been 
approved of by Governmenti the bonds they at present possess, bearing the 
signature of the late Captain MacDonald, will be destroyed, and new ones be 
drawn out, to which 1 shall affix the guarantee of the British Government, 
The local Government has consented to pay to the creditors the sum of 
Rs. 2,000 at the end of Sumvut 1888 (a, d. 1831-32), in consideration of 
their acquiescing in an arrangement so peculiarly favourable to its interests 
and in part compensation of tiie loss they will sustain in interest, by the large 
reduction made in the instalment previously stipulated to be paid. I have not 
the least doubt that this arrangement will be permanent, since the instalments 
now fixed are considerably below the balance remaining of the estimated 
revenue of eaclfyear, after providing for the fixed expenses of the Government, 
and the payment of the Cqj(ppany's tribute. It is not necessary to submit a 
detailed account of the estimated resources of Baria for the period in which 
the guaranteed debt is to be liquidated. I shall, however, state that their aggre- 
gate amount from Sumvut 1882 to Sumvut 1888 (a. d. 1825-26 to 1831-32), 
on the lowest scale possible, is calculated at Rs. 4,65,600, and the expenses 
during the same at Rs. 3,30,837-1-0, leaving a balance of Rs. 1,34,762-3-0 to 
clear off the above debt of Rs. 91,685, and to meet any contingent expenses 
which may arise. I shall only, in conclusion, express a confident hope that, 
under all the circumstances detailed, this arrangement will be considered as 
satisfactory as possible, in a case embracing so considerable a period, and, as 
such, dependent, in some measure, for success on contingent events. 

37. The principal reasons which have induced me to establish a Govern- 
ment Potdaree for the Baria State are as follows, the arrangement being of 
course subject to the final ratification of Government: — 1. To meet the exi- 
gencies of the State, an advance of cash being indispensably requisite to enable 
it to carry into effect the reductions in its expenditure, referred to in the 32nd 
paragraph of this Report. — H. To secure the permanency of the arrangement 
entered into for liquidating the debt guaranteed by the British Government; 
for in case any failure of the resources of the Daria Government should un- 
fortunately occur, the deficiency will be made up by advance from the 
Potdaree. This provision I conceive to be but ^ simple act of justice to the 
creditors of the State; for "it would be both unjust to demand, and vain to 
expect, that they will voluntarily consent to enter into any further concessions 
respecting the payment of these debts. — III. To secure, in a similar manner, 
the regular payment of the tribute due to the British Government. — IV. To 
save the tributary a large expense, in the diminution of interest and premium, 
which it has heretofore been obliged to pay to those from whom it has been in 
the habit of obtaining advances (in anticipation of its revenues), to meet the 
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current expenses of Government. This saving may, at the lowest estimate, be 
calculated to amount to Rs. 2,000 per annum, obtained, moreover, without 
our incurring any direct responsibility. I may further add, that the expe- 
diency of the measure was dictated to me from the experience I have obtained 
of the practical utility of such an institution (under proper restrictions and 
limitations) in the case of Kajpeepla. 

38. The principles on which the Rajpeepla Potdaree was established 
were fully reported in my letter to Mr. Warden, dated the 6th of December 
1821 ; and having stood the test of experience, they have been adopted in the 
present instance. The persons who have engaged in the undertaking are 
wealthy and respectable bankers, residing at Baroda. 

39. In Appendix G are a copy and translation of (he agreement 
entered into, the terms of which may be briefly recapitulated as follows : — 

l$f. — Interest to be paid by the State is nine^er cent, per annum, and 
8 annas Manootee, on all advances made by the bankers. 

2nd. — Interest to be allowed to the State is six per cent, per annum on 
all public monies paid to the bankers. 

3rrf. — Potdaree at the rate of two per cent, to be deducted from all drafts 
drawn on the bankers, the whole to be carried to the credit of the Baria State. 

Ath. — ^The annual sum of Rs. 500 to be allowed to the bankers, to defray 
the expenses of the bank, 

5tA. — The total revenues of the State to be paid into the bank. 

6^/i. — The total expenses of the State to be defrayed by drafts drawn on the 
bankers. 

7<A. — The tribute due to the British Government to be remitted, through 
the bank, to Baroda, free of all charge for Manootee, allowances being made for 
the difference of exchange, provided the same does not exceed 12 annas per 
cent. ^ 

8^A. — An advance of Rs. 20,000 beyond the resources of the State to be 
made by the bankers, if called upon to do so. A note to be passed to the 
bankers at the end of every year, for the balance which may be due to them, 
but free of all charge for Manootee. 

9M. — Preference to be given to the bankers, if inclined to become security 
for any portion of the Baria revenue. 

lO^A.— Reports to be made to the British Government of all receipts and 
issues of the bank. 

IIM, and lastly. — All outstanding debts and claims of the bankers on the 
Baria State are entirely distinct, and unconnected with this engagement. 

40. I will not trespass upon your time by observing upon the above articles. 
They are manifestly particularly favourable to the Baria State ; and the gains 
of both parties are so accurately defined as will prevent any misunderstanding 
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or dispute hereafter arising. The bankers have already commenced the 
undertaking, and I beg you will do me the favour to submit the engagement 
for the sanction of Government, on the receipt of which it will be finally 
ratifted. 

41 . With respect to the introduction of the Company’s opium arrangements 
into the Barin territory, I shall only observe that they have been adopted with 
the ready acquiescence of the local Government, and that I anticipate we shall 
derive great advantage from their extension to this quarter, it being notorious 
that large quantities of this drug have hitherto been illicitly imported from 
Malwa, by the road leading from that province into Guzerat via Baria. This 
will now cease to be the case, for in fact several seizures have already been 
effected at Baria, and opium to the extent of upwards of four maunds has 
been confiscated. 

42. In conclusion, I beg to apologise for the delay which has occurred in 
transmitting this Report, which has been partly occasioned by the time required 
to collect the materials from which it has been framed, and partly from my 
being occupied in the performance of the other duties of my Agency, and at 
the Residency. 1 am aware that I have intruded on your attention at great 
length, though I hope not unnecessarily so ; and the ample details now fur- 
nished, respecting the Petty State of Baria, will enable me to abbreviate my 
subsequent reports regarding its affairs.

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APPENDIX A TO THE FOREGOING REPORT ; 

BEING AN mSTOmCAL SKETCH OF THE PETTY STATE OF BARIA.

The tract of country composing the Petty Rajpoot State denominated Baria, 
or more commonly Deogur Baria, is principally situated within lat. 22® N., 
and long. 73® and 74® E. The family to whom it belongs are of the Chowan 
Rajpoot caste, and their origin, and the mode by which they acquired the pos- 
session, are stated to have been as follows 

There formerly existed in the province of Guzerat a dynasty founded by a 
Bheel of the name of Chumpa.® The exact period at which Chuinpa flourished 
is involved in some obscurity. According to records, still preserved by the 
Bhats, or hereditary genealogists of the Baria family, it is placed as far back 
as the commencement of the present Hindu era of Vikramajit, or about fifty-six 
years before Christ. In the History of Abul Fazel,t reference is made to 
Chumpa; not, however, as the founder of an independent government for him- 
self, but simply as a confederate with one Biinseraj,;]: who is alleged to haVe 
first made Guzerat an independent monarchy. This, though a point deserving 
of attention and research, is foreign to the present subject. It is incidentally 
mentioned, since, in the notice referred to, Abul Pazel expressly states that 
Chumpa flourished about Sumvuf 802 of the era of Vikramajit, or about the 
year 746 of the Christan era, and which in all probability is more correct than 
the period assigned to him by the Bhats.

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Chumpa is stated to have been born at Chukravutee Naguree.*^ He was 
a man of enterprise and ability, and founded the present town of ChampaDeer,t 
which at a [Subsequent period became the capital of Guzerat. This fact strongly 
militates against the accuracy of Abul Fazel’s account of this extraordinary 
character ; depriving him of the fame of establishing a dynasty in his own 
family. 

The authority of the Bhats should be preferred in this respect, according to 
which not only was the Government of Champaneer founded by Chumpa, but 
the same continued in the possession of his descendants during a period of 
thirteen centuries, or from Sumvut 1 to Sumvut 1300 (a. d. 1244), when it 
was subdued by a Chowan Rajpoot of the name of Palunshee. 

Palunshee is stated to have migrated from M eh war, on the conquest of that 
province by the celebrated Shahboodeen. Champaneer and its dependencies 
remained in his family for eleven generations, their rule comprehending a 
period of about 240 years, or from Sumvut 1300 (a. d. 1244) to Sumvut 1541 
(A. D. 1484-85). 

In Sumvut 1541 (a. d. 1484-85) the renowned Sultan Mebmood Beghura 
laid siege to Champaneer,;}; and after experiencing considerable resistance from 
Puthaee Rawul, alias Purtab Sing, the reigning prince, obtained possession of 
it. The particulars of this conquest are detailed in the Persian historical work, 
the ^'Meeratee Iskundarec.” It is sufficient here to notice that the prince and 
his Minister Doonghursee (both of whom had been severely wounded during 
the siege), with several members of his family, were taken prisoners, and, after 
refusing the option given to them of renouncing their religion for that of their 
bigoted and cruel conqueror, were barbarously murdered, and their bodies 
exposed on stakes. 

Puthaee Rawul had three sons.|| Ryesingjee, the eldest, died previous to the 
capture of Champaneer, leaving issue two sons, — the elder of whom founded 
the Petty State of Chota Oodepoor ; the younger that of Baria, both of 
which are still held by their descendants. The following is a genealogical table 
of the Baria branch from the conquest of Champaneer by Mehmood Beghura 
to the present period. No mention, however, is made in the Meeratee 
ISkundaree” of Leembajee or Ryesingjee, but only of Tej Sing, who embraced 
the faith of the author of that work.

There can be no doubt but that the territory, of which these States were 
founded, was included in that governed by Puthaee Rawul previous to his 
subjection by Mehmood Beghura; some, however, are of opinion, that it was 
then for the first time conquered by his grandsons from the rude tribes who 
still for the most part inhabit it. This opinion, however, appears absurd; for 
it can hardly be supposed, that the members of Puthaee’s family, exiles as 
they must have been, should have possessed the means of establishing their 
authority over these rude tribes, unless their family had previously subjected 
them to their rule. It may be taken for granted, therefore, that on Puthaee’s 
overthrow, his grandsons^ retired with their adherents to Baria and Oodepoor, as 
being the most inaccessible parttbf his dominions, and there, with the assistance 
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of their wild but faithful subjects, preserved a remnant of the family posses- 
sions from the grasp of their barbarous conqueror. 

Baria is so Allied from a caste of Kolees, of that name, forming a consider- 
able proportion of its inhabitants. Tradition assigns the following as the ori- 
gin of the appellation, Deogur being prefixed to it. This may be regarded 
both curious and interesting, as affording another proof to those on record, 
that the Bheels and Kolees of Guzerat were the aborigines of the province, 
deduced from the marks of deference and respect which are up to the present 
period paid to the tribe, by the different Petty Rajpoot States to whose autho- 
rity they are now amenable. 

When Doongurjee, the grandson of Puthaee Rawul, retired to Baria after 
the conquest of Champaneer, it is reported that a Bheel was cutting wood on 
the top of the hill which overlooks the present town of Baria. It happened 
that he struck his axe against two stones’^ of a circular form, from whence 
issued blood. The axe was shivered into pieces, and the astonished Bheel 
reported the miraculous event to the exiled prince, who is stated to have 
repaired to the spot, in order to satisfy himself of its authenticity. The place 
was henceforward considered holy ground, and a shrine was established on 
the spot where the stones were found, to which, in commemoration of the 
event, a pilgrimagef has ever since been performed once in twelve years, by 
the reigning Raja of Baria, with great pomp and state, and accompanied by 
his family and dependents. 

This shrine is situated on the top of a high hill, called Deogur. The road 
leading to it is very rugged and circuitous, about a mile and a half in length. 
The stones are worshipped under the denomination of Deogur Bapjee. They 
are placed on a small raised mound of earth, about two feet square, covered 
in by a tiled roof; and before them are placeed numerous figures of horses 
(of wood and earth), cocoanut oil, and other offerings, by those who worship 
them. In its vicinity is a sacred Koond (^) or tank, built of brick and 
chunam, about twenty feet square, and twenty-four feet deep, which is always 
either entirely or partially filled with rain-water. The devotees consider bathing 
in this tank as having the effect of purifying them from their sins. 

The pilgrimage performed by the Raja takes place in the month of Chytru

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(March or April). On the 2nd of this months every twelfth year, a 
Bheel of the Bhurooa caste proceeds to the shrine, there to remain in devo- 
tion for an entire month. During this period the Bheel and his companions 
are supported at the Raja’s expense, and an honorary guard is furnished for 
the occasion. The honour of this office is hereditary in a particular Bheel 
family, residing in the village of Ryebarra, about six miles from Baria. At the 
appointed day, or the 15th of Chytru, the Raja and his retinue ascend the 
hill on foot, and remain there for thirty-six hours. On arriving at the shrine, 
the undermentioned offerings are placed before the objects of worship, which, 
at the conclusion of the ceremonies, become the perquisites of the officiating 
Bheels : — 

12 Maunds of Kitchree.

Alt things being prepared, the officiating Bheel begins to shake and tremble, 
and to personate the deity, who is supposed to have become incarnate in his 
person. Thus inspired, he is believed to possess the power of prophesying 
future events ; and not only the followers of the Raja, but the Raja himself, 
approaches him with deference and respect, and, making known their respec- 
tive wants and wishes, humbly beseech that they may be granted. The Bheel 
gives answers (through his assistants) to the different applicants, generally 
prescribing certain conditions, on the performance of which depends whether 
. their prayers are to be granted, or not. The principal of these is the payment 
of a sum of money in honour of the deity. The Bheel moreover predicts 
whether the coming year will be one of plenty or scarcity, and whether the 
Raja’s affairs are likely to prosper, or the reverse. In conclusion, he bestows a 
benediction on the Raja, and encourages him to believe that the deity is pro- 
pitious to him, and that his country will flourish. The ceremony concludes by 

Answering to the Persian Muleedeh,— bread or cakes made of flonr, ghee, sugar, and 
other ingredients. Some say that, in addition to the offerings here enumerated^ 12 maunds of 
boiled wheat and Jowaree (called B^lah), and 12 maunds of Ooreed, made up into balls 
(called Yuree), should be added. 
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the Raja presenting Seerpaou'*^ to the Bheel, and by the latter distributing to 
the prince and his followers some rice and flowers, and a few leaves of the 
Bheelee tree, which grows in great abundance in the vicinity of the shrine. 

Separate ceremonies of a similar nature are also performed in honour of the 
minor deity, the right to officiate at which belongs to another Bheel family, 
residing at the village of Oodharvaloon, about two miles from Baria, and 
entirely distjnct from the other family. The Bheel officiating at these also 
receives Seerpaou from the Raja, of about half the value of that given to the 
other. 

In case the Raja should neglect to perform this pilgrimage at the stated 
period, it is believed that some calamity or sickness would inevitably happen 
in his family. Pilgrimages are also performed to this shrine by the inhabitants 
of Baria, without distinction of caste, on the occasions of marriages, and other 
ceremonies, and also by every Raja of Baria immediately after his accession 
to the sovereignty of the country. On all such occasions, propitiatory offer- 
ings are made by the parties concerned. 

If this account of the origin of the Baria State be authentic, it may be 
regarded as some illustration of the early history of the province of Guzerat, 
inasmuch as it proves,-^ 

I. — That a Bheel, or, what may be considered the same thing, a Kolee 
dynasty originally existed in Guzerat. 

II. — ^That the same was subverted by a band of Chowan Rajpoots, who 
emigrated from Ajmere. 

III. — ^That vestiges of both still remain ; of the latter in the numerous Petty 
Rajpoot States still existing throughout the province, who have maintained 
their independence against the power both of the Mahomedans, and of the 
Murathas, with a spirit worthy of their ancestors ; of the former in the remnants 
of respectt and deference still paid in various ways by the rulers of these 
Rajpoot States to their Bheel subjects, of which the above is a remarkable 
instance. 

Without pretending to complete accuracy, the following may be assigned as

t One of the most smgular is that performed at the installation of a Raja, the mark called 
Chandla being affixed to his forehead by a Bheel, with his own blood. This custom originally 
prevailed at Baria, and was performed by the same Bheel family which officiates at the pilgrim- 
ages already described. It has, however, fallen into disuse sinee the reign of Oumbheer 
Sing, or four removes from the present Raja. ^ 
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the present limits of the Baria State. To the north it is bounded by the Petty 
Rajpoot States of Loonawara and Soanih, and to the south by those of Allee 
and Chota Oodepoor ; to the east by the district of Dohud, and to the west by 
that of Champaneer, both belonging to Dowlut Rao Sindia, Its greatest 
extent from north to south (viz. from the village of Sunjulu north to that of 
Barah south, and from the village of Godarkhar east to that of Walleenath 
west) is computed to be about forty miles, and from east to west about forty- 
two miles. The average length and breadth, however, is considerably less; 
but possessing no sufficient data for assuming this, an estimate of the super- 
ficial extent of the Baria territory cannot be formed. 

The country isusually designated the Baria Paal (^T^), — by some* considered 
a term of reproach, with reference to the general features of the country, its 
barrenness and sterility ; by others considered applicable with reference to its 
position in the vicinity of the Mill of Powagur. 

Baria is divided into six districts, respectively called Deogur Baria, 
Chutreesee, Dhanpoor, Naonuggiir, Rajgur, and Doodeea, which are at pre- 
sent estimated to contain about 238 villages. Notwithstanding the aspect of 
the country is such as already described, the soil in many parts of these dis- 
tricts is considered rich and fertile. It principally consists of the Gorat, or 
light brown soil ; the Kala, or deep black soil, and the Reeteeal, or sandy 
soil. These are capable of producing all the different productions of the most 
favoured parts of Guzerat, with the exception of tobacco, but inclusive of the 
the cotton tree and the sugarcane. 

In consequence of the unsettled state of the country, and the depredations 
committed by the rude, uncivilized tribes who principally compose its popula- 
tion, but a very small portion of its lands are under cultivation. In many parts 
cultivation is carried on in the rudest form or by means of the Kodalu (spade 

* Those who are of this opinion are obliged to give a very fanciful derivation to the term, 
alleging it to be a compound of a quarter, and an abreviation of ¥Q|ft (Lukshmi), wealth 
or prosperity ; thereby implying the country to be a fourth as valuable to the possessor as that 
in its vicinity. The derivation given by those who hold the other opinion is more plausible, 
viz. for ^T^T, the hill Powa, and the country around it, which of course not only 

includes Baria but the other districts near it ; BTrai?, however, literally means the house of 
any deity, with the ground contiguous to it. On the top of Powagur is a celebrated 
shrine to the goddess Kalee, and in reference more particularly to her is the term applied, 
viz. the land or country subject to the jurisdiction of the deity of Powagur. It may here be 
incidentally noticed that a vow was made by the founders both of the Baria and Oodepoor 
States, never to look upon the hill of Powagur until they were able to regain possession of it. 
This vow is still kept by their descendants, and whenever the Rajas of these Petty States 
proceed to such parts of their districts from whence the hill is visible, an Aftabgir (a kind 
of Native parasol) is placed before them," to conceal it from their view. 
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or mattock). Where this system* prevails, the inferior kinds of grain are 
principally grown, such as Buntee, Bowta, Samlee, Kodra, Jhabee, &c. The 
country is not well watered, and does not abound in wells, consequently culti- 
vi^tion by irrigation is but little understood or resorted to. 

Baria is but thinly populated, and, with the exception of a few Koonbees, 
Rajpoots, and other peaceable classes, who reside in the districts of Rajgur 
and Doodeea, and in the town of Baria, the entire population is composed of 
Bheels, Kolees, and Naikras. The latter appear a most singular tribe, not 
very numerous, and only to be met with in Baria, and the districts immediately 
contiguous to it. They appear to surpass the former in lawless and predatory 
habits, in cruelty and bloodthirstiness, in love of independence, and a total dis- 
regard of all the customs and usages of social life : a particular account of 
everything relating to this tribe will be hereafter drawn out. 

The climate of Baria is considered peculiarly noxious and unhealthy. This 
is principally to be attributed to the greatest part of the country being covered 
with dense jungle, which, by preventing a speedy evaporation of the water, 
unwholesome exhalations are thereby generated. The bad quality of the water, 
strongly impregnated (as it becomes) with vegetable matter, in its course 
through these jungles, is another cause to which this unhealthiness is to be 
attributed. The principal food of the inhabitants of the country, being the 
Mukaf or Indian corn (Zeamays\ which is reckoned by the Natives to be 
cold and indigestible, is considered as a secondary cause for the same. From 
these causes combined, a variety of diseases originate, the most fatal of which 
is called Mubarakee. The principal symptoms of this disease are swelling 
of the abdomen to an immense size, and the whole body, but the eyes in par- 
ticular, becoming a bilious yellow colour. After the Chomasa or monsoon, 
fevers of a bad description generally prevail throughout the country. No 
stranger, therefore, would visit Baria from choice, and but little intercourse 
would subsist between it and other places during a great part of the year, 
did not one of the principal commercial roads between the provinces of Hin- 
dustan, Guzerat, and Malwa lead through it. 

The principal rivers of Baria are the Panum, the Gomaun, the Kurar, the 
Hurb, the Gorarkar, the Wankree, and the Koobootree.j: These principally 

* Id Baria, the system observed by the mountain tribes throughout India, of burning dried 
sticks and leaves on the ground, a short time before the periodical rains, as a substitute for 
manure, generally prevails. This system in Baria is called Vahalram (^TTT9^). It is also 
practised in Rajpeepla, where it is designated Dadheean 

t or more commonly called Bhutta 

I The first named rises in the hills of Ruttun Mahal, and unites with the Mahee near 
Loonawara ; the second rises in the Deogur district, uniting with the Mahee near Sehora ; the 
third rises in the Deogur Purguna, and unites with the Panum ; the fourth rises in the Deogur 
district ; the fifth rises iu the Doodeea district ; the sixth rises in the Chutrasee district. 
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have their source in the country itself, and are mostly tributary streams of the 
river Mahee. The four first become formidable streams during the rainy sea- 
son, but their channels are either wholly or partially dry during at least one- 
half of the year. 

The forests of Baria belong exclusively to that Estate, and constitute one 
of the sources of its revenue, the privilege of cutting timber from them being an- 
nually farmed to the highest bidder. From this quarter, Baroda and other parts 
of Guzeratdcrive the greater proportion of timber required for building and other 
purposes. The following is an imperfect list of the trees principally to be met with 
in the Baria forests, together with the uses to which some of them are adapted: — 

MahHHa^ vulgarly Mhowra ( Bassia latlfolia J. — ^This valuable tree is found 
in great abundance throughout Baria. The timber is much used in building, 
for which, from its large size, it is well adapted. The (lowers of this tree form 
a principal article of food of the rude tribes residing in the Baria (district, and 
the failure of the Mhowra season is as severely felt by them as a failure of 
the corn harvest by their more civilized brethren. 

From the flowersf of this tree is distilled a spirituous liquor, and by so sim- 
ple and cheap a process as to be procurable at the rate of two or three pice 
(a penny or penny half-penny) per quart. 

Saywanov Say (Tectona Teak, or Indian Oak. — This is also 

met with in abundance, but not of such a size as might be made applicable to 
ship-building. 

Siso C Balbergia sissoo, Roxburgh), commonly called Blackwood, and welt 
adapted for household uses. — It is not found in any great abundance. 

Imli (Tamarindus ladica)^ the Tamarind tree. — In great abundance; the 
timber applicable to building. 

Am ov Amra ( Mangifera Indica)^ the Mango tree. — In considerable quan- 
tities, calculated at between five and six thousand in number. 

BanSy the Bamboo. — In the greatest abundance. 

Khirni (Mimusops kanhi ^.—Principally of value on account of the fruit it 
produces, which is eaten by the Natives. 

Bheeoy Sadur^ and Keghur, The timber applicable to building, and other 
purposes. 

iSTaftttr.— The flowers used as a dye. 

Bheeran. — ^The fruit used as a dye. 

For an interesting description of this tree, vide Vol. I. of the ** Asiatic 
Researches,” p. 300. It is computed that from twenty to twenty-five thousand of these 
trees are to be found in the Baria districts. 

t It is generally, though erroneously supposed, that the spirit is distilled from the fruit, and 
not the flower : this arises from the great resemblance of the latter to a berry. From the 

seeds is expressed an oil, called by the Natives Doleea 
20r 
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^ TeemhurroOf Tamhoo^ and Korinda ( Carissa carandas ). — Producing fruit, 
which is eaten by the rude tribes inhabiting Baria. 

Bheelee ( Jasminum zamhac — A shrub sacred to Shiva ; found in great 
abundance. 

Charohe, — A shrub producing a small grain, which, when roasted, is 
highly esteemed, and sent about in presents by the Natives. 

Dhowra, — Produces a kind of gum, which is mixed with articles of food. 

Googool ( Amyris agallochia^ Roxb. Cor. p. 6, Vol. III.).— Produces a kind 
of gum, used in religious ceremonies ; emitting, when burnt, a fragrant smell. 
It is occasionally mixed with chunam in building, to makeit a stronger cement. 

Alurdee, — The leaves of this tree are given to cattle when grass and forage 
are scarce. 

Khair. — This is a most valuable ‘tree, and to be met with in considerable 
abundance in the Baria forests. It is the Catechu tree, a species of MimosUf 
from which the astringent vegetable extract, eaten by the Natives with the 
betelnut, called Kath Terra japonicaX is obtained. The extracting the 
Kath gives employment to a great number of the Koleeand Naikra inhabit- 
ants of Baria, during February and the three following months. The pro- 
cess, though rude, is simple and cheap : branches of the Kheir tree are cut 
down, and, after the bark has been stripped, cut into small pieces of between 
three and four inches each. These are put into earthern pots filled with water, 
and then boiled. When the water has evaporated, a thick, sticky decoction 
remains. A pit is then dug, about five or six feet deep, small in' circum- 
ference, so as to admit of its being covered by a small bamboo basket. The 
thick substance, remaining after the water has boiled ofi^ is then placed in the 
basket to strain, and the extract leaks through it. The water remaining sinks 
into tlie earth, and the refuse in the basket is cast away. The extract is then 
taken out, and placed on leaves to dry in the sun, after which it is sold at Baria, 
at the low rate of from Rs. 1-8-0 to Rs. 2-8-0 per maund, and from thence 
exported'^ to Malwa and Guzerat. The timber of the Khair tree does not 
grow to a large size, but is applicable in some degree to purposes of building. 

The above is but a very imperfect account of the productions of the Baria 
forests, which, under proper management, might be made more productive to 
the Baria State than they now are. In the vicinity of every village, a certain 
portion of the forest is lield sacred, and considered as the property of the deity 
of the place. This spot (which is generally from one to two beegas,) is called 
Malvun (vire^vT), and the deity is usually worshipped by the rude tribes in 


* It is calculated that between six and seven hundred maunds of Kath ore annually pro- 
duced in the Baria districts, the greater part of which is exported, when a duty of 4 J annas is 
levied on each maund of 40 seers weight (equal to 40 lbs. English). 
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the form of the horse, earthen figures of that animal being placed in the 
middle of the Mavlun. It is considered a sacrilege to trench on this spot, 
and that misfortune and sickness would inevitably befall any person who is so 
daring as to violate this sanctuary. Hence on these spots are to be found the 
finest and largest sized timber, and of the teak in particular. The term is 
compounded of Mai ground of a bad quality, unfit for cultivation, and 

vun (^), a wood or forest. 

The capital town, and place of residence of the Raja of Baria, is also called 
by that name, with the appellation Dcogur usually prefixed to it. It is situated 
in lat. 22® 53' N., and long. 74® 3' E., and is distant from Baroda about sixty- 
five miles^ in an easterly direction. The town is built in a small plain, entirely 
surrounded by hills, of irregular height, very rugged, and covered with rocks, 
and trees of stunted growth. The height of the hill under which the town is 
built is computed to be about 1,600 feet. The site selected for the town is 
very injudicious, since it is commanded by several hills in its vicinity, tlie pos- 
session of which by an army provided with artillery would render it defenceless 
and untenable. There are, however, vestiges remaining of several rude attempts 
to provide against this oversight, by erecting fortifications on these hills, of 
loose stones, forming a kind of breastwork of about five feet high, but insigni- 
ficant, except as a defence against Native troops. These are at present in 
a very dilapidated condition, and unprovided with ordnance. The town itself 
is surrounded by a wall, flanked by bastions, pukka built, and strong stone 
gates. These defences were commenced about twelve years since by Rutton- 
kooer, mother of the late Raja of Baria, by name Gungadas, but the whole 
are in an unfinished state, tliis lady being, shortly after their commencement, 
murdered by a ci-devani Karbaree of the Baria State, by name Narrain- 
jee, who obtained possession of the town by treachery. On this occasion the 
palace of the Raja, his treasury, and the town itself, were plundered by Narrain- 
jee and his adherents. The town contains between seven and eight hundred 
houses,t and has a neat appearance, the greater part being very substantially 
and commodiously built. The military force maintained by the Raja is very 
insignificant, not exceeding fifty horse and a hundred and fifty foot. The 
total expense of his Estate, exclusive of the tribute he is bound to pay to the 
British Government, amounts to about Rs. 35,000 per annum. 

For detailed information respecting the resources of the Baria State, its 

* The horse is an object of worship throughout the Baria and Oodepoor districts. It is 
called the Waban of the deity, each of whom has a particular Wahan, or animal for 

riding, assigned to it. Wahan literally signifies a vehicle or conveyance, of any description. 

f Of these three hundred are inhabited by Banians ; fifty by Bramins ; one bondred and 
twenty by Kusbatees; twenty-five by Rajpoots ; fifty by Naikras ; twenty-five by Kolces } and 
twenty by Sootars, 
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pecuniary embarrassments, and the connection^ it has formed with the British 
Government, reference may be made to the Reportf to which this document 
forms an accompaniment. Its resources are principally composed of a collec- 
tion denominated Ghora-Veera, land revenue distinct from the same, customs, 
a Chouth on two of the Punch Mahal districts, the sale of timber, fines, and 
other miscellaneous sources of collection usually made by Petty Rajpoot 
States, and always fluctuating in amount. 

The amount of the Ghora-Veera collection varies fromRs. 18,000 to Rs. 20,000 
per annum. It was originally imposed;]: to meet the demands made by the 
military forces of the Gwalior Government, the Powars of Dhar, and other 
authorities who had the means occasionally of compelling the Baria State 
to pay Khundni or tribute. Hence it derives its name (literally horse-tax) ; 
and though these destructive inroads have ceased to be made since the estab- 
lishment of the paramount influence of the British Government in Central 
India, the tax still continues to be levied by the Baria State on its own 
account. The amount levied from each village is not fixed ; but varies accord- 
ing to the badness or goodness of the seasons, and the moderation of the 
Raja, It is chiefly levied in the Deogur Purguna, and from all its villages 
inciscriminately, including those held in Inam, charity, or any other tenure 
whatsoever. 

The Jumma or land revenue, strictly so called, of the Baria State, does 
not exceed Rs. 14,000. With the exception of the district of Rajgur,§ no 
particular land measurement prevails, but each village is taxed according 
to the number of ploughs or spades used in each, with some reference, how- 
ever, to the seasons, and the fertility of the land cultivated by each cultivator. 

* This commenced in 1803, during the campaign of Colonel Murray. In 1824 it became 
tributary to us, the amount of tribute being fixed at Rs. 12,000 per annum, in consideration 
of which the Raja is entitled to our protection. It has occasionally been stated that Baria is 
tributary to the Government of Sindia, but this is an error. On this subject, vide paragraph 22 
of the Report on Baria, given at pages 13G and 137 of this Selection, 
t Vide pages 130 to 144 of this Selection. 

The first imposition of this heavy tax is stated to have been made in Sumvut 1850 
(a. d. 1722), when an army under the command of Bapoo Sindia invaded Baria, and com- 
menced plundering the country ; to avert the evils of which the Baria State entered into 
a compromise with the invaders, by agreeing to pay a certain sum of money on condition of 
their retreating. This precedent, having once been established, was frequently followed on sub- 
sequent occasions', till at length, on the approach of a force, the Minister of the Raja proceeded 
under a pledge of personal safety to its camp, and settled with its commander the sum to be 
paid, the amount of which, of course, depended on the means each possessed of resisting or en- 
forcing the demand. When the amount had been mutually agreed upon, a Bramin, or some 
other person of respectability, was retained aa a hostage until it was liquidated. 

§ In this Purguna the measurement of the beega prevails. 
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The Chouth belonging to the Baria State is due from the districts of 
Kullol and Dohud, It was formerly collected direct, and fluctuated annu- 
ally in amount; but in 1819, through the mediation of the British Government, 
it was commuted for the sum of Ks. 4,750 per annum, and the same is now 
deducted from the tribute due to Sindia's Government from the Petty States 
of Soanth and Loonawara. 

The minor sources of revenue are too generally known to require observa- 
tion. From the situation of Baria, its customs form a principal, and, in fact, 
one of its most certain items of revenue. They vary in amount from 
Rs. 12,000 to Rs. 16,000 annually, which sum is composed of duties levied on 
merchandize of all descriptions exported from Guzerat to all parts of Central 
India, and vice versa, by the grand and well frequented road leading through 
Baria. The undermentioned are the principal articles of export and import 
by this route : — ^ 

Iron, copper, pewter, lead ; pearls, diamonds, and other precious stones; 
woollen and other cloths of Europe manufacture; cloths manufactured in 
Guzerat and Malwa; grain of almost every description; cattle ditto ditto; 
spices ditto ditto; sugar and molasses; opium, tobacco, salt, ghee, gin- 
ger; country medicines; catechu f Terra japonica) ; mhowra ; oils of va- 
rious kinds ; timber ditto ditto ; ivory ; betelnut ; kussoomba (the dye of 
safflower (Carthamus tinctorus); soorungee ; and a variety of other articles 
of minor importance, commonly included in the term Keerana which 

embraces all articles of i^rchandize except grain, cloth, and metals of every 
description, which are called Dhatoo (‘^1‘g')-

Sir, — I have the honour to acknowledge the receipt of your letter of the 
1st in.8tant, transmitting an extract of a letter from the Secretary to the Bom- 
bay Government, relating to the transfer of the political ^ontrol over the Petty 
State of Baria to the Resident at Baroda. 

2. In compliance with the request contained in the 3rd paragraph of your 

letter, 1 have the honour to forward to you copies of the late Captain Mac- 
Donald’s despatches to the late Major General Sir David Ochterlony, detailing 
the agreement entered into with the Raja of Baria for the payment of a tribute 
to the British Government for its protection, and the arrangements made for 
the liquidation of the sums due by the Baria State to different Soucars, Copy 
of the agreement is also enclosed, as well as several copies of other papers 
relating to the Petty State above mentioned. • 

3. I forward also copies of two letters from the Secretary in the Political 
Department to the Supreme Government, to the late Major General Sir 
David Ochterlony, approving of the measures adopted by the late Agent in 
Baugur and Kantal. 

4. These are all the papers that I can at present find ; should I hereafter dis- 
cover others, I shall furnish you with copies of them.

From Capt. A. MacDonald, Local Agent, Baugur and Kantal, 

To Major General Sir D. Ochterlony, Bart., G.C.B., 

Resident in Malwa and Rajpootana. 

Sir, — I have the honour to state, that it appears from the result of a recent 
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examination of the receipts and disbursements of the Petty State of Baria, that 
the total amount of revenue is Rs. 72,383 per annum. 

2. The debts amount to Rs. 1,1 1,685 ; to liquidate which I intend, in antici- 
pation of your approbation, to direct that Rs. 20,000 per annum be set apart i 
and to prevent this sum being otherwise appropriated, 1 shall further direct the 
manager, Jeejee Bhaee, to furnish the Native bankers with assignments to 
that amount on the lands or the customs. A balance of revenue will remain 
amounting to Rs. 52,383 per annum. 

^ 3. The manager has consented to pay the British Government an annual 
tribute of Shalim Shaec Rs. 12,000, subject to an increase after the debts shall 
have been discharged ; but I have not concluded any formal agreement on 
this head, and shall refrain from doing so till favoured with your sentiments. 

4. The Raja’s mother, Goomaun Koonwar, died of a fever on the 9th of 
November last; the whole authority, therefore, devolves on Rawul Jeejee 
Bhaee. In consequence of this casualty, I have refrained from removing the 
Ranee Kulleean Koonwar to a Jageer, on her agreeing to exercise no interfer- 
ence with the management of the country, as all her influence has fallen with 
the deceased Ranee. I do not consider it probable she will again attempt to 
create any disturbance ; and the tender age of the Raja seems to render the 
presence of a female guardian near his person necessary to his comfort and 
safety.

From Captain A. MacDonald, Local Agent, Baugur and Kantal, 

To Major General Sir D. Ochteblony, Bart., G.C.B., 

Resident in Malwa and Rajpootana. 

• Bated the 2%th Febrmry 1 824. 

Sir, — Numerous representations were lately made to me of excess and mis- 
conduct on the part of Jeejee Bhaee, manager of the Petty Stale of Baria, 
which I regret to add I found for the most part to be but too well grounded. 

2. Not only did the inhabitants appear to have been subjected to unmerit- 
ed exactions, but it was satisfactorily established, that so far from using his 
utmost exertions for the suppression and settlement of the Naikras and Kolees 
of the Baria forests, he openly countenanced them in their aggressions. These 
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plunderers purchased immunity by yielding to him a Chouth or fourth of their 
booty; hence it cannot be surprising that their ravages were not confined to 
the persons and property of travellers, and subjects of adjacent countries, but 
that the peaceable cultivators of the territory under his own management 
alike suffered. In the course of the last year, he appeared to have cast loose 
all restraint; and this, perhaps, may have been dictated by a supposition 
which I was informed he had imbibed, that the British power was about to 
be withdrawn from Guzerat on one side, and had already retired from Central 
India on the other. I consider it by no means improbable that, under tlje 
same impression, he contemplated a return of the days of anarchy, when he 
might pursue unchecked a course of rapine and violence, to which mode of 
life the Baria country is particularly favourable, and for which a partiality still 
exists amongst some Rajpoots, even though it frequently entailed on their 
own territories the severest sufferings., 

3. 1 shall now enter into details which will more fully exhibit his mis- 
conduct. Naher Sing, Patel of the village of Goolla, stated that though he 
was ever ready to do whatever was required of him as a subject, Jeejee Bliaee 
listened to none of his representations, but sanctioned the Naikras, Ram Sing 
and Ramla, to plunder his village, and strip him of his property. I complained, 
he added, but obtained no redress; and the reason is that Jeejee Bhaee is 
connected with the thieves, and receives a fourth of their booty. Six months 
ago (in June last) he exacted a fine of Rs. 60 from me, although I was not 
convicted of any crime. 

4. Noor Bhaee, Bora, of Baria, complained that about two months ago 
(November last) Keevul, the Naikra, with a band of twelve robbers of the 
same description, carried away his property, consisting of 400 pieces of cloth, 
as he was approaching the village of Bameea. Jeejee Bhaee, being informed 
of the transaction, deputed his son Bajee Bhaee to the Naiks, and transferred 
the goods from their hands to his own. Eight days afterwards, Jeejee Bhaee 
restored 250 pieces of cloth, but the remainder was retained, and a consider- 
able part is in the possession of Jooma Jumadar. 

o. Kobeyr, Bunya, of Godra, and farmer of the village of Chinchilla, in 
that province, represented that about three months ago (in October last) Ram 
Sing and Kutwal, the Naikras, made an attack on bis village, and plundered it 
not only of cattle, but of various articles of property, to a considerable amount. 
The case was submitted to Captain Fielding, who addressed a Purwana on the 
subject to Jeejee Bhaee. The latter detached a man in his employ, in com- 
pany with complainant, to Ram Sing, who made restitution of six bullocks: 
four others, of larger size, were not restored ; and the Naikra said that one of 
them was in possession of Jeejee Bhaee, as his Chouth. A large quantity of 
grain, 10 pukka seers of opium, and 26 pieces of cloth of different descriptions,

6. In addition to the abdve, sevtlVal Pateb of villages, and inhabitants of 

the town of Baria, complained of having been snbjetited ^to fines, although 
guilty of no ofienees; aitd the countenance effiirded by Jeejee Bhaee to the 
plilfiderers, as (A his participatfon of the spoil, was fully confirmed by the 
testiinony of Ram Sing Naikra himself, who, in the course of a lew days 
after my arrival at Baria (which was on the 19th uUitho*), publicly stated in my 
{weaCook, the thefts fad had committed were perpetratyd under the sanction 
of Jeejee Bhaee, who received firora him the fomihjpf the plunder. Ram 
Sing also declared that he exacted fiom him a fine of Rs. 1,200 on aceonnt of 
tjie opum stolen frop the Bnnya Koheyr. This regiaires but little comment. 
No portion of this aum appears to have been paid to the Bunya Who snfiered 
so severety; and Jeejee Bhaee, it is evident, must have encouraged the excesses 
of these lawless people, with the double purpose of enriching himself, not oifiy 
by sharing in their gains, but by stripping them of a more than usual portion 
whenever a convenieivt pretext presented itself. . 

7. 1 have fet to mention another act of violence, which appears to have 
been dictated by avarice rather than from a sense of honour or justice;— A widow 
of a Rajpoot of Jeejee Bhaee’s tribe, named Beera Baee, had been, I was in* 
formed, convicted by Jeejee Bhaee of a criminal connexion with her own nepliew, 
who was named Ooomaun Sing. Accordingly*ia the early part of the month of 
October lut, the manager, having placed her on a tattoo, sent her oat into the 
jungle, nnder the charge of certain soldiers, who were enjoihed to put her to 
dtoth. They obeyed his directions, and murdered the woman between Dama> 
baw Chowkee and the village of Seemleea. He did not attempt to deny tbw 
whan chided with it by me, bfit. rather gloried in it. I asked him if he was 
JgfiCMat that toe British Oovemment would not tolerate snoh barbarities*; and 


bsteiANdftoat she was his relation; toat there were several other widows in 
toe ftuttily : and toat if sn<to crhmMd interconrse was left unpunished in o«s 


itistonce, others would not be deterred flrom similar practices. He killed her,

Translation of a Potdaree Contract proposed to he entered into het wee n^lAWWW- 
WL'L Pruthiuaj, Raja of Deogur Raria, on the one part ^ and Paruk 
L tiELOoiJiiAER Khan DAS, on the other part. Dated Magh Hhood ^rdy 
Siimvut 1882 (a. n. Wth February 182(J). 

The business of the Potdaree shall be given to you on the following terms:— 

I. I will allow you interest and Manootee for such sums of money as may 
be advanced by you, viz. interest at the rate of 12 annas per cent, per mensem, 
and Manootee 8 annas per cent, for the first month only. According to 
this rate you must deduct interest and Manootee for one month, from all 
Chittecs (drafts) drawn upon you, and carry the same to the credit of 
Government in your accounts. 

II. The business of the Potdar belongs to you, and whatever money 
belonging to the Sirkar is paid into your house, will bear interest at the rale 
of 8 annas per cent, per mensem, to be carried to the credit of Government. 

III. Two Rupees per cent. Potdaree is to be deducted from all drafts 
drawn upon you, the whole of which is in like manner to be carried to the 
credit of Government. 

IV^ The Government will allow you the annual sum of Rs. 500 to cover 
all charges for Goma&htas, and other expenses of your shop, which will be duly 
jiaid to you. 

V. The whole amount of the revenues of the Deogur Baria State, from 
AN hatever source derived, shall be paid into your shop, with the exception of 
the produce of such villages as may have been given away in Inam. 

VI. Drafts will be drawn on your shop for the pay of tlie Government 
troops, for my own private expenses, &c. &c., the whole of which amount will 
be received from you. 

VII. When the revenues from the districts are realized, and paid into your 
shop, we will draw notes on you, for the amount of tribute annually due to the 
Government of the Ilonoriible Company. This you must remit to Baroda, 
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•without receiving Manootee on the amount, but you will be allowed the cliP- 
ference of exchange upon the Hoondees, according to the rate of the day, 
provided the same does not exceed 12 annas per cent. Should the exchange 
be less than 12 annas per cent, you must make a corresponding deduction in 
favour of Government. 

VIII. All the revenues of the State will be paid into your shop, to enable 
you to defray the expenses of Government, and the tribute due to the Honor- 
able Company ; but you must advance beyond their amount Rs. 20,000, 
should you be required to do so. If, at the conclusion of the year, a balance 
to the above extent remains in your favour, I will pass you a note for the 
same, to be carried into the account of the following year; but upon this note 
you will not receive any Manootee. 

IX. When settlements of the revenue arc made, you shall be present, and if 
you feel inclined to become security for any part thereof, you shall be permit- 
ted to do so. 

X. A daily report must be made to the Government of the Honorable 
Company of all sums which may henceforward be paid into your shop, and 
also of all notes drawn upon you by Government for its expenses. 

XI. Any outstanding debts or claims which you may have upon the Go- 
vernment are not included, or connected in any way with this contract. 

I will duly observe the above XI. Articles of Agreement, and you must 
also faithfully ))erform them. If hereafter we do not agree together, I will 
a])poiut another Soucar to conduct this business, after having previously dis- 
charged the balance which may be due to you, including both principal and 
interest.

Sir, — With reference to tlic 2/3th paragrapli of my Report on the Affairs of the 
Petty State of Baria, dated the 28th ultimo, I liavc now the honour to submit, 
for tlic decision of Government, the particulars of the subsidy claim of 
Rs. 6,000 per annum, preferred against the Baria Government, by the Local 
Agent in Baugur and Kantal, in addition to the tribute of Rs. 12,000 paid by 
it to the British Government. 

2. Enclosure No. 1 is copy of the Local Agent’s letter, in which the claim 
was first brought forward by that officer. In this the demand is designated 
an Annual Sebundee Subsidy of Rs. 6,000,” and alleged to be due for two 
years, viz. 1824 and 1825. 

3. Enclosure No. 2 is my reply thereto, witli translations of the documents 
referred to in the 2nd and 4th paragraphs, marked A and B No. 2. This apprises 
the Local Agcnit that the claim is disputed, for the reasons stated in the commu- 
nication marked A No. 2, received from the Baria Government, in reply to one 
from myself, making the demand. In this the Baria Government deny all 
knowledge of the transaction, stating that .leejee Bhaee may, to suit his own 
views, have concluded such an engagement during the period he held the 
exclusive management of its affairs ; but that no mention of it was made 
by the late Captain MacDonald, at the time Jeejee Bhaee was dismissed from 
the ministry, and the present manager appointed his successor. 

4. In soliciting further information respecting the claim, I observed that 
the above statement was fully proved by a reference to the engagement entered 
into by the present manager on'Jeejee Bhaee*s dismissal, in which no allusion 
is made to the obligation ; and, moreover, that it nowhere appeared in the 
English records relating to Baria with which I had been furnished. These 
are material facts connected with a just decision of the question at issue, prov- 
ing, in my mind, that the engagement solely rests on the document, a transla- 
tion of which is contained in B No. 2. This purports to be an agreement 
entered into by the Raja, through his Karbaree Jeejee Bhaee, to pay the sum 
in question annually, in addition to the tribute, to defray the expense of horse 
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and foot (a blank space being left for the number of each, to be inserted at 
some other period) to be maintained by the British Government, for the pro- 
tection of the Baria territory. This agreement bears date the 24th of January 
1824, but having retrospective effect from the 1st preceding. 

5. Enclosure No. 3 is the Local Agent’s reply to this reference, which 
admits the demands solely to rest on the deed in question (the original of 
which is at Neemuch), though no trace of it is to be found after a strict 
scrutiny among the English records of his office ; and that under such 
circumstances he considers it would be difficult to establish our right to 
demand it. 

6. In this opinion I most fully concur, and submit the following as my 
reasons why the claim should be formally renounced in favour of the tri- 
butary : — \st . — Although the validity of the plea set up by the Baria Govern- 
ment cannot, perhaps, receive unqualified admission, yet, considering that 
Jeejee Bhaee was in a great measure appointed Karbaree by the late Captain 
MacDonald, and received his dismissal for misconduct through the same au- 
thority, acting in behalf of the Raja, a minor of eight or nine years of age, some 
weight is due to the same. 2n(L — The claim is untenable, because founded on 
a document never submitted for the approval, and much less ratified by the 
Supreme Government, who alone could make it binding. Srd . — Because the 
obligation on our part has never been fulfilled, no horse or foot having been 
maintained by us for the protection of the Baria territory. 4e/i. — Because, 
supposing the agreement perfect in every respect, the British Government 
would doubtless, with its usual liberality, remit the demand, on account of the 
inability of the Baria State to meet it, of which abundant proof was furnished 
in my Report of the 28th ultimo. These reasons will, 1 think, be considered 
conclusive, and the agreement translated in B No. 2 be simply considered as a 
draft of one the late Agent intended to submit for the approval of superior 
authority. 

7. With reference to the concluding paragraph of Mr Gordon’s, letter, I 
beg to observe that the whole of the expense of this Agency devolving on the 
Bombay Government, it is hardly reasonable to expect that any part of the 
collections made by me should be appropriated to the Baugur Agency under 
the Supreme Government, — an arrangement which would be inconvenient in 
other respects. I trust, therefore, that some other mode may be adopted by 
the Resident at Indor, to defray the expense of the Police Thanas referred to, 
as soon as practicable.

Sib, — I have the honour to acknowledge the receipt of your letter under 
date the 30th ultimo, covering two Iloondees upon Purtabgur for Shalim 
Shaee Rs. 6,000, being the second and last instalment of the tribute for 1825 
due to the British Government by the Petty State of Baria. Ilaviitg now 
realized the amount, I beg to enclose a receipt for it. 

2. The annual Sebundec Subsidy of Shalirn Shaee Rs. 6,000 from the 
Petty State of Baria, for a. d. 1824 and 1825, not having yet been paid, I have 
to request that you will have the goodness to obtain and forward me Iloondees 
for the amount. 

3. Having apprised the Resident at Indor of the suggestion contained in 
the 2nd paragraph of your letter, he has authorised me to transfer to you the 
nine Police Thanas which are situated in the districts under your political 
superintendence. I shall in a few days forward the muster roll of the men 
stationed in these Thanas, with their rates of pay, and 1 now enclose a tabular 
statement of the whole line of Thanas from hence to Baroda, in which 1 have 
marked those to be transferred to you.

17 tii OCTOBER 1826 .

From Mr. J. P. Willoughby, Pol. Agent in Rajpeepla and Punch Mahals, 

To Lieutenant G. J. Pasley, Acting Local Agent in Baugur and Kantal. 

Sir, — I have the honour to acknowledge the receipt of your letter and 
enclosures, dated the 30th of January last, transmitting a receipt for Rs. 6,000, 
remitted per Hoondee in my letter of the 30th of December preceding, in pay- 
ment of the second and last instalment of the tribute due to the British Go- 
vernment from the Petty State of Baria for the year 1826. 

2. In reference to the request contamed iu the 2nd paragraph of your 
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letter, I have the honour to enclose copy of a memorandum received from the 
Baria State, in reply to a demand made by me for the payment of the annual 
Sebundee subsidy of Rs. 6,000, alleged to be due for the years 1824 and 1825. 

3. From this you will perceive the Raja of Baria is disposed to dispute the 
justice of this claim, alleginy^ that the Government is altogether ignorant 
of the mode and cause for which it was established ; and stating, moreover, 
that no mention of it was made by the late Captain MacDonald, when Nuthoo 
Bhace, the present manager, was entrusted with the charge of the Government, 
the latter asserting that he only undertook to pay the annual tribute of 
Rs. 12,000. In this assertion the Karbaree is borne out by the agreement 
entered into at the time of his appointment, in which no allusion to the subsidy 
claim is made. 

4. It is also to be observed that I find no allusion to the claim in question 
in the correspondence of the late Local Agent with which 1 have been fur- 
nished. Among the Native records, however, forwarded with this correspond- 
ence, there is a document purporting to be copy of an agreement entered into 
by the ex-Karbaree Jcejee Bhaee, bearing date the 24th of January 1824, stipu- 
lating to pay Rs. 500 per mensem in addition to the tribute, to maintain horse 
and foot (the number not specified) for the protection of the country. 

5. There can be no doubt, therefore, that the claim rests upon this agree- 
ment, which this Government states was made without any communication 
with it by the ex-Karbaree, to suit his own views, he at that time having in- 
curred Captain MacDonald’s displeasure on account of his mal-ad ministration 
of his important trust. I conclude, however, the Local Agent must have 
reported the transaction, which may probably have been ratified by Govern- 
ment. On these points, I beg to be favoured with any information you may 
be able to obtain from the records of your office, and at the same time should 
wish to be acquainted with the number of troops which have been maintained, 
and the places where they have been stationed, for the protection of the coun- 
try. 

6. In conclusion, I deem it incumbent to observe, that whatever may be 
the result of this reference, I can hold out no expectation of being able to 
realize this claim in addition to the annual tribute of Rs. 12,000, and to state 
that this opinion is founded on the result of a careful and minute scrutiny I 
have lately made into the condition and resources of the Baria State, which 
have greatly declined from the amount stated in the late Agent’s report to 
Major General Sir David Ochterlony, dated the 7th of February 1824.

Jeejee Bhaee, during the time of his exclusive management, to suit his own 
interests or purposes, may have concluded an agreement respecting the pay- 
ment of Rs. 6,000, on account of Sebundee expenses; but we know nothing 
regarding the same, nor do we know whether, after concluding this agreement, 
Jeejee Bhaee realized any sum on this account. When the office of Karbaree 
(Minister) was entrusted to Nuthoo Bhaee, Captain MacDonald said nothing 
to him about this sum. 


Sub-Enclosure to No. 2. 

Translation of an Agreement entered into hy Raja Prutiiisinjee, of BarlOy 
and Jeejee Bhaee, Khandar (Minister)^ through Captain Alexander 
MacDonald, Bahadoory on the part of the British Governmenty dated 
%th of Poush Wudy Sumvut 1880 f24th January 1824^. 

We of our own free will and pleasure give a writing, binding us to pay 
Rs. 500 per mensem, that is Rs. 6,000 per annum, in addition to the tribute, 

on account of horse and foot, to be maintained for the protection 

of the country. Year by year we will pay this amount to the Honorable 
Company ; and besides this, whatever amount of Tunka the Honorable Company 
may fix, and whatever instalments may be fixed for payment of the same, in 
conformity thereto, without hesitation we will pay the same. The monthly 

allowance of Rs. 600 for the maintenance of horse and foot is fixed 

to be paid from the 1st of January 1826.

To J. P. Willoughby, Esq., Political Agent, Rajpeepla and Punch Mahals. 

Sir, — I have had the honour to receive your letter of the 8th of April, 
addressed to Captain Pasley. 

2. Before proceeding to reply to the contents of that letter, I beg to 
apologise for the delay that has occurred in answering it. This has arisen, 
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partly from having my time occupied in making myself acquainted with the 
aflairs of this Agency, and partly owing to a correspondence (originating in 
some points alluded to in your letter) which has been carried on between 
Mr. Wellesley and myself, and which has only been lately brought to a close. 

3. After a careful search, I cannot find any English records in this office 
which have any reference to the payment of the subsidy, said to have been 
agreed to by the Baria State in January 1824. The original of the document 
mentioned in paragraph 4 of your letter is here. 

4. Under the foregoing circumstances, it would be difficult, I fear, to 
establish a claim to the subsidy ; and independently of the question of right 
altogether, if the resources of the Baria State be as mentioned by you in 
paragraph 6 of your letter, it would be hopeless to expect the payment of the 
money. 

5. I wrote to Mr. Wellesley for instructions, and the purport of his answer 
was, that the Baria territories having been made over to Guzerat, it rested 
with the Bombay Government, not with that of Bengal, to decide whether the 
British Government should formally renounce its claim to the above subsidy 
or not. 

6. Mr. Wellesley, however, expressed it as his opinion that we might 
expect the Baria State to defray the expense of the Thanas established within 
the territories of this Agency, for the protection of the high road to Baroda, 
and that we should look to you for a remittance necessary for this purpose, 
until some other arrangement for their payment should be adopted.

Dated the 22nd December 1826. 

Sir, — I have the honour to acknowledge the receipt of your despatches 
dated the 18th and 23rd of October, regarding the Petty State of Baria. 

2. The Reports prepared by Mr. Willoughby afford a very able and inter- 
esting account of the history and resources of that principality, and the mea- 
sures adopted for securing its tranquillity, improving its resources, and impos- 
ing restraints on the Government expenditure, are entirely approved. The 
Governor in Council authorises the sanction of the British Government to be 
given to the Potdaree arrangements, detailed in the 34th to 37th paragraphs 
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of Mr. Willoughby’s Report, as it binds the British Government to nothing 
beyond the pledges already granted. 

3. Adverting to the 8th paragraph of your despatch, and to the correspond- 
ing paragraphs of Mr. Willoughby’s, the Governor in Council is not quite pre- 
pared to admit that the services rendered at any time by the Baria Raja have 
not met with their full return from the British Government Mr. M'illoughby 
states the nature of the connection that subsisted, which had reference to the 
continuance of war, and had the British Government retained any of Sindia’s 
territories in Guzerat, it is not unreasonable to suppose that part might have 
been ceded to the Raja, as proposed by Colonel Murray. 

4. In respect to the tribute, its appropriation wholly for the defence of the 
country removes every objection to it as being a tribute payable to the British 
Government ; but it can hardly be considered just that the whole expense of 
maintaining a chain of Police Thanas from Baroda to Neemuch should fall on 
the Baria State, but equally on those States through which the road passes, 
and which equally benefit by the security afforded to the communication, unless, 
indeed, it could be satisfactorily shown that the Baria State receives a corres- 
ponding increase in its customs from the greater resort of the merchants, as 
inferred by Mr. Willoughby. 

5. The Governor in Council would therefore readily concur in any diminu- 
tion of the tribute which you and Mr. Willoughby might think proper to 
propose, under the present ascertained circumstances of the principality ; but, 
at the same time, consideration should be had to the security of the country, 
and that the Thanas, which seem to have been established with such general 
benefit, are neither hastily withdrawn, nor the expense of maintaining them 
fall on the British Government. 

6. The result of the examination of the grounds on which the claim to the 
additional sum of Rs. 6,000 on account of subsidy has been preferred against 
the Baria Government, has satisfied the Governor in Council of the propriety 
of remitting it, and he has consequently no hesitation in authorising its being 
withdrawn. 

7. Under the circumstance alluded to by Mr. Willoughby in the concluding 
paragraph of his letter of the 17th October, and the probability of the collec- 
tions realized from the Baria State being for the future diminished, it does not 
seem required that any part should be appropriated for the maintenance of the 
Baugur Agency ; and the Governor in Council trusts that, under the directions 
of the Supreme Government (to which a copy of this correspondence will be 
forwarded), there will be no difficulty in fixing on the treasury from which the 
expense of the Police Thanas, alluded to by Mr. Gordon, should be paid.

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Extracts from a Despatch from tJut Honorable the Court of Directors, No, 8, 
dated the 2%th July 1830, reviewing the foregoing Proceedings Cl^ages 127 
to 188J adopted by Mr. J. P. Willoughby, in the Year 1826, effecting a 
Settlement of the Affairs of the Petty State of Daria. 

The superintendence of our political relations with Baria having been trans- 
ferred from the Supreme Government to that of your Presidency, was included 
in the Punch Mahals Agency, and has been conducted by. Mr. Willoughby 
with the same ability and judgment which he has displayed in other situations 
of the same kind. His measures’*' for the pacification of the Bheel and Naikra 
tribes were in an excellent spirit, and appear to have been highly successful. 
The tranquillity of the country has only in one instance been disturbed, viz. 
by the escape of Jeejee Baee, the ex-Minister, who obtained shelter for a short 
time from a Naikra Chief, but whose subsequent death induced you, at 
Mr. Willoughby*s suggestion, to grant an amnesty, before any hostilities had 
taken place. 

Mr. Willoughby’s measures for the reform of the financial administrationf 
of Baria were equally judicious, and we are happy to observe that the debt of 
the State, which, though small in itself, is large as compared with the resources 
of so small a Principality, and which had been guaranteed by the British 
Government, will be completely paid ofi*m a small number of years. 

In the event of a bad season, or any unforeseen exii’ency involving expense, 
the whole or a part of the tribute should be remitted, if the instalments due to 
the public creditor cannot otherwise be paid within the year.

To J. P. Willoughby, Esq., Secretary to Government, Bombay. 

Dated the \Qth September 1838. 

Sir, — 1 have the honour to forward the accompanying copy of a communi- 
cation from my First Assistant, Mr. Malet, in political charge of the Rewa 
Kanta, &;c., giving an account of his proceedings and arrangements in the 
Naikra Country. 

2. Mr. Malet divides his subject into four parts, corresponding with the 
jurisdictions, viz. Sindia’s, the Raja of Oodepoor, Raja of Baria, and Narookot, 
in which the Gaekwar has encroached. 

3. Mr. Malet exercises jurisdiction over the whole but imperfectly, while 
in regard to Sindia’s it may be said to be by sufferance; for at any time his 
arrangements might be defeated in that quarter by the local officer, and such 
a thing would afford an example calculated seriously to affect the whole of 
this class. When force is resorted to, it must be done through the Godra 
Komavisdar, and be dependent on him, while there is no authority nearer 
than Gwalior to call him to account, or correct what may be amiss. 

4. To establish arrangements connected with the entire body of Naikras, 
it is very necessary that our political authority should be everywhere para- 
mount, — indeed, the Punch Mahals and Mehwas Country should also be 
subjected to us in this particular; and general interests must be better served 
by such an arrangement, for the control of the Court is as nothing in a portion 
of its territory so sequestered and remote. 

5. But over the Naikras, Mehwasees, and other predatory and turbulent 
characters, the jurisdiction should be as entire, and of the same description, as 
is exercised by the Political Agent in the Mabee Kanta. 

6. It was understood, when Mr. Willoughby was constituted Political 
Agent in these parts, that Sindia’s Punch Mahals were included in his range; 
and I would strongly recommend, as a measure likely to secure the arrange- 
ments now in progress, that application be made to Sindia’s Government for 
the power herein indicated. 

7. Nothing can illustrate what I have advanced, with greater effect, than 
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the case of Dama Naik, a subject of Sindia’s. He is a lawless plunderer, 
unrestrained by fear of consequences in the commission of crime of the deepest 
dye, a disturber of the public peace, and rendering the highways unsafe. Over 
this person Mr. Malet could exercise no direct control, and should he ever be 
brought to account for his misdeeds, Sindia’s Komavisdar would be the only 
authority that could do this. 

8. What has been done in regard to the Raja of Oodepoor and the 
Raja of Baria is exceedingly proper, and shows the prudence and caution 
observed by Mr. Malet. In regard to the former, the principle is to support 
the influence of this person over those in proper subjection to him ; but a 
vigilant eye must be exercised, and the petty chiefs led to see that irregularities 
will not be permitted ; otherwise the weakness of the Raja or the boldness of 
others will undo all that is now attempted. With the Baria people more direct 
control is maintained. Nothing will conduce so much to reduce the unre- 
strained spirit that has until lately prevailed, and restore order and regularity 
on a firm basis, than the power of the criminal court which it is in contempla- 
tion to establish. 

9. Mr. Malet’s explanations in regard to the Gaekwar’s interference in 
Narookot will be received in reply to the call made on me for information on 
this subject on the 31st May last, and I have also the honour to annex the 
reply of His Highness to my note of the 14th May last, showing the ground 
he takes in declining to give up the Thana. 

10. It is evident that the Gaekwar can show no good title for trusting in 
his Thana as he has done : this part of the country was under Mr. Willoughby 
when Political Agent, and, it would appear, advantage was taken of our allow- 
ing the Gaekwar to collect his own tribute from the Mehwasee Chief, to which 
he had no right. The Gaekwar agrees to move his Thana if the expenses are 
paid ; but these expenses would mostly have attended the party of his force 
employed in that quarter, wherever they might be ; there cannot, therefore, 
be much fair claim for compensation, as the British Government has never 
been consulted in regard to the expense incurred at the Bhanpoora Thana. 
No amelioration of the people in the country can be effected so long as the 
Thana remains ; it should therefore be removed. 

11. I beg to observe that Mr. Malet is very desirous to have a speedy 
decision of this point, as there are many persons ready to take up their resi- 
dence in the Narookot Purguna if the Gaekwar’s Thana is removed, and these 
should be encouraged. 

12. The 16th paragraph contains some highly important matter, and I think 
the offer of Jugta Baria, of a portion of his revenues, should be accepted, 
as proposed by Mr. Malet: a participation in this manner will introduce steady 
management, and reclaim a large portion of territory capable of great improve- 
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ment ; the amount to a certain extent might be used to defray the expenses of 
the Agency, and maintenance of the peace of the country. 

13. It is not irrelevant here to remark that it is Mr. Malet*s intention to 
spend as much time as he can command in the Naikra Country, and that to the 
North of Baria, where many Bheels and other turbulent classes should be obliged 
to give security for their future good conduct, it will be advisable that he 
should, at least for this year, be accompanied by a larger force than the Baria 
detachment; and 1 therefore beg that I may be authorised to grant him as 
much as two companies, in case exigencies elsewhere will allow. 

14. I am persuaded the Honorable the Governor in Council will be much 
gratified at the contents of Mr. Malet’s Report, as a commencement of what he 
is desirous to proceed with as early as possible : rnucli will be done towards 
settling the country on a permanent basis, and obtaining for it the blessings of 
order and regularity ; but it will be essential to secure the several points adverted 
to, otherwise we shall have the same incentives to disorder that formerly existed 
from a divided rule and cotdlicting influences. 

15. Mr. Malet has most deservedly referred to Major Forbes’ conduct, in 
command of the field force, which, from his experience, produced the most 
favourable results, without imposing harassing duty on the troops ; he also refers 
to the assistance he derived from Major Forbes. The merits of this deserving 
officer are well known to the Honorable Board, from the several services he 
has been employed on. 

16. I beg also to bring to notice what Mr. Malet says of Ahmed Khan, 
Jumadar of Godra, who is entitled to consideration. 

17. Though not exclusively applicable to the suV'ject in hand, but as bear- 
ing on it, I beg to mention to the Honorable Board, that in my opinion it 
would be most desirable to place the Local Agent in this qiiurtcr on a more 
imposing and respectable footing, by raising the head of it to the rank of 
Political Agent. Mr. Malet’s position at this moment is the most anomalous : 
he is styled my First Assistant, but in reality has no time to do anything in 
my office, nor has he, since his return from the Field in June last. It is a 
misnomer to call him so; and by holding this position an injury is done to 
those under him, and particularly to general business, for all falls on tlie 
Second Assistant, Mr. Courtney, the only other Assistant I have; and if no 
prospect ofttn early rise in the office is held out to him, he will no doubt 
endeavour to fix himself in some wider field in the service, leading to prospects 
of earlier advancement. It would be but justice to this excellent officer to 
encourage him to remain here, and this can only be effected by the means I 
propose. 

18. Mr. Malet’s tribute collections amount annually to Rs. 1,80,554, — more 

than is yielded from the Mahee Kanta Agency ; and in point of territory its 
25r 
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extent is 160 miles long, and more than 50 miles wide. The piincipalilies and 
chiefships he has to superintend are 72 miles, paying, thehigliest Rs. 65,000, to 
the lowest Rs. 12. More weight would be attached to the officer if of superior 
grade. 

19. I would strongly recommend the foregoing arrangements, and this will 
enable me to have men of experience engaged in the duties of the office here. 

20. The income arising from the proposed cession of Jugta Baria might be 
made use of fur the purpose, and means might be devised in regard to other 
States, to obtain from them some part of the expense to effect such arrange- 
ment, as well as from Siridia. It should also be recollected, that Deogur pays 
direct tribute to the Bombay Government, which is in Mr. Mulct’s range. 

21. Mr. Malet’s peculiar talents and fitness it is not necessary for me to 
point out; they have been long tried, are well known, and fully appreciated 
by the superior authorities. His standing in the service, and residence in the 
country, also fully entitle him to a rise in the line he has chosen, and to aug- 
mentation of salary.

From A. Malet, Esq., First Assist, to the Pol, Commr. of Guzerat, 

In charge of the Rewa Kanta» 

To the Honorable J. Sutherland, Pol. Commr. and Resident at Baroda. 

Rated the Augmt 1838 . 

Sir, — As Narsing, the eldest son of Kewul Naik, has at length come in, and 
has given some of his securities, I am now able to report my proceedings and 
arrangements with the Naikras, with some degree of confidence in Mieir results. 

2. As the details of the military operations, on the plan so ably laid down 
by Captain Outram, were furnished at the time, I may be excused repeating 
them, as well as the causes of the late operations, which were all duly laid 
before Government. I think that the most concise and clear method of report 
will be by dividing the subjects according to the jurisdictions, of which there 
are four, — Sindia, Oodepoor, Baria, and Narookot. As the two former are the 
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simplest cases^ and as I have not exercised in them the same authority I have 
assumed in the two latter, I shall dispose of them first. 

3. Dama Naik is the principal of those in the districts subordinate to the 
Godra manager. He lives at Sevvrajpoor, a large village near the rugged 
hills which separate the Champaneer district from Narookot. lie is rather a 
singular character, being one of the most lawless of the Naiks, and never 
refusing to repair to his nominal superiors on assurances of safety, apparently 
considering the power of his dependents quite sufficient to secure the fulfilment 
of the guarantee. He was the first Naik who came to me on the persuasion 
of Ahmed Khan Jumadar, and i^ot only offered to be answerable for whatever 
might be proved against him, but to make himself useful in acting against or 
bringing in other Naiks. He had been engcaged in a very atrocious attack on 
a number of pilgrims returning from Powagur only a few mouths before he 
came to me, and I informed him that I should consider him responsible unless 
he could prove the charge against others. However, as I never received any 
complaint on the subject from either the Gaekwar or the Godra authorities, 
and as his example might perhaps have been useful in inducing other Naiks 
to come in, and any punishment of him until all had arrived would have been 
prejudicial, I never prosecuted inquiries publicly on the subject. AH the in- 
formation I received, however, tended most fully to inculpate him; and it may, 
perhaps, be advisable to investigate the affair at some future time. His pro- 
mises of assistance, as might be anticipated, were anything but fulfilled; and 
1 had strong reasons to suspect that he conveyed intelligence of our move- 
ments to his friends in the jungle. He has been, I fear, personally concerned 
in many atrocious crimes, and were it not that investigation of old offences 
might at present produce ill effects on others less guilty, I should greatly wish 
to inquire into the murder of the Tliakoor of Soneepoor, asserted to have been 
committed by him in the year 1892 (a. d. 1835-36), which was marked with 
circumstances of an aggravated character. 

4. I have contented myself with taking security from him, and I hope if I 
am permitted henceforth to exercise some immediate authority over the otlier 
Naikras, that 1 shall succeed in obliging him to adopt a peaceable mode of 
life. His village, Sewrajpoor, is in a fertile spot, and is of a moderate size: 
he possesses besides four other villages, the names of which are given iu 
Appendix A. 

5. The Oodepoor Raja possessing, comparatively speaking, considerable 
power, is able, when willing, to prevent any very serious excesses ; and as he 
accompanied me, and brought with him some of his principal Naiks, I have 
not felt called on to interfere directly with them. All my requisitions for com- 
pensation for stolen property have been made to the Raja, and several have 
been attended to ; and though 1 am not satisfied that he has performed as 
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much as was his duty, still it lias been sufficient to show that his authority is 
such as to obviate the necessity of my exercising any immediate and direct 
control over his Naikras. This is most gratifying to me ; and I hope that the 
supervision I wish to exercise over the tribes near his frontier will awaken 
him to the necessity of greater exertion to repress excesses, and to improve 
the condition of his own subjects. 

6. Wuloo and Ganda Naiks are now the principal of those under Oode- 
poor, Dulahoor having settled in Narookot. They live at Gudola, and 
attended the Raja while he was engaged in the operations against Kewul. 
As I had, however, received numerous complaints against tliem from Baria, 
I was under the necessity of requiring the Raja to confine them, and require 
the restitution from them of at least a portion of the plundered property, con- 
sisting chiefly of cattle. They have been accordingly confined, but no restora- 
tion of stolen property has yet taken place, which state of things will probably 
continue until my circuit through these districts in the ensuing season. Be- 
sides Gudola, these Naiks possess eight other villages, some of which are in 
tlie Deogur districts; their names are entered in Appendix A. 

7. The state of the Naikras under Baria has for some time, as might 
naturally be expected, been approaching to real independence. Several causes 
have contributed to this, the most prominent of wliich are, — 

1st. — A wish, common to the relatives and dependents of Rajpoot Princes, 
to have some place of refuge in case of disputes with their superior. The 
Naikras have of late years been useful in this way to Jeejee Bhaee, the former 
Minister, bis son Bajec Bhacc, and Bheemsing; and I have reason to believe 
that some of the llaja’s distant relations have been long on very amicable 
terms with them. 

2/id. — A natural wish on the part of the chief to be able to retaliate, without 
compromising himself, fur unredressed aggressions by Naiks dependent on the 
neighbouring chiefs. 

ore/. — A participation in plunder, which, though carefully concealed, is, I 
fear, prevalent among the Petty IStates. 

4tA. — Weakness of the chief ; which, besides its other evils, allows full play 
to the above motives, and which is eminently the case with Baria. 

To these reasons I canm^t oniit adding the reduction of the Political Agency 
ill 1829, which rendered impracticable that minute surveillance and interfer- 
ence which is so necessary to the well-being, and almost to the existence of 
such a State as Baria. 

The inunediate causes of the sanction of Government being granted to ope- 
rations against Kewul Naik, to whom ail those residing in his part of the 
Bdi ia districts are subordinate, have been before fully detailed. I cannot avoid 
thinking that his boldness may be iu some degree attributed to the lenient 
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measures pursued towards him last year, which he must naturally have 
attributed to our want of power or will. 

8. The particulars of Kewul’s surrender have been before communicated 
to Government, but I wish that you would recommend for reconsideration the 
amount of the reward to the two Boras who induced him to ^ive himself up. 

I suggested that a present of Rs. 1,000 should be wade to them ; and I fixed 
this amount after considering the risks they incurred, and the great saving 
of expense wliich his surrender caused. Nothing is more probable than that 
Kewul’s relations will endeavour at some time to revenge themselves on the 
Boras, for inducing their chief to surrender himself, although Kewul has given 
them a writing, stating that he had no complaint to make of their conduct. 
The saving of expense is so obvious as to require no remark; and 1 certainly 
think that Rs. 1 ,000 is but a small remuneration for the service performed. 

9. Kewul Naik is now in confinement: the particulars of his case are 
detailed in No. I of the enclosures. Galium Naik, his brother, is also confined : 
his case too is enclosed. No. 2. These two persons being under restraint, 
Liikka Naik, the next brother, is considered the head of the clan ; and 1 have 
treated him as such, lie has given good security for his future conduct, and 
1 have therefore accepted him as security for all the common Naikras, who 
had been confined, and as Arr Zamiii for Narsing and Doongreea/ the two 
eldest of Kewul’s sons. 

10. As it is evident that the future peace of the country, and the improve- 
ment in the habits of the Naikras, will be best ensured by rendering them re- 
spectable, and placing them in a position which good conduct alone can continue 
to them, I have not thought it expedient to deprive them of any of the 
villages which they have from time to time, and by various courses, possessed 
themselves of : 1 consider that any pecuniary advantage which might be ob- 
tained by such a proceeding would be far overbalanced by other consequences. 
As, however, the Raja s rights to revenue extend over some of them, I shall 
make the Naiks responsible for its payment; and to prevent the possibility of 
disputes, it is to be paid to me for the Raja. In fact the conduct of Pruthiraj, or 
his weakness, having been chiefly the cause of the late occurrences, it was impos- 
sible to allow his relations with the Naikras to remain in a state which would 
constantly tend to reproduce them. The Naik villages, as enumerated in 
Appendix A, are thirty-one : I am not able, however, to form a guess at their 
population or probable produce, but I have taken measures which 1 hope will 
allow me to form an estimate next year. The Thanadar of Sagtalla has the 
immediate surveillance of these, and 1 hope from his character, and my strict 
injunctions to him, that the Naikras will have every confidence in our intentions 
towards them; and that the increasing population of their villages will rapidly 
secure such a degree of cultivation as will more than cover the current expenses 
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of this superintendence. Besides the villages which the Naiks had possessed 
themselves of, many large villages, formerly yielding revenue, had been deserted, 
and the produce of many more had diminished to the most trifling sums : it is 
to be expected that these will gradually be repeopled. Some have been ruined 
so lately that the jungle has not yet had time wholly to cover the ground, and 
will probably soon recover; others will take many years before they' can be 
expected to flourish: but the whole country, except the actual hills, has every 
appearance, and bears the character, of great fertility. 

11. The principal of the Naiks, now residing in this country are Lukka, 
Narsing, Doongreea, and Kalloo ; and I have entered the villages in the list as 
belonging to the respective Naiks settled in them. 

12. The case of Veerum Naik of Wao Wankol, who had ruined the Rajgiir 
Purguna, and had taken refuge in the Narookot Zilla, with those of his brother 
Mahdeo, and attendants Babreeah and Umra, are detailed in Appendix No. 7. 
The method of his capture has been before reported. Oomedeea, and Kesreeya 
and Bhugwan have given security to my Tkanadar at Jambooghora since my 
departure. 

13. The princi|)al Naik of Narookot is Soorsingeea, with whose conduct, 
after he delivered himself up, 1 have every reason to be satisfied, he having 
greatly exerted himself in procuring intelligence, and personally assisted at the 
capture of Veerum. Me has given good security for his future good conduct, 
and 1 have accepted him as Arr Zamin for most of the Narookot Naiks. Some 
of the Oodepoor Naiks, and Dulahoor among them, have remained in the 
Narookot Zilla, and Soorsingeea is Arr Zamin also for them. 

14. As in my proceedings in Narookot I have been brought into collision 
with the Gaekwar authorities, a more extended notice of them is requisite, that 
you may be enabled to judge of their propriety, and determine the course to 
be pursued in future. 

15. The Narookot Zilla is the property of Jugta Baria, and was formerly 
subject to Chota Oodepoor for many years. However, he has paid Jumabun- 
dee to the Gaekwar Government, and in Mr. Willoughby’s arrangements with 
the Mehwasee Chiefs, his tribute was fixed at Its. 41 per annum, payable, as 
that of this class, to the Political Agent. After the abolition of the Agency, 
and the removal of the Resident to Ahniedabad, the Komuvisdar of Sunkbera 
collected the tribute, to which proceeding, as long as no unjustifiable interference 
was attempted, or any oppression exercised, I do not see that there was any 
great objection ; but we seldom find that Mnrathas remain within such limits. 
This case, as you will observe by His Highness’ Yad, is no exception, the 
Gaekwar Government having received from the Baria a writing, assigning to 
it half the revenues of Narookot, on condition that arrangements should be 
made, and the Naikras should be kept under, so that the estate might yield 
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some revenue for the support of its possessor. The half of the revenues has 
been rigidly collected, and a Thana has been placed in the district ; but so far 
from arrangements having been made in the Purguria, and with the Naikras, 
nearly the whole district has been deserted, every village has been burnt down, 
and the conduct of the Gaekwar officers and subordinates has been such, that 
the Naiks and absconded Ryuts absolutely refused to settle or return, unless 
they were promised that they should not be subject to molestation from the 
Thana. 

16. I had no hesitation in promising this, and the Naiks immediately gave 
in security for their future good conduct, and settled at Ninjron, a village some 
distance from the hills, situated very favourably for cultivation. The Patels 
of several villages also returned as soon as they were aware that they would 
be protected from the exaction of the Gaekwar officers, and the Naik’s thirteen 
villages w^ere thus rcpeopled ; and had it not been for the advanced period of 
the year, 1 know that other absentees would have returned. His Highness 
states in his Yad that he has incurred an expense of Ils. 8,824 for Sebundees, 
which have been placed in Bhanpoora. Had the arrangements which he men- 
tions been performed, the Purguna would by this time have far overpaid this 
outlay : even as it is, some revenue has been realized. The soil of the Purguna 
is fertile, and it is well watered, both by wells and nullas. The road to Baroda, 
a map of which by Lieutenant Giberne is enclosed, is short and good, and it is 
in almost a direct line to that city from Chota Oodepoor, so that the opium 
merchants will be glad to send the drug by it as soon as it is considered safe, 
as it is far better, as well as shorter than that by Dhuboee and Sunkhera. The 
firm of Guneshdas Kishundas has already made overtures to me for a despatch 
of opium by it next season, and some Banyans have agreed to settle at Jam- 
booghora. In short, the position of the country and its natural advantages 
are such, that I doubt not that it will rapidly recover : to this end, however, it is 
absolutely necessary that the Gaekwar’s unauthorised and unjustifiable assump- 
tions be disallowed, and his Thana removed. I have several times requested 
this, but I see no prospect of His Highness willingly conceding it. Besides 
the necessity of it, as connected with the protection of the tributary who was 
admitted to that privilege by Mr. Willoughby during his arrangements with 
the other Mehwasees of the Rewa Kanta, it is equally imperative, that we may 
be enabled to preserve the peace of the neighbourhood by our arrangements with 
the Naikras. The country is equally strong with that of Baria, and though the 
tribe is not so numerous as those in that part of the country, personal inspec- 
tion has fully shown me that their habits of plunder and devastation are the 
same. Jugta Baria has offered to the British Government the same terms as 
those he gave to His Highness, viz. half his revenues, for protection. This I 
have no scruple in recommending Government to accept, hot with a wish to 
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benefit by his distress, but to enable it to defray the expense of such superin- 
tendence as may be necessary, and to make such outlay as may be considered 
from time to time advisable, to secure the more speedy recovery of the pro- 
perty from the state of ruin to which it has been reduced : any surplus might 
be paid over to the Baria. 

17. From the foregoing brief accounts, you will perceive that my proceed- 
ings, except those with regard to Sindia’s and the Oodepoor Raja’s Naiks, 
have been merely initiatory, as far as the permanent arrangements are concern- 
ed : to carry them out, I require to be invested by Government with imme- 
diate authority over the Naiks of the Baria districts to the south of Deognr 
Baria, and over the entire Purguna of Narookot. With respect to the latter it 
is no new authority that I ask, — it is merely the resumption of that formerly 
possessed by Mr. Willoughby; that necessary for the future government of 
the Baria Naiks is new, and I certainly should not request jt, were I not 
convinced that the Raja himself cannot exercise the requisite control, — an 
opinion in which the consideration of past events will, 1 believe, lead you fully 
to concur. I consider that the influence my appointment gives me with the 
Raja of Oodepoor, and Sindia’s manager of Godra, may be sufficient to enable 
me to exercise a wholesome control over their conduct to the Naiks in their 
districts ; and should I at any time find that my wishes arc disregarded by the 
Godra Komavisdnr, which is not improbable, as that ofBcer is changed annu- 
ally, I doubt not that the interference of the Resident at Gwalior will cause 
him to change his conduct. Of course the delays which distant references 
will cause must be disadvantageous ; but these cannot be prevented, unless 
my powers should be extended ; and although direct control over Sindia’s 
Naikras would be very beneficial, still, as 1 cannot expect to be vested with 
that power, I must endeavour to make the most of what I at present possess. 

18. You are aware, from the character of the Naikras, that constant 
superintendence over them is requisite ; and it will be necessary for me to 
remain a short time every year in their country, to redress their complaints, 
and punish transgressions. I mention this^ not with any view of showing the 
increase of my duties, but that in case of sickness, or unavoidable absence 
elsewhere, the necessity of providing for the execution of this part of them 
may not be overlooked. 

19. In forwarding this Report on the Naikras, I cannot omit to notice the 
advantage I derived from the appointment of Major Forbes to the command 
of the field force : his knowledge of the habits of these wild tribes enabled 
him to afford me much assistance by his advice, and his experience in a similar 
country secured the most favourable results, without imposing any very 
harassing duty on the troops. 

20. 1 have before mentioned the conduct of Ahmed Khan, Jumadar of 
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Godra : it is proper, however, that I should here record my sense of his 
zealous and highly useful services. His knowledge of the Naiks, and the 
respect in which he and his progenitors have been held by them, rendered his 
aid most valuable ; and I hope that if ever opportunity offers for suitable em* 
ployment, his name m»y not be forgotten. I have also to state that I have 
had much reason to be satisfied with the conduct of Vinaek Moreshwur 
Phurke, my head Native Assistant, who, having formerly managed the Godra 
districts, possessed much useful knowledge, and whose acquaintance with the 
Mehwasee Thakoors of that part of the country was exceedingly serviceable 
to me.

Translation of a Petition from Jugta Baria. 

1 petition that my Jumabundee to the Gaekwar Sirkar is Rs. 41, which I 
pay ; and if at any time I am required by the Sirkar, I attend. Mr. Willougbby^s 
Sowaree came to Sunkhera, at which time the arrangements for all the Meh- 
wasees were made, and I was called, and my settlement also was made, and 
my tribute was settled at Rs. 41, and a Thana for the repression of the Naikras 
was placed in my country for some years. At this time the Naikras were well 
settled. After this the Thana left, and the Naiks again became troublesome, 
and my villages were deserted: therefore my wife went to the manager at Sun- 
khera, and petitioned that The Saheb took tribute from me, and protected me 
properly, but now that you take the money you must protect me : I will 
attend you, and you must settle the Naikras.” He did not make any settle- 
ment, but imprisoned my wife. Therefore I went to Sunkhera, and petitioned 
that ** You are my lord ; why do you imprison my wife ? This trouble has 
fallen on me; where can I represent it?” Not attending to my petition, he 
imprisoned me, and I remained in confinement a month and a half; aflter which 
the Mamlutdar began to say, ** Write over to my Sirkar half of your Purguna, 
and you shall be released.” Being helpless, I wrote over the share, and was 
released. After this, the Gaekwar sent a Thana, and began to collect half 
the revenue. All my villages had been deserted, and Ks. 500 of produce 
only remained; I had no means of procuring food: therefore do you, as 
my lord, protect me, and make arrangements similar to those formerly effect- 
ed by Mr. Willoughby, when I shall be able to exist. The Naikras have 
become powerful ; I am weak ; I cannot afford to keep two Sepahees for the 

protection of my house : therefore do you befriend me. The Gaekwar has 
26r 
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placed a Thana, but ilicre has not been the least settlement with the Naikras. 
Since the Thana has been here, my house has been plundered. I have many 
times gone to the Thana and petitioned the Mamiutdar, but he does not attend 
to me: therefore, when Mr. Stockley and his Karbaree, Motee Bhaee, came 
to Baria, I repaired thither, and petitioned him that Formerly the Saheb pro- 
tected me; now the Gaekwar has oppressively imprisoned me, and has taken 
a share, and placed a Thana in my Zilla, and has not made any arrange- 
ments with the Naiks.” At that time the Saheb gave me a Purwana to 
Jadow Rao, to warn the Mamiutdar to remove the Narookot Thana, and to 
make a settlement with the Naikras. Jadow Rao warned the Mamiutdar 
to do so. He, attributing this as a fault to me, after two months imprisoned 
me, with my wife, and my Sepahee Dooreea, for eight months, and 
took a fine of Rs. 1,000, and ordered me not to complain to the Saheb. 
He flogged my Sepahee, and fined him. Thus I have been oppressed. 
My wife, being greatly injured by the confinement, returned home and 
died; the Naiks burnt my house, and some of my cattle, and took away 
many, so that I am injured in every way. Now your Sowar came to call me, 
but the Gaekwar Sirkar’s Mehta would not grant me permission. Being 
stopped four or five days, I sent my younger brother to the Hoozoor. At last 
by contrivance I have come to you ; I am in want of food ; therefore protect me.

Translation of a Letter from the First Assistant Political Commissioner 
to Nana Gunesh^ Komavisdar of Sunkhera, dated 24th May. 

The Baria of Narookot has petitioned that the Thanadar of Sunkhera has 
greatly oppressed him, and has imprisoned his wife, and has taken a writing 
from him for a share of his revenue ; and agreed with him to make arrange- 
ment with the Naikras, but has not made any, but has received the share of 
revenue annually, and once imprisoned him, and taken a note for a fine. Thus 
he has petitioned, and a copy is sent to you: therefore do you send a detailed 
reply, and remove the Sowar which has been placed on the Baria s security. 
It is necessary to inquire^ into this affair ; therefore whatever writing you have 
taken from Jugta Baria quickly send a copy to me. 


Translation of a Letter from Nana Ounesh to the address of the First Assistant 
Political Commissioner, dated June 1838, Jambooghora. 

1 send to you Baria Jugta's security bond, and the note on the marriage of 
his son. 
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To the Gaekwar Sirkar, &c. This writing of mei Jugut Amra^ for brothers 
and nephews^ for iny subjects, villages, and Talooka, with all inhabitants 
from generations perpetual! Security to the Gaekwar Government for Fyl Fit- 
toor Simkhera, Bharot Kurshun, Dajee Bharot, Bahadoor Wujoo, are given 
for good and bad, that I will not of myself commit any crime or rebellion, nor 
cause it to be committed by any other, and that I will not rob nor cause others 
to rob, nor plunder on the high road nor cause others to do so, nor will attack 
villages in gangs, nor steal cattle nor cause them to be stolen, nor protect 
criminals nor harbour them, and if any one living in my country should com- 
mit Jhansa in the Sirkar’s Mahals, I will produce him if the Sirkar’s Sowaree 
comes into my districts ; I will not behave improperly, nor, without the orders 
of the Sirkar, will I keep Sebundees ; whenever the Sirkar orders I will come 
and perform service, and will not injure the Sirkar’s country, nor will I cause 
any annoyance to the Sirkar’s Thana ; and the moiety which I have written 
over to the Sirkar, according to it let the Sirkar collect. If I make any differ- 
ence, my securities will be answ^erable, and will produce me before the Sirkar ; 
and if not, they will answer for my faults. Besides these, the following are my 
Arr Zamin : — 

Dama Pruthum, Naik of Muthree. 

Mehta Roopa, Patel of Beehrajee, Purguna Sunkhera. 

Naik Oomed Govind of Jhankapoora, ditto ditto. 

These three persons will be answerable for everything ; and if the Sirkar 
sends Mohsuls they will pay the amount. These Arr Zamin will answer what- 
ever the Sirkar or its officer may ask.

Translation of a Yad from Ilis Highness the Gaeliwar to the Political 
Commissioner j dated Saroda^28th Su fur Sun 1254 Hijree; received Is^ 
June 1838. 

Your Yad of the 9th Ghytru Wud 1838, No. 215, has been received. Its 
contents are that the gentleman in the Revva Kanta has written that Jugta 
Baria of Narookot paid Jumabundee to him, but now that the Sunkhera 
Komavisdar takes it, as the arrangements with the rest of the Mehwasees 
were made, so will Jugta Baria pay. This is written for my information. 
My reply is; The Narookot Baria Jugta in the year 1889 petitioned the 
Komavisdar of Sunkhera to place a Thana and make arrangements for him, 
and persuaded him of his poverty. On this the Komavisdar, raising a new 
Sebundee, made the arrangements for Narookot ; therefore there has been an 
expense of Rs. 8,824 for S>^bundee from this Sirkar, and a Thana has been 
placed in Bhanpoora for the protection of Narookot. After this the Narookot 
Baria of his own accord agreed to pay to the Sirkar half of the produce of his 
estate, and gave a writing to that effect. According to this, for the year 1889, 
the accounts of the Rewa Kanta, which come from the Company Sirkar, state 
that the Narookot tribute is collected by the Gaekwar officers. Now the 
Saheb writes that the Narookot tribute will be kept in the Moolukgeeree 
accounts. Formerly the Narookot Baria paid Rs. 41 : when this Sirkar 
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arranged his country, he agreed to pay half his revenue by a writing of agree- 
ment. The copy of that agreement is sent with this Yad, from which you 
will become acquainted with the business. For five years, the half share has 
been received by the Sirkar. Let the management be continued, that in 
future this Sirkar’s Jumabundee may not diminish. The management of 
Narookot has remained with that of my districts, which does not cause any 
annoyance to the Re wa Kanta Moolukgeeree: therefore, taking all this into 
consideration, let the produce of 1894 be paid to the Koinavisdar of Sunkhera, 
according to the written agreement, and according to it let it remain with 
liim, and give orders to the Baria aforesaid to this purport; do you therefore 
write an order to this effect to the Rewa Kanta Saheb. A Yad, date Wyshuk 
Wild 5th, of the same year, No. 292, has been received by this Sirkar, in 
which it is written — Let the Bhanpoora Thana be removed : as long as that 
Thana remains, no settlement can be made with the Naikras, nor will the 
people return to the country. On this business, also, another Yad, of the 9th 
Wyshak Wud, No. 301, and a third Yad, Wyshak Wud 3rd, No. 324, has 
been received. The Thana at Bhanpoora is stationed for the protection of 
Narookot: the reason is above detailed, from which you will understand that 
on account of the Thana at Bhanpoora there is no annoyance from the 
Naikras. 


Translation of the Note for the Half Share of the Revenues, 

Shreenmnt Raja Shree Syajee Rao Gaekwar Sena Khas Khel Shurosher 
Bahadoor, district Purguna Sunkhera. Jugutsing Uinursing Baria, of Tokul- 
poor,as formerly named, now Narookot, and Bechur Umursing,and Nana Umur- 
sing, and son Anundsing Jugutsing, and the rest of the brotherhood, &c. I of 
my own accord, and in the full possession of my faculties, and my brothers, and 
the whole of my family and relations, and Patels of my Purguna, with one accord 
having come to the Sirkar in the presence at Sunkhera, and with clear heart write 
to the Sirkar. Let the Sirkar, befriending me, place a Thana in my Purguna, 
and make arrangements for ray Purguna. There are four villages in my Pur- 
guna, and the Naikras have ruined my estate, and the Oodepoor Wala Raja 
molests me : therefore my country does not flourish ; and I have not for the 
last four months remained in one place to eat bread ; my children weep for 
food ; thus the time has come upon roe. Therefore the whole of our family 
with one accord write to the Sirkar, that we all before wrote to the Sirkar, on 
which the Sirkar placed a Thana, and protected us greatly. We are poor 
people, where can we obtain money to pay Sebundees? Therefore we all, hav- 
ing consulted, have written over to the Sirkar the half share of the Juma- 
bundee, customs, and all revenue. With one heart we have all united and 
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written it. An tlie Sirkar has hitherto protected us, thus let it henceforward 
protect us by this, which 1 have written in the public Kucheree. Tliis half 
share which I have made over, is made over for as long as the moon and sun 
endure. What I have written is true, I swear by my father. Dated 1889, 
Wyshak Shood.

No. 1 . — Kewul Naik 

Is accused by the Raja of Chota Oodepoor of committing various crimes in 
his Purgunas, from which several people have lost their lives, a large quantity 
of cattle and property have been plundered, and the districts bordering on 
Kewul’s haunts have been quite deserted. Kewul, on being interrogated, admits 
that he caused the loss, &c. described, but cites as the cause of his conduct, 
that in the year 1876 (a. d. 1820), when he was serving with the Raja of Oode- 
poor, the son of Gobreea Naik was treacherously killed by that chiefs officer, 
when he came in to make his submission; that in consequence of this he 
(Kewul) suffered from Gobreea’s enmity, in consequence of which the Raja 
gave him a paper, stating that he would indemnify him. He repeatedly, 
he affirms, applied for indemnification, but without success. That Thawur 
Naik therefore last year, on this account, stole cattle from the Raja’s villages; 
that the Raja, without inquiring the cause of the theft, attacked and killed 
Thawur, and that he (Kewul) in consequence assembled his people, and in torn 
attacked the Raja’s troops, causing them great loss ; and that after this he 
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burnt and plundered the Raja’s villages, the Raja doing the same by his* 
The accusations thus brought forward by the Raja are admitted by the Naik. 
The palliating circumstances are denied by the Raja, who avers that Kewul 
Naik was serving him at the time of Gobreea’s son’s death, such being the 
tenure on which he held a village of him; that numerous other Naiks were in 
the same predicament, and that Gobreea never molested them on that account. 
Had they done so he (the Raja) could not be answerable for the losses which 
his Naiks might incur, as they held their lands for service, and were liable to 
whatever might happen to them therefrom. The execution of the deed men- 
tioned by Kewul also is denied. 

On my inquiry last year into Kewul’s claims, no claim on Oodepoor on this 
account was brought forward. I therefore consider, that unless the paper be 
produced, there are no palliating grounds for his conduct, and I recommend 
that he be imprisoned for life. 1 should mention that the Raja of Baria can* 
not take charge of him, being fearful that his relations will institute a feud, 
which he is not strong enough effectually to prevent ; in fact he declined 
taking charge of him at all. I have delayed forwarding this report, as Kewul 
insisted that he could produce the Raja’s letter. Should it hereafter be forth- 
coming I will forward it. 

No. 2 . — Gallum Roopa Naik. 

This person is associated with Kewul in the crimes of which he is accused ; 
he was seized by the Raja of Baria, and has not offered any security for future 
good conduct ; — his character is such, that he is not likely readily to obtain it. 
Perhaps after some years of quiet it may not be so difficult; at all events 
the country will not be so easily disturbed. I recommend, therefore, that 
he be imprisoned for five years, and to give good security previous to his 
release. 

No. 3. — Peisr Shah Mukraneb. 

This person is one of Kewul’s advisers, and personal attendants. I recom- 
mend that he be transported to his own country. 

No. 4.*- SuLAMAN PuTHAN. 

This person died in confinement at Baroda, on the 19th June 1838. 

No. 5. — Hussun Mukraneb 

Has been one of Kewul’s personal attendants for several years, 'and 
makes no secut of his determination to avenge his master’s seizure, by killing 
the Boras who induced him to surrender himself. I cannot, therefore, recom- 
mend any lenient treatment towards him, and propose that he be imprisoned 
for life.

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No. (). — OoNKAB Sing 

Is at present in confinement at Daria. He is an old man, and was Kewul’s 
VYuzeer, and must bear some of the consequences of his- acts. I recommend 
that he be imprisoned for three years, and released only on giving good security. 

No. 7. — Veebum Naik. 

In June 1837 VeerumNaik plundered and burnt Nawagauni and Kurkuree, 
of the Rajgur Purguna, and carried off the cattle ; on which the Daria Karbaree, 
Nuthoo Dliaee, attacked his village and burnt it, but on his return was beaten 
by him, and lost several men, and his Nagaras. After this the Daria Raja was 
strictly ordered not to enter foreign territories in pursuit of thieves, and Veerum, 
assisted by Angooteea Dulahoor Soorsingeea, and the other Naiks of the 
Narookot and neighbouring districts, carried on his aggressions, and burnt 
Gumbeei poora, Phuror, Walecnath, Rajgur, and other small places, plundered 
the cattle, and caused the loss of several lives. The terror, and destruction of 
property, in consequence of these proceedings, caused the Ryutsof the Rajgur 
Purguna to desert their villages, so that of that flourishing district a few places 
only remained, partially inhabited^ Bnd the revenues diminished to almost a 
nominal sum. On my arrival in that part of the country, I offered to Veerum 
the terms authorised by Government, which he, disregarding, remained in a state 
of outlawry till seized by Ahmed Khan Jumadar, with a detachment of troops 
from the field force under Major Forbes, assisted by Veerunfs quondam associates, 
the Naiks of Narookot. The crimes of this man being of a serious nature, and 
he having been seized by force, instead of submitting himself, as bis fellow- 
thieves did, I beg to propose that he be punished by imprisonment or trans- 
portation for life, as an incorrigible disturber of the public peace. I should 
prefer suggesting that, as a subject of Daria, he should be made over to that 
Raja for condign punishment, did I not think it likely that his relatives might 
at some future period have opportunities of revenging themselves for his death, 
which might cause a recurrence of the disturbances, the settlement of which 
has caused such difficulty. 

No. 8 . — Amba Naik. 

This person is a follower of Veerum’s, and has been concerned with him in his 
excesses : he is such a turbulent character, that I could not obtain any security 
for his future good conduct. He was seized at the same time as Veerum. I 
recommend that he be imprisoned until sufficient security is obtained for his 
future peaceable behaviour. 

No. 9.— Mahdeo Naik 

Is a brother of Veerum, and implicated with him in all his excesses. On 
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Captain Hand’s arrival at Narookot he repaired thither, and professed his 
readiness to give security. Soorsingeea Naik became bail for his pre<^ence; not- 
withstanding which he left Narookot, on pretence of persuading his brother to 
come in. This, however, he never did, and refusing to return, remained witli 
Veerum, with whom he was captured. He made a determined resistance, and 
wounded a Sepahee rather severely in the hand, and Dhoreea, the Karbaree 
of Jugta Baria, with an arrow. I would suggest that he be imprisoned for three 
years, and then released only on procuring good security for his future good 
conduct. 

No, 10. — Babreea Naik 

Is a follower of Mahdeo, and concerned with Veerum and him in the excesses 
they liave committed, and was captured with them. I could not procure 
security for his good conduct, but as the country becomes more settled, it will 
perhaps be offered. I recommend that he be imprisoned until sufficient security 
be obtained for his future good behaviour. 

No. 11. — Diiooleea Naik 

Is concerned in Veerum’s excesses; but on Captain Hand’s arrival at Jamboo- 
ghora, he repaired with his brother Kalcea to' his camp, and gave Ilazir Zamiii, 
after which they were employed with the rest of the Naiks in following Veerum. 
When they approached his place of concealment they both absconded, and 
though Dhooleea was subsequently brought in by his securities, Kalcea is still 
out. 1 propose keeping him in confinement either till Kaleea is recovered, 
or till I proceed to Narookot next season, when I shall probably be able to 
procure satisfactory security for him. 

No. 12. — Kajoo Baria 

Is accused, in conjunction with Rurga Naik, of murdering Toolseea Lohar, of 
Rampoora, on the 10th March 1838. 

As the evidence does not substantiate the fact of Kajoo Baria actually 
striking the blow which caused the death of the deceased, and as it is doubt- 
ful whether he began the affray, I would suggest that I may be empowered 
to release him on my return to Narookot, provided that he procures sufficient 
security for future good conduct. I am the more inclined to this lenient pro- 
ceeding as he bears a good character in the Purguna. 

No. 13. — Rurga Naik. 

The fact of the murder of Toolseea Lohar by his hands is, I think, suffi- 
ciently established by the evidence, a translation of which is enclosed. I 
therefore request instructions as to his disposal.

Evidence of Damnee, wife of Lohar Nayur, at present of Chapurgota, 
Purguna Juhboogaum, 

Three months since, Baria Kajoo of Rampoora, Purguna Narookot, con- 
stantly was wishing to take away my daughter, therefore a dispute existed 
between my son Toolseea and the Baria ; therefore he disliked my son. On 
this Kajoo, Heera, Natheea, and Rurga Naik came to my house to make a 
disturbance, on which my husband ran away. I, with my daughter and Tool- 
seea, were in the house, and Rurga seized my Chokree by force, and sat down; 
and Kajoo Baria, who has np cause of complaint against me, began to take 
her way against my consent, and therefore killed my son, who was about 
twenty-two years of age. Therefore do you institute inquiries into this. 

Question. — ^When Kajoo Baria killed your son, who was in the village? 

Answer. — At that time the Patel and Ryuts were all in the village. 

Question. — You say that all the people were in the village; give me their names. 

Answer. — After the death of my son, Kajoo Baria assembled the people, 
when they were all there. 

Question. — How was your son killed ? 

Answer. — Kajoo Baria first give him one wound in the house, after which 
Rurga shot him with an arrow, when he got out of the house, and then all four 
above mentioned attacked him and killed him close to the house. 

Question. — Kajoo Baria struck him with a sword, and Rurga shot him with 
an arrow ; who was in the house at the time ? 

Answer. — I and my daughters, and the abovementioned evil-doers. 

Question. — ^These people were in your house ; what arms had they ? 

Answer. — Kajoo Baria had a sword, and bow and arrows ; Rurga and Heera 
had bows and arrows ; Natheea had not anything. 

Evidence of Sooklee^ Daughter of the above. 

Kajoo Baria and Rurga had intentions to carry me off, of which my brother 
had intelligence. Three months since, my father, and mother, and brother were 
sitting in the house, when Kajoo Baria, and Rurga and Heera Baria, and Natheea 
Bhugut came there, on which my father ran away, and Rurga Naik, seizing 
me, obliged me to sit down outside, on which Natheea endeavoured to free me, 
and being freed, I went into the house, and these two also came in. Kajoo 
Baria had before wounded my brother, and then Rurga struck him with an 
arrow. To save his life he ran out of the house, and Kajoo Baria and the other 
three killed him in front of the house ; on which Kajoo Baria called out, and 
all the people of the village came, but no one made any inquiry. 

Question.— 0{ these four persons, who were armed ?

* Answer . — Kajoo Baria, and Rurga, and Heera had arms. 

Question . — What arms had they ? 

Answer . — Kajoo Baria had a sword, and bow and arrows ; Rurga and Heera 
had bows and arrows. 


Evidence of Natheea^ of Rampoora. 

State what you know concerning the quarrel of Toolseea, and Kajoo Baria 
and Rur^, which took place in Falgooa. 

Answer . — On the Poonum of Falgoon Shood, in the evening, Rurga was 
quarrelling with Lohar, and was in his house, and seized Sooklee, Lohar’s 
daughter, and was going to take her away, when I arrived and freed her from 
Rurga. The girl ran into the house opposite. Rurga went into Lohar’s house, 
on which Kajoo and Heera Baria, hearing the quarrel, came, and we three, to 
settle the dispute, went into Lohar’s house, and 1 brought out Rurga ; on which 
Lohar Toolseea, having a sword in his hand, struck at Kajoo Baria. I told 
him not to strike the Baria without reason, nor to abuse him ; but he disregard- 
ed me, and again struck at Kajoo Baria. He warded it oflF', and the blow fell 
on me. After I had been struck, Kajoo Baria wounded him in the hand, when 
Toolseea Lohar ran out of the house, when Rurga shot him with an arrow in 
the right side, and he died immediately. On this Rurga ran away. 

Kajoo Bariums Defence. 

I came to the Hoozoor at .Tambooah, and came back here to call Jugta 
Baria, at which time I, Dooreea Dadabhaee, and Baria Nana, drank toddy in 
Mouje Ootun, when Rurga Naik brought another Ghurra of toddy, and with 
him were two other Naiks, and Rurga invited us all to drink ; but the other 
two Naiks took it away, when Rurga said that he would persuade them, and 
bring it back ; when he went to Mouje Wejpoor, and met Toolseea Lohar, with 
whom he quarrelled, and they came to us at Ootun ; after which Lohar 
went to Rampoora, and Rurga told me that Lohar had abused him, and that 
he should go to Rampoora and kill him. Thus having said, he went after 
him. Then I, considering that there would be some disturbance, went with 
Heera Baria to the village. At that time Rurga was sitting before Lohar’s 
house, and they were abusing each other, and I and my brother and Natheea, to 
put a stop to the quarrel, went into the house, and told Lohar that it w'as not 
proper for him without fault to quarrel; but he would not listen, but drew his 
sword on me, when I avoided it, and the blow fell on Natheea, when I also, 
being angry, drew my sword, and struck him on the arm, on which Lohar ran 
out, and Naik Rurga, being close, killed him with an arrow. 

Rurga 8 Defence. 

Qaestionv— You are accused of killing Toolseea Lohar; what have you to say ? 
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Answer . — I and the Loliar’s son and daughter were going on the road, and 
1 and the Lohar’s son drank much toddy, and were both in a state of forget- 
fulness, and the Loliar’s son had kept a Naikree of my caste ; therefore I 
had a quarrel, on which affair I spoke as we went along, and the girl heard 
me thus speaking. We all went on to Rampoora, where we sat down, and I laid 
my hand on the girl, and made her sit down, and asked her which was in fault. 
She then called her father, and said that Toolscea began the abuse, and that 
Uurga replied. On this Kajoo Baria^came, and his brother, on which the 
Lohar’s son drew his sword and attacked Kajoo, and struck Kajoo’s brother, 
on which Kajoo Baria drew his sword, and attacked the Lohar’s son, and 
struck him on the side, from which blow he immediately died. 1 did not 
shoot any arrow. 

Question . — Have you any witnesses to prove that Kajoo Baria only struck 
the Lohar ? 

Answer . — No ; I have no witnesses, and all the people will give in my name, 
but 1 deny their story.

From J. P. Willoughby, Esq., Secretary to Government, Bombay. 

To the Political Commissioner for Guzerat. 

Sir, — I am directed by the Right Honorable the Governor in Council to 
acknowledge the receipt of your letter, dated the 19th ultimo, forwarding copy 
of a communication from your First Assistant, Mr. Malet, dated the 31st 
August last, reporting the progress made by him in effecting settlements with 
the Naikra Chiefs, which is very interesting, and for the most part satisfactory. 

2. With regard to the Chief, Dama Naik, alluded to in the 3rd paragraph 
of Mr. Malet’s Report, Gbvernment do not think that, as he was the first to 
come in, it is desirable that any strict inquiry should be entered into 
regarding his past conduct, notwithstanding he is charged with the commission 
of several very heinous offences. It is conceived that efficient security for 
his future good conduct, and such reparation as he may be able to afford for 
any recent injuries committed by him, is all that ought to be aimed at. 

3. The policy pursued by Mr. Malet towards the Naikras subject to the 
Raja of Oodepoor appears judicious, but at the same time it is desirable that 
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that officer should exercise a general supervision over them, and be careful that 
they are not oppressed, in extreme cases affording them any necessary protec- 
tion and redress against the Raja, 

4. With reference to the 8th paragraph, I am desired to state that there 
can be no doubt that the two Boras alluded to performed good service by 
inducing Kewul Naik to surrender ; but the Governor in Council is of opinion 
that the reward which has been already bestowed on these persons, namely 
Rs. 500, is sufficiently liberal. 

5. As it will be impossible, at all events for some time to come, to set 
Kewul Naik at liberty, there appears to Government to be no objection to his 
brother, Lukka Naik, being recognized as the head of his clan, under the cir- 
lunistances stated in the 9th paragraph. 

0. The measures proposed in the 10th paragraph, of continuing to the 
Naikra Chiefs such villages as they actually possess, and for their paying direct 
to Mr. Malet whatever may be due from them to the Raja of Baria, are, in the 
opinion of the Governor in Council, very judicious, and will prevent future 
collision. You are, however, requested to call upon Mr. Malet to report 
whether he would propose to continue to them the villages which have been 
farmed to the Naikras, and to state when those described as having been 

extorted” came into their possession, since with regard to these it may in 
some cases be advisable to form certain exceptions. 

7. The information relative to Soorsingeea, the principal Naikra Chief 
of Narookot, as reported in the 13th paragraph, is deemed very satisfactory. 
The conduct of this chief entitles him to liberal and lenient treatment, and to 
full protection from the exactions of the Gaekwar Government. 

8. No doubt can exist of the right of the British Government to insist that 
the Gaekwar shall abstain from all interference with the Naikras of Narookot, 
and that the Thana established by him at Bhanpoora shall be withdrawn, 
Ilis Highness possessed no right to establish this post, in direct violation of 
the arrangements effected by Mr. Willoughby while in charge of the Punch 
Mahals in 1 826. The measure ought to have been resisted in the first instance, 
and the Governor in Council therefore directs that the Gaekwar be called 
upon to withdraw the Thana in question, within the period of one month, after 
wdiich, measures should be adopted to remove it without further reference to 
Government. 

9. The cession by Jugta Baria, to the Gaekwar, of half of the Purguna of 
Narookot, can hardly be respected. His Highness has failed to perform the 
conditions under which it was made ; added to which, as Narookot came under 
the control of the British Government in 1826 (although the same has been 
very imperfectly exercised), the sanction of Government was requisite to 
render such cession valid. It further appears^ that the cession was not volun- 
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tary, but was extorted from the Chief at a time when himself and his wife 
were under restraint. Under these circumstances, His Highness can have no 
claim to be indemnified for his alleged expenses, for during the last five years 
he has received half the revenues of the Purguna. 

10. In the concluding part of the 16th paragraph, Mr. Malet states that 
Jugta Baria is now willing to transfer the cession in question to the British 
Government, and recommends that this offer should be accepted. Were this 
measure to be sanctioned, the motiveik)f Government, in calling on the Gaek- 
war to relinquish it, would certainly be liable to misinterpretation, and the 
Governor in Council considers that it would be a preferable plan to receive 
a moderate tribute annually from the chief, to indemnify Government for its 
expenses, the revenues of the proposed cession being held in mortgage fOr th? 
same. On this point, however, you are requested to call upon Mr. Malet to 
favour Government with his opinion. 

1 1 . The Governor in Council is pleased to vest Mr. Malet with the authority 
applied for in the 17th paragraph of his Report, but at the same time is of 
opinion that it would be very unadvisable to sever altogether the connection 
which exists between the Raja of Baria and the Naikra Chiefs residing within 
his limits, since it is obvious that Mr. Malet cannot always be on the spot, to 
exercise direct authority over them. In order, therefore, to maintain this con- 
nection, Mr. Malet should continue to issue such orders as may be necessary 
respecting these chiefs, through the Baria authorities, taking due care that 
they are strictly obeyed. 

12. It would doubtless be a highly beneficial measure if the Gwalior Go- 
vernment could be induced to vest Mr. Malet with similar authority over the 
Naikras of the Powagur Punch Mahals. That Government, however, has 
always evinced great jealousy in listening to propositions of this kind ; but the 
subject will nevertheless be referred for the consideration of the Right Honor- 
able the Governor General of India. 

13. Mr. Malet’s suggestions regarding the disposal of the Naikra Chiefs 
now in confinement appear to the Governor in Council to be generally de- 
serving of adoption. It is quite evident, that if they are at once enlarged, all 
the expense and trouble of the recent military operations against them will be 
thrown away. No one Will become security for them, and to ensure tran- 
quillity, and for the sake of example, it seems imperatively necessary that they 
should be retained in custody as State prisoners. 

14. The Governor in Council is accordingly pleased to issue the following 
instructions for the disposal of these chiefs 

1st. — ^That Xewul Naik be confined as a State prisoner, under the usual 
warrant, in the Jail at Ahmedabad ; and at a future period, when the circum- 
stances of the country may be more favourable, the subject of terminating, or 
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otherwise his imprisonment will engage the consideration of Government. 
The proposition of Mr. Malet for confining this chief for life is a very strong 
measure, although his conduct has been most unpardonable, more especially 
his violation of the favourable settlement entered into by him in May 1837. 

2/i^. — That Galium Roopa Naik be made over to the Raja of Baria, Mr. 
Malet taking care that he is treated with humanity. 

3rrf. — That Peer Shah Mukranee be sent to his own country. 

Ath, — That Hussain Mukranee be confined as a State prisoner in the Jail at 
Surat. The subject of confining this chief for life, or of hereafter liberating 
him, will be taken into consideration when the afiairs of the Naikra Country 
assume a more favourable aspect. 

5th, — That Oonkar Sing be released on furnishing good security for his 
future conduct. 

6/A. — ^That Veerum Naik be confined in the Jail at Ahmedabad, under the 
same provision as in the oases of Kewul Naik and Hussain Mukranee. 

7/A. — ^That Anna Naik be imprisoned until he has furnished security. 

8/A. — That Mahdeo Naik be made over to the Raja of Baria, under the 
provision made in the case of Galium Roopa Naik. 

9/A. — That Babreea Naik be imprisoned until he furnishes sufficient security. 

10/A.-~That Dholeea Naik be released on security. 

11 /A. — That Kajoo Baria be released on security. 

16. With regard to Rurga Naik, you are requested to call upon Mr. 
Malet to report to whom this person is subject, when orders will be issued 
relative to his disposal. 

16. Adverting to the 13th paragraph of your Report, I am desired to 
inform you, with reference to the existing demand for troops, that any mea- 
sures which will require more than an ordinary escort for Mr. Malet should 
be deferred until one of larger strength can be more conveniently spared. 

17. You are requested to communicate to Major Forbes the thanks and 
high commendation of Government for his able conduct in reducing the Naikras 
to obedience, and for the valuable assistance which this officer afforded to 
Mr. Malet while in command of the late expedition against them. 

18. With regard to the proposition made in the 17th and four following 
paragraphs of your Report, for raising Mr. Malet to the rank of Political Agent, 
I am desired to inform you, that although the Governor in Council doubts not 
that some of the disadvantages arising from the existing arrangement would 
be removed by the plan suggested by you, still Government are not convinced 
of the necessity of such a measure, and accordingly direct that the present 
arrangement should not be disturbed.

To J. P. Willoughby, Esq., Secretary to Government, Bombay. 

Sib, — I have the honour to forward copy of a despatch from my First Assist- 
ant, Mr. Malet, of the 16‘th instant, bearing reference to your communication 
of the 31st ultimo, on the subject of the settlement in progress among the 
Naikra Chiefs, and request you will J^y the same before the Honorable the 
Governor in Council, for information, and such instructions as he may be 
pleased to issue. 

2. The call directed to be made in the 6th paragraph of your letter, on 
Mr. Malet, for information whether he recommends the continuance to the 
Naikras of the villages farmed to them, as well as to state when those extorted 
came into their possession, has been replied to in the 4th, 6th, and 6th para- 
graphs of the letter now forwarded. 

3. The observations of Mr. Malet in the 7th paragraph on the instructions 
conveyed in the 11th paragraph of your letter are entitled to consideration, 
for he thinks that although not always himself on the spot, the establishment 
under his control can exercise more eflScient influence and control than may be 
looked for from the Baria Raja, and that it is by means of the former any 
permanent good is to be expected. I am of opinion that such an arrange- 
ment would be the most efficient. 

4. The further call on Mr. Malet, in conformity with the concluding part 
of the 10th paragraph, has been made, and he has submitted an answer in the 
8th paragraph of his letter, representing that in his opinion a fixed tribute 
would not be advisable, but that not more than half of the increa.ung revenue 
should under the circumstances be available from Narookot, and which sliould 
remain under our own management for some time to come. By this pro- 
gressive improvement, a source from which extra expenses might be defrayed 
would be created, while under other arrangements there would be no hope of 
these benefits accruing. 

5. The contents of Mr. Malefs lOth paragraph are worthy of attention, 
and I request the orders of Government in regard to the proposed suspension 
of the final orders passed ,in the cases of the prisoners adverted to. 

6. Nos. 1 and 6 are ordered to be transferred to the Ahmedabad Jail, as. 
State prisoners. I presume the proper warrants for their confinement, under 
the hand of the Secretary to Government, will be necessary to accompany 
them, as well as in No. 4, the case of Hussain Mukranee, who is to be im- 
prisoned in the Jail of Surat in a similar manner. I have further to request, 
that I may be informed what steps are to be taken towards removing No. 3, 
Peer Shah Mukranee, to bis own country; he might probably be sent to Surat, 
with prisoner No. 4, to await any orders the Honorable the Governor in 
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Council might issue, on an opportunity offering for his transmission to his own 
country, Mukran. 

7. The contents of the 11th paragraph are in a spirit of proper feeling for 
the suffering people in the Naikra Country, in a year of severe drought, and 
where they had no means of being prepared against this calamity. 1 beg to 
recommend Mr. Malet’s proposition to the favourable consideration of Go- 
vernment. 

8. The concluding paragraph contains a request that the additional 
Sebundee, allowed on the 28th May last, may be permitted to remain six 
months longer, and is entitled to favourable consideration.

From A. Malet, Esq., First Assist. Political Commissioner for Guzerat, 

In charge of the Rewa Kanta, 

To the lion. J. Sutherland, Esq., Pol. Commr. and Resident, Baroda. 

Sir, — I have the honour to acknowledge the receipt of your letter of the 6th 
instant. No. 913, transmitting a copy of Mr. Secretary Willoughby’s letter of 
the 3Ist October, conveying the instructions of Government relative to the 
Naikras, and requiring certain information from me. 

2. As directed in the 2nd paragraph of Mr. Secretary Willoughby’s letter, 
I shall avoid any inquiry into Dama Naik's offences, but I shall endeavour, 
without giving cause for alarm, to obtain from him some compensation for 
robberies lately committed. 

3. The line marked out in paragraph 3 for my guidance, relative to the 
Oodepoor Naikras, shall be carefully observed, as on the conduct pursued 
towards them their mode of life must chiefly depend. 

4. With reference to the Cth paragraph of Mr. Secretary Willoughby’s 
letter regarding the villages which I proposed to continue to the Naikras, 
1 considered the measure advisable, as securing to the Naiks possessions 
which would render them respectable, and the loss of which they would be 
unwilling to hazard : besides this, it would place in our hands an amount of 
revenue which would probably at no distant period provide for the current 
expenses of their supervision, the payment of which it might be difficult 
to procure from the Raja, and the demand of which for controlling people 
once his immediate, though merely nominal subjects, would be more distasteful 
to him than such a metliod of providing for it. In addition to this, th^ 
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hereditary villages of the Naiks are so situated that their produce would not 
even afford them a bare subsistence. 

5. The villages wliich have been nominally farmed by the Naikras in the 
Baria districts are seven in unmber, and the Raja last year agreed to receive 
for them Rs. 550 annually, besides the fines and Sayer dues, which perhaps 
might amount to Rs. 150 more. The villages which were designated as extort- 
ed are those which the Naiks have at various times obtained possession of, 
either by forcing the inhabitants to abandon them, and then allowing their 
return on condition of payment of revenue to them only, or by a compromise 
with the inhabitants, who paid revenue for protection. They are all small 
villages, and, if in the Raja*s hands, would embarrass the arrangements with the 
Naikras. 

6. Although I recommended that these villages should remain with the 
Naikras, I never intended that they should enjoy the revenue; it was my pur- 
pose to make such arrangements that from each they might derive such small 
advantage as might ensure its protection, while the rest of the revenue would 
be carried to account. I purposed to retain the farms of those villages for- 
merly granted, allowing the Naikras the benefit of any increase in the revenues ; 
but, should Government be disinclined to sanction these measures, I will, in 
my ensuing tour, make any other arrangements concerning them that I may 
be instructed to carry into effect. 

7. I shall feel much obliged by your requesting the reconsideration of 
Government of the order, contained in the llth paragraph, concerning the 
immediate control of the Baria Naikras. It is to the fact that all the orders 
have been hitherto issued through the Raja, that the late state of affairs may 
be attributed : he is utterly jjowerless to control the Naiks by fair means, and 
it is not certain that he at all times possesses the will; my Karkoon at Sagtala 
has much more weight with them at present, both morally and physically, than 
the Raja, and I consider that my direct control over them is the sole method 
by which any permanent good can be effected. 

8. That my proposal of agreeing to Jugta Baria’s cession to us of a moiety 
of his revenues might not be considered to originate in a grasping spirit, I 
proposed, at the end of my Ib'th paragraph, that such portion of the Govern- 
ment share as might not be required to pay for the superintendence of his 
estate, and for any outlay advisable for its improvement, should be paid over 
to the Baria ; but as our motives might be misconstrued, the modification 
ordered by Government is preferable ; but in no case should more than the 
moiety be retained. It will be necessary for many years to maintain a Kar- 
koon at Jambooghora; and the management of the estate for its own good, and 
indeed for the peace of the country, must for some time remain with us. I 
think that this method is preferable to raidng a certain tribute, for if my 
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expectations are realized, the estate will rapidly become valuable, and the transit 
of merchandize by Jambooghora, instead of by Sunkhera and Dhuboee, may 
require some species of police, which would cause a fluctuating expense. 
Other reasons for money disbursements might also arise, so that I consider a 
fixed tribute unadvisable ; while the knowledge that from a state of actual 
beggary be has become the head of a rapidly improving estate, half the 
revenues of which will afford him a fully sufficient income, will bind the 
chief to us by ties of interest, which alone can be considered binding. 

9. With reference to the loth paragraph, Rurga Naik was born in the jurisdic- 
tion of Oodepoor, but has been for many years an inhabitant of the Narookot 
estate, belonging to Jugta Baria. This district pays to His Highness a tribute of 
Rs. 41 annually ; 1 therefore presume that its inhabitants, convicted by us of any 
crime, should be made over to the Gaekwar authorities for punishment. 

10. As it is probable that the uncertainty of the fate of Kewul and the 
other chiefs now in custody has its weight in preventing disturbances, I think 
it advisable that tlieir traiivsfer to other custody should not take place until I 
proceed to Baria, unless particular reasons exist for its immediate occurrence. 
This of course does not apply to Peer Shah Mukranee, who might be sent to 
Mukran as soon as he furnishes security against his return. 

11. I consider this is a favourable opportunity for stating that the failure 
of the rains last year has caused much distress among the Naikras, many of 
whom will shortly have no honest means of obtaining a livelihood ; it may 
possibly be the means of preventing much trouble and expense if a small outlay 
for the entertainment of a few of the chiefs or their relations, and some Naikras 
under each, should be allowed ; indeed, if such a plan were followed annually, 
1 think the expense would be well repaid. I enclose a list of those I should 
wish to employ, and their pay; the whole should be placed under the com- 
mand of Ahmed Khan, whom, in my letter of the 10th instant, No. 303, I 
recommended for employ. This year amongst the Naikras, as this is a year 
of failure, the expense should be continued until October 1839 inclusive, when 
the crops will ripen : the Naikras would be changed frequently, which would 
give many families the benefit of the service. Besides the monthly outlay, 
there would be one expenditure in the first instance of nearly Rs. 100 for a 
little cloth, to distinguish the employes as servants of the Government. 

12. I beg your kind offices to procure the permission of Government for 
the continuance of the additional Sebundee allowed for six months in Mr. 
Secretary Willoughby’s letter of the 28th May last, No. 990. 

13. May I beg the favour of a speedy reply to this letter.

Sir, — I am directed to acknowledge the receipt of your letter dated the 26th 
November, No. 984 of 1838, forwarding a copy of a report from your First 
Assistant, Mr. Malet, dated the 16th of the same month, on the subject of the 
settlement with the Naikra Chiefs. 

2. In reply, I am desired to inform you, that the Honorable the Governor 
in Council is pleased to approve of the arrangements proposed in the 4th, 5th, 
and 6th paragraphs of Mr. Malet’s report, in regard to the villages farmed to 
the Naikra Chiefs, in the Barta districts, and to direct that they be explicitly 
given to understand that these villages are continued to them as a matter of 
favour, and not of right. 

3. With reference to the suggestion contained in the 7th paragraph of the 
report, regarding the control to be exercised by Mr. Malet over the Naikra 
Chiefs, the Governor in Council is disposed, on a re-consideration of the sub- 
ject, to acquiesce in the modificatioii of the orders contained in the 11th para- 
graph of my communication of the 31st October last. 

4. The Governor in Council is further pleased to approve of the arrangement 
proposed in paragraph 8, relative to the cession to the British Government by 
Jugta Baria of half of the revenues of the district of Narookot, and you are 
requested to instruct Mr. Malet to submit to Government an annual statement, 
siiowing the recei])ts and disbursements on account of the district in question. 

5. Adverting to the 9th paragraph of Mr. Malet’s report, regarding Rurga 
Naik, charged with the commission of murder, 1 am desired to inform you that 
Government is desirous of being favoured with your opinion as to how this 
person should be disposed of, which you have not offered in your present 
communication. 

6. For the reasons stated in the 10th paragraph of Mr. Malet’s report, 
the Governor in Council is pleased to sanction the suspension of the final orders 
passed by Government in the case of the Naikra Chiefs now in confinement 
at Baroda, and to authorise their detention at that place for the present. 

7. You will be pleased to cause the Mukranee Peer Shah to be sent to the 
Political Agent at Rajkot, who has been instructed to forward him to his own 
country. In the event, however, of Peer Shah being unable to furnish security, 
the Governor in Council does not think that the demand in this case should 
be persisted in. 

8. In regard to Mr. Malet’s proposition for the employment of some of 
the Naikras under Ahmed Khan, I am desired to inform you that Government 
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sees no objection to the measure, but is of opinion that the expense should be 
borne by the Native Chiefs on whom these Naikras are dependent. 

9. I am on tliis occasion desired to request thaj you will be pleased to call 
on Mr. Malet to report on the arrangements he has made for the recovery of 
the expenses incurred by the British Government during the recent military 
operations against the Naikras. 

10. In conclusion, I arri desired to inform you that the Governor in Council 
is pleased to permit the additional Sebundees, alluded to in the last paragraph 
of Mr. Malet's report, being retained for a further period of six months.

MINUTE BY THE HONORABLE SIR GEORGE ARTHUR, 
GOVERNOR OF BOMBAY. 

Dated 21st August 1844. 

On the 1st August IS.'^O Yeiuun Beebee (now deceased*), the mother and 
guardian of the Babee of Balasinor, addressed a petition to Government, in 
which she advanceHl, on behalf of her son, a claini to the civil and criminal 
jurisdiction over the Satooinba Talooka, in the Mahee Kanta. The posses- 
sions of the Babee consist of the Balasinor and Veerpoor Purgunas, situated 
in the Kaira Collectorate, which together yield an average annual revenue of 
about Rs. 38,000. 

2. The representation of Yeinun Beebee originated in certain Grasseeas of 
the Satoornba Talooka having joined in disturbances which took place in 1839, 
arising out of rival claims having been advanced to the succession to the Petty 
State of Amlecara, in the Mahee Kanta, in consequence of which Captain 
Lang, the Political Agent in that province, stationed a Thana of 75 horse and 
a Karkoon at Satoornba. In making this representation, Yemnn Beebee assert- 
ed that the Satoornba Talooka is situated in the Veerpoor Purguna, and not 
in the Mahee Kanta ; that the Karkoon who had been stationed by Captain Lang 
at Satoornba had attempted to collect the whole revenues, and to hold them 
in deposit; that the criminal and other business of the Satoornba Talooka 
had heretofore been conducted in the Veerpoor Purguna; but that since 
Captain Lang had stationed the Thana of horse and the Karkoon at Satoornba, 
no complaints from the inhabitants of that Talooka had been brought to the 
authorities at Balasinor, in consequence of which the Beebee stated that the 
income her son had previously derived, from fines, &c., had become diminished. 

3. In the same petition, the Beebee stated that the Sutoomba Talooka had 
from ancient times belonged to the Veerpoor Purguna, and that the Ryuts 
who cultivated the Government lands, as well as the Koonbees and other in- 
habitants of Satoornba, paid dues to Balasinor. 

4. On the 1st November 1839, the Beebee’s representation was referred by 
Government for Captain Lang’s report, and in reply that officer, on the 7th 
February 1840, stated that he was of opinion that the claim of the Balasinor 


Died on the 20th May 1841. 
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authorities to exercise a control over the Satoomba Talooka was not only 
altogether untenable^ but that the principal grounds on which the Balasinor 
authorities had been emboldened to urge this claim were founded on encroach* 
ments on the rights of the Satoomba Chief, which had taken place since the 
Balasinor* Purguiia had been under attachment.’^ 

6. It appears proper, before entering into a review of the grounds on which 
Captain Lang formed the opinions above expressed, to observe that the 
Satoomba Talooka pays annually the sum of Rs. 401 as Ghas Dana dues to 
the Gaekwar GoviMiiment, and the sum of Rs. 461 per annum to the Babee 
of Bulasinor as Jiimabundee. 

6. The following account is given in a letter addressed to Government, on 
the 8th May 18:20, by the late Mr. J. Williams, at that time Resident at 
Baroda, in regard to the family from which the present Babee of Balasinor is 
descended : — 

7. In the year 1717, theTalookas of Balasinor and Veer poor belonged to the 
famous Sheer Klr.ui Habee, at which time Moobariz-ul-Moolk Sikbiilund Khan 
was Subedar of Ahmedabad. Afterwards, when the Murathas arrived in 
Girzerat, and took possession of the greater part of that province, the Talookas 
of Balasinor and Veerpoor still continued in the possession of Sheer Khan, 
who at the same time was Chieftain of Joonagur, and the Purgunas of Baroda 
and Kupf)ei \viinj(?e. Damajee Rao Gaekwur, however, deprived Sheer Khan of 
the Purguna of Baroda in the year 1731. 

8. Sheer Khan had two sons,t the eldest of whom, Bahadoor Khan, lived

t This account, however, differs materially from that given by Captain duties in his 
“ Itiiieriiry of Wc.stern India,” published ill 182S, in which that officer states as follows: — 
** Sheer Khan died childless, and the property descended to his neplicw Sufdur Khan, and 
from him to his sons and grandsons. One of the latter, by name Bahadoor Khan, took forci>- 
bio ])ossession of Jooiiagnr from a Rajpoot, about the beginning of the eighteenth century; 
niiotlier established himself at a later period at Puttiin, and a third at Theraud, which, with 
Naundepoor, is to the present day enjoyed by his descendants in Jageer. Balasinor and Veer- 
poor continued appendages of the Joonagur estate till circumstances induced Bahadoor Khan 
to send his eldest son, Sirdar Mahomed Khan, to Balasinor; and dying shortly afterwards, his 
two younger children took possession of the Joonagur Gudee, without any opposition from 
their elder brother ; since which, each Gadcc has descended to the posterity of the respective 
families. The Balasinor ])roperty during Sirdar Mahomed Khan’s lifetime yielded but a trifling 
income, and in the following reign, the period of its greatest prosperity, the revenue was about 
Rs. 50,000. Till 1758 Balasinor remained independent, when it was made tributary to 
Ahmedabad by the Peshwa’s Mamlutdar, who then fixed the tribute at Rs. 3,000, which he 
afterwards increased to Rs. 10,000. His successor, however, experienced difficulty in realizing 
this sum, and brought an army before Balasinor ; but after a six months* siege, the chief was 
obliged to submit, and since this period the fixed tribute has been regularly paid by succeeding 
chieftains. In 1818 it became ours by right of conquest from the Peshwa.” 
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at Joonagur, and from him is descended the present chief of that place. The 
youngest^ by name Sundar Mahomed Khan, lived with his father at Dalasinor, 
and upon his death succeeded him as chieftain over that place. Some time 
after the death of Sheer Khan, the Murathas quarrelled with his successor, and 
an army was sent against him by the Peshwa. This army was of course 
victorious, and at first took possession of the whole of his territories; but 
finally, according to their usual custom, established their right to half of the 
revenues, upon which the army returned, leaving him in full possession of 
all his former rights and privileges; but finding that the expenses of collecting 
their share of the revenue absorbed the whole of the profit arising therefrom, 
they obtained, in lieu of it, an annual tribute in money to the amount of 
lls. 10,000, and made Sirdar Mahomed Khan entirely inde))endcnt in his own 
Talooka, with permission to act therein in every way as in former times. 

9. Sirdar Mahomed Khan, upon his death, was succeeded by his son 
Jumcent Khan, who during his lifeiitne continued, witliout molestation from his 
more powerful neighbours, to enjoy all the rights of his father, which upon his 
death devolved to his son, Salabut Khan, who died in May 18*20, and was 
succeeded by his brother-in-law, A bid Khan, the son of a sister of Jumcent 
Khan. Abid Khan was, however, removed by (Jovernment in 18*22, and his 
elder brother, Edul Khan, was in his stead placed in possession of the estate. 
Edul Khan died on the 2nd December 1831, and was, with the consent of 
Government, succeeded by his son, Joorawur Khan, then an infant of about 
tlirce years of age, who is the present I3al)ee of Balasinor. 

10. Mr. Williams, in his report dated the 8th May 1820, states that the 
}3alasinor and Veerj)oor Talookas were granted in the early part of the last 
century by the Subedar of Ahmedabad to the father of ISheer Khan, for 
services which he performed against the Murathas, and that a Sunud is stated 
to have been subsequently granted to the family by the King of Delhi, con- 
firming them in the possession of these two Talookas. 

11. The Gaekwar Government, in the year 1780, exacted, by force, pay- 
ment of the sum of Rs. 4,000 as tribute from the Babee of Balasinor, and by 
the general settlement which was effected by Major (now Major General) 
Ballantinc, in the Mahee Kanta, in 1813, the annual amount of tribute payable 
by this Talooka appears to have been permanently fixed at the sum of Rs. 4,001. 

12. In 1820-21 the Niiwab of Joonagur claimed the right of the Balasinor 
and Veerpoor Purgunas being amalgamated with his own possessions, on the 
alleged ground that he was connected by ties of blood to Salabut Khan, 
Babee of Balasinor, who had died without issue, and that the Babee, previous 
to bis death, had adopted him as his heir. On an investigation, however, 
of the Nuwab’s claims, they were disallowed by the Government of the Honor- 
able Mr. Elphinstone. 

13. I next proceed to place in juxtaposition the principal arguments which 
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have been adduced by the Balasiiior authorities in favour of the claim they 
have advanced to exercise civil and criminal jurisdiction over the Satoomba 
Talooka ; the facts urged by Captain Lang, with the view of disproving the vali- 
dity of this claim; and the proofs which Mr. Kirkland, the Collector of Kaira, 
has adduced, with the view of combating each of the points which Captain 
Lang has urged against the justice of the liabee's claim : —

Lang’s reply to ibis reference did not reach Government until .///(// l8dl,a 
period of thirteen months after this call had been made on tins olVicer, and a 
further communication (dated 27th June 1840) having in the mean time reached 
Government direct from Mr. Kirkland, the reference which hud been made 
to Captain Lang appears to have been lost sight of, as previous to the receipt 
of a reply to that reference, the Government of Sir James Carnac in March 
1841 passed a decision in this case, admitting the validity of tlic Babee’s 
claim over Satooml)a. Thi.s point, however, will be more fully noticed in a 
subsequent part of this Minute. 

15. Mr. Kirkland, with his letter to the address of Government, dated the 
27th June 1840, to which I have alluded in the preceding paragraph, forward- 
ed to Government a copy of his communication to the address of the late Mr. 
Sutherland, dated the 27tli May preceding (which had already reached Go- 
vernment through Mr. Sutherland), the substance of which I have already re- 
viewed in a previous part of this Minute in juxtaposition with Captain Lang*s 
I’cport. Mr. Kirkland’s communication of the 27th June 1840 appears to have 

This report was addressed to Mr. Sutherland, then Political Cominissioucr for Guzerat. 
und a copy was submitted to Government by that officer. 
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remained unnoticed by Govrrimient until February 1841, when His Excellency 
the Commander in Chief, who, in the absence of 6\v James Carnac at Baroda, 
presided at the Council Board, requested that the Honorable Mr. Anderson, 
then a Member of this Government, would state his views on this case, with 
reference to the facts stated in Mr. Kirkland’s report. Mr. Anderson accord- 
ingly (in February 1841) recorded his views on this subject, in a Minute to 
the following effect, apparently losing* sight that the reference which had been 
made by Government to Captain l^ang in July 1840, for any remarks he might 
have to offer on the points urged in the very same report which had now 
reached Government (a second time) from Mr. Kirkland direct, and on which 
His Excellency the Commander in Chief had referred for the opinion of 
Mr. Anderson, had not been replied to: — 

16. ^‘On the various grounds,” observed Mr. Anderson, ^^set forth in Mr. 
Kirkland’s letter of the 215^ May 1840,* and on the facts and evidence there- 
in shown, I am of opinion that Satoomba belongs to the Chieftain of Balasinor. 
There is also this strong fact in his letter of the 27th June 1840,t that on the 
cession in 1817-18, by the Peshvva, of these territories to the Biitish Govern- 
ment, Satoomba was at first considered a part of that cession, and was subse- 
quently made over by the British Government to the Balasinor authority. 
This would not have been had Satoomba belonged to the jurisdiction of the 
Mahce Kanta. I in fact recollect Satoomba as a part of our territory when 1 
was Judge at Kaira. The payment ofGhas Dana is no proof of sovereignty, 
and it was to Ghas Dana alone that we found the Gaekwar to have a right when 
we acquired the territory in question from the Peshwa, and in error assumed 
jurisdiction over the possessions of the Chief of Balasinor.” 

17. These papers were laid before Sir James Carnac on his return to 
Bombay from Baroda, in February 1841, and on the 15th of the following 
month he recorded the following Minute; — “1 think, myself^ this case is not 
altogether free from doubt; but perhaps the weight of evidence is in favour of 
Mr. Anderson’s view, and I therefore concur in it. Great care and vigilance, 
however, should be exercised, to prevent Balasinor from encroaching on the 
rights of the Satoomba Chiefs, and from committing injustice against them.” 

18. The above Minutes having been concurred in by the Board, Mr. 
Boyd, the Political Commissioner for Guzerat, and Mr. Kirkland, were on the 
18th June 1841 informed that Government had decided that Satoomba belonged 
to the Babec of Balasinor. 

* I have italicised this date to show that Mr. Anderson’s views were formed from the 
proofs brought forward in Mr. Kirkland’s letter^ dated the 2 1st May 1840, which was at the 
very date of Mr. Anderson’s Minute still under reference to Captain Lang. 

t The date of the letter with which Mr. Kirkland forwarded to Governmeut hit report of 
the 21st May 1840. 
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19. On the 1st July 1841, twelve days subsequent to the date of the above 
letter, Captain Lang addressed a communication to Government direct, of 
which tlie following is a copy : — 1 have had the honour to receive from the 
Political Commissioner for Guzeratyour letter of the 18th ultimo, containing 
the decision of Government in the dispute between Balasinor and Satoomba 
to jurisdiction in the lastmentioned Talooka, and trust I shall he pardoned by 
the Honorable the Governor in Council for taking it upon myself to address 
you direct, for the purpose of earnestly entreating that Government will be 
pleased to suspend the operation of this decision till my letter of the 18th 
Se|)tember last, called for in Mr. Chief Secretary Reid’s letter of the 31st 
July* preceding, has been laid before the Honorable Board, Tliis has been 
detained by Mr. Boyd till he received Mr. Kirkland’s reply to my obseri^a- 
tions, but will now, I doubt not, be submitted without delay, together with the 
letter which I purpose despatching this day to that officer, regarding the deci- 
sion just received. 

“ This urgent request is founded on the great importance I attach to the case 
with reference to the public interests committed to iny charge, and on the 
conviction that Government has come to its present decision under the impres- 
sion that I had no reply to ofFer to Mr. Kirkland’s letter to the Political Com- 
missioner’s address of the 2 1 st May 1840. That communication, however, was 
fully replied to, as above stated by me, on the 18lh September last, and I feel 
assured that my report of that date will satisfy Government that the Balasinor 
antlioiilies have not produced a single proof of anything more than a tributary 
relation having subsisted between that State and Satoomba for a period of 
nearly eighty year«i; and I think 1 may safely pledge myself to prove, in my 
letter of this day’s date to the Political Commissioner, that the Tliakoor of 
Satooniba has precisely the same rights to the direct protection of the British 
Government, to the exclusion of all other interference, as that possessed by all 
the other tributary chiefs in this province, and that his claim to this is even 
stronger than that of the numerous petty Kolec Tliakoors of the Baveesec, 
Kuttosun, and Kankrej Zillas, who pay Ghas Dana and Jumabundee to His 
Highness the Gaekvvar, but are in no way liable to any jurisdiction, except 
that of the British Government. 

** I likewise feel convinced that the Honorable the Governor in Council must 
believe that the interference of the Balasinor authorities in Satoomba, since the 
imposition of our attachment on the former State, has entirely superseded the 
Thakoor’s own authority in his Talooka, and that therefore Satoomba may be 
made over to Balasinor without creating any great feeling of discontent. The 
fact is, however, that the encroachments on the Satoomba jurisdiction, of which 
1 complain, have been both gradual and limited, and exercised chiefly, if not 
* Vide paragraph M of this Minute. 
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entirely, at Bulasinor, on tlie parties going there to settle their petty disputes. 
TheThakoor lias still continued to exercise such jurisdiction as he had been in 
the habit of exercising over the inhabitants of his Talooka, and has always look- 
ed upon himself us its rightful proprietor. When the claim to undivided jiiris- 
dielion over J^atoomba however, involving, as it necessarily must, the right of 
properly in that Talooka, is acknowledged and proclaimed by a formal act of 
the British Government, the Thakoor can scarcely, in my humble judgment, 
fail to regard it as tlie deepest injury which could be inflicted on himself and 
family. 

Although 1 have been in communication with Mr. Kirkland on the subject 
of this dispute for nearly two years, that officer has never even alluded to the 
former pioceedings in 18*20, upon which the decision of Government appears 
to be chiefly based ; and I am therefore altogether unaware of what then took 
place, not having a copy of Regulation IV. of 1820, which is alluded toby 
Mr. Kirkland. I cannot, however, ascertain that the Satoomba Talooka was 
in any way attached or taken possession of by the British Govcrnmtiiit at that 
period, and 1 would with every deference submit whether, even if it is by 
name included in the schedule of villages restored in 1820, together with those 
erroneously attached, belonging to Balasinor, this would prove anything more 
than that on inquiry neither of these Talookas was found to have belonged 
to the late Peshtcas share of the Guzerat Mooluhjeeree. 

I have now before me the original accounts of the collections of the Mahce 
Kanta tribute for seventeen different years, between a, d. 1796 and 1817, 
received from the Mujmoodar of this province. These are nine in number, 
the tribute for two years at a time having been collected in eight out of the 
nine cases, as was, I believe, the common practice of the Gaekwar Soobahs. 
Every one of these nine accounts includes both the tribute levied from 
Balasinor and that from Satoomba, and in all of them the various items forming 
the total amount of Glias Dana collected are entered in every respect as having 
been received from two separate and independent Talookas. This I humbly 
contend never could have been the case had Satoomba belonged to Balasinor; 
and had the claim wliicli is now set up even existed at that period, one would 
think that for some of the years in question at least the Ghas Dana of both 
Talookas would have been ocltled together. This is surely strong and con- 
vincing proof, referring, as it does, to the twenty years immediately preceding 
our connection with Balasinor ; and I cannot therefore but foresee that the 
decision which has now been passed, if it take effect, will not only be roost 
injurious to the Satoomba Thakoor, but tend greatly to alarm and unsettle 
others of his class in different parts of the country. 

Under these circumstances, 1 deem it roy bounden duty, not less to Govern- 
ment than to the chiefs entrusted to roy charge, earnestly to solicit for this 
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subject the reconsideration of the Honorable Board ; but if Government in its 
wisdom considers that the decision as already passed should be carried into 
effect, I trust I need scarcely add that my humble efforts shall not be wanting 
to endeavour to persuade the Thakoor of the necessity of acquiescing in it.’* 

20. On receipt of the above communication, Mr. Boyd and Mr. Kirkland 
were directed to postpone, pending further orders, carrying into effect the 
decision of Government of the 18th June 1841, declaring Satoomba to be a 
dependency of Balasiiior, until Government had taken into consideration Captain 
Lang’s reply to the various proofs urged by Mr. Kirkland in favour of theBabee, 
in his report dated the 21st May 1840, which had induced Government to pass 
a decision in favour of the Babee. Mr. Boyd was at the same time called 
upon to explain why, on receipt of Captain Lang’s report, which it appeared 
had reached him about ten months before (September 1840), he had not sub- 
mitted it to Government. 

21. Before, however, the Government letter dated the 21st July 1841 
readied Mr. Boyd, he, with a letter dated the 17th of the same month, sub- 
mitted to Government a copy of Captain Lang’s communication to his address, 
dated the 18th September 1840, replying to the several points urged by 
Mr. Kirkland in his hitter to the address of Mr. Sutherland, dated the 2 1st May 
1840, in favour of the right of the Babee of Bahisinor to exercise sovereignty 
over Satoomba. In this report, Captain Lang endeavoured to show that Sa- 
toomba had always been inclojiendcut of the Babees of Balasinor, both before 
and subsequent to the attachment imposed by the British Government upon 
the latter estate in 1823 ; that encroachments on the part of Balasinor, by the 
imposition of fines, &c. had on many occasions been submitted to by the Tha- 
koor of Satoomba, not from that estate being subject to Balasinor, but in 
consequence of the Thakoor being aware that he was too weak to resist the 
authority of the Babee ; and also because he conceived these encroachments, 
which had principally taken place since the attachment on Balasinor in 1823, 
had been made with the knowledge and consent, if not under the direct orders 
of the British Government. Captain Lang at the same time impugns the 
authenticity of the documents, and extracts from old account books, with which 
Mr. Kirkland has been furnished by the Balasinor authorities, in support of 
their claim, and Captain Lang therefore solicits that the original documents 
may be sent to him for his inspection, and in order that he may show them to 
the Chief of Satoomba. If we determine to allow any further investigation in 
this case, Captain Lang’s request appears to be fair and reasonable, and should, 
1 am of opinion, be complied with. 

22. Captain Lang further maintains that the same system of control has 
been uniformly exercised by the Political Agent in the Mabee Kanta over Sa- 
toomba, as over all the Mabee Kanta tributaries ; that no claim to sovereignty

ovfir Satoomba was on any orcasioii asserted by Ralasinor previous to tJie 
year 1839, and that Jialasinor possesses merely a tributary, and nota proprietary, 
right over Satoomba. Ca|)tain Lang at the same time cjuotes instances to prove 
that Satoomba was, previous to the present discussion, considered and treated 
by the British Government as an independent Talooka, with the exception 
that it paid Ohas Dana to the Gaekwar Government, and Jnmabundee to 
Balasinor. Cajitain Lang further observes, that if the decision which was 
passed by the Government of Sir .lames Carnuc in 1841, in favour of the right 
claimed by Balasinor over Satoomba, should be confirmed, Satoomba will be 
the only tributary Talooka in the whole of Kattywar and the Mahee Kanta, 
which will he subject to the jurisdiction of another Native State, tributary to 
the same superior Government. Tliis remark certainly appears to carry with 
it considerable weii^lit, and is deserving of attentive consideration. 

23. (/.iptain Lang concluded his rej)ort of the 18th September 1840 by 
earnestly solicitinu, as tlie final decision of Government in this case would vitally 
affect the interests and prospects of the Satoomba Talooka, and the lioiiourand 
respectability of its chief and his family, that Government would give this 
question its fullest consideration, since a decision in favour of the claim of the 
Bal)ee of Balasinor would not only deprive the Chief of Satoon^ba ofliis 
independence, but would also, by placing this Talooka under Ralasinor, deprive 
the Chief of Satoomba and his subjects of that protection and superintending 
control which they have hitherto enjoyed from the British Government. 

24. In reply to the above communication, Captain Lang was informed, on 
the 18th July 1842, founded on a Minute (sul)scribed to by His Excellency 
the Commander in Cliief), recorded previous to my arrival in this country 
by the Honorable Mr. Anderson, when in charge of this Government, that 
Government considered that both ho (Ca|)tain Lang) and Mr. Kirkland had 
ably argued this (question of disputed jurisdiction, but that after a careful and 
deliberate consideration of the arguments and proofs which had been adduced 
upon both sides, Government was fully satisfied that Satoomba originally 
formed a portion of the Veerpoor Purguna, and is a dependency of Balasinor, 
which fact (government considered had been substantiated by various old 
records which Mr. Kirkland had produced, and also by the exercise at differ- 
ent periods of various acts implying jurisdiction on the part of Balasinor. On 
the other hand, however, it was observed, that some alteration in the relative 
positions of Balasinor and Satoomba had undoubtedly occurred, when pay- 
ment of a fixed Jumma by the latter to the former estate had been substituted 
for an annual assessment, and that during the unsettled period which had 
since elapsed, many other cimnges in respect to the exercise of the original 
jurisdiction had supervened. It was at the same time observed, that the actual 
state of affairs when the connection of the British Government with the 
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Chieftains of Balasinor and Satoomba commenced ought, in the opinion of 
Government, for the reasons above stated, to receive consideration in a manner 
almost superseding the necessity for Government to determine their relation* 
sliip in former times. 

25. Captain Lang was further informed, tliat if Government resolved on 
declaring that Satoomba was still to be regarded as a dependency of Ualasinor, 
it appeared highly expedient that great care should be taken to define the 
nature of the jurisdiction to be exercised, in order to prevent the stronger party 
from oppressing the weaker; and in order to etfect this object, Captain Lang 
and Mr. Kirkland were directed to draw up, in consultation with each other, 
an agreement, containing the requisite stipulations, and at the same time 
accurately defining the respective rights of both parties, with a clause that for 
any infiingement of this agreement an appeal should be open to the British 
Government, as the paramount authority over both parties. 

26. Captain Lang and Mr. Kirkland were, however, at the same time 
informed that Goveriiiiient was of opinion that it would be far preferable, as a 
measure calculated at once effectually to remove all chance of future collision 
and complaint, that a compromise should he entered into, by which Balasinor 
should be induced to waive its claim of jurisdiction for some increase of Jiimma, 
or other reasonable equivalent, and that Satoomba should then be considered 
in the same situation, and be subjected to the same control, as the tributaries 
of the Mahee Kanta. It was at the same time remarked, tliat established 
rights cannot be disregarded, although the advantages of a reformed system 
of management be admitted; but that the Biitisli Government may fairly 
demand that the extent of such as have for some time past been either in 
abeyance, or only very partially and imperfectly exercised, should be defined 
and simplified by a compromise on their being re-agitated, and that a mutual 
concession may fairly be made a condition of the interference of the British 
Government in disputes of the nature of those under discussion. 

27. Finally, Captain Lang and Mr. Kirkland were informed, that in the 
event of the Satoomba Chief refusing to assent to a definition of jurisdiction, or 
the equivalent above proposed for its relinquishment, it must be made compul- 
sory ; and that if, on the other hand, the Babee of Balasinor should withhold his 
assent to the proposal, Government would decline to iiiteifere authoritatively 
on his behalf. It was, however, at the same time observed, that Government 
did not anticipate that the Babee would refuse to assent to either of the above 
conditions, and that he ^oiild be reminded that if, as he asserts, Satoomba is 
dependent on him, he is responsible for the acts of his dependent, and should 
defray in the first instance that portion (Rs. 7,812-2-7) of the military expenses 
incurred by Government in 1839, in quelling the Amleeara rebellion, for which 
the Chief of Satoomba is held liable. 
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28. With reference to the above instructions, Captain Lang, in his further 
letter which I now circulate, earnestly solicits that Government will, for reasons 
which he therein assigns, defer declaring that Satoomba is a dependency of 
Balasinor, until one of the following courses has been adopted : — 

1st , — That in order to reduce this question within narrow limits, the Babee 
of Balasinor, if he cannot be persuaded to waive his claims to jurisdiction over 
Satoomba, be required distinctly to prove the nature and extent of the jurisdic- 
tion which was exercised by the former Buboes, during the ten years immediat(*Iy 
preceding the attachment which was placed on Balasinor by the British 
Government in 1823. Captain Lang observes that he firmly believes that the 
Balasinor authorities will be unable to produce a .W/jz/Ze of thei^; having, 

during the whole of the ten years above mentioned, exercised the minute 
jurisdiction over Satoomba to which the Babee now lays claim. 

2?irJ . — That if Government do not feel disposed to allow of any further 
investigation into the validity or otherwise of the Babee's claim, that the Babee 
be required to agree to the course proposed in the extract quoted below* from 
the Government letter dated the 18th July 1842, to which I have already 
alluded in a previous part of this Minute. Captain Lang observes that lu; is 
induced to believe that the Thakoor of Satoomba would consent to any increase 
to the Jutnabundee which he at present pays to Balasinor, in preference to his 
acknowledging the right of the Babee to exercise any kind of jurisdiction 
over Satoomba. Captain Lang proposes, for the reasons stated in tlie 4tli 
paragraph of his letter, that the increased payment be fixed at the sum of 
lis. 9G-I0-0 per annum. 

3rd . — Captain Lang suggests, in the event of Government not approving of 
either of the above propositions, that a time and place be determined upon, at 
which all parties interested in this question of disputed jurisdiction, inclusive 
of Captain Lang and Mr. Kirkland, shall assemble in the vicinity of Balasinor, 
with such proofs as they may severally possess in favour of and against the 
Babee’s claim, in order that the point in dispute may be fairly and properly 
discussed and inquired into. 

4t/i . — Otherwise Captain Lang suggests that an accredited agent be sent to 
him by Mr. Kirkland, on the part of the Balasinor Chief, for the purpose of 
discussing this question. 

29. 1 also circulate with this Minute a communication from Mr. Kirkland, 

* ** The Honorable the Governor in Council is at the same time of opinion that it would 
be far preferable, as a measure calculated to at once effectually remove all chance of future 
collision and complaint, that a compromise should be entered into, that Balasinor should 
be induced to waive its claim of jurisdiction for some increase of Jumma, or other reasonable 

equivalent, and that Satoomba should then be considered in the same situation, and be 
subjected to the same control, as the tributaries of the Mahee Kanta.” 
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from which it appears that the Babee of Dalasinor refuses to relinquish, upon 
any terms, any portion of his claim to civil and criminal jurisdiction over Sa- 
toomba ; but that the Babee at the same time states that if GovcrnmcMit insist 
upon it, he will, on his claim over Satoomba being conceded, pay the balance 
which may then remain due of the amount due by that Talooka on account of the 
military expenses incurred by the British Government in 1839, in quelling the 
Amleeara and Roopal disturbances, although at the same time the Babee 
considers that he ought not in justice to be held liable for any portion of these 
expenses. 

30. I have carefully considered all the arguments which have been ad- 
vanced l)y Mr, Kirkland with the view of proving that the right claimed by the 
Babee of Baiasinor to exercise sovereignty over Satoomba, and the counter 
arguments which on the other side have been advanced by Captain Lang, to 
prove that Satoomba is entirely independent of Baiasinor, with the exception 
of paying to the Babee an annual Jutnma of Us. 461, and I must confess 
that this subject appears to me to be still involved in considerable obscurity. 
It occurs to me that two or three important points have hitherto been overlooked 
in the previous consideration of this subject, which it would be desirable 
should be cleared up before a final decision is passed on this question of 
disputed sovereignty. 

31. The first point which I consider it desirable should be clearly ascer- 
tained is, whether it has been customary for the Thakoor of Satoomba to pay 
Nuzuraiia on succession, to the Dabecsof Dalasinor, and if so, upon how many 
occasions has the payment of Nuziirana been enforced ? The Baiasinor autho- 
rities have alluded to the circumstance of Nuzuruna having in one instance 
been levied upon Satoomba, namely in 1821-22, when they allege that the sum 
of Rs. 373 was exacted ‘^as a Nuzurana fine, in consequence of Dola Baria 
having been placed on the Gadee (of Satoomba) in succession to his fatiier, 
without permission from Baiasinor.” It is of essential importance that this fact 
should be established by documentary, or other satisfactory evidence. 

32. The next points which it appears to me should be cleared are, Why 
was no claim to jurisdiction over Satoomba asserted by the Baiasinor autho- 
rities previous to the year 1839, as is shown by Captain Lang to have been the 
case; and if Satoomba is a bond, portion of the Veerpoor Purguna, and 
belongs to the Babee of Baiasinor, why was not this estate included amongst 
the possessions of the Babee when they were placed under attachment by the 
British Government in 1823? 

33. Another point which it would be desirable to ascertain is, Why was 
the Thakoor of Satoomba treated by Major Ballantine in 1813 as an inde- 
pendent chief, when the amount of tribute payable by that Talooka to His High- 
ness the Gaekwar was fixed at the sum qf Rs. 401 per annum, since it appears

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tlhit this arrangement was made without reference to liulasinor, and that this 
amount was fixed in communication with the Chief ofSatoomba, who still con- 
tinues to pay this amount direct, and not through the FJalasinor authorities? 

34. M'e might also, perlia|)s, obtain from the Poona Duftur some informa- 
tion in regard to the former history of Satoomba, and whether or not it was 
considered in the time of tlie Peshwas as a part of the Veerpoor Purguna, as 
asserted by tlie Ihdasinor authorities, and whether it was ever regarded as a 
dependency of Balasinor ? The Agent for Sirdars should be directed to make 
a careful search amongst the Poona Duftur, for the purpose of ascertaining if 
any information upon these points is forthcoming. 

35. In an accoinpaninicnt to a Minute recorded by the Honorable Mr. 
Plphiustone, whoii (jovernor of Bombay, dated ‘^Lohaiir, 28th February 1821,” 
at that time on a tour of Guzerat, headed Statement descriptive of the Mahee 
Kanta Tributaries, the caste of each, Ids produce and armed adherents, with 
their soj)aration into three classes, agiecably to their dilierent degrees of impor- 
tance,” I liave found the following rnention made of the Balasinor and 
Satoomba Estates : —

36. From the above extract, it appears to have been the impression of 
Mr. Elpliinstonc, that Satoomba was independent of Baiasinor, and subject to 
Ilis Highness the Gaekwar. 

37. For the reasons above stated, I am of opinion that a further inquiry 
should be made into this case ; and I think that the most satisfactory arrange- 
ment which we can ado|)t for all parties, will be to follow the course proposed 
by Captain Lang in his letter circulated with this Minute, which I have 
noticed under the third liead in paragraph 28, namely that a time and 
place be determined upon, at which all parties interested in this question of 
disputed jurisdiction, inclusive of Captain Lang and Mr. Kirkland, shall as- 
semble in the vicinity of Baiasinor, with such proofs as tliey may severally 
possess in favour of and against the Babee’s claim, in order that the point in 
dispute may be fairly and properly discussed and inquired into. 

38. If my colleagues concur in the view 1 have taken of this case, the 
requisite instructions should be issued to Captain Lang and Mr. Kirkland, and 
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the reference I have proposed in paragraph 34 of this Minute should be made 
to the Agent for Sirdars.

Sir, — With reference to the late Political Commissioner’s letter, dated the 
8tli August, No. 709 of 1842, and to the reports alluded 
to in the margin, from Captain Lang, Political Agent 
ill the Mahee Kanta, and Mr. Kirkland, the Collector 
of Kaira, on the claim to jurisdiction advanced by the 
Babce of Balasinor over the village of Satoomba, 1 am 
directed to communicate to you the following observa- 
tions and instructions on the subject. 

2. The Honorable the Governor in Council has 
carefully considered all the arguments w4)ich have been 
advanced by Mr. Kirkland, with the view of proving 
the right claimed by the Babce of Balasinor to exercise 
jurisdiction over Satoomba, and the counter arguments 
which on the other side have been advanced by Captain 
Lang, to prove that Satoomba is entirely indcpcudeiit 
of Balasinor, with the exception of paying to the Babce 
an annual Jumma of Rs, 401. 

3. This subject appears to the Governor in Council to be still involved in 
considerable obscurity, some important points havine: hitherto been overlooked 
in the previous consideration of this question of disputed jurisdiction. The 
first point which should be clearly ascertained, before a final decision is passed 
by Government, is whether it has been customary for the Thakoor of Satoom- 
ba to pay Nuzurana on succession, to the Babees of Balasinor, and if so, upon 
how many occasions has the payment of Nuzurana been enforced ? The Bala- 
sinor authorities have alluded to the circumstance of Nuzurana having in one 
inslance been levied upon Satoomba, namely in 1821-22, when they allege that 
the sum of Rs. 373 was exacted ^^as a Nuzurana fine,’’ in consequence of Dola 
Baria having been placed on the Gadee of Satoomba in succession to his father, 
without permission from Balasinor. It is of essential importance that this fact 
should be established by documentary, or other satisfactory evidence.

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4. The other points which appear necessaiy to be cleared up arc, Why 
was no claim to jurisdiction over Satoomba asserted by the Balasinor authori- 
ties previous to the year 1839, as is shown by Captain Lang to have been the 
case; and if Saloornba is a ?)onn fide portion of the Veerpoor Purguna, and 
belongs to the Babec of Balasinor, why was not Satoomba included amongst 
the possessions of the Babec when they were placed under attachment by the 
British Government in 1823? 

5. Another pt)int which the Governor in Council considers it desirable 
should be ascertained is, Why was the Thakoor of Satoomba treated by Ma- 
jor Balluntinc in 1813 as an independent chief, when the amount of tribute 
payable by that Talooka to His Highness the Gaekwar was fixed at the sum of 
Ils. 401 per annum, since it appears that this arrangement was made without 
reference to Balasinor, and that the above amount was fixed in communication 
with the chief of Satoomba, who still continues to pay this amount direct, and 
not through tlie Balasinor authorities ? 

6. Under all tlie circtimstances of the case, the Honorable the Governor 
in Council is of opinion, that a further inquiry should be made into it ; and 
that the most satisfactory arrangement which can he adopted for all parties 
will be to follow the course proposed by Captain Lang in his report dated 
the 30th July, No. 36'0 of 1842, namely that a time and place be determined 
upon, at which all parties interested in this question of disputed jurisdiction, 
inclusive of Ca|)tain Lang and Mr. Kirkland, shall assemble in the vicinity 
of Balasinor, with such proofs as they may severally possess in favour of and 
against the Babcc's cdaini, in order that the point in dispute may be fairly aod 
properly discussed and incpiircd into. As Captain Lang impugns the authen- 
ticity of the documents and extracts from old account books with which 
Mr. Kirkland has been furnished by the Balasinor authorities in support of their 
claim, the original documents should, as requested by Captain Lang, be 
produced for his inspection, and in order that he may show them to the 
Chief of Satoomba, which appears to His Honor in Council to be fair and 
reasonable. 

7. A copy of this letter will he forwarded to the Collector of Kaira, for bia 
information and guidance, and you will be pleased to furnish a copy to the 
Political Agent in the Mahee Kanta, in order that the above instructions may 
be carried into effect.

Sir,— With reference to Mr. Secretary Townsend’s letter of the 3rd Septem- 
ber 1844, to the address of the Assistant Political Com- 
missioner in charge at Baroda, wc have now the honour 
to report, for the information of Government, that 
agreeably to the instructions contained therein, we met 
at this place on the 10th instant, and have carefully 
investigated the conflicting claims of the Bahee of 
Balasinor and the Thakoor of Satoomba to the juris- 
diction over the lastnamed Talooka. As the fairest period to be guided by for 
all parties, we called upon each to furnish us with such proofs as could be pro- 
duced of the jurisdiction they had exercised over Satoomba for the ten or 
twelve years immediately preceding the attachment of Balasinor by our Go- 
vernment in 1823, and as the Mahee Kanta tribute was first fixed in perpe-

tuity hy Colonel Ballantine in 1811-12, the relations then existing between 
Balasinor and Satoomba, and those found when we interfered more directly in 
the management of the former State, were equally included in the period we 
fixed upon for our inquiries. 

2. The Balasinor authorities produced satisfactory proof of their having 
collected during this period, which we afterwards ex-

items, aggregating Rs. 1,586, appear to have been 
collected from the Thakoor by the Babee Chiefs, either at the head of 
a force, or for Nuzurana on the succession of new Chiefs at Balasinor, but 
there are no documents by which this point can be satisfactorily cleared up. 
The balance of Rs. 174 is on account of fines, five in number; but with 
the exception of the last, for cutting a teak tree, which was levied from a 
Patel of one of the Satoomba villages, and one of the others, amounting 
to Rs. 57, which appears to have been exacted through the Bhat security from 
a Kolee, for stealing a buffalo from a Balasinor village, there are no means of 
ascertaining what they were for, or in what manner imposed, the entries 
merely being to the effect that they were levied from people belonging to 
Satoomba. 
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3. The fines levied by the Thakoor of Satooinba during the twelve years 
immediately preceding the attachment of Balasinor, of 

of^h^^Satoomba%^hr proof has been produced, are fourteen in number, 

koor for the twelve years and aggregate Rs. 325. A statement of them is like- 
tadimeiit^ Balasiuor at- forwarded (No. 2), specifying the parties from whom 

they were exacted, and on what account where the 
particulars are entered in tlie Khuts or bonds taken by the Thakoor for their 
payment; which is the only evidence he has been able to produce, as he does 
not appear ever to have kept any more regular accounts of his receipts and 
disbursements, and they could scarcely, indeed, be expected from a petty chief 
of his class. The Thakoor has also continued to levy fines since the attach- 
ment of Balasinor in 1823, the amount of which, according to the statement 
given by him from that period up to 1839, when the Satoomba Talooka was 


attached by Captain Lang, is Rs. 1,264; and although the evidence, from 
being confined, as above stated, to the bonds taken for payment, is not satis- 
factory as to the amount levied, there seems no reason to doubt the fact of the 
different fines having been imposed as specified in the statement, copy of which 
is likewise annexed (No. 3). The Thakoor also produces six Khuts or agree- 
ments for the purchase-money of fields sold by him to different individuals for 
the sum of Rs. 378 in all, three of which are dated prior to the imposition of 
the attachment on Balasinor, and the other three subsequent to that period. 
A list of these is also submitted herewith (No. 4).

4. As regards the question of the payment of Nuzurana, directed to be 
cleared up in the 3rd paragraph of Mr. Secretary Towns- 
end’s letter, there is no documentary evidence to prove 
whether any of the extra items levied by Balasinor from 
Satoomba have actually been on that account ; and the 
Babee authorities appear principally to go upon the fact 
of two of the sums mentioned in their statement having 
been levied during the same years in which two of the late Nuwabs of Bala- 
sinor died. There is also an item of Rs. 145, taken from the present Thakoor 
of Satoomba subsequently to the imposition of the Balasinor attachment, which 
is stated to have been levied as Nuzurana on his succeeding his father; but 
there is no other proof of this, and coming within the period of the attachment, 
it is not in consequence deserving of much weight. 

6. The Balasinor authorities state, in reply to the queries put to them on 
the points adverted to in the 4th paragraph of Mr. Se- 
cretary Townsend’s letter, that they have always had 
the same claim they now advance to jurisdiction over 
Satoomba ; but the statements now submitted will, we 
think, satisfy Government, that whatever the reason

fuay bo, they have certainly failed to exercise it, and 
it has consequently fallen to a great degree into the 
hands of the Thakoor. Neither is there the slidUest 
evidei^e that any interference was exercised towards 
Sutoonibaby our Government, when Balasinor was first 
attached a.s a Peshwa Mahal in 1820, and subsequently released by Act IV. 
of that year. The fact, however, seems to be, that on that occasion a letter 
merely was written to the nal)ee, placing all his possessions under attachment, 
without specifying what they were; and the error was discovered and 
rectified by the restoration of Balasinor to the Babee Government before 
any further inquiries were made with regard to the extent of his 
jurisdiction. 

6. We have been equally unable to discover any other reason for Colonel 
liallantine having regarded Satoornba as a separate 
tributary, and settled with it accordingly in 1812, when 
he first fix(Hl the Gaekvvar tribute in perpetuity, than 
its having been settled with by the Gackwar Mooluk- 
gecrce authorities for many years previously in the same 
manner, which can only, in our judgment, be accounted 
for by the supposition that the Babee authorities at that 
remote period must liave left the management of the 

Talooka very much in the Thakoor’s own hands, which is, moreover, confirmed 
by the evidence given on this point by the Balasinor Karbarces themselves. 

7. Under all these circumstance.^, we would beg respectfully to recommend 
that the sum of Rs. 100 per annum should be added to 
the Juinahundcc payable by Satoornba to Balasinor, 
in lieu of all other demands, whether for Niizurana or 
jurisdiction, which we consider a fair average of the 
extra receipts of the Babee Government from this 
Talooka for the fourteen years before, and for the same 
period subsequent to the attachment of Balasinor by our 

Government in 1823. The Babees ought certainly not to complain of this 
mode of settling the dispute, the more particularly if Captain Lang's opinion, 
expressed in his several letters, of the weight due to the circumstance of the 
separate payment of His Highness the Gaekwar’s tribute, is considered correct; 
and the Satoornba Thakoor has equally little right to complain if he is protected 
in the degree of independence he possessed when our Government first assumed 
the management of this part of the country. The period of fourteen years 
immediately before the attachment gives doubtless a higher average for Bala- 
sinor than a longer one would have done ; but at the same time, it must be 
remembered that in return for this, if our proposal is approved of, the Thakoor

Secretary 
Townsend’s letter of the Wrd September 18'J4, regarding the Claim of 
JJalasinor to J ttrisdiclion over the Sntoomha Talooha. 

For how many yf'flrs have you hecii in the service of the Babces of Balnsinor? 

I luwcbeen ser\ing them for the last iifty-fivc years. 

During these fifty-five years, how often have the Baria Thakoors of Satoomba paid 
Nuzurana to the Babecs of Balasinor, and wliat documents have you to prove the pay- 
ments on this accQtint ? 

We have given proofs of its having been levied a great many times. 

In Sumvut 1870, you state that the sum of Bs. ,'1.37 was levied on account ofNuzu- 
rnna from the Satoomba Thakoor ; what documentary proof have you of this? 

There is the Khut or bond for payment of the amount, and the several sums received 
on account of the same, but it is not statedon what account the sum in question was levied. 

There is an entry of Bs. 37,‘3 in the Chopras for Sumvut 1878, and you state by 
word of mouth that it also was for Nuzurana ; what documentary evidence have you 
to jjrove thi.s ? 

This Nuzurana was levied when Babee Abut Khanjee succeeded to the Gadec, but 
there is no document to prove this. I collected the ajiiount myself. 

For what reason did the Bahcc not claim the jurisdiction over Satoomba before the 
year a. d. 185,0 ? 

The Babee had jurisdiction over Satoomba before that period. 

When the attachment was imposed hy Guverumeut on Balasinor, why was not 
Satoomba included in it ? 

When the attachment was imposed hy Government on Balasinor, Satoomba was 
included in it, like the other villnge.s. 

Does not the Satoomba Thakoor pay an annual tribute to Ilis Highness the Gaek- 
war of Rs. 401 ? 

Yes, he does. 

By whose hand does he pay it, through the Babee of Balasinor or through himself? 
He pays the. amount directly himself. 

You say that Satoomba is under the jurisdiction of Balasinor ; why then did Colonel 
Ballantine arrange for the payment of its tribute direct by the Thakoor ? 

. . It is a large village, and therefore a halting-place, and tribute was in consequence 
v.exacted from it separately, by force. 
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Bc<»cles Satoomba^ there are twenty-one or twenty-two villages which are stated to 
pay a iued amount ot Jumabundee to Balasinor , do any of these, eveept Satoomba, 
pay tnbute direct to the Gaekwar Government under CaJonel Ballantine*s arrange^ 
me;it 

No , they are all small Bhecl villages, and no nnangcinent was therefor^ made for 
any of them to pay liibute scparatel) .

Gentlemen, — I am directed by the Honorable the Governor in Conncil 
to acknowledge tiie receipt of the joint Jteport of Mr. Webb and Captain 
Lang, dated the loth April last, on the conllicting claims, advanced by the 
Baboe of Ralasinor and the Thakoor of Satooniba, to jurisdiction over the 
Sato(nnba Tidooka. 

2. In reply, I am directed to state that it does not appear in-obable tlr.it any 
more precise information (;an be obtained ol the nature of the anlhority ex- 
erci^ed over Satooniba by the Buboes of Balasinor, as called lor in ilie 
(hjvei nniont letter dati'd tlie 3rd September 1814, No. 2741. 

3. There is no doubt that collections varying in their nature from the fixed 
tribute, and therefore bctt»keniiig some degree of active superiority, were made 
from Satooniba by llio Buboes of Balasinor ; and altliougb it is jio^.sible that 
these collections might have been on account of Nuznrana, this cannot be as- 
sumed uillioiU [iroof, and ibis proof has not b(‘cn adduced. 

4. Of the tiv(‘ lines levied on llic profile of Satooniba, two at least aios(» 
on account of the foreiLin relations of the Talooka, and might have been levied 
by a sufierior not exercising much interferenee in its allaiis ; nor is there any 
evidence to show that the filher fines were of a more domestic nature. 

r>. (4n the otlK?r liand, it i.s evident that, in the inalter of the separate fiay- 

ment of tribute, citlier MO claim Avas made by Balasinor to have the tribute 
paid tbroiiiib the intervention of the Babee.s to the Gackwar authorilies, for 
many yi'ars bclbn* Ihitisli interference, nor to Colonel Ballaiitiiie, on onr as- 
sumption of the duty of collecting the tribute, or if made, it must liave been 
at once overruled. 

(j. 44ie nature, also, of the fines levied b}^ the Thakoor is domestic, and 
shows freedom from foreign interference in a very important point. 14ie sale 
of field.s in the Talooka was apparently also irrespective of tlie Balasinor 
aulhorities. 

7. On a consideration of these circumstances, it afipears to the Honorable 
the Governor in Council that tlie joint proposal suhmitted in the present repoit 
is judicious ; and IJis Honor in (k)uncil therefore directs that it be adof)t* d. 
By this anangcmeiit, the Babee of Balasinor will receive as much pccuminy 
benefit as lie has hitherto enjoyed, while the Thakoor of Satoomba \\ill be 

guaranteed from any payment beyond the l{s. 100 added to his Jumabiindi e

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payable annually to Balasinor, and in the exercise of that authority, of which, 
though now disputed by ll)e Babee, we found him in possession ; whilst, as 
regards his foreign relations, the British Government will exercise any authori- 
ty that lui^ht formerly have belonged to the Babee.

Substance of a Letter from Jiabee Jorawuk Kiianjee Edul Khanmee, of 
Jidlitsiunrj to the Ifoaorahle the Governor in Council, dated ll</i, and 
received 23/7/ Juhj li'*4(). 

From former times Moujc Satoomba, Purguna Veerpoor, Talooka 
Balasinor, has been under the jurisdiction of my family. INlr. Kirkland, 
having inquired into niy claim to the jurisdiction, made a report to Govern- 
ment, and in reply he was directed to permit me to hold the village as 
before. Afterwards, under instructions from Government, dated the 
18th Jt!ne 1841, the Collector wrote to me under date the 16th July, to 
exercise the jurisdiction as before; but on the 29th idem he addressed me 
another letter, directing me until further orders not to act according to his last 
letter. The Political Agent in the Mahee Kanta has since placed the village 
under attachment. I submitted several papers at the inquiry instituted into the 
matter by Captain Lang and Mr. Webb, but they were not taken into considera- 
tion. 1 was requiied to produce proofs of my having exercised the jurisdiction 
from 1810-11 to 1822-23. In addition to these proofs, I submitted some 
other documents in support of my claim; but they were not attended to. 
Captain Lang told me, that as my family had received a fixed amount of the 
Jumabundee from the year 1769-70, I had better receive Rs. 100 more than 
the amount, and give up the jurisdiction. Mr. Webb also said the same thing 
to my Karbarees. But as my family has held the jurisdiction from ancient 
times, and as the giving of it up is calculated to occasion me a loss of about 
Rs. 2,000 per annum in the revenue of the Sayer duties, 1 refused. I do not 
know what report these gentlemen have made to Government on the sub- 
ject. They made a partial inquiry into the matter, and did not examine 
my papers ; neither was an opportunity of proposing questions allowed to 
me. I therefore request your Honor in Council to call for the proceedings 
in the case, and to exannne them. I have many papers to bring to the 
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notice of Government, and 1 beg that either the Revenue Commissioner, 
the European Officer at Poona, the Judge at Ahmedabad, or Captain John 
Ramsay, Deputy Assistant Commissary General in the camp at Ahmedabad, 
may be directed to examine and report on them. This will establish the vali- 
dity of my claim. My Vukeel will shortly be in Bombay ; and I beg that un- 
til the matter is re-investigated no decision may be passed. On the 24th ultimo 
the Collector addressed a letter to me, requiring me to pass a writing accord- 
ing to a draft enclosed by him, agreeing to receive Rs. 100 more than the 
amount of the Jumabundee, and to give up the jurisdiction over Satoomba. 
It is necessary for me to return a reply to the Collector : 1 therefore request 
your Honor in Council to take my representation into consideration, and to 
restore to me the jurisdiction over Satoomba. 1 furtlier b(?g that the Collector 
may be directed not to press me to enter into the abovemcnlioned agreement 
until a reply to this petition is returned to me.

Sir, — With reference to my letter to the address of yourself, and tlie officer 
in charge of the Mahee Kai^ta Agency, No. 22ol, dated the 4th June last, I 
am directed to transmit to you translation of a letter from the B t'oee of Bala- 
sinor, dated the llth ultimo, reiterating his claim to jurisdiction over the 
Satoomba Talooka. 

2. In forwarding this communication, I am desired to ob'^erve that the as- 
sertion therein made, of inattention on the part of the inquiring officers to the 
proofs adduced by this chief, is negatived by the whole tenor of the joint report 
submitted by yourself and Captain Lang on the 15th April last. 

3. The Governor in Council is therefore of opinion that the papers winch 
the Babee now states are forthcoming must either be those already examined 
by competent authorities on the spot, or have been wilfully withheld by that chief. 

4 . In either case, the Governor in Council is not disposed to disturb the 
decision of Government passed in this case, and communicated in my letter 
of the date and number above quoted, and I am directed to request that you will 
communicate this decision to the Babee of Balasinor.

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Extract Paragra-ph 8 from a Despatch from the Honorable the Court op 
.Directors, dated the 2nd Jane^ No. 13 of 1847. 

Para. 8. Tlie meeting which had been agreed on, between the late Political 
Agent, Captain Lang, and the Acting Collector of Kaira, Mr. Webb, to adjudi- 
cate on the claim of Balasinor to supremacy over Satoomba, has taken place, 
and those oificers had joined in a recommendation that Satoomba should be 
declared independent in point of jurisdiction, but that Ils. 100 per annum 
should be added to the Juinabundee payable by Satoomba to Balasinor, 
'which amount they considered to be a fair average of the extra receipts of the 
Balasinor Government from that Talooka during twenty-eight years. Wc are 
satisfied that no more equitable mode of terminating this dispute was attainable, 
and we approve your having given it your sanction. 
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RAJPEEPLA. 


Under the appellation Kjijpeepla is comprehended that rugged district 
which, interposed between Khandesh and Guzerat, extends from the Nerbudda 
to the Taptee, forming the oaRtern boundary of such parts of the Company’s 
Zillas of Broach and Surat as lie betwixt those rivers. The uncertain outline 
of such mountains and forests renders it dilficult to fix accurately the bounda- 
ries of the country, though the following may be assigned as nearly correct. 

To the east, Itiijpeepla is bounded by the territory of the Petty Raja of 
Akhranee, the territory of the latter joining that of the Raja of Kajpeejda at 
the village of Peepulkoonta, about thirty-three kos distant from Nanclod, the 
present capital of the country. To the west it is bounded by tlie Broach 
Purguna. Its northern boundary is the liver Nerbudda, with the exception of 
the Gureswur Purguna, which is situated on the northern bank of that sacred 
stream*. Its southern limits are the province of Khandesh, the territory 
of the Raja of Mandveo, and the Wusravee Purguna, which, although it 
formerly belonged to the Raja of this country, at present belongs to the 
Gaekwar Government. 

The extrciue length of the Rajpeepla Country may be stated to be 
about sixty kos, and its breadth to vary from thirty to forty-five kos. It is 
thinly inhabited by a wild race of mountaineers, chiefly of the Rajpoot and 
Bheel castes, fiimous in former times for love of independence, and their resist- 
ance to the Moguls whenever they invaded their country: “Every one in 
his own house is his own master, and does not perform obedience or service 
to any person.”’**' 

A person by name Chokharnna, the son of Sydawut^ Raja of Oojein, a 
Rajpoot of the Purmar tribe, in consequence of having quarrelled with his 
father, retired to this hilly tract, and fixed his residence at the village of Peepla, 
situated on the summit of a lofty mountain, which is now called Joona (or old) 
Rajpeepla, to distinguish it from the new village of the same name. He in 
the course of time became the principal person in the village, and likewise the 
chief of the Zumindars of the district. From the circumstance of Chokha- 
rana’s living the greater part of the year at Peepla, and making it the seat of

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the petty government he established in the district, its name became changed 
to Raj-peepla, the general name at present of the whole province. 

Peepla is situated in a place almost inaccessible to any one but the 
Bheels living in its neighbourhood ; neither carts nor any kind of wheeled 
carriage can get there, the road for five koa leading to it being through high 
mountains which rise on both sides, and in many places nearly join. It was 
in former times a safe retreat not only for the Raja of the country, whenever 
it was invaded by a powerful enemy, in which case the small and narrow foot- 
path was easily blocked up, by throwing wood and rubbish into it, but also 
for other persons in the time of necessity, as is proved by the following extract 
from Dow’s II indoostan : — ‘‘In 1584 MujefFer having been defeated by the 
Imperial General Mirza, took refuge in the mountains of Nadowt,”* and it 
was the same mountains which in more modern times enabled Narsing to hold 
out so long against the superior forces sent against him by the Gaekwar 
Government. Vestiges of this village still remain; but it is now inhabited 
only by a few Bbeels, and tlie capital of the country is Nandod. 

Chokharana bad an only daughter, whom lie married to Mukhroojee, a 
Rajpoot of the Gohul Tribe, who resided in tlie island of Picemgur, between 
Gogo and Surat. This person had two sons, the one named Sumeersec, and 
the other Iluineer. The former succeeded Chokharana, and from that day 
the Raj of Rajpecjda has continued to descend to Rajpoots of the Gohul Tribe. 
The descendants of Sumeersec continued to reign for several generations: 
every prince was entirely independent, and during their reign many places 
below the mountains became inhabited, and names were assigned by them to 
several Purgunas. 

In the year G96 of the Tlijree (a. d. 129G), or the year in which the 
Kings of Dehli first came into Guzerat, an army was several times sent 
against Rajpeepla, but the Raja being powerful in troojis and money, it did 
not prevail against him. They however obtained a footing in Nandod, built 
a Mosque, caused the Khootlia to be read there, and the current coin to 
be stamped with the royal impression, whence the country in the royal 
Dufturst is known by the name of the Nadowt or Nandod Sircar. The 
Raja was not, however, sulidned, nor was any tribute in money established ; but, 
on peace being concluded, the Raja agreed to keep up a body of 300 Sowars 
and 1,000 foot, whose services were to be available whenever required. This 
arrangement remained in force until King Akbar took Guzerat in 980 accord- 
ing to the Ilijree, corresponding with A. d. 1572.

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Akbar established a tribute upon Rajpcepla, to the amount of Rs. 35,556^ 
when Verisal was the ruling chieftain of the country, in lieu of the subsidy 
of horse and foot mentioned in the preceding paragraph. As long as the 
King of Delhi retained his authority in Giizerat, this tribute was paid (as 
was generally the case with the other tributaries of the Kings of Delhi), when- 
ever an army was sent to recover it, and not otherwise. This arrangement 
remained in force till towards the latter end of the reign of Auruniizebe, about 
which time the royal authority began to decline, and the payment of the tribute 
was very irregular. 

When Pillajee Rao Gaekvvar came to Guzerat, he did not levy any regular 
tribute, but plundered the country. Damajee, his son, succeeded him, and in 
1150 Hijree (a. D. 1742) he divided the Soobah of Guzerat with Mahena 
Khan. In Sumvut 1820 (a. d. 1763) he obtained leave from the Peshwa, in 
consequence of the collections of his share of Guzerat falling short of what was 
expected when the province was divided between the two, to increase them, by 
depriving some of the holders of Jageers of their property, and by establishing 
tributes upon such of 4he petty Rajas of the country as he was able. In pur- 
suance of this design, he went with an army to Rajpeepla. Ryesing was the 
Raja, and very young, being only seven years old, and on this account Damajee 
was enabled to obtain a firm footing in the country. After this peace was 
made, and four of the lower Purgunas, Nandod, Bhalod, Wureetee, and 
Gowalee were equally divided between the two; a short time afterwards the 
Raja agreed to pay Rs. 40,000 annually to the Gaekwar for his share, at the 
same time agreeing that three or four villages near the banks of the Nerbudda 
should be retained by the Gaekwar, and in one of the villages, named Roond, 
he should be permitted to build a mud fort, for the purpose of stationing a 
Thana therein, as well as permission to station small Thanas in each of the four 
Purgunas before mentioned.’*^ 

Damajee married about this time Chunderkoorbaee, the daughter of Gy- 
mulsing, an elderf brother of Purtaub Sing, the father of Ryesing, on which 
account he gave the latter better terms than he otherwise would have done. 
The following is an exact account of how the tribute paid by the Rajpeepla 
Government to the Gaekwar has been increased to its present enormous 
amount. From Sumvut 1821 (a. b. 1764) to Sumvut 1837 (a. d. 1780) 
the Gaekwar received a tribute of Rs. 40,000 per annum. In Sumvut 
1838 (A. D. 1781), the above sum was increased, when a man of the name of 
Wagba was the Karbaree of Ryesingjee, to whom he (Wagba) had given his 
daughter, by name Omedkoorbaee, in marriage. The Raja from some

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cause was ofTended with his wife Omeedkoor, and imprisoned her, and the 
Raja fell under the influence and dominion of a concubine of the name of 
Ladoobaee. The adherents of Wagba made a representation of their grievances 
to Futtehsing Gaekwar, and persuaded him to send an army to Rajpeepla, in 
order to procure the release of Omeedkoor. This was effected, and Ryesingjee 
was obliged to agree to pay annually to the Gaekwar the sum of Rs. 9,000, in 
addition (o the former tribute, viz. Rs. 5,000 on account of the Sirkar, and 
Rs. 4,000 on account of Durbar Khurch. This arrangement continued in force 
until Sumvut 1842 ( a. d. 1785). 

In Sumvut 1843 (a. d. 1786) Ryesingjee died, and his brother, Ajabsing, 
became seated on the Gadee.* In that year the Gaekwar, benefiting by 
the succession of a new Raja, established Ghas Dana upon the Rajpeepla 
Government to the amount of Rs. 15,000, to be paid every alternate year. This 
was during the reign of Futtehsing the Great, who was the first prince who estab- 
lished the tax Ghas Dana in Guzerat, which he commenced doing in Sumvut 
1837 (a. d. 1781). In Sumvut 1847 (a. d. 1789), when ManajeeRao was the 
reigning Gaekwar, he remitted Rs. 2,000 of the tribute of Rs. 49,000 above 
mentioned as established in 1842, but the Ghas Dana continued the same; and 
from that period until Sumvut 1849 (a. d. 1792) the Gaekwar received only 
Rs. 47,000 tribute, and Rs. 15,000 Ghas Dana, the latter being paid every 
other year. 

Ill Sumvut 1850 (a. d. 1793) Govind Rao came to Baroda from Poona, 
and immediately increased the amount of the tribute paid by the Rajpeepla 
Government to his predecessors, as follows: the sum for his share of the 
Jumrna, as settled in the time of Ryesingjee, from Rs. 47,000 to Rs. 68,001, 
and the Ghas Dana, to be paid every other year, from Rs. 15,000 to Rs. 20,000. 
Whenf the Gaekwar sent an army into Rajpeepla in Sumvut 1861 (a. d. 1805), 
ill consequence of the invasion of Barootsing, Ramsing paid a Nuzurana of 
Rs. 1,50,000, namely Rs. 1,00,000 publicly to the Sirkar, and Rs. 50,000 
secretly. • Refore this time, the Rajpeepla Government was not at all embarassed 
in its finances, but Myral Bhow became Potdar at this time, and Ramsing 
contracted a debt of Rs. 45,000 with him. At this time the Gaekwar took the 
opportunity of making the Ghas Dana of Rs. 20,000, formerly paid every other 
year, payable every year, and Rs. 8,000 additional Durbar Khurch was imposed 
upon the State, aggregating altogether Rs. 96,001. A written agreement was 
drawn out and agreed to by Ramsing, consenting to the above stipulations, and 
agreeing not to make any disturbances, nor to befriend nor assist the Mehwasees,

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to keep the Bheels in order, and to make a proper settlement for N arsing and 
his mother. 

The Gaekwar, since the above period, has established another claim of 


Rs. 4,000 for Daita, as follows : —

This makes the tribute and Ghas Dana amount to Rs. 1 ,00,000 ; besides 
which, the Gaekvvar received Rs. 2,300-3 qrs. on account of the Zukat or 
customs of Roond. This is collected by the person stationed there by the 
Gaekvvar, and is of course not the exact sum annually collected, as the customs 
must vary. Therefore the whole sum now paid to the Gaekwar amounts to 
Rs. 1,02,301-3 qrs. From this sum must be deducted the following items : —

The net amount of the tribute is therefore Rs. 92,000, which will in part 
easily account for the immense debt with which the Rajpeepla State is encum- 
bered, and, not being independent of the numerous exactions of the Gaekwar’s 
officers stationed there, is quite enough to involve in ruin a State with much 
larger resources than those the Petty Government of Rajpeepla possessed. 

It is necessary here to mention that a Musulman, by name Bajee Daimer, 
living in Tullukwara, who had formerly no claims upon Rajpeepla, estab- 
lished a Geeras right about ten or twelve years since. He still continued 
plundering and distressing the inhabitants of Rajpeepla, taking their cattle, and 
not releasing them without a ransom. The Komavisdar of Tullukwara is 
said to be bribed by him, and therefore connives at his depredations. The 
person above mentioned has obliged many of the villages to pay him a sum of 
money as the price of his abstaining from plundering their lands, whilst those 
who will not come to similar terms are greatly distressed by him. He had 
very few regular troops, but the chief means of his carrying on his depredations 
is by the assistance pf a numerous body of Dbankas, who are a cruel and blood- 
thirsty caste of Bheels. The investigation of this man’s claims, if he has any, 
would appear to be very desirable ; and from all the information I was able to 
obtain regarding him, I am inclined to think if Bbandaree was given to him 
for bis personal safety, he would willingly come in to any authority appointed 
for that purpose. 
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The climate of Rajpeepla is considered to be very unhealthy, and fatal 
to strangers in particular. Its unhealthineas is chiefly attributed to the bad 
quality of the water; the numerous streams and rivulets with which this as 
well as other mountainous districts abound become tainted, and in some cases 
nearly poisoned, in flowing through large tracts of jungle. This was particu- 
larly observable in the vicinity of Ruttonpoor, everything that was boiled in 
the water of that place receiving a nasty, dirty yellow tinge, which required 
the keenest appetite to induce a person to partake of it. The unheaithiness of 
the climate is visible from its inhabitants, from their sallow and meagre appear- 
ance ; and from strangers, by their unhealthy and dropsical appearance, the 
water causing the whole body, but the belly in particular, gradually to swell, 
exactly similar to a person affected by the dropsy. 

The soil of the lower Purgunas of Rajpeepla is, generally speaking, very 
fertile and productive. The moat fertile Purgunas are those which were divided 
between the Raja and the Gaekwar in Sumvut 1820 (a. d. 1763), namely 
Nandod, Wureetee, Bhalod, and Gowalee, which are situated on the banks of 
the Nerbudda, and are greatly fertilised by the annual overflowings of that 
celebrated river. The land of these, in the curious but significant comparison 
of an old and intelligent Patel, is like a gold cup, and, according to the obser- 
vation of the same person, ui]der proper authority and protection, not a rood 
of it would remain unturned by the plough; and on account of its fertility it 
is denominated Baghat^ or land adapted for gardens. The soil , of the six 
remaining lower Purgunas, Gora, Gureswur, Kantal, Ruttonpoor, Jugreea, 
and Jubhoogaum, is not to be compared with that of the former, but is never- 
theless capable of producing most of the grains commonly grown in Guzerat. 

Large tracts of ground, in consequence of the miserable state of the country, 
have become waste, and covered with thick jungle, principally of the Babool. 
This remark is chiefly applicable to the three Purgunas last mentioned. 
In prosperous times, however, the greater part of these would, I have no 
doubt, be cleared away, for the fertility of the soil is evidently great, as in many 
]>laces 1 observed, in traversing this part of the country, here and there a soli- 
tary spot of ground brought under cultivation by some industrious Ryut, 
entirely surrounded by thick jungle, covered with crops of Jowaree and other 
grains, very little inferior to those grown in the best cultivated parts of the 
district. The principal productions of these Purgunas are Jowaree, Bajree, 
Dangur and Kodra, Cotton, Sugarcane, Wheat, Tobacco,»Toor, Moog, and in 
short all the different grains grown in other parts of Guzerat. 

The soil of the Hill Purgunas is by no means good, and only sp very 
small portion of it is at present under cultivation. In former times each village 
cultivated from fifty to eighty Koombas, and the Bheels, who are the only 
inhabitants, paid their revenue in kind. Tlie poorness of the soil does not 
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admit of the finer kinds of grain being sown in it, but only the coarser sorts, 
such as Dangur and Kodra, Bowta, Naglee, &c. 

The customs formerly levied upon goods passing through these Pur- 
gunas into Khandesh and the Dekkan were very considerable, but they are 
at present entirely stopped, in consequence of the very disturbed state of 
the country, and the roads being at present impassable. The common mode 
•of reckoning the quantity of land attached to each village in the country of 
Rajpeepla is in the Koomba, but in the Purgunas of Ruttonpoor, Jubhoogaum, 
and two villages in the Jugreea Purguna, it is estimated in the Deer beega, a 
measure, as its name denotes, equal to one and a half of the common beega. 

The Cornelian mines are in the vicinity of Ruttonpoor, whence that 
village derives its name, Ratan in Sanscrit signifying a precious stone. The 
cornelians were formerly burnt only at a village in the Jugreea Purguna, com- 
monly called Neemodra, but the proper name of which is Limodra, and the 
business was formerly monopolised by a few Musulman families, who disposed 
of the cornelians to the merchants of Cambay. Lately, however, two other 
establishments have been formed for preparing the cornelians, one at the 
village of Sooltanpoor, superintended by a Rajpoot, and the other at the 
village Ranccpoora, conducted by a Karoombee. This infringement of the 
monopoly formerly enjoyed by the inhabitants of Limodra has of course given 
them great oficnce, and was loudly cried out against. The Bheels, who are 
the miners, commence their operations about the month of Aswin or Septem- 
ber, and leave off in that of Wysakh or April, when they commence burning 
them. The Bheels are paid at the rate of a rupee .for six baskets full, con- 
taining on an average 25 seers each. They have likewise some food found 
them, as well as the implements of digging, and a little oil to burn in the pits. 

Tlie operation of burning is performed by digging a hole one guz 
square, in which are placed earthen pots filled with the cornelians, which, to 
facilitate the process, have for some time previous been exposed to the sun. 
The bottoms of the pots are taken out, and a layer of about six or seven inches 
of cow or goat-dung, strewed above and below them, is set fire to, which, when 
consumed, has rendered the stones ready for the Cambay merchants. During 
the rains the Bheels leave off their labours, and at the beginning of every new 
season are obliged to commence digging in new places, the old pits having 
been rendered unserviceable by the monsoon. The inhabitants of Limodra 
evinced great jealousy at the inquiries 1 made regarding the profits they derived 
from their employment. They informed me that the maximum price they 
obtained for the stones when burnt was fifty rupees the pukka maund, and 
the minimum twenty-five rupees, and added, that in a good year they sold 
cornelians to the amount of about twenty thousand rupees, but in a bad one 
only to the amount of about eight or nine thousand rupees. 1 am, however, 
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by no means satisfied that their information on this point is correct, and I had 
not time to obtain more satisfactory particulars. The three principal colours 
of the cornelians are red, white, and yellow; the first of which is considered the 
most valuable. These mines in the time of Ryesingjee yielded a revenue of 
Rs. 3,000 per annum, which has, however, of late decreased to about half that 
amount. 

Considering it probable that the inquiries which have been made regard-* 
ing the disputed succession to the Rajpeepla Gadee will induce Government 
in its wisdom to consider that important question at rest, and that Nur- 
sing has satisfactorily established his superior claims to Purtaub Sing, it must 
first be taken into consideration what are the measures most advisable to be 
adopted for the future administration of the Government, with the view of 
retrieving its affairs, now on the brink of ruin. If this supposition be correct, 
1 conclude, as Narsing is incapacitated from sitting on the Gadee himself, 
through the misfortune of blindness, a suitable provision will be assigned to 
him for his support, and his eldest son, Verisaljee, under such stipulations as 
it may be deemed advisable to make, will with as little delay as possible be 
proclaimed Raja of the country. It would be of the greatest benefit if the 
proclamations were issued jointly by the British and Gaekwar Governments ; 
and if a general oblivion of the past were promised, as well as a promise that 
no one would be oppressed, or in any degree injured, for the part he may have 
acted in the present contest : this would tend to restore confidence in the minds 
of all, and reconcile, in time, even the opposite party to the newly established 
Government. 

If it is intended that the British Government shall exercise a direct 
control over the Raja’s affairs, he should be required to give a written promise 
to be guided by the advice given to him, and to consent to all measures of 
reform connected with his Government which may be proposed to him. 

As the eldest son of Narsing is now only twelve or thirteen years old^ 
and, as such, too young to be entrusted with more than the name of power, or 
to have any active share in the affairs of his Government, the delicate task 
of selecting a proper person or persons to carry on this for him is necessary; 
and upon this selection will in a great measure depend the success of any 
measures hereafter to be adopted. The Karbaree or Karbarees might give a 
written paper, stipulating that he or they will act and manage everything in 
obedience to the orders of the Raja, and the latter that he^ will act in conformity 
with the advice and suggestions of the British Government; or, if such a 
superintendence is not deemed advisable, that he will act in conformity with 
that of the Gaekwar Government. The original agreements, containing these 
stipulations, and all others, to be deposited with the Resident at Baroda, and 
copies retained by the Raja, and all other parties concerned. I feel, however’ 
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no hesitation, and I trust it will not be considered presumptuous in my so 
doing, in mentioning the name of his present Karbaree, Purboodus, as a person 
fitted to fill the above important office. This is the person who accompanied 
me on the part of Narsing; and, from the constant intercourse I have neces- 
sarily had with him, I may be considered to have had some opportunity of 
judging of his character and abilities. Regarding the first, I shall only ob- 
serve that during the whole course of the past investigation I did not succeed 
in detecting him in one single attempt to deceive me, or to support his master’s 
claims by any other than fair and just means. This is a fact which must 
speak strongly for itself, and give strong grounds to believe that his future 
conduct will be governed on similar principles. Regarding his abilities, I 
should consider them perfectly adequate for the situation in view. He appears 
to be a shrewd, well-informed man, and possesses a very great and extensive 
local knowledge of the country, and everything relating to its affairs, which 
are recommendations of no small weight. 

The next thing to be done is the settling of a provision upon Purtaub Sing, 
Soorujkoor, and their dependents ; and an article of agreement might be 
obtained from the Raja, agreeing to give out of the revenues of the country 
whatever the British Government deems sufficient and suitable for this 
purpose. The allowances (vide Appendix No. III.) they at present enjoy are 
large, and nearly double those granted to Narsing ; the reason of which is well 
known. The provision should be fully competent to enable them to live in 
comfort, but at the same time the very impoverished state of the country ought 
not to be disregarded. On this account it might be held out to them that, 
should their conduct merit it, tlieir allowances would be increased as the 
country improved in its resources. The allowance will, I conclude, be granted 
with the proviso that he is not to reside in future in Rajpeepla, and that it will 
be forfeited in case he is guilty of any misconduct. 

Regarding the enormous debts said to be due from the Rajpeepla 
Government, I have neither had time nor opportunity accurately to ascertain 
their amount, nor the manner in which they have been contracted. At present 
every mouth is shut, from fear, and the uncertainty which exists in the minds 
of all as to the consequences which wdll arise from giving information on this 
or on any other subject. Such, however, will not be the case when the 
legitimate power is restored. 

From all that I have been able to ascertain, I have no doubt but that 
the just debt will be found to be enormous, and of such an amount as will 
require the utmost frugality, and vigilant superintendence over the expenditure 
of the State, to hold out the hope of its ever being liquidated. If my infor- 
mation, however, is correct, I am equally certain that the greatest impositions 
will be discovered, and that the debt will admit of very great deductions in 
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its gross amount Tlie debt due to the Gaekwar from the Rajpeepla Govern- 
ment did not, as stated in the letter from the Court of Directors to the Bombay 
Government in reference to Captain Carnac’s despatch, dated the 1 5th Decem- 
ber 1815, amount in Sumvut 1872 (a. d. 1815) to Rs. 9,00,621, exclusive of 
the item charged by the Bhow for the expenses of his mission, amounting to 
Re. 2,44,121-3-31, but inclusive of it. On reference to the paper containing 
the stipulations and amount of the sum borrowed* in March last from certain 
shrofTs by the Gaekwar Government on account of Rajpeepla, the amount of 
the debt, as therein stated, is Rs. 6,12,693-3-81, independently of which I have 
understood, since my return from Rajpeepla, that another item of Rs. 7,00,000 
is intended to be exhibited by the Gaekwar Government against this petty 
tributary. 

Thus, therefore, although the entire management of the country has been 
entirely vested in the Gaekwar Government since Sumvut 1872 (a. d. 1815), 
and the whole of the revenue of the country has. been collected and paid into 
its treasury by its own officers, with the exception of such part as was neces- 
sary to pay the annual stipends of the two candidates for the succession, and 
the necessary expenses of administration, the debt, according to their statement, 
has been increased above one-third of what it was prior to the country being 
given over to them, without any other plea or cause to allege for such being 
the case, than the exactions and mismanagement of its own officers. The 
plea under which tlie Gaekwar undertook to engage in an active control and 
supervision over the affairs of Rajpeepla was the mere preservation of its 
tributary rights.^ From the above detail it will be seen how much it has 
preserved these, at the expense of its tributary. 

The investigation, if such is thought necessary, of this debt, will be rather 
difficult and intricate of accomplishment, and to afford perfect justice to the 
tributary State, it should embrace the period from which it first commenced, 
or about the time that Ramsing ascended the Gadee. Perhaps, however, it 
will not be considered advisable or expedient to pry too narrowly into it, on 
account of the disgust such would occasion, but principally to confine the 
examination to the period which has elapsed since the mission of the Bhow. 
The debt, when ascertained, must be put in a train of liquidation, by assigning 
all the disposable revenue of the country towards clearing it off that may 
remain after paying the Gaekwar his tribute, and the necessary expenses of 
the Raja and his Government. 

The creditors of the Rajpeepla State may be divided into three classes, — 
I. the Gaekwar Government; II. individuals who have oqr Bhandaree as 
security for the repayment of what is due to them ; III. those who have not 
this security for what is due to them. The debts due to the Gaekwar 

Vide Captain Camac’s letter to the Bombay Government, dated the 15th December 1816. 
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Government are worthy of the chief consideration, and have been incurred on two 
accounts, first, arrears for tribute, and Ghas Dana ; and secondly, for expenses 
incurred for management, and in equipping forces to the Rajpeepla country. 
The amount of the first can easily be ascertained, but the just amount of tlie 
latter cannot be so but with difficulty. The Gaekwar Government may per- 
haps advance a claim for interest, which, considering the immense advantages 
it has derived from Rajpeepla beyond its just dues, and that the principal part of 
the debt has been incurred during the time the country has been under its 
administration, it can hardly be considered entitled to, as the Raja had no 
authority or power to prevent the waste and extravagance of the public 
money which has taken place. 

The debt due to the second class of creditors is the amount of Rs. 6,12,093 
under the British Bhandaree, borrowed in March last year ; although I 
believe it never has been examined. The only question regarding it is 
whether it is now to be examined or not: justice decides that it ought, but 
policy may overrule the former, as it will doubtless excite odium in the minds 
of Sceajee and his Court. 

If it is decided that the above should hold good, and remain untouched, 
the paper given last year by the Gaekwar Sirkar might be destroyed, and one, 
containing exactly the same provisions and stipulations, might be issued by the 
Raja, and given to the Soucurs, to which, of course, the Company's Bhandaree, 
as it was to the deed they now hold, would be alKxed. If the Soucars refuse to 
accede to this arrangement, some other persons might perhaps be found, either 
ill Surat, Aliinedabad, or Baroda, willing to advance money to the same 
amount, and perhaps upon more favourable terms. The total of this debt 
having been ascertained, the Raja might be directed to pass a bond for the 
amount, agreeing to pay off so much every year, or to liquidate the whole 
amount in a certain number of years. He must likewise promise in future to 
pay punctually the tribute and Ghas Dana due to the Gaekwar Government, 
and if the latter could be prevailed upon to receive his tribute through the 
Resident, on the same principles as he receives those of Katty war and the Mahec 
Kanta, it would undoubtedly be attended with the happiest and most bene- 
ficial effects ; but this is touching upon a subject I ought to leave to the more 
experienced judgment of my superiors. 

The debts alluded to in Class III. are those due to Myral Bhow, and 
other individuals, and not under the Bhritish Bhandaree : these are very 
doubtful, and require the minutest investigation, to doing which the same 
consideration of policy cannot, I humbly conceive, exist, as may to the strictly 
scrutinizing those of the Gaekwar Government. What the amount of these 
may be, I am unable to state with any degree of accuracy, having no authority 

to enter upon the investigation, or access to the proper records : 1 fear, however, 
35r . 
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they will prove considerable^ and that this class of debts, like the others, will 
be found to have greatly increased during the Gaekwar’s administration. The 
exact amount ought to be ascertained, and the Raja ought to promise to pay 
it as soon as possible. During the time of Myral Narayen’s Mamlutdarslnp, 
the Gaekwar Government gave him a Sicca Yad, I understand, specifying 
what should be the amount of his expenses. This will be of great use in 
investigating his debt, and no extra expenses, not properly accounted for, 
should be admitted. I likewise understand that Narsing possesses a paper 
given to him by Myral Narayen, promising, upon certain conditions, to remit 
a part of the debt the Rajpeepla Government owes to him. If this is true, it 
might be some ground for demanding a remission now. Narsing will also 
doubtless expect him to give an account of the collections made during his 
Mamiutdarship, which embraced a period of eight or nine years. 

Before any arrangement of the above kind can be entered into, it will be 
necessary to ascertain the gross amount of all the revenues of each district. 
This will be required to be carefully arid minutely done, and the gross amount 
being ascertained, as well as the expenses of collection, we shall know the 
amount of the surplus revenue which will remain, which will form the basis of 
whatever Bundobust is made. From the surplus revenue must be deducted the 
annual expenses of the Raja, his family and relations, ministers, Sebundee, 
and the Gaekwar tribute, and Ghas Dana rights and other expenses of the 
Government, which of course must be estimated upon the strictest principles of 
economy and frugality, and whatever remains may then be applied to liqui- 
date the debt; such as are under our guarantee will claim the earliest attention, 
and next to these the Gaekwar arrears for tribute, &c. 

Regarding the police, and state of the country, it is not now the proper 
time to dilate : the former is very inefficient, and crimes of the most glaring 
description are allowed to go unpunished, principally for two reasons, first, the 
expense attending it, and the little interest the Komavisdar can have in incur- 
ring that expense; and secondly, because the present Government are considered 
intruders, and the greater part of the inhabitants of the billy country in 
particular disavow their authority, &c. The excuse these now have for commit- 
ting their depredations will soon, however, be removed, and if a few examples 
are made in future, the commission of crimes will become less frequent and 
less atrocious. It will, however, be absolutely necessary that a considerable 
force should be maintained by the Raja for some years, in order to enable him 
to keep the turbulently inclined down, and to maintain the peace of his country. 
It is not for me to recommend a small detachment of Company's troops being 
allowed to remain stationary in the country for a short period, though 1 can- 
not refrain from stating my conviction that ^ much benefit would be derived 
from such a measure as would ensue from that of the removal of the Gaekwar 
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troops, which is another subject I do not consider myself warranted in 
entering upon at length, nor upon the advantages which would be 
derived by the British Government from the peace and quietness of 
Rajpeepla being established, and its strongholds being no longer, as they 
are at present, a sure refuge for plunderers of all descriptions, who, by escaping 
to them, avoid the punishment their crimes have rendered them worthy 
of. In case the former suggestion is approved of, the expenses of the 
detachment should perhaps in justice be paid by the Raja, and the expense 
thus incurred would undoubtedly be considered by him trifling in com- 
parison with the advantages he would derive from it. A small body of 
peons, bearing the Company’s belts, and dispersed through the different Pur- 
gunas, would be of the greatest service in giving information and detecting 
robberies, and, if it is thought necessary, a Karkoon on the part of the Com- 
pany’s Government might be for a time stationed at Nandod, for the same 
purpose, of transmitting information of any particular occurrences which may 
happen. 

The state of the country is miserable in the extreme, and the voice of 
misery saluted my ears in every place 1 visited. The foundation of this is 
undoubtedly to be traced to the disputes of Narsing and Piirtaub Sing, but 
the misery has since been infinitely increased by the exactions of the Gaekvvar 
Government, and more so by those of its officers. The resources of the 
country are almost exhausted, and the high assessment of revenue made upon 
its inhabitants for the present year will, if remedies are not speedily applied, 
complete their ruin. I do not state this from information obtained from other 
persons, but from what I have been personally an eye-witness to. The towns 
and villages are mostly in ruins, and many of them nearly deserted by their 
inhabitants, who have emigrated into our territories ; most of the villagers are 
involved in debt to individuals \vho live upon the distress of others, by lending 
money upon the most usurious terms to the wretched beings, to satisfy 
the clamorous demands of the Komavisdars, and for which they in many 
cases sell, and in more mortgage, their lands. The consequence is that the 
greater part of the lands are uncultivated, and that while by the bounty 
of Providence the whole country ought to be flourishing, from the present 
prosperous and abundant season, nothing is to be seen but misery and distress. 
Bucha Jttmadar contracted with the Gaekwar Government to farm the revenues 
of Rajpeepla last year for Rs. 2,40,000 : of this sum a balance (from the 
causes above mentioned) remained at the end of the year, and wl)at was levied 
was only obtained (from the little land that was cultivated) by all the usual 
inodes used with a view of extorting money by Native Governments, and by 
levying upon each Koomba enormous rates, varying from Rs. 20 to Rs. 50, and 
even in some instances after this an extra tax was levied upon each house. 
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]\() furlher proof of the comparative state of the country at the present time, 
and in that of Ryesingjee, the father of Ajabsing, need be advanced, than 
that in the. latter period a revenue of four lakhs or three lakhs and half was 
collected, at moderate rates of from Rs. 3 to Rs. 12 the Koomba, while 
Rs. 2,40,000 cannot at present be raised at the above enormous rates. 

It is my intention to obtain, if possible, an accurate statement of the col- 
lections made during ten years of Ryesingjee’s reign ; during ten of that of 
A jabsing, during that of Ramsing, as well as those made during the time the 
Gaekwar Government has been in charge of the country, which will at once 
show the comparative state of the country at the four periods.* The pros- 
perity of the country has been on the decline from the time of Ryesingjee, but 
ill that of A jabsing upwards of three lakhs were raised without distressing 
the inhabitants, and by increasing the rate levied upon each Koomba 4 annas 
in the rupee. The amount of misery the inhabitants underwent last year one 
would think was distressing enough, but the oppression they then experienced 
will speedily vanish before that which must be committed this year, which 
needs no further proof when it is stated that the avarice of Bucha Jumadar 
prompted him to offer Rs. 2,90,000 for the farm of the country, independent 
of Sookree. With the knowledge he must naturally have possessed of the 
real state of the country, and the difticiilty he met with in raising the lower rate 
of last year, we do not know which to be most astonished at, — his foolishness or 
his inhumanity ; but humanity does not seem to form any part of his character. 

It is not easy to estimate what will be the sufferings of the wretched 
inhabitants this year. The crops are certainly most abundant, but the quantity 
of land cultivated this year is very small, and in the generality of the Purgunas 
is confined to the ground in the immediate vicinity of eacli village. On his 
arrival at Rajpeepla about a month since, he endeavoured to persuade the 
principal Zumindars of the Nandod Purguna to take the responsibility of his 
contract off his shoulders, and to pass him a bond for Rs. 3,07,000. This 
they refused, and he is now on his circuit, to make the best settlement he can. 
On my passing through several of the Purgunas on my return to Nandod, I 
found that the principal Patels of each village had ran away only a few days 
before into our territories, having placed large branches of the Babool tree 
before their doors, which is expressive, I am informed, of their determination 
not to return until better days visit their unhappy country. Tliis will of 
course increase the misery of those who remain. 

The distress of this year has been greatly increased by the long delay which 
has taken place in settling the proportion of revenue each Purguna is to pay. 
This is not yet completed, and the consequence is, that not a grain of the new 


* Since writing thus far, I have succeeded in prociu*ing these desirable data. 
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crops is to be moved out of the Khurec until this is effected ; and it was 
melancholy to see, at every village through which we passed, the unhappy 
cultivator watching the fruits of his labour, which was greatly diminishing by 
petty thefts, and the ravages of all kinds of vermin and birds. The above 
observations are principally applicable to the lower Purgunas: regarding the 
upper, or those in the hills, I can only speak from the imperfect information 1 
have as yet been able to obtain. In the latter the Komavisdar has very little 
if any authority, and the revenue collected is very trifling. Many of them arc 
entirely waste and uninhabited. How Bucha Jumadar'^ will be able to perform 
his contract I am not able to say, but this 1 know, that he will do his best to 
indemnify himself, by the most unjust and rigorous extortions ; and that if 
money-lenders are to be found, the poor Ryuts w'ill be, as they were last year, 
compelled to resort to them. The question then arises, whether this should 
be allowed, or whether he should not suffer the loss his avarice and cruelty so 
justly merit. 

From the above observations it will be readily observed how inadequate the 
present resources of the Rajpeepla Government are to meet the heavy burthens 
with which it is oppressed, and how distant must be the hope of its being 
restored to its former state of prosperity. It will be recollected that the Aina 
of the revenues was given by the Oaekwar Government to the present farmer 
for three years, and that this is only the second year. This circumstance 
creates a dilemma, perhaps difficult to be got out of ; but the Raja may justly 
exclaim against the Gaekwar’s rights to let the revenues in prospectu, and 
the Gaekwar Government can have no right to claim the management of the 
country after the claims of the two candidates are decided. This, I conclude, 
will be vested in the Raja exclusively, as soon as such is considered advisable, 
and the agreement will become null and void. This, justice to the Raja and the 
inhabitants of the country appears to render advisable, and such the conduct 
of the Mamlutdar himself justly merits. Whether the wisdom of Government 
will deem it proper to extend its fostering care over the Raja’s administration, 
or whether it will be deemed advisable to avoid interference, is a subject I am 
not the proper person to judge of : this question involves the delicate one of 
the Gaek war’s tributary rights, &c., but I may without presumption observe, 
that such being the case, would afford the only hope* of the debt being 
gradually liquidated, the peace of the country being restored, and the comfort 

* This person was formerly a domestic in the service of Ahmud, the father of the present 
Ameer Juraadar. In 1801^ Seetaram Rowjee took him into his service, and gave him a body 
of horse. When his patron fell, he was the first to desert his fortunes, and to attach himself 
to the rising fortunes of the Shastree, who in 1811 gave him the Mahec Kanta Mooluk- 
geeree. His deeds there are well known, and be was in the end deprived of this command, 
and the country was delivered from a most avaricious and remorseless Mamlutdar. 
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and happiness of its inhabitants confirmed. The policy of such may be 
doubtful, the right I should humbly conceive not, as long as a rea of 
the debt under our Bhandaree remains unpaid. Great hope might be 
entertained of a great change taking place for the better, and the measures to 
be adopted on such an event must be taken into consideration. The chief of 
these is the best mode of farming the revenues, which appears to be that of 
farming them to the highest bidder, under proper security, due stipulations 
being made that the Ryut shall not be oppressed, or be made to pay more than 
the Gunnoot, or stipulated assessment. 

The farmer will on his own account endeavour to increase his own profit, 
by encouraging cultivation, and increasing the population, and what he 
voluntarily agrees to farm it for will doubtless, unless under extraordinary 
circumstances, be regularly paid. There are two modes of doing this, — one by 
farming tlie whole district to one man, the other by farming the Mahals 
separately to different men. The latter appears to be the best, as the Raja, 
under this system, will be independent, his orders be more readily obeyed, and 
greater checks be upon the farmers against their misconduct. A stipulation 
must be made that the farmer is not to underlet the land he takes, but manage 
it himself, as the person underletting, as well as those to whom he underlets, 
would expect a profit, and for both to realize it, unjust exactions would be 
made upon the poor Ryut. A moderate rate might be assessed upon each 
Koornba for next year, gradually to be raised in the following years; and as an 
encouragement to the inhabitants to bring Popeer or waste lands under the 
plough, a very moderate proportion of the produce might be taken the first or 
two first years. These temporary sacrifices at first would hereafter be amply 
repaid to Government, by the increase of cultivation which would speedily take 
place. It may, perhaps, be deemed advisable that security should be taken 
from each village for their revenues, either in Colonel Walker’s mode, or some 
other Government may think more proper. This would be a work of time, 
especially if it likewise should be thought necessary that a Muhalkus bond 
should be passed by each ; and in this case it appears to be the best plan of 
making the inhabitants of one village become security for the good behaviour 
of those of another in its neighbourhood, whenever such can be conveniently 
effected, and at the same time that proper warning be given of the consequences 
of ill behaviour and misconduct, promises of protection, and recommendations to 
cultivate the lands in peace, should be extended to them. 

Another point for consideration are the Geeras rights the Rajpeepla Govern- 
ment possesses in the Company’s and Gaekwar’s territory, as I conclude the 
present will be deemed a favourable opportunity for making some changes for the 
better. With regard to the former, three modes occur to me : — that the 
Rajpeepla Government should relinquish its rights altogether gratuitously, 
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which the British Government may be thought warranted in demanding^ 
from the excesses and depredations which have been committed by the sub- 
jects of the former against those of the latter, and to indemnify itself for the 
expenses attendant upon its interference in the dispute ; 2nd, the Rajpeepla 
Government relinquishing the right, in consideration of a moderate pecuniary 
compensation being given in lieu by the British Government, — this would 
be a most advantageous accommodation to the former, whilst labouring under 
its present embarrassments ; 3rd, the adoption of the mode pointed out by 
Mr. Sutherland in his report to the Honorable Court of Superior Tribunal at 
Bombay, dated 20th July 1819, of paying the amount, whatever it may be, 
from the Sirkar’s treasury, and not allowing it to be collected by the Govern- 
ment itself. Perhaps this measure may be made to refer likewise to all 
individual Geeraseeas* residing in Rajpeepla, having Geeras rights in our 
territories. Regarding the Geeras rights the Rajpeepla Government possess 
over the Gaekwar Government, the best plan appears to be that the just 
amount should be ascertained, and that the Rajpeepla Government should in 
future relinquish the right in perpetuity, a corresponding deduction being made 
from the tribute and Ghas Dana it now pays to the Gaekwar Government. 
This appears fair to both parties ; but it may be considered objectionable, and 
considered more advisable that the annual amount should be fixed, and paid 
regularly from the Gaekwar treasury, or by the Resident at Baroda. 

An agreement might be made at the present period, that the Company should 
have whatever teakf it required at a moderate price. Regarding this valuable 
wood I shall obtain all the information I am able. A stipulation might like- 
wise be made, if necessary, that all the cotton grown in the country should be 
disposed of at Broach to the Company ; and being chiefly grown in the Pur- 
gunas situated on the banks of the Nerbudda, it would be cheap from the 
facility of water carriage. Measures may likewise be taken to facilitate Sir 
John Malcolm’s plan of getting up stores by water to Mhow, as the Nerbudda’s 
course runs through Rajpeepla, provided that plan (as I believe is intended) 
be ever adopted. 

Since writing the above, I have obtained an^ account of the collections made 
in Rajpeepla at the four difl^erent periods alluded to in this Memorandum, 

" It was my intention to have procured as accurate a list as I was able of this celebrated 
class of persons residing in Rajpeepla, the amount of the dues of each, and the places upon 
which they were due, &c, ; but this I was prevented from doing, from returning so early to 
Baroda. 

t The principal Purgunas in which teak is produced are Sakhbara, Nansur, Panchmolee, and 
Gunawa; the first of which derives its name from the abundance it produces. The timber 
is felled after the jungles have been fired, or about the Hoolee, and is afterwards floated down 
the Taptee during the rains. 
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which will point out, in a much clearer manner than can be expressed in 
words, the progressive decline of this Petty State from its once flourishing 
condition. The memoranda from which these statements have been drawn 
out were furnished me by a respectable and intelligent Desaee of the country, 
whose father, as well as himself, were formerly the persons through whom the 
collections were in a great measure made, and therefore some reliance may be 
placed upon their being, generally speaking, correct. 

Appendix No. IV. exhibits the collections said to have been made during 
ten years of the reign of Ryesing, namely from Smiivut 1832 (a. d, 1776) to 
Sumvut 1841 (a. i>. 1785), and the average amount collected in the above 
period, it will be obervecl, is lls. 3,45,585-2-0. 

Appendix No. V. shows the collections said to have been realized during ten 
years of the reign of Ajabsing, the brother of Ryesing, namely from Sumvut 
1850 (A. 1). 1794) to Sumvut 1859 (a. d. 1803), and the average amount col- 
lected during that period is Rs. 2,59,405-2-0. 

Appendix No. VI. exhibits the amount of revenue collected during the 
reign of Ramsing, or for a period of seven years, namely from Sumvut 1860 
(A. 1). 1804) to Sjimvut 1866 (a. n. 1810), and the average amount is 
Rs. 2,50,160. 

Appendix No. VII. exhibits the collections made by Myral Narayen, the 
Bliow, and ilucha Jutnadar, from Sumvut 1867 (a. d. 1810) up to the last 
year, and the average amount during that period is Rs. 2,37,960-2-0. 

In order, however, to place the real decline of this Petty State in a proper 
point of view, we must not only take into consideration the progressive 
decrease in the average ainoniit of the collections as above detailed, but like- 
wise must contrast the rates formerly assessed upon the cultivator with those 
assessed at the ])resent moment. These 1 have already alluded to, and it 
appears that whilst, during ten years of Ryesingjee’s reign, a revenue averag- 
ing Rs. 3,45,585 was realized, at the moderate rates varying from Rs. 3 to 
Rs. 12 the Koomba, during the last ten years a revenue averaging only 
Rs. 2,37,960-2-0 has been collected with the greatest difficulty, at the enormous 
and ruinous assessment of from Rs. 20 to Us. 50 the Koomba. This is a fact 
which speaks for itself. Again, to ascertain more accurately the comparative 
state of the country at the four different periods brought forward, we must 
take into consideration the evenness and due proportion with which the weight 
of the public revenue pressed upon the whole country during the first period, 
and the disproportionate as.sessments upon some of the Purgunas made during 
the last period. To take, for instance, the first Purguna on the list, or Nandod, 
the average amount of revenue collected from it during the first of the four 
periods is only Rs. 30,000; during the second, Rs. 37,600; during the third, 
Rs. 46,582-3-42 ; and during the last, Rs. 50,300. 
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The reason of this difference is on account of the situation of the Purguna, 
which is by no means large, placing its unfortunate inhabitants entirely under 
the power of those who possess the Government of the country ; and thus, 
therefore, while under the mild administration of their two legitimate Chieftains, 
Ryesingjee and Ajabsing, they only bore a just proportion of the revenue levied 
upon the country, yet the deficiency of the revenue which occurred in 
consequence of the intemperance and imbecility of Fiamsing’s character on the 
one hand, and in later times in consequence of the cruelty, rapacity, and 
extortions of the Gaekwnr's Komavisdars, was in some degree made good by 
levying from this, and other l^urgunas similarly situated, an amount of revenue 
far beyond the ability of their inhabitants to pay, without having resort to 
money-lenders. One more instance, but the reverse of the above, will suffice : 
the average amount of revenue collected from the Ruttonpoor Purguna during 
the first of the four periods will be observed to be Rs. 55,400 ; during the 
second, Rs. 50,900 ; during the third, Rs. 30,285-2-85 ; and during the last, 
Rs. 31,650. The reason of this great decrease in the collections of this 
Purguna is the same as the one I have already stated is the cause of the great 
increase in those of Nandod, namely its situation. Ruttonpoor, although one 
of the largest, and likewise, generally speaking, a very productive Purguna of 
KaJiiecpIa, it will be observed, on reference to the map, is situated in the 
vicinity of the hilly country of Rajpcepla, and not, like Nandod, on the batiks 
of the Nerbudda; independent of which, a great part of its population consists 
of Bheels, who, although they were willing to pay to the regular Governments of 
Ryesingjee and Ajabsing their due proportion of revenue, — and, from the little 
intercourse I held with them when in Rajpeepla, f am convinced they would 
willingly do the same again, when the person they consider to be their legiti- 
mate roaster recovers his just rights, — yet, sooner than put up with the exac- 
tions of intruders, they abandoned their villages, and found a safe retreat in the 
jungles and neighbouring hills. 

There is one more remark I deem it necessary to make before concluding, 
namely upon the great decrease in the average amount of the collections made 
in the ten years of Ajabsing’s reign, compared with those made in the same 
number of years of the reign of his predecessor. The decrease which is observ- 
able in the last period is to the amount of Rs. 86,180, from which it may be 
considered that the date from which the decline this Petty State has experienc- 
ed from its former prosperity ought to be taken from the above time. Upon 
reference, however, to Appendix No. V., it will be observed that the deficiency 
arose from no revenue being realized from five of the Hill Purgunas, and 
the Zukat or customs levied by Ryesingjee in the Sakhbara Purguna being 
stopped. The cause of this was the rebellion of a refractory Bheel Chief of 

the name of Oomed Wusawa, the father of Kooria Wusawa, who obtained

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possession and authority over those Purgunas, kept up a large military force, 
and, in short, set up for himself, till he was finally put to death, not openly or 
by force of arms, but secretly, by persons employed for the express purpose. 
Thus, therefore, although a part of the territory of the Rajpeepla Government 
was usurped by Oomed VVusawa, yet the country which still remained in the 
hands of the Raja was in a flourishing condition, and no deficiency in the 
revenues occurred on account of the oppression and cruelty exercised over his 
subjects. 

Such information as I was able to obtain regarding Kooria Wusawa and 
other Bheel Chiefs will be found in the letters 1 wrote in reply to those of 
Mr. JVorris, direeting me to take measures to apprehend that notorious freeboo- 
ter, dated 11th, 13th, and 16th January, and 6th March 1821. 

Appendix No. VIII. contains a list of the Purgunas of Rajpeepla, specifying 
the number of villages in each. I have in my possession the names of most 
of these villages, but I have not had time to draw out a list of them, which is 
not a point of much consequence, unless it is intended they should enter into 
security for their good behaviour.

Translation of an Agreement entered into by Ryesingjee, Raja of Rajpeepla^ 
and Damajee Rao, Gaekwar, in Sumvut 1821 (a. d. 1764). 

I. I will reside in the same place that Verisaljee formerly did, and will 
build a fort there. The Kotlas (Bheels) who reside in Joona Rajpeepla shall 
remain under my authority, and perform me service. The Gunnalee road 
shall be open to roe, but five persons belonging to you may remain at Gun- 
nalee, who are to be under my orders, and they (the five persons) shall not 
injure any of my men. 

IL Wherever I have Geeras rights I shall enjoy them. 

III. I shall enjoy the (produce) of whatever lands (I possess) by purchase, 
by mortgage, Pusaita, or Kanjee, according to custom, besides my villages, 
and other emoluments.

X. I require Cowl, and an oath given with sincerity by the temple of Kunda 
Rao, by Bhelbunder (t. e. Mahdeve), by theNerbudda, and by Hnrsidee Matos 
(a Bindoo goddess). In this manner you must write, and destroy your bat- 
teries (t. e. withdraw your army).

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RAJPEBPLA AND ADJOINING DISTRICTS. 


Oboorapdioaii Position, and Extxnt. — ^The tract of country surireycd 
by me during the years 1852 to 1855 comprises the Rajpeepla District, the 
Mandree Zilla, and the territories of His Highness the Gackwar lying to the 
northward of the Taptee. It extends from Broach, on the Nerbudda, to 
Sourpan, and from Surat, on the Taptee, to Kookurmoonda, in the Khandesh 
District It is situated between the parallels of 2 1^ 13^ and 21^59^ N. let., and 
the meridians of 72** 56' and 74" 8' E. long., and contains 2,275 square miles. 

Bounoaribs. — It is bounded on the north by the Nerbudda river, on the 
west by the Broach and Surat Cotlectorates, on the south by the Taptee river, 
and on the east by the Dewa river for a few miles as far as Dhoomkliull, and 
from thence to the Taptee river by the possesrions of the Independent Chiefs 
of the Katiparwce, Qowalee, and Chicklee States. This last Purguna has 
been surveyed, as well as the country to the southward of the great high road 
to Khandesh, so as to join it on to Kookurmoonda, a welt known place in maps. 

Divisions. — Rajpeepla proper is divided into twenty Purgunas, the terri- 
tories of His Highness the Oaekwar into seven, and those of the British into 
six, as follow : —

Till very lately, the Purgunae of the Raja of Rajpeepla were nearly all 
Itzara, or farmed out ; now, however, a better system is beginning to prevail. 
On the leases lapsing, the Raja refuses to renew them, but appoints his own 
Thanadars and agents to collect the revenue ; and although doubtless many 
abuses exist, still it is better than the suicidal system of Izzara, for of course, 
to ensure due profit to themselves, the Izzardars exercise'such extortion that the 
wretched inhabitants become reduced to such misery as to compel them to desert 
their villages, and go anywhere to escape it. The Purgunas belonging to His 
Highness the Gaekwar are all given in Izzara, and those belonging to the 
British Government are under the control of the Collector of Surat. 

Dbscbiition of the RAjpgspiiS PuRaoNAS.— About one-half of the Oora 
Purguna is situated among the hills, from which of course there is very little 
produce except wood and bamboos ; but the other moiety, along the banks of 
the Nerbudda, is fertile, and well cultivated, though the villages are, generally 
speaking, small. Mowra and toddy trees are veiy plentiful, and considerable 
quantities of spirits are distilled. The scenery from Sourpan to where the 
Nerbudda emerges from the hills is very beautiful : Sourpan itself is a famous 
Teerut, and people go to it annually from all parts of the country, to be 
present at the Jutra. 
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NandotI,~—'th» Nuidod Purguna is o large and populous one, containing 
more large and flourishing villages than any other in Uie Raja's territories ; 
but i am sorry that, owing to some mistake in the first season’s work, 1 did 
not get a fiill statistical report of it. The eastern portion is not very well cul- 
tivated, the soil being very sandy ; but the remaining part is well worked, and 
must yield a good revenue. The town of Nandod, the capital of the district, 
is situated on the Kirjun river, about four miles north of the hills, and ten south 
of the Nerbudda river. 

It is the residence of the Raja, who has built a fine palace close to the river. 
The town is laige and populous, containing about 20,000 inhabitants ; the 
houses are pukka built, and lofty, but the streets are narrow and dirty, especially 
the suburbs, occupied by the lower classes. It is not noted for any particular 
manufactures peculiar to the locality, except knives of a singular shape, and 
well tempered, and of which great numbers are exported. An air of thriving 
business pervades the town, and I believe it carries on a limited trade with 
Broach, &c. Being the only large town in the district, the chief trade seems 
to bo with the Bheels, who come from the extremity of the district to buy what 
they require. They, in return, bring in large quantities of honey, bees-wax, 
somber hides, bamboos, See. Hemp and Huldee (turmeric) are grown in the 
surrounding villages in large quantities: from the former, Patee (coarse 
canvas) is manufactured, and the latter is dried and prepared for use. 

Kantal . — ^Tiic Kantal Purguna extends from the Kirjun river westward, 
skirling the hills till it joins the southern portion of the Paneitha Purguna. 
The villages for the most part are mere Dheol hamlets, with scanty cultivation 
around them. A few villages, however, to the northward, are larger, and 
appear more flourishing. The whole Purguna is completely cut up by the 
numerous torrents that rush down from the hills and disekargo themselves into 
the Nerbudda. It is chiefly remarkable for the abundance of palmyra trees. 

PantiUui, ^c . — ^The Paneitha, Bhalod, Jugreea, and Gowalee Purgunas, 
situated ou the Nerbudda river, are extremely fertile, and well cultivated ; 
indeed, I should think the greater part of the revenue must be derived from 
this tract of country, lying between the hills and the Nerbudda river. 

RuUonpoor.—’tlw Ruttonpoor Purguna is a large and extensive one, gene- 
rally speaking flat, and the villages, with a few exceptions, arc small onee. 
I'he western edge, adjoining the Broach Colleotorate, is well cultivated ; the 
rest of the Purguna, however, is covered with low, thin jungle, and used 
principally as a grazing ground : were it cleared, the soil appears so rich, I 
doubt not it would yield a good return. Close to Ruttonpoor itself is a 
cornelian mine, excavated in a low hill, on the summit of which is the shrine 
of Bhawur Ghare. These stones are exported in large quantities to Cambay, 
where they are poliabed for sale. 
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Loona, — ^The Loona Purg^no, till within the laet two yean, was given in 
Izzara, but the lease having expired, the Raja has refused to renew it, and 
already it assumes a more flourishing appearance. It lies for the most part on 
either side of the Kim river, and is very well cultivated, as also the villages of 
the Ruttonpoor Purgnna adjoining it. This and the Rooda Purguua form 
the frontier of the Raja’s territories in this direction. 

Wares Zilla. — The Waree Zilla comprises the five following Purgunas, viz. 
Neytrung Wurkota, Rooda, Thowa, Bargamua, and Kookurda. 'fbese were 
all given in Izzara to Domed Wusawa, but on his death reverted to the State, 
'fhe Raja has, however, conferred an Inam of seven villages besides Waree, in 
the Rooda Purguna, on his sons. 

Neytrung Wurhota. — ^The first in order, the Neytrung Wurkota, extends 
from the Kantal Purguna on the north to the Kim river on the south : its 
northern portion is very hilly, the remainder quite flat, but covered with thick 
jungle, except patches of cultivation around the villages, which are miserable 
Bheel huts ; — the largest only contains twenty. 

ilooda.'^The Rooda Purguna consists almost entirely of small detached hills 
to the westward, but gradually becoming connected to the eastward, where 
they run nearly from north to south. The ascent is gradual, and the summit, 
generally speaking, tableland, with low hills dotted about on it. Very little 
cultivation is carried on, and the Purguna is scarcely anything but a thick jungle. 

Thowa. — The Thowa Purgnna contains many small hills, and in the neigh* 
l>ourhood of the Kirjun river is tolerably cultivated, but not half what it ought 
to bo, were it properly populated. Thowa itself must once have been a place 
uf considerable importance, from the extent of the ruins. 

Bargamna. — The Oargamna Purguna is almost entirely covered with low 
hills, which slope gcadually northward towards the Kirjun river. Cultivation 
only immediately around the villages is carried on ; the rest is thick jungle. 

Kookurda. — ^The Kookurda Purguna is for the most part flat, covered with 
forest jungle ; only occasional patches of cultivation around the little hamlets. 
'I'o the eastward low hills, running from north to south, separate it from 
Sakhbara. 

IIii.L PtraouNAs. — The five^Purgunas, viz. Oajiirgota, Nawagaum, Moreju* 
ree, Rajbara, and Dhoomkhull, are called the Hill Purgunas. They are, as will 
be seen on my map,* covered in every direction with hills and dense jungle; 
very little cultivation of any sort is carried on, and the population is exceed- 
ing scanty. 

Sakhbara. — Sakhbara alone of the Rajpeepla District remains to be de- 
scribed ; but as far as I can learn, the authority of the Raja over it is but 
nominal. It does notvary in desolation from Che above Purgunas, but though

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posseoaing advnntageit, via. tlie south-eaatern portion being tolerably open and 
level country, still it is worse cultivated than the Purgunas above enumerated. 

The lofty hilts due north ofSakhbara are the commencement of the Satpoora 
Range, but my survey not having extended so far, I am unable to give any 
description of them. From a distance, however, they have a fine bold outline, 
diversified with peaks, and must be much more lofty than any of the hills 
I have surveyed. 

OABKWAn’e TEBRiroBiBS. — Wvsravft. — ^'I'he Wusravee Purguna is a fine 
large, flourishing one, exceedingly fertile, and very well cultivated, especially the 
western portion of it; the eastern part, called the Mandel Tupeh, containing 
forty*five villages, is dotted about with small detached hills, a good deal of 
jungle, and the population being mostly Bheel, there is not much cultivation. 

Gtdlx . — The Gulia Purguna lies for the most part on the Taptee river. 
Knthor is the largest village, or. town it may be called, and contains about 
7,000 inhabitants. Several other villages, also, are tolerably large, and the 
whole Purguna is well cultivated. 

NanchuU, — ^'fhe other five Purgunas, viz. Nanchull, Panchmowlce, 
Baragaum, Purgut, and Wanjpoor, consist of very little more than hills, but, ns 
will be hereafter shown, they are of a totally different description to those in 
the north of RBj|)eepla. The soil along the banks of the Tnptee is exceedingly 
fertile, and if the country were better populated, and the system of Izzara 
abolished, this portion of these Purgunas would yield as good returns as any 
part of Guzcrat. 

Hritisu Tbhritoribs. — Mandvfe ZilUt . — Tlie Mandvee Zilla, belonging to 
the British, is divided into five Purgunas. The Bhodan and Mandvee, situat' 
ed on the Taptee, are extremely fertile, and very well cultivated ; the PatuI 
Purguna is dotted about with hills, and a good deal of> jungle prevails; the 
Oeogur and Dudwara Purgunas are very hilly, and the villages for the most 
part are small. 

The above slight description of each of the Purgunas shown in my map is 
meant to convey only a mere idea of the general appearance of each, but I 
trust further on to describe, under the proper head, full particulars of the 
whole tract of country surveyed by me and my establishment. 

Aspect.— First, Uten, as regards the aspect. The distant view of the 
country is very beautiful ; coming from the direction of Baroda, for many 
miles before crossing the Nerbudda river, on a clear day, the fine outline of 
the hills can be easily traced. After the tame, monotonous scenery of Guzerat, 
the eye feels relieved by such a total change from what it has been accustomed 
to, and the effect is heightened on reaching the bills themselves. From the 
summit of Deo Satra, the country from Oora to Broach appears almost as a 
panorama, the Nerbudda for nearly the whole of this distance being distinctly 
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visibln, Q8 also the numerous villages dotted about. On looking towards the 
eastward and southward, the hills are seen stretcliing away range after range, 
as far as the eye can reach, their profile very varied, and their sides furrowed 
and cut up with the torrents, and looking evergreen and fresh. Romantic 
little valleys present themselves continually; and the further one progresses, 
the more beautiful the scenery appears. The hills arc not lofty enough to 
come under the definition of grand or magnificent, but 1 think, taking it all 
in all, one would scarcely find a country possessing so many fine view's. The 
hills in the neighbourhood of the Taptee are not so marked, and are of a 
different style altogether, as will be hereafter specified. 

SiTPKiiFiriAL Configuration. — ^Tlie superficial configuration of the district 
will, perhaps, be better understood by a reference to the map than by any 
description I can offer in words. I will, however, do my best. The tract 
of country hetween the hills and Nerbudda, averaging from six to twelve miles 
broad, is nearly flat. Tiie first range of hills is about thirty-six miles long, by 
ten miles broad. Southward of these, again, is an extensive plain, with small 
hills dotted about to the eastward. The whole of the western boundary from the 
Nerbudda to the Taptee is the same. From near the village of Kakrupoor to 
beyond the fort of VVanjpoor, the country is covered with lulls, some detached, 
and others in continuous ruiiges. The hills of Sukhbara are lofty, and are 
the beginning of the Satpoora Range. The hills cover, as nearly as I can cal- 
culate, about 1,300 square miles, and of the remaining 975 square miles, only 
about half is under cultivation, all the rest being covered with thick jungle. 

TiiE Hills. — From the Dewa river, the boundary of the Rajpcepla District 
to the eastward, the hills run generally in a due westerly direction, gradually 
diminishing in altitude, and at last end in small detached ones. The eastern 
portion of them average about 2,000 feet in height, arc very much crowded 
together, and from eastward of the Kirjuii river, and northward of the Tirao, 
arc perfectly inaccessible to wheeled carriuge of any description. Their ascent 
for the most part is very steep, and climbing them is excessively fatiguing, 
ns they rise at once abruptly from the plain. Their summits, also, are mere 
ridges, and on attaining them, the descent on the other side immediately takes 
place. The hills in the Morejuree Purguna are small till they reach the con- 
fines of Sakhbara, where the*lorty hills again commence* Those in the Thowa 
Purguna consist of low ranges, and a few small detached ones. 

Southward of the flat tract of country before mentioned, the hills again com- 
mence at the village of Motia, and, as will be remarked on the map, an exten- 
sive table-land runs from north, due south, the spurs and nullas stretching 
away nearly due west. The eastern portion slopes gradually to the Mohiin river. 
These hills continue in a southerly direction till they reach the hamlet of 
Chilwas, when the branch of tho Wuree river separates them from the range

southward of thorn. The ascent of tiieso hills, particularly from the westward, 
is very gradual. 'I'hey are intersected by five roads, and I doubt not but that 
they are accessible to carts in other places besides. Their altitude, as shown 
by tho aneraid barometer, is HOO feet. The Mnndel Tupeh, as I before said, 
is dotted about with small detached hills, and southward of the village of Rut- 
tolec is a station of the Orand Trigonometrical Survey, by which, and others 
in the district, I was able to correct my work. Eastward and southward of 
the Wuree river, above mentioned, a tolerably lofty, continuous range runs 
from west due east, till it meets the high land of the Nanchull Purgtina, from 
whence the spurs run away south. The ground slopes till it meets the 
A jana river. The hill from whence the Ajana ond Doodan rivers take their 
rise is the loftiest of them all. From this point the range goes in a south- 
westerly direction, the spurs on the one side sloping away to the Ajnna river, 
and on the other prolonged in a nearly due southerly direction to the Tnptee 
river. These hills average an altitude of 1,200 feet, and their ascent is very 
gradual : carts (of which great numbers come for wood) ascend nearly to the 
summits without much difficulty; they cannot, however, actually cross them. 
Prom the point above mentioned, the hills run for a few miles east, and are 
terminated by the Doodan river. The whole of these hills southward of the 
Kirjun river are perfectly different in character to those in the north of llnj- 
peepla : they do not possess that bold outline, and are nearly devoid of peaks, 
their profile running simply in an undulating line. 

Their summits are mostly flat, and covered with thick jungle. Looking at 
them from the Tapfee, they seem lofty, but from the Nanchull Purgiina their 
appearance is small, from the fact of the ground on which the Purguna is 
situated itself being high. From hence, the land slopes away gradually due 
north to the Kirjun. 

Forests and Jungles. — Forests and jungles may be said to predominate; 
indeed the whole country is scarcely anything else. Teak, hlackwood, kheir, 
and many other descriptions of useful trees, clothe the sides of the hills to tiie 
northward. Very much traffic in timber from these hills does not take place, 
from their inaccessibility. Tho Nerbudda, however, is mode available for tho 
little there is to float down to Chandod, Sinnor, Jcc. The timber is of an 
inferior description, being much injured by the annual conflagration of the 
jungles. The centre portion of the district is covered with thin thorn jungle, 
interspersed, of course, with occasional valuable timber ; and the common Biiroo, 
or elephant grass, is most abundant, indeed forming a complete barrier to pro- 
gress for many miles together, except by narrow tracks through it. Wild 
animals harbour in it in great numbers, and for fear of them several villages 
in the Nawagaum Purguna have been deserted. In the Kookurda, Sakhbara, 
and all the Porgunaa along the banka of the Taptee, timber of every description 
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aboundB, eBpecially in the two former, which are almost exclusively teak forests, 
and constitute the chief riches of the land. The timber in these Purguiias is of 
good quality, and traders from Broach, Unklesir, Surat, and the neighbour- 
ing large towns and villages come in great numbers to purchase it, and 
bamboos. 

Climate. — I am really at a loss what to report under the head of climate : 
iny experience of it, during the four seasons 1 have been employed in the dis- 
trict, has been so varied, it is with diffidence I can offer any decided opinion. 
The first year’s trial of it was not, perhaps, a fair criterion, us 1 was only em- 
ployed about a month ; still it was at a period supposed to be most unhealthy, 
and decidedly two early to enter the jungles, viz. December and January ; but 
neither I nor any of iny establishment suffered. The second year, however, was 
very different: I commenced work in the same locality on the 1st December, 
and by the 13th idem myself and twenty-two of the Government establishment 
were prostrated by fever, besides three-fourths of my private followers and the* 
Itaja’s sepoys, rendering a retreat from the jungles to the neighbourhood 
of Broach absolutely necessary, in order to obtain medical assistance. On this 
occasion two men died, and most of the others felt the effects by continued 
recurrence of fever for upwards of a year afterwards. The fever, except in the 
above two cases, was not of a malignant type, and was arrested by doses of 
quinine, of which I had fortunately a large private supply. In my own case, 
1 was not troubled with the fever long, but most of my people were visited by 
it every spring. Taking warning from the previous season’s experience, the 
next year I did not enter the jungle tract till February, and I bad not a single 
case of fever, though I did not leave off work till the middle of May. So 
striking a coincidence, after the previous season’s sickness, made me in my 
last year’s report state that I considered the districts to be as healthy as any 
part of Quzerat, provided the jungles were not entered too soon. 1 must 
confess the result of this season’s residence has considerably staggered me in 
my opinion above expressed. Acting on it, I purposely did not enter the very 
jungly part of the district till the beginning of February ; but whether owing 
to the season being peculiarly unhealthy, or the locality particularly so, out of 
seventy-five souls in my camp not ten escaped fever. At the same time iny 
people were suffering so severely, I did not hear of a single instance of fever 
among the inhabitants, thereby showing that the climate or water is inimical 
to strangers only. If I might venture to offer an opinion, I think it might be 
assumed, as a rule, that Sakhbara and the Purgunas on the bank of the Taptee 
eastward of Mandvee are more unhealthy than the northern portions of the 
district ; indeed I have heard from several old officers, that the outpost at 
Kookurmoonda was obliged to be withdrawn, from the insalubrity of the 
place. Several causes suggest themselves to account for this unhealthiness : 
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the first is the ahnost endless jungles, tceminl; with the rankest vegetation, 
both forest atui iiiidorwood, — miasms from the decomposed loaves, &c. must 
always, more or loss, he floating in the air; secondly, the hills, completely 
enclosing portions of the district, prevent free ventilation, and conc(Mitrate the 
noxious exhalations from the woods, &c. 

1'he livers and Btreums, taking their riHo in the heart of the hills, pursue 
their course through the thickest juntile; their banks are covered with the 
same, and conse(|Uciitly tlie water must be greatly impregnalLMl with vegetuhlc 
mutter. 

'I'lmt such is the case [ have no doubt ; for though the water whilst ilowing 
is clear and limpid, yet, on being allowed to stand for some time, a thick oily 
scum tloats on the burfaco. The Natives can/lrink this water with impunity, 
hut even they preder digging a liolc, and allowing the water to lilter into 
il, to drinking from the running stream. To people unaccustomed to it, 
the drinking this water imi‘^t of comse he very prcjuilicial. IMany of the 
(Government e>tahlishment I had with ino are suHcring even now from fever, 
coin))ined in some cases with enlargement of the sph^enn I had two sharp 
attacks of fever, hut, since my ictiini to AlnViedabad, I am liappy to say 1 
have shaken it oif. 'fhe r(»reg«»ing nMuarks on the insalnhrity of the distiictH 
aie roinidod on my cxpcii<‘nco of four successive seasems, and arc tin? result 
ol'rny ohsei vations, and consefjuent opinion. I uni not, perhaps, very compe- 
tent to judge on a fioint which medical science <»oiil(l better piove, hut as I 
have taken a deep interest in the suivey, I think it but my cliily to oifer my 
o))iiiion, even though it may he deemed erroneous. Another singular coinci- 
<lence is, that last year, when epidemics, such as cliolcra and small-pox, were 
committing toiiifnl ravages among the Natives of the district, most providmi- 
tially my camp was exempt trom them, not u single individual being attacked. 
The climate itself is |ileasant enough, being cold und lu'ucing during the 
winter months, and in the hot season the nights are generally cool. 

Roads and Passes. — Commencing from the capital of the district, Nandud, 
a road goes due north towards liaroda, another one in a westerly direction 
towards Broach, and the third (a new one), constructed within tlic lust five 
years, goes south, winding through the hills, till it meets the various roads leading 
to Sakhhara and Khandesh. The villages of course are connected by roads, 
which do not differ grcuily from these, all being kucim, hut these three are the 
principal lines of cornniunication. This last mentioned road is the only puss 
through these hills accessible to wheeled carriages. At the part where it first 
enters the hills it is rather steep, though considerable cure has been bestowed 
on il, by clearing away the stones, and levelling it where very rugged. The 
passage of the Uomun and Kirjun rivers is difficult, owing to the water being 

deep, and the beds filled with large loose stones. Westward of the Kirjun river 
4lr 
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there is only one other smnll a mere bridle-path, from Kujulwassa, in the 
Kniital Purguna, to Gegalland Kurrata in the Gajiirgota Purguna, where it 
jointf the main road. Kustvvard of the above two 'rivers, a road, which can be 
troversed by a horse, or any animal very lightly laden, runs from the Nerbud- 
da to Choprcc and Gccchnr, and from thence to Pul. It is, however, very 
rough arrti didicult, and used for scarcely any other purpose but for dragging 
the timber from the hills to the banks of the Nerbudda. From Nandod to 
Dhooinkhull, the road passes by Goorn, and from thence^ along the Nerbudda 
to Sourpan. It is, however, very diilieiilt, indeed scarcely passable. From 
Soiirpan it runs partly along the bank of tile Dewa river, and partly over the 
hills of Dhoomkhidl, and is as sleep ns the one above described. From 
Dhoomkhidl to Bid jtlierc is at present only a bridic-palh, but the valley here 
is so level, a cart could traverse it without much difficulty. This road is much 
used by Riinjarees, though, from my ignorance of the country eastward of 
the Dewa river, I am unable to state from what place they bring tlicir goods. 
iVom a glance of the country southward of the Satpoora Ilango, I could not 
discover any opening in the hills by which they could come from Khandesli . 
into this niute, and even if they*could, it would be mucdi out of their way, 
seemingly for litlh? profit. From a reference to a tolerably good map in my 
^ possession, published by Messrs. Cary in 1824, it appears probable that these 
[lepplccamc from the direction of Mundlaisir, but on tliis point the Western 
Blieel Agent could probably give information. From Bui, carls go easily 
throughout the Morcjnrcc Purguna, in a westerly direction, towards Gun- 
tolec and (jajnrgota, where they meet the main road. The other principal 
lines of cornmiinioation ate from Broach, Unklesir, and Surat, Bhodan, Mand- 
vee, &c. to Khaiidcsli. The detailed manuscript routes were forwarded by 
me last year, ns far as they wore surveyed, viz. Cliukra. Here they concentrate 
in(o one main road, leading to Kookiirmoonda. All these roads arc kucha 
•ones, no care being bestowed on them; but, from the soil being stony nt 
intervals, they are much better than the general average of roads in Guzerat. 
The route generally pursued by traders from Breach to Kookurmoonda is by 
Dnrolee, Pultlior, INlotiu, and Biirodeo, on the Kirjun. From hence it joins 
the main road at Chnkra. This way is the shortest, and by it the hills arc 
avoided. The whole distance from Broach to Kookurmoonda is eighty-nine 
miles. From Unklesir to Kookurmoonda the road is level and good as far as 
Luiibutwan, from which place, when the straight road by Phokree gets cut up 
by the trafHc, carts make a slight detour to the northward, a road goiug by 
the villages of Mowja and Kanib, uniting again, however, at Tabdar, on the 
Mohun liver. The ascent is considerable, but gradual. From hence it joins 
the main road at Gluikra vi& Burodeo. Jhe distance to Kookurmoonda is 
eighty-four and a half miles. A road* considerably to the southward of tliis, 
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Striking ofT from the village of Kurra, on the Kim rtveri and passing by tlie 
villages of Nandola, Gorbad, Buletee, Cheetuldar, and Bccjulwarco, joins it at 
Jhouk. The ascent is rather steeper than the above, and 1 am not aware of 
the object of such a detour, unless, perhaps, there are fewer places at which 
carts pay toll. Traffic, however, is not confined to these two roads. Timber 
is cut in considerable quantities in these hills, and the country^ between being 
flat, carts are not restricted to any particular tracks. Near the village of 
Khaut is the main pass through the.4c hills, and where the roads from the large 
villages in the Surat Collectorale, Bhodan, and IVlandvee Furgunas, luoet. 
The ascent is easy, but the road might be much improved, by being widened, 
and the stones See, removed. From hence' it proceeds toChukra. Carts IVoiii 
Surat generally come vi& Bhodan, from which place to Kooktirmooiida the 
distance is seventy-nine and a half mile.s, and from Mandvee sixty-nine miles. 
From these lastmcntioncd routes a road breaks olf from (iiingapoor, and 
proceeding along the banks of the southern brancli of the Wnree river, divides 
inlo several others, running into the heart of the hills, generally speaking very 
steep and difficult in parts, and so narrow that carts are iolally unable to pass 
one another, and are often the cause of great inconvenience and annoyance, if 
two strings meet. The only remaining road of consoqiionco is that from 
Bhodan to Wanjpuor, not that it is any place of importance, but the villages 
all along are more or less cm|)oria for timber; and from it there is easy 
access to the valleys, in which the wood is felled. The above description will, I 
trust, convey an idea bow the country is intersected by roads available for traffic. 

Watku, — The Rajpcepln and other districts surveyed by me are watered by 
numerous small rivers : many of them, however, are dry during the hot season, 
or rather run in an underground current where the soil is sandy, and ap[)ear 
above the surface where it is rocky and hard. 

Kirjun liiver . — The chief among them is the Kirjun river, which takes its 
rise in the hills situated in the Nanchull Furguna, flows generally in a north-" 
criy direction, and joins the Nerbudda river at Uoond. Its bed, till it 
emerges from the hills close lo Nandod, is rocky, and its banks precipitous, at 
intervals appearing to cleave its way through the hills. It continues flowing all 
the year round, the average depth kncc-dcep, except in sainc particular locali- 
ties, where for several hundred yards together it is quite unfordable. Its 
breadth is tolerably uniform, about fifty yards. A little north of the village of 
Jhampa it contracts somewhat, and goes over a ledge of rocks about twelve 
feet deep, forming a small but pretty waterfall, wiiich, if advantage wore, 
taken of it, might be made available for a savr-mlll. Tamarisk, Peloo, and 
other jungle trees grow luxuriantly in the bed^ and among the rocks in the 
river; and the water, though clear* and sparkling, must be impregnated with 
vegetable matter. 
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MohuUf Tiroo^ and D&mun Rivers , — ^The Kirjuti river is Fed by many tribu-* 
taries, viz. the Moliun, Tiroo, and Domuti rivers, and other little streams not 
distinguished by names. The Mohun river takes its rise in the hills near 
Oanewar, in the Nanchiill Purgiitna. For a considerable part of jts course, it 
divides the Rooda and Burgainna Purgunus, and joins the Kirjiin at Thowa. 
The Tiroo river has its origin in the lofty hills near Chcechamalee, is supplied 
by many streams, and meets tiie Domun river near Gantolee; from whence, 
• after u tortuous course through the hills, it fprms a junction with the Kirjun at 
the village of Bootwa. The numerous small strcuins which intersect the country 
to the northward of the hills, from Gora t6 the Kirjiiii, are not distinguished by 
any particular names. They are, generally speaking, dry on the surface during 
the hot months, though water in abundance is procured by digging kucha 
wells in their beds. From the Kirjun westward to the Mahdoomutec 
river, the almost innumerable nullas concentrate themselves into two streams, 
near the villages of IVeckolec and Lukkreen, and arc for the most part of the 
same description as the lastmcntioned ones. 

Makdoomiiter^ Hoondiva, and Knverec Rirers . — The INIahdoomuteo, Boond- 
wa, and Kaveroe arc very minor rivers. The former ri^es close to the 
Knisurwa hill station of the Grand Trigonometrical Survey, Ihnvs through tlie 
valley in which the village of Wankole is situated, is joined hy many nullas, 
and discharges itself into the Nerbudda near the village of INonkur. It flows 
ill a slender stream nil the year round. The Boomhva river is divided into 
two brunches, which meet shortly before it joins the Nerbudda. Its sources 
are the low hills in the north of the l{iit(onpoor Piirguna, ami its course is 
through undulating ground and thick jungle. Tlie Kaveree river rises near 
the village of Wuikota, [msses through small hills and jungle in a winding 
course, and meets the Nerbudda about two mile.s above Gow'ulce. 

Amnraivatee , — The Amurawatee river has its origin in the hills situated in 
the north-cast portion of the Ncytrung Wurkotu Purguna, and flows in two 
distinct streams as far as the village of I’uthor. From thence it runs in a 
westerly direction till it enters the Broach Collectorato near the villages of 
Limbhut and Ileernpoor. It then takes a turn to the northward, and 
discharges itself into the Nerbudda. 

Kim River . — The next river in point of magnitude to the Kirjun is the Kim. 
Its sources are the hills in the vicinity of the villages of Sondkree and Motia. It 
is joined hy several large tributaries, such as tlSe Tokree nulla, and a large nulla 
near Mangrole (not (fistinguished by any. name), which drain nearly the whole 
of the Mandel Tupch and Rooda Purgunas. Its course is excessively winding, 
and the volume of water in it but small, except on the occasion of freshes 
coming down from the hills. At Kim Aumlee it enters the British territory, 
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and from thence flows in a westerly directioni till it discharges itself into the 
Gulf of Cambay. 

Wwree River . — The main branch of the WiireC river rises in the hills aitutfted 
in the southern portion of the Rooda Purguna. The centre brunch comes 
from the hills on each sid^ of the valley in which the road by Khuut pusKcs, 
and the southern branch rises in the Nanchull Purguna* The two hitter 
streams, after receiving many minor ones from the hills, unite at the village 
of Degaree, in the Deogur Purguna, and from thonce meet the main river at 
Deogur itself. Pin.illy, after traversing nearly the whole of the Mandvee Zilla 
in a south-westerly direction, it joins the Taptce near the village of Wurclee. 
It flows all the year round above the surface where hard and rocky, and in 
an underground current where soft. 

ylyVi/iriTiim-.— The sources of the Ajana river are the lofty hills in the southern 
portion of the Nanchull Purguna. Its course is very winding Ihrongh the 
hills, its hed is rocky and uneven, and its hanks precipitous; in fact, it appears 
as if it had regularly cleaved its way tiurough the hills. Numerous ntillas join 
it on either side. It emerges from the hills close to the vilhige of Hungalee 
Tille(?, in the Panchmowlee Purguna, and joins the Ta|)tec at the vilhigo of 
JMiigntrao. 

Doodun River . — The Doodan river takes its rise in the eastern side of the 
above hills, and flows in an easterly direction though the Sukhbara Purguna, 
and discharges itself into the Taptce at the village of Oormirdn. 

Tlie above enumerated are the principal .•streams which water the district 
surveyed l)y m<!. 

Puldui Walls , — The Purgnnas of Nandod, Paneitha, Blialod, Jugrcca, 
Gowalce, W'usravee, (Julia, Turkeysir, Bhodan, and Mandvee contain n good 
many pukka wells, though hardly in proportion to the number of vilhiges. 
In the remaining portion of the district they are very scarce, owing, I presume, 
to the poverty of the inliabitants. The want of tliem, however, is hut little 
felt, as the villages are for the most part situated on the banks of rivers and 
ijullas, in the beds of which, when dry, kucha wells are dug. 

Soil and Pkoductions.— T he soil in such a large tract of country, distin- 
guished by so many varieties of con figuration, rniiRt of course vary much ; Imt, 
as far as I can judge, it is extremely fertile, an^ were the country suflicientl;^ 
populated, the returns from it would be great. 

As I have before stated, the only portions of these districts at all well 
cultivated are those on the baflks of the Nerbudda an8 Taptce rivers, and 
adjoining the Broach and Surat CoUectorates. ' Tlic priiicipat productions are 
Toor, Castor Oil, Jowaree, Cotton, Grem, Sugarcane, Rice, Hemp, Wlieat, 
Dajree, and Tobacco, It is however only in the Purgunas mentioned in the 
last paragraph that these are much cultivated ; indeed, the three latter are not 
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very plentiful. In the hill and other Purgunas, Toor, and a coarse description 
of Rice, Kodra, Buntee, Mhar, and Bowta are grown, which form the 
chief subsistence of the BheeIB,^at least the four latter do. These are a very 
minute description of rice, about the size of mustard seed. The Kodra 
requires a particular preparation before it is fit for food, viz. to be washed and 
steeped in water two or three times, and dried after each successive washing ; 
otherwise, if made into bread, and eaten without these precautions ^cing taken, 
giddiness and insensibility arc produced, which would probably cause death. 
Scarcely any of the luxuries, only the necessaries of life arc for the most part 
grown ; even in the most flourishing Purgunas little else but grain is raised : 
the general poverty of the inhabitants, I presume, prevents them sowing any of 
the more expensive articles of food, as the cultivator does in Guzerat, viz. 
Coriander seed, Cummin seed, Aniseed, and the other various spices univer- 
» sally used by Natives, and which not only find a ready sale, but amply 
remunerate him. Most of the Tobacco and Goor consumed in the country is 
imported, the little that is grown not being nearly equal to the demand. 

Mooks of Cultivation. — The mode of cultivation in the plains assimilates 
much with that pursued in Guzerat, and the agricultural implements employed 
arc the same. 

One thing particularly struck me, however, and that was the total absence 
of irrigation of any description. It must, I suppose, be attributed to the fact 
of the soil in these parts being black, which does not require to be watered 
artificially, I believe, otherwise it might be presumed that the inhabitants of 
the large and apparently flourishing villages would sink wells for the purpose, 
as in Guzerat. 

In the liilly tract, the metliod of cultivating is very different: the nature 
and configuration of the country in many parts utterly preclude the use of a 
jdough. and in this case the ground is tilled with hoes, pickaxes, kc. Owing 
to the wandering life led by the Bhccls, the cultivation is but scanty, 
and the same patch is not sown more than perhaps a couple of years in suc- 
cession. In lieu of manuring, the jungle is felled and spread all over the 
future field to dry, and a little before the rains it is set fire to, and prepared for 
the seed. 

Modus and Ratcs ojp Afi^cssMUNT. — It is of course difficult for a person 
iiqjt very well acquainted with revenue matters to report on the modes and 
rates of assessment in a foreign State, where he is unable to make many 
iiujuiries on this head]| except in an iiicfirect nirftiner, from the cultivators them- 
selves, in case of arousing the jealous appi^ehensioifs of the rulers; and accord- 
ingly I fear my remarks on this subject will be rather meagre. The following, 
however, is the best iulormation I could get. The modes and rates of assess- 
ment vary according to the Purgunas, In some it is levied in kind, in others 
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on the bcoga/in some, *on each plough; other Purgunas, again, arc given in 
Izzara (or farmed out); in the hillrf, the houses are taxed. Where it is levied 
in kind, the State I believe takes one-third of th(f produce. The rate on each 
plougl) varies from Rs. 8 to Rs. 1 1 per annum, and the tax on the houses in 
the hills is Rs. 6, and Rs. 2 or Rs. 3 on each hoe used. Formerly, as I be- 
fore stated, (even at the commencement of the survey,) many of the Purgunas 
of Rajpeepla were given in Izzara, but now I believe they have all been 
resumed, and the revenue is now collected, at the proper season, by the ofticers 
of the Raja, duly appointed for this purpose. The whole of the (Jaekwar’s Pur- 
gtinas, without exception, arc given in Izzara. The two to the westward do 
not appear to sufler much from this system, owing, I presume, to the absence 
of jungle, and a more independent population, consisting greatly of IJoras, 
Kooiibees, Rajpoots, &c.; and, I believe, though Izzap, the rates assimilate 
iniicli with those levied in the adjoining British territory. To the eastward, 
Iiovvever, it is far difftTcnt : the evils of the Izzara system manifest themselvos 
permanently in the desolate aspect of the land. The short-sighted policy of 
the Izzardttrs leads them to harass their tenants, and to screw as much as |K)s- 
siblc out of them. Instead of conciliating peo|>lo leading such an erratic 
life as the Rheela do, the very reverse is the course^ pursued : they are 
oppressed and ground down by the Izzardars, and arc subjected to exactions 
from a lawless soldiery, who take what they want witlioul paying for it, and 
compel labour without remunerating it ; and what is the cotise(|uence ? LTnahle 
to bear such treatment, they desert their villages, and emigrate to other parts 
of the country, where they are less harshly used. In the Nanrhull Purgunn 
alone, out of ninety-seven villages nominally, only thirty-one arc inhabited. 
This fact alone would, I am of opinion, condemn this atrocious system! As 
before remarked, tlie soil in the neighbourhood of the Taptec appears Very 
fertile, and by proper encouragement and judicious advances in money, or 
remission of taxes, the inhabitants wouId> I am persuaded, convert in a few 
years the narrow strip of land between it and the hills into one mass of culti- 
vation, instead of being now for the most part scarcely anything but jungle. 

Towns, Sec. — NandUxl . — In the Rajpecpia district, the only place worthy 
of the designation of a town is that of Nandod, a short description of which 
was given in the former part of this Memoir; and int(^it is diverted nearly all 
the resources of the country. Being the residence of the Raja, most of th^ 
wealthy inhabitants of the district are congregated here, and carry on a thriv-* 
ing trade with the Bheels. It has a IilVgc and well supplied bazar. The 
Kirjun river winds round it, with a copsiderable d£*tour to*the westward, and 
between it and the town is an extensive palmyra grove, and a good of 
cultivation. 

ilveec/a.— The next in point of importance is the little town of Aveeda, or 
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rather large pillage, containing 73r> houses. *There are' also four shopa, and 
supplies pretty abundant. No people oF much influence live in it, Nandod 
holding out greater advantages to such. 

Paneitha, — Puncitha is the next largest : it contains 600 houses, but only 
two Butiyas' shops. 

.BhalutL — Bhaiod possesses 500 houses and five shops, with a popiitatiori 
of 2,500. 

Juurvea . — In point of consequence, Jugreca stands next : it consists of 300 
houses, seven shops, and 1,500 inhabitants. 

Besides the four nbovcnnmtioned villages, there arc many others in the 
Nandod, Blialod, Puneltha, Gowalcc, and Jugreca Purgnnas, averaging from 
150 to 250 houses; and taken altogether, they may be characterised as being 
tolerably prosperous and thriving. Unfortunately, as I before remarked, by 
some accident, I did not get a statistical report of twenty-one villages in the 
Nanilod Purgunu ; but from iny observations, and comparing them with those 
\illagcs regarding which I have got inforniation, I think it may safely be 
assumed that the |)opulation of these may be put down as about 9,000. 

Vii.LXfiJN. — Including the above, the villages of llaj|»eepla are altogctlier 
550, the generality 'of them for the most part wretched Bheel hamlets, rarely 
exceeding twenty huts. In the plains they arc clustered together, but in the 
very billy tract they ftre spread over an area of three or four square miles. 

Inams. — O ut of these villages, sixty-seven we given in Inam, and over 
Sakhbara the Raja has but nominal authority. 

The TiiuniTORY ov Ills Highness the Gaerwak contains altogether 194 
villages. 

Kiltliur , — The largest and most important is the small town of Knthor, in 
the Onlla Purguna, which consists of 2,000 houses, and a population of 7,000 
inhabitants. 'I’heie are only eight Buiiyas’ shojm. Such a paucity may bo 
accounted for from the inhabitants b^dng nearly all agricultural, and from its 
being within anVasy distance of Surat. 

Velacha^ In the Wiisrnvee Purguna, the village of Velacha is the most 
important. It contains 250 houses, and six shops, and is the residence of the 
Komaviadur, under whose control, too, is the adjoining Purguna of the Mandel 
Tupeh. 

The villages of Limbara, Iluttoorun, and Lowara consist of between 200 
and 300 houses respectively, and the other smaller villages, both in tliis and 
the Gulla Purguna, appear flourishing. 

ManyroL — At the village of Mangrol, in the Mandel Tupeh, a yearly fair 
assembles in the month of January, and traders from all parts of the county 
resort to It. The villages in the five Purgunas eastward of the Maiidvee Zilla 
are all miserable Dhecl hamlets. 
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The Buraffaum Purguna is entirely given in Inam ; all the otliers are Izzarn. 

Forts. — Near the deserted village of Panchinovviee, situated on the Taptee, 
is a small fort or Ouree, in riiifls; further on is the small hill fort of Purgiit, 
overlooking the village of Futtchgur, but is itself commanded by the hills in 
the vicinity. It also is deserted, and is entirely dismantled. The fort of 
Wanjpoor is a pukka built one, about eighty yards square, and is garrisoned 
by a few daekwar’s soldiers. It is^ I understand, used as a prison, where 
desperate offenders are confined. 

Mandvrb Zilla. — The Mandvee Zilla and Tiirkeysir, under the control of 
the Collector of Surat, consists of 123 villages. The town of Mfimliw, situated 
on the Tuptee, contains upwards of 1 ,300 houses, and about 5,000 inliubitanls. 
Formerly, it must have been a place of considerable importance. It was siv- 
rounded by a wall, but it has now fallen into ruins, and a good deal of the 
town too has become much dilapidated. There arc fifly-fivc Runyns’ shops, 
and a tolerably well supplied bazar; there are also nine temples and mosques. 
The Mumlutdor of the Zilla resides here. 

Bhodun . — Bhodan contains 050 houses, and 2,500 inhabitants. It has a 
well supplied bazar. 

Turhftjsir . — Turkeysir consists of 800 houses, and about 30 sliops. The vil- 
lages in the Bhodan, Mandvee, and PatuI Purguiias contam, on an average, 
50 to 100 houses, and appear thriving, but those in the* Deogiir and Dudwnra 
Purgunns are, generally speaking, much smaller. Nine villages have been 
given in Inaoi. At the village of Serkuoee, in the Dudwara Purgunn, a W'eck- 
ly fair assembles, as also at Deognr. 

Trmplks, Mosques, &c. — In the Purgnnas bordering on the Nerbndda and 
Taptee rivers, there are a good many small temples and mosques, generally 
built of hewn stone or pukka masonry. I saw none, liowever, particularly 
striking or remarkable from the style of architecture. At Soorpun there are 
two small ones, where annually, as I before remarked, great an inliers of people 
resort, 1 presume from the sanctity in which the Nerbudda river is held. 
About two miles south of Dhoomkhull there are the remains of a few temples, 
and some carved images of their gods, tolerably well executed, scattered about, 
and had it not been very difficult to convey them through such a hilly country, 
I should have brought away some as specimens. Tt^e Mahomedan places of 
worship are not very numerous : among the most noted is the shrine of Blia- 
war Ghare, situated on the top of the small hill, in which is the cornelian mine, 
and is inhabited by Seedees. In the village of Anumdeyra, in the Mansel 
Tupeh, is a small mosque, built to celebrate the birth of the Peer, in whose 
honour the temples and tank at Serkeej, five miles west of Ahmedabad, on 
the Saburmutee river, were constructed. Regarding any of the other temples 
and mosques I have heard no legends, or remarkable facts connected with them. 



TiiANAfl.— For the maintenance of order, twenty-one Tlmnns, composed of n 
few Sowars and foot soldiers each, arc scattered tliroii^hout the Kajpeepla 
district. They arc placed, gonerally speaking, the Kusba or head village 
of the different Pnrgiinas. The Nandod Piirgiina, being the most important, 
contains three, Flialod and Ruttonpoor two each. The Gnjnrgotn, Morejuree, 
and Nawagaum Purgiinas are destitute of any» and all the others have one 
each. The Thanadars arc vested with consideiMl)lc powers, exercise (ho 
administration of justice, and superintend the revenue matters of their respec- 
tive Purgunas. 

Clio WK FES. — In addition to the above, there are eleven Chowkees, of about 
three or four sepoys each. 

• ZijKATs. — T axes on carts, conveying the timber cut in the district, arc levied 
at eleven Zukats and one Naka. They are situated for the most part on the 
main road from Sakhbara. The rate charged on each cart at the former 
varies from twelve annas to one rupee, at the latter two pice or one nmia. 
On payment bcii»g made, a pass is given to the payer, which protects him 
from further demands in the same Purguua ; but on entering another it is value- 
less, and he has to pay again us often as he passes through a Purguna, where 
there is a Zukat. 

In the Gaekwar*8 districts there arc also ten Thanas and one Chowkec, 
pretty much on the same footing as those in Rajpec^pla, I believe. The taxe.s 
on carts are collected at twelve Zukats and four Nakas. 

In the British territory, there are five Thanas, but no Zukats, where 
taxes on wood arc levied. 

CoMMEKCE. — For a country containing so many squai'c miles, the commerce 
carried on is not so large as might he expected, and, with the exception of 
wood, the exports arc few, and the resources of the country are but very little 
developed. The internal tra<le of Hajpccpla, north of the hills, is almost in the 
hands of the ricii Shrolfs and Soucar.s residing in Nandod. Having hitherto 
been the Izzardars of the Purgunas, the Bheels are more or less under their in- 
fluence. They advance them mpney for agricultural purposes, and at the time 
of harvest recover it with heavy interest, or take grain in lieu ; and so year 
after year, the same course is pursued, leaving the Bhcel.s nearly destitute, 
living from hand to moutir; and unable to get profit from their scanty crops. 

The Koonbccs also of these Purgunas dispose of their graip to the Shroffs, 
to enable them to pay their rents. Rice and Toor are sent in considerable quan- 
tities to Broach, and wheat imported in lieu, Samber hides, both raw and 
manufactured, hemp, raw and also made into Patcc, JIuldee, &c. are export- 
ed, and articles of European and Native manufacture brought back instead, 
luch as longcloth, chintzes, wrought iron, kumiees, sugar, spices, salt, &c. 

About the Dewalee, traders from Broach, Surat, &c. come in numbers into 
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the hill districts especially, and carry on a conaii^rablc trUde, or rather barter, 
with the Bheels, taking Uieir surplus rtcc and toor in exchange tor clolh, 
tobacco, goor, salt, salt fish, irc.imnd in these transactions I fancy the advantage 
is all on their side. Numerous Parsecs, from Unklesir especially, have located 
themselves among the Uhecis, and carry on a good deal of business witli them, 
by retailing licjuor, and advancing tliom money to pay the revenue with. In 
return they get grain and ghee, of which latter large quanlities are made. 

The Wusravee Purguiia contains many villages, inhabited by the Bora caste. 
Those are not only agricultural, but trade with the produce of their crops. 
Likewise the same in the Gulla Piirguna. 

Turkoysir being rather a largo, flourishing place, the trade of the I'urguna is 
in the hands of the Dunyas there, who carry on business witli Surat, Unk- 
lesir, &c. 

In the Mandvoe Zilla, through the weekly bazars held at Dcogur and 
Serkoocc, most of the trade is diverted into Mandvee itself, wliick l)eing a 
town containing numerous Dunyas and Boras, is of .some conscfjuciico. The 
cliief commerce, liowevcr, of the whole of the tract of country surveyed hy me, 
between the Nerbuddu and Taptec rivers, is undoubtedly limber, princii)ally 
teak. That from Sakhbnru and the southern part of the district is excellent. 
Traders from Broach, Surat, Ihikicsir, «&c. come in vi»ry great numhors, from 
November till June, for it, us during this period the Bheels arc almost depend- 
ent on their axes for a livelihood. In the rains, they curry on what cultiva- 
tion they can. The price of the timber varies from Rs. \\ to Rs. ‘J a load, 
on the spot : for this sum the Bheids fell, slrij), and pack it on the carts. A 
load consists of two, fj^ur, six, or more logs, according to size. The IradfM s 
from Broach and Unklc.sir pay, in addition to this, Rs. 3 or Us. 4 taxes at tin* 
difl'erent Zukats they encounter on the route. Those from Surat pass a great 
part of the way through the British territory, in which no toll is levied; con- 
Bcqiieiitly they have not such large taxes to pay. Besides tlie heavy timber, 
teak rafters in immense (piaiitities, and bamboos of all sizes, arc cx|)orlcd. 

I he rates these are sold at vary according to size, — about one rupee a hundred 
for largo ones. The sums they realize on arrival at their respective destinations 
amply remunerate them, as they sell the timber by measurement according to 
the market value, and the bamboos at ten times the amount, including taxes, 
they paid for them. 

The road from Kookurmoonda being the main one between Khandesh and 
Guzerat, a very great deal of traffic passes along it, by means of Brinjurres. 
From the former country, they bring grain, chiefly wheat, and return w ith tobacco 
and salt, and do a little business en route with the Bliccls ; but I fanejy not 
much. In like manner the Chaniiigs (a tribe somewhat like the Brinjarecs in 
habits, but different in caste) come from Katty war in less numbers than the

above, laden witb.aluhi and red oai tli, used in dyeing, and i^raiie the aame route 
to Khandeah.* They also carry on a small trade with the Blieels, give them 
bullocks for agricultural purposes, and the next year receive grain in lieu. 

1 believe 1 have enumerated all the commerce that takes place, or at all 
events all the particulars 1 could gather respecting it. 

Manufactures. — As I before stated in the commencement of this Me- 
moir, there are but few manufactures. Nandod is celebrated for its cut- 
lery; sword-belts and pouches of sarnber skin arc also made, which arc much 
appreciated. Dungaree cloth and Patce are also woven by the Dhers, who 
reside on the banks of the Nerbudda, but the former not in sufficient quanti- 
• tics for exportation, the supply, as it is, not being sufficient for the demand. 
At Dhoomkhull, I observed the Bheels manufacturing Khutta (the inspissated 
juice of the Kheir tree) which is eaten with Pan Sooparee. The Bheels are 
handy at making baskets and bamboo matting, but I should think, except 
in the vieinity of Nandod, they would not find a market for these urlicle.s. At 
the village of Purdwaniu, in the lluttonpoor Purguna, iron of excellent 
quality used to be smelted, but for some reason or other, the works have been 
discontinued for some years. From Kuttonpoor itself, as 1 before mentioned, 
considerable quantities of cornelians are exported to Cambay. 

I did not come across mines of any other description throughout the district, 
and I do not think any exist. 

Geology. — 1 regret extremely that my perfect ignorance of geology pre- 
cludes ray making remarks on the geological structure of these districts. Had 
1 possessed such knowledge, it would not only have been highly interesting to 
me, but would have made this Report more complete. 

Population. — The population is composed of various castes, and amounts, 
as nearly as 1 can ascertain, to 162,545 for the whole of tlie district surveyed 
by me*, which would give an average of 71*4 souls to every square mile, sup- 
posing that it was all equally inhabited. Such, however, is not the case, and 
1 will endeavour in the succeeding remarks to show the actual numbers as 
they are distributed throughout the land. These statistics were collected by 
me and my surveyors, during the several seasons’ work, and were the result of 
inquiries on the spot, by ascertaining the numbers of houses or huts in the 
different villages, and, in some few villages, by actual computation, from 
all which data a close approximation of the population has, I trust, been 
arrived at. 

First, then, as regards the hilly tract of country contained in a line drawn 
from Gore, on the Nerbudda, to Kupat, on the Mahdoomutee river. Continue 
it to Ambesh, in the Neytriing Purguna, and from thence to Kukreepoora, in 
the Dudwara Purguna. Fallow the line of the Taptee to Kookurmoonda, and 
from tlience uid Sakbbara to DhoomkhulL All this portion of the district 
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is composed of scarisly anything else but hills and thick jungle, and contains 
1,359*5 square miles. Its population is, as nearly as I can ascertain, 
19,121 souls, which gives an average of 14 to every square mile; but even 
in this tract the inhabitants are very unequally apportioned, the large mass of • 
the hills being nearly destitute of any : the majority of them are located in the 
jungly plain, in the centre of the district, and on the banks of the Taptce. 

The seven Purgunas bordering on the Nerbudda, and northward of the hills, 
contain 284*3 miles, with an estimated population of 78,771, and, consequently, 
the average for each square mile is 277*3. 

It must be remembered that this includes the large town of Nandod, in 
which there are at least 20,000 people. 

The Ruttonpoor and Loona Pufgiinas, covering an area of 172 square miles, 
have a population of 10,920; the average, therefore, to each square mile 
is 63*4. 

The remaining portions of the country led nndoscribed are the Purgunas of * 
Wusravec and Gulla, belonging to II is Highness the Gaek war, and the Bri- 
tish territory, viz. Turkeysir, Bhodan, PatuI, and Mandvee, containing alto- 
gether 459 square miles, with a population of 53,723, giving an average, there- 
fore, of 117 souls to every square mile. I will close this part of the subject 
under the head of population by an analysis of the foregoing remarks, from 
which will be seen at a glance the relative proportion which each of the four 
portions 1 have divided the whole district into bear to each other:—

The northern portion being so densely |)opulated, it is easy to conceive 
that by far the largest part of the revenue (amounting, I am informed, to 
Rs. 2,50,000) is derived from it. 
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Castes. The various castes of whicli tlic population is composed are as 
follow : — ‘ 

Oora . — The Cora Purgiina is inhabited almost exclusively by Dhankas. 

* Nandody — In the Nanclod, Paneithai Uholocl, and Gowalee Purgunas, 

the population is made up chiefly of Koonbecs, Kolees, llujpootS; and only a 
few IlheeU. 

Jvf/rem . — The Jugrcca Purguna is the same, with the exception of a few 
Mahomedans being interspersed. 

KantaL — The Kantul Purguna is almost entirely inhabited by Bhcels. 

liuitonpooi \ — About one-half of the villages in the Kuttonpuor Pnrguna are 
occupied by a mixed population of Koonbees, Koleos, Rajpoots, and Mahoiiicd- 
nns (mostly Koras); the other villages are essentially Khcel. 

Loonn . — Tiie population of the Loona Purguna, in proportion to its size, is 
nearly tlie same as the above. 

Wusmvec , — In the VVusravee Purguna the Mahomedans (Koras) predomi- 
nate ; other castes are, however, mixed up with them, such us Kolees, Rajpoots, 
and a few Koonbees and Dhers. 

Gnlta . — The Gulla Purguna appears to consist principally of Banians, 
Kolees, Koonbees, and sonic Dhers. 

Turkrysir, — In the Tiirkeysir J*urguna there arc a considerable number of 
Mahomedans (Koras) ; the remaining population for the most part are Kolees. 
In Turkeysir itself arc plenty of Uunyas. 

Mandvee . — The Mandvee Zilla is made up of several different castes, viz. 
Chowdias, Gauiilus, Kolees, u few Rajpoots, Koonbees, Dhers, and Khcels. 

The wliolc of the remainder of the district is composed entirely of Bheels, 
without the admixture of any other castes. 

The population of the whole district, with the exception of the few Biinyas, 
is entirely agricultural, 'fhe Bheels, however, cultivate only enough to yield 
them a hare subsistence, and that only of the inferior ^rain to any extent, the 
1 ice and toor raised being disposed of us described a few pages back. 

IIaiuts and Customs. — The habits and customs of the people residing on 
the Nerbuddn and the more civilized section of the district, are pretty much 
the same as those in oilier parts of Guzerat, — not cbarnctcrised by any pecii- 
liarilies which would rcndier them singular; I will therefore confine my re- 
marks simply to the Kheel population of the hill tract. 

Physical and Bodily Condition, — As regards their physical and bodily 
condition, they 040 for the most part of middling stature, clean limbed, and 
iniiseular, endowed with extraordinary activity, and are remarkably expert in 
the use of the axe, on which their livi^lihood greatly depends. Their disposi- 
«tions are mild and inoffensive, and they are highly susceptible of any kindness 
shown to tbciii, whilst at the same time they exhibit the greatest patience under 
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the cruel oppression which is often used towards them. I like them very 
much, and liaving spent so many months among flicni, feel mysoireoinpeten’t 
to express an opinion also on their moral conduct. The word IMieor* 1 had 
always previously imagined conveyed an id^a of a lawless, marauding sot, hut 
my experience of these particular Rheols is widely ditferent. No theft, cvoii of 
the most trivial article, was ever committed in my camp, though, had they 
felt inclined to do so, nothing could have been easier, as often for days toge- 
ther I have been located in the little huinlets in the heart of the hills, with 
no protection but three or four lascars ; indeed, so far from appropriating 
anything, on several occasions, when in moving iny camp little articles had been 
left hchiiKl, they would come long march to return them* to mo. Their 
demeanour is civil and obliging, and as I always used conciliatory mcaMiircs 
towards them, I never found any diflicidty in obtaining their services, for felling 
the jungle, wIrmi re(piisito, and for guiding me through the almost pathless 
hills and wilderness. In their intercourse with one another, too, they seem to 
be singularly free from many of the vices rife among more civilized tribes. 

I -never heard of any instances of theft or murder while I was living in the 
midst of them. I'liey are a<ldic(ed to drinking ; and considering the great quan- 
tities of Mowra and toddy trees, from which spirits are distilled, and the 
great temptation held out by the numerous Parsec Tupior shops, it is not 
remarkable. 

SiJCERSTiTiON anh Relioion. — They arc a superstitious race, and nearly 
every village has some hill or other in the vicinity, dedicated to its own special 
Deo. 

Their religion, in common with most Hindoos, appears to he one entirely of 
fear, and on approaching the Deo, he is gtMierally propitiated with offerings. 

On the occasion of an epidemic breaking out, they almost invariably desert 
their villages, and select another site, looking upon the disease as a mark of 
Divine di.splea.siiro. In fids way, in addition to the natural wandering disposi- 
tion of the Bhccis, numerous villages have been deserted ; and such will con- 
stantly be the case, in their marriages they are very lavish, and in this 
way also get into the hands of the shroffs and liquor sellers : they practise 
polygamy. 

Improvements. — The Raja certainly is making great improvemenis in his 
country, by repealing all the Izzaras ; and were this likewise extended to the 
Gaekwar*8 possessions, a marked improvement in those Purgunas would 
doubtless soon exhibit itself. As it is, the resources of the country are nearly 
undeveloped. 

Sakhdara.— Over Sa\hbara the Raja has but nominal sway, and the pre- 
sci>t possessor of the Purguna, Koowar Wussawa, cruelly oppresses the 
people, as is evidenced from the even greater desolation that prevails in this 
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rurguna to that ot others belonging to tfie Raja. Deserted Tillages, and a 
tniirmuriif^, ill-treated population, abound. Without solicitation, Bheela of 
different villages I employed informed me, that at the agricultural period of the 
year, the Wussawa collected, and^compelled them to work in his own private 
fields, and that without remuneration of any kind. It is not wonderful, then, 
that under these harassing and vexatious exactions, they should desert their 
villages, and go to some other places, where they can get greater inducement to 
settle, and better treatment. Such are the results of the short-sighted policy 
of Native cliicfltains, who ruin their revenue permanently foi^ the sake of 
screwing out as much as possible for the firesent. I do not recollect any more 
that I could say on this head which would be interesting; I will therefore 
close this Memoir with a few concluding remarks of a general nature. 

Antiquity. — Of the antiquity of the Raj, there can be no doubt, I think. 
From all 1 can gather, there has been an uninterrupted descent from father to 
son for many generations, and as a distinctive mark, the Raja wears the golden 
anklets, which only Rajas by virtue of long established descent can wear. 
Tradition assigns the island of Perim, in the Gulf of Cambay, as the firstTesi- 
dence of the family, from whence they removed to Bhugwa Daiula, near Surat 
ARer a time, disturbances in the land compelled them, consisting of two bro- 
thers, to quit this place. One. went to nhowiiuggur, near Gogo, and the other 
to Rajpcepla, in which localities their descendants have remained ever since. 
These scraps of information I derived from the family Bhat or bard, and select- 
ed out a numerous assortment of stories and legends he told me. The Raja 
also showed me his family tree, on which, however, very little reliance can be 
placed, as it has been manufactured by the aforesaid Bhat within the last few 
years. Despite all my endeavours, I was unable to get hold of any ancient 
manuscripts which would give me a history of the country, its Rajas, the wars 
it has been engaged in, or in fact anything that would be interesting. It is 
only since the year 1H30 or 1832 that the Rajas liavc taken up their resi- 
dence in Nandod; previous to that they lived in New Rajpeepla, where there 
is a small square fort, and the approach to it very difficult before the road 
was constructed. The pass could easily have been defended ; whilst a few men 
perched up on the surrounding hills could have given notice of any enemy 
attempting to turn it, by crossing the hills themselves, — a feat very difficult 
without a guide. In still more insecure times, they lived in Old Rajpeepla, 
a place almost inaccessible to a foe ignorant of the country, the only 
approaches being narrow footpaths, which could with a little notice be made im- 
passable even for infantry. I was unable to take my horse, led in band, to 
Old Raj peepla, though the hardy little cattle of the Blieels manage to scram- 
ble op and down the hills in a most extraordinary manner. Even on foot I 
found the path difficult and dangerous, from Its steep and broken nature, and 



occuflonally a false step would have sent me down a precipice. Immediately 
behind Old Rajpeepla, which is situated on one ofits spurs, is Deo Sutra, which 
towers 2,000 feet above the plain, and has the remains of un old fort on its 
summit. 1 am inclined to believe that the Raj at some early period was much 
more extensive than it is at present, and that the whole territory now in the 
possession of the Gackwar was originally under the sway of the Rajas of Rn j- 
pcepla. My reasons for supposing so, in addition to the information I glean- 
etl from inquiries, are that the Nerbuddii and 'faptce appear nntutrnl horn- 
(htrieSf more than any other line intermediate, and the Gackwar being a power 
that has created iUelf within a comparatively speaking short time liack, could 
have c»asily taken possession of tlie land it now holds by the strong hand. 
The Mandveo Zill.i till the last few years belonged to a branch of the Ihij- 
peepla house, and 1 understand it was only on its extinction that it lapsed to 
the Rrilish Government. 

I have now, I think, noted down all the observations I made during tho 
lime I was employed in the distiict. 1 will llycrcforc conclude by again bring- 
ing to notice the uniform kindness the Haja has always evinced towards me, 
and the ready assistance he has atiorded, without which it would have been 
iinpoHsihle forme to have surveyed such a wild and difficult country; but from 
the strict injunctions lie issucil t<i ail the Thariadurs, I have always been able 
to acquire information, procure guides, men to fell the jungle, a Biinya with 
iny camp wherever it was, and iu fact enabled me to carry on my duties, 
though arduous, with a degree of pleasure 1 could not have cxjiuriciiccd had 
iiiy plans been at all thwarted ; and 1 am consequently under great obligations 
to him.

RAJlMiEPLA. 


BRIEF ANALYSIS, BY THE EDITOR, OF THE PROCEEDINGS 
OF THE GOVERNMENT OF BOMBAY ON THE SUBJECT 
OF THE DISPUTED SUCCESSION TO THE GADEE OF 
RAJPEEPLA, 1816 to 1821. 

Ajebfling, Raja of Rajpeepla, who, in the year 1786, hacj Buccccded to the 
Gadee on the death of his father Ryesing, died in 1803, in the fifty-thii'd year 
of his age, leaving two sons by diflTcrent mothers, the eldest named Ramsirig, 
and the youngest N arsing. 

Ajebsing was succeeded by iiis eldest son, Ranising, who had three wives, 
the youngest of whom, named Soorujkoor, was the dnnghtcr of Runa Jeet- 
sing of Mandwa, and the reputed mother of Piirtuub Sing, who Hubscquently 
laid claim to succeed to the Rajpeepla Gadee, in opposition to jlhe claims of 
Narsing. 

Raja Ramsing being addicted to an inordinate use of intoxicating drugs, 
he was reduced to a state of perfect imbecility of mind, and in con- 
sequence he became incapacitated for conducting the management of the 
Rajpeepla State. In February 1810 the Gackwar Government vested Pur- 
taub Sing with the authority of his reputed father, Ranising, who dying on the 
10th of May following, his brother Narsing advanced a claim to the Gadee of 
Rajpeepla. 

In support of his claim, Narsing produced documents from many respectahlc 
residents of Rajpeepla, and from some of the neighbouring Chieftains of his 
caste, acknowledging him ns the legitimate heir to that principality, and 
asserting that Purtaub Sing was not the son of the deceased Raja, but the 
offsfSring of a Rajpoot of the name of Rana Jyesing ; and that he had been 
purchased by Soorujkoor (the youngest wife of Raja Kamsing) with the in- 
tention of imposing him upon her husband as her own child. On the other 
hand, Purtaub Sing’s party asserted that Soorujkoor had really been delivered 
of a child at Mandwa, and that that child was Purtaub Sing, the claimant to 
the Gadee of Rajpeepla. 
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In 1815, Naisiiig and Purtaub Sing agreed to auspend the exercise of au- 
thority during the investigation by a Punchayetof their respective claims to the 
(viulee, leaving the Uaekwar to administer the afTairs of Rajpeopla until their 
case should have been fully inquired into and decided. The repeated elihrts 
of the Gaekwar Government to restore tranquillity, chiefly with the view of 
preserving its tributary rights, having been uniformly frustrated, the British 
Government determined to take upon itself the arbitration of the rival claims 
of Narsing and Purtaub Sing to the Rnjpeepla Gadee. 

It was originally proposed that the dispute regarding the succession to the 
Rajpeeplu Chiefship should be referred to a Punchayet, to be composed of the 
Raja of Oodepoor and other Chiefs; but the unfair partiality shown by the 
Gaekwar to Purtaub Sing, and the influence which His Highness would natu- 
rally possess over a Punchayet, to be composed of his tributary Chieftains, 
rendered it very imprcibable that u fair and just inquiry and decision would 
by that means be ensfired. 

For these reasons, Mr. Williams, Resident at Baroda, on the 24th May 
1819 recotiiinended that he should be empowered by Government to proceed 
in the investigation of these rival chiitns, and report the result for the decision of 
Government. Mr. Williams stated that from inquiries he had already insti- 
tuted, and from the documents which had been presented to him by Narsing 
in support of his claims, he was induced to view them in the most favourable 
light; that ut different stages of the investigation he had called upon Purtaub 
Sing and his party to produce any evidence of which they might be in posses- 
sion, in opposition to the proofs contained in those documents that Purtaub 
Sing was not the son of Ramsing the deceased Raja, but the offspring of a 
Rajpoot of the name of Rana Jyesing, but that with this call Purtaub 
Sing and his party had, under various pretences, evaded compliance, and 
in reply, had only produced a long historical statement of the disturbances 
in Rajpeepla ; and while asserting that the wife of Ramsing had really been 
confined of a child at Mandwa, they brought no witnesses forward in substan- 
tiation of their statement, and evinced no anxiety for the prosecution of the 
investigation. 

Mr. Williams accordingly warned Purtaub Sing and his party, that as Narsing 
had given in all the evidence he thought necessary for substantiating the 
legality of his title, he (Mr. Williams) expected that they would, without further 
evasion or delay, bring forward what they had to offer in refutation of his claim, 
and that otherwise he would consider their silence as an acknowledgment of 
the illegality of their pretensions. Mr. Williams^as, on the 7th June 1819, 
authorised by Government to institute an inquiry into the claims of the two 
competitors to the government of Rajpeepla. 

On the 18th May 1820, Mr. Williams forwarded copy of a letter from his 
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Asdifttant, Mr. J. P. Willoughby, liated the March preceding, containing 
a nummary of the principal evidence which had been produced hy Nuraiiig and 
Purtaul) Sing in siijiport of their respective claims. Mr. Williams observed, 
that the pretensions of Narsing were the better grounded of the two, but he 
considered it advisable, before any (iiial decision should be passed, that Major 
Ballantine, Political Agent in Kattywar and the Malice Kanta, should be 
deputed to Rajpeepla, to inquire still further into the disputed claim to the 
succession, and to investigate several particulars not yet satisfactorily estublisliod. 

In reply, Mr. Norris, acting Resident at Buroda, was on the 9th June 1820 
informed, that the inquiries remaining to be instituted previously to the final 
arbitration of the claim should be conducted by Mr. Willoughby, who had 
shown himself so competent to the duty. On the 26th November 1820, Mr. 
Norris reported, that in conformity with these instructions, Mr. Willoughby 
hud on the preceding day proceeded to Rajpeepla, and he ut the same time 
forwarded copy of the instructions with which he had fiirtiished that ofliccr for 
his guidance. On the 29th November 1820, Mr. Norris was directed to urge 
His Highness the Gaekwar to come to a speedy decision in this case on the 
receipt of Mr. Willoughby’s report, should he (Mr. Norris) coincide with the 
views of that gentleman. 

On the 5th March 1821, Mr. Norris submitted to Government a report 
from Mr. Willoughby, dated the 20tli February preceding, containing the result 
of his further investigation into the rights of the rival claimants to the Gadee of 
Rajpeepla. After giving an outline of the principal evidence which had been 
elicited by Mr. Willoughby, Mr. Norris declared his conviction of the superiority 
of Narsing’s claim over that of Purtaub Sing, and stated it to be his intention 
to urge His Highness the Gaekwar to agree to the recognition of Narsiiig’s 
rights ; hut as Narsing was blind, and therefore incapacitated from reigning, 
to place his son Veri.saljee on the Gadee of Rajpeepla. 

On the 2nd May 1821, Mr. Norris reported that on the 18th of the preced- 
ing month he had waited upon the Gaekwar for the purpose of conferring 
with His Highness u[ion the question of the Rajpeepla succession, and that the 
Karbarees of Purtaub Sing and Narsing had been present at this interview ; 
that after some discussion it was settled, at Mr. Norris’s recommendation, that 
each party should prepare and produce a paper, within the period of five days, 
containing in detail their objections, if any, to the investigation which had 
taken place, the points on which they might desire further inquiry, and the 
manner in which they might wish such inquiry to be conducted. This fair 
proposal, though acceded to by both parties, was evaded by Purtaub Sing. 

His Highness the Gaekwar, after much delay and discussion, finally decided 
that Narsing’s claim to the Gadee of Rajpeepla had been established, but as 
that Chieflain, from his blindness, was incapacitated from reigning, his eldest 
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son, VeriHaljee,"^ was invested with the sovereignty ofthat petty State, and was 
placed on the Gudee of Rajpeepla on the 16th November 1821. The follow- 
ing proclamation was at the same time issued, on the part of the British and 
Guekwar Governments, to the inhabitants of the district of Rajpeepla : — 

‘*The two Governments above mentioned proclaim, for the information of all 
persons, that the right of Muharana V^^erisaljee to the Chieftainship of Raj- 
pecpla has been ascertained, and that he Inis accordingly been seated on the 
Gudee ; all Ziimindara, Patels, Putwarees, Banians, Rajpoots, Koonbees, Bhats, 
Braniins, &c. &c., high and low, of every caste, residing in Rajpeepla, are 
directed from this time forward to pursue their difterent occupations, and 
cultivate their lands in peace. Prior to this (time), whatever part any one 
may have taken in the past dispute, no molestation will now be in consequence 
offered to him, but all will be permitted to remain in peace who conduct them- 
selves properly, uud arc obedient to the orders of Government.’’ 

On the occasion of Vcrisuljee’s recognition as Raja of Rajpeepla, he entered 
into the following enoagement, promising to be entirely guided for the future 
by the advice of the British Government in all matters connected with the 
management, See. of his Estate : —

“ My representation is as follows : — I have received possession of my 
country from the Guekwar Government, but 1 am certoin that, without the 
aid of the British Government, I sliaii not bo able to make its settlement. 
Therefore, 1 myself and my father, both of us, of our own desire, do agree to 
act, upon everything relating to the settlement of all. the affairs of my country, 
in conformity with the advice of the Honorable Company. Whatever may 
be the desire of the Government, I will act according to it* In conformity 
with this Agreement, whoever may be Chieftain of the country, from genera- 
tion to generation, he will act.

calamities have almost annihilated the population of the Rajpeepla Country. 
Many inhabitants, who either through choice or necessity espoused the views 
of the contending parties, have fallen sacrifices in the cause. In the general 
confusion, neutrality afforded no security; on the contrary, it presented an 
easy prey to supply the wants, or more commonly to satiate the rapacity of 
those in arms. The Kolees and Bheels found a plausible pretext for com- 
mitting the greatest enormities, and foreign mercenaries, composed of Arabs, 
Sindees, and Mukranees, were called in from the surrounding provinces. 
Under this state of affairs, in which every leader of a few soldiery assumed tlio 
powers of Government, it was impossible for the Ryuts to exist, and however 
good might have been the intentions of the Gaekwar Government in attempting 
a suppression of such disorders, it is feared that the less discerning hand of a 
Native Agent might, in the confusion, have unintentionally visited the innocent 
with the punishment due to the guilty. The evils which have ensued are incal- 
culable; a fertile tract, yielding formerly, as is reported, under an oflicient admi- 
nistration, an annual revenue of several lakhs of rupees, extending in length 
60 kos, in breadth GO kos, containing in all about 600 towns and villages, has 
now only fifteen of them inhabited. 

This desolation, as might naturally be supposed, has proved favourable to the 
designs of all sorts of marauders, who find a rich spoil in the neighbouring 
districts of the Honorable Company, and a safe retreat in the wastes of 
Rajpeepla. 

The repeated calls of the Gaekwar for a suppression of tliese evils have hither- 
to been disregarded by the authorities of Rajpeepla, and the inquiries into such 
neglect, which have been instituted by the officers of this Government, have de- 
veloped the total inability of Piirtaub Sing to redress or even to account for 
the grievances complained of. The mercenaries who were invited to aid the 
pretensions of Nursing, and those who were enlisted to maintain the authority of 
Purtaub Sing, had succeeded in acquiring such a controlling influence over 
their employers and the possession of their forts, as to render appeal to either 
of them nugatory. This state of circumstances, and the probable sacrifice of 
all the rights of the Gaekwar in Rajpeepla, demanded an immediate reform, 
to effect which indispensable object, Witooba Bhow, the Kanjee Dewan, was 
deputed with a force in the month of August last to that quarter. 

Considering the absolute necessity of subduing a power, which not only the 



testimony of Purtaub Sing's mother, but the correspondence by Witooba 
Bhow prove to have been usurped, any steps productive of a change for the 
better would have been warrantable. The proceedings of that Minister, as 
detailed in the enclosed'* translate of a Memorandum which he presented to 
me, were directed, however, to a peaceable attainment of the objects of his em- 
ployment. Ah his Chieftain was to remove the parties from the thraldom of the 
Jumadars, so his first care was to accomplish his views without a recurrence 
to those measures which had already inflicted such deep distress on the inhabit- 
ants. The plea of giving weight to his acts by the authority of the reputed 
mother of Purtaub Sing was judiciously arranged and successfully executed, 
and though he was not left to conduct the negotiations himself to the desired 
issue, by his rocal to the seat of Government from the news of the Shastree's 
assassination, they were nevertheless entrusted to the management of an 
intelligent servant, Ana Da mother, who brought them to a termination. 

The accom|)anying'* documents, referring to the agreements entered into with 
Purtaub Sing and Nursing, with such as were stipulated by the Jumadars on 
their peaceable surrender of Rujpeepla to the Gaekwar troops, will elucidate, 
I trust, to the satisfaction of the Right Honorable the Governor in Council, the 
propriety of the motives which dictated these engagements. The expediency 
of crushing the usurpation of the Jumadars and their troops was of primary 
importance, and since the troubles of the last four years were entirely nttri* 
billed to the pretensions advanced by Narsing to the Oadee of Rajpcepla, in 
which it is said he is supported against Purtaub Sing by a large proportion 
of the subjects in that State, it becomes indispensably rec|uisite to establish an 
investigation into their respective claims. Assertions of the spurious origin 
of Purtaub Sing, whicli the Kolee chieftains have adduced in extenuation of 
their support of Nursing's insurrections, have never yet been discussed, 
and their truth can only be determined by the arbitration of a respectable 
Punchayet, to whose decision the two competitors have voluntarily submitted 
their pretensions. The total incapacity evinced by Purtaub Sing to maintain 
his control, might authorise a discontinuance of our countenance ; and should 
he fail to substantiate his priority of claim from birth to Narsing, he can surely 
no longer be entitled to our ^irotection. 

However much it is to be regretted that the avowed defect in Purtaub Sing 
could not be established on the death of Ramsing (the reputed father of 
Purtaub), a careful investigation is now found to be the sole alternative for 
reconciling the quarrels of the contending parties and restoring tranquillity to 
the country. 

The period allowed for determining their rights is of sufficient duration to 
admit of that strict scrutiny which shall ensure an equitable decision. The

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arrangements which Narsing and Porcaub Sing have concluded^ to suspend the 
exercise of authority during that time, and their mutual stipulations that the 
Gaekwar shall administer the affairs of Rajpeepla until fully indeinnihcd for 
the expenses incurred on accdunt of that State, have been called for by the 
situation in which the Gaekwar was placed. The necessity will be obvious, 
when it is considered that, in addition to the unavoidable disbursements incur- 
red by the late equipment under Witooba Show, amounting to Rs. 2,44, 1 23-3-31, 
as set forth in the enclosure, there exists an outstanding balance of debts on 
the State hitherto under the llliiindaree of the Sobundee Jumadar of that 
Pi'iucipality, aggregating against Rajpeepla no less than Rs. 9,00,623-3-31. 

During the period likewise which will elapse to fulfil these engagements, 
every pains will be taken by the servants of the Gaekwar to apply a 
remedy to existing evils. No exertion will be spared to keep the country in 
tranquillity, and to restore it to prosperity. Under this arrangement, it will 
be impossible for the disorderly to find an asylum, as hitherto, in Rajpeepla, 
and the disaffected Kolees and Bheels, from the public investigation of the 
claims of the competitors for the sovereignty of that State, will no longer find 
a plea for continuing their depredations. It is therefore to be hoped, that by 
the time the Gaekwar shall be indemnified for his extensive demands against 
the Principality of Rajpeepla, the country will be regenerated, and returned to 
its Prince in its primitive flourishing condition, to the permanent happiness of 
the inhabitants, and the security of the surrounding districts.

Sin, — Captain Carnac, in his despatch of the ir)th December 1815,* reported 
the occupation of the territory of Itajpeopla by the Guekvvar troops, and submit- 
ted, for the approval of (jovernincnt, the arrangeinonts that were then made for 
the better government of that country. These provided for the adininistraliou 
of the affairs of Rajpecpia by the Gaekwar until that (jovernment had 
reimbursed itself for (he expenses it had incurred in reducing the turbulent 
Sindians and Arab mercenaries, and bringing the country into a state of 
com]>urative order and tranquillity ; and it was also further determined, that 
the competitors for the Government of Rajpeepla, Narsing and Purtuub Sing, 
should respectively agree to submit their pretensions to the decision of a 
respectable Punchayet, after the expiration of two years, which was considered 
a period of sufficient duration to admit of the requisite investigation being 
made into the clahiis of these rivals, and a suitaide provision was made for 
their maintenance during the interval — that of Purtaiib Sing, greatly exceeding 
the allowance made to Nursing, for what reason does not appear, although, 
from what 1 shall hereafter relate, some motive may be apparent for the 
inequality of the allowances. With regard to the original plan of submitting 
these claims to the decision of a respectable Punchayet, it would, if it were 
possible to form such a Court, composed of disinterested and unbiassed men, 
be highly desirable; but as this cannot be expected, from the cause of Purtaub 
Sing having been espoused by the mother of His Highness Syajee Rao, 
who has been induced to lend her support, through the intrigues of the 
Minister Witul Rao Bhow, whose motives for taking the part he has 
done, arising out of his connection with some of the creditors of the Raj- 
peepla State, and from the charges which the Gaekwar Government exhibit, 
as incidental to the employment of their troops, having been incurred under 
his direction, and from the knowledge which he possesses of Narsing

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and Ilia agents being prepared by their accounts^ and local knowledge, to 
check many items of those charges, and also to show that many of the debts 
will on due investigation prove susceptible of great reduction ; whereas, should 
Purtaub Sing’s claim to the government be admitted, from the support which he 
huH always received from that party, it is not likely that lie will be forward with 
any plan that would tend to diminish their interested expectations. 1 would 
tlicrefore recommend, that, under this sUite of eifeumstnnees, the British Go- 
vernment take ii|)on themselves the arbitration of the claims of the rival com- 
petitors, and timt I be empowered by Government to proceed in the investiga- 
tion, and report iny proceedings for the decision of tho Right Honorable the 
Governor. From the inquiries which I have already instituted, and the docu- 
ments which have been presented to me by Narsing in support of liis claims, 

I am induced to view them in the most favourable light. These papers, copies 
and translates of which 1 have the honor to forward,* are from many respect- 
able people of Uujpecpia, and other neighbouring Chieftains, &c. of their 
caste, acknowledging Narsing as the legitimate heir to that Government, and 
asserting that Purtaub Sing is not the son of Ramsing, the deceased Raja, 
but that he is the offspring of a Rajpoot of the name of Rana Jeysing, of the 
village of Suttu Saria; that his mother’s name was Kurwiah, who died about 
six years ago; and that Purtaub Sing w'as born in Jeysing’s house, in Sumvut 
1858, corresponding with a . d. 1801-2. Runa Jeysiiiu:, who is stated to be 
father of Purtaub Sing, resides at Maiidwa, near (Jhundorc Kurniilee, and he 
writes, on the 14th February 1819, to Rana Narsing, that the widow of Ram- 
sing, by name Soorujkoor, purchased his son, and that now the whole of his 
caste (to use the words of his letter) accuse him of having destroyed t!)e 
Chieftainship to feed himself. 1 also forward a paper containing the deposi- 
tion of the sister of Purtaub Sing, named Rainba, and married to Gohilpuchor 
Sing, a dependant of Narsing, a woman about thirty-two years of age; it was 
taken by one of my Moonshces, on the 28th ultimo, and gives a more detailed 
account of that transaction. 1 have at different stages of the investigation 
called upon Purtaub Sing and his party to produce any evidence that they 
may be in possession of, in opposition to the story related in tiiese documents, 
but they have hitherto, under various excuses, evaded a compliance with my 
desire, and have only produced a long historical statement of the disturbances 
ill Rajpcepla, which the report of Captain Carnac has put Government in 
possession of. They assert that the wife of Ramsing was brought to bed of a 
child at Mandwa, but bring no witnesses to prove it (I annex* a copy and 
translate of this paper), and have not shown any anxiety for the prosecution of 
the investigation. I have now considered it proper to warn them, that as 
Narsing has given in alt the evidence that he thinks necessary to substantiaio

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the legality of bis title, I expect that they will bring forward what they have to 
offer, in reply ; if they do not, that I must consider their silence as tantamount 
to an acknowledgment of the illegality of their pretensions. My intentions 
DOW are, to procure as correct a statement as possible of the actual collections 
made in Rajpccpla by the Gaekwar Government during the time they have 
administered its affairs, and also an account of the heavy debts which are 
brought forward against that petty State, and I expect to be able, through 
the means of Nursing and his Ministers, to efl’ect a considerable reduction in 
their amount, and I trust that I may at an early period be honored by the 
commands of Government on the subject of this despatch.

Sir, — I n reference to Mr. Secretary Henderson’s letter to my address of the 
7th of June last, 1 have tlie honour to forward, for the consideration of the 
Honorable the Governor in Council, copy of a letter from my Assistant, Mr. 
Willoughby, giving a summary of the principal evidence produced by Narsing 
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and Purtaub Sing, respectively, in support of their claims to the Chieflainship 
of Rajpeepla. 

2. Although from this it cannot fail to be observed that the pretensions of 
Narsing are the better grounded of the two, yet I beg leave to recommend, 
that after the approacliing monsoon, or the first convenient opportunity, 
Major Ballantine may be de|)uted to the spot, to inquire still further into the 
business, and investigate several particulars not yet so Hutisfactorily established 
as could be wished, before a final decision is passed on the point at issue. 

3. I had the honour, in the month of May last, of forwarding, for the infor- 
mation of Government, copies of certain papers 1 had obtained at that period, 
from the parties concerned, and now forward other documents since given me.

Sir, — I have the honour to inform you, tliat in pursuance of your directions, 
I have carefully and minutely examined the evidence'’^ produced both on the 
part of Narsing, as well as on that of Purtaub Sing, in support of their respec- 
tive claims fur the succession to the Chieftuiiishi|) of Rajpeepla, the result of 
wiiich, in examination, (as detailed hereafter) has not made me in any degree 
differ from the opinion expressed in your letter to Government dated the 24th 
of May last, in which you state that from the inquiries you had at that time 
instituted, and from the documents which hud been presented to you by 
Narsing, you were inclined to view his claims in the most favourable light.’* 

2. The evidence produced by both parties is, as might be expected, in some 
points not so satisfactory as could be wished, and in others contradictory, with 
this material difference, that in the evidence delivered by Purtaub Sing these 
points are much more numerous, and of much greater consequence, than those 
observable in that of Narsing; in proof of which, I may adduce one out of 
many examples as being the most glaring, the evidence of a most important 
witness, a female attendant upon Soorujkoor at the time she is stated to have 
been delivered of Purtaub Sing, which, from its importance, will bo more parti- 
cularly adverted to hereafter.

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3« The question I conceive will be placed in the clearest point oF view by 
answering the three following queries: — Were Ramsing and Narsing 
brothers; and if so, which was the senior; and did Uamsing, in virtue of 
his seniority, ascend the Gadee upon the death of his father Ajebsing ? 
2nd. Was Soorujkoor the lawful wife of Ramsing; when was she married to 
him; and was she pregnant at the time she left her husband in continement at 
Nandod to proceed to Mandwa to live with her father? 3rd. Is Purtaub 
Sing the son of Ramsing by his wife Soorujkoor; or docs the evidence of his 
rival Nursing prove him to bc«the son of a Rajpoot of the name of Rana 
Jye.sing, of the village of Suttee Sonvarisfi, sold, when a few days old, by his 
father to Soorujkoor, who attempted to impose upon her husband that he 
(Purtaiil) Sing) was her own child ? When these questions are answered, from 
the evidence before us we shall be enabled the better to judge of the preten- 
sions of both parlies. 

4. It may he proper to observe here that the evidence produced by Piir- 
taub Sing consists principally in a long, confused historical detail of the quar- 
rels and factions w'hicii have at various times occurred amongst the different 
members of the family of the Rajpcepla Chieftains, (?ntirely foicign to the 
point at issue, and on that account may be considered as a presumptive proof 
of the badness of his cause, from his being compelled to resort to such a method 
of representing his claims. 

5. It may be further remarked, that wbat little evidence be has since 
brought forward (after repeated warnings that the cause would be decided 
against him, provided he did not quickly produce better founded proofs of the 
justice of his pretensions,) must be considered ns rather suspicious, from the 
length of time which elapsed before he did produce it, notwithstanding the 
commanding weight of influence wliich has been exerted in his behalf by 
some of the principal members of the Gackwar Government. 

6. The first of the three questions is in every respect answered by the 
evidence in the aflirmative. The greater part of the witnesses on both sides 
agree that Rainsing and Narsing were brothers, and that they were the sons 
of Ajebsing, who died in Siimvut 1869 (corresponding with 1801-02 of the 
Christian era) ; and they likewise agree that when he died, he was succeeded, 
according to the ancient custom of the Rajpeepla Chieftains, in right of pri- 
mogeniture, by his son Ramsing. (See the evidence in particular of Amankoor- 
bace, one of the widows of Ramsing; that of Dadjec Gungaram Purope and 
Gunnesh Desaee, which is fully confirmed by the letter of Huttysing Chowra, 
and that of Meer Umeersing.) 

7. In reply to the second question, it is necessary to state that Ramsing 
had three wives — 1st, Amankoorbaee; 2nd, another, whose name 1 do not find 
mentioned, but only alluded to ; and 3rd, Soorujkoor, the daughter of Rana 
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Jcetsing, of Msindwa, who it appeara he married in consequence of the death 
of his second wife. With reference to the concluding part of the question, it is 
not assorted by any of the witnesses that Soorujkoor was with child at the time 
of her departure from Nandod, but it is positively asserted by Dadjce Gunga 
Purope, whose evidence is supported by that of four other witnesses, that she 
was not, as at that time she was not more than eleven or twelve years of age, 
and therefore too young to become u mother. This witness likewise adds that 
if Soorujkoor had been really pregnant, he must have known it, in consequence 
of certain ceremonies being always performed in the fifth month of pregnancy, 
and which no other Uraniin but himself could have performed, he being the 
otliciating Bramin of the family, and, as such, always residing in the house of 
Pamsiiig. 

8. I have now come to the examination of the last, and most important 
question, and upon which rests the decision of the point at issue — “ Is Purtaub 
Sing the son of Itamsing by his wife Soorujkoor, or does not the evidence of 
Narsing prove him to be tlic son of a Rajpoot of the name of Rana Jyesing, 
and sold by him to Soorujkoor when an infant, who bought it with the inten- 
tion of imposing it upon her husband as her own child ?*’ 

9. The clearest and most equitable manner of replying to this question will 
be, to give a summary of the principal evidence brought forward by both 
parties in any degree bearing upon the question. 

10. The evidence of Purtaub Sing may be divided into three heads, Ist, 
that of difierent Patels, Desaces, and other inhabitants of Itajpeopla and its 
iieiglibourhood ; 2rid, that of Muttunabaee, a female attendant of Soorujkoor at 
the time of her marriage with Rumsiug, and at the time she is said to have 
been delivered of Purtaub Sing; and 3rd, that of Jyesing Rana. 

11. With regard to the first head of the evidence, it cannot be considered 
as any decisive proof of Purtaub Sing’s being bona fide the son of Ramsing, 
ns nothing more can be found either in the depositions, or in the numerous 
letters sent to you from Rajpeeplu, than evidence to prove the fact of a report 
arriving at Rajpeepla either in Sumvut 1857 or 1858, of Soorujkoor paving 
been delivered of a son, who was called Purtaub Sing, and, upon the news 
arriving, that the usual ceremonies were performed. Not a single witness 
asserts that he knew, before the report arrived, that Soorujkoor was with 
child ; indeed one of them, by name Narraen Patel, residing about five kos 
from Rajpeepla, deposes that he did not even hear of the report, till two 
months after her delivery. None of them likewise depose to the fact of their 
ever having heard Ramsing acknowledge the child as his own, but merely that 
they often saw the child in his arms, and that according to one account four days, 
but according to another four hours before his death, he (Ramsing) performed 
tho ceremony of Teekar to Purtaub Sing, and placed him upon the Oadec. 
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12. Being led to inquire into the nature of the ceremony of Teekari* I 
have learnt it to be the marking of the forehead of a successor to the Mus- 
nud with a round spot of red paint.” If tlie successor is an adopted son^ the 
mark is made by the person who adopts him ; but if he succeeds by right of 
primogeniture, it is invariably made by the Gooroo or ofTiciating Bramin of 
the family. Ilow, therefore, are we to reconcile the statement of these 
witnesses, declaring that the ceremony was performed hy the father himself, 
instead of Guriga Purope, the ofTiciating Bramin of the family ? 

13. The evidence, therefore, found under the first head, unless supported 
by incontrovertible facts in the two remaining ones, will go but a very little 
way towards proving the justice of Purtaub Sing's pretensions to the disputed 
Chieftainship. 

14. The second division is the deposition of a female attendant of Sooruj- 
koor, both at the period of her marriage with Rarnsing and ut the time of 
Purtaub Sing's birth, which, short as it is, I consider well worthy of a distinct 
division to itself from the situation the deponent held. The substance of her 
deposition is as follows : — That she is an attendant upon Sooriijkoor, and 
was so at the time of her marriage with Ramsing at Mandvva, at which time 
Soorujkoor was about eleven years of age; that after her marriage, she 
remained two months at Mandwa, and then went with her husband to Nandod, 
where she remained four months, when slic again returned to Mandwa, at 
which place, between three and four months afterwards, she was delivered of 
Purtaub Sing.” Thus far the evidence may be considered clear and consistent, 
and proves that Soorujkoor, ut the time the deponent states she was delivered of 
Purtaub Sing, could not hav(3 been more than twelve years old ; but then, having 
in the first instance given the age of Soorujkoor at the time of her marriage, and 
deposing that ten months after she was delivered of Purtaub Sing, she concludes 
her deposition (apparently to obviate the difHculty likely to arise, from the ex- 
treme youth of Soorujkoor rendering it improbable, if not impossible, for her to 
have become a mother) by stating that ** at the time this event occurred, Sooruj- 
koor #as between fourteen and fifteen years of age.” This, I fear, must be 
considered a mistake of,.8Uch consequence as to invalidate the greater and 
most material part of her evidence, which if granted, the only direct evidence 
(if it can be so termed, for it must be observed that the deponent does not say 
that she was present at the delivery of Soorujkoor, but merely ^Hhat Sooruj- 
koor was delivered at Mandwa”) which Purtaub Sing has brought forward in 
support of his pretensions, must full to the ground. 

15. The third and last of the three divisions of the evidence of Purtaub 
Sing is the deposition of his supposed father Jyesing Rana, as follows : —

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Commences by stating that ^Miis daughter married a Rajpoot named Parsing, 
who, after his marriage, was employed by Narsing, by whose orders he sent for 
his wife to come and live with him at Baroda. Parsing, by his master’^ orders, 
attempted to make hie wife declare that Purtaub Sing was her brother and 
my son, to wliich, through fear, she at last consented. Four or five months 
after this, the Patel of the village of Joparreca, by name Nurrotum, visited me, 
and offered me a bribe of Rs. 500 if I would publicly declare that Purtaub Sing 
was my son, and wished me either to accompany him to Baroda to acknow- 
ledge it to Narsing, or to give him a letter under my own handwriting, decla- 
ratory to that effect ; but to neither of these propositions did I accede, upon 
which the Patel returned to Baroda.” lie then positively asserts that the 
letter produced, with his signature affixed, acknowledging that Purtaub Sing 
is his son, is a gross forgery, and was neither written by him, nor with bis 
consent.” He concludes by stating that “ the usual ceremonies were perform- 
ed in the fifth month of pregnancy.” * 

16. This deposition has certainly at first sight an appearance of truth and 
consistency, and provided the other party were not able to produce good 
evidence of its being in part or entirely false, and were they not able to prove 
not only that the wife of Parsing formerly declared that Purtaub Sing was her 
brother, and now voluntarily comes forward and asserts the same, but likewise 
that the letter was bond fide written by the free will and consent of Jyesing, and 
signed by him in the presence of three respectable witnesses, thereby convict- 
ing him of the worst species of perjury, would almost be sufficient fully to 
establish the legitimate right of Purtaub Sing to the contested Chieftainship. 

17. The above essential and material points are all fully and most clearly 
controverted in the comparatively clear and circumstantial evidence adduced 
by Narsing in substantiation of his claims, which, for the sake of perspicuity, 
I will divide in the same manner as 1 have already divided the evidence of 
Purtaub Sing, into five different heads, as follows 15^, the evidence given by 
the relations of Jyesing himself; 2ndj that of Aniarikoorbaee,oneof the widows 
of Ramsing ; 3rcf, the evidence contained in a letter from Huttysing Chowra, 
now living in the Broach Purguna, in answer to a set of queries sent to him 
to reply to; the evidence of Nurrotum Patel ; and lastly ^ that of Dadjee 
Gungaram Purope, the officiating Bramiii of the family of Rainsing. 

18. The evidence comprised under the first head is that of Parsing, the 
son-in-law of Jyesing ; of Rowba, the wife of Parsing, and daughter of Jyesing ; 
of Kussool Sing, and Hammund Rana, nephews, and of Joon Rana, cousin 
of the same person ; to all of whose evidence a degree of importance roust be 
attached, from the opportunity their relationship to Jyesing gave them of know- 
ing the facts at issue. 

19. AH these witnesses agree in deposing that Purtaub Sing is the son

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of Jyesing; but that, when only a few days old, he (Purtaub Sing) was 
given to Soorujkoor, the wife of Ramsing. It appears, according to the testi- 
mony of Rowbn, that the father of Soorujkoor, Rana Jeetsing, of Mandwa, 
when he heard of Purtuub Sing’s birth, sent a message to Jyesing, and the 
mother of the infant, by name Karvvanjee, requesting them to give him the 
child, that he might be adopted by his daughter Sooriijkoor, at the same time 
promising in future to take care of them both, in earnest of wliich he (Jeetsing) 
visited them, and gave them Rs. 100 and S Koombas of land in Maiidwa, 
which they enjoy to tin’s day. Besides this remuneration, the same witness 
deposes that Jeetsing, when the (joverninent enme into the hands of her bro- 
ther, presented dresses of cloths both to her father and mother, and at different 
times small pecuniary gifts of ten, twenty, and forty rupees at a time, and when 
her mother died, he gave Rs. 100 for the funeral expenses. The deponent 
likewise states that Jeetsing offered to give lier Rs. 200, which she refused to 
accept, it bemg olfcrcd under a proviso that she should not go to live with her 
husband, fearing that, us he was residing in the house of Nursing, these 
circumstances would be made known. 

20. The evidence of all these witnesses is particularly strong, especially 
that of the two former ; the first. Parsing, deposing tliat he has not only heard 
his wife declare Purtaub Sing was her brother, but likewise her father and 
mother acknowledge the same fact ; and the second, Rovvba, in addition to the 
evidence I have detailed in the former paragraph, deposes that she was present 
with her mother to assist in her delivery. 

21. The second head is the evidence contained in the deposition of Aman- 
koorbaee, one of the surviving widows of Ramsing, and, as such, her testimony 
must be considered as important. After deposing to the facts of Nursing being 
the brother, and Sooriijkoor one of the wives of her late husband, she positively 
asserts that Purtaub Sing is the son of Jyesing Rana, which assertion she 
makes not only from knowing that the extreme youth of Soorujkoor rendered 
it impossible for her to became a mother, being only ten years old, but likewise 
from the declaration of Ramsing himself, who denied the child, and was so 
incensed with Soorujkoor at her attempt to impose upon him, that he did not 
recall her from Mandwa^for four years, and when he did recall her, it was 
through the persuasion of his Ministers, Kishundas Bukshee and Merdeen 
Juinadar. She concludes by stating that Ramsing had told her that Purtaub 
Sing should never succeed him, at the same time adding that he had written a 
letter to Narsing to that effect. 

22. As a presumptive proof of the truth of the last witness’s statement, that 
the recall of Soorujkoor was effected by the influence of Ramsing’s Ministers, 
it may be observed that they possessed at that time almost tlie whole authority 
and management of the affairs of the petty State of Rajpeepla; and as soon 
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as they had succeeded in obtaining the recall of Soorujkoor, they immediately 
placed Ramsing in confinement, and on his death, which happened soon 
after, placed Purtaub Sing upon the (mdee. 

23. It may be further remarked, that before Soorujkoor returned from 
Mandwa, she solicited and obtained from Ramsing a guarantee for the safety 
of herself and child, which is a direct proof of their being previously, from 
some cause, on bad terms with each other. I, however, do not find amongst the 
papers before me any further mention of the letter. Ainankoorbuee deposes 
that llamsitig informed her he had written to Narsing, which being of very 
considerable iiu])ortancc, ought to be further inquired into. 

24. The evidence contained under the tliird head is to be found in a letter 
to you, from Huttysing Chowra, of Hroacli, replying to a scries of que.stion8 
proposed to liiin on the sul)jcct. In this, he writes that Purtaub Sing is 
notoriously the son of Jyesirig, and gives a minute description of the quarrel 
which took place between llunising and Soorujkoor in coiiBecpictice of the 
imposture. 

25. The whole of the testimony contained in this letter is corroborufed by 
ten others, written by persons living in the neighbourhood of Mandwa; and 
as the writer of the letter lived with Ramsing, lie must be fully competent to 
speak to the facts he details. 

26. Under this head, I may likewise mention a letter from the Raja of 
Mandwa to Narsing himself, dated the 13th January 18 Hi, corroborated by 
letters from ten other persons, giving no new evidence, but adding to the 
strength of that already given to prove that Purtaub Sing is really the son of 
Jyesing Rana. 

27. The fourth head is the evidence of Niirrotum Patel, tlie same person 
who is referred to in the 15th paragraph of this letter. He deposes tha^Jye- 
sing Rana gave him a writing, under his own hand, acknowledging the fact 
that he had given his son Purtaub Sing to Soorujkoor, the wife of Kumsing, 
and requested he would deliver it to Narsing; at the same time expressing a 
wish that it should not be shown to any other person, from an apprehension of 
bis character suffering from the act. He likewise further deposes that the letter 
was written by a Bramiii now living in the village of Clmnood, and that Uana 
Jyesing put his signature to the letter in his presence. 

28. This is a most important fact, and upon its truth or falsehood rests the 
main decision of the question. If its truth is fully established, it clearly does 
away with all the weight and <!lcdit of the deposition of Jyesing, and proves him 
lo be guilty of the grossest perjury ; but if, on the contrary, its falsehood is made 
apparent, a most material part of tiie evidence produced in favour of Narsing 
becomes destroyed. 

29. It will appear, however, that the fact of the letter being genuine, and 
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ivritien by the orders of Ramsing himself, is already most strongly and satis- 
factorily supported by the testimony of other witnesses, and it only requires 
the evidence of the Bramin who actually wrote the letter (but who, it appears» 
has not yet been examined) to render it complete. 

30. In the first place, the evidence is corroborated in toto by that of Ver- 
sing, a Patel; secondly, a Bramin of the Nagree caste, by name Umbreswer, 
deposes that he was present when Jyesing gave the order to Raja Ram, of 
the village of Chanood (the Bramin before alluded to), to write out the declara- 
tion, and he having previously read the letter to Jyesing, and explained its 
contents to him, he (Jyesing) affixed his signature to it in his presence, and sent 
it to Narsing, of his own free will and consent. Than this, 1 think, clearer 
evidence (provided it is conBrnied by that of the Bramin who wrote the letter) 
cannot be required, to prove the fact of Purtaub Sing’s being in reality the 
son of Jyesing, and, as such, he can have no claim whatever to the contested 
Chieftainship. 

31. However,* there is still another strong link of evidence in favour of the 
above conclusion in the fifth and last head of Nursing’s evidence, viz. the de- 
position of Dadjee Purope, who (as has been before stated in the 7th para- 
graph) deposes that the Hindoo ceremony of Sutmasa was not performed in 
the fifth month of Soorujkoor.’s pregnancy. 

32. The above deponent must be acquainted fully on this point, as being 
the officiating Bramin of Ramsing’s family, and, as such, performing all the 
ceremonies customary amongst Hindoos, he must himself have performed 
the ceremony of Sutmasa, which is universally practised. This fact, unless 
it can be disproved by the opposite party, is certainly of some weight in com- 
ing to a decision upon the question. 

I have now come to the conclusion of the summary of the principal 
points of the evidence as yet produced by both parties ; and though some of 
the facts contained therein require a more minute investigation before a deci- 
*sion is made upon a case of so great an importance to the parties concerned, 
you will not, I think, fail to observe, after the perusal of this, and its enclosures, 
that as yet the claims of Narsing appear to be the most just and better 
founded of the two. 

34. Before I conclude, it is necessary to observe, that amongst the 
evidence before me there are two letters, the one produced on Nursing’s 
part, and the other on the part of his rival Purtaub Sing. 

35. The first is contained in the depositions of Hureechunder Bhut, 
Monnee Sunker Josee, and Bapoo Raj Gurroo, Bramins, which set forth 
that Gunnobhace, a Karkoon belonging to Wittoba Bhow, and Gunnessjee 
Desaee, summoned them to attend at the Durbar, and forced them against 
their own consent to sign a paper, without acquainting them with its contents. 
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except that they were told it merely related to the arrival of Purtaub Sing at 
Rajpeepla. They, however, depose that on their subsequently hearing that the 
letter stated that Purtaub Sing was the son of Ramsiiig by Soorujkoor, 
they proceeded to Gunnessjee Desaee to request he would return them the 
letter, but the reply they received was that the letter bad been sent to Baroda. 

36. I thought it necessary to notice these depositions, considering them as 
proof of my remark in the 5th paragraph, of the intrigues carried on amongst 
some of the principal members of the Baroda Durbar in support of Purtaub 
Sing, who went so far as to request Captain Carnac to place the Bhandaree 
of (he Honorable Company to a memorandum guaranteeing Purtaub Sing's 
rights to the Chieftainship, which, however, was refused. 

37. The second letter alluded to is one from several Patels and Desaees 
residing in the district of Rajpeepla, stated to have been addressed to Nursing, 
with a counter statement by three of the persons, declaring that it was obtained 
by force, and that the word false** had been inserted before Purtaub Sing's name. 

38. The substance of this letter is not of much importance, the persons 
who signed it merely stating that they were ready to espouse his (Nursing’s) 
cause, and that they had no pleasure in having anything to do with Purtaub 
Sing. It, however, requires a more particular investigation to ascertain its 
veracity^ or otherwise, from which some new light may be thrown upon the 
subject. 

39. In conclusion, I must observe, in justice to both parties, that the 
witnesses not being examined by myself, I have had no means of discovering 
the credibility of their respective testimonies, which can only be discovered by 
ascertaining the character of the deponents, the manner in which they deliver 
their evidence, and by cross examination ; and that, therefore, what 1 have 
advanced as my humble opinion on the merits of the case at issue must be 
considered in some degree incomplete, being collected from written evidence 
alone, and not, as it ought to be, combined with the oral testimony of dis- 
interested persons.

Honorable Sir, — Mr. Secretary Henderson’s letter of the 9th June last 
having conveyed the directions of Government that Mr. Willoughby should 
be sent, after the opening of the season, to Rajpeepla, for the purpose of in- 
vestigating the question of Narsing’s and Purtaub Sing’s claims to the Oadee 
of that Principality, I have the honour to report Mr. Willoughby’s departure, 
on the 25th instant, upon the abovementioned duty. 
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2. I beg leave to encloBe, for the information and for the approval of 
Government, copy of the instructions furnished to Mr. Willoughby upon this 
occasion. 

3. It was originally proposed that tlif dispute regarding the succession to 
the Rujpeepla Chieftainship should be referred to a Punchaye.t, to be composed 
of the Oodeepoor and other Chiefs, but the partiality shown by the Gnekwar 
to Purtaub Sing seemed to render it very improbable that a fair and just ,in< 
quiry and decision would take place in this way, and the result of a similar 
proceeding relative to the Chieftainship of Morassa has shown the necessity of 
trying another mode of investigation. 

4. Under these circumstances, the investigation reported to Oovernuient in 
Mr, Williams’ letter of the 16th May 1820 was conducted by Mr. Willoughby, 
under Mr. Williams' directions. 

5. II is Highness the Gaekwar, when first informed of its being the wish 
of Government that Mr. Willoughby should proceed to Jiajpccpia for the 
purpose of prosecuting the inquiry which had been so long in progress, betrayed 
at the moment an anxiety which is easily accounted for when the favour 
which Purtaub Sing has enjoyed at this Durbar is considered, as well as the 
influence which the Gnekwar would naturally possess over a Punchayct to be 
composed of his tributary Chieftains. 

(j. It is therefore creditable to Syajee’s moderation, and to his regard for 
justice, that he has without any great hesitation consented to the investigation 
proceeding in the only way likely to lead to a fair and correct adjudication of 
the case, and upon the arrival of Mr. Willoughby's report, to pass, in concert 
with me, a final decision. 

7. In the event, however, of Mr. Willoughby’s inquiries establishing the 
fact of Nursing (or rather Nursing's son) having the preferable claim to 
the Gadec, it would be desirable that this final decision should be passed as 
speedily as possible, as Purtaub Sing has the favour of the Gaekwar, and will 
undoubtedly, if time be allowed him, endeavour, by fabricated stories, and by " 
procuring false witnesses, to throw discredit upon the investigation, and instil 
doubts of its correctness ond impartiality into the mind of His High- 
ness, who, from his own inclination towards Purtaub Sing's cause, will be but 
too apt to give credit to his interested statements. 

8. When the prize in view is so considerable, it is hardly to be expected 
that both of the individuals contending for it should be pleased with the award, 
but the chances of a just decision will bo certainly greater by keeping in view 
the principles of a connected inquiry conducted by an impartial authority at 
Baroda and Rajpeepla, than by attending to the statements of an interested 
individual, addressed to a quarter decidedly biassed in his favour. 

9. It would, therefore, I feel assured, be advantageous to the cause of 
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justice, that I should be empowered to urge llis Highness to as speedy a deci- 
sion as possible upon the merits of the case, after the receipt of Mr. Willough- 
by's report. 

10. 1 take the liberty of soliciting your sanction of the allowances which 

I have proposed to be given to the Karkoons who accompany Mr. Willoughby, 
as mentioned in the 1 Ith paragraph of my letter to that gentleman. They will 
nqt, I trust, be thought more than requisite, and they cannot, from the limited 
period during which they will be drawn, entail any considerable expense on 
Government.

Sir, — A s it will be shortly necessary that you should proceed to Uujpeepla 
agreeably to the Government order, I have the honour to communicate suck 
observations ns appear to be necessary, relative to the object of your deputa- 
tion, and to tlie means of carrying it into effect. 

2. This object is to procure a full insight into the question of the disputed 
succession to the Qadee of Rajpeepla. The careful and correct review which 
you have already taken of the cases of the two individuals concerned, afford 
ample proof that the investigation will be conducted under your superintend- 
ence upon the jiistest principles, and with the utmost caution. The task will 
certainly be one of difficulty and delicacy, arising from the circumstances of 
the Government of Kajpeepla having been long entirely in the hands of the 
Gaekwar, and from the partiality of this Durbar to the cause of Purtaub 
Sing — considerations which must be expected to tend greatly towards present- 
ing people in Rajpeepla from coming forward to give evidence in favour of 
Narsing. 

3. I have the honour to enclose an order from this Government upon the 
manager of Rajpeepla, to afford you such assistance as you may call for in 
your inquiries, and this will at least prevent any but secret obstructions on his 
part. 

4. The Karbarees of both parties have been instructed to accompany you, 
and to attend to your orders relative to the conduct of the investigation. 

5. It will probably be found expedient to fix, in concert with the Karba- 
rees, a time and place for the commencement of the inquiry. Such of the 
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witnesses as shall be found to attend according to the arrangement concluded 
with the Karbarees having been examined, you will be able to judge what 
further steps may be necessary. 

6. If, as is very probable, there should be a difficulty in procuring the 
attendance of any of Narsimi’s witnesses, their evidence may bo procured 
by your moving, without previous iiitimution of your intention, to the villages 
where they may reside, and by other measures of precaution, which will sug- 
gest themselves according to the exigency of the occasion. 

7. The greatest circumspection will be of course necessary to keep from 
the knowledge of the parties the opinion which you may have of their respec- 
tive cases, until the conclusion of the investigation. 

8. When the inquiry shall he brought to a close, and you shall have been 
able to satisfy your mind as to the true heir to the Gadee, you will forward 
to me a report of your proceedings, accompanied by a statement, in Murathee, 
for the Durbar, of the principal features of the case, your opinion upon the 
subject, and the reasons which have influenced it. 

9. I shall endeavour to prevail upon His Highness to come to as early 
a decifiion as iiossible after the rct eipt of your report, us in that case the exer- 
tion of indirect influence would be prevented to u considerable degree, and 
you would be enabled to place tlie individual whose claim shall he considered 
the most just, in possession of the government of tlie Principality, and to set 
on foot such inquiries and institute such regulations us experience has proved 
to be necessary. The debt owing by the State of Kajpccpia to the Gaekwar 
requires to be examined, and to be made payable by fixed instalments, and 
more efficient arrangements connected with the police and the peace of the 
country are wanted. These subjects, however, cannot be entered upon with 
effect until after the question of the succession is set at rest. 

10. Colonel Osborne has been requested to order a party of eighty sepoys, 
under an European officer, to accompany you, and His Highness the Gaekwar 
has given directions for fifteen horse being placed at your disposal. 

11. Wittoba Pillajee, a man of tried discretion and fidelity, will attend 

you as Head Karkoon. The nature of his situation, and of the particular 
occasion on which his services arc required, will expose him to temptation, 
and with a view, therefore, to ensure his good conduct, I shall recommend 
him to Government to receive the liberal allowance of Rs. 130 per month, in 
addition to his pension, during bis absence from Baroda. He will have under 
him Ramrow Puishotuin, in the capacity of second Karkoon, and I shall 
recommend that this person may be allowed Rs. 80 per month, during the 
continuance of this duty. I have, icc.

Sir, — I have now the honour to report the continuation and conclusion of 
the investigation into the rights of the rival claimants, Narsing and Purtaub 
Sing, to the Gadee of Rajpeepla. 

2. Mr. Willoughby’s able report, to the enclosed copy of which, and of its 
enclosures, 1 beg leave tq solicit the Honorable the Governor’s particular atten- 
tion, aAbrds the most minute and satisfactory information upon the subject of 
his inquiries. Those inquiries comprise every point connected in the most 
remote degree with the subject of the dispute, and will be found to be 
continued until each was either fully proved or the reverse, or until further 
evidence was perfectly unattainable. 

3. The field of inquiry which it became necessary for him to embrace has 
hcen very extensive, and this has been attended with the advantage of dimi- 
nishing the probable injury to the cause of truth which might arise from the 
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misrepresentation of a single witness or from a single incorrect inference ; while 
the general result of the iiivesligatioii may be relied upon with the giealor 
confidence. With the view, however, of facilitating as much as possible the 
consideration of the question at issue, I shall proceed to lay before the Honor- 
able the Governor ns brief a statement ns possible of the principal features of 
the subject of tlic dispute, ami of the result of Mr. Willoughby’s investigation 
with respect to tliem ; observing, at the same time, that the various collateial 
points of inquiry which have been discussed by that gentleman, are all of im- 
portance, and will be found to add, in a most material degree, to the convinc- 
ing nature of the result. 

4. Ajebsing, Raja of Ilaj|)eepla, died on 7th Poush Wud, Sumvut IH.W 
(A. D. 1803), leaving two sons by different mothers. Th^ eldest son was 
named Ramsing, and the younger Narsing. Tlie elder son succeeded his 
father on the fiudee. Itainsnig's death took place on the 6th Wysliak Shood, 
Sumvut 1866 (10th May 1810). A boy of about nine years old, named I^ir- 
taub Sing, was at this time in liis palace, and passed as the son of lUmhing, 
liy his wife Sooriijkoor, a daughter of Jeetsing, the Itana of Mandw'a. Pnr- 
taul) Sing is one of the claimauts of the Uajpeepla Chieftainship; the other is 
Narsing, the younger brother of llatnsing, who declares that Purtauh Sing is 
not the son of Ramsing and Sooriijkoor, but of Jyesing Rana and his wife 
Kurwajee, individuals of the Rajpoot caste, formerly inhabitants of Sutec 
Suoniuh, u village in the ncighhouiliood of Mandwa. 

6. The direct evidence on the part of Piirtaub Sing is intended to estab- 
lish the facts of SoorujkoorV being of such an age in Sumvut 1868 (a. d. 
180J), the period of l^urtaub Sing’s birth, ns to admit of her becoming a 
mother, and of her having uclually been pregnant and having been delivered 
of a son in that year. 

6. The principal witnesses on the side of Pnrtanb Sing, who depose to 
Soorujkoor’s age, are the mother, aunt, and son of her father, the I {ana of Mand- 
wa. 1’hc two first say that she was fourteen or fifteen years old when she was 
married to Ramsing, the other that she was seventeen or eighteen. Consider- 
ing the closeness of the relationship between Sooriijkoor and these persons, it 
is very extraordinary that their statements should be at variance on a point 
apparently so unlikely to be a matter of uncertainty as the age of a daughter 
of the Rana of Mandwa. 

7. The two witnesses next in importance are a concubine of Ajebsing, and 
a widow of Ramsing. They coincide in respect to Soorujkoor’s age with the 
two witnesses first mentioned in the foregoing paragraph, but the first diflers 
from the mother of the Rana of Mandwa, and from Soorujkoor herself, on a 
very important point, regarding which, among Hindoos, no diversity of 
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testimony need be looked foPi viz. as to the period when Soorujkoor had 
arrived at womanhood. 

8. The next witnesses are three female attendants in the family of the 
Rana of Mandwn, and three female relations to Bramins in the service of the 
Kana. I be^ leave to refer the Honorable the Governor to the observations 
upon those depositions contained in the 7th and 8th paragraphs of Mr. Wil- 
loughby's report, and to those annexed to the depositions themselves. In 
addition to these observations, I have only to remark that these witnesses 
must be considered as entirely in the interest of the Rana of Mandwa, to whom 
the issue of this inquiry must be an object of the greatest solicitude, as ensur- 
ing his daughter's importance and his own in Kajpeepla, or the reverse. This 
remark applies ^Iso to the four following witnesses, whose depositions, how- 
ever, are too inaccurate to inspire confidence, even if the individuals could be 
supposed to be unbiassed. It applies also to the five dependents of the Rana 
living in Mandwa, who give evidence principally from hearsay as to Soorujkoor’s 
age. The remaining witnossses upon this part of the case give no additional 
or more satisfactory information. The statement of Soorujkoor herself is not 
of a nature to inspire confidence in this respect. Her answer to the tenth 
question, which is one of great importance, is at variance with the deposition 
of Mutuhaee, the concubine of y\jcbsing, and the variation seems to me unac- 
countable, except upon the supposition of the deponents intending to support 
a falsehood, and not being siifliciently cautious to preserve the consistency of 
their statements. Her answer to the twenty-fourth question is remarkable. 
She admits to have received Bhandaree from Ramsing, but unquestionably 
misrepresents the particulars of the occurrence ; she says that it was given 
when Barot Sing took Rajpeepla, and that it occasioned Huttysing’s imme- 
diate dismission from the service of Ramsing ; but it will be seen from the 3rd 
paragraph of Mr. Willoughby's letter that Barot Sing took Kajpeepla in 1805 
(Sumvut 1861), whereas Uuttysing did not leave Ramsing’s service till 
Sumvut 1864. 

9. This is the whole of the evidence produced on the part of Purtaub 
Sing to prove Sooriijkoor’s age ; and 1 confess it does not seem to mo to be 
satisfactory. The astrological papers framed at her birth are not forthcoming, 
and strange and contradictory statements are made upon the subject of them ; 
and the single document of this nature which is produced, is by no means 
satisfactorily proved to be genuine ; and her father, the Rana of Mandwa, 
notwithstanding the entreaties of Purtaub Sing’s party, the expostulations of 
Mr. Willoughby, and the order of the Gaekwar Government, declines giving 
bis evidence on the point. 

10. The facts of the pregnancy of Soorujkoor and her delivery, rest entirely 
upon the evidence of the abovementioned witnesses; and considering the 
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numerous variations in their depositions^ the mystery which prevails regarding 
Soorujkoor*s age, and the silence oF the Rana of Mandwa, I cannot consider 
them to be by any means satisfactorily established. 

11. As to the Panchniasa and Sutmasa ceremonies having been performed 
in the fifth and seventh months of Soorujkoor's pregnancy, real or pretended, 
this fact, if established, does not prove much ; because, it would not only have 
been necessary for the support of the imposture that they should take place, 
but it was also necessary tluit the news of their having been performed should 
be circulated as much as possible. Whether the object was to save Raiiising’s 
life, or to secure to the Rana of Mandwa, in case of Ruiiising’s death, a title 
to interfere in the afifuirs of Rajpcepla, it was essential in either case that 
Soorujkoor's pregnancy should be proclaimed. 

12. The principal direct evidence on the part of Nnrsiiig to prove that 
Soorujkoor*s age did not exceed twelve years when she li^ft her husband in 
confinement at Nandod, and that her pregnancy and delivery were pretended, 
will be found to be contained in the depositions of an oHiciating Bramin in 
the family of Ramsing, a confidential servant of the Haja, five Mehtas of the 
Raja’s, and two Rramins who were in the hahit of frequenting his palace. 
All of them derive their knowledge of her age from personal observation, and 
from circumstances connected with their duty. I beg leave to refer for minute 
particulars to the depositions themselves, and to the remarks mode upon them 
in paragraphs 28 to 32 of Mr. Willoughby’s letter. 

13. The evidence next in older, in point of importance, as to Soorujkoor’s 
age, and the impustuie which she is said to have pructined, consists of eleven 
depositions of the Tliakoor and other inhabitants of Shenor, a village in the 
very neighbourhood of Mandwa, and will be found to exhibit a fixed iinjires- 
sion on the part of the deponents, derived from their knowledge of what passed 
in Mandwa in consequence of th^ir proximity to that town, tliat Fnrtaub Sing 
is not the son of Soonijkoor. 

14. Had iVarsiug's case closed here, although, considering the character of his 
principal witnesses, the very creditable manner in which they arc represented 
by Mr. Willoughby to have delivered their evidence, and the absence of all 
apparent motive to attempt to prop up, without just cause, the sinking interests 
of Narsing against the overbearing influence of the Gaekwar Government and 
the Rana of Mandwa, for the purpose of degrading the son of their late master 
(for most of them were in Ramsing’s service), I should he disposed to view 
his cause in the more favourable light of the two, still I should have perceived 
that it was defective, in not pointing out who Purtaub Sing was, and that it 
resembled in this respect those groundless imputations of spurious origin 
which are frequently thrown out against individuals of rank in this country, and 
asserted in so general a way as scarcely to be capable of satisfactory refutation. 
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15. The proftont case ia this respect differs widely from those to which I 
have nlliided. From the very comaiencement of this dispute, Nursing's party 
lias hoklly assorted th:it fhirlaiib Sing was the si>n of Jyosiiig Kana, a (ieera- 
sia of Sutec Siioaiah near Muiidvvu, and Ids wife Kurwunjee; Ids witnesses 
all depose to this fact; and he has at one time been supported in this asser- 
tion by the deoliiriition of ihetreerasia himself and the members of Ids family. 

10\ The members of Jyesing’s family who depose to Purtaub Sing's being 
his son, are the son-indaw, the cousin, and two nephews of Jyesing. Their 
evidence on this point is direct and positive, and, as it is of the greatest im- 
portance, I prefer to point out the documents themselves to the attention of 
the lloiiorabh; the Governor, rather than to give a mere summary of their 
contents. 

17. I liavc said that Jyesing himself had admitted that Piirtanb Sing was 
his son. A letter was given in by Naraiiig to Mr. Williams, piir|>orting to be 
from Jyesiim himself, and to liave been signed by him, in which he states 
tids fact. Subsequently, however, Jyesing appeared before Mr. Williams, and 
deposed upon bis oath that this letter was a fori^cry, and written without hia 
knowledge and concurrence. Nursing, upon this, made known the persons 
by whose instrumentality the letter had been procured, and cliulicnged inquiry. 
In prosecution of lids object, Mr. Willoughby took the letter with, him when 
he left Karoda, intending to examine the persons in whose presence it was 
written and the writer, and, if necessary, to confront them with Jyesing. It 
was just at this point of time, subsequently to Mr. Willoughby’s having left 
Baroda and before he reached Chanod, that Jyesing died. There is no proof 
that he came unfairly by his death, but it is clear that, if either |)nrty gained by 
that event, it was likely to be Purtaub Sing. Jyesing ndglit have retracted the 
evidence which he hud given in Pnrtaub Sing’s favour, whereas Narsing had 
nothing further to f(*ar from him than what had already taken place. The 
lengthened and persevering investigation which was prosecuted by Mr. Wil- 
lonuliby upon the subject of the uutbeiiticity or otherwise of Jyesiiig’s letter to 
Narsing, will be Iduiid detailed in imragraplis 42 to 53 of that gentleman’s 

.letter, and in the documents to which reference is made. It will be observed 
that Mr. Willoughby’s o|)inion is in favour of the genuineness of the letter. 
My sentiments on the subject are the same. Jyesing's deposition, it is true, 
still remains as it was, but the attempt made by Purtaub Sing’s Karharee 
to invalidate this document before Mr. Willoughby, baa been so clearly 
demonstrated to be fraudulent, that it seems reasonable to suH|)ect that unfair 
means were resorted to, to procure Jyesing’s deposition; and why should mifair 
means he used unless the deposition were false? 

18. Having thus shortly stated the principal and direct evidence produced 
by the two parties, 1 proceed to that which haa been sought out and collected 
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by Mr. Willoughby in furtherance of the cause of juslicc. Tiiis ig of three 
descriptions : the sentimentg of persons of respectHbilify in Rajp<M>pUi n.'lulive 

to the principal events of Soorujkoor’s life, comprising not merely the personal 
knowledge of the witnesses, but their opinions us derived from common ie|)oi t; 

the impression of the Bheel Chiefs as to whether Nursing or l*urtuiih t^ing 
ought to be their Raja; and 3n/, the evidence of persons of respectability to 
particniar facts connected with the case, which were likely to come within their 
knowledge. 

11). The depositions of the first of these elnsses are fifty-seven in nnmlicr, 
and the generality of the deponents are decidedly in fuvr>iir of’ NarsingV claim. 
Only one person ever heard of Sooriijkoor’s being pregnant whem she made 
her escape from Nundod, and those who consider Nursing to he tlie lawful 
Raja greatly ontnnmber those who deliver their opinion in favour of his rival. 
A reference to tlic documents themselves, and to the (>‘ind to 7()tli paragraphs 
of Mr. Willoughby’s letter, will prove the Justice of these ohservutions. 

20. The vot»*s of the Bheel Chiefs are in a still greater proportion in favour 
of Narsing, and may be considered of material weight and respectability in a 
question of this kind, relative to purity of descent, 

21. The last description of evidence collected by Mr. Willoughliy consists 
of the depositions of persons living dose to the house in Nandod from whemeo 
Soornjkoor escaped to Mandvva; of relations of the lluja liamsing, and other 
inhabitants of the village of Now'apoora, in the Nandod Piirgnna ; of domes- 
tics in the service of Ajebsing ; of inhabitants of the village of Kiuiota ; and of a 
Jiimadnrin Nar.sing’s service. These arc all found to support Nursing’s cause, 
some by stating that tlioy never heard of J^oorujkoor’s pregnancy previtmsly 
to her leaving Nandod, others by dedariiig their conviction that it was an im- 
posture ; others by stating the strong suspicions which prevailed at the time 
upon the subject ; others by detailing the way in which the intelligence of 
Soorujkoor’s delivery was received by Ajebsing, his deputing a messenger to 
ascertain the truth, and the information brought by the messenger that the 
son of Jyesing Tlana had been adopted by Hoonijk^mr ; and others, by proving 
the existence of a distrust between Soorujkoor and her buHimnd, which she 
denies, but which Nursing attributes to Ramsing’s unwillingness to accede to 
her wishes of continuing to countenance the imposture whicli hud been practised. 

22. The above is a very rapid outline of the principal evidence on the 
leading points in the question of the Rajpeephi succession, and I liave no hesi- 
tation in declaring my conviction of the superiority of Narsimi’s cause over 
that of bis rival. If Narsing’s case be bad, and supported liy false witnesses, 
then have numbers of men committed perjury for the purpose of injuring and 
offending the powerful party, and a whole people, as it were, has entered into 
a conspiracy to defraud an individual of his just rights.

23. With reference to paragraph 76 of Mr. Willoughby’s letteri I have the 
honour to enclose translation of the letter of Uuttysing Chowra. 

24. Upon the subject of the collateral points of inquiry, my sentiments, 
after a careful consideration of the evidence adduced upon each, are as follow : 
1st. — ^That Soorujkoor did not return from Mandwa to Nandud, after the 
seizure of Saluai .Inmadar, at the same time that Ramsing did, and that when 
she did return to him, she received the Hhandarce of Abdoola Jumadar. 2nd . — 
That Ramsing treated Purtaub Sing generally as his son, l)Ut on various occa- 
sions testified a conviction that he was not related to him in the most remote 
degree. The reasons alleged for his general conduct, supposing him to be 
acquainted with the imposture, seem to me to be satisfactory, considering that 
he was on bad terms with Parsing, his iii^arest relative, and that the cheat was 
not piiJctiscd by Soorujkoor uj)on him, but by him and Soorujkoor upon the 
world. Wrd . — That the conduct of Narsing, with respect to the procuring of 
the letters from the Zumindurs of Rajpeepla in his favour, was infinitely more 
proper than that of his rival, when lie had the same object in view. Ath . — That 
the agreement stated to have been concluded between Narsing and Purtaub 
Sing, while the Hlioiv was in Rajpeepla, was a fabrication, bth . — That the 
fact of Narsing having received from Riiinsing, shortly before his death, a letter 
confessing that Purtuub Sing was not his son, has not been established. 

25. In conformity to the instructions contained in your letter of 29th 

November last, it is my intention to send in to the Durbar a statement of the 
particulars of the investigation, and to urge II is Highness the Gaekwar to 
decide upon and make known, as speedily as possible, the accession of Nursing’s 
eldest son to the Gadee of Rajpeepla. j

Sir, — I have now the honour to report my proceedings in Rajpeepla, con- 
nected with the investigation of the respective claims of Narsing and Purtaub 
Sing, the two candidates for the Chieftainship of the country. 

2. Before I proceed to remark upon the voluminous and rather confused 
mass of evidence* before me, I will briefly state the leading features of the case,

3. The case is as follows : — Ajebsing, the son of. Ryesing, succeeded to 
the sovereignty of Rajireepla upon the death of his father, which occurred in 
Sttnivttt 1842, or a. n. 1786, at witich time In (Ajebsing) was about tliirty-fwe 
years old. The Raja had three wives ; the senior, by name Chunderbaee, died 
before her husband ascended the Gadee, leaving a daughter, by name Tiikket- 
koor ; the second, by name Jeejeebaee,died four or five years after he had been 
seated on the Gadee, leaving issue two sons, the eldest of whom was named 
Mahdeo Sing and the youngest Rainsing. The third, by name Kuttonkoor, 
survived her husband, and by her he h.ad issue two sons and two daughters. 
The eldest of the former was named Abbbye Sing, and died a short time be' 
fore his father AJebsing ; the youngest, named Narsing, is one of the present 
claimants to the succession. The eldest daughter was named Ooroankoor, and 
married the Raja of Durrumpoor ; she is still living, but her hnsband is dead. 
The second daughter, by name Ikjeebaee, married Ryesing, Raja of Oodepoor, 
but both are now dead. Ramsing quarrelling with his fatlior about his allow- 
ances, which tlie latter refused to increase, retired to Mandwa, in the month 
of Cliytur, Suravut 1855, or a. d. I7il9. Having there entertained some See- 
bundy in his service, he returned to Nandud in hostility against his father, 
Ajebsing. The latter, upon hearing of the circumstance, sent Goroansing 
Wassidia against his son, and this person having failed in an attempt to settle 
the difference by negotiation, fought and defeated Ramaing, who again retired 
to Mandwa. It was on this occasion that Ramsing espoused Soorujkoor, the 
daughter of Jey tsing, Rana of .M and wa. A few months after Ramsing’s marriage 
the difference existing between him and his father was made up, and the 
latter having increased his (namsing’s) former allowances, and given him the 
Rhandarec of Jurandar Abdullah bin Omer, the former returned to Nandod 
and took up his abode in the house of a person by name Dair Shunker. 
Soorujkoor did not proceed in company with her husband to Nandod, but 
joined him a short time after. A few months after Rarosing’s return, his 
father placed him in confinement in the house of a person by name Hnrreebhya 
Jukwaree. The cause of Ajebsing resorting to such a measure, was the dis- 
^very he had made of a secret correspondence his son was carrying on with 
Oomed Wusaawa, a refractory Bheel Chief residing in the Sakhbana Purgdna, 
which had for its object the taking of AJelising’s life, and the obtaining pos- 
■eeaioA of bis dominions. Immsdiately upon Ramsing’s being placed in 
drofinement, his wife Soorujkoor escaped in disguise to her father at Mandwa, 
a>^ place distant from Nandod about six kos, on the nortliern bank of thd 
.NerbiH^a.' Ramsing ramained con&ned in Nandod five or aix months, after. 
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ivbich he was removed to Rajpeepla, end confined in the fort at that place. 
A few months after 8oorujkoor*B return to Mandwai a report was circulated 
that she had been brought to bed of a son, who was named Purtaub Sing^ 
and who is now Narsing's rival candidate for the succession. Many of the 
usual ceremonies were observed on the occasion of Purtaub Singes birth, but 
the opposite party assert it was a trick played by Soorujkoor, with a view of 
saving her husband^s life, and tliat Ptirtau)> Sing is the child of another per* 
son, procured for that purpose. Ajebsing died Pousli Wud the 7th, Surnvat 
1859, or A. D. 1803, upon which Ramaing was released from his irons, by an 
Arab Jumadar of the name of Sulum, and by him placed on the vacant Godee, 
to which he had a legitimate right. Nursing, who had been up to this date 
living with his father, retired to Mandwa from fear of Uarasiiig. These 
fears were evidently not groundless, as, goon after llarnsing had regained 
his liberty, he placed in confinement Riiltonkoor and Chunderkoor, the 
former the mother and the latter the iinnt of Nursing, at the same time de- 
priving Narsing of the provision he had enjoyed during the lifetime of his 
father. It appears thul Sulum Jumadur, from the circumstance of having 
been the chief iiiKtrument in releasing Itanising and placing him on the 
Gadee, acquired such autliorify us to be bon& fide the Ruja in every respect 
hut name. Ramsing naturally felt this irksome, and determined to throw off 
the yoke. Salum’s great power would not admit of his being seized at Raj* 
peepla, and therefore, having in concert with his (Ranising's) father-in-law de- 
coyed the Jumadar to Maiidwa, he there seized and dismissed him. Neither 
Soorujkoor nor Purtaub Sing returned to Rumsing immediately upon his ac- 
cession to the rule of the country, but, according to her own account, and that 
of some of the other witnesses, she herself and the child returned with Ram- 
sing when he returned to Rajpeepla after seizing Sulum Jumadar; but accord- 
ing to the statement of the generality of the witnesses, she did not return on 
that occasion, and it is on this account that 1 have so particularly noticed this 
event. In the year 1805, Baroot Sing, the brother of Ryesing, Raja of Oode* 
poor the Less, and who had been Karbaree to the Rajpeepla Government in 
the time of Ajebsing, having collected with the assistance of his brother a 
force, invaded liajpeepla^ tvitli the avowed object of eflfecting the release of 
Ruttonkoor and Cliunderkoor, with whom be was intimately connected, not 
only from his having been Karbaree, but, as I have before stated, from his 
brother having married the daughter of Ruttonkoor. It is unnecessary here 
to make any observation upon the consequences of this invasion, or of the 
nature of the interference the Gaekwar Government made on the oo^eion, nsi 
these points have already been detailed at length in Colonel 
despatches to the Bombay Government As Myral NarrafAi however; 
is a person whose name will be hereafter alladed to, it Ss neoeesary to state 
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■<hat it was on this occasion ba first became connected with the oounttyi 
by becoming security, on the part of the Rajpeepla Government, for the 
due performance of the stipulations it contracted with tlie Gaekwar Govern* 
nient on that occasion. Nothing occurred worthy of remark from the years 
1805 to 1810, when the Goekwar Government invested Piirtaub Sing (at that 
time only eight years <%) wiih the sovereignty of Rajpeepla, in consequence of 
his father having, from his intemperate habits, become incapable of discharging 
the duties of his situation. A Siinniid was drawn out by Ute Gaekwar Govern- 
ment placing Purtaub Sing in authority, dated Malij Wud the 8th, Sumvut 
1 866, or the 26th February 1810. These proceedings were reported to the Bom- 
bay Government by Captain Carnac, and his letter conveyed a request, on the 
part of the Gaekwar Government, that tlie Company’s Uliandaree might be 
affixed to the Sunnud granted to Purtaub Sing. Although the Bombay Go- 
vernment sanctioned tlie above proceeding, and agreed under certain stipula- 
tions to grant the Bhandaree requested, and thus formally acknowledged Pur- 
taub Sing’s title to the Cliieftuinship of the country, yet it does not appear that 
it ever was actually affixed to the Sunnud in question. This was in all pro- 
bability prevented by the death of Ramsing, which event occurred on the 6th 
of Wysliak Shood, Sumvut 1866, or the lOth May 1810. During the whole 
of Ramsiiig’s reign, Soorujkoor and tho boy Purtaub Sing lived with him, and 
his conduct towards the latter was in many respects like that of a parent 
towards a child, although he is said sometimes to have made allusions to his 
being the child of another person, and is stated by the opposite party to have 
written a letter to Narsiiig, a short time before liis death, requesting him to come 
ond take charge of the Government, and acknowledging that the boy was not 
liis own child. Upon the death of llamsing, Purtaub Sing was placed on the 
Gadee by the Karbarees, tlic principal of whom were Myral Narrain and 
Kishundass Btikshce. Tho Gaekwar Government sent a Pugree and Sliela 
on the day of his instalment, but no present was madeon the port of the Company. 
Soon after this, Narsing, who at the time of Ramsing’s death was living in Ooda- 
poor, set up his claim to the succession, on the grounds of Purtaub Sing’s being 
false} and having failed in an attempt to convince the Gaekwar Government that 
be was the legiUmate Chieftain of the country, he commenced plundering and 
making those disturbances which have caused so much misery and distress in 
Che country. He received a letter, towards the latter end of the year 1811, 
from Captain Camac, giving to him the Company’s Bhandaree, and requesting 
him to send bis Karbaree to Baroda, to settle bis dispute. No settlement, 
however, was at that time made, and the disturbances went on without cessa- 
tion till the year 1869 (a. o. 1813) in the month of Falgoon Shood. At that 
time Myral Narrain invited Narsing to^ Nandod, and made a temporary settle- 
meat with him, wbitit, however, oidy lasted for five or six montha. It was on 
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this occasion that Narsing obtained the letter"^ from certain Zamindars and 
other inhabitants of the Nandod Purgima^ which the opposite party assert 
Wits obtained by force, and regarding which i shall hereafter have occasion to 
offer a few remarks. Narsing having obtained the letter in question, retired 
again to the hills, and recommenced his depredations Itajpeepla. Anotlier 
attempt was, however, subsequently made by Myral Narraiii to make a settle- 
ment with him, which failed. Then followed the mission of the Bhow to Rnj« 
peepla with a large ^nekwur force, which, as i.s well known, ended in tlie 
aiTungementf that both parties sliotild suiimit their res|)ective claims to the 
decision of a Funchayet, which was to he made in the course of two years, 
and the occupation and management of the country during that period by the 
Gaekwar Government. Djuring the time the Bhow was in Rujpeepla, he 
received letters purporting to be from Narsing and Ptirtaub Sing, informing 
him that they had made up tlie differeneos existing between them. Letters 
to the same effect were likewise received by His Highness FtiUeh Sing Gaek- 
war, and by C-aptain Curnuc, and requesting that their differences being 
adjusted, the Gaekwar troops might be in consequence withdrawn. These 
li tters are of cdnscqiieiice, as, if genuine, Narsing in tliem acknowledges that 
Purtaub Sing is his nephew. Nursing, however, now denies that they vvei*® 
ever written either with his knowledge or consent. No decision being likely 
to be made hy a Punchayet, Mr. Williams rec(>mmended|‘ that the claims of 
the respective parties should be arbitrated by the British Government, which 
was agreed to. It is necessary to observe that Narsing has produced a letter, 
purporting to be from Jyesiiig Rana, a Geerasea of the village of Siitee Sao- 
niah, acknowledging that Purtaub Sing was his (Jyesing's) son, and that he 
was purchased from him by Soorujkoor. Narsing is at present about 41 years 
of age, and has had five wives, one of whom only is now alive. By one of 
his deceased wives, by name Gomankoor, he has issue two sons, who are both 
at present living in Oodepoor. The eldest, by name Verisaljce, is now thirteen 
years old, the youngest named Jeitsing, is only seven years of age. Narsing 
became blind from the smull-pox in Sumvut 1859, or a. n. 1803. This 
misfortune legally incapacitates birn from sitting on the Gadee, and in case 
therefore be satisfactorily proves his superior claims over that of his rival, the 
succession will devolve upon his eldest son, Verisaljee. Purtaub Sing is now 
about 19, and has two wives, by one of whom he has a daughter. 

4. Such is a general outline of the case, and, in consequence, my attention 
has been principally directed to ascertaining the ten following points

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Itl.-^The particulars of Soorujkoor*8 marriage, her age at tho time« how long 
after its celebration she was delivered of a chtld^ and whether the usual cere- 
tnonies observed in a Rajpoot woman’s pregnancy were observed or not in her 
case. 2nd. — ^1'he general feeling of the country at the time the event is said to 
have occurred, and wh^her it was known that she was in a state of pregnancy 
at the time she left her husband in conAnenient in Nandod. 3rd , — How long 
after Ramsing had been seated on the Gadee did Soorujkoor return to him; 
why did she not return immediately after that event ; whether on her return 
she demanded Uhandaree, and if she did, on what account did she consider 
such necessary ; and whether she returned in company with Uanising after the 
latter had seized and dismissed Salum Jumadar, or subsequent to that event. 
4tA . — As Ramsing conducted himself towards Purtaub Sing in many respects 
as if he had been his own child, to investigate whether there were any cir- 
cumstances existing which might ucoount for such conduct, on the supposition 
that the child was not his own but that of another person. 5iA . — To ascertain 
whether Rumsing really wrote the letter Nursing asserts he did, aaliort time be- 
fore his death, directing him to come and take charge of the Government, and 
tiiforming him that Purtaub Sing was not his son. 6t/i , — To ascertain the particu- 
lars of the letter given to Nursing in November 1813 i)y certain Ztimindurs, &c. 
residing in the Nandod Purguiin, whether it was given willingly or extorted by 
force. 7tA . — To inquire into the particulars of the letters received by Captain 
Cnrnac, Tlis UighiiesH Futleh Sing Rao Gaekwar, and the Bliow, stating that the 
differences between Nursing and PurtaubSing were Hccommodated, and in which 
the former styles himseir uncle to the latter. 8//i.— To ascertain whether the 
letter produced by Narsing, purporting to be from Jyesing Runa, is genuine or 
a forgery. 9lA . — ascertain whether the ten letters to Mr. Williams, from 
certain inhahitunta of Rajpeepla, in favour of Purtaub Sing’s claims, are genuine, 
and whether they were written with the free will and consent of those whose 
signatures are affixed. lO/A. — And lastly, to ascertain the popular feeling of 
the country as to which of the two competitors is the legitimate Chieftain of 
Rajpeepla. 

6. The evidence before me has been principally taken with the view of 
elucidating the above particulars; and, fur the sake of reference, I shall now 
divide it into eight different enclosures, marked A, B, C, D, K, 1*", G, I J. 
Before I proceed to remark upon these in order, it is necessary shortly to 
state the manner in which the investigation has been conducted. At the dif* 
ferent places I have visited, I first examined the witnesses produced by the 
parties themselves, and then such other respectable inhabitants that remain- 
ed, whose vicinity to the capital of the country, or some other circumstance, 
I thought likely to enable them to throw some light, however trifling, on 
the subject. AH the witnesses bad an oath administered to them according to 
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their faithi with the exception of those enumerated in the 7th enclosure 
(marked G)» and were examined sepaft^tely. Their depositions were taken 
down in Murathce by a Moonsheei and in English by myself* the two thus 
forming a check to each other against the incorrectness of either. I am not 
aware that there is any essential difference between them* and* allowing for the 
difference in the two idioms* they are in substance the same. The Karbarees 
were present when their respective witnesses were sworn* but retired when 
their exaininulion commenced. They did not request to be present* and I 
did not deem it necessary* therefore* to give them advice to that effect* consu 
dering that thoir presence might deter some of the witnesses from speaking 
the truth* and might in some cases prevent the discovery of false witnesses. 
I have not shown to eitlier party the testimony produced against them* 
conceiving that such would have opened an endless field to the suborning of 
false witnesses* and have thus protracted the inquiry to an indefinite and 
unnecessary length of time. When* however* any particular fact arose from one 
party bearing very strong against the other* I informed the latter of it* direct- 
ing them to produce any evidence they might be able* to contradict it* or 
diminish its force. This may be considered as having given them nearly the 
same advantages as they would have derived from a perusal of the deposition^* 
without affording them the opportunity of procuring false witnesses* with the 
facility they otherwise would have hud* to depose to particular facts and 
circumstances in opposition to their opponents. I have likewise furnished 
each party with a list of the witnesses produced against them* in order to give 
them the opportunity of stating any circumstances which may have come to their 
knowledge regarding the situation* circumstances* or character of any of the 
deponents likely to impeach the credibility of their testimony. 

6. Enclosure marked A consists of the depositions* forty-one in number* 
and marked accordingly* of the witnesses produced by Warnasee* the Kar« 
baree of Purtaub Sing* to substantiate bis master’s claims to the succession : 
of these eleven are females* and the remainder males. The ten first depositions 
are those of Oinedkoorbaee the mother* and Ujoobaee the aunt of Jeytsing* 
Eana of Mandwa; of three female attendants in the Rana’s family; of 
Meetabaec* formerly a concubine of Ajebsing’s ; of Omedkoorbaee* one of 
the surviving widows of Ramsing; and of three female relatives to certain 
Bramins in the service of the Rana of Mandwa» 

7. The testimony given by the above |>ersons* notwithstanding they mostly 
come from the same house* and pretend to have been eye-witnesses of the same 
facts* differs very essentially* and their depositions are tilled with contradietbn# 
and misstatements of the most glaring description. They coincide in statiiyr 
that Ramsing came to Mandwa and maitied Soorujkoor* ibiU )ui remained 
there for five or six months after his marriage^ and then retained to Nandod» 
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whither hie with toon follawed him ; that a few months after their return 
Rameing was plaM in confinement* by Ajebsing^ upon which Soorujkoor, 
accompa/iied by several other persons^ escaped to Mandwa. They all a6Sriii 
she was in a state of pregnancy at that time, and, according to some, that she 
was advanced three, and to others five months with child. They all assert that 
the Panchmasa and Sutmasa ceremonies were observed in the fifth and 
seventh months of her pregnancy, and that the usual ceremonies of distribht- 
tng svjgar, kc. Ac., when she was delivered of Purtaub Sing, were observed, 
and information sent to Ramsing and others of the event. Some of them state 
that they were present both at the performance of the ceremonies above alluded 
to and at her delivery. They state that Uainsing asdended the Oadee upon the 
death of Ajebsing, and that, four months after he had ascended it, he went to 
Mandwa and seized Sulum Juixiadar, and, with the exception of two, they agree 
in stating that Soorujkoor and Purtaub Sing returned with idm to Rnjpeepla. 
Not one of them was able to state the time of Sooru jkoor’s birth, but stated 
she was 14 or 15 when she was married ; asserting that they know this, some 
of them from living in the same house, and others from hearsay. Such are 
the particulars in whicrh they agree, and it now remains to point out a few of 
the most essential points in which their testimony is contradictory, and the 
principal falsehoods each has been guilty of telling. 

8. The chief divagreornent is in the number as well as the exact persons 
who accompanied Soorujkoor in her escape to Mandwa. Soorujkoor states she 
was only accompanied by two slave girls, the one named Nutbee, who is dead, 
and the other by name Luckmee, who is alive, and a Rajpoot who is now 
likewise dead. Her statement in this respect is the one which in all probability 
is the correct one, and those who differ with her, in stating they themselves 
accompanied her, are guilty of a gross falsehood, and those who state others 
though not themselves were with her, are at least guilty of a great inaccuracy 
in saying BO. Her grandmother asserts a Rajpoot woman by name Ouloo- 
baee, ns well as Meetabaee and her daughter, accompanied her, and in the 
cross-examination, considering, I conclude, that she had not made out a good 
case, adds that she herself went with her, which is directly contradicted by 
many of the other witnesses. 1 do not consider the evidence of this woman 
egtiiled to the least credit whatever, as, independent of the testimony of other 
witnesses being against her, she herself declares that she remained with Ram- 
sing the whole time of his confinement in Mandwa, in the very face of her 
assertion that she accompanied Soorujkoor, who left him at the very commence- 
ment of his imprisonment In the next place she affirmn, in contradiction to 
everybody else, that the priests or household Bramine of Ramsing were present 
at the performance of the Panchmasa and Sutmasa ceremonies, triumphantly 
aseerting^ when narrowly questioned on the subject, that she knows such was 
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the case, as their presence was indispensably necessary to their due performance* 
This may bo considered as some evidence that they Here not regularly 
celebrated. I was for some time at a loss what to make of her assertion that 
Purtaub Sing received presents from the Company on his being seated on the 
Oadee; thi**, however, was explained by the next witness stating that they 
were made by a Gentleman who came with a wheel or perambulator/’ which 
proves they must have alluded to the presents made to Purtaub Sing by the 
late Surveyor General on his visiting Itajpeepln in tliieyear 1811, which transao- 
lion was noticed hy (iovernmeiit at the time of its occurrence. To proceed, ~ 
Meetabnec denies that she accompanied Soorujkoor, 'but adds the name of 
another person who did so, hy name Bheerna. The deponents Guloobaee 
and Bbynnjee both assert that they were of the party who escaped to Mandwa 
with Soonijkoor; and how is it possible that such statements should be made 
by those advocating the cause of truth? Meetabaeo states that she is positive 
Soortijkoor did not demand tihandaree from her husband upon returning to 
him, a fact acknowledged by Soonijkoor herself. UJoobaee states that Ruin- 
sing and Soonijkoor remained in the fort of Kajpecpla, and not in Nandod, 
prior to the former’s confinement ; and odds that she returned to her husband 
four or five niontlis after leaving him, which does not even give time for 
Purtaub Sing’s birth, and much less for his arriving at the age of a year or 
a year and a half, the time that he was first taken to llajpeepla. The direct 
falsehood the woman Samba has made, as remarked in my note at the end of 
her deposition, deprives her testimony of any force it might otherwise be deemed 
worthy of. I’lie statement of Omedkoor, that Soonijkoor and Purtaub Sing 
returned to Ramsing two months after his ascending theGadee,and tbatSulum 
Jumiidar was the person wliose Bhandaree was given to her, is too ridiculous 
to be remarked upon. The woman Shambooerbaee is guilty of two falsehoods, 
the one in stating that Purtaub Sing was born one year after Soortijkoor’s 
marriage, and the other in stating that she did not demand Bhandaree on 
returning to Ramsing. The two last witnesses are guilty of the same falsehood, 
in stating that they saw Soonijkoor pass through Nandod with Ramsing on 
his return from seizing Saluin Jnmadar, which is in contradiction to Soonij«* 
koor’s own statement, who, although she asserts she returned to Rajpeepla 
with her husband on that occasion, yet adds that they proceeded by differept 
routes, the Rnja by that of Nandod and herself by that of Kunote. 

9. Such are the numerous and important falsehoods and contradictions 
observable in the above depositions. They abound in many of minor conu- 
deration, too numerous to be individually remarked upon, but which jcollectively 
grifatly of themselves diminish the credibility of the statements of the deponents, 
but combined with the circumstance -of the relationship and. conneiptioR they 
bear to the party whose cause they are brought forward te advocate, would 
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almost tjirarrant their being laid aeide and patted over without any observationt 
being made upon tKiem. 

10. I do not consider the next depoeition, or that of B^eroting, the brother 
of Soorujkoor, and as tuch greatly interested in the tuccess of her muse, 
worthy of any other remark, except that it turpattet those I have already 
observed upon in the foolishness and magnitude of the contradictions and 
falsehoods with which it so plentifully abounds, and which alone is sufficient 
to occasion • the greatest injury to the cause of Purtaub Sing. He appeared 
to me to have fallen into a great mistake in relating the particulars of the 
negotiation which took place between Soorujkoor and Ramsing about the 
former’s return, and from his great confusion and embarrassment when asked 
whether this occurred on her first returning to her husband or whether it 
referred to a subsequent period, I am strongly induced to believe that he 
inadvertently commenced speaking the truth, and that the negotiation he alludes 
to referred to what took place prior to her first return ; however this may be, 
his deposition is one continued tissue of perjury and falsehood. 

1 1. The four next depositions are those of four Dramins, inhabitants of tlie 
village of Nanderia, about six kos distant from Mandwa, calling themselves 
Ooors, or spiritual teachers, belonging to the Rana of Mandwa. The principal 
fact they depose to, is that the performance of the usual ceremonies in the 
fifih and seventh months of Soorujkoor’s pregnancy was duly observed. The 
two first deponents assert they were present at the celebration of the latter 
ceremony, the third on that of the first, snd the last on that of both. They all, 
however, disagree in the details, such as the number of persons who were 
present, &c. 'I'hey all are dependants of the Rana of Mandwn, and from their 
dress and appearance seemed to be persons in a very inferior situation in life. 
They all, but the first deponent in particular, delivered their evidence in n very 
equivocating manner. The first is guilty of several contradictions, first assert* 
ing that he himself performed the Pooja of Ounputtee, and then another 
person by name Mahdojee; next stating that he was in Nanderia at the time 
Soorujkoor was mariied, but afterwards, that he was present in Maud wu on 
that event, and lastly stating that Soorujkoor was ten or eleven years old when 
she was married, and twenty when she gave birth to Purtaub Sing, which 
ha{q)ened at furthest only two years after the former event. The second depo- 
nent states that Soorujkoor was delivered of Purtaub Sing three months after 
leaving her husband, which is an assertion we should not expect to be made by 
one who had been really present at a ceremony performed a longer period than 
that after her return. He likewise states the cause of Rarosing's oonfinement 
being the pregnancy of hit wife, which is incorrect. The third witness suTes 
diet Soonijkoor, at the time of her marriage, was said by her lather and 

mother end alt people to be only eleven or twelve years of age. Is it likely,

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tli(.'rcfoi'C 4 tliat be should be called upon to attend at the ceremfony in questiotr, 
unless tli6 observance of it was only the commencement of a trick some persons 
hud it in contemplation to play off at a subsequent period ? With the excep- 
tion of the first witness, who states that Soorujkoor appeared pregnant, none 
of the others depose to that effect, and the last, although be says she appeared 
fut in person, could not state she was pregnant, which one would naturally 
suppose would require very little observation to be apparent in a woman (like 
Soorujkoor must have been) advancing in her eighth month of pregnancy* 
It is worthy of remark that not one of these deponents were able to depose to 
the time that elapsed after Ramsing’s ascending the Gadee and Soortijkoor’s 
return, and did not make the least allusion to Rarosing coming himself in 
jierson to fetch her. 

1 2. The next in order is the translation of the two examinations of Sooruj- 
koor taken by yourself at Baroda. This is more minute in the detail, giving 
the date of Purtaub Sing’s birth, &c. See., but does not essentially differ from 
the statements of the former deponents in the main story. The female 
attendant she alludes to in her answer to question the 2nd, is the same person 
whose evidence I have so particularly remarked upon in my former letter. 
Her answer to questions 5 and 8 are by no means satisfactory. Her answer 
to question the 1 0th throws some light upon what was her real age at the 
time of her marriage. She in it states she hud her monthly courses in her 
thirteenth year and when she was unmarried. This, however, is directly con- 
tradicted by Mcetabaee, who states that she positively knows for certain that 
she had not them before her marriage, but when she came to Nandod and lived 
in the house of Dair Sliunker. On the supposition, therefore, that she bad 
them at the age she states, thirteen, and that she did not have them until after 
her marriage, at the ploce stated by Meetabaee, she could not have been much 
more than twelve at the time of her marriage, as, according to her own state- 
ment, and that of many of the other witnesses, Ramaing remained six months in 
Mundwa after that event. If this inference is correct, her statement that she 
was fourteen when she married is false, and if it is true as she states that she 
first came to Ramsing in her fifteenth year, this must have been about the time 
(if not subsequent to it) 'that she states she was delivered of Purtaub Sing. 
Her statement in answer the 12th will, in evidence I shall hereafter remark 
upon, be proved false. The thirteenth answer appears evasive, and leads me to 
suppose that she was not treated in the kind manner she states she was by her 
husband. Her answer to questions 14 and 16 are undoubtedly false, as it is 
\t^l known that Ramsing, during nearly the whole time he was seated’ on the 
Gadee, was the Raja merely in name, but acted according to the wll and direc- 
tion of the Karbarees for the lime being. Her answer to -question the ITth.is 
full of inaccuracies. The ceremony of PuUha-ieshak was not perforitted when 
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iPurtiuib Sing ascended the Gadee. This is proved not only from the tostiinony 
of many respectable persons, but from that of the Bheel VVussavra, whose 
hereditary right it is to perforin the Chandla ceremony, wliich, according to 
SooriijkoorV own account, always forms a part of the Puttha-beshuk ceremony. 
By the testimony of the same Bheel likewise, the Chandla ceremony was per- 
furmed by his (the Bheel’s) father, on the accession of Ramsing to the sovereign- 
ty of the country. The Acchye Puttha alluded to in answer the UHh, must be 
the Sunnud 1 have already mentioned was given to Purtsub Sing hy the 
Gaekwar Government, investing him with authority during the life-time of hU 
father. It is true that some Umclias were sent from Baroda by Gungadliur 
Shastree, but not at the time Soorujkoor mentions, as they hud been in Raj- 
peepla two or three years before Ramsing'a death, and were in the first instance 
obtained by Kiahundas Buksliee. The, answer to the 20th question is likewise 
incorrect as to llie time of the commeueeinent of Narsing’s disturbances. 1 
shall have occasion to allude more particularly to the last answer contained in 
Soorujkoor’sexamination, and shall merely therefore now observe, that it appears 
evasive, as she does not refer to the time of her first returning to her husband 
(to which I conclude the question refers), and that her stating that liuttysing 
was dismissed is altogether incorrect. Her second examination relates to tlm 
performance of the usual ceremonies in her filth and seventh months of preg- 
nancy, and her answers are by no means detailed and satisfactory, and add 
little if any force to the evidence of the four Bramins remarked upon in para. 1 1 
uf this letter. She positively states that Ramsing’s Bramins wero not present, ^ 
but that they were performed by her father’s Bramins in Mandwn. 

13. The nine succeeding depositions are those of five dependants of tlie 
Rana ofMandwa, Rajpoots living in that place ; of Manockjec Pursee, former- 
ly a servant living with Ramsing; and of a Jumadar and two Bargeers 
formerly io the service of Ajebsing and Ramsing. 'fhe evidence they contain 
is net very important, and the greater part is given from hearsay. Tlio four 
first depose to have been present in Mandwa when Purtaub Sing was born, 
and of the usual ceremonies and rejoicings being made on the occasion. 'I'liat 
such were made 1 have not the least doubt, but the question is whutlicr they 
were made really on account of Soorujkoor’s delivery, or to contribute to the 
auoceM of an imposture? Tlieir evidence abounds in numerous contradictions 
and misstatements. The first, for example, repeatedly replied, when asked 
what waa her age at the time of Purtaub Sing's birth, that people said she 
was twenty-four or twenty-five years old. 'fhe second, stales the Rana of 
Mandwa went to Rajpeepla to {lerform a certain ceremony after the de^ of 
Ajebsing, which is directly contradicted by the next witness. The third, ^tes 
. iUimaing came himself to escort Soorujkoor to Rajpeeplu, which is conlradirt- 
. ed liy (be first and fourth deponents, the latter stating that she did not leturu 
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till n year and a half or two yean after he had been seated on the Oadee, 
because her husband did not send for her. 'I'hey all state her age at the time 
of her marriage from hearsay ; three of them that she was fifteen or sixteeii, 
and one that she was ten or twelve. Many other minor differences ore to bo 
met with in their respective statements. The fifth witness merely deposes to 
having been in Mandwa when the tomtoms were beaten, &c. &c. ; but is remark* 
able from the maimer in whioh he delivered his evidence, which was such aa 
to convince me he knew the particulan of the story, but would not inform me 
of them. The only observation to be mode on the evidence of the Parsee, is his 
statement that when he (the deponent) left his master, he was preparing to 
perform a ceremony in consequence of Soorujkoor being advanced in her 
pregnancy two months and a half: this must be false, as no such ceremony is 
ever observed at the time he mentions. The evidence of the Juroadar and the 
two Rargeers contains nothing of importance, except that they are positive 
that the Raja did not go himself to bring Soorujkoor, but that she returned 
to him (according to the Jumadar’s statement) when Purtaub Sing was four 
years old, but according to that of the Bargeers, when he was three. 

14. The remaining depositions are those of certain Desaees and other 
inhabitants of the Balode and Jubboogaum Purgunas. These of course are 
of much less weight than the otliers, aa the deponents, living at a distance 
from the capital, cannot be supposed to know much more than what has reach* 
(>d them by report; accordingly such of them aa give evidence in Purtaub 
Sing's favour, merely depose to such farts as the news of hit birth being 
brought to their village, and of their having seen Purtaub Sing living with 
Ramsing at Rajpeepla. Of these witnesses, however, notwithstanding they 
were brought to me by the Karbaree of Purtaub Sing, no lesa thon nine give 
their voice in favour of Nursing. Two others, although they do not so directly 
advocate the cause opposed to the one they are produced to support, may be 
considered to be of the same way of thinking ; and another witness, although 
he states Purtaub Sing in his opinion to be the legitimate Raja, yet does so 
merely from the circumstance of his having already sat on the Oadee, and at 
the same time acknowledges that the world was divided in opinion as to the 
reality of Purtaub Sing being born of Soorujkoor when it was made known. 
These facts speak volumes, and require no comment. 

15. Such are the observations it has occurred to me to make upon the first 
enclosure; and from them will be seen .upon what sort of basis Purtaub 
Sing’s pretensions are founded. I now proceed to make such remarke.M 
np^r necessary upon the nature of the evidence contained in the ineo^ 
enmsure, marked B. 

16. On reference to the 1 Ith para, of my former letter on the Bbdpaiipla 
case, it will be obseTTcd tbet allusion is made to a number of letters .|d***^^ 
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Mr. Williams in support of Purtaub Stng*s claims to the succession^ purport- 
ing to be from some of the principal inhabitants of most of the Purgiinas in 
the Rajpeepla State. These^ on many accountSi but principally from the 
uniformity of their style and contents^ and from the circiiinatance of the writers 
of the letters from the capital of the country ^stating nothing more tlian the 
writers of those living thirty or forty kos distant, 1 suspected had not bt^en 
properly obtained, and the depositions now to be considered will prove my 
suspicion was not altogether groundless. 

17. The letters in question were ten in number, besides which Purtaub 
Sing’s Karburee has produced three others he states were written at the same 
time, but which were not given to Mr. Williams with the others; but from 
what cause this. happened, he is unable to explain. The second enclosure to 
this letter contains the depositions, ftfty-three in number, of such of the persons 
whose attendance I was able to procure, who are stated to have affixed their 
signatures to the letters alluded to, and which are written in the order the letters 
stand translated, and not in that in which the depositions were taken. 

18. The first letter is stated to have been sent from Ingreea, distant from 
Nandod about twenty-five kos, and to have been signed by all the Patels of 
that and the other villages of the Ingreea Purguna; but only fourteen names 
are actually affixed. Of these, three did not sign it, four were unable to attend 
through sickness to give me their depositions, one is since dead, and the 
remainder signed it in consequence of their receiving a letter from Purtaub 
Sing’s party, informing them that the gentleman at Baroda wanted them to 
write. The other depositions are those of other Patels in the same Purguna, 
who all deny having signed the letter in question. Their depositions contain 
nothing of importance, and most of them appeared perfectly indifierent as to 
who is their proper Raja. Bawabhye, the person alluded to as having come 
for the letter, is one of tlie Karbarees of Purtaub Sing. 

19. The second letter is said to have been written from the village of Ram- 
poora in tlie Nandod Purguna, distant from Nandod about five kos, and to 
have been signed by three Rajpoots residing in that village. Of these, one is 
since dead, one signed it, but the other did not. The evidence of the two latter 
is not of any importance, merely deposing to the facts of the report of Purtaub 
Stng'i birth being circulated, and of bis afterwards being brought up by the 
Raja. The first, however, deposes that no rejoicings were made at the time, 
because Naraing and bis party (in which we may fairly include Ajebsing) said 
it was false : both likewise positively assert that Raiusing did not go himself 
to Mandwg to bring Soorujkoor, but that he sent a man for that purpose. 

30. The third letter is said to have been sent from Nandod, and to l^e 
been signed by eight Desaees and other inhabitants residing in the^ Nandod 
Pnrgnna. As 1 have taken the evidence of the writers of this letter on the 
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mibjert of another letter sriid to have heoii written by them to Narsing in 
Suniviit 1870, or A. d. 1813, 1 did not think it neceasary nsain to take their 
clepositionH on the subject of this second letter, conceiving that their opinions 
and evidence on the present dispute were clearly set forth in their former 
depositions. I have, however, smce seen five of those whose names are atBxed, 
and have learnt that three of them signed it willingly, one was made to d'O so 
by force, and the other did not sign it at all. 

21. The fourth letter is stated to have been written from Gowallee, and to 
have been signed by all the Desaees and Patels of that Purguna, but has only 
the names of nine persons actually affixed ; of these, however, only two actually 
signed it, and of them one was induced to do so by the directions of fiawabhye, 
the person I have before mentioned, without reading the letter himself or having 
It read to him ; this latter person gives his voice in favour of Narsing, and the 
other appeared indifterent. It would be altogether a waste of time to make any 
other remark upon the dreadful perjury and falsehood to be observed in the 
depositions of two of the persons said to have signed this letter, except that it 
cannot give us a very high opinion of the cause of Purtaub Sing that his 
Karbaree should find himself compelled to avail himself of the testimony of 
such disreputable witnesses. 

22. The three following letters were written from Ruttunpoor, distant from 
Nandod about twenty-five kos, and were really signed by those whose natues 
are affixed. They were obtained by the same person and in the same manner 
as the preceding ones. The evidence contained in the depositions of the writers 
of these letters is not of much importance; only one of them directly gives his 
voice in favour of Purtaub Sing, because he has heard that Ramsing nourished 
and brought him up ; the remainder appeared perfectly indifferent on the 
subject. 

23. The ninth and tenth letters are written from Nandod, and to them are 
affixed the names of eleven Bramins, inhabitants of that place. Of these, six 
signed willingly, four from fear of being injured if they did not so, and one 
did not sign it. Their evidence has been taken, and is of importance. The 
first witness was one of the Rqj^oors in the service of the Rajpeepla Govern- 
ment: be is guilty of m&ny misstatements; he says, for instance, that 
Soorujkoor was eighteen or twenty years old when she was married, that Ram<« 
sing sent for his wife two or three months after he had ascended the Oadee^ 
and that Purtaub Sing was only two months ^old when she returned. Ho 
states he was with the Raja himself at the time, and is therefore certain that ho 
(Rdinsing) did not go himself to bring her. This fact is likewise c^roborated 
b)^four others of the persons said to have signed these letters. 0ne of tlie 
witnesses states that he heard from many people that Soorujkoor was pregnant 
before he heard of the birth of Purtaub Sing. The direct false^od the 
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doponent Seitbhye told, renders his evidence suspicions. Daroot Vuckut Hum 
is the person who did not sign the letter ; hut I think he would not have . 
refused to have done so had he been present^ but merely make the remark to 
ebow the probability of many of the other signatures having been made in that 
same manner by persons who had no right to do so. This deponent states he 
heard of Soorujkoor’s pregnancy piior to Purtaub Sing’s birth. 1 deem it 
right to mention a fact which of itself renders the evidence of two of the writers 
of this letter very suspicious. On the 13th of December last Purtaub Sing's 
Karbaree gave me a list containing the names of nine females he intended to 
produce as his witnesses ; subsequently, however, he informed me that five of 
them would not attend. Upon inquiry I found that they had not been 
consulted, but that their husbands had promised (and, according to report, 
under certain conditions) to compel them to give evidence on their side of the 
question, but found all their endeavours unavailing. Amongst these were the 
wives of Yujah Sunker Josee and Mahdoram Bhut I did all I could after' 
wards to persuade these women to attend me ; but they refused, threatening to 
commit violence upon themselves if compelled to do so, and I reluctantly desisted 
from the atteiQpt. 

24. The four persons who state they were obliged to sign the letter by 
force, are the same who are alluded to in the 35th para, of my former report. 
They gave their evidence before at Baroda in 1819, since wliich, one of them, 
by name Bapoo Bhut, is dead : the others have again given their evidence, 
and in it is to be found additional information of consequence. Hurreechunder 
specifies three different occasions on which he saw Soorujkoor a year after her 
marriage, and she appeared quite a girl. He states her age to have been ten 
or eleven when she was married ; that she demanded Bhandaree from her 
husband, on account of the boy, before she returned to him. The fact he men- 
tions of Meetabaee, the mother of Jeytsing, requesting Goolabkoor, another 
of the wives of Ramsing, to sham pregnancy, is very important. Although it 
stands upon ^e testimony of this person alone, yet from what I have been able 
to ascertain of his character, from the manner in which he delivered his 
testimony and other circumstances, I must deem it worthy of credit. It is 
certainly a probable story, as the age of Ooolubkoor rendered the success of 
t|)e imposture more likely, than it would have been when the person who 
noted the . prineipi# part of the scene was BO young as Soorujkoor appears to 
have been. I think the citvomstance of the witness at once informing me no 
other person to 41^ knowledge knew of the fact, as the conversation which 
passed between him and Goolabkoor, when the latter came to ask bis advice upon 
the, subject, was only between themselves, is in favour of hia statement being 
true ; as had he preconcerted the story with others, he would most probably 
have backed it- up by the testimony of other persons procured for the purpose, 
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a tHsk which the consideration the natives in general unrortunntety attach 
to an oatii rendered by no means difiieult. The deponent Despandee Mutlim 
stales that news arrived at Nandod of the Sutmasee ceremony having been 
performed, at Mondwa, and of Soorujkuor’s being delivered of a son, which 
everybody suspected was false. 

26. The letters given me .by Wurnaser since I left Baroda are from persons 
living in the Balode, Ruttunpoor, and Jtibboogaum Purgunas. The first is 
signed by three persons only, one of whom is since dead. The two persona 
who are alive gave their evidence, which needs no remark, except that the one 
is full of falsehoods, and the other states that Narsing was Raja, and that people 
said Purtuiib Sing was the son of Ramsing. The second letter is written from 
Beloor, a village in the Ruttunpoor Purgiina, and is signed by six Patels of 
villages in that Pnrguna, all of whom acknowledge having signed it, but give 
different stories regarding it. Two of them neither read the letter nor had it 
read to them, one of them stStes that the Bramin who brought the news of 
Purtaiib Sing’s birth was sent by Ajebsing, assigning as the cause of his 
making this assertion that Ramsing was in confinement at the time and Ajeb> 
sing was his father, and therefore must have been the persoi^who sent him. 
Two of the writers, however, assert what is more probable, that the Bramin was 
sent from Mandwa. The letter is mostly written from hearsay. The third 
letter is written from the Jtibboogaum Purguna, the most distant of all the 
others from the capital of Rajpcepla. It is signed by four persons, three of 
whom acknowledge that they signed it ; the other, however, asserting that they 
merely wrote a letter in reply to one they had received, slating that tliey were 
willing to write whatever the generality of the people of Rajpeepla agreed to 
say ; he deposes likewise that ho did not sign the letter, but was told it had 
been sent to fiaroda. 

26. Such is the issue of my inquiries regarding the authenticity of the letters 
produced by Purtaub Sing, which must be considered prejudicial to his cause. 
The only letters which were undoubtedly written by those whoseaignatures are 
affixed, are those 1 have remarked upon in the 2'2nd‘para. of ttiis letter, and 
these, it must be remarked, make no mention of the Chandla mark having 
been made by Ramsing on Purtaub Sing’s forehead, a short time before his 
death. The other letters are nearly verbatim the same, and some of them 
having been signed by persona living in Mandwa, and otheiW by persons living 
thirty or forty kos distant from that place, we may naturally infer they were . 
drawn out by the same person, and the signatures subsequently obtained from 
those whose names are affixed. It is necessary here to correct an error in tho 
translation of these letters, which states that the usual ceremoniea were p^rforhied 
on the occasion of Purtaub Sing’s birth; not one of them, however, assert this; 
but the ceremony alluded to is the Choul Kurum ceremony (answering to the 
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Junovee ceremony observed by Bramins), which consists in shaving all the 
hair ofT the boy’s head| with the exception of a single lock on the top. This 
all the letters state Ilamsing caused to be performed to Purtaub Sing. It is 
generally celebrated when the boy commences his fifth year. 

27. I now proceed to remark upon the three enclosures, marked C, which 
contain the depositions, twenty-two in number, of the witnesses producf^d hy 
Purvoodas, the Karbare^ of Narsing, to make good liis master’s claims. The 
eleven first depositions are those of the Thakoor of the village of Shanore, and 
ten other persons, either the relations or dependants of the former. These are 
principally useful ns evincing the sentiment of the principal persons residing in 
a village about a mile distant from Mandwa at the alleged timeofSoorujkoor’s 
being delivered of Purtaub Sing. They are free from contradiction, and were, 
generally speaking, given in a clear and satisfactory manner. They nil ngreo 
in stating that Purtaub Sing was not the son of Ramsing, but of Jyesing 
liana, as his wife Soorujkoor was too young to be capable of bearing a child : 
her age at the time is differently stated by tlicin to have been from ten to 
twelve years. One of the witnesses states the affair was in the first instance 
whispered about in secret, but afterwards talked about publicly, and adds that 
Ramsing sent for his wife some time after he had been seated on the Oadee, 
but she refused to return until he had granted her nhandaree. Two (ff them 
state that Ramsing himself sent a message to Muudvva, directing his wife to 
sham pregnancy, in order to save his life. They likewise depose to the usual 
ceremonies being observed in Mandwa, the same as if Soorujkoor ha*d really 
been delivered of a son, but people considered it to be a trick. Two of t|ie 
deponents gave their evidence before at Baroda, and their two statements 
correspond exactly with one another; one of them stating, in addition to what 
he before deposed, that he heard of the usual ceremonies being performed in 
the fifth and seventh months, people however observing that sucli was done to 
prevent Ajebsing from killing Ilamsing. 

28. The \}fxi in order is the re-examination of Purope Dajee Ram, the 
person alluded to in the 31st and 32nd paragraphs of niy former letter ; 
and knowing the importance of his testimony from the circumstance of 
bis having been one of Ramsing’s officiating Bramins, I did all that I was 
able in order to discover any circumstance which might render his testimony 
suspicious, which, however, I have not done ; and 1 feel it right to observe, 
that no one could have given more satisfactory replies to the numerous 
queries put to him, and from his appearance I should consider liim to be 
a vdl'y respectable witness. The substance of his evidence is as follows: 
That Soorujkoor demanded Bhandaree from her husband on account of Purtaub 
Sing, before she returned to him ; that the boy was carried to Rajpeepla two 
months after Soorujkoor herself bad returned ; that Ramsing at times played

with the boy^ but at others ^Ya8 angry with him, and made use of such express 
sions as turn out the boy, I do not know who.ce seed he is*’ ; and deponent 
gives an instance, on one occasion when he (the deponent) was about to make 
the Chaiullu mark on the child’s forehead, wIic'ii tlie Uaja prevented him ; he 
(the Knja) ohsrrving that he was not sprung from his seed. The deponent 
states that he was present wlicn Soonijkoor was married to llamsing, and 
guessed she was not more than eh^ven years old, as she had no breasts. He 
stales the cause of Ruinsing being confniod, the discovery of a plot he was 
detected agitating to deprive his father of his dominions, because the latter 
would not increase his allowances. He states that he saw Soonijkoor prior 
to her escape from Mandvva, at which time, to the best of liis belief, she was 
not pregnant, as she was too young und had never had monthly courses; that 
the Punchmasa and Sutrnasa ceremonies were not performed, as his presence 
was necessary. He likewise deposes that several customary ceremonies were 
omitted at the time Purtaub irking was placed on the Gadee, and that it wa» 
Kishundas Bukshec who was the principal person by whose means he was 
placed on the Gadee. In conclusion, he deposes he has heard tliat Hamsing 
wrote a letter to Narsing at Oodepoor, a shoil lime before his death, request- 
ing him to come and take charge of the government of Rajpeeplu, as Purtaub 
Sing \\a% not his son; hut that Naising did not come to Rajpeeplu, as he feared 
it might be a plot to destroy him. 

29. The Bramin alluded to in the evidence of this deponent, by name 
Jyesunkcr, is the same whose testimony I have remarked upon in para. 23 
of ^his letter. The facts he mentions, of Ins knowing that Sooi ujkoor was not 
pregnant when she escaped to Mandw'a, us she had never had her monthly 
courses, is of great im|)ortanco. The ceremony he alludes to, which it would 
Imvc been his duty to perforin had she ever hud them, is that knovvn by the 
name of Gurbahflun, and is one of rejoicing and great publicity. The meeting 
he alludes to, wliich took place between His Highness Futteh Sing and Nur- 
sing, occurred in 1H72, a. d. 181G, after the arrangement made by the Bliow 
had been concluded. It must likewise be observed that this witness deposes 
that it is not customary < for the Raja about to die to make the Tulah mark 
upon the forehead of his succes.sor, as it is stated (in the letters produced by 
Purtaub Sing) llamsing did, but it ought to be done by the Rajgoor. 

30. The next deposition is that of a person by name Iluttysing Chowra, 
and is the person alluded td in the 24th para, of my former letter as having 
written a letter to Mr. Williams, replying to a set of questions sent to him for 
tliat purpose. He deposes that Soorujkoor was ten or eleven years old Ahen 
she was married to Ramsing, and that it was about a year after that she was 
said to have given birth to Purtaub Sing, which is false; that he recollects 
Ramsing going to Maudwa for the purpose of seizing Salum Jumadar, on 
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which occasion the deponent accompanied hiui. Ramsing saw Sooriijkoor 
and Purtaub Sing, but did not acknowledge the latter to be his son. He posi- 
tively states that neither Soorujkoor nor Purtaub Sing returned with Ramsing 
to Rajpcepla, and acknowledges that it was he (the deponent) who persuaded 
the Raja to send for them. lie gave this advice, because he knew the trick 
had been made to save the Raja's life, and adds that he himscU* was bcmiI to 
bring them, by the Raja, who gave the lihandcircc of Abdullah Jurnadar to 
Soorujkoor. In conclusion the deponent gives three very plausible reasons, 
which, combined together, induced Rainsing to act^owards Purtaub Sing in 
the way he did, adding that he (the deponent) is certain that Ihtmsing hud no 
fatherly affection for Purtaub Sing, who he has often seen ordered out of the 
Raja’s presence when Iirought into it. 

31. Tlie evidence of lluttysing, whether wc consider the situation he 
formerly held, or that in which he now is, must he considered of the higliest 
weight and importance. His former situation was that of a niun in the service 
of Rumsing, wlio, by a scries of fiithful services, raised himself from the 
lowest to the highest situation his master had it in his power to bestow upon 
him. Ills present situation is that of perfect independence, living in the village 
of Shoreulterut, under the protection of the British (io\ernmcnt, upon the 
weakh he accumulated in Kainsing’s service, and upon the produce of the land 
he farms in that village. His former situation must have made him acquainted 
with all the particulars of this mysterious case, and his present situation, 
(leaving out of consideration the improbability of his repaying the debt of 
gratitude he owes to his deceased master, by so unworthily testifying against 
the just claims of his son, on the supposition that Purtaub Sing is the trueisoii 
of Ramsing) from its independence, renders it unlikely that he has given his 
testimony from improper conditions and motives. The real cause of his not 
returning to Rajpeepla, after leaving Ramsing in Surnvut 1864, a. d. 1806, 
was the fear he entertained of being plundered by Kishundas Bukshoe, 
which may be adduced as one great proof of the immense authority that person 
had acquired over Ramsing, which was such as not to leave it in the power of 
the latter to protect those he most esteemed and regarded. 

32. The five next depositions are those of three persons who were formerly 
Karkoons in the employ of Ajcbsing and Ramsing, and ol' two Bramins, one 
of whom was in the habit of lending money to Bamsing when he was living 
in NanHod after his marriage with Soorujkoor, ^nd the other was actunlly 
living in the same house as Ramsing did on that occasion. All of th(*se agree 
in stating that Purtaub Sing was not the son of Ramsing, as Soorujkoor being 
only eleven or twelve years old, she was not capable of bearing a child. Tliat 
Ramsing positively did not go to Mandwa to bring his wife to Rajpeepla, 
but that he sent persons for tier some months after he had ascended the Gadec ; 
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that Ramsing was not his own master ; and that the reason why he treated 
Purtaub Sing in the way he did, was because he (Purtaub Sing) had been 
instrumental in saving his life when in confinement. 

33. The above witnesses were all very respectable men. The first is about 
sixty-three years old, and was one of those who were put in confinement at the 
same time as his master Ramming was. This man states that it was Kishundas 
Bukshec who sent for Soornjkoor and Purtaub Sing from IVlandwa; that he 
never heard of Sooriijkoor’s being pregnant prior to the news arriving of her 
delivery, nor of cither Ajcbsing or Itamsing having distributed sugar, &c. &c. 
in Rajpeepla when the news did arrive. He, however, heard that Ramsing 
caused Purtaub Sing to be seated near him, a short time before his (Ramsing’s) 
death, and cautioned him not to quarrel with any one, but to manage affairs 
wisely under the Uiikshce. The second witness likewise deposes that both 
Ajebsing and Nursing asserted in his hearing that Purtaub Sing was false, and 
that Soornjkoor demanded l>handarcc from her husband, which was corrobo- 
rated by the other Karkoon. The two Bramins frequently saw Soorujkoor 
when she was living in Mandwa with her husband in the house of Dair Shunker. 
One of them states, the reason why Ramsing did not send for Soorujkoor for 
some months after ho hud been seated on the (iadco was, because he was dis- 
pleased with her on account of the imposture, adding that the reason of her 
being eventually sent for was because Kishundas and Moeedeen Junmdar were 
friends to the people at Mandwa, and it was from fear of them that Rain- 
shrig allowed the boy to be passed off as his own son, and took no notice of the 
imposture. The other states it was in consequence of the advice of the Kar- 
barees that she was recalled to Rajpeepla. 

34. The four remaining depositions are those of three relations of Jyesing 
Rana, and a Rajpoot, who had already given their evidence in Bnroda, the 
nature of which is observed upon in the 18th |)aragraph of my former letter. 
1 re-examined them with the view of ascertaining the veracity of their testimony 
by the corroboration of their former statements with those contained in their 
second depositions. They, however, deposed in substance the same as on the 
former occasion, giving some additional particulars without contradicting their 
former testimony. This circumstance must be considered greatly in favour 
of their testimony, as they were first examined in September 1819. The 
husband of the daughter of Jyesing Rana, it must be obserygd, is in the 
employ of Nursing, lie stoites that on one occasion he heard both the father 
and mother of his wife declare Purtaub Sing to be their son, and that he has 
often heard the same from his wife, who always considered Purtaub Sing to 
be her brother. The second witness was cousin to Jyesing Rana, and agrees 
with the former witness in stating that Purtaub Sing was eleven days old 
when Soorujkoor took him. Neither of them ever beard of Jeytsing, Rana 
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of Mandwa, having given presentB to Jyesing, after Piirtaub Sin;; had been 
delivered to Sooriijkoor. It is rather singular that tlie former witness should 
not have heard this from his wife, who asserts that her father did receive 
presents on several occasions from the Rana. Neither of them ever hoard of 
Jyesing Itana having written a letter to Narslng acknowledging that Purlnub 
Sing was his son. Tlie third witness is a young man residing in the village 
of Juhboogaum, in the Oodepoor Purguna^ and states that it was liis mother 
who informed him that Pin taub Sing was the son of his uncle Jyesing Kuna. 

35. Such is the additional evidence produced by Narsing, and whether we 
view the respectability and situations of the deponents, or the nature of the 
evidence brought forward, we cannot but admit its great superiority over that 
produced by Purtaub Sing. The statements of the former containia strong 
chain of circumstantial evidence, with but few (and those trifling) contradictions 
in the statements of the several witnesses, which, after what I have already 
written, I need not say is the very reverse of tlic evidence produced by the 
latter. 

3fl, It is necessary for me to observe, that I did not deem it requisite to 
make any inquiries relative to tlie authenticity of the letters produced by Nar- 
sing, purporting to be from the Uaja of Maiidwa and thirteen other piMsons 
residing in Mnndvva and other places, stating that Purtaub Sing was false, &c. 
&c. Tliis point was ascertained by a series of queries sent to the writers of 
these letters by Mr. Williams, the replies to which fully corroboraleci the 
substance of the letters they wrote to Noising. Thus, therefore, while the 
numerous forgeries and false signatures discovered in the letters given to 
Mr. Williams by Purtaub Sing must considerably detract from the weight which 
otherwise might have been attached to the statements they contain, we cannot 
but allow full force to those contained in the letters of his rival, from their 
being the spontaneous sentiments of the persons whose names are aflixed to 
them. 

37. The 4tli enclosure, marked D, contains the additional evidence I have 
obtained on the important point, whether the letter produced by Nursing, 
purporting to be from Jyesing Itana, is genuine, or (as was staled by the latter 
in the depositions he gave at Daroda in Scplemhcr 1819) n forgery. The 
particulars of this letter have already been detailed in the I5tli, UJtli, 27th, 
and two following paragraphs of my former letter ; ns, however, the case is of 
such vital importance towards admitting a just decision to be passed on the 
pending dispute, I shall again briefly recapitulate them. 

38. The letter in question is dated the 4tli of Maha Wud, Sumvut 1875, 
corresponding with the I4th February 1819, and in it the writer acknowledges 
that the Ranee Sooriijkoor had purchased his son, by name Purtaub Sing, 
and that he (the writer) informs the person to whom it is addressed of the 
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circumstance, in order to take away the reproach which the deed had occaaion- 
ed him amongst his (the writer's) caste. The letter is stated to have been 
procured through the agency of two Patels of the village of Phophulya in the 
Sinnor Purgiina, and to have been written in the presence of two Bramins, 
one of whom was the writer of the letter. The two Patels and one of the 
Bramins were examined in Uuroda in 1811), but the other Braniin, the W'riter 
of the letter, was not examined with them. The three persons examined 
deposed that the letter in question was written in their presence, and that 
Jyesing Rana ailixed his signature to it, the contents having been explained 
to him by one of the Bramins. .lycsirig Rana, however, in a deposition he 
gave at Baroda about the same period, positively denies having signed the 
letter produced by Narsing, which ho states to be a forgery, and declares in 
conclusion that Piirtaiib Sing is not his son hut the son of Raja Raiiising. 

39. It therefore appeared to me necessary not only to examine the Bramin 
who is stated to have written the letter, but to re-examine the four persons who 
harl already given their depositions at Baroda, to convict them if possible of 
contradictions, and to learn more fully the circumstances under which the letter 
was obtained. 1 regret, however, that the death of .Jyesing liana, under very 
suspicious cirennjstaiices, has prevented my re-examining him. 

40. 1 must here make a short digression, to stale such particulars as I have 
been able to ascertain regarding the death of this important witness. 1 was 
first informed of the event by VVnriiasee, the Karharee of Purtaub Sing, but he 
was unable to inform me what had occasioned his death. I learnt upon in- 
quiry that Jyesing left Baroda on the 22nd of November last, that he arrived 
at Mandwa on the following day, and that about 10 o’clock on the night of the 
24th he died in his own house ; and the suddenness of bis death occasioned 
great surprise to bis neighbours, no one knowing of what lie had died. I niiist 
confess, directly I lienrd of Jyesing’s death, a suspicion was excited that all 
was not right, and I regret to state niy inquiries have tended in some degree 
to confirm that suspicion. 1 did not arrive at Chanood till the 27th, and had 
not therefore the opportunity of sending any one to view the body, as it had 
been burnt before my arrival. 1 could not, until my return to this place on 
the 2nd instant, either exa'mine any person who hud seen him on his return to 
Mandwa from Baroda. I have since seen a nephjew of Jyesing, who saw 
him on the day preceding liis death. He states that it was his intention to 
have gone to Jyesing’s house directly upon hearing of his death, but was 
prevented by his sister, whom he had come to visit from Jubboogaum. 
On this account he did not see the corpse of his uncle, whose death, from its 
suddenness, had occasioned him great surprise. This person stated that when 
Jyesing arrived in Mandwa, he was not in very good health, but by no means 
dangerously ill, and added he never beard any one say that it was suspected 
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that hia uncle had died an unnatural death. He left Mandwa very soon after 
his uncle’s death, as he himself was very ill indeed. By the enclosed deposi- 
tibn, however, of a Rajpoot who was on a visit to a relation in Mandwa at the 
time, it will be observed that some people suspected that poison had been 
administered to Jyesiiig previous to his leaving Baroda, by Sooriijkoor, who 
considered it likely that the true story of Purtaub Sing would be made mani- 
fest by his re-examination. This deponent states that he heard this suspicion 
mentioned by many people in Clianood and Mandwa, and that it was excited 
by the suddenness of his death. He could not, however, mention the names of 
any of the persons he had heard say so, assigning as the cause that he is a 
stranger in Mandwa. 

41. In the absence of all direct proof of this abominable act having been 
committed, I am inclined to hope the suspicion is unfounded, especially ns the 
prevalence of the cholera morbus renders it probable that the cause of the 
suddenness of Jyesin^’s death may have been occasioned by that dreadful 
disease. I shall institute further inquiries on the subject, and shall not fail to 
report any additional information 1 may obtain, especially if it in any degree 
tends to lessen the suspicious now attached to his mysterious death. 1 do not, 
however, deem it necessary to deiny my letter on tliis account. 

42. Having given the imperfect information obtained regarding the death of 
the most important witness on the subject of the letter produced by Narsing, 
I now proceed to remark upon the evidence of the other persons concerned in 
this transaction. The first deposition is that of Oopmlya llajaram, tlic Bramin 
who was said to have written the letter, and its substance is ^ts follows ; — ^^fhe 
deponent was proceeding on his way to the village of Kunalee from Chanood, 
and on his w^y there saw four persons sitting near the hut of a Byragec, viz., 
Narotuni and Varsun, two Patels of Phophiilya, Jyesing Kana, of Suteo Sao- 
niah, and Umreswer, Nagur Bramin. He was acquainted with the latter 
person, but not with the other three persons, before the time he alludes to. 
Umreswer called to the deponent and requested him to write a letter in the name 
of Jyesing Rana to Narsing, stating that Purtaub Sing was his ( Jyesing’s) son. 
The deponent at first refused, but finally consented to do so, in consequence of 
Jyesing himself requesting him to write it, he (Jyesing) stating that he wished 
it to be written in order to take the blot off his head of having given his son to 
Soorujkoor. The deponent states that Umreswer read the letter in his presence 
to Jyesing, who approved of its contents, but did not affix his signature in the 
deponent’s sight, as he (the deponent) went about his business to Kunalee. Tlie 
letter being shown to him, he, without the least hesitation, declared it was his 
handwriting, and the identical letter he wrote on the occasion he has been 
alluding to. 

43. The next deposition is that of Narotiim, one of the Patels of the village 
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of Phophulya, alluded to in the deposition of Rajaram. This deponent 
having again deposed to the fact of Jyesing having given the letter in questioni 
and stated as the csyisc of Jyesing's wishing the transaction to be kept secret^ 
the fear ho entertaincMl that Jeytsing, the Rana ofMandwa, would destroy him 
if it came to hi:« knowledge, gives the following explanation of his being present 
when the letter was written. The deponent had proceeded in company with 
Varsun, another Patel of Phophulya, to Baroda, on the subject o( a dispute 
they then had with the Desaee of Nowsaree, under whose authority their 
villat:c is. On this occasion they met with Purvoodus, the Karbaree of 
Nnrsing, who having seen them before at Phophulya, recognised them, and 
asked them to obtain, if possible, a letter from Jyesing, acknowledging that 
Purtaiib Sing was his (Jyesing’s) son. • To this they agreed, the deponent stat- 
ing that his reason for so doing was the numerous reports he had heard that 
Piirtunb Sing actually was the son of Jyesing. About two months after their 
return from Baroda, Jyesing came to the village of Phophulya to collect some 
Gecras rights, and the deponent took this opportunity of requesting him to give 
the letter in question. Jyesing replied he would first consult his sister on 
the subject, who had in the first instance persuaded him to give his sou to 
Soorujkoor, and would meet the deponent another time. The deponent then 
states that Purvoodas directed Uinresw^cr Bramin some time after this to 
endeavour to procure a letter fi om Jyesing through the agency of the deponent 
and Varsiin, and that the Bramin having come to Phophulya and informed 
them of it, they all three proceeded to Chanood, a village about one kos from 
Mandwa. On their arriving there, the two Patels proceeded to Mandwa^ 
leaving Umreswer in Chanood. They proceeded to Jyesing’s house, and on 
being asked by him what they were come about, the deponent reminded him 
of what had passed between them on a former occasion regarding a letter. 
Jyesing at first refused to give (he letter, but finally agreed to meet them the 
following morning at the hut of Lukhmidas Byragee. The next morning the 
two Patels, accompanied by Umreswer, went to the place appointed, and having 
waited about two ghurccs, and Jyesing not making his appearance, Varsun 
was sent to call him. Varsun went and returned, Jyesing accompanying him. 
Thq two Patels having taken an oath to keep the matter a secret, Jyesing 
observed he was not able to write, but if any one would write a letter for him 
he would put his mark to it. The deponent then corroborates the testimony 
of Rajaram as to the place and the number of persons who were present when 
the letter was written, and as to Umreswer requesting Rajaram to write , the 
letter, the former at first refusing, but finally consenting to do so upon 
Jyesing himself requesting him to write i^ as well as to Umreswer’s readings the 
letter to Jyesing. The deponent concludes by stating that Jyesing affix^ hie 
mark to the letter, of his own free will and consent, in his (the deponent’s) 
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ryifyiwi/ ana aqngiw aa un nqjfHoa JyMog QOnfamed th« fact to the' 
that li| Geeraa^ of tbe village of PhopMy«> 

W every year riceived a o«rt«m quantity m giqm from t^e deponent. 

44> Tlie third depofition is that of Varsun, the other Patel of Phophulya, 
afluded to in the two former depositions. He corroborates Narotnm’s evidence, 
attting the time at which Purvoodas drst asked them to proenre the letter 
from Jyesing; of Umreewer coming to them at Phopholya, aod of the three 
gOiQg togmimr to Chhnood for the purpose of procuring the letter; of the 
partienlars which occurred after their arrival at Chanood ; with the addition 
that it was die Patels who pointed out the Byragee’e hut as a convenient place 
at wbmh the letter might be written, and of its being agreed between them that 
in ease any one inquired of them where they were going, they were to say 
that they were going to the Byragee'e hut to borrow money from him. lie 
corroborates Narotum’s statement as to what occurred the following morning, 
adding that no conversation passed between Jyesing and hitn<ielf when he went 
to call him» but that the former accompanied him imm'ediately and willingly. 
He likewise confirms Narotum’s testimony as to what ocourred after Jyesing's 
arrival, adding that Umreswer was in the first instance requested to unite the 
letter, but Jie (Umreswer) refused, observing some other person had better write 
it, to avoid people suspecting anything. He deposes to the same effect as 
both the othei witnesses as to the number of persons present, and concludes 
by saying that the letter having been previously lead to Jyesing by Umreswer, 
and its contents having been approved of by the former, he (Jyesing) signed it 
in bis presence. 

45. The fourth deposition is that of Umreswer Bramin, who it appears had 
gone to BAroda to lecover an instalment of a sum of money become due 
which he had lent to Pui voodas, when the latter requested him to endeavour 
procure the fetter thiough the agency of the two Patele. This witoess 
cdhfirips die testimony of the two Patels as to the fact of his going to tiiem to 
l%q|)billya, adding that it was at the suggestion of NarOtum that Vaisun was 
|tlji||IMMti 9 ^)o accompany them. He corroborated their evidence, of the Patois 
wd.^isiir aiiriv4 at Chanood proceeding to Mandwa, and states that they 
^beir retum that Jyeeing bad promised to meet them the 
at tba lyut of Luekmeedas Byragee. lie gives the same

between them, and sfates tiiat he (the deponent) having read the letter to 
Jyesing, the ialt(*r put his tnaik to it, in the presence of the deponent and 
two PcitelM, Hajaiaiii having left them to proceed on his way to KubaW^ 
After this had heen done, Jyesing caufionod tliem to keep the iranaaction 
secret, niifl the puitie» separated, and the deponent carried theletterdo Baroda 
and delivered it to Pmvoodas. 


46. I have detailed at length the evidence of these four persona, in ordar to 
place this important fact in us clear a light as possible; and no one, 1 should 
think, after perusing the statements contained in their deposition<3,can reasonably 
doubt that the letter to which they refei is genuine, and tlmt it was volun- 
tarily given by Jvesing Rana, who must have been induced, either by threats 
or biibes, to recant his former statements. We can eusil) imagine four persona 
entering into an agieemeiit to tell one and the same story regaiding any 
paiticular fact, yet it cannot be supposed pos^ibfe th^it the foui persons whoso 
evidence I have been rcmaiking upon should be able, in the stuct cross-exami* 
nation they iiiideiwent, to avoid numerous contiMciictions in their tepitea to 
questiona they could not have known would have been put to them, on the 
supposition tlmt (lie stoiy they tell is false. In the case^ however, before Uf^ 
each deponent relates tjie same particulars, even to the rginutq details of eon-* 
versation which passed on the occasion, without the least eqpivocation or 
confusion, each person giving some additional information, occuriing to his 
recollection, which it is natural to suppose might not be remembered by all^ 
the parties to the transaction, which took place upwards of two^earaarnotA 
There is, however, one contr.adiction observable in the evidence of the tWip^ 
Bramins. The wiiter of (he letter deposes that Umreswer read tlvsjetteriif|)bt 
(the writer’s) piesence, and that Jyesing approved of the contents of it in his 
hearing. Umieswer states that he only read a part of the |iet}prin the writer’s 


presence, and that Jyesing did not approve of the contents in bisgpresence. 
1 do not think much importance can be atfacbed to tbU circutnstanSe, or that 


it £an much affect their testimony; it is the only difterenceT which occun^ 
and Jyesing might have approved of the part which was read to him in tlie 
writer’s hearing, prior to the latter’s Icavijfig the but. ^ ^ ^ 

47. For the manner in which the evidence re^rding ihlqlAter war ds^ 
Iivere4, 1 beg leave to refer tp the remarks made at the end pif eadi«d|^>osit!oQ 


at the time they w^re taken. 1 have not been able to^dlacorer a single cir-* 
cumstance, which might render the testimony of either of the four witnesSee^in 
any degree suspicious. Tbs Bramin who wrote the letter lESsides geusrally in

^ Ingprding ^e letter, I have not called any number of persoipi before me to 
dgnldi wKUher it ii^ the writing of the petspn who wrote the letter for Jyesing, 
'mnsldltd''S ^ likely that the persons I miglit select might be interested in the 
mnseofoneoftbetwopaities, whjcli might prompt them to give a wrong 
dmdtioh, and.coneiiving it therefore ^nore advisable that the compariaon 
ibould bn fbade at Baroda than at Nandod. From what I have written, how- 
^ pfer« it will tiadily be inferred what my opinion is on tbe subject; andl 
l^hot avoid making one more observation in favour of the letter being 
' gmittlne,jWix. the very circumstance of a disinterested person being called in* to 
write the lette;, «ifd 'of the other parties having lefused to writli it to avoid ’ 
•xdting aospilioa. Thip must be considered as a convincing proof of no fonee

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would follow flie discovery of fiilse witnesses being made use of by him' Ibr 
the purpose 1 had mentioned, as suoh would in the end only be d^nkentid 
to the cause they were brought forward to support : the issue wilb 
show my caution was altogether disregarded. 

The three principal persons by whom WurnUsee hoped to diminisli 4tie 
force of the fact of Jyesing Ifana’s having given the letter to Narsing, ace 
Hurba Ilapoo, nephew to Myral Narrain, and Camavisdar of the Sinpbr 
Purguri.!; Ambydus, a Patel of the village of Phophulya; and Nursut^ui,'' 
a Bi atniii, who is occasionally employed by Purtaub Sing in the capacity of a 
Kaikoon. It would be a needlesa waste of time to enter into a long discussion 
as to the nature of the evidence contained in their respective depositions, and 
1 shall therefore routine my remarks to within as narrow limits.as 1 am able« 
JInrba Bapoo states, that in conacquencc of Wutnasee sending Nursndbqt to 
inform Inin that two of tlie Patels of the village of Pbophulya were interferiog 
m his (Wurttasec’s) afiairs, he sent for them separately and inquired pf them on' 
the subject, on whicli occasion they both confessed that Narsing had requested 
them to do the business for him, and that they had agreed to do it for the sake 
of their bellies. He further states that Narotum and Varsun told bim'thai 
they had been promi'jcd 500 rupees, 100 of which they had received in 1674, 
which sum was actually paid to the deponent’s Mehta in part payment of the 
revenue duo from the Patel. The deponent directly declares, that neither of 
the Patels would inform liiiii what trick they alluded to, and therefore he .(the" 
deponent) does not know to what trick allusion was made, but supposes it was 
made to a trick performed, and not one which still remained to be executed. 
Ambydas, who it appears is the person through v^hom Hurba' Bapod 
transacts all his affairs connected with tlie village of Phophulya, |;fiv0 Jl 
description of an attempt he (Ambydas) made, with the knowjedge of Hujrba.

Ambydas then, in direct contradiction to the 
(AW^enti^.^ Hurba Bapoo, aftWrts that he wu proaent when Hurba Oapoo 
j.qMilce to Versun on the subject. He gives a different statement (as to the 
nsaeiMMlSon Vanun stated they had received for getting the lettci) fiom 
’|A)at {^ven by Hurba Bapoo. This witness, therefore, proves that Ilur- 
tNt^''1Blltpoo has been guilty of ttvo roost infamous thlsehoods, the one 
in stating that he did not know what trick they conversed about, and 
the other that Aiobydas did not hear what conversation passed between 
him and VarsUn, when tlie former directly declares he was sent for by 
Hurba Bapoo, who informed him in Varsun's presence of the cotiversa- 
tton Which had passed between them. It is worthy of observation that 
Umabydas acknowledges he neither beard Narotum nor Varsun declare 
that* the latter they had procuied from Jyesing was false. Altbongb I 
might make many remarks upon tlie evidence of Nursudhut, which exceeds 
that of the two former witnesses m the number of the falsehoods and contra- 
dictions it contains, I shall met ely observe that the account he gives, regarding 
whaif took place at Sinnor vurios in many essential lespects fioni tjiat of the 
two former deponents. Ho corroborates Ambydos’s statements as to Uur- 
ba Bapoo’s knowing what trick the two Patels alluded to, and of the conversa- 
tion whicit passed between Vaisun and Hnrba Bapoo being repeated by the 
latter to Ambydas, and declares it was Hurba Bapoo himself who put the 
question to Narotum regarding the money, and nut Ambydas. He denies 
having told Ambydas that he would agree to give to Narotum whatever he 
settled, adding that Wuruasee refused to give any money for a letter from 
^aeotom ; but he confesses that Ambydas informed him, on his return to 
Sinuor, that Narotum, during his absence, bad said he would not give a 
IM^.. H!e Matos that Varsun declared in the presence of Hurba Bapoo, 
Anftij^as, and tlie deponent, that the letter was false, and that they did it for 
Bto lAtke of their bellies. The two following depositions are those of two otbei

It is ioiposniibie ito 
account for Hurba Bapoo’s motive in denyins; that he knew the trick alluded 
tp by the Patels, except from the vain hope that by giving his evidence in 
enigmas ho would avoid the guilt of perjuring himself. 

52. Although the iiitemal evidence of the falsity of the above^ testimony is V 
su£Eipiently apparent* I considered it necessary to re-examine the two Patels 
on the subject, and more particularly regarding the 100 rupees Hurba Bapoo , 
stated tlicy paid to his Melita, being the sum they had received from Umres* 
wer for getting the letter from Jyesing liana. In their depositions will be 
observed the whole liistory of wliat took place at Siniior ; the hrihes which 
were oflPered to them in case they complied with tlie wishes of their master; 

• the tlireats of incurring the displcnsure of their master, and his withholding a., 
small sum annually due to them from being Patels in case of rron-conipliance; 
and, above all, a most satisfactory explanation re|;arding. the. suiti ‘Hurl;^ 
Bapoo stated was received from them by bis master in Sunivut 1874. ‘ 

63. It appears that the money in question was borrowed from Umreswerr 
by the two Patels, to pay their revenue; that the money is still unpaid ;'^that 
lands d^re mortgaged on account of the debt, and boneft drawn out in 'the 
l^gular manner by the Tulatee or Karkoon of the village of Pbophu^r^ .. I 
have taken the evidence of the Bramin who lent the money, as wellts of 
the Tulateo who drew out the bonds. From these it wifi appear the money 
was borrowed on account of Hurba Bapoo liavirig sent Mohsils on the vil- 
lage of Phopbiilya to collect the^tialance of revenue due to him. I have seen 


the bonds, and they arc drawn out in every respect conformably to custom ; the 

rate of interest is 16 per cent., and the bonds are witnessed by ih^. persbn wh^ 

drew them out, and the bond of Narotum witnessed by Varsun, and that of 

latter by Narotum. It is necessary to observe, that the person 

the money was borrowed is the same who was concerned ih 

the letter from Jyesing, and on that account, if the fact of the mbne^ 

been borrowed from him rested upon his evidence alone, it niigbt be 

ed as suspicious, but being so clearly supported by the evidence of.the Tii^fit^^ 

who came altogerimr unprepared for his examination, and.

54s Th€ last dejiosition oontuined in tlic 4tli encIoBure, \a that of the person 
who was sent to Phojihulya to summon the Patels to attend me, which 
requires no olh^r remurk, except that it corroborates the statement ol tlie 
Patels as to the answer given by them when he informed them of the object 
of his^miasion. The letter produced by Narsing having theie been proved as 
cleuily as circumstances will admit' to be genuine, I tniglit peihaps be warrant- 
ed in concluding my letter without tiiakiiig any furtlvcr remark upon the 
subject; as, hnwever, the case cannot possibly be made too clear, 1 shall 
proceed to offer a few observations on the nature of the evidence containe<l in 
the four remaining enclosuies, considering that such, will afford additional 
|i^of of the legitimacy of Narsing's cluiins to the succession. 

65. The fifth enclosure, marked K, contains the result of my inqniiics re- 
lative to the leftter alluded to in the 37th and 38th paiagraphs of my former 
lettA*. The letter in question is dated the I Ith of Kartick Wud, Siirnvut I870| 
corresponding with 18lh of November 1818, and is piodiiced by Naising, 
who>is|stes it was givemto him by the peisons whose names aie affixed to it, 
at the time he ^Ndrsjng) came to Nandod for the purpose of making a settle- 
ment with Myral Narr^uin, of his dispute. In this letter is written that the 
writeis of the letter are ojl ready to obey Nafsing's oidois, and lint, when he 
returned to the hills, they w'ould cross the Nerbudda with their families, and 
leave the Purguiia deserted, until a settlement of Nai 'king’s uflairs should be 
concluded, as they did not wibh to have anything to do with Myral Narrain 
and the false Purtaub Sing. Bhatt security is given by the iters of the letter 
foi**the performance of their part of the agreement. A paper is, however, pro* 
duced by Purtaub Sing, beating the signatures of four only of the persons who 
itgned the letter in que^t|on, stating that the letter was obtained l>y force, as 
they signed it to save their crops (which were ready to |;ie cut) fiom being 
^Idudered, and that the word false was hot ihsei ted before the name of Purtaub 
Sing in the original letter, but has subsequently been inteipolutcd. 

^iJsgur Ambydas, one of the persons said to have signed the paper 
produced by Purt&ub Siting, is dead ; on i-ef«ence, however, to the deposition 
of the three 6tber persons, it will be observed, that they all admit that the " 
letter given to Nursing was signed willingly and of their own accord, assign- 
* 1 ^ ds the eaftse, however^^ their doing so, the wish to save their crops from 
';<^hig plundered# and that taey gave money to Narsing on the same oedasion 
fW|di a i^imilar view. They aH deny having ever signed any statement declaring 
,tt 't{piljobtaiiied by coropiiAliGm JTwo of them, however, state that ibe word 
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frtlwe was not inserted, though Gunnesjee did not say so until after much hesi- 
tation and conriisioii ; the other person declared he did not know whether 
it was inserted or not. The three other depositions arc those of three others 
of the persons who signed the letter given to N arsing. One of the Bbatts 
who became security is since dead; the other had left Nandod prior to my 
arrival, and I could not find out whither he liad gone. The evidence of the 
last iuenti(jued persons states, likewise, that the letter was given of their own 
accord, not however with a view of saving their crops, but with that of get- 
ting Mynd Bhow out of the country, and because they considered Nailing to 
be the proper Chieftain of Rajpeepla. It is to be observed that Piirvoodas 
Dessaec had already «givcn iii a written statement declaring that the letter was 
written by him, and that the word Kotnh w^as inserted before the name of 
Purtaub ^ing in the original ; the other two depose that tliey cannot recollect 
whether it was inserted or not. 

57. Such of the persons, therefore, who signed the letter (that I have been 
able to examine') having unaiiimonsly deposed that the letter was given to 
JVarsing willingly and of tlieir own accord, and being ecpuilly divided in the 
motives by wliich they \v(*ro actuated in doing so, it remains only now to be 
considered which of the two statements appears to be the’ correct one, and to 
discover whether the act originated from the persons concerned having in view 
the preservation of tlieir jiroperty, or whether it was not the' act of an indig- 
nant peasantry wishing to free themselves from the domineering and intrusive 
authority of Myral Narruin, combined with the object of facilitating by it the 
restoration of the person they considered to be their legitimate Chieftain, to 
the rights wliich had been usurped from him. 

58. It is necessary shortly to state the circumstances under which Nursing 
came to Nandod at the period in question. It was at tlie invitation of Myral 
Bhow, and a temporary settlement was made by Myral }3how with Nursing, 
in order to induce the latter to cease from plundering the country, the basis 
of which was, that Narsing should remain in Nandod and Purtaub Sing in 
Mandwa. Purtaub Sing was to liavc no Karbarce in Rajpeepla, but the 
management of the country was to be jointly conducted by Narsingand Myral 
Bhow, and each was to have his own Karkoon. This settlement continued 
only in force for a few months, when Myral Bhow broke the agreement by 
refusing to permit Nursing to have his own Karkoon and wisliing to a^QW 
Purtaub Sing to return to the country. The Jumadars of Nandod came 
voluntarily forward and proposed to Narsing that (in consequence of , Myral 
Bhow*s conduct) he should return to the hills and recommence pIundenAgi and 
that they would in the mean time desert their houses. Accordingly tlie letter, 
the merits of which I have been discussing, wfis passed to Narsing on the part 
of the Jumadars; and the former it appears passed a writing, which I have not 



been able to obtain, but, Iroin what I have been able to learn, rccapituliUeJ 
the agreement of the opposite party, and stated that when he (Nai sinn;) re- 
commenced plund(‘ring the country, their property should be made an excep- 
tion and 1)0 considered sacred. 

5[>. The fact of the Jumadars coming voluntarily forward and making the 
above j)ro|)osition to Nursing, is rendered more than probable from Ur: 
circumstance of bis not being under the necessity of leaving Nundod, lia\ing 
himself at tlie time a very respectable force, without any othcM* opposed to him, 
and consequently at lihcily to do whatever he pleased. If the agreement was 
made witli a view of pre-^erving their properly, W'onld it not be so slated in 
the original letter ? and is it likely so many of the most respectable Desaccs 
of tl»c Nandnd Purgnna should have consented to make so great a sacririce 
as the abandonment of their Inmscs and all that is generally held so dear by 
mankind, merely wilh a view of saving a few crops of slanding com (winch 
could not have been of any great value from the season at which the Icitcr 
was wiitlen)^ This can hardly be supposed probable, and we must look for 
some nv.icb more powerful inc<*ntive for the act, and therefore com ludc they 
must have hx'‘cn actnuted by the motives stated by the three last d(*|)onenls. 
Jf this is a fair conclusion, the three first (ltq>onen(s, it is evident, must oiigin- 
ally have been on the side of Narsing. From some cause, liowever, they have 
changed sides, having all three given evidence at Uuroda in favour of Fiirtanb 
»Sing, and the circninstanec of their changing sides renders their evidence 
(which is of itself unimportant) of litfle value. 

60. It is necessary to |)oint out a fact deposed to by Purvoodas, which 
occurred about the lime of Hamsing’s death, viz. a Jassoos being sent from 
Barodu by Babii jee to Myral Jlbow, directing him not to present elotlis to 
Pin taiib Sing on the termination of the days of mourning for Ranisiug, niid 
that although cloths were subsequently presented to him on the p.irl of tlie 
Gackwar Government through the influence of (jrinigadhur Shastrec, they were 
not given at the usual and projicr time. lie likcwi^^e states that abciut S(),0()() 
rupees were given away at Ikiioda on the occasion by Myral Liliow, and 
adds that he is acquainted wilh these f.icts from being in emplovmcnf at I he 
time. Tlii.s is another circumstance which must operate strongly against the 
cause of Purtaub Sing. In the deposition of Bliowanydas will lie seen an 
account of his having been forcibly obliged to sign a letter in the Durbar by 
(jiinnesjee Dosaee and Giimioobe Mama (a Karkoon belonging to the (iack- 
war Government) wdtiiout being allowed to peruse its contents; a fact 1 merely 
allude to, as evincing one more to the many proofs which exist, of the undue 
measures which have been resorted to by Purtaub Sing and bis adlicrcnts to 
produce the little evidence they have been able to scrape togetbor in supporf 
of their cause, 
rr.b* 
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ol. Oil referring to L-inursee for an explanalJon of the manner in whicli 
the letter was obtiunecl, he gave me the following evasive and unsatisfactory 
reply. He stated that the letter was Lronght to him (Uinursee) by one of 
liis men, wln> had heen sent to Nundod for the purpose of investigating the 
point ; hut he does not recollect who brought it to him, or who was the jierson 
who was sent to carry on the investigation. Upon being asked how many 
persons higiied the letter ? he replied, all those who signcMl the former 
letter, with the excojitioii of two only ; when, as 1 have already stated, the 
original letter was signed by seven persons independent of the two Bhatts, and 
tliat given in by Purtanb Sing lias only the names of four persons aflixed to it. 
Uinursee added that he did not know who gave the letter to his man, as he 
did not ask him the (juestion. No further proof, therefore, can be reejuired 
as to the Irtter produced being an impudent and barefaced forgery, and at the 
same time one of the most ill-contrived that ever was attempted. 

(>‘J. The Gth enclosure, marked F, contains the answers of some of the 
most respectable inhabitants (57 in number) of Nandod and otlier places I have 
visited, to thirteen questions drawn out on the subject of the present dispute, 
principally with the view of ascertaining the several jioints adverted to in the 
4th paragra))h of this letter. The evidence contained in this enclosure must 
be deemed worthy of great weight, as although I may have accidentally sum- 
moned persons who had before determined what jiarty they would support, 
the generality of the witnesses, from being the most respectable persons resid- 
ing in each place, and from being summoned without themselves or either 
party knowing that such was my intention, may fairly be supposed to have 
given such rejilies as they thouglU were true, especially as they all had the 
usual oath administered to them according to their faith. 


The 1st and 2nd questions refer to the age of Soornjkoor at the time 

slic was married to Ramsing, and to the length of time which elapsed after 

tliat event before it had been reported she had been delivered of u son. Tlic 
^ r, Nos. ir>, 31,iiiul answers to the Ist qiipstioii are of course from hearsay,

Naiulod, from eighteen to twenty. The other persons could give no answer, 
but from the above it must be inferred that in all probability Soorujkoor could 
not have been more than twelve years old wlien she married Uamsing, and 
vras probably younger. Only four persons replied to the 
2nd question, three§ of them stating that it was about 
two years after her marriage, and the ather|| about five 
year-s that it was reported she was delivered of a son ; the former, there is no 
<lonbl, ir. about the correct period that actually intervened.

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6 1. The 3r(i and 4tli qiiestiona were put to ascertain whether it w as generally 
known tliat Soornjkoor was pregnant wlien she left her husband in confniement 
in Nandotl and escaped to iMandwa, aud whether people heard of tl\o usual 
ceremonies being performed in the fifth and seventh months of her pn gnancy 
at the latter place, ^\’ith the exception of one person alone, all the wilne^ scs 
^ ^ I'Ojjly in the negative to the 3rd rpiestion, and this per- 

son* acknowledges that he only heard that she was 
pregnant from one man, by name Putwa. Sucb being the case, the improba- 
bility of her fuegnancy is at least established, as it can hardly be supposed the 
world wouhl have been ignorant of the fact, especially when the publishing of 
it would have been likely to ensure the life of Ramsing, With the exception 
of these persons, all re[)ly in the negative to the 4tli question. Two of 
themt say they heard of their being performed ; adding 
M*'' *^'^*^ *' however, that people considered it then to be a trick. 
• 'file othcM* |, states that he heard of the Sutinasee ceremony 

being performed only, and not that of the Punchmasec. 1 think it extremely 
doubtful whether these ceremonies were celebrated or not, but am inclined to 
think, from a view of all the evidence which has been produced on the subject, 
that the ceremony usually observed in the seventh month was gone through, 
but that observed in the fifth month was omitted. If this is correct, it would 
argue that the trick was not contemplated when the period at wl)ich the Punch- 
masec ought to have been celebrated occurred. 

f)o. Question the 5tli was put with the view of ascertaining tlie general feel- 
ing of the country when the report was ciioulated of Sooi njkoor's having been 
delivered of a son. Fourteen of the p(U-sons rc[)liod that people considered it 
was faL'^ie, and a trick made to save Uamsing’s life. Fifteen asserted that 
people were diviclcd in opinion on the subject; some thiuking it was true, and 
others that it was false. Only one of the persons states that people considered 
she might have l)ceii delivered of a son, the rest answering that they were not 
able to inform me what people thought of it. The replies given, however, fully 
prove that the general opinion at the time of the report being spread abroad 
was that it was false. 


66. The three following que.stions w’erc pul with the view of ascertaining 
the time which elapsed between the period at which Ranising ascended the 
Gadee and Soorujkoor’s returning to him; whether Ilamsing went himself to 
IMandwa to bring her, or sent persons for that purpose; aud whether SooruJ- 
koor demanded Bhandarec from her husband prior to returning to him, 
and if she did, on what account she thought such necessary. Only nine ])er- 
Bona were able to give any reply to the 6th question, and taking the average 
of the different periods they mention, Soorujkoor did not return to her husband 
until fifteen months after he had been seated on the Gadcc. Taking into con- 
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siileration the whole of the evidence bearing on this point, I should tliink this 
event did not occur before Kniiising had been seated on the Gadee seven or 
f/ight months, and not later than twelve oi* fourteen months after the latter event. 
Ill the absence of all written evidence, it is impossible, when the a(?counts of 
diirerent persons arc so difforenf, to pretend to fix the exact time of her return ; 
it is necessary, however, |)artieularly to notice, t]iat it did not take place, as 
might bcnahirally expected, immediately after his accession to power. Eleven 
persons declare that they are positively certain that lijimsing did not go him- 
self to Miindwa to bring his wife to Uajpeepla, all declaring that they recollect 
Ills going to seize Salum Jumadar, but that they are certain that neither Soo- 
rujkoor nor I^urtaub Sing returned with him on that occasion. Two of these 
stale that they wore in Xandod at the time, and saw Ramsing on his return. 

Two* others state that they never heanl that they return-

cd with Itarnsing at the time alluded to ; one ol thorn 

adding that he wa.s in the service of Rainsing at the time. Three state tfiat 
they have heard that ih(‘y did not return, and onef only 
corroborates Soornjkoor’s own statement that they both 
left jMandvva on the same day, but returned by diflerent routes to Riijpeejda. 
From tin? alnn^i? I have not u doubt but that (according to the statement of 
Ilutfysing Chowra and many others) Sooriijkoor did not return with licr hus- 
band when the latter did, after the seizure of Salum Jumadar, but that persons 
were sent for her snhseqiicnt to that event. Only tlircc persons were able to 
give any rc|»ly to the ^ith question; one of them replying in the affirmative, 
and slating that Soorujkoor demanded Dhandaree on aeeount of Purtaub Sing, 
the other two stating that they heard Bhandarec was demanded by her, but 
they do not know on what account. This cannot, tlicrcfore, he considered 
much additional proof that Bhandarec was actually demanded by her. 

b7. The Dth question requires no particular remark, but was merely put to 
learn the accuracy of Soorujkoor’s statement (or the contrary) on the subject 
to which it relates. There is not, however, any doubt but that the Clianclla 
ceremony was j)crformed, as 1 have examined the Wussawa Bhec) whose here- 
ditary right it is to jierform it, and he declares that it was performed by his 
father, who is now dead, and that he himself was one of those present at ila 
performance, and knows that the customary donations were made by Ramsing 
at the time to his father. Sooriijkoor’s statement on this point, like most of 
those she has made, is incorrect. 

f)8. The 10th question was put with a view of ascertaining whether Ram- 
sing, duiing the lime he sat on the Gadco, was his own master, or governed 
hi.-<i Karbarees. Tin's is the only point in which the persons to whom the 
questions were put almost unanimously agree, as they mostly replied that he 
under the authority of his Karbarees, the chief of whom was in the first 



instance Saliirn Juiiiadar, and after him Kisliiuidas Bukshre and Moedcoii 
Jumadar. On this point no doubt can be entertained, ns, iiidcpeiulont of the 
above evidence, the debaiiclicd habits and cliuracter of the Uaja iciuldy induce 
ns to believe that siicli was tlie case. 

6*n. The 1 1th question relates to the letter Narsin*^ states he received from 
Itainsine, a few days before <tlie latter’s death, requcsfing him (o come to Ilsq- 
pccphi and take charge of the Government, and acknowledj^ini;- that Purtaiib 
Sin^' was not his own son. Much additional evidiMU-e to suhstantiale tliis 
point has not been obtained, as only four ptMSons replied tliat they heard such 
was the case. Tlie Karharce of Nar-'ini; heinj^ called u|)()n to produce the 
letter, informed me his master had lost it, in the slru^i^les he made to recover 
bis jn^t rights, to«;ether with the greater part of his other property. This point, 
therefore, must still lest upon the evidence of yVmiinkoorhace, one of llnnisinn’s 
surviving wives, 'fho evidence is remarked upon in the 21st para, of my 
former letter, in which it will be oliserved she slates that her husband inform- 
ed her that he bad written a letter to the above effect to Narsing. The 12th 
question needs no observation, as it did not elicit any additional information 
on the subject, which was the object for which it was put. 

70, The I3tli and last question was put to learn the ind^idual opinion of 
each person as to which of the two candidates is tlie legitimate Chieftain of# 
Rajpeepla, and I could not persuade some of the persons to reply to this ques- 
tion. Of those, however, who <li(l, no less than seventeen cave tiuur voles

tlu?ir manner, and the indirect answers they gav(*, I 
could plainly perceive were only dcterrcMl fiom the fear 
of sustaining injury, from delivering their sentiments in 
liis favour. Only five persons gave their voice in favoiir 
of Purlaul) J^ing, one|* of those staling that siieh was his 
opinion because he had already sat on the Gadee, and 
the rest]: because he was brought up by llanising as bis 
son.

I consider sixj| to he perfectly neutral, hut I could not 
discover what were the real ojiinions of the others. It is needless to observe 
bow greatly the above account must be considered in f.iv<mr of Narsing. 

71, The 7th enclosure, marked G, contains the aiiswerK offorty-one persons 
to the last of the thirteen questions I have already remarked upon. This was 
put, in order to ascertain tlie feeling amongst the Blicels and lower orders, 
upon tlie dispute now pending. It will be observed, that the generality 
of the persons included in this enclosure are Wussawas, or the head Bheels 
of each village from which tliey were summoned, and as their opinion may

faiily 1)0 coiisidorcd ns that of the inferior Bheels who are under their 
respective dominion and control, I shall only further remark that the two first 
persona on the list are Tntina Wussawa, cousin to Rejunjee VViissawa, and 
Kduljee ParHce, the Karharee of tlie latter. The former on the part of himself, 
and the latter on the part of his master, replied that they considered Narsing 
as their jiroper Cliieftain, and that both themscl^B and followers would obey 
liim. f>f the reinaimier only six give their votes in favour of Piirtaub Sing; 
liie otliLTs, with the cxeeptioii of one who considers both to lie his masters, ail 
deciding without hesitation in Narsing*s favour. One of the latter gives an ac- 
count of what Ramsing said to him on one occasion when ho (the deponent) 
went to Rajpi'epla to pay his revenue, doclaring that the Raja then told him 
that Pnrtuuh iSing was not his son, hut that of another person. 

72. I am now come to the 8th and last enclosure, maiked II, containing 
the evidence of a few persons called before me for the purpose of being examined 
upon particular facts and circumstances which the situation of the several 
deponents rendered it probable they might be actpiainted with. The three first 
depositions are those of |)ersons who were living in houses close to that of Dair 
8hiuiker*s when Soorujkoor escaped from Nandod to Mandwa. They all three 
declare they never heard that she was in a stato of |)reguancy at the time. The 

^first witness wasTormerly in the service of Saliim Jnmadar, and Dair Shunker 
(the jierson in whose house Ramsing and Soorujkoor were living at the time 
the former was put in confinement) was uncle to the deponent, lie deposes 
that he accompanied his master when Ramsing decoyed him to Mandwa for 
tlie pnr|)ose of eUectiiig his seizure, and is positive that neither Soorujkoor nor 
Purtaub Sing accompanied Ramsing when he returned to Rajpeepla after hav- 
ing accomplished the object of his visit to Mandwa. This deponent was in 
the service of Ajobsing when the news w'as brought to Rajpeepla of Sooriij- 
koor having been delivered of a son, and is positive that Ajcbsing did not dis- 
tribute sugar, &:c. &c. on the event. The 2nd witness states that his women 
were constunlly going to visit Soorujkoor when she was living in the house of 
Dair Sliunker, and from them he understood that she was ten or thirteen years 
old at that time. The thhd deponent states that she was only eleven or twelve 
years old, and corroborates the statement of the first witness that neither Soo- 
rujkoor nor the hoy returned with Ramsing to Rajpeepla after the seizure of 
Saluni Juinadar. The evidence of the three persons must be considered im- 
portant, as they could have had no time to prepare the same stories, as they 
had no warning beforehand that they would be examined on the subject 

73. The five next depositions are those of five Rajpoots, inhabitants of the 
village of Nowpoora, four of whom were relations to the late Raja Ram- 
sing. Their evidence only strengthens that already produced by Narsing, 
proving the general feeling in their own village (when the news arrived of 
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yoorujkoor liaving been delivered of a son) to have been tbut it was a trick niiulo 
to save Rarasing’s life. One of them deposes that he knows lliut Uainsing 
wrote a letter a short time before his deathi requesting Narsing to come and 
take charge of the government of Rajpcepla, but the latter was arrai(l to come, 
lie states two causes for Ilainsing behaving in the manner he did to Purtaub 
Sing; first, because he save|j| the Raja’s life, and second, because the Raja wus 
under the authority of his Karbarec and obliged to act as he (tho Karbiirce) 
pleased, lie adds, however, that the Raja did not always treat him kindly, 
but was often angry with the boy, asking who he was ? and such like express 
sions ill allusion to his birth. 

74. The next deposition is that of a Rajpoot living in Jubboogmim, a 

village in the Oodepoor Purguna. This deponent was a nepitew of Jyesing 
Rana, and fully corroborates the testimony of the other relations of Jyesing 
as to Purtaub Sing being the son of his (the deponent’s) uncle, whicli was 
frefpiently told to the deponent by his mother and an edder brother. Thus, 
therefore, has not only Jyesing himself confessed the fact of his having given 
his son to Sooriijkoor, but his testimony is confirmed by that of his daughter 
Rouba, of his son-iii-Iaw Pliarsing, of his three nephews Kussool Sing, Ham-* 
inund Rana, and Scombawa Sooruttea, and of his cousin Soom Rana. Tlic 
evidence of these persons alone would be sufficient to prove^ie legitimacy of 
Narsing’s claims, as, in giving it, they must be considered to have acted in 
direct opposition to their own interests, considered in a worldly point of view, 
w'liich it is natural to be supposed would be forwarded by the advancement of 
their relation, Purtaub Sing. ^ 

75. The two following depositions are very important, being those of two 
persons who were Mooledars, or domestics, of Ajebsing’s, at the time the news 
was brought to Uajpeepla of Soorujkoor having been delivered of a son. 
Their evidence proves beyond doubt what was the opinion of Ajebsing on the 
subject, as the latter would not permit the Brumin who was the bearer of 
the news to come into his presence, and according to the statement of one of 
them, Ramsing himscir acknowledged it was false, as he had hud no previous 
connection with his wife. This person likewise states that AJebsing sent a 
Rajpoot to Mandwa for the purpose of making inquiries on the siiiijcct, who 
returned bringing the information that Soorujkoor had procured the son of 
Jyesing liana, to whom she had given 500 rupees, and 120 Coombas of land 
to be enjoyed by him and his heirs for ever. 

7G. The three next depositions are those of three inhabitants of the vj^llage 
of Kunote, the one at which Soorujkoor states she halted a short time when 
she was on her return to her husband at Rajpcepla. 1 do not think that 
any doubt can be entertained that Soorujkoor is guilty of a falsehood'in stating 
that she returned with her husband from Mandwa after the latter had seized 
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Salum Jumailar. The evidence of these three persons tends to confirm the 
above opinion. It is necessary to obsjerve, that the person at whose house 
Soornjkoor states she took some rerreshment at Kilnote, is the same alluded to by 
lluttysirig Chowra, hot called by the latter Purtuin Roodena, and by the former 
Rhadoor. 1 liavo likewise the honour to forward a letter I have received from 
Iluttysing, in re|»Iy to one I wrote to him desiring more particular information 
on this subject, wliich is very satis fiietory. The following deposition is that 
of the ))(:rsoii alluded to in the 40th para, of this letter^ and having been 
already observed n|)on, needs no further remark. 

77. The next deposition is that of Abdullali Khan, a Jumodar in the ser- 
vice of Nursing. This refers to a settlement which Purtanb Sing states he 
made with Narsini; when the Bhow came to Ilujpcepla in Sumvut 1871, and 
here it is necessary briefly to remark upon the two accounts given to me by 
the two Karbarces of Nursing and Purtanb Sing regarding the point. Pur- 
voodas, tlie Karbaree of tlie former, gives the following explanation: — Nar- 
sing was at Soolpanr, a place of religious sanctity, situated on the banks of the 
Nerbudda, and his army, under the command of Abdiilluh Juniadar, was at the 
village of Gunta, in the Kuntall Pnrguna, about 30 miles from the former place. 
When Abdullali was separated Irom Narsing,iii consonance with the custom of 
the country, he lift a number of envelopes of letters bearing the Raja's seal given 
to him. Abdullah having written for more to his master, the latter sent a man 
to Gunta from Soolpaur, who, however, was plundered by MoraJ Jumadar's 
people, and Mornd obtained possession of the envelopes which he was carry- 
ing to Abdullah Jumadar. When the Bhow came to Roond, Morad Jumadar 
thought it likely that the G.iekwur Government would take possession of the 
country, and tiiat lie (Morad) would be dismissed. He therefore endeavoured 
to make a settlement with Abdullah Jumadar of the quarrel existing between 
their respective masters. In this, however, he failed, but wrote letters to Cap- 
tain Carnac, the (jaekwar Government, and the Bhow, falsely asserting that 
the quarrel had been adjusted, and enclosed them in the envelopes he had ob- 
tained in the manner before stated, bearing the seal of his master Narsing. 

78. Such is the sloiy of Nursing, which is so far strengthened by its being 
the immemorial custom of the Kojas of Kajpeepla to entrust persons of 
confidence with the bhink covers of letters bearing their seals when sent on 
any particular service, or absent from the seat of Government. 1 in the first 
instance desired liuswaree, the Karbaree of the opposite party, to produce the 
original settlement entered into by Narsing and his master, which however 
he confessed himself unable to do, and gave the following improbable relation 
of the affair. He states that when the Bhow arrived at Cbanode, he wrote a 
letter to Soornjkoor, requesting her to meet him for the purpose of settling the 
dispute. A person by name Sidbee Naaeer came to the Ranee at Nandod 
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from Narsingi who promised to Morad Jiimadar, on the part of his master, to 
do everything that she (the Ilanee) \^nshed ; but that she oiiglit not to go to 
the Bhovv, but that he would return to Narsing and bring hid terms. Sooruj- 
koor^ in opposition to the wishes of her Jumadar, refused to consent to this 
proposal, but proceeded to the Bhow at Roond. A negotiation, however, was 
afterwards effected by Morad Jumadar on the part of Purtaub Sing, and by 
Abdullah Jumadar on the part of Narsing. The papers containing the terms 
of the settlements were given by the two Jumadars to one another, viz. Morad 
received the terms which Abdullah had subscribed to, and vice versA, after whicli 
the letters in question were despatched to Roond and Buroda. 

79. The improbability of the above story is so evident, that I have not 
considered it necessary to examine any other persons on the subject but Abdul- 
lah Jumadar, the person who is said to have negotiated on the part of Nur- 
sing. On his statement 1 shall only observe, that he positively denies that any 
settlement was concluded, although Morad Jumadar attempted to make one, 
and he conhrms in toto the statement which 1 have already detailed as having 
been given by Narsing relative to the transaction. The statements of the Bhow 
relative to his proceedings in Rajpecpia, tend to prove the statement of Nar- 
sing to be correct, as he therein states (alluding to the letters he iiad rceeive<l 
from Purtaub Sing and Narsing) : this villainy has been planned and execut- 
ed by the Jumadars Morad, Abdullah, an<l iMoeodcen.*' Wurnaseo, upon 
being asked whether it was customary for ()crsons making any negotiation on 
the part of two Governments, to keep the papers, containing the terms upon 
which the negotiation is concluded, themselves, instead of delivering ihcni to 
their respective Governments, could give lib reply, and was placed in the same 
predicament when I further asked him what was the reason the original 
documents were not produced when the Bhow wrote back in reply to the 
letters he had received, purporting to be from Narsing and Purtaub Sing, that 
he must sec the original papers containing the terms npon which their rcconci- 
liflction had been effected duly sealed by both parties, at the same time 
expressing his surprise at so sudden an adjustment of their differences after 
fighting and quarrelling with one another for the space of five years. This 
transaction, therefore, must be considered as another instance, in addition to 
to those I have already pointed out, of the illegal measures either Purtaub Sing 
or his adherents have at different times resorted to in endeavouring to establish 
the urgent claims of the former to the Gadce of Uujpccpin. 

80. The two remaining numbers of this enclosure arc the translations of the 
examination of Soorujkoor and Byesunker Josee on the subject of the former’s 
birth papers. These I did not receive until after I had written the quarter part 
of this lettcDi as I purposely delayed making an application that she might be 

examined on the subject, in the expectation that my previous inquiries miglit 

r>3r 
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enable me to find out wliethcr nhe would have recourse toMeceit and fraud to 
endeavour to prove that she was oldei^than she really was at the time of her 
marriage to Ramsing. 

81. As soon as I hud learnt the substance of Soorujkoor’s statement, I 
thought it very suspicious, for if a person can form any opinion upon the man- 
ner in which the contents of any document was given by making a translation 
of it, 1 should conceive Sooriijkoor*H replies to the question put to her on the 
subject must have been given in a very evasive andbquivocnting manner. On 
reference to the deposition of Mootuma Omualkoorbaee, the grandmother of 
Soorujkoor, it will be observed, that when interrogated as to the time of Soo- 
rujkoor’s birth, she replied she did not know, but that she (Soorujkoor) had her 
birth papers with her at Baroda. This answer must naturally excite our sus- 
picion as to the truth of the story Soorujkoor now tells us of the fate of her birth 
papers, as it is difiicult to imagine that her grandmother would have given the 
above answer had the papers in question been really lost when Chanood was 
plundered hy Kanojee, an event which, had it really happened, must have been 
known by her grandmother. 'J1ie circumstances of her not particularly stating 
she hud a Vurshphulj but answering in such terms as to make one uncertain 
whether she liud one or not, and of her afterwards stating there was one in the 
box, and, when hfr Mehta was sent to search for it, his returning and statingthere 
was none to be found, are both calculated to excite our suspicion that all is 
not right, as it is almost impossible to suppose she should bo so totally igno- 
rant where she had deposited a document to which the superstition of the 
natives leads them to place so much reliance upon the truth and accuracy with 
which it points out the good and bad luck which will befall the individual to 
which it belongs. It may likewise be observed that it is not likely she should 
allow such a document to be kept by any other person but herself, as it could 
relate only to licrself — a remark I make from the fact of her Karbaree having 
produced a V^ursljj)liul belonging to her, which was in his possession. 

82. Before I received the deposition of Byesunker, I inquired of Wurimste 
what hud become of Soorujkoor^s birth papers ? He related the same story 
as that.contained in Soorjjjkoor's deposition, assigning as the cause of the pro- 
perty in question being deposited in the Bramip’s house, that they thought it 
would be more secure there than if in Mandwa, as Chanood being a place of 
great religious sanctity, they thought it would on that account be respected 
by Kanojee, and would not be plundered by him. Wurnasce, however, was un- 
able to inform me the name of the Bramin in whose house it was deposited* 
He stated that from that time Soorujkoor had no paper in her possession 
which was written at the time of her birth, but that Byesunker Josee draws 
out her Vurshphul, which he thinks has been drawn out every yeaf of her life. 
He had the Vurshphul, he informed me, of last year, in his possession,'' but those 
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of former years wei^ not now in existence, as it is customary, when a new one 
is drawn out, that the old one should Jie thrown into the sacred stream of the 
Nerbudda. 

83. The Karbaree of Purtaub Sing having procfuccd a Vnrshplud purport- 
ing to be that of Soorujkoor for the last year, or Suiuvut IHoti, it becomes 
necessary for me to state such particulars regarding this document as tlio 
abstruseness of the subject has admitted my becoming acquainted with, in order 
to show that it is not without substantial grounds that 1 have formed the opinion 
that the paper produced has been purposely drawn out with a view of fixing 
the time of Soorujkoor’s birth at an earlier period than it actually took place. 

84. The literal meaning of Vurshphul is the fruit of the year, and is m) 
termed from ifs being a document drawn out by Hindoo. I osees, or astrologers, 
pointing out tlie good or bad fortune which will befall any person in the course 
of the year. In order to enable the Joscc to make the proper cnlenlations^ it 
is absolutely necessary that he should see the Jununi Uckshcr of the person 
applying to have his Vurshphiil drawn out. The liteiiil tiieaning of Junuin 
Ucksher is letters of birth, and is a paper drawn out at Hindoo births, specifying 
not only the year, month, and day, but even the minute and moment at which the 
person isborn. From the above data theJosee is enabled to dr.i w out the Junmn 
Koonduleeifixxch of birth), which is a circle divided into twelve divisions, on which 
are pointed out the position of the planets at the time of the person’s birth. 
Another .circle is likewise made, culled Chuleet, in which is sl^)vvn the changes 
of position of the planets with reference to those marked down in the Junnm 
KoonduleCj which aredi.scovcrcd by a nicer and more diflicult mode of calculation ; 
and it is from certain computations deduced from those two circles, that the Jnsee 
pretends to be able to predict whether a person will be fortunate or the reveiKc 
through life. Many Hindoos, through poverty or some other cause, content 
themselves with keeping this document, and building ibcir future hopes upon it 
alone; but others, who wish to have a more intimate or nearer view offuturity, 
have their Vurshphul drawn out, in which, if they choose, the Josee pretends 
to point out whatever good or evil will happen to them throughout the year, 
and the month and day it will occur. It is always customary to commence* 
the Vurshphul by inserting the data from which it is drawn out, viz. the Junuin 
Ucksher, the JunumKoondulee, and the Chuleet, and in the former is specified 
the name and age of the .person whose Vurshphul it is, after which follow 
the predictions of good and bad luck before alluded to, and at the conclusion 
the commencement of the Vurshphul for the following year, which ought like- 
wise to contain the name of the person, as well as the particular year of the 
person’s life which will then be commenced. 

85. The accompanying deposition of Josee Niyasunker, which was taken 
on the subject of the Vurshphul given to me by Wurnasee prior to niy 
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receiving the examination of Byesunkef, and the Jiiiium Ucksher that accom- 
panied it, will show that neither the name of the year, month, day,&c. at which the 
person was born is mentioned throughout the document, and t^iat he is unable 
to state whctlicr the first circle is intended for the Jiinum Koondulee or the 
Vursh Koondulee, as it is not mentioned which it is. It is necessary to observe 
that if it was meant for the former, the words Junum Sugu ought to have 
been written over it, whergas tlie words Joohh Sngu^ or good sign, arc written, 
from which the Josec was not able to find out what it was meant for. Accord- 
ing to the Vurshphul, the age of the person to whom it relates is thirty-four 
years, and something more than nine months ; but the Josec considers the do- 
cument suspicious from the in formalities above mentioned. 

80. It is only requisite to make an observation upon the deposition of 
Byesunkcr, and that is regarding the statement lie has given as to the manner 
in which he became possessed of the Junum (Jeksher, from which he states 
he has made Soorujkoor’s Vursliphiil annually from the time that has passed 
since Ilamsing was first seated on the Gadec. lie states tliat it was a cojiy 
of the original paper drawn out at the time of her birth, which copy was made 
at the time of llamsing’s being seated on the Gadei*, II ow cun this, however, 
^bo the truth, when, according to Soorujkoor's statement, and that of her 
Karbnree, all her birth papers were lost prior to the event he alludes to, viz. 
at the time Kanojee attacked and plundered the town of Chanood ? Whence 
therefore it coul(| have been taken, is involved in mystery. 

••87. Regarding the Junum Ucksher, he has produced another Josec of 
Nandod, by name Jeevanjee, who has given me the following information. 
The person to whom it refers was born in Sumvut 1842, Wyshak Shood the 7th, 
or A. D. 1780, which makes the person’s age at the present time thirty-four 
years and ten iiioiitlis. Were this a copy of the original Junum Ucksher 
drawn out at the time of Sourujkoor's birth, it would satisfactorily establish 
the ti'uth of her statement that at the time of her marriage with Ramsing she 
was fourteen or fifleen years old, and thus get rid of one great fact now against 
her, that at the time of Purtaub Sing’s birth she was too young to become a 
^ mother. Independent, however, of the suspicious circumstances 1 have 
already alluded to as attaching to the Vurshphul produced, Ihe following will 
greatly strengthen them. 

88* In the Junum Uchsker produced by the Josee of Ahmedabad, the 
name of the person to whom it belongs is not written, which is never omitted. 
Unless, therefore, an explanation can be given why so important a part of the 
document has been omitted, its genuineness must be considered very doubtful. 
Again, we learn from the paper produced by Byesunker, that the Rass^ or 
sign of the Zodiac, in which the person to wKom it belongs was born, was 
Kcrhhf or Cancer. It is the Russ in which a person is born that decides the 
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letter witli which his name should comnftnce, and the Josee upon being directed 
to iiifonu me what letter commenced the name of the person to whom the 
paper in question belongs, replied that it must begin with the cerebral w {d). 
He at the same time observed that in some cases persons from superstitious 
motives selected some other Rass than the one in which the infant was 
actually born, which of course changed the first letter of its name, but ^dded 
lliat in all cases where such a change was made, it invariably the custom 
to mention the circumstance in the Junvm Uclvther. The saute Josee having 
been requested to state whether the Vurshphul produced by Wurnasee was 
(Jrawri out in the usual manner, and to calculate whether it was drawn out 
from the pa(>er sent by Dyosunker, replied it was not drawn out according 
to custom, but that it was (;alculated from the paper Idiad shown him. lie, 
however, acknowledged that he suspected the truth oftlie paper, and gave us 
additional reasons to those I have already mentioned as given by the other 
Josee for such suspicions, that the Chulcet circle in the Vurshphul was not fill- 
ed up according to custom, and that the name and ago of the person to whom 
it belonged was neither inserted at the beginning nor end of the document, 
when they ought to have been at both. 

89. Having in the course of the aboi^e examination discovered that the ^ 
V’nrshiihnl given me by Wurnasee was not for the last year, but for Surnvut 
1875, 1 requested him to explain how he had made such a mistake. lie at 
first positively asserted that 1 had made the mistake, and declared that the 
document he had given me was the very last Bycsniiker had made, and that it 
could not be the one for 1875, which must have been thrown into the 
Nerbudda. Upon being requested to look at the paper, and then to state who 
had made the mistake, his guilty countenance was covered with confusion and 
shame, and he acknowledged that he was wrong. 1 could hardly, I must 
confess, suppress feelings of indignation and resentment at the impudence of 
the man in endeavouring to impose upon me by telling me such infamous, and 
as they may be termed, gratuitous lies. The fact is, it is not customary that 
the old Vurshphul should be thrown into the Nerbudda every year, but they 
arc generally treasured up during the life-time of the person and thrown into 
the river after hisrdcath. 

90. It is, I think, therefore, sufliciently evident that we cannot be satisfied 
that the papers in question show the real time of Soornjkoor’s birth. Regard- 
ing the paper produced by Byesunker, it may either have been purposely 
framed for the occasion (which it could easily have been done by some Josee 
calculating backwards to the year 184*2), or it may belong to some other per- 
son, from whom Soorujkoor may have procured it. 

91. My letter to your address dated 22nd of December last, informed you 
of the refusal of Jeytsing, the Rana of Maiidwa, to give evidence upon the 
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present dispute; and 1 have now to^report a similar line of conduct pursued 
by another person, whose situation must have made her acquainted with the 
full particulars of the whole story. The person I allude to is a female residing 
in Mandwa, by name Myer Sender Koocr ; she was the wife of Mahdeo Sing, 
and was one of the principal persons, I am informed, who suggested and 
carried into effect the trick of Soorujkoor being delivered of a son. Notwith- 
standing the remonstrances of Purtaiib Sing’s parly against his abandoning his, 
caiiae at such a critical juncture, added to my own request that she would be 
cxan»ined, she has declined without assigning any cause for so doing. These 
two refusals, coming from such persons as they do, complete the strong chjiin 
of evidence against the pretensions of Purtaub Sing to tlie Chieftainship of 
llajpeepla. 

92. I have at length arrived at the termination of my remarks upon the 
evidence produced by both parties, as well as that obtained by myself to ascer- 
tain and decide upon the pretensions of each. These have been given at great 
length, and perhaps with greater freedom, than the subject warranted. My 
object has been to place the case in as clear a point of view as I was able, and 
1 therefore trust 1 sliull not be considered as having indulged in useless 

« observations, or made more than the importance of the rase at issue demanded. 

93. In conclusion, and with reference to the ten particular points I proposed 
as the principal subjects for investigation in the 4th para, of this letter, it is 
ascertained that Soorujkoor was married in Sumvut 1856, or a. o. 1800, to 
Ramsing, the son of the Raju of Rajpecpia. That at the time of her marriage 
she was very young, and although it is not possible exactly to state what her 
age was at the time, we have every reason to believe that she could not have 
been more than eleven or twelve years old, and probably younger. That about 
seven months after her marriage she accompanied her husband to Nandod, 
where she lived with him for five or six months, after which she escaped to 
Mandwa, in consequence of her husband being put in confinement by his father 
Ajebsing. That about seven months after her return, she circulated the fictitious 
report that she had been delivered of a son, having the humane and praiseworthy 
object in view (hat by so doing she would preserve the life of her husband, 
considering that his enemies would be deterred from putting him to death if 
he had a son to succeed to all the rights of his father. That instead, however, 
of her having been delivered of a son, she purchased, by the assistance of her 
futlier, the Rana of Mandwa, the son of Jycshig, a Geernsia, residing in the 
village of Suttesanidh. That to carry off the plot, the ceremonies usually per- 
formed at the birth of a child were observed in the father’s house; and if the 
Punchmasa and Sutmasa ceremonies were performed, they were only the com- 
inencement of a trick she already contemplated making. That the general 
feeling of the country in the neighbourhood of Mandwa and throughout the 
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whole of Rajpeepla, when the event reported to have taken place, was 
that iC was a trick made with the object before mentioned in view, as people 
knew her to be too young to become a mother, and had never heard of her 
being in a state of pregnancy when she left her luisband at Nandod. That 
the same opinion ofthe story was entertained by Ajebsing and his Court, 
and that the former sent a Rajpoot to Mandwa, who returned having ascer- 
,taincd that it was false. That Soorujkoor did not return to her^ husband for 
some months after he had been seated on the Gadee, and that, notwithstand- 
ing Ramsing visited Mandwa about four months after his release from confine- 
ment, for the purpose of seizing a powerful Jumadar in his service, neither 
Soorujkoor nor the boy she had procured returned with Ramsing to Rajpoepla 
after he had efiVetad the seizure of the person above alluded to. That when 
Ramsing did send for \Soortijkoor and the boy, he did so from* the advice 
of his Kiirbaree, and that Soorujkoor would not return before she had 
obtained Khandarec from her husband for her personal safety. That although 
Ramsing did not at all times treat Purtaub Sing as his son, and specific 
instances arc given of his making allusions to his (Purtaub Sing's) real origin, 
yet, generally speaking, he conducted himself like a parent towards him. 
That for such conduct three reasons are assigned, which, singly or combined, 
arc sufficient to account for it on the supposition that he hiniself knew that the 
boy was not his own ; 1st, he acted so from the gratitude he owed tlie boy for 
having been instrumental in saving his life when in confinement; 2ndly, because 
he was not his own master, but was the greater part of his reign governed 
entirely by his Karburecs, who advised him and perhaps constrained him to act 
towards Purtaub Sing in the manner he did ; and 3rdly, he might have been 
influenced by the apprehension he entertained that some one of Narsing’a 
party might attempt to poison him, which the cherishing of Purtaub Sing as 
his son would prevent, in the same manner as Soorujkoor thought in the first 
instance her purchasing the boy would prevent her husband being put to death. 

It is further ascertained from the evidence, that although Narsing is unable 
to produce the letter he states he received from Ramsing a short time before 
the latter’s death, acknowledging that Purtaub Sing was not Iiis (llamsing’s) 
son, yet there arc some, though not positive grounds to believe that such a 
letter was actually written. That the letter given to Nursing in the year 
1819 by certain Zumindars^ and other inhabitants of the Nandod Purguna 
was given willingly by the persons whose names are affixed, and that the paper 
produced by the opposite party, purporting to be signed by some of tliose 
whose names are written in the above letter, and stating that the former were 
obtained by force, is a gross and infamous forgery made for the occasion. 
That the settlemeat which was mentioned to have taken place (in several letters 
sent to Baroda in 1816) between Narsing and Purtaub Sing was never

concliuled, but that the letters in question stating tlmt the two had become 
reconciled were forged by Morad Jumadar, who wanted to ensure his nofbeiiig 
dismissed from the employment he then had, by causing the Gaekwar troops 
to quit Itajpeeplu. 

That the letter produced by Nursing, purporting to be from Jyesing Uann, 
in which the latter confesses he sold his son to the Ranee Soorujkoor, is indis- 
putably found to be genuine, and to have been obtained in a fair and proper 
manner. That rntny forgeries have been discovered in the signatures affixed 
to the ten letters given to Mr. Williams by Piirtaub Sing, purporting to be from 
certain inhubitunts of Rajpeepla, giving evidence in his favour. That the 
general and popular feeling of all classes of persons, both high and low, rich 
and poor, living in Rajpeepla, is decidedly in favour of Nursing ; and conse- 
quently, that from all the above circumstances combined, with many others I 
have already oimincrutcd in this letter, it is satisfactorily proved that Narsing's 
eldest son is the legitimate Chieftain of Rajpeepla, to which Purtaub Sing has 
no legal pretensions whatever, being the son of an obscure Geerasia, and not, 
as he pretends to i)e, the son of Ratnsing the late Raja of the country.

From C. Norris, Esq., Acting Resident at Baroda, 

To J. B. SiMsoN, Esq., Secretary with the Honorable the Governor, Surat. 

Dated the 2nd May 1821. 

Sir, — I have the honour to report the proceedings which have taken place, 
connected with the question of the Itajpeeplu succession, subsequently to the 
departure of tlie Honorable the Governor. 

2. On the 18th ultimo I waited upon His Highness for the purpose of 

conferring upon this subject. The Karbarees of the two parties were present, 
and, after some discussion, it was settled at my recommendation, that each 
should prepare and produce, on Monday the 23rd ultimo, a paper stating his 
objections, if any, to the investigation which had taken place, the points on 
which he desired further inquiry, and the manner in which he wished such 
inquiry to be conducted. ^ 

3. On the 23rd Uis Highness excused himself on the plea of business, and 
requested that I would wait upon him on the 24th. 

4. On the 23rd I received from Nursing’s Karbaree a letter, which had 
been sent to Iiim by one of the Putels of Phophulya, stating that a Karkoon 
of the Giiekwur Government, who was named, and other agents, had been 
urging him and others, by threats, to retract and contradict the evidence which 
they had delivered in favour of Narsing’s claims. I had a short memorandum 
drawn out, remarking upon the impropriety of proceedings like this, and 
requesting that they might not be practised. 

5. I took this memorandum with n\Q on the 24th, and previously to com- 
mencing on business, had it read to the Gackwar. From his confusion, and 
that of the two Ministers, I confess I think that the Patel’s allegation was 
true, and that all these were conscious of having acted unfairly. After some 
consultation carried on in a low lone. His Highness requested that I would 
name to him the persons who had been tampered with. I said that I must 
first be satisfied that they would not feel the effects of his resentment for hav- 
ing told the truth, and that, therefore, if no further complaints of this nature 
were made, I would at some future time give him the information which he 
wished. The present attempt to influence the witnesses having failed, I had 
merely mentioned it in order to put him on his guard, to preserve an open 
understanding with him, and to prevent anything of the kind in future, 

6. The parties were soon after called in. Nersing’s Karbaree said that he 
bad no paper to give, as was indeed to be expected. Purtaub Sing’s Kar- 
baree said that his paper was not yet prepared. I asked if any part of it was 
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mdy, and he answered in the negatire. I reminded him of the number of 
days daring which he bad been in possession of all the docnments connected 
with this question, und of his having produced, while the Honorable the Go- 
mnor was at Baroda, a long pajMir setting forth the particulars of his case. 
That paper, 1 said, must comprise all that he hod to say, and I asked why he 
did not produce that, or some document containing the substance of it. He 
could give no satisfactory answer at all to these remarks. The Gaekwar, 
although he had himself ordered him to be prepared on the 23rd,, and made 
him repeat often that frequent messages had been sent from the Palace urging 
him to use despatch, evinced no displeasure at the contempt with which his 

orders had been treated. _ ^ 

7. An application was at this period made either by Purtaub Sing’s Kar- 
boree, or by the Gaekwar, that an intelligent Vukeel, who was known to the 
Karbaree, should be allowed to plead Purtaub Sing’s cause. I agreed to this, • 
upon the other party being allowed the same option, 'fhis was, however, 
declined by Nursing’s Karbaree. 

8. The Vukeel was then introduced. His name is Tupidas ; he is a Banian, 
and an inhabitant of Surat, from whence he seems to have been invited for the 
purpose of undertaking his present duty. 

9. I then observed to His Highness that the experience of this day was 
sufficient to show, that unless some time were fixed within which the parties 
should be allowed to state what they had to communicate, we should both be 
trified with at the pleasure of the parties ; that as they were both then present, 
they might be called upon to elate how many days would be necessary to 
enable them to prepare the paper which was required ; and that it was only requi- 
site for us to inform them that, after this period was expired, no represen- 
tations would be attended to. Uis Highness agreed that this communication 
should bo made; and Purtaub Sing’s Vukeel being applied to, said that on 
Wednesday, the 2ud May, he would produce the paper required. Narsing’s 
party of course agreed to this period being fixed. Both parlies were then 
apprised that on Wednesday, the 2nd, such representations as they might have 
to make would be listened to, and not after that date. I then caused to bo 
prepared « short memorandum, describing the paper which was required, and 
me w tlp n lri g the period in which it was to be produced. His Highness approv- 
ed of thif, and a copy of it was given to each party. 

10. I waited upon His Highness ngain to-day, at about 3 o clock, ageee- 
ably to tha arrangement concluded. He received me with a gloomy and sullen 
aif, and when, aftev a short time, I asked him whether Purtaub Bing’s Vukeel 
vraiu in attendance, he said that he could not tell, that he was resolved to 
teka no abare in the investigation, tliat I had accused him unjustly of infiu- 
tlia witnesses, and that he must know the nantee of those upon whose 
S7r 
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authority thii wu stated, and also the names of the persons said to liave heent 
employed^ Wore he proceeded further. I promised him that this informatioa 
should be given to him speedily, and observed to him that it was necessary 
that I should communicate to him what I had heard, in order that no mystery 
migbt exist between us, and that I should be perfectly satisfied, provided a 
i^milar case were to arise, if he were to behave in *the same way towards me. 
'^ptese and all other arguments were of course unavailing. His Highness’ object 
evidently was to prevent further inquiry, and he thought this line of conduct 
well calculated to secure the attainment of his object. After about an hour 
spent in fruitless debate, he left the room, and remained absent for another 
hour. I then sent a message to him to request that he would come, as soon 
as could be convenient to him, as my time was much occupied. He soon after 
returned, the Dewanjee having in the mean time been in consultation with him, 

. and the same conversation was resumed. Finding that I was not likely to 
make any impression by anything that I might say, and that His Highness’ 
object evidently was to shun inquiry, I told him that as Narsing had been 
considered as rather under the Resident’s authority, I would call his Karbaree, 
according to the agreement, and ask him whether he had any paper to 
produce upon the subject of a fresh investigation. To this Syajee could offer 
no objection, tliough he said that he wished to be considered as taking no part 
in the inquiry. Nursing’s Karbaree said that he required no fresh inquiry, 
but that he reserved to himself the right of answering any points which the 
opposite party might advance. 

11. 1 then made another effort to induce His Highness to call in Purtaub 
Sing’s party, but in vain. It was now getting late, and I said, that as His 
Highness could not be prevented from having his own way, all that was left 
for me was to record the reasons which had impeded the inquiry. I caused 
a memorandum on the subject to be prepared immediately, ’litis was finished 
about sunset, when it was read to His Highness, who said that the reasons were 
truly stated. He at the same instant gave me a memorandum which he bed 
prepared respecting the instructing of the witnesses, which he* denied that 
any one undertook by his authority or with his knowledge, and Mid that 
provided I withdrew my*memorandum, he was willing that Purtaub Sing’s 
Vukeel should be called in. I requested that he would order him to becalMf 
but it was still some time before he would do so. He wished me to caft 
llfl in order that he might afterward! have an opportunity of denying dl pertid^ 

tipo in the investigation. He, however, at last ordered Partaub 
te be called. When they had entered, I ashed Hie Hi^oaie 
would speak to the Vukeel himaelforwpidd wWimetodo it^ M 
he had no wish at all in tbs business, thut lm iNi meiel^ 
ooQoaioik It occurred to mci that the penoM havi% Mi 
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u (Mroper for me ee for the Gaekwei' to speak to themi and on the 24l]i I had 
addressed them at bis revest. I therefore asked the Vakeel whether he had 
brought the .paper which he promised. It was evident that he had not, 
though it was long before ! could get a direct answer, which was however at 
last obtained. He repeated over and over again that he could not discover the 
points of importance in the case, and wished me to make them known to him. 
I asked him whether he had not seen the papers on the subject. He answered 
repeatedly in the moat evasive way, until at length the Karbaree said that he 
(the Vukeel) had seen them. I then told His Highness that I had nothing 
further to ask, and took my leave. 

12. The above narrative will enable the Honorable Board to judge how far 
I am right in forming the following opinion upon this interview. Syajee's ill 
humour was, I am convinced, affected for the purpose either of producing dis* 
agreement and thereby preventing inquiry, or delaying it by long and useless 
discussions. The latter object was gained ; but when, towards the evening, he 
found that the reasons of the delay were recorded, he proposed that Purtaub 
Sing’s party should be called in, under the hope that such time as remained 
might be occupied in desultory and fruitless discussion. This might have 
been the case had I been less prepared for what was to happen. But the course 
which the Vukeel pursued was exactly that which I had expected him to adopt. 
It was evidently his object to get into an argument, in order to consume time. 
His remark, however, that he did not know the points of importance in tlie enge, 
was singularly inapplicable, as he was in possession of the summary which had 
been sent in to the Durbar, which must have given him this information in 
less time than would be taken up in repeating them to him. Besides, bad he 
really employed his time in the way that the Oaekwar and I had ordered him, 
he must at all events have made some progress in bis memorandum, whereas 
he denied that he had a line to produce.

It is therefore to be iaforrsd that it was their desire 
to put fl^'the investigation for a season only.

16. On the 29th, Nnrsing’s Karbaree, as he has inforined me, was sent for 
by Mama Juktap, Hie Highness’ maternal uncle, who told him thatifNar- 
sing would give the Gaekwar Rupees 1 ,00,000, Gyabaee Rupees 25,000, and 
Ilis Highness’ son Rupees 25,000, his right to the Gadee would be admitted at 
the conference of the 2nd May. 'riie Karbaree told me that he said that he 
would, after consulting with his master, send an answer. He asked my advice, 
and I recommended his writing for answer that Narsing would feel grateful 
to His Highness if he were speedily to acknowledge his just right, but 
that he could not make the presents mentioned, because they would at this 
time be nothing but bribes, and the measure would therefore be disapproved 
by me.

' 3. The Honorable the .Governor requests, therefore, that you, on your 
arrival, will expostulate with Syajee Rao on the evident wish he has manifested . 
to procrastinate, and endeavour to persuade His Highness to come to a speedy 
decision on the rights of the two claimants.

Norris’ letter of the 2nd of this month, reporting the proceedings which had 
taken place subsequent to the Honorable the Governor’s departure from Baroda, 
relative to the succession to the sovereignty of the district of Rajpeepla, and 
requesting that gentleman, upon his arrival, to expostulate with Uis Highness 
the Gackwar upon the wish he has manifested to delay coming to a final 
decision upon this long pending question. 

2. Since the departure of Mr. Norris from Baroda, I have taken an oppor- 
tunity of pressing His Highness to continue the proceedings, which however, 
as I anticipated, he declined, on the plea of ill-health, at the same time 
expressing a wish that the business should lay over until the arrival of Mr. 
Williams. 

3. Finding it impossible to persuade His Highness to relinquish this inten- 
tion, I did not consider it advisable to remonstrate with him upon his past 
conduct, conceiving that the expostulation coming from Mr. Williams, would 
be likely to have a much more salutary effect upon His Highness than if it 
came from me.

SiB,-~'Aa the Honorable the Governor in Council will, in a short time, have 
to decide whether or no, on the settlement of the question of the succession 
to 'Ibe sovereignty of Rajpeepla, the British Government are to take an active 
part in the management of its affairs, and in arranging for the gradual liqui- 
dation of the debts with which the Principality is encumbered, I have great 
plhamre in submitting an elaborate and able report,* in the form of a

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memorandan, upon the former and present condition of Rajpeepla, drawn 
up by my First Assistant, Mr. Willoughby, from such Information as he was 
able to procure, during the short time he was lately employed in that country 
in investigating the rights of Narsing and Purtaub Sing to the sovereignty 
of tlie district. 

2. The Honorable the Governor will perceive, that the whole management 
of the country has been vested in the hands of the Gaekwar Government since 
the year 1816, and that, during this period, the distresses of the country and 
its debts have so greatly increased, notwithstanding the whole resources of the 
country have been at the command of those in whom the administration of 
the country was entrusted. 

3. From the contiguity of our own districts to Rajpeepla, it is absolutely 
necessary that a good Government should be established in it ; and the policy 
which dictated the expediency of the late arrangements made with this Go- 
vernment for the collections of its tribute in Kattywar and the Mahee Kanta, 
on this account in particular, is applicable in its fullest extent to the tribute 
due to it from Rajpeepla, and proper arrangements being made by the Raja 
for the punctual {layment of his tribute and Ghansdana in future, the Gaek- 
war Government possesses no furiher claim upon him, and he is consequently 
at liberty to make what arrangements he pleases with us. 

4. As I am in daily expectation of His Highness finally coming to a deci- 
sion upon this long protracted question, I beg leave to solicit the instructions 
of Government for the course of conduct I am to pursue upon such an event 
taking place.

Sir,— I have the honour to acknowledge the receipt of your letter dated the 
SM instant,* in reply to my letter of the 18th ultimo, forwarding Mr. Wil> 
lobby’s memorandum upon the former and present state of Rajpeepla.

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2. I had the honour to report^ on the 9th instant, that His Highness the 
Gaekwar had at length decided that Narsing had established his claim to the 
sovereignty of the petty State of Rajpeepla, and I have now the satisfaction to 
report that Verisal, the eldest son of Nursing, was yesterday presented with the 
Pugree and Shelia gf investiture. 

3. I beg leave to refer the Honorable Board to the accompanying paperi 
containing minutes of conversation which took place between His Highness 
and myself, prior to the investiture taking place. 

4. 1 regret that it should have been inferred from the substance of the 
letters I have at different times written on the llajpeepla question, that this 
tributary was not included in the arrangements concluded at Baroda in 1820 
placing the control of all the Gaekwar’s tributaries under the British Govern- 
ment, of \vhi(*h 1 never entertained the least duiiht. 

5. The Honorable the Governor in Council will observe, that throughout 
the conference I maintained that it was included, and that such was admitted, 
by neither His Highness nor his Ministers disputing the point. 

6. I await, therefore, the instructions of Government before I proceed to 
take any further measures, which will be rendered necessary by the placing 
in nominal authority the new Raj%, and the consequent evacuation of bis 
territory by the Gaekwar s troops. 

7. The just debt due to this Government from Rajpeepla will, I have no 
doubt, be found to be very considerable, but we may safely calculate that it 
will justly admit of great reduction. 

8. As, however, such reduction cannot be made without great labour and 
miSMte investigation, and as the reduction will depend upon the discovery of 
the exhibition in the Guekwar’s accoutits of expenses not actually incurred, 
as well as of collections of revenue not brought to Recount, which can only be 
ascertained on the spot from the local authorities, it would appear very advisa- 
ble that some one should be deputed to Rajpeepla for the above purposes on 
the opening of tlie season. 

9. It will be necessary' to settle a provision upon Purtaub Sing and his 
mother, but upon the most economical scale consistent with propriety. Having 
no longer any claim to the title of Raja, he must necessarily reduce his estab- 
lishment ; and bis allowances may reasonably be reduced to a smaller amount 
than those be already enjoys, which the State, in its present impoverhbed con- 
dition, cannot afford to allow him. I, however, beg to be favoured with the 
instructions of Government upon this as well as the many other points adverted 
to in my Assistant’s memorandum.

Visited by appointment His Iliglniess Syajee Rao, accompanied by Captain 
Barnewalb the Political Agent for Kattywnr, and the gentlemen of the Resi- 
dency. Vcrinal, the eldest son of Narsing, the Rajpecpla4lnja» also attended 
for the purpose of being introduced to II is Highness. 

After some delay Syajee consented to receive Vcrisal, who accordingly 
was introduced and made the usual oflfering of cloths and jewels. His Highness 
then asked me to repair to another room above, where he might have some 
private conversation, to which I assented, and, at the suggestion of the Dewan- 
jee, Captain Barnewall was also invited, but he requested that no other 
person should be present. We went upstairs, when Syajee sent for the Bhow 
and Dewanjee. Mcer Surfraj AH had in the first instance joined us. When 
we were seated. His Highness, after much whispering with his Ministers, 
said that he was now ready to give the Shelia and Pngree to Narsing’s son, to 
recall his Thannas from Rajpeejda, and to give the Choor Chittees, if I would 
guarantee to him the payment of the whole of his large debt against Rajperpla. 
I replied that this was impossible ; that all Ilis Highness could possibly expect 
from me, was an assurance that his interests, in any engagement we made with 
the Raja, would not he neglected. With respect to his making it a condition 
to give up the Government of Ksjpdtepla on my assenting to his wishes, I 
observed that the arrangement at Rarodii in 1820, placed that State under our 
control, in the same manner ns the trihutarics of Kuttywar and the Muhee 
Kanta, and that the inanagcmont was merely left with His Highness till the 
question of succession was decided. Meer Surfraj Ali said that I could' not 
object to telling His Highness that his^debts should he paid. I told him that 
of course I had, as my saying so would imply, that even if the R.ajpeepla 
State could not discharge it that my Government would, and that on the 
faith of this declaration His Highness would found a claim. I repeated that 
ail they could expect was an assurance that justice would be rendered to them, 
and that no greater loss would be sustained by them ; that they had had 
the management of the country for some years, wliich was no small advantage. 
His Highness again urged me explicitly to say that his debt would be paid, 
and that be would instantly give Verisal his cloths of investiture and deliver up 
the countVy. I repeated my former answer and observed that after be bad 
acknowledged the title of Vcrisal, he had no right to retain the country ; that, 
however, it was not my intention to require either the Choor Chittees, or the 
evacuation of Rajpeepla by his Thannas before I received the^ instructions 
of my Government, and thaf the young Raja would reside near the Residency 
till they arrived, and that until the order did come I wished no change to 
take place. At this time a Kurkoon came in, and whispering something 
58r 
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to His Highness, he immediately, putting on an appearance oralarm, said 
that Soorujkoor, the mother of Purtaub Sing, had come to his tnother, 
and was determined to take away his cliaracter by committing some tra- 
gical act, unless 1 would see her, and assure her of a provision being made 
for her. ^ 

I told Ilis lligliness that Soorujkoor, the reputed mother of Purtaub Sing, 
would never have come without eiicourngcment from his mother ; that His 
Highness was well aware that I knew all the intrigues which had been going 
on, and that it was useless pressing me on the subject, as I would neither see 
her nor make any promise of a provision, but that she would not be neglected. 
Upon this, some conversation took place between the Dewanjee Bhow and 
Mecr Surfraj Ali, after which this subject was not again touched upon, and 
His Highness said, if I would ensure him from loss, he would give the boy the 
Shtflla and Pugree. I said I would not pledge myself to anything of the 
kind. The Bhow then produced a paper, purporting to be written by order 
of Narsing, at the time the Dhow had proceeded to Rajpcepla (when he 
brought the rival claimants to Buroda), stating that he (Narsing) in the event 
of his being declared the legitimate successor, would leave the country under 
the Gackwar Government until the whole of the debt was cleared off. To this I 
replied, I thought a long time ago I liad seen a copy of the paper, but doubted 
its authenticity, but at all events it could never have been granted willingly; 
however that might be, the late arrangements at Baroda, made by the Go- 
vernor in 1820, placing all His Highness’ tributaries under the control of the 
British Government, prevented the Gackwar from deriving any benefit from it, 
even if authentic and given voluntarily. To this, neither His Highness nor 
the Ministers made any reply, and a long desultory conversation took place, 
on a variety of subjects totally foreign to the point under discussion, when Ilis 
Highness suddenly resumed the debate, and, through Surfraj Ali, said that if 
1 would recommend to my Government that an arrangement should be made 
with the Raja to liquidate his debts, he would immediately declare Verisal 
Raja, and give him cloths, and also the Ohoor Chittees, and recall his Thannas. 
I told His Highness that, strictly speaking, he had recognized the young man’s 
title by accepting his presents, made in consequence of his having declared 
him the legal heir ; that consequently his being allowed to retain his Thannas 
in the country was merely an act of suiferance on my part ; that I Would cer- 
tainly recommend that an arrangement should be made with the Raja for the 
.liquidation of such debts, owing to the Gaakwar Government, as should be 
found correct after a close inspection into the accounts of the revenue, ex- 
penses, &c. It was now getting late, and I requested my leave. His Highness, 
after some further conversation, said, he was satisfied, and reposed with full 
confidence in my friendship, and desired that Verisal and the gentlemen who 
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had rematncTd below might be sent for, u|)on which he presented him with a 
S helia Aid Pugree, certainly in a very abrupt and unceremonious way, and 
then dismissed him. I told His Highness I was happy this affair was settled ; 
that I^should immediately write to the Honorable the Governor for instruc- 
tions, and in the mean time wished all things to remain as usual, and the Raja 
would live at the Residency. 

I then asked when tlie Kattywar disputed points would come under discus- 
sion. He said that he trusted to me entirely to keep his reputation; that he 
sacrificed much in giving up such a llaj as Kattywar. 

I told His Highness he had been a great gainer by the measurcf that we 
were likely to be the only suffcMers. That the Honorable tlie Governor wished 
nothing more tluin the increase of His Highness^ dignity, and that, of course, 
I should on all proper occasioits support him. 

During the whole of this conference, it is to be remarked, that neither 
His Highness nor his Ministers disputed the question of Rujpeepla being under 
our control and included in the arrangement, a fact which is consequently 
admitted by them.

181 of this Department, timt I perfectly recollected having told the Honorable 
the Governor, when at Baroda, that 1 conceived Uajpeepla to be included in 
the Mahee Kanta arrangements, and I avail myself of this opportunity to 
mention, that my having given such an assurance, was the sole cause of that 
petty State not being specifically placed under our control by a separate 
engagement. 

2. JVIy report to you of the 23rd ultimo will have informed you of this 
Government having admitted the fact of my having understood at that time 
Rajpeepla. to have been comprehended in the Mahee Kanta Mooluckgeree, 
and of their having abandoned thjpir grounds of opposition. I find also in the 
Dustoor ool Umul it is consider^ as appertaining^ to the division of Mahee 
Kanta. 

3. Since the decision of His Highness Syajee Rao in favour of Narsing’s 
Bon Verisal, the exactions of the Gaekwar officer in charge of the country 
have* been reported to me as having 'become exceedingly heavy, and I am 
therefore anxious to be favoured, as early as possible, with the instructions oi

Sin, — I have the honour to acknowledge the receipt of your despatches of 
the 23rd of August and lltli of this month, relative to Kajpeepla. 

2. 1 have been instructed to express the satisfaction of the Governor ia 
Council at the acquiescence of the Gackwar in the desire of the British 
Government to undertake the management of Rajpeepla. 

3. His Highness’ present consent to that measure renders all further discus- 
sion regarding the original intention of both parties in that respect unnecessary ; 
as it is, however, more than probable that the Guekwar will experience a great 
defalcation in his tribute, that point ought to be clearly understood before we 
enter on the control of the country. 

4. Adverting on this occasion to Mr. Willoughby’s report, accompanying 
your despatch of the iStli of July last, I have to inform you that it would have 
been acceptable to the Governor in Council if you had added to the report a 
sketch of the measures best adapted to the government of the Principality, by 
embodying Mr. Willoughby's suggestions, filling up the deficiencies, and 
accompanyigg the whole with your own sentiments on the subject. The 
want of such a Btatenient compels the Governor in Council to leave some parts 
of the present instructions defective, hut he relies on your discretion for supply- 
ing the want in the manner hest suited to the public service. ^ 

5. The measure of setting up the son of N arsing, as recommended by Mr. 
Willoughby, is approved, equally with tlie promulgation of a proclamation of 
amnesty in the name of Verisal and that of the Gaekwar and of the Company, 
and it is authorised as far as depends on the British Goveniiucnt. 

6. The engagement to be guided by our advicei should be taken from the 
Raja, as recommeii^ed by Mr. Willoughby. 

7. In respect to the appointment of a Manager of Rajpeepla, the Governor 
in Council leaves the selection to you, as the best judge of the person who 
ought to be chosen for the office; but great attention must be paid to the opinion 
of Narsing, and care should be taken that the person who may be selected 
may have weight sufficient to maintain a strong Government and to repress 
disorders. 
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8. The GovertiSr in Council approves of the provisions recoinniended for 
Purtaub Sing and Narsing. You will be pleased to fix the amount witli a due 
regard as well to the rank of those personages as to the pressing exigencies of 
the State. 

9. I have the honour to convey the direction of the Governor in Council 
that you depute Mr. Willoughby to Rajpeepla for the purpose of putting tlie 
Government in motion. He should take that opportunity of inquiring into 
the Gaekwar’s claims, and report the result, which you will likewise examine, 
and forward, with your opinion in detail, for the decision of the Governor 
in Council.

2. You are aware that the Gaekwar Government has relinquished its control 
in that Province, which is vested in the British Government, upon the same 
principles nearly as the control of its tributaries in Kattywar and Mahee Kanta. 

3. * The justice of setting up Verisal, the son of Narsing, as Rnja of the 
country, having been fully established by the investigation made by yourself 
last year, the British Government, as well as that of the Gaekwar, have con- 
sented to such a measure being immediately carried into effect. 

4. You will, therefore, upon your arrival in the country, issue proclamations 
proclaiming that person to be the Raja of the country. 

5. Y"ou are likewise authorised to promulgate proclamations, couched in 
the terms you have suggested, promising a general oblivion of the past, in the 
name of Yerisal and that of the Gaekwar and British Governments. 

6. I have been instructed by Government to appoint a Manager of Raj- 
peepla, to conduct its affairs during the minority of Verisal, and relying upon 
the favourable representation you have made of the character and abilities of 
Purvoodas, the present Karbarco of Narsing, you are authorised to nominate 
him to that responsible situation, provided that the same is in consonance with 
the wishes of Narsing (whom you must privately consult on the subject), and 
that he furnishes the written engagement you have proposed. 

7. The settlement of the provisions you have recommended to be made 
for Narsing, and the ex claimant Purtaub Sing, are approved.

Sir, — I have the honour to acknowledge the receipt of your letter dated tlie 
28th ultimo, directing me to proceed to Rajpeepla at the euiliest opportunity, 
and to report iny proceedings after my arrival in the country, in part perform- 
ance of the instructions contained in your letter. 

2. The seating of Verisal, the son of Nursing, upon the Gadee of Raj- 
peepla, was delayed until the 16tli instant, that day having been selected by* 
the Josees, or astrologers, as one most propitious for the event. The ceremony 
vyas performed, according to custom, at the Fort of Rajpeepla. It was very 
8in)|)le, consisting merely in a few religious ceremonies; after the performance 
of which two Kotlah Bheels, who arc supposed to be descended from the 
aboriginal family settled in the country, having repeated a kind of blessing and 
performed the Chandla ceremony, took the boy up in their arms, and, ascend- 
ing a platform raised about three feet from the ground, upon which the Gudee 
was placed, seated him upon it, amidst the acclamations of those present; after 
wliich sugar was distributed to all assembled.* 

3. The customary expenses of this ceremony, which is known by the name 
of Puttabeshaick, is 16,000 rupees ; but taking into consideration the distressed 
condition of^the country, I suggested the inexpediency of laying out so large 
a sum of *money on the occasion. This was immediately acquiesced in by 
Narsing and his Karbaree, and 1 believe the whole expense incurred will not 
amount to more than^ 10,000 rupees, which sum was chiefly expended in 
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charity to Bramins. I mention this fact, as it evinces, on the part of the 
Government, a laudable desire to economize as much as possible. 

4. I made the usual presents to the young Raja on the occasion, after 
which Nuzzurs were presented to him by his relations, friends, and dependants, 
to the amount of Hs. 1,410. 

5? It is customary, upon the accession of a new Raja to the sovereignty of 
Rajpeepla, that a Nuzzur should be paid by every village throughout his do- 
minions. This has not yet been done, as I consider it right to solicit instruc- 
tions whctlior, in the present distressed state of the country, it is advisable to 
levy it or not. 

6. I must, at the same time, express my opinion, that it would be inexpe- 
dient for the Itnja to give up this right altogether, as it is one sanctioned by 
custom, and, if justly levied, would fall chiefly on those who are beat able to 
pay it. It might, however, be something less than custom would warrant 
being taken. Independent, however, of the above reasons, I am certain it 
would be willingly paid ; as a proof of which many of theJumadars and Patels 
of villages, as a matter of course, oflered their Nuzzurs, which, however, were 
re/used at the time, and those who oflered them told that they would in all 
probability be called upon to pay them hereafter. 

7. In pursuance of the instructions contained in the 4th and 5th paras, of 
your letter, two proclamations have been issued throughout Rajpeepla, the 
one in the. name of the British and Gaekwar’s Governments, proclaiming 
Verisal to be the Raja of tho country, directing his subjects to pursue their 
respective occupations in peace, and promising that no one shall be molested 
for the part he may have taken in the past dispute ; the other in the name of 

•Verisal liimsclf, couched in nearly the same terms. I have the honour to 
anne.x copies and translations of these two documents. 

8. I took an early opportunity of privately consulting the wishes of Narsing 
upon the suhj(*ct of appointing a Karburee to manage the affairs of Rajpeepla 
during the minority of his son Verisal. He in the first instance refused to 
nominate any person, saying he would rather leave the selection to me; upon 
being however pressed to do so, he without hesitation nRm<^d Purvoodas, 
stating that he did so not only because bis family had filled the situation for 
many generations, but because he had served him with the strictest fidelity 
for many years, and in the height of his misfortunes and distresses. 

9. It only being necessary to ascertain that Nursing's wishes on this point 
were in favour of Purvoodas prior to his being appointed the Karbaree 
of Verisal, that person has accordingly been appointed,, having subscribed 
to a written engagement of the nature recommended in my memorandum. 

10. I am unable at present to forward a copy of this document, as a part 
of its contents will depend upon the instructions of Government relative 
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to the appointment of a Plioidar, or not, to be the receiver of the revenues of the 
State, as well as the advance of the money requinjd for its necessary expenses. 

11. Such, in my humble judgment, appears absolutely requisite, provided 
any one can be found willing to undertake it iipoi) terms favourable to the 
State, and suitable to its present condition. To effect this I am, in concert 
with the manager, using my best endeavours, and shall report the result here- 
after for your information and that of Government ; but in the mean time [ 
shall take care to avoid involving myself in making any permanent settlement 
upon a subject so important, and one upon which I have received as yet no 
instructions. 

12. The whole of the Gaekwar troops have, according to the directions 
issued by their Government, retired to the Thana of Roond, and all the country 
is now ill possession of the Raja's troops. No disturbance whatever has 
occurred, and perfect pence and tranquillity reigns throughout the district, which 
is a convincing proof tiiat the recent change is viewed with satisfaction by 
the greatest part of those residing in Rajpeepla. 

13. Although, however, the country has been delivered over to mo in 
c )mpliance with the orders contained in the Choor Chittecs issued by the 
Gaekwar Government, 1 deem it my duty to state, that I am informed, nnicli 
property belonging to the Rajpeepla State has been taken away by the Gnok- 
ivur's officers, and I shall not fail to investigate the truth of this information, 
and report upon it hereafter, provided it appears to Ije well founded. 

14. I am now occupied in the performance of the other parts of your 
instructions, a most material part of which is to investigate the heavy debts 
with which the State is involved. As, however, it is impossible to commence 
investigating that claimed by the Gaekwar Government until I am in possession* 
of the documents alluded to in the I2lh and 13th paras, of your letter, I trust 
the Gaekwar Government, from motives of self-interest, will be induced to 
furnish them with as little delay as possible. 

16. It would likewise appear very desirable that the Accountant Karkoon, 
who has been stationed in Rajpeepla during the period the country has been 
under the Gaekwar management, should be directed to attend me, to give me 
any explanations which may be requisite, which will avoid the necessity of 
my makfng constant references to Baroda for that purpose. 

16. As Myral Narrain i§ stated to have considerable claims against the 
State, it would be for the same reason very desirable that he should be directed 
to send any person he may think proper with his accounts, but one who will be 
able to givaane the necessary explanations their intricacy may require.

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Translation of a Proclamation issued by J. P. Willoughby^ on the part 
of the British and Gnekwnr Governments^ to the inhabitants of the District 
of Rajpecpln^ dated Knrlik Shood the Sumvut 1878, correspontling 

with the 5th of November 1821, at Nandod. 

The two Governments abovcinentioned proclaim, for the information of all 
persons, that the right of Maharana Verisaljee to the Chieftainship of Itaj- 
pecpla has l)een ascertained, and that he has accordingly been seated on the 
Gadce. All /nmindurs, Patels, Piitwarrees, Banians, Rajpoots, Koonbees, 
Bhatts, Braining, &c. &c., high and low of every caste, residing in Rajpeepla, 
are directed, from this time forward, to pursue their different occupations, and 
cultivate their hinds in peace. Prior to this (time) whatever part any one may 
have taken in the past dispute, no molestation will now be in consequence 
oflcred to him, but all will be permitted to remain in peace who conduct them- 
selves properly, and are obedient to the orders of Government. 

This Proclamation is issued in conformity with the orders of both Govern- 
ments, by J. P. Willoughby, Ksq., Assistant to the Resident at Baroda.

Translation of a Proclamation issued by Maharana Verisaljee^ Raja of Raj- 
peepla^ to his subjects, upon his assuming the Sovereignty of that District^ 
dated Kartik Hkood the lOM, Sumvut 1878, corresponding with the 5th of 
November 1821, at Nandod. 

In the name of Maharana Verisaljee, Chieftain of the district of Rajpeepla. 
Be it known to all people, Zutnindars, Patels, Putwarrecs, Banians, Rajpoots, 
Koonbees, Bhatts, Bramins, &c. &c., high and low of every caste, who reside 
in Rajpeepla, that the dispute which formerly existed regarding the right to 
the Gadee of Rajpeepla, has been investigated by the two great Sirkars (viz. 
that of the Honorable Company and that of the Gaekwar) jointly, and my 
claims having been found just, they have confirmed iny right, and put me ia 
possession of the country. My rule and authority in this country has com- 
menced, on which account all Ryuts, as are above enumerated, are directed 
to cultivate their lands and pursue their respective occupations in peace, 
and remain living in their habitations, conducting themselves properly. In 
the past dispute regarding the right to the Chieftainship, whatever part any 
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one may have taken, he will not on that account receive any molestation or 
injury, but all will be allowed to remain in peace.

To J. Williams, Esq., Resident at Baroda. 

Dated Septemher 1821. 

Sir, — I have the honour to acknowledge the receipt of your despatches** of 
the 23rd of August and 1 1th of this mouth, relative to Rujpccpia. 

2. I have been instructed to express the satisfaction of the Governor in 
Council at the acquiescence of the Gaekwar in the desire of the British 
Government to undertake the management of Rajpeepin. 

3. His Highness’ present consent to that measure renders all further 
discussion regarding the original intention of both parties in that respect 
unnecessary; as it is, however, more than probable that the Guekwar will 
experience a great defalcation in his tribute, that point ought to be clearly 
understood before we enter on the control of the country. 

4. Adverting on this occasion to Mr. Willoughby’s report accompanying 
your despatch of the 18th of July last, 1 have to inform you, that it w'oiild 
have been acceptable to the Governor in Council, if you had added to tlie 
report a sketch of the measures best adapted to the government of the Princi- 
pality by embodying Mr. Willoughby’s suggestions, filling up the deficiencies, 
and accompanying the whole with your own sentiments on the subject. The 
want of such a statement compels the Governor in Council to leave some parts 
of the present instructions defective, but he relies on your discretion for supply* 
ing the want in the manner best suited to the public service. 

6. The measure of setting up the son of Nursing, us recommended by Mr. 
Willoughby, is approved, equally with the promulgation of a proclamation of 
amnesty in the name of Verisal and that of the Gaekwar and of the Company ; 
and it is authorised as far as depends on the British Government. 

6. The engagement to be guided by our advice, should be taken from the 
Raja, as recommended by Mr. Willoughby. 

7. In respect to the appointment of a Manager of Rajpeepla, the Governor 
in Council leaves the selection to you, as the best judge of the person who

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ought to be chosen for the office ; but great attention must be paid to the 
opinion of Nursing, and care should be taken that the person wlio may be 
selected may have wciglit sufficient to maintain a strong Government and to 
repress disorders. * 

8. The (fovernor in Council approves of the provisions recommended for 
Purtaub Sing and Nailing. Voii will be pleased to fix the amount with a 
due regard as well to the rank of those personages as to the pressing exigen- 
cies of the State. 

f), 1 have the honour to convey the direction of the Governor in Council 

that you depute Mr. Willoughby to Hajpeepla, for the purpose of putting the 
OovcrniiKMit in motion. lie should take that opportunity of inquiring into the 
Gaekwar's claims, and report the result, wliicli you will likewise examine, and 
forward with your opinion in detail, for the decision of the Governor in 
Courjcil. 

10. If, however, a compromise can be speedily effected on reasonable terms, 
between the Uajpecpla Government and the Gaekwar, witliout a regular arbitra- 
tion, it should be preferred. The mode of accomplishing the object must 
depend on Mr. Willoughby's iiupiirics, whilst the precedent that may be 
adduced of compromises that have been made by the Gaekwar of pecuniary 
claims on the Gov(»rnment may be advanced in support of such an arrangement. 

1 1. The tribute must in future be paid entirely through yon. 

12. The internal management of the country, whether by farming or directly 
by the agency of the Government, will be best settled in communication with 
the Manager, when one shall be appointed. 

m. The Governor in Council is desirous of receiving, at the earliest period, 
ns correct a report of the receipts atfd disbursements as can be procured, 
detailing the various sources of revenue and the establishments of all kinds to 
be kept up by the Rajpeepla Government, their expenses, and the application 
of the balance. 

14. It is extremely desirable that the question of the mode in which the 
Bhccis arc to be managed should also engage the fullest attention, and be report- 
ed on for the instructions of the Government. Every expedient that promises 
to reclaim their habits by a just and conciliatory treatment, should be preferred. 

15. On the receipt of your report, the decision on the propriety of with- 
drawing the Gaekwar troops will depend. They should be withdrawn the 
moment the Raja is capable of preserving the public tranquillity without their 
assistance ; but no British detachment can be calculated on, as it is improbable 
that any can be spared. You will be pleased to report, however, in communica- 
tion with Mr, Willoughby, the strength of the detachment you would recomr 
mend to he maintained for preserving the tranquillity of the Rajpeepla 
principality. 
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1G. I have the honour to (ransmic to you an extract, paras. 127 and Ml, 
from a despatch to the Honourable Court, and of its reply, re{^urding Tora 
Geeras claims of Rajpecpia on the Broach Purguna, of the whole of winch 
it is desirable that you should arrange with itie proprietors for payments from 
the treasury at such period as may best suit their convenience, instead of 
admitting of their being realized from the villages. Should you require any 
further information on the subject of these claims, you will apply to the 
Collector of Broach.

2. In conformity with the instructions of Government, Mr. Willoughby has 
proceeded to llajpccpia, to carry into eflect the objects pointed out in you^' 
letter. 

3. I have the honour to annex copy of the instructions I have issued to 
that gentleman, the tenor of which, I trust will meet with the approbation of 
the Honorable the Governor in Council. 

4. The only remark which occurs to me to make, is upon the deviation 1 
have made from the instructions contained in the 15th paragraph of your letter 
now under reply, relative to the withdrawal of the Gaekwar troops. 

5. 1 have learnt that the troops now in the service of the Raja are fully 
adequate at once to take possession of the country, with every prospect of being 
able to preserve its peace and tranquillity. 

6. I have, therefore, directed Mr. Willoughby to enforce the order of the 
Gaekwar Government, contained in its Choor Chittees, directing the Gaekwar 
force to retire to its Thanna at Roond. 

7. I trust this measure will be approved of, ns, independent of the jealousy 
with which the Raja would be likely to view their remaining in the country 
after he is put in possession of it, the Gaekwar Government will in all probabi* 
lily call upon him to disburse the expense it would incur incident to their 
remaining in the country. 

8. I beg you will inform the Honorable the Governor in Council that I

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hftvc obtained an engagement from tlie^Rajn, to bo entirely guided by the 
advice given to him by the British (joverninent upon every subject relating to 
the affairs of his Govci nrneiit. Copy and translation of this document are 
annexed. • 

9. 1 experienced considerable difficulty in procuring from Ilis Highness the 
Gaekwar Ihe Choor Cbittecs for the release of the country, as he wished me, 
on the part of the British Government, to become security that the whole 
amount of his tiilnife at prostMit collected should be enjoyed in future, ns well 
as that the \\ hole of tlic enormous debt brought against the llajpeepla State 
should 1)0 liipiidatcd. 

10. I am, however, happy to state; that I obtained tlicm on the 27th 
instant, alter a long discussion, without giving him any stipulation of the above 
nature, hut imwely generally assuring him that his tribute and debt would both 
be hereafter settled in reftnence to the ability of the State, and in conformity 
with the instructions I miglit iicreaftcr receive from the Bombay Government. 

11. In com luMon, I have the honour to request the favourable considera- 
tion of Govcrniiicnt to the subject adverted to in the concluding paragraph of 
my letter of instructions to Rlr.

Sin, — I have the honour to request you will take the earliest opportunity of 
proceeding to Uajpecpla, and to furnish you with the following instructions for 
your guidance in pci forming the objects for which you arc deputed into that 
Principality. 

2. You are aw’are that the Gaekwar Government has relinquished its control 
in that province, which is vested in the British Government, upon the same 
principles nearly us the control of its tributaries in Kattywar and Muhec Kiinta. 

3. The justice of setting up Vcrisal, the son of Narsing, as Raja of the 
country, having been fully established by the investigation made by yourself 
last year, the British Government, as well as that of the Gaekwar, have con- 
sented to such a measHi'c being immediately carried into eflect. 

4. You will, therefore, upon your arrival in the country, issue proclamations 
proclaiming that person to be the Hu ja of the country. 
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f). You arc likewise autlioriscd^ promulgate proclamation^, couched in 
the terms you have suggested, promising a general oMivion of the past, in the 
nan)e of Verisal and that of the Gaekwar and Dritish (lovcrnmenls. 

6. I have been instructed by (iovernimmt to appoint a Manager of Raj- 
pce))ln, to conduct its affairs during the minority of Verisal ; and relying upon 
the favourable representation you have made of the cliaractcr and abilities of 
Purvoodus, the present Karbarec of Nursing, you are uulborised to numinale 
him to that rcs|)on.sible situation, provided that the same is in consonance with 
the wishes of Narsing (whom you must privately consult on the subject), and 
that be furnishes the written engagement you have pro))osed. 

7. The settlement of the provisions you have recommended to be made 
for Nursing and the ex-claimant Pnrtaub Sing arc approved of; but as the 
itupiiries you will have to make regarding the resources and expenses of the State 
will furnish better data upon which to decide what tlieir uinount rcspcclivtdy 
should be, than I am at present in possession of, 1 shall delay doing so until 
the result of those inquiries is made known. You will, however, be |)leused to 
report your views on these points. 

8. The Gackwar troops at ])rescnt stationed in llajpcepla, have been diiecl- 
ed to return to the Thanna stationed in llooiul by this (joverniiumt ; and 
you will take measures to replace them by the liaja's troops, ns soon as prac- 
ticable after your arrival in the country. 

9. Having accomplished the above objects of yonr dc*pnlation, you will 
proceed, in concert with the authorities of llajpeopla, upon the laborious task 
of investigating the heavy debts with which the State is o|)pr( ssod, and repoit 
the result at length, for iny information, and the siihseipient decision of 
Government. 

10. Tlie debts, winch ought to claim your first attention, are those stated 
to be due from the State to the Gackwar (jrovernment. 1 take this o|)portunity 
of enclosing you a memorandum, furnished me by the (iaekwar Government, 
from which you will perceive, the gross amount of the debt with interest is 
stated to be Rupees 18,70,246-2-873. 

11. Y'oii will enter upon the most minute and careful investigation of this 
debt, and report what, as nearly as can be ascertained, in your oj)inion, is the 
just amount; when it will afterwards be matter of consideration what deduc- 
tion ought to be made injustice to Jibe tributary Stale. 

12. To assist you in the above inquiry, I Jiave called upon this Govern- 
ment to furnish me with a detailed account of this debt, and the manner in 
which it has accumulated, which I shall lose no time in transmitting to you us 
soon as 1 am able. 

13. I have likewise called upon this Government to furnUli me with detail- 
ed accounts of the collections it has made from the country during the peiiod 
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it has been under its management and co|^rol, which will be likewise transmit- 
ted to you. It is to be anticipated that these will be very incorrect* and it 
w ill therefore be a part of your duty to compare them with the accounts you 
may be able to obtain on the spot, which may be procured either by assem- 
bling the principal Dcsaecs and Patels of each Purguna at Nandod, or by your 
again visiting the several Purgunas and examining the village accounts. 

14. You can adopt whichever of these modes you may deem most advisable 
and cx[)odient; but the latter would appear to be the most desirubio in one 
respect; viz. that it would restore confidence to the inhabitants of the country 
and convince them of the determination of the British Ciovernment to do 
justice to all parties. 

15. You will observe, that the Gaekwar Government have included in the 
above sum, tiie amount advanced in March 1820, by certain Shrofis at Baroda, 
under the Bhandaree of the British Government, for the payment of the 
Scuhuruly employed on account of Rajpeepla. 

16. Tlie Raja will of course, injustice, demand that this part of the debt 
should be likewise examined and audited as well as the others, to which no just 
objection can possibly be urged on the part of the Gaekwar, on the score of our 
Bhandaree having been given to the Shroffs who advanced the money at the 
request of the Gaekwar Government. 

17. By the above act, the British Government became security that the 
Shrofis should receive the sum they advanced back again from the Gaekwar's 
Government, but not that the Gaekwar Government should receive that sum 
from the Rajpeepla State, as it would be a strange supposition to conceive that 
the British Government would become guarantee for a debt said to be due 
to one power from another, without any examination taking place, but merely 
upon the assertion of the former. 

18. I take this opportunity of furnishing you with copy of a memorandum 
given me by His Highness tiic Gaekwar, in addition to the one enumeratiog 
the debt due to him from the Rajpeepla Government. 

19. 1 have merely replied to it that the difiereiit points to which it relates 
will be inquired into and reported upon by you, and will hereafter be settled 
upon principles of equity and justice. You will therefore inquire arid report 
upon each separately, as soon as you are able. 

20. Having investigated the above debt, you will proceed to examine and 
report upon all other debts claimed against the State by individuals oh any 
pretext whatever, either by persons who have had any part in the management 
of the country, or by others who may have advanced money to Narsing during 
the time he was struggling to obtain the rights he had been unjustly disposses* 
sed of, or subsecpient to his coming to Baroda. 

21. In many eases, you may be able to propose and carry into eficct 
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comproniiaes with this class of creditor favourable to the Haja ntid liis State ; but 
in doing so you must carefully avoid making any promises of their debts being 
speedily paid off, so as to render it more difficult than it is nt present to put 
the just dues of the Gaekwar Government in a train of liquidation, which is to 
be the chief and paramount consideration. 

22. Before any plan is adopted for the paying off the amount of the dohu 
which may eventually be proved to be justly due by the Uiij|)cep]a Government, 
you must draw out as correct an estimate of its receipts and disbursements as 
can be framed, exhibiting the various sources of revenue it at present enjoys, 
ns well ns the establishments of all kinds you may deem it iieccHsary, in concert 
with the Manager, to be kept up in Itajpccpla, with (heir expense, which, it is 
quite unnecessary for me to observe, should be formed upon principles of tlic 
strictest economy, keeping however in view that they should be quite sufficient 
to preserve the public peace and tranquillity of the country, and to repress all 
disorders which may incidentally occur, as more injury will eventually be 
sustained by the State from pursuing a system of too strict economy, and in 
consequence leaving the Government in a state unable to pursue a strong and 
vigorous rule over its subjects, than benefit will be temporarily gained by it 
by a lesser expense incurred on account of cstablislimcnts. 

23. The above information having been obtained as accurately as possible, 
assignments may then be made upon the balance remaining, in liquidation of 
the public debt. 

24. The tribute which may eventually be settled to be annually paid to the 
Gaekwar, will in future be paid entirely through me; but as the Gaekwar Go- 
Terniiient appear to have advanced a larger claim than it may prove justly 
entitled to, you will report fully on this subject, and state your opinion what 
it may be justly entitled to. It will then remain to be decided if any further 
abatement is to be made in it, and the Raja must then be required to furnish 
good security for its punctual payment annually in future. 

25. Regarding the internal management of the country, instructions will 

be issued hereafter by Government, grounded upon the result of the inquiries 
you have been directed to institute. It will, however, be advisable for you to 
report your views upon this point also. * 

26. A considerable part of Rajpeepla being almost entirely inhabited by 
Sheets, a caste notorious for their plundering and turbulent habits, it will be 
necessary to adopt some plan, as conciliatory as cun be chosen, to restrain these, 
and make them, if possible, a peaceable and industrious class of society. 

27. With this view you will be pleased to report the mode by which the 
Rajas of Rajpeepla, in its state of prosperity, were accustomed to manage 
them, and to enforce obedience to their commands; as it would perhaps be 
expedient to adopt a plan grounded something upon similar principles as the 
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one foniKMly in use, with such modifications, however, as Government in its 
wisdom may deem proper to direct. 

28. Tlie communication you held when last in Ra jpcepla with several of the 
principal UhecI Wussawas of the connlry, will prove of considerable advantage 
to you in performing this part of yourdutv; and 1 would recommend your 
taking every opportunity of encouraging and cultivating as intimate an 
acquaintance with this class of people as possible, conceiving that such will 
eventuaily tend to restore peace to the country, by withdrawing them from the 
plundoi ing and lawless occupations many are now pursuing, to that of cultiva- 
tion and the peaceful arts. 

29. As many of the Bheel Chiefs allege in excuse for their crimes that 
they have hcen unjustly deprived of certain rights and privileges, you will, when 
time will allow you, inquire and report upon these; and 1 have no doubt, in 
all cases where they arc able to substantiate them, (Jovernment will think right 
to confirm and secure them in the possession of them. 

30. Amongst this latter class is, I believe, the notorious freebooter Kooer 
Wussawn, whose claims, if he consents to submit to the arbitration, you will 
investigate: should he, however, r(‘fusc his assent to theaI)ovc equitable propo- 
sition, you will renew the endeavours you made last year to siir|)rise him and 
subdue him by force of arms, which you may have an opportunity of elfccting 
by means of the Detachment which will be sent with you, aided by the assist- 
ance of the troops now in the service of the Raja. 

31. You will also be pleased to address a letter, in the terms you have 
suggested, to the |}erson alluded to in your memorandum, by name f3ajee 
Douiiir, residing in the district of Tulhickwara ; and after investigating the 
claims he advances against the Rajpecpla Slate, report the same, with your 
opinion upon them, for the ultimate decision of Government. 

32. I have the honoiii to enclose the Choor Chittees given me by this 
Government, for the giving up of the country to the son of Narsing, in virtue of 
which, you arc aware, that upon your arrival in the country, all authority now 
enjoyed by the Manager placed there on the part of the Gaekwar will cease, 
which must be immediately assumed by you in the name of the Raja. 

33. * The measure you have recommended, of a Uiilish detaelur.cnt being 
temporarily stationed in Ilajpcepla to assist the newly cstaljlished Government 
ill preserving its tranquillity, is not yet determined upon ; for although such on 
arrangeiiKMit would appear to be a very dv^sirable and beneficial one, yet, from 
the great demand at present existing for their services elsewhere, it is not 
very probable that any will be available for this purpose. As, however, tliis 
is not certain, you will state your opinion wliat should be the strength of IIkj 
detachment, and the expense which would be incurred by the Raja in main- 
taining it. 
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34. Another point to which your attention ia to bo directed Is the Oeerns 
rights the Rojpeepla Government possesses upon the territories belonging to 
the Honorable Company, which are to be carefully and minutely iiupiircd into, 
and having ascertained the just amount, you arc to adopt the plan pointed out 
in your memorandum, viz. to provide in future for its being paid from tl)e 
treasury, instead of its being (as was formerly the custom) collected from the 
villages by the proprietor himself. 

35. The Geeras rights enjoyed by the Rajpocpla Government from that of 
the Gackwar Government, must also be inf|uired into, when it will be taken 
into considtrulioii whether your recommendation that they should be relin- 
quished in perpetuity (a corresponding deduction being made in the uiinuiil 
tribute to be paid by the former to the latter) is expedient, or whether any 
more preferable plan can be adopted. 

3(>. You will likewise inquire into the rights of all individual Gccrasias 
residing in Rujpoepla, and if possible persuade them to consent to receive a 
money payment from the treasury in lieu of collecting their rights from the 
villages upon which Geerus is due. 

37. Should you, in perfonniug this part of your duty, find it necessary to 
call for any information you may require, you will, to avoid delay, correspond 
direct with the proper authorities, forwarding copies of your correspondence 
for my information and that of Government. 

38. I have now, I believe, touched upon every point upon which it is ne- 
cessary to give you general instructions ; in addition to which, 1 have the 
honour to annex copies of two letters to my address from the Chief Secretary 
to the Bombay Government, dated the 2iid August and 2l.)th of September last, 
on the same subject, from the first of which you will perceive what great 
satisfaction the Honorable the Governor in Council has expressed incident 
to the receipt of your iiuunoraiidum regarding the country of Ilajpeepla. 

39. I have requested Colonel Corsellislo order a party of 150 rank and file, 
under a European officer, entirely equipped for field service, to proceed with 
you to Uajpcepla, provided with the necessary supply of spare ammunition. 

40. Wittoba Pillajee, and Ranirao Pursholum, the two persons wlio attended 
you in the capacity of Karkoons on your former visit to Uajpcepla, will be 
directed to attend you now, drawing the allowances that were then sanctioned 
by Government; and you arc authorised to entertain a Purvoe during your 
absence from Baroda. 

41. Being aware that you were subjected to very coiisidcrjible pecuniary 
loss by the newly established rate of deputation allowance not proving 
adequate to cover the heavy, but at the same time necessary, expenses yr>ii 
were subject to by your former trip to Ilajpeepla, I shall not fail to bring 
the same to the notice of Government, which 1 have no doubt will, in its 
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above purpose.

Sia, — I have the honour to enclose copy of Mr. Willoughby’s l^ter to tny 
address of the 10th instant, submitting a statement of the expenses of the 
Government of Rajpeepfit which appear to him indispensable, not however 
including any provision for Soorujkoor or Purtaub Sing. 

2. The amount collectively of these charges is Ra. 00,066 annually. 
According to Mr. Willoughby’s report of the 19th ultimo upon the resources 

of Rajpeepla, the total revenue only amounts to Rs. 2,20,278 2 76 

From which the above charges Ra. 90,066 

are to be deducted, as also on account of 

tribute, say « 76,000 

Provision for Soorujkoor and Purtaub Sing. . 8,400 

1,73,466 0 0 

Leaving applicable to the liquidation of debts, Ac. only.. Rs. 66,812 2 76 

My reason for setting down the pensions for Soorujkoor and Purtaub Sing 
at Rs. 8,400 annually, or Rs. 700 per mensem, is that the Gaekwar Govern- 
ment allowed that sum to Nursing for his expenses ; and considering that the 
lady is also in the enjoyment of the produce of two villages, it is in my opinion 
amply sufficient. 

3. The prospect of this petty State being freed from its incumbrances is 
rendered sufficiently remote from the above stktement ; but that should not 
discourage the hope of the eventual attmnment of this desirable object. A 
steady adherence to the principles laid down for the better government of this 
country will, in a few years, no doubt <^use an increase of revenue. To 
insure, however, the certainty of the present system being closely followed up, 
an occasional superintendence will be required on the part of tho British 
Government. We may fairly calculate that many villages now deserted will 
be repeopled ; that land now uncultivated will again yield produce. The open- 
ing of t^ ancient road for merchandise through Sagbarra will also produce 
an increase in the cuttoms, and, as no additional charges are contemplated, the 
Stale, may perhaps have some chance of bwg in the hnd freed from all 
inenihbraacea. 

Mr 
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4. I have attentively conaidered the several items of c^rges in the Nem^- 
nook or statement of the proposed annual expenses, and cannot perceive any 
reason for desiring a modiiication : they are evidently framed upon as reduced. 

’ a scale as is compatible with the comfort of the family ; the respectability and 
efficiency of the Government. One article strikes me as being rather too 
much in the scale of parsimony, and likely to defeat the end we have in view. 
1 allude to the allowance to Purvoodas the Minister, op whose exertions and 
honesty in a great degree the well-doing of the State depends ; and therefore, 
in lieu bf the sum of Rs. 200 per mensem, or annually Rs. 2,400, 1 woidd 
suggest that bis salary be fixed at not less than Rs. 300 or Rs. 3,600, in order 
that he may be tempted by the largeness of his emoluments to endeavour to 
be honest at least ; to insure us from any very gross corruption on his part, 
he has other advantages to the amount of Rs. 1,000 or 1,500 yearly. This 
will cause a further reduction, from the amount applicable to the discharge of 
debts, of Rs. 1,200, leaving only Rs. 64,612-2-75. 

5. The pay to the cavalry and infantry of the State is very moderate, they 
consisting of Sindees and Arabs, whose rate of pay is always much higher than 
the natives of the country, who perhaps would not i>errorm the duties expected 
from them with flic same uncomiirumising disposition as these foreigners. The 
allowance to Kooer Wiissawa, of Rs. I,500jftnualty, must be considered as Well 
bestowed, that Chieftain inhabiting a part of the country where it is most 
desirable to insure tranquillity, which will mainly depend upon his conduct. 

6. The objection ofNarsing, mentioned by Mr. Willoughby, to the pro- 
vision of Soorujkoor and Purtaub Sing being drawn out in the name of the 
latter, can be easily obviated by causing the style of the instrument to 
run as follows : — The title to the Oadee of Rajpeepla having been decided 
to appertain of right to Verisal the son of Nursing, a certain sum is allowed 
to Soorujkoor, the widow of Ramsing, for the maintenance of herself and the 
boy called Purtaub Sing.” Specifying in the grant how much either of them 
are to receive, which will prevent any dispute arising in the event of the 
demise of the lady, when Verisal would probably wish to resume the whole, 
should .it be simply written out in the name of Soorujkoor. Respecting the 
proposed provision for the brother^of Verisal, I see no reason for apy aeparate 
maintenance being granted to them ; the allowances to the Raja and Narsing 
must be considered sufficient at least until the State shall have advanced rather 
more in the stage of improvement. 

7. In the 13th paragraph of Mr. W'illoughby's letter, mention ia made, of 
^ re-inrbursement of the British Government for the expensfw .incurred in 
nprganizing the State. I would faiii hope that Government will coneider 
tfiiemaelves as amply repaid in the peace and security which their owe aulyecte 

enjoy by the settlement of Rajpeepla, <nd that the pleasing jeSecUoo of 
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their influence having been eo happily exercised vii releasing a State stretching 
from the Taptee to the Nerbudda nearly 60 miles and separating the British pos- 
sessions in Kandeish from those in Guzerat, which, before we intoiTcred, was 
auflTering under every species of oppression, affording a refuge to the outluwa 
and vagabonds of our own districts, and rapidly approximating to the situation 
of the district on the northern frontier, which, by the same enlightened policy, 
have been reclaimed from a state even more deplorable, will he considered ns 
the most gratifying species of reimbursement which a Government could 
possibly receive. 1 have, &c.

Sib,— W ith reference to the concluding paragraph of my letter to your 
address dated the 19th ultimo,*' I have now the honour to transmit the draft of 
a Nemnook, which it appears to me to be requisite at the present moment to 
fix, for the annual ordinary expenses of this Government, anuftnliug altogether 
to Ra. 7,605 monthly, or Rs. 90,060 yearly, and to submit the same for your 
consideration. 

2. The first item, amounting to Rs. 1,250 monthly, or Rs. 1 5,000 annually, 
is the sum that it is pro|) 06 ed should be allowed to the Raja for his own 
personal ej^enses, and will not, I think, be considered to be more than will be 
sufficient to meet these, even with every proper degree of economy. 

3. The second item of Rs. 1,000 monthly, 'or Us. 12,000 annually, is the 
sum pro|)osed to be fixed as that which shall be granted to Narsing. Tliis is 
certainly as low in amount as can well be fixed, either with reference to his past 
misfortunes, or to the situation of relationship in which he stands to the Raja. 

4. The third item of Rs. 583-l-33i monthly, or Us. 7,000 yearly, is the 
sum fixed for the Karbureea and Kaikoons of all descriptions who will be 
necessarily employed by the Government, and includes also several small 
pensions granted to a few persons who have become old and nearly worn out 
in tlie service of Narsing. Its amount will prove that it has been calculated 
witli the strictest economy, and I shall only further observe, that of it Rs, 2,400, 
or nearly one-third, is proposed to be fixed as the future annual allowance 
of Purvoodas, the Karbaree. 

6. The three succeedingitems are those which will be incurred by tbfsGovcrn- 
meot on account of its military establishmenta of all kinds, which it appears 

requisite for it to maintain, if not permanently, at least for some time to come,

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in order to preserve the peace and quiet of the country subject to its authority. 
These amount to 100 horse, 225 foot (composed of Arab, Sindian, and othw 
castes), and 60 Kusbatees, who may be termed village goardsl The pay of 
horse has been fixed at Rs. 20 each per mensem, making the amount of the 
whole to be Rs. 2,000 monthly, or Rs. 24,000 annually ; the pay of the foot at 
Rs. 8 each per mensem, aggregating Rs. 1,800 monthly, or Rs. 21,600 yearly, 
and that of the Kusbatees at Rs. 3 each monthly, or altogether Rs. 180 
monthly, or Rs. 2,160 yearly; the grand total forming a monthly expense of 
Rs. 3,980, and an annual one of Rs. 47,760. The pay of these difiPeront 
descriptions of troops is as low as can well be fixed, especially when we take 
into consideration the customary deductions which will be made at the timetiiey 
receive their pay from the Government Potdar. The number of each kind 
also is certainly as small either as the extent of the country (the extreme length 
of which is about 60 koss, and its breadth varying from 30 to 45 koss) whose 
])eace it will have to maintain, or the plundering and restless habits of the 
Rheels, who compose a great part of its population, will require. 

6. The two succeeding items are the monthly allowances which have been 
granted to the persons who have undertaken the business of Potdar to this 
State, and whicl^I reported in my letter dated the 4th instant had been granted 
to the Bheel Chief Kooer Wussawa, the former amounting to Rs. 150, and the 
latter to Rs, 125 monthly, respectively, or Rs. 1,800 and Rs. 1,600 annually. 

7. The concluding item, or Rs. 4 1 6-2>66| monthly, and Rs. 5,000 annually, 
is proposed to be fixed as the sum to be allowed for Sadi Khurch or conUn* 
gent expenses. This is rendered necessary as no separate suoft have been 
fixed for charity, the entertainment of strangers, and incidental necessary 
expenses of this nature. 

8. The above Nemnook embraces, I believe, every ordinary expense which 
this State will, under ordinary circumstances, incur, with the caption of a 
provision for Soorujkoor and Purtaub Sing. Other unlooked for expenses 
may be requisite, such as the necessity of entertaining more troops on any 
emergency, a marriage or death occurring in the Raja's family. See. See., which 
are not of course included. It will also be hereafter requisite to fix a suitabio' 
provision upon the young Raja's two brothers, the eldest of whom is now 
residing at Chota Oodepoor, and is about seven years of age ; the youngest is at 
Nandod, an* infant 'of about three months old. It is unnecessary to fix aiqr 
ihrther provision upon the female branches of the Raja's family, each whom, 
according to the custom of the country, possesses two villages assignsd for her 
maintenance for life. 

; 9. I am directed to report opon the amonnt of a provieion<to be fixed ftw 
ilii eX'Claimant Portanb Sing; but having furnished, in my letfiw daldd’the 
19fit viltimo, the necessary data for settling this poia^ 1 wmild nthOr dec^ 
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naming any particular sum to be set aside for this purpose. In conversing 
with Narsing upon the •ul]|}eci of my letter generaliy, 1 of course alluded to 
the ease of Purtafib Sing, and told him a provision would be given him from 
the revenues of bis son’s Government. To this he assented, at the same time 
making two observations, which struck me as natural, and worthy of some consi* 
deration. The first, that he trusted the Nemnook would be drawn out in 
the name of Soorujkoor, and not iu that of Purtaub Sing, and the second that 
he hoped that it would be made with reference to the condition of Itajpecpla, 
and that it would not be so large as that which might be fixed for himself. 

10. The reason of his first request was to prevent the possibility of any 
future claims being advanced by Purtaub Sing, or his descendants, to succeed 
to the Rajpeepla Oadee; and when I remarked to him that there was no 
necessity of such caution being observed, he replied the same argument might 
be used in the case of the adopted son of the late Futteh Sing Oaekwar. 
The reason for the second request was, he expressed himself, that his dignity 
would be impaired if a larger provision, or equal one, was granted to the son 
of an obscure Geerasia as to himself, who, were it not for his misfortune of 
blindness, would be the present possessor and ruler of the whq|e country. 

11. I told liim in reply that I would make known both his requests to 
Government ; but at the same time 1 observed that he ought not, in justice, 
merely to consider the low origin of his former rival, but to pay some attention 
to the hopes and expectations which, from his birth, and not from any treachery 
or fraud committed on his own part, he hud been led to entertain of his future 
station and Yank in life, which was a point, which I had no doubt, whether he 
viewed it lightly or not, would materially aflTect the amount which might even- 
tually be fixed upon. 

12. It now therefore remains for Government, in its pleasure, to decide 
whether thm requests shall be acceded to. In the case of Soorujkoor, it 
must be observed, that as far as custom is concerned, slie is only entitled to enjoy 
the two villages of Syler and Vulees, which were formerly assigned for her 
support. It would, however, be but fair that a small proportion of the Nem- 
\iook diould be settled upon her; and it would appear advisable that the whole 
ahottid in future be paid at Baroda from the Residency treasury regularly, and 
perhaps without the usual Potdaree deductions. 

18. It must in conclusion be observed, that I have ndt as yet taken into 
consideration any reimbursement it may be thought reasonable to demand from 
this State on account of the expenses which have been, or may be, actually incur- 
red by the Honorable Company for the disinterested part it has taken in its affairs, 
whi^ Aball have the honour to remark upon when 1 am able to fulfil that part 
of yoer instructions relating to the expediency of a detachment of Sepoys re- 
mainiog for a short period to aid in preserving the peace and quiet of Rajpeepla. 
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14. I ahall also delay proposing assignments upon the amount of revenue 
expected to bo realized during this year from Rajpeapla, ^til the Nemnook 
for ita expenses now forwarded has been approved of, or I «h informed of any 
piodiRcations it may be deemed necessary to make in the different items 

composing it. ^

^ 2 . Enclosure No. 1 exhibits a general abstract of these resources, from 
which it will be observed, that their total amount, as nearly as they can now 
be estimated, will be for the present year Rs. 2,29,278-2*73, to which, however, 
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is added the further sum of Rs. oOiOOO^ which the Potdar established by this 
Government has agreed to advance (if required), beyond its regular receipts, 
aggregating with the above item Rs. 2,79,278-2-73. 

3, The first item of the above statement, amounting to Rs. 1,26,066-1-50, 
is the total amount of revenue assessed this year upon the ten lower Purgunas 
of this State ; and in explanation of it the statement marked A No. 1 has been 
drawn out, showing the different proportions of the above sum fixed upon 
each of these Purgunas respectively. Before, however, I proceed to make any 
observations upon this statement, I shall endeavour to explain the plan which 
has been pursued in the settlement of this year’s revenue, with a view to 
ensure, as far as circumstances would admit, every Piirguna and every village 
being assessed to the extent of, but not beyond, its ability. 

4. The present impoverished and very reduced state of the country, added 
to the pressing and urgent demands and pecuniary embarrassments of its 
Government, rendered it rather a difficult task to settle the revenue of this year 
upon such principles as would at one and the same time embrace two objects 
very dissimilar and directly opposite in their nature to each other— -I st, the 
realizing such an amount as would, in some degree, be proportionate to the 
wants of tlie State, and 2nd, such an amount only as would not much 
distress or overburthen the Ryutry, which of necessity rendered it obligatory 
to make very large abatements in the amount levied from them of late years, 
when under the control and management of the Gackwar Government. Both 
these objects have been kept in view, for, as on the one hand it was obvious 
that the Government could not long prosperously exist without the funds 
necessary to enable it to meet its expenses, so on the other hand it was equally 
manifest that no hope could reasonably be entertained of the condition of the 
country being ever improved or its resources i|[preased, by pursuing the same 
system of exaction and over-assessment as was followed during thHdate period 
alluded to. The dissimilarity of the above objects would not admit of any one 
general plan being adopted. The system of farming the different Purgunas to 
the highest bidder might probably have produced a larger amount of revenue 
for the present year, but would have consigned the Ryuts to the rapacity and 
exictiqn^«of' tlie farmers, always greedy to realize the amount they may have 
paid for their farm with additional profit; thus one of the objects in view 
would have been disregarded and considerable diminution would eventually 
have taken place in the resources of the coming year. The system of assess** 
ing each village according to different rates of assessment, in reference to 
the quantity and fertility of its cultivated land, could not invariably be 
followed, as such a mode, from the small proportion of land this year under 
colitvation, would have produced a sum quite inadequate to meet Ae demands 
of the Oovernment. The plan^ therefore, which appeared to me to be the most 
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likely partially to attain both objects^ was to ascertain the amount of the collec* 
tions of each village for ten years, and to take the average as the basis of the 
present yearns settlement Even this mode could not, however, invariubly be 
adopted, in consequence of the very great difference which exists in the condi- 
tion of the several Purgunts and villages, some being either entirely waste, or 
n^rly so, some involved more deeply than others in debts both public and pri- 
vate, and others, from contrary causes, in comparatively speaking a flourisbinv; 
and prosperous situation. These points have met with due attention, and, it 
will be observed, considerable remissions have been made in the average 
amount of the ten years in the cases of villages of the first class, and additions 
made in those of the second class, which are, however, I am sorry to say, but few 
in number. By carefully making these modifications, the whole pressure of the 
public burthen will be sustained ns nearly as is practicable by all alike, equally 
and impartially. The period selected for obtaining the average sought for, 
was (with the exception of a few instances, which will be pointed out as I 
proceed) five years during the reign of AjeU^ing, or from Siimvut 1854 (a. n. 
1796) to Sumvut 1858 (a. d. 1800), and five years of the Guekwar's rule, or 
from Sumvut 1873 (a. d. 1816-17) to Surnvut 1877 (a. d. 1820-21); the 
whole of the first period and the first year of the second being favourable to 
the ^lyiitry from the assessments being small, and the remaining four years of 
the second period being, from the contrary cause, favourable to the Govern- 
ment, by which selection both objects in view were attained. 

5. In order the more clearly to elucidate the above arrangement, I must 
now beg leave to refer you to the settlement, marked for the sake of easy re- 
ference B No. 1, which has been framed explanatory of the manner in which the 
first item of A No. 1, amounting to Us. 45,096-2-0 has been distributed amongst 
tlie villages of the Naiidod Purgffha. This district consists of forty-four villages, 
of which tw^ty-five are Government villages, included in the setllement of the 
revenueofthePurgnna. Tliree others also belong to Government, but are Choiuck 
or assessed separately from the others, the reason for which will hereafter be 
explained; three belong to the Gaek war Government; and the remaining eleven 
are Daomala, or villages lield by individuals under different tenures. It is the 
only Purguna which, at the present moment, can be said to be in any tolerable 
state of cultivation and population, a circumstance not to be attributed to less 
oppression having been exercised over its inhabitants, or from the exactions 
levied from them having been less than those levied from the other districts of 
Rajpeepla. In these respects it has not been favoured, but Nandod having been 
the capital of the district, and as such attracting the greater part of the wealthy 
classes of society, the circulation of their riches afibrded to the inhabitants of 
the Purguna generally greater ability to meet the heavy demands made upon 
them by the Government* The statement above alluded to exhibits, 1st, tlie 
62r 
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names of the twenty-five villages of the first class, as well as those of their respec- 
tive Patels and Tulatees or accountants; 2nd| the collections made from each 
during the period selected, of the reign of Ajebsing ; 3rd, the collections 
made from each for the last five years by the Gaekwar Government; 
4th, the arrangement of the collections of those two periods combined; 
6tb, the remissions and additions made upon the average amount Jn 
the revenue of the present year; 6th, the amount of revenue to be paid by 
each for the present year, and the different Kists or instalments by which 
it is to be paid ; 7th, the names of the Nishadars or persons who have become 
security for the Kists being regularly paid; 8tli, the names of the Bhatts who 
have become security for the good conduct of the inhabitants of each ; 0th, 
and lastly, a column of remarks explaining the reasons why any deviation 
has been made in the general rule adopted for the settlement of the whole 
Purguno. 

G. The results of this table show, ttiat during the first period selected, the 
collections amounted toRs. 1,68, 438- NO, and duringthe last to Its. 2,44,887-3-0, 
the latter exceeding the former by Ks. 86,449-2-0, and the average of both 
combined amounting to Rs. 41,371-3-91; that the total abatements made in 
the average of the ten years amount to Rs. 1,873-2-41, and additions to 
Ra. 4,642-2-50, making the Ueti Junta the present year Rs. 44,051. To^his 
sum, however, is to be added Rs. 1,055-2-0 on account of Sioace Junta, which 
is a separate levy, making the total revenue to amount to Rs. 45,096-2-0, the 
first item of A No. 1. The Kists are four in number, the three first being 
nearly equal in amount, but the lust larger ; an arrangement made in order 
to lessen the burthen imposed upon the Ryuts, by giving them a longer period 
to realize the revenue, and thus enabling them in a great measure to avoid the 
necessity of having recourse to money-lenders. • The persons who have engaged 
to become security for the above sum arc two wealthy and respectable Shroffs 
of Nandod, and 1 have no apprehension whatever that they will fail to fulfil the 
agreement they have entered into. As the nature of the Fnel Zamin security 
taken from each village is foreign to the subject of my present letter, I shall 
delay remarking upon it until I am enabled to report upon the measures which 
appear best calculated to preserve the future peace and quiet of the country, 
merely observing that Bhatt security has already been taken from most of the 
villages, in<order to prevent the loss of time which would have occurred bad t 
not taken advantage of the favourable opportunity which presented itself for 
my doing so in the general assembly of the Patels and Ryuts which took place 
for the purpose of settling their revenue. 

7. I have now explained, as clearly as it is in my power, the manner in 
which the Nandod Purguna has been assessed, which will preclude the necessity 
of but few remarks upon that of the other Purgunas, which have all been settled 



upon principles the samei but with a few variations in the details, which circum- 
stances rendered requisite. It is, however, now necessary to state the measures 
which were taken to ascertain the actual resources and condition of every 
village before its revenue for this year was finally fixed. 

8. It is perhaps needless to observe, that the information above menlionod 
could, for the most part, alone be sought for through the medium of Native 
agency; accordingly one of the first stops taken on my arrival in Rajpcopla 
was to depute as trusty and qualified a person as could be met with, 
with the requisite number of assistants, into each of the Purgunas, with 
directions to make inquiries upon the following points connected with tl)c 
condition of each village : — \sL To ascertain the iZMcA&a/i or whole quantity 
of land belonging to each village ; the proportion this year under cultivation ; 
that waste, and that Kadee Koiur or land rendered unserviceable by rivers, 
iiullas, and tanks; and including Oochur or grazing grounds. 2fuL The 
quantity of Tulput or Government^and in each village ; of this how luucli 
was Kale or black soil ; how much was Oorat or light brown soil, and how 
much was Morah or stony and hilly ground ; and at tlic same time dividing 
each of these into three further sub-divisions, separating the total amount of 
each into three classes with reference to their fertility and capability of pro- 
duction. 3rJ. The quantity of Nadi Bati or ground cultivated in the bed 
of the River Nerbudda. Ath. The quantity of Wania or Gccrasia land. 

The quantity of Khabudeea land (specifying, 1st, the pro]>ortion of this 
which is Pmaita or land granted to Zumindars, Patels, &c. &c. in limm ; 
2nd, the proportion of Wazevfah or land granted away in pensions during the 
time of the Moauls ; 3rd, the proportion of Vachun or lands sold ; and 4lh, the 
proportion of Vdhaneeoo or land mortgaged). 6th, The quantity of Bulama- 
nea or land at present enjoyed by persons having no right to it. llh^ and 
lastly, the number of houses in each village, in order to give some data fur 
guessing the population of each. 

9. Such were in part the instructions issued by this Government to the 
above persons, and provided they can be considered to have been executed with 
tolerable fidelity and diligence, every information that could be wished for 
relative to the present ability of each vHluge to pay its proper share of the 
expenses of the State has been acquired. To ensure this desirable point, the 
precautionary measures were taken of requiring the Mehtas, prior to their 
proceeding upon the duty assigned to them, to furnish security for the fuitliful 
and implicit performance of their instructions, and of warning them of llie 
consequences of suitable punishment following the detection of any fraud or 
deception having been committed, added to which the accounts of each vilLigo 
have been attested by the principal Patels and Tulatees, who hold thctnselvr^ 
responsible for the correctness of the accounts they have rendered^ and wliu 
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were also individually examined by myself on the same point. These measures, 
it may be presumed, have acted as a check against any very gross deceptions 
having been practised, but tlie little time which could be allowed for the 
information to be obtained in (owing to the advanced state- of the season 
rendering it necessary that a speedy adjustment of the revenue should be 
effected) u ill not justify more confidence being placed in the results of the 
inquiries made, further than that they arc, generally speaking, accurate and 
correct. 

10. I'lie statement marked C No. 1 will place, in a still more clear and 
satisfactory point of view than the above observations, the nature and extent 
of the iiKiniiies which hare been instituted. This table contains the results of 
the lubours of the persons employed to ascertain the condition of tiie several 
villages in the Nandod Purguna, added to that of my own inquiries. Its results 
show, 1st, that the whole quantity of Ruchbah or land belonging to the twenty- 
eight Uovermnent villages in this Purg^a is 16,163 Koombas and a fraction, 
of which about 10,167, or nearly two-thirds, is this year under cultivation, and 
the remainder either waste or Kadee Kotur ; 2nd, it shows the total amount 
of the several sorts of Tulput land this year cultivated to be 4,831 Koombas, 
something less than a moiety of the whole quantity returned as cultivated ; 
3rd, the amount of IVanta or Geerasia land to bo 724-3 Koombas; 4th, the 
total amount of the several kinds of Khabudeea land to be 4,474 Koombas, 
an amount very nearly equalling that of the Government land; 6th, the 
amount of Butanmnee land to be 138-1-} Koombas; 6tb and lastly, the 
total number of houses to be 3,245, of which 1,278 comprises the Kusbah or 
Town of Nandod. It was in reference to this statement, and that containing 
the average amount of the 10 years' collections before observed upon, that the 
revenue of the Nandod Purguna has been fixed at Rs. 46,096-2-0 for the 
present year ; and, although I cannot say its amount is so small as could have 
been wished, or in exact proportion to the ability of the Purguna, yet after it 
has been paid, a greater proportion of the fruits of the labour of its inhabit- 
ants will doubtless remain to them, than that which they have enjoyed in 
past years. 

11. The second item contained in Statement A No. 1, or Rs. 16,758, is the 
revenue fixed for this year upon the Ponota or Wurreeta Purguna. This 
district is fo^ the most part situated on the southern bank of the Nerbudde, 
and is adjoining to the district of Nandod. It consists of thirty-three villages, 
of which twenty-five belong to the Government, two are Chotuefc, and the 
remaining six Doomala.’ Two tables, nearly similar to those I have already 
explained, have been drawn out, bearing reference to the Government villages 
of this Purguna. The first of these, marked D No. 1, differs from B No. I only 
ao far that the average amount of the collections ia taken for nine tnstefd of 
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ten ywn, as I could not obtain any account of those made in this Purguna in 
Sumvut 1855 (or a. d. 1797 )« Its results show, that during the first period, 
the collections amounted u> Rs. 62,630j and during the last to Ra. 1 ,38, 158-2-0; 
the latter exceeding the former by Rs. 75,638-2-0, and the average <>f both 
combined amounting to Rs. 22,356-0-48f. The abatements made are 
Rs. 7,419-3-761, and additions Rs. 495-3-28, leaving the revenue of the present 
year to be (exclusive of Rs. 1,000 on account of Si vaee Junta) Re. 15,758. 
The Kists are four in number, and a respectable Bramin and Shroff resuling 
in the Sinnor Purguna have become security for their punctual payment. For 
information upon minor points, I beg leave to refer you to the column of 
remarks and explanations. 

12. The second statement referring to this Purguna and marked R No, I, 
differs in no respect from that of C No. I, but afiords (he most satisfuctory 
proof of the necessity which existed for making so considerable a deduction 
in the average amount of the nine yeita* collections. Its results show that the 
Ruchhah attaclied to the tweuty-aeven Government villages is 21,7 1 8-3-2 
Koombas, of which only 3,671, a proportion less than one-sixth of the whole, 
is this year cultivated, the remainder being waste or unfit for cultivation. The 
proportion of the above which is Government land, is about 1,285 Koombas, “ 
a little more then one-third of the whole; 435 Koombas is Wanta; and tlie 
remainder (with the exception of 18 Koombas unlawfully hold) is Khabudeea. 
The total number of houses of twenty-four villages (three being waste) is 1,077. 
These results aiibrd at once sufficient evidence of the reduced condition of the 
resources of this Purguna, and that with proper care they may in time be 
gradually increased and improved. 

13. The third item of A No. 1, or Rs. 17,010-3-50, is the revenue of 
this year assessed upon the Bhalode, or (as it is sometimes called) the Aveeda 
Purguna. It is likewise situated on the banks of the Nerbudda, and ad- 
joins the Wurreetee district It consists of seventeen villages, all of which 
(with the exception of one which is Roomala) belong to the Government. 
Two tables, exactly corresponding to those already observed upon, are trans- 
mitted, bearing reference to this Purguna. The first ofthese marked F No. 1, 
shows that during the first period, the collections amounted to Rs. 1,01,308, 
and during the lost to Rs. 1,43,804; the latter exceeding the former by 
Rs. 42,496, and the average of both being Rs. 24,860-0-17. It must be 
remarked here, that this average might at first sight appear erroneous, as it 
would not, if multiplied by ten, produce the exact amount of the t'jn years’ 
collections, or Ra. 2,45,112. Thia circumstance, however, arises from the 
collections of one or two of the villages of this district not being procurable for 
the full period of ten years, in which case the average of the actual number 
of years procured was of necessity taken. This remark will suffice to account 
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for any trifling diflerencea of the kind alluded to, which may be found in the 
Bcreral enclosures of my letters. The abatements made in the average amount 
of this Purguna are Its. 8,999-I>30, and additions Rs. 141-0’^3, leaving for 
this year’s revenue Its. 16,010-3-50, to which is to be added the sum of 
Rs. 1,000 Sivaee or extra Juma. This is to be paid in the same number of 
Kists as the revenue of the other Purgunas, as nearly equal in amount as the 
above sum could be divided, and for the regular payment of which the 
Potdarce established by this Government has become security. 

14. The second statement, marked 6 No. 1, relating to this district, is 
similar in every respect to those marked C and £. It shows that the whole 
Ruckbah of the seventeen Government villages amounts to 8,928-2 Koombas, 
of which 4,955-3, or about | of the whole, is now under cultivation, and 
the remainder waste or incapable of being brought under the plough. Of 
this only a little more than one-fi(llh is Government land, the remainder being 
returned either as Wanta or Khabudeea*land. The number of houses in the 
seventeen villages is only 044. 

15. The three next items of A No. I are, 1st, Rs. 11,000 the amount of 
this year’s revenue settled upon the Gowalce Purguna; 2nd, Rs. 12,005 or 

Uhat fixed upon the Jugreca district; and 3rd, Rs. 7,001 or that settled 
upon the Jnbboogaum Purguna. The number of the villagas in these three 
districts being small, the details of the revenue fixed upon each have been 
drawn oiittogether, in two tables similar to those I have observed upon, but divid- 
ed into three parts for facility of reference. The district of Gowalee is close 
to that of Broach on the western, and to that of Rhalode on the eastern side ; 
it consists of only five villages, but the land belonging to them is much more 
fertile and productive than of any others belonging to the Rajpeepla State, 
which in some degree makes U|) for the deficiency. They all belong to the 
Government, and the flrst part of the Statement marked H No. 1 shows, that 
the amount of revenue collected from them during the first period amounted 
to Rs. 45,640, and during the last to Rs. 79,638-3-0 ; the latter exceeding the 
former by Rs. 33,898-3-0, and the average of both added together amount- 
ing to Rs. 12,527-3-50. From this sum, abatements have been made of 
Rs. 2,Q54-l-50, and an increase of Rs. 40-2-0, making the revenue of this year 
(inclusive of Rs. 486 Sivaee Juma) to be Rs. 10,514. This is to be paid in 
four equal Kists, for which a Shroff residing in Nandod has become security. 

16. The dbndition of this Purguna is shown in the first part of the table 
marked 1 No. 1, which makes its whole Ruckbah to amount to 2,321-3-24 
Koombas, of which 575, or a little more than one-third, is this year cultivated. 
Of the cultivated ground, about half is returned as Government land, and the 
remainder either as Wanta or Khabudeea land. The number of its Imoaes 
are 322. 
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17. The Jugreea Purguna consii^ts of seven vtllngesi all of which belong to 
the Government. There are no authenticated accounts extant of the collections 
made from them during the period selected of Ajebsing’s rciy:n, hut their 
amount during the last five years, as shown by the second part ul' Uie State- 
ment U No. 1| is Rs. 82,702, or on an average Rs. 18,540-1-60 per ainuim. 
The abatement from that amount is Rs. 4,635-1-60, leaving Rs. 12,005 us 
the measure for the present year, to be paid in four equal Kists, and for which 
good security has been obtained. 

18. Its condition is shown by the second part of 1 No. 1, which makes its 
entire Ruckbah to be 2,704 Koombas, of which only 663-1-11, or about one- 
fourth, has this year been cultivated. Of this about two-thirds arc returned as 
Government land, and the remainder as Khabudeea. The total nuiiibcr of 
houses is returned at 457. 

19. The Jubboogaum, or as it is now more commonly called, the Loona 
Purguna, is situated in a SW. direction from Nandod, and is close to the 
district of Wuaravee, belonging to the Gaekwar Government. U consists of 
fifteen villages, all of which belong to the Government, but two of them are 
Chotuck, or assessed separately from the Purguna. I was also unable to 
obtain any account of the collections levied from it during the first period 
selected, but those of the last five years are exhibited in the third part of 
H No. 1, and amount to Rs. 45,506-2-0, or on an average to Rs. 9,101-1-20, 
from which a remission to the amount of Rs. 2,100-1-28 has of necessity been 
made in the amount fixed for the current year. 

20. The condition of this district is shown by the third part of the State- 
ment I No. 1, which diflFers nothing from those which preceded it, except in 
the measurement of the land, which in this Purguna is in Bcegas and Biswas, 
and not in Koombas. This shows its total amount of Ruckbah to be 5,958 
Beegas, of which only 658, or less than one-eighth, are this year cultivated. 
About two-fifths of this is returned as Government lund, and the remainder 
as cither Wanta or Khabudeea : the number of houses is 282. The whole 
of this Purguna was forme^ granted in Inam to the relations of the Uaja 
of Rajpeepla, but was subsequently resumed ; they, however, have still the 
right of enjoying a small per-centage of its gross revenue, which point was 
not disregarded in making the assessment for the present year. 

21. The seventh item of No. 1, or Rs. 12,023, is the revenue settled upon 
the district of Ruttonpoor, or (as it is also called) Pudull, one of the largest 
Purgunas belonging to this State, but which in consequence of its *’ery dis- 
tressed and reduced condition is unable to bear a higher amount than the 
above. 1 do not deem U necessary to annex a statement of the amount of 
10 years’ collections, similar to those of the former Purgunas, for although 
such are in my possession, and will prove of use in the examination of the 
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Gaekwar debt, yetTrdm the cause already mentioi\ed, they afforded but a poor 
basis upon which to fix the revenue of the present year. A statement eoaiewhat 
difTereiit from the rest has been drawn out, marked K No. I, a reference to 
which will show more clearly than words can express, its miserable situation. 
This dislrict consists of no less than sixty-four villages, of which forty-nine be- 
long to the Govenimcnti one is at present unlawfully in the possession of the 
Gaekwar Government, and the remaining fourteen are Doouialu. The above 
statement re fers exclusively to the first class of villages, and shows that seven 
of these are now waste entirely, and three others waste, hut a part of their lands 
cultivated by cultivators from other villages. Of the remainder I was able to 
obtaiiuin accurate account of the condition of only twenty-three, the rest being 
in such a wretched state, as to defy the greatest industry and diligence to 
procure details, upon the principles laid down. The results of the amounts 
obtained of the twenty-three villages, will speak for the condition of the whole 
district, returning their whole Rnckbah at 15,711 Beegas, of which only 
1,605, or about one-ninth, are now under cultivation, and of which more than 
one-third is either Wan ta or Khabudeeu land: the number of bouses of the 
thirty-eight inhabited villages is only 89U. For the manner in which the present 
year’s revenue lias been distributed upon the diHercnt villages, the name of 
the pcMson wholuis hecorne security for its payment, and explanatory remarks, 
I beg leave to refer you to the statement itself, and shall only remark the 
ample proof it furnishes of the great mismanagement and oppression which 
must have taken place prior to its falling into such a condition. 

2*2. The three remaining items contained in A No. 1 are, 1st, the revenue 
expected to be derived from the Gora Purguna, or Rupees 1,682 ; 2nd, that from 
the Guireswcr Purguna, or Rupees 1,799; and 3rd, that from the Khuntal 
Purgunn, or Rupees 1,6SI. These three districts arc entirely inhabited by 
Uheels, who are, however, generally speaking, peaceably disposed, and cultiva- 
tors of the soil. 1 have not, however, entered into the same minute inquiry as 
to their condition, as has been done in respect to the other Purgiinas, not only 
from the fear of exciting tiieir jealousy and suspicions, but also because the 
ancient mode of assessing them was according to the number of bullocks in 
each, upon which a tax varying in amount is levied, and not upon the Koornba 
or Beega, which custom has still been adhered to, I have therefore merely 
drawn out^tatements exhibiting the number of Government villages in eacb, 
the names of their respective Patels or VVussawas, the number of Chapras or 
huts in each, and the amount of revenue each is to pay during the present 
year. 

23. The Gora Purguna is the most easterly of all the Rajpeepla districts^ 
and consists of twenty-nine villages, eighteen of which belong to the Govern- 
ment, and the remaining eleven are Doomala. The statement marked L No. 1 
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exhibits the: iiirormation regarding it ulltiflcd to in the. Iasi ])arnoin|)||. The 
(jliirreswor Pnrguiia is situated upon the northern banks of the i\eil)iKhhi, nd- 
joining to the district of '1 ullukwiira, formerly belonging to this now 

in the possession of the Gaekwar (loverniiient. It is in a very d situa^ 

tion, many of its villages being now in the entire possession of, and tin' 
district greatly harassed and annoyt'd by, the Mehwasees, who residr m 
'J'tdiukwaru : it consists of forly-four villages, of which tw'enty-scvcn helt'iig 
to the Governinciit, and the reinaining seventeen are cither ])oomahi, or 
in the possession of the Rlehwasecs. The statement marked M No. 1 c\- 
hibiU the names of the former, of which eleven are now waste, and the nninljcr 
of houses in those which are iiihuhited, altogether amounting to only 
The Khunthal, or (as it is also sotnetimf*s culled) the Amlotha ]\ii 
giina, is situated to the southward and westw'urd of Nandod, close to iln* 
mountainous districts of Ilajpceplu. Its inhabitants are peaoeuhly disposed, hm 
nuicb addicted to drunkenness, a circumstance arising from their district 
abounding in Mahudah or Mowra trees, wliich enables them to procure with 
great facility the intoxicating spiiit distilled from the lu-ry of that tr<'(\ lie* 
deleterious cflects of which are visibly depicted upon their countenances. 1 1, 
consists of forty-two villages, eighteen of which are Doomala, and the icmain 
iiig tw'cnt y-four belong to the fiovermiient, of which, however, eight an* ikju 
w'ustc. Tile statement marked N No. i shows the names of these*, aiul the 
number of huts in each, amounting in all to IDI. No security has hc(‘ii 
obtained for the amount of revenues settled upon these throe Purgiinas, which 
will therefore be collected by Me.htas; nor has any Taief Zainin mu.’uity us y t 
becMi taken from them, which will, however, be obtained as soon as povsiblc. 

*Jd. 1 have now come to the conclusion of my remarks upon the ildail 
of the Ist item of the enclosure alluded to in tlie iJrd paragrapli of iny letter. 
It will be observed that the revenues settled upon the ten l^irgiinas this yeai, 
is, comparatively speaking, low in amount; but I am positively certain, that, 
notwithstanding the large abatoments made generally in the average* amount 
of the ten years* collections, (and which comi/med liavc reduced the revcime 
of tliis year considerably more than Us. 100,000 below that of the past year; 
the aiuoimt will be realized with great diiliculty ; bo much has the po/)ij/ulion 
of this country been diminished by the emigrations of last year, and so 
miserably poor are those composing that part of it which had the palicnct! to 
endure the exactions then made, which I regret to say occasioned the death of 
more than one man hy the measures which were had recourse to to exloit 
them. I trust, therefore, the temporary sacrifice this year made by the (io- 
vernment, will be considered not only an a measure of necessity, but als<» <>i 
policy, us it may confidently be expected that it will eventually be repaid by 
Cite increase it will hereafter cause in the resources of the Stale, by impi oviu!.' 
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IIh' i-oiidifion of ifs siihjecU. It nii»y, perliap.s, be considered, that my 
jii'jiiii i(!s h ive Iieeii loo uxtciideJ and iiiinuto, and I must confess had 1 been 
in tile firsl instance aware of the time, and 1 may add labour, which has on 
tbii account been ornployecl in making them, I sliould have adopted a more 
general, th<)iii;li pciliap'i not so satisfactory a plan, as the guide of my 
proceedings; mov, Iiowev^T, that the objects in \iew have been partly accom- 
]dished, i trii^t the mode wliieli has been pursued will give the greater 
Kutisfactiiiii, not only as affording the fullest evidence that could have been 
obtained of the actual condition of the country at the present moment, but 
nt the same time furnishing the surest grounds for forming an opinion of the 
future improvement which may' be uiilic.i)mtccl gradually to ensue. 

L*‘». The second item of enclosure No. ), or Rs. 4,051, is the amount of 
revenue expected to be derived this your from the whole of the Hill Purgunas 
of Ilajpeejihi collectively. I have not as yet been able to obtain any very 
sntisfiictory particulars of tlunr condition in detail; the ai)Ove small amount, 
liowevor, to be collected, and that with diiriculty,froni so large a tract of country, 
proves their situation to be in the e.vtremc of ))overly and desolation. I shall 
endeavour hereafter to obtain more precise information upon this point, and 
shall merely now remark, that these Pitignnus are sixteen in number, and formerly 
comprised upwards of 450 villages, the names of at least three-fourths of which 
now alone remain. Enclosure No. 2 exhibits the names of these Purgunas, 
of which six are now entirely waste; the names of the principal Bheel Wussawas 
residing in each ol those which arc partly inhabited; the revenue assessed upon 
each ; and the direction and distance at which they are situated from Nandod ; 
wliicli, however, cannot be supposed to aim at more than general accuracy. 

2(5. The succeeding item of linclosnrc*No. 1, amounting to Rs. 4,610 is the 
revenue this year fixed upon nine Chotuck villages belonging to this State. 
'J'he word signilics ‘‘separate/’ “ distinci/’ and is a term applied to such villages 
ns. from any cause, may have been at any time set apart from the other 
villages of the several Purgunas, cillicr to defray tlie private expenses of the 
Uajn, or those of his redations and cle|)cnduiits, but which, reverting to the 
State by the demi-sc of those for whose use they were originally appropriated, 
still continue separate. Enclosure No. 3 exhibits the names of these villages, 
and the Purgiinus in which they arc situated ; the names of their Patels or 
Wussawas; the amount of revenue settled upon each, and the names of the 
persons who have become security f(ir its payment ; as well as the names of the 
lihatts wlu) have become spcurity for the good conduct of five of the villages— 
security for tlm remaining four not having as yet been obtained. 

27. Tim fom tli itPin of the same enclosure, amounting to Its. 2,676, is the 
ipvonnc CA'iK'pb d to l»c iK' i'cd Mie Teragni land possessed by 

tins Sii'iUi 111 (iic tiisnu’is of N.uidxl, Jugrcea, and Gowalce. This, as its 



nunie denotes, is lund set apatt tor piivatc pnrposcH, niul is mostly Baghaty or 
land adapted for gardens. |;iver\ away by Indian rulers to tlicii depci.danls, 
or more fiequenlly u|)propriatcd by thoin for their own use. The uhovc sum is 
this year to be raised f'roni land of this class, which has again beeouie (b>v i n- 
ment property by llie death of those to whom it was originally gruntfd. 'riiis 
source of revenue has continued to foriu a separate collection from lliatoftho 
general Jumu since Sumvul l‘i:2l, or a. i>. 17fM, at the time when Ihijprepla was 
partly partitioned l»y Treaty between Damajec llao daekwar and Ityesingjre, 
then Raja, by the third Article of which the Raja stipnlated that none of his 
Khan^i ritjhts shotdd be interfered with. At tliat time it amounted to about 
7,000 Rupees annually, and in that of his successor, Ajebsing, i np*cs; 

from wliich it may be anticipated that this will gradually increase with (he 
other resources of Rajpcepla in time to come. 

28. The fifth item, or Rs. 1,IU)1, is tlie revenue expected to be derived from 
another sort of land belonging to this Government, known hy the name of 
Seeran, Its origin is rcporU‘d to be as tbllnws : — During the vcign of .Iret 
Sing, Raja of Rajpecpia, and giandrutlier of Uyesingjee, the dillcrcnt niciii' 
ber.s of the Raja's fainily had amassed together con^iJciable wcaltli in ready 
money. This attracted the avaricious mind of the Raja, who turned his atten- 
tion tow'ards finding out some plan by wlileh he might eventually beeonie 
possessed of their treasure, and at the same time without sustaining nuy loss of 
character. He concealed liis ol>jt ct, and litiully bucceeded in ohlaiiiing it by 
pui'suading many of his relations and dej)eiidunts to purchase with Ihcir 
wealth Government land, pointing out to them the greater security of landed 
to personal property. Ry this advice the crafty Raja obtained a considerable 
sum of ready money, and the laud now known by the appell.ilion of Sevran is 
the same which was at the time purchased by his advice, but which has since 
reverted to tlie State by the death of the original purchusrr.s, by whose names 
It is in many instances now distinguished, it received the ubovc^ name IVorn 
having been bought by the Raja’s relations to furnish tlieni with a future 
maintenance; Seeran being the plural of Seer, one ot the meanings of which 
is, a maintenance or provision. In other parts oi Ouzerat, land of this kind in 
known by the name of Shecran, Shcfrzftun, and Churzhan\ and in Kattywar hy 
that of Cheerdan. 

29, The sixth and seventh items of this onelosiire, the one amounting to 
Rs. 4,749-2-0, and the other toR.s. 4,51 1, are tlicsums exp'Tted to be received 
from the Dooniala villages under thi.s Government, the first as reveiue, and tlie 
second as a Xnzznr, levied on account of the accession of a new Rnja to the 
sovereignty of the .State. They are, however, only estimated for the pre^enf, 
and may either exceed or fall sliort in their amount, as the condition of these 
villages has no^ yet been fully ascertained, nor the tenures % which they tn e 
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lifld oxamined into, upon which two points tlie increase or decrease Which 
will ensue do|)eiuIs. I shall therefore delay forwarding such particulars 
regarding them as I am now in possession of, until jtroper inquiry has rendered 
them more autlientio ; merely now observing, that in the ten lower Purgunas 
of l{ttjpcc|)la alone, they amount to eighty in number. 

30. The succeeding item is the revenue this year fixed upon the village 
of Kunal(>c, situated on the northern bank of the Nerbudda, in the vicinity 
of Chanood. Tlw; whole of this vdlagc was formerly enjoyed by this 
Government, but half was wrested from it by the Gaekwar Government, and 
bestowed by it in liiam to different nramiiis, who now enjoy it. It is now 
in a very distressed state (which will account for its revenue being so small), 
being mncli distressed by the Mehwasees residing in its vicinity, with whom 
it has contracted heavy debts. 

31. The ninth item, or Rs. 3,500, is the amount for which the cornelian 
mines of Rajpeepla have this year been farmed. I have at present nothing 
further to add to the information contained in my memorandum relative to 
this source of revenue, except that the exclusive right of working these mines 
has been given for the present year, by this Government, to the village of 
Limniodra, by which it was formerly enjoyed; the two recent establishments I 
tlierc slated to have been farmed, having proved by experience to be u loss 
rather than a gain to the State. 

3‘2. The tenth item, amounting to Rs. 6,705, is the revenue expected to be 
this year realized from the customs levied upon goods and timber exported and 
imported from and into Rajpeepla. 1 have in my possession the materials 
for showing the details of these collections and the different rates of the im- 
posts levied, which vary at almost every Naka, These I shall hereafter forward, 
whenever I can find the requisite time to arrange them. I'or tlic present, 
Enclosure No. 4 will suflice; exhibiting the names of the different places at 
wliich customs are levied, the names of the persons who have undertaken the 
farm of* some of them, and the amount for which in some cases security has 
been obtained, and in others expected to be realized from each. By farming 
this source of revenue wherever it was practicable, the most has been made 
of it, as tlm expenses of collection are saved, and the rates to be levied from 
each Naha being fixed, no exaction or extra levy can easily be made upon 
the mcrchanfs. With reference to the suggestion contained in the 13th para- 
graph of my letter to your address dated the 30th ultimo, the four first items 
contained in this enclosure may be adduceil as proof to the Gaekwar Govern- 
ment, that it does not profit by retaining the half share of the customs of tlie 
four principal Purgunas, the Raja*s share having this year only produced the 
sum of Rs. 2,658, ^d the Gaekwar Government allowing the Raja, for its 
share, the sum of Rupees 3,000, or Rii[>ecs 342 beyond that sum. 
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33. The succeeding item is the sura for winch tlie exclusive privilege of 
cutting firewood in the forest of Riitlunpoor has been farmed this year. The 
farmer reimburses himself by levying a small impost upon every rart-load 
that is taken away by persons resorting tliere from Droach, Uklusur, Wus- 
ravee, and the neighbouring districts. 

34. The twelfth item, amounting to Its. 12,374-2-75, arc the Tora Gccras 
rights due to this State from the territories of the Hritish Government as they 
were levied last year. 1 have the honour to annex copy of n letter and ils 
enclosure I have received from the Collector of Broach, dated the 1 Itli instant, 
in reply to my letter to him of the 24th ultimo, upon the subject of these ri‘^hls 
ns fur as relates to the districts under his jurisdiction. From this it uill be 
observed, that their total amount from the three Purgunnsof llansot, rki-.isiir, 
and Broach, after deducting the customary Inanm given to certain Desaoes 
and Patels, is Rs. 11,155-2-75. I am directed, in the 34th parngrii[>h of 
your letter of instructions for my guidance, to investigate these rights. The 
above sum, however, requires no further inquiry, as it exactly correspouds in its 
total amount and its details with a statement 1 hud previous to its receipt 
received from this Government. A claim for Furfurmnish from the above 
districts was however made, consisting of such articles as are included in the 
term, such as grass and firewood, thread, hides, C/tapains oil, goals, ^c. &o.; 
hut I have intimated that these will not in future be admitted, iutei fering ns they 
do with the general spirit of the arrangement now to be made of the right 
being paid in ready money from the public treasury without the proprietor 
exercising any direct interference with the villages over which it exists. This 
intimation, added to the doubtful nature of tlie claim itself, bus caused it to be 
withdrawn, and the above arrangement to be acceded to without any further 
demur. Tim State claims a siiuilar right upon the Oolpar Puiguna, to the 
aiiK)unt of Ils. 1,567; but I have only given it credit for Rs. I,21'J for the 
present year, as only that amount was paid last year, and in the mean time have 
written a letter on the subject to the Collector at Surat. I take this opportuni- 
ty of reporting that further claims have been brought forward, of a similar 
nature, upon the (erntorics of the late Peishwa in Kandcish, which I sliali liave 
the honour further to report upon, after the requisite investigation iius been 
entered into. 

35. The thirteenth item is the amount of Tora Gecras dues claimed from 
the territories of llis Highness the Gackwar, and amount to Rs. 1,616. These 
require no remark, as I have already reported upon them in the 20th para, of my 
letter of the 30th ultimo. I have deemed it right to include them in the revenue 
of the present year, until it is decided whether the recommendation I have 
made regarding them is to be followed^ or any other n^de which may he 
deemed more preferable. 
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3fi. The two following items are, Ist, Rs. 18,579, the amount of a Nuzzer- 
anu to be this year levied on account of the Raja’s accession ; and 2nd| Rs. 1,4 1 0, 
presented on the day that event took place. Being directed in the 2nd para* 
of Mr. Warden’s letter, dated the 30th of November last, to exercise my own 
judgment upon the sul ject of levying this Nuzzerana, 1 beg leave to observe, 
that 1 have deemed it necessary to recommend that it should not be generally 
levied all over the country the present year, owing to its distressed condition. 
The amount now to be raised has been divided impartially and according to the 
ability of each person contributing towards it amongst the wealthier classes 
of the Raja’s subjects, such as the head Zumindars and Patels, the Karbarees 
and Kni kooiis of Government, Mcrcbaiits, ShrolFs, See. See., who will not be 
distressed in consequence of the levy ; but it is proposed that the levying any 
Nuzzerana from the Uynts should at least be delayed for the present year. 
This arrangement will not only prove beneficial to those for whose benefit it is 
adopted, but eventually so to the Government, as the former will be better 
able to pay a much larger amount hereafter than now, not only from the im- 
provement which, it is to be hoped, will take place in their condition, but also 
from the return of the greater part of those who abandoned their homes 
during the late opprfcs.sive rule of the Guekwar Government. 

37. Thesixtccntli item, or Rs. 20,000, is the amount which it is estimated will 
be recovered by the Government from the resumptions of Khabudeea land, or 
land at present enjoyed by persons having no right to it, but who have become 
possessed of it incident to the late unsettled times. Investigations are now in 
progress, carried on upon principles of justice, and I have very little doubt but 
that the result will prove at least the Government to be entitled to the above 
amount, as upon rcfcuence to the four tables marked C, E, G, and I No. I it 
will be observed that no less than upwards of 10,416 Koombas are returned 
ns Khabudeea land by the village accounts of the six Purgunas to which 
these documents refer, independent of nearly 2,000 Koombas of Waiita or 
Geerasia land. 

38. The seventeenth item, or Rs. 3,784-0-48, is the amount which it is 
calculated will be derived from the Wutta, or exchange upon such.part of the 
revenue of Rajpcepla as is paid in the Broach currency, the rupees current at 
Naudod being the Babashye. Tiie exchange between these two currencies 
varies at NaiTdod from 4 to 8 per cent., upon which data the above sum 
has been estimated. 

39. Tlie four following items are, Ist, Rs. 200 on account of Roz Moh- 
Bullee ; 2iul, Rs. 2,000 on nccciunt of Dund Furozec, or fines and amerciaments; 
3rd, Rh. 2,300 on account of interest upon Government money, and two per 
cent. Potdarcc, to be cut from the c/tils or notes drawn upon the Potdar; 
and 4th, Its. 198 on account of Kullcll Bliutce, or licenses granted to the 
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venders of i^irituous liquor. These petty sources of emoluments derived by 
Native Governments are too well known to require any remark ; they have 
in the present instance been estimated on a low scale, which will render it 
improbable that the actual amount, which will this year be realized on iheir 
account, will full short of that which lias been calculated. 

40. The twenty-second item, or Its. 9,107, arc the deductions allowed to this 
State by the Gaekwar Government, alluded to in the 1 Ith and seven rollowini^ 
poragraphs of my letter dated the 30th ultimo, to which, for its pnrticuluis, 
I beg leave to refer you. It cannot, however, be considered a regular resource, 
but is included with those of the present year until the amount of the trii)ute 
has been fixed which in future is to be paid to the Gaekwar Government. 
The concluding item of Rupees 50,000 has also been included in tiic resources 
of the present year, being the amount to he advanced by the Poldar beyond 
the regular receipts of the State, of which stipulation, it will, I fear, be 
absolutely necessary to take advantage to the fullest extent. 

41. I have now come to the conclusion of my observations upon the 
important subject of my letter, and having made them so freely and fully upon 
the different sources of revenue in succession, precludes the necessity lor 
many observations of a general nature. The total amount exhibited is more 
than I had anticipated could have been raised, but under ordinary circum- 
stances 1 do not apprehend any serious dcfulcutioiiK will appear at the end of 
the year. The amount is heavy for the country to bear in its present situation, 
but great care has been bestowed in its distribution, and us more than 
Rs. 43,000 of the regular resources (leaving out of the question the amount 
to be advanced by the Poldar) will be levied from those who, generally 
speaking, do not pay any direct revenue, the remainder will fall lightly upon 
the country generally, in comparison with what they have been nmde to bear 
of late years. The tables and several documents accompanying my letter, 
alTord ample proof of the capability which exists of the resources being 
gradually im})rovcd to a very considerable extent under proper care and 
management. This remark does not apply to any particular resource, but to 
all alike, all having in a greater or less degree been ditriinishcd by the 
oppression and exactions of the lust five years. 

42. In conclusion I have to inform you, that I am nr)w preparing a draft 
of the future expenses of the Rajpcepla fc'late, which I shall liand up for your 
consideration us soon as ready, after which it will be piucticablo to make 
assignments upon the revenue of this year, in the manner which may be 
considered most advisable, in part liquidation of the public debts.

Sir, — 1 have the honour to acknowledge the receipt of your letter, dated tlie 
6th of February, forwarding Mr. Willoughby’s re|)oiton the resources of the 
Rajpceplu principality. 

2. The Monoral)le the Governor in Council has perused with considerable 
satisfaction so dc^eisive a proof of your Assistant's diligence and assiduity, and 
of the ])recautions under which the Native Agents were instructed to collect 
information of the state of cultivation and distribution of the lands and 
general resources of the coutUry, with the view of enabling him to fix the 
assessment on a basis proportionate to the wants of the State, and without 
distressing or overburthening the cultivators. 

3. Without in any degree Interfering in the internal constitution of the 
villages, or with the principles on which their assessment has been regulated 
and realized under tlui Native Government, Mr. Willoughby, before fixing the 
payment from each village, has ascertained its collections for a period of ten 
years, and assumed the average as the ground of his settlement; judiciously 
making remissions in instances where villages were entirely or nearly waste, 
or deeply in\oIved in debt, and, on the other hand, additions in those which 
were comparatively in a flourishing and prosperous condition; the |>eriod 
selected for obtaining tlic aveingc being also fair and equitable to both 
parties, viz. the fust five years, or yumvut 1851 (a. d. 179(j) to Sumvut 1863 
(a. t). 1800), being favorable to the Ryutry from the assessment having been 
moderate, and in the second period, from the contrary cause, favourable to the 
Government. 

4. The elucidations which your Assistant 1ms entered into of the effects of 
that principle, appear to afford satisfactory evidence of its justness, and the very 
prudent and at the same time coin])rehensivc measures which Mr. Willoughby 
has pursued to obtain data for the formation of the assessment, at all times 
a delicate and intriiiate proceeding, are entitled to the particular approbation of 
thc(u)vcrnur in Council.

Sir, — I have now the honour to acknowledge the receipt of your letter dated 
the f)th of March last, remarkin'^ upon and approvini; of Mr. Willoughby’s 
proceedings, detailed in that gentleman’s repoit of the H)lh of January last, 
reporting upon the resources of the Rujpcopla State, and the mode of fixing 
its revenue for the current year. 

2. Having requested my Assistant to fiirnisii me with the information 
called for in the (ith para, of your despatch, I beg leave to refer you to the 
enclosed copy of a letter lie has addressed to mo, under date tlie 3Ulh ultimo. 
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3. I iukc thig opportunity of stating, that I was prevented from replying 
to this and several other of your despatches relating to Rajpeepla at an ear- 
lier period, by the absence of Mr. Willoughby, and subsequently by my being 
engaged in framing the Oackwar financial reports for the last year. I am 
now, however, discussing the various points still remaining unsettled between 
the Baroda Durbar and this petty State, and shall hereafter report the result 
for the information and decision of Government.

Sir, — I have the honour to acknowledge the receipt of your letter dated the 
2Kih instant, replying to my letter of the 19th January last, and enclosing a 
copy of a letter to your address from Mr. Warden, conveying the approbation 
of the Honorable the Governor in Council upon the information therein 
contained. 

2. It is unnecessary for me to express the high gratification your letter 
and its enclosure have afforded me, evincing as they do that my endeavours to 
merit the approbation of my superiors, in the performance of this part of my 
duty, were successful beyond my most sanguine expectations. 

3. In reference to the information called for in the 6th para, of Mr. War- 
den's letter, I have the honour to state that the assessment of the revenue was 
made by myself privately in communication with the Raja’s Minister, who 
afterwards himself publicly fixed it with the Zumindars and Patels. 

d. After 1 had obtained the omount of the ten years’ collections and the 
village accounts, the nature of which and the manner in which they were ob- 
tained I have already fully detailed in my former report, I fixed, in reference 
to them, the amount of revenue of each village, and gave it to the Karbaree. 
In some cases, from good reasons assigned by him, these were cither increased 
or decreased, and the increase or decrease was made with reference to the 
state of each village and the fertility of its soil. The Minister and myself 
having agreed finoJIy together as to the amount each village could afibrd to 
pay, I * thought it right that he should conclude the settlements fixed upon, 
alone, with the Patels, and take from them the security bonds fixing the periods 
and instalments at which they were to be paid — a line of conduct which appear- 
ed calculated to give him weight and influence with this important class of his 
master’s subjects. When in this manner a whole district had been settled, he 
brought all the Patels to my tent, and I then explained to them the principles 
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upon which the Raja's Government had fixed the revenue which was expected 
from them, viz. in reference to both its own and their distressed condition, 
and dismissed them by assurances of no oppression being exercised upon them, 
and giving them encouragement to cultivate their lands in the ensuing year, 
as an equitable Ounvut, or rate of assessment, upon the several descriptions 
of land in each village would be fixed, in reference to their respective fertility, 
at the proper period, and consequently that the gain of each village would be 
proportionate to tlve industry and labour of the inhabitants of each. In this 
manner, I may safely say, they, generally speaking, returned home well satisfied 
and contented in mind ; and the most beneficial results may, I should hope, be 
anticipated in the increased cultivation, and consequent increase in the Raja’s 
resources, which is likely to ensue in succeeding years.

Sir, — 1 have the honour to report, for the information of the Honorable the 
Governor in Council, that I have for some time past been engaged, in concert 
with the local munngers of Rajpeepla, in ascertaining the probable resources 
of that petty State for the current year. 

2. It will be in the recollection of Government that their amount for last 
year, as estimated in my letter to Mr. Williams, dated the 19th of January 
1822, was Rs. 2,29,278-2-73. 

3. The actual realizations, however, have fullen considerably below the 
above estimate, as they at present only amount to about Rs. 1,95,000. 

4. The cause of this deficiency has already been reported to Govcrnnicnl 
in Mr. Williams’ letter to Mr. Warden, dated the 30t]i of September lust, and 
it is with extreme reluctance 1 am now obliged to report, that the damage 
and injury Rajpeepla sustained from the late awful visitation of Providence 
was so great, as to reduce the estimate of its probable resources for the pre- 
sent year to about one lakh of rupees, provided the Purgunas are equitably 
assessed (as was originally intended) in proportion to the quantity and quality 
of the land brought under cultivation in each. 

5. On this occasion 1 beg leave to refer you to the 2nd paragraph of my 
letter to the Resident, forwarded to Government under date the 3Uth of Sep- 
tember last, and to state, that the damage Rajpeepla is therein reported ta 
have sustained (great as it unfortunately is) falls fur short of what my subse- 
quent inquiries have ascertained it to be. Not only were villages on the banks 
of the Nerbudda entirely swept away, but all the crops of the first harvest, 
growing on a tract of land varying from three to five koss distant from that 
river, were entirely destroyed. Many villages have also lost a quantity of the 
most fertile land attached to them, by the encroachments of the river, 
and a larger quantity has been permanently rendered unfit for cultivation, 
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in consequence of gravel and sand to the depth of several feet having been 
deposited upon it when the floods subsided. 

6. Such is the n]clanchr)ly siti\ation which Rajpeepin has been reduced 
to, by an event over which liunuin foresight had no control. Its former condi- 
tion has so freqiirntly, and so fully been laid before Government, that I shall 
not trespass upon its attention by recapitiilfiting. It is, however, necessary 
briefly to state the demands which are most likely to be made against it during 
the present year, in order that some arrangciiient may be devised which will 
provide the means for their being met to the farthest extent possible. 

7. The flr.st demand will be the amount of tlie Nemnook of the expenses 
of the Government, whieli was iixed last year (and certainly upon the most 
economical and moderate scale possible) at Us. 90,0()0; 2 ikI, the provision of 
Purtaub Sing, tlie ox-claiinant, to be fixed at Us. 8,400 ; 3rd, the balance due 
to the Komavisdar of the (^ackwar Government, about Rs. 28,000; 4th, the 
balance due to the Governm>Mit Potdur, about Rs. 20,000; 6th, the Gaekwar 
tribute, which has been fixed ut Us. G6,(K)0, but fortunately with a reservation 
that the amount should be reduced on the occurrence of any Asmanec or 
Sultancc misfortune; Gib, the balance of last year's tribute, amounting to 
Rs. 36,000; and 7tli, nti instalment of that part of the Rajpeepla debt under 
the Company's guarantee, amounting to Us. 1,26,000. These demands I have 
mentioned, not from any idea that it is practicable that a third part of them 
can possibly be met by this year’s resources, but because I know they all have 
already been, or will be brought forward. They may all be considered in the 
light of public demands, and arc exclusive of those which have been brought 
forward by the private creditors of tlie State. 

8. The three first items must, I consider, be indispensably provided for 
during the present year; tlie payment of the fourth may be delayed until 
some future period. The wisdom of Government will decide how the fifth 
item is to be disposed of, and what portion of it should be remitted by the 
Gaekwnr Government under the reservation clause I have already alluded to. 
The sixth item must unavoidably, for the present, remain unnoticed, as also 
must the greater portion of the seventh and last item. 

0. 1 have now biiefly laid before Government the estimated receipts and 

demands of Rajpeepla for this year; and at the same time have ventured to 
point out whicR of the latter, in my judgment, must be provided for this year, 
iind those the meeting of which may be delayed until some future year. Some 
arrangement has, however, become necessary to raise means for liquidating 
the former, and the only one which has occurred to me, after the best and most 
careful consideration, is that of farming out the seven principal districts of 
Rajpeepla (viz. Nandod, Wurreetee, Bhalod, Gowalee, Loona, Jugreea, and 
Ruttonpoor) to persons of wealth and rCKpcctability. 
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10. l shall hereafter have the honour of laying before Government the 
details of this plan, and the precise nature of the terms entered into between 
the Raja and the farmers ; but in order to enable an opinion to be formed of 
the expediency or otherwise of adopting it, I now subunt what I would 
respectfully recommend should form their basis. 

11. \stf The period of the farm not to be less than five, nor more than 
eight years; 2/?//, the districts to be farmed out to separate persons; 3r</, the 
amount paid for the farm to increase year hy year ; 4l/i, each farmer to furnish, 
year by year to the Ilaja, the most unexceptionable Suiicar security, for the 
payment, to the Government Potdars, ol the amount he agrees to pay for his 
farm at fixed periods and instalments; 5th, each farmer to furnish to the Raja 
unexceptionable security against Iiis oppressing the Ryuts, and for his encotirag>* 
ing and promoting the cultivation of waste lurid to the utmost of his power; 
and 6th, the llnju’s Thanudars to remain in the districts as usual, and to have 
vested in them the police of the country. 

12. 1 am aware that the farming system is not free from objections ; and 
1 should not have ventured to suggest, on the part of the Uajpcp|)la Govern- 
ment, tliat it should be adopted in the present instaiicef did not several very 
great and important udvanlagos appear to me as likely to arise from its adop- 
tion, the cliief of which are the following: — Ist, the introduction of seven 
men of capital into the Kajpecpia principality, who will, from motives of self- 
interest, and in expectation of fiilure gain, be willing to lay it out in the 
improvement ofthe country, and in bringing the waste lands into cultivation — 
a consideration of greater consequence, from the circumstances in which the 
Raja is placed rendering it impossible for him (however much inclined he 
miglit be to do so) to firomote and facilitate tlicse objects to a similar extent ; 
2/id, the doing away with the necessity which at present exists of so direct 
and minute inleiTerence being exercised by the British (Tovcrnineiit in the 
internal management of Raj|)eepla ; an increase in this year’s revenue 
beyond the estimated amount ; and 4th, the furnishing certain data by which 
Rajpeepla may be relieved rroui its present embarrnKsments, and by which the 
Gaekwar demands may be gradually liquidated. 

13. The mode by which the third object will be obtained, is that the 
funner will agree to pay a larger sum tins year than he is able to collect, under 
the certainty that it will he made up to him by the profit which will be allowed 
bill! in the remuining years of his farm, lie will also be further induced to 
submit to a Icmporary loss from the certainty that if he, in the first year of his 
lease, over-assessed the Ryuts, they would abandon the district which he 
farms. 

14. In conclusion, I beg to be favoured with the instructions ofthe Honor- 
able the Governor in Council at bis earliest convenience, the advanced period 
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of the season rendering it necessary that either this, or whatever other arrange- 
ment he may think more expedient, should be carried into effect with the least 
possible delay. My present proposal would have been submitted at an earlier 
period, but it is only within these few days that I have received the accounts 
necessary to enable me to form the estimate I have made of the resources of 
Ilajpeepla for this year. These accounts, together with the intimate knowledge 
I have acquired, during the period of my deputations to that State, of the 
condition of almost every village in it, may perhaps be a sufficient pledge to 
Government that the present estimate is nearly correct, provided the former 
extortion and exactions exercised over the unfortunate Kyuts are not again 
to be resorted to. I shall, in the mean time, in communication with 
the Ttajpecpia Government, receive and inquire into the terms which 
several persons (who 1 have learnt are inclined to take the farm of some 
of the districts, and whose characters arc well known to me) may offer, 
taking care to ratify no engagement before a reply to my present letter is 
received,

Sir, — With reference to your letter to Mr. Parish, dated the 3rd ultimo, 
reporting upon the probable resources of Uajpecpia for the current year, and 
suggesting that in consequence of the heavy calamity which lately occurred 
in that country, that its principal districts should bo farmed for a specific 
period, I have the honour to request you will be pleased to proceed at your 
earliest convenience to Nandod, for the purpose of carrying your plan into 
effect, the same having been honoured with the approval of Government in 
Mr. Parish's letter of the 23rd ultimo. 

2. I have perused the draft of the agreement which you propose should 
be mutually rendered by the Raja of Rujpeepla and the farmers, and have 
much pleasure in acquainting you the same appears to me to be very judi- 
cious, and well calculated to attain the objects contemplated in your letter 
to Government of the 3rd ultimo. It is certainly most advantagllouB to the 
Raja, and secures both the Rajpeepla State and the Ryut against the encroach- 
ment of the farmer. 

3. I have only therefore to hope that your endeavours to induce persons of 
wealth and respectability to engage to take the lease of the districts, upon 
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those terms, will prove successful ; and as it is not to be supposed that any 
one will do so except a pledge is given that the Raja will himself abide by the 
terms, you are authorised to promise the guarantee of the British Government 
to that effect; subject, however, to the final approval of Government of those 
terms, and of the persons who may agree to them. In granting such assur- 
ance, we are only following the practice in Kattywar, directed and sanctioned 
m Mr. Warden’s letter to the Political Agent in that Province, dated the 6lh 
of June 1821. 

4. You will be pleased to report your opinion upon the amount of remission 
which sliould be demanded from the Gackwar tribute this year due from 
Rajpeepla, incident to the lute calamity with which it has been visited, as 
directed in the concluding paragraph of Mr. Parish’s despatcli of the 23rd 
ultimo. 

5. You are aware of the reduction which His Highness Synjee Rao 
Gaekwar has consented to make in tlie debt claimed by him from Rajpeepla, 
and you will be pleased to report your opinion upon the best mode of liqui* 
dating the balance remaining by annual instalments, the amount of which 
will of course in a great measure depend upon the terms you are able to pro- 
cure from those who may undertake the farm of the districts. 

6. I have the honour to enclose copy of a letter and its accompaniment 
from Mr. Chief Secretary Warden, dated the29lh of July last, directing your 
deputation to Rajpeepla for the purpose of effecting a settlement of the claims 
of the family of the late Jewa Wussawa. It will also be necessary that this 
should include an arrangement confirming the dependence of that family upon 
the Rajpeepla State, and defining the mutual rights of each. The experience 
you have already acquired of arrangements of this nature, precludes the neces- 
sity of my furnishing detailed instructions for your guidance ; it is sufficient 
for me to recommend that the arrangemeut now to be concluded with this 
family Hhoiild resemble in its nature those you last year effected with the Bheel 
Chieftains Cowrcea and Ryesingjee ; taking care, however, that the same does 
not in any degree interfere with the engagement Jewa’s family have concluded 
with the British Government. 

7. You will also be pleased to report and inquire into the complaints 
preferred by the Collector of Broach in his recent letter to your address, 
against the manager of the district of Ruttonpoor, and in case you are fully 
satisfied that he is unworthy or incapable of performing the duties of the 
situation h« holds, you may advise the local Government to remove him. 
The misconduct, however, may have partly arisen from an irregularity in the 
Collector’s proceedings, of making applications direct to the Thanadar to 
deliver up the subjects of the Raja accused of committing ofTences, instead of 
applying through the Resident at Baroda, who himself has not the power to

make such a demand except through the Raja. In coming to a decision, 
therefore, upon the point in question, you must give this circumstance due 
consideration. 

8. Government having been pleased to approve of the measures proposed 
by you in your late correspondence with the Collectors of Droach and Surat for 
the final settlement of the claims preferred by the Oeerasins of Rajpccpla from 
the districts under their control, you will acquaint the Raja of the same, and* 
request him to issue the necessary instructions to his Gccrasia subjects to attend 
at the Collectors' oflice (at the time they mny appoint) either themselves, or 
to send their agents. Mr. Greetihill has already fixed the middle of next 
month as the period at which he will be able to enter upon the inquiries which 
must necessarily be made before a final settlement of these claims can be 
concluded, of which you will duly apprize the Hnja. 

9. You will be pleased to charge for your contingent expenses in tlio man- 
ner sanctioned hy Government during your last deputation to Rajpeepla, and 
as the limited number of Peons atluclied to the llesideticy does not enable me 
to reduce their number with convenience, you are uutliorised to eutertaiii 
temporarily whatever number are absolutely required.

Baroda, who received the guarantee of the British Government from Colonel 
Walker, and the other, tin* present head of the lirm of Ilurrce Ibiktec, banker 
of Baroda ; and I observe that the* remaining six Purgunaa are farmed by per- 
sons ecpially tilted, from their profession and slation, to insure the prosperity 
of the country. 

3. The farms have i)ccn given for a period of seven years owing to the im- 
poverished state of the districts, and in the reasonable hope that the farmer 
being secure of bis tenure for so long a period, would, with less hesitutiou, lay 
out money in improving the cultivation and popnlation of his farm. 

4. The leases arc drawn out with a view of allowing a fair profit to the farmer, 
and of giving full scope to his desire of increasing the number of cultivators, 
and they equally secure the liyut from iimiue exactions, and the farmer from loss 
by the. refusal of the cultivators to pay their regular assessments. The lease 
consists of firtriMi Articlos, and ns ii translate of the one for the Nandod Pur- 
gima accompanies Mr. Willoughby’s despatch, which contains the reasons for 
the insertion of each article separately, which appear to me very judicious, I 
shall not take Uf) the time of the Honorable the Governor in Council by any 
further remarks. 

r>. The second enclosure exhibits the names of the seven districts farmed out, 
witli those of their respective farmers, and the amount settled for each year, 
which is progi essi vc. That for the first two years is necessarily very low, arising 
from the miserable slate of the Purgunas when delivered over by theGaekwar's 
otliccr to the Raja, and the great loss sustained last year by the overflowing of 
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the River Ncrbudda. The farmers cannot expert to derive any benefit from 
their farms until the expiration of tlie third year. 

6. The Honorable the Governor in Council will observe that the police of 
the country is entirely vested in the Raja, which at once removes one great 
apprehension of the Ryuts Buttering from the oppression of the farmers. 

7. The rights also of the (ieerasias and Zumindurs have been secured, 
and one great means of exaction has been taken away by the insertion of the* 
8th Article in the conditions of the louse, defining tin* extra collections from 
the villages on account of Bhojun Kurch, and Dernmda, or the village expeuses 
in charity, and provision for the Thanndars. 

8. The whoh^ of the arrangements reflect great credit njion Mr. Willough- 
by, and meet with my cordial approbation; I trust ihey will be erpiully 
salisfactory to the Honorable the (vovernor in Council, and that 1 may at an 
eaiiy period be empowered to affix the guarantee of the British (lovernment 
to the several agrceineiits, which it is expedient should he done with as little 
ilelay as possible.

bill, — I have the honour to ackn*iwledge the rcceijit of your letter dated 
the f)th instant, directing me to proceed to Rajpeepla, and furnishing me with 
instructioMs for my guidance in accomplishing the objects of my deputation. 

2. With reference to the three first paragrapbr^ of your letter, I have the 
pleasure to inform you tliut I have siK'cccdcfl in leasing out the seven principal 
districts of this State to persons of unexceptionable character, and upon very 
advantageous terms to the Government. 

3. 1 have, for the present, contented mysidf wi(h causing both the 
Rajpeepla Government and the furmerB to furnUh mulual agreenicnts for each 
separate district, delaying their final ratification until their terms have been 
approved of bythe Honorable the Governor in Council. 

4. Ab alt these agreemeutB contain exactly similar terms, with the cxccji- 
tion of the amount for which each district is farmed (which is more or less 
according to the sixe and value of each), it is sufficient for the present to forward 
copy and translation of the one which has been concluded for the district of 
Nandod, in explanation of which 1 shall now offer a few remarks. 
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5. It will be observed that the period of the lease is seven years, viz. from 
the beginning of Sumvut 1879 (or a. u. 1822-23), to the end of Sumvut 1885 
(a. d. 1828-29). This was the shortest period for which the farmers would 
undertake the lease, principally because the reduced state of the districts 
renders a loss in its first years inevitable, which they naturally would not 
consent to incur unless it was of suflicient duration to render it probable that 
such would be ref»aid to them in the last years of the farm. 

6. The 1st Article of the agreement fixes the amount to be paid each year 
for the farm, which, according to the original plan, progressively increases 
year by year. In all the agreements this increase is very considerable : in 
the one I am now remarking upon, the farmer agrees to pay the sum of 
Rs. 38,001 for the first, and Its. 09,801 for the last year of his lease, which 
he will be enabled to do by the increased population and cultivation he will 
cause to arise in his district. This article also stipulates that the amount of 
the farm is to be paid by four equal instalments annually, at certain given 
periods, and that the fanner is to give Soucarcc security for the payment of 
the amount of his farm, year by year, on tlie 2nd of Kartick Sood, a stipula* 
tion which ut once secures the regular payment of the Kists as they 
become due. 

7. The 2nd Article authorises the farmer to collect the whole produce of 
the district rented by him; promises that he shall not be molested by any one 
in doing bo; and that complaints made against him for making the usual 
collections will not be attended to. These being usual stipulations, do not 
require any remark. 

8. The 3rd Article stipulates that compensation is to be made to the 
farmer fur any injury he may sustain from the attacks and robberies made by 
the Bheels and Mchwasees residing in Rajpeeplu and its vicinity, and that if 
such is not made, a deduction equal to the amount of the damage sustained 
will be^nade from the amount to be paid to (jovernrnent for his farm. By 
this stipulation some small deduction may be anticipated from the annual 
amount for which the districts are farmed. This is however unavoidable, for 
the request of the farmer that such a stipulation'should be made in his favour 
was not unreasonable, the police of the country not being vested in him, but 
still retained by the Raja. Its insertion will also in no small degree tend to 
the preservation of the peace of the country, by rendering it the interest of 
the Government*to prevent the commission of crime, and to do all in its power 
to detect the offenders when offences are committed, in order to cause the 
compensation to bo made good by them instead of by itself. 

9. The 4th Article provides against all undue oppression being exercised 
over the Ryuts : the farmer is to make an equitable assessment witli them, but 
not to make unjust exactions from them. In making this assessment, the 
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farmer is to keep in view the Abadee of the district, and whatever lands are 
brought by him into cultivation, the profit is to be liis. These are important 
stipulations in favour of the Ryuts, and provided the Government exercise a 
proper supervision over the acts of the farmer, they are effectually secured 
from the exactions of the latter. The greatest security on this point, however, 
is the private interest of the farmer to be just and merciful to the Rynts, for it 
is only by increasing their number, and bringing the waste lands into cultiva- 
tion, that he can hope to realize the amount he pays for his farm, and much 
less a profit from it. 

10. The 0 th Article provides for a Tlianadar and a certain number of horse 
and foot being stationed in each district, on the part of the Raja, to preserve 
its peace and tranquillity. It also allows a certain number of horse and foot 
to the fanner, to assist him in making his collections. The numl)er allowed 
is very few, and the expense of any others which the farmer may require is to 
be borne by himself. This provision has also been inserted as a check against 
the encroach mcntH of the fanner. They all wished that no ThaiuiclarH should 
be stationed in the districts, but that the police of the country should bo 
entirely vested in them. To this, however, in conformity with the oiigiual plan, 
I did not think right to tvccede ; and a most important part of the duty of the 
Tlmnudars is to watch over the proceedings of the farmers, and report them to 
Government. 

11. The 6th Article does not require any particular explanation, ns it 
merely stipulates that no one shall indirectly take any of the produce of 
the districts fanned; but if the Uyuts ch(K>se to give the Government a 
Nuzzerana on the occurrence of a umrringc or any other |)iirticular occasion, 
it will be received through the farmer, but not taken through any other 
channel. 

12. The 7th Article promises that the farmer shall not be molested by the 
Rajpccpia Government, or any other Government, during the period he holds 
his farm ; that at the expiration of it, he is to deliver up the district in an 
Abad or flourishing condition to the Government; and that whatever simi he 
may in the last year of the lease advance as Tukuvee to the Uyuts, will be 
repaid to him on producing the persons to whom it was advanced, with their 
bonds. These stipulations do not require remuik, being just and fair both to 
the Government and the farmer. 

13. The 8th Article provides for the collection by the farmer of the 
customary contingent expenses of his district, under the heads of Dermada or 
charity, and Bhojun Kurch or provision for the Thanadars. I have seen the 
memorandum alluded to therein, which specifics the amount due from each, 
which is very small (the total amount due from the seven districts being only 
Rs. 5,087), and at once secures the Ryuts from exactions which are so usual

on the above headSi it being the interest of the farmer to allow of nothing 
beyond the sum mentioned being collected. 

J4, The 9th Article provides that whatever profit or loss may arise from 
the farm is to devolve upon the farmer. 

15. The 10th Article provides for the payment of whatever just rights 
belong to Ciccrusias^ Zemindars, or any other persons, from the place from 
whence they are due; and further, if any disputes arise on this subject, the 
Government is to investigate and settle them, uecording to justice. This is a 
very important provision, Hccuring from the encroachment of the farmer the 
just and established rights of individuals of all descriptions, and appointing an 
authority to decide upon any dispute which may arise between them. 

16. The 1 Ith Article provides for the recovery of any balance ofTukavee 
or revenue which may be due to the Guekwar Government, by instalments 
fixed by the farmer, in proportion to the ability of the persons from whom it is 
due. The 12th Article provides in a similar manner for the recovery of the 
Tukavee advanced by the Rajpccpia Government the last year, and also for the 
balance of revcMiue outstanding for the same year. A part of the latter, how- 
ever, in consequence of the distressed condition of many of the llyuls, occa- 
sioned by the inundation of the Nerhiidchi, is to be remitted by the Govern- 
ment, and the remainder is not to be collc(*ted in fliis, ixit in the two following 
years, by small instalments, which renders the burthen conqiarativcly light 
and easy to the llyuts. 

17. The ]l3th Article stipulates that all Dooniala villages held by indivi- 
duals are still to continue in their possession ; but whatever is usually paid by 
the holders of them to the Government is included in tlie farmer's lease. The 
14th Article relates to the disposal of fines which may be levied from the 
inhabitants of each district, viz. that those which are levied in consequence of 
thefts upon the produce of the field belong to the farmer, but those levied on 
any other account to the Government. 

18. The 15th and last .Article of the agreement contains the usual stipula- 
tion, that on the occurrence of any Sultanee or Asmanee misfortune, during 
the period of the lease, a Mehta will be sent on the part of the Government to 
ascertain the gross produce and expenses of management, after which the 
balance duo to the farmer will be paid to him, with interest at the rate of 12 
annas per cent, per mensem. I need not, in reference to this stipulation, observe, 
that no one, without it had been inserted, would have undertaken the farm, 
in consequence of the great risk which would be incurred ; and it is only to 
be hoped, that there will never be any occasion for the fanner to avail himself 
of this provision against any very extraordinary losses. 

19. The agreement concludes with an assurance on the part of the Raj- 
peepla Government that it will abide in conformity with its provisions, for 
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which the guarantee of the British Oovcrnnient is promised, upon the faith of 
which alone the farmer engages to abide by it also. 

20. I now beg leave to draw your attention to the second enclosure of my 
letter, which is a statement drawn out to show at one view the amount for 
which each district is fanned year by year, the progressive increase in that 
amount for each year, the sum total of each for the whole period of the farm, 
and the tinmcs of the farmers. 

21. llecardiiig the amount to be paid by the fiirnicrA, few observations 
are necessary, it being c/idently much larger uud more advantageous to the 
State than under the present circumstances of the districts coulil reusoniihly 
have been expected, for it will be observed to moie than double itself within the 
period of the lease?. That these terms have been obtained, 1 can only attribute 
to the general stagnation of trade at tlie present moment, to the productive 
powers of the districts, but, above all, to the value attached to the guarantee 
of the Briti'^h Government, held, as it is, to be ever sacred and inviolable. 

22. It only now remains tor me to inform yon who are the persons who have 
been induced to undertake these farms upon thr? conditions as above explained, 
in doing which 1 shall be brief, most of tliein being already known to you as men 
of good character and pos3C|jied tif very considerable wealth. The persons to 
whom the farm of Naiulod has been given are Wasuiibliyc? and Bachoi'das ; the 
f(u mcr a son of Kliandas Wagjee, one of the wealthiest Amcens of the Harodu 
Piirguiui. flis father was one of those who received the Hlmndarv of the British 
(ioveriiment from Colonel \\’alker, which is still enjoyed by the family : this 
circumstance may l)C consideivil as some security for his good conduct. 
Regarding the second person, I need say no more than that he is the adoj^ted son 
of (l)c late Saniul Buktec, and the present head of llie wealthy firm of llurreo 
Buktee and Co. of Baroda. The two furnieiH of the Wurreetce I^ngnIm are 
Pcetaml)c r and Wasunbhye ; the former is a wealthy Shroff of Baroda, 
and the latter is the same |)er.son who farms part of the Nandod Piirgmia. 
Tile farmer of the Bhalode di*itrict is Bapoohhyo Bhycliiindbliye, a Dcsaec of 
Baroda, and possessing the Bhundary of the British (jovcriiment in the same 
manner as Khundas Wagjee. The farmers of the Gowalee district arc Wurey- 
bhye, another wealthy Desace of Baroda, and Peetnnil>i*r, the .same person 
who has rented a part of the Wiirrcetee district. The farmer of Jngrcca 
is a Shroff of considerable wealth, inhabitant of Ahiuedabad, who has dealings 
both in that place and in Baroda. The renter of the Loona district is one 
of the partners of the Rajpeepla Government Potdaree established last year, 
and of course the interest he has in that concern is suOicient security for his 
good conduct. The fanners of the Ruttonpoor Purgiina are Itunciioor, a 
wealthy Banian Shroff of Baroda, and Shewlall, the principal manager of the 
affairs of the Arm of Hurree Buktoe and Co., both gf whom arc well known 



to you. From tliis summary it will he observed the farmers are cither wealthy 
ShrolFs or Zumindnrs, which are certainly the most desirable classes from which 
they could have been selected. 

23. In conclusion, I be^ leave to acquaint you that the persons concerned 
in these transactions have been put in charge of their respective dfstricts by 
the Ilaj)ieepla Guvernmeut, the advanced state of the season not admitting 
of any dehiy in this respect. All that now remains to be done, is for my 
proceedings in behalf of the Raja to be decided upon by Government, and if 
approved of, to be subsequently ratified by the Raja's seal and the affixing 
of the Company's guarantee to the agreement.

Translation of an Agreement entered into by Maharnna Verisaly Chieftain of 
Rajpeeploy with Wasnnbhye and JtacherdaSy inhabitants of liaroda. 

I farm to you iTie Purguna of Nandod belonging to me, with all its Abad 
villages, its waste villages, its Chotiick villages, #ith the accustomed Govern- 
ment collections from its Doornala villages, its collections on account of Khe- 
busha land, with all its other ordinary collections, in toto, from the 5ih of 
Ashad Sood, Sumvut 1878, or 23rd of June 1822, to the 5th of Ashad Sood, 
Sumvut 1885, or August 1828-29. 

Having made this engagement for seven years of my own free will, I have 
entrusted to you the Purguna upon the following terms : — 

I. I have engaged with you to receive the undermentioned sums for the 
farm year by year : — 

I St, Sumvut 1879, Rupees 38,001. 

2nd. Sumvut 1880, Rupees 50,801. 

3rd. Sumvut 1881, Rupees 55,801. 

4th. Sumvut 1882, Rupees 5^,801. 

5th. Sumvut 1883, Rupees 63,801. 

6th. Sumvut 1884, Rupees 66,801. 

7tb. Sumvut 1885, Rupees 69,801. 

In conformity with this, the total for the seven years is Rupees 4,03,807. 
The Kists for the payment of the amount due for each year are as follows : — 

1st. Of Margseer Sood the 2nd. 

2nd. Of PoasISood the 2nd. 

3rd. Of Phalgoon Sood the 2nd. 

4th. Of Chytur Sood the 2nd. 
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In this manner you must pay the amount of the farm for pad) year, in four 
equalinstahnents to the Oovernment Potdar, and take his receipt. You must also 
give Soiicaree security for tiie amount every year, on tlie 2nd of Kartick Sood. 

II. You are to collect the whole produce of the aforesaid Purgiina with 
care, in dAing which no one will give you any molestation. If any /umindar, 
Ucsaee, Kaindur, Patd, kc, shall indirectly molest you, and complain against 
your making the fixed collections from the inhabitants of the Piirguna, and 
shall make disturbances, or cause any other person to do so, 1 will not hear 
them, but will order them to pay according to the rate at wliich the Purguna 
may be assessed, and direct them not to make disturbances. 

III. In the province of Huj()eopla, and its vicinity, reside Bhecls, Meh- 

wusees, and Gecrasias ; tlierdbrc if they in the aforesaid Pnrguiia shall 
commit any injury to its villages, or their inhabitants, or, conting in gangs, sliail 
steal the corn when in the holds, or damage the grain when brought into the 
Kullcc, or shall sci/e and carry off any poison, or shall commit Jhansn, the 
Kaj Sirkar will cause compensation to he made for tlie damage sustained. If 
a settlement is not made, then a deduction sliall he made from the amount of 
the farm iMpial to the damage sustained. ^ 

IV. Whatever Gunviit (rate of assessment) or agreement you may make 

(keeping ill view the of the district) during the seven years of your farm, 

no one will interfere therewith. Having given assurances to the inhabitants 
of the district, whatever land you may bring into cultivation tlic profit shall be 
yours; hut you must do this keeping the Kyuts comfortable, and making no 
unjust oppression or exaction ujion any one. 

V. The Uaja’s Tliuiia stationed to take care of the above districts, will ho 
composed as follows : — 

1 Thanadar. 

25 Horsemen. 

(i8 Peeadas. 

A memorandum has been separately given to the Thanadar, containing orders 
for his guidance how to conduct himself, in conformity to which he will act; 
but if he does not do so, and does not comply with your wishes in taking care 
of the district, he will be removed, and another proper person will be appointed 
by the Sirkar in his room. 

The undermentioned Aawars and Peeadas will be attached to you to assist 
you in making your collections : — 

2 Aswars, 

4 Peeada.s. 

In conformity to your directions they Vill act. If they do not conduct 
themselves properly, you may entertain people of your own in tljcir place, and 
their pay will be given you from the expenses of the Seebundy of the Raj 
77r 
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Sirkar ; but if you entertain additional Sepoys beyond the number given to 
you, their expense will fail upon you. 

VI. No one shall indirectly take any of the produce of the villages of the 
district. If the Ryuts will voluntarily give the Sirkar a Nuzzerana on account 
of a marriage, &c., it shall be received through you. The SirkiH* will not 
take any without your knowledge. 

VII. You shall not be molested by the Ruj Sirkar, or by any other, 
during the period of your lease. Upon this point rest satisfied. In the eighth 
year you must restore the aforesaid district in an f Ahad) or populous condition. 
Whatever sums you may advance in the last year of the lease to the Ryuts 
for Tukavee (i. c, to buy cattle or seed) shall be repaid to you on producing 
the persons and their bonds. 

VIII. The annual Sader Khurcli (contingent expenses) beyond the 
regular assessed revenue of the villages of the aforesaid Piirguna on account 
of Derinada (charity), Bhojun Khurch, &c., you must divide amongst the 
several villages, and collect it from them according to custom. A separate 
memorandum has been given to you enumerating them. 

IX. Whatever jirofit or loss arises from the produce of this farm for seven 
years will be yours. 

X. Whatever just rights arc possessed in the above district by Geerasias, 
Zumindars, or any other persons in the aforesaid district, you must cause 
them to be paid from the place from whence they are due, during the seven 
years of your farm. If any one makes a dispute upon this subject, then you 
must make the same known to the Sirkar, and it will settle the dispute 
according to justice. 

XI. Whatever balance of revenue or Tukavee is due from the inhabitants 
of tlic villages of the above Purguna to the Gaekwar Government, will be told 
to you, and the pcM'sons from whom it may be due will be pointed out to you. 
In conformity with their ability, and paying regard to their means, whatever 
annual instalments you may fix for its recovery, you must collect the same, 
and pay the amount to tlie Government Potdar. 

XII. Whatever ready money for Tukavee was given by the Rajpeepla 
Government in the present year to the inhabitants of the above Purguna, you 
must collect with interest, and pay the same into the shop of the Government 
Potdar, and take his receipt. For the last year there is a balance due to the 
Government from this Purguna from its Klmbudeea lands, but in the above 
year some persons were ruined by the calamity which occurred in it; you 
must therefore collect the balance which may remain due from them (after 
deducting such remissions which thSDiigh’ you the Sirkar may agree to make, 
out of consideration to their situation) in the two years 1880 and 1881 , and 
pay the same to the Potdar and take his receipt. 
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XIII. Whatever persons have always enjoyed in the above Purguna 
Dooinala villages, the same must continue to enjoy them as usual. They are 
not included in your lease, but whatever the Sirkar is accustomed to take 
from them, this is yours. 

XIV. It is the custom in the above Purguna to fine any person who may 
commit crimes and offences. If the offence may be for stealing corn or other 
produce of the soil, then whatever fines may be levied is included in 
your farm, but besides them, whatever fines (Dundfiirrco) may be levied on 
account of crimes of every other description by the Tlmnadar through you in 
proportion to the ability of the offender, their amount will not be yours, but 
the Sirkar’s. 

XV. If, by the will of Providence, at any time any unforeseen (Sultanee or 
Asmanec) misfortune should befal the above district, the Raj Sirkar in that 
year will send a Metha into the above district to make inquiries, and to 
ascertain the gross produce and expense ; after this inquiry, whatever balance 
may justly remain due to you, the same, with interest at the rate of 12 annas 
per cent*, per mensem, shall be paid to you. 

In this manner, having consented to this agreement of fifteen Articles, the 
farm of the above Purguna is granted to you for seven years, in conformity to 
which the Raj Sirkar will abide, for the fulfilment of which the assurances of 
the Honorable Company’s Sirkar has been given. What is written is correct.

Sir, — I have the honour to submit, for the information of the Honorable the 
Governor in Council, copy of a letter from Mr. Willoughby, on deputation in 
Rajf)eepla, to my address, transmitting an original bond executed by the Raja, 
for the payment of the tribute to the Gaekwar, similar in tenor to those furnish- 
ed by other tributaries. A bond has also been taken from the Raja binding him 
to make the provision for Sooriijkoor and Purtaub Sing already sanctioned by 
Government. The division made of this between the parties by Mr. Willoughby 
appears just and expedient, and the renunciation of all claim upon the Gadee of 
Rajpeepla by Purtaub Sing, on receiving this settlement, is but reasonable. 

2. The draft of the proposed agreement with the Raja, which forms the third 
enclosure to Mr. Willoughby’s letter, having only in view the determining the 
nature of the engagements which the intimate connexion of the Raja’s Govern- 
ment with our own has necessarily obliged him to form under our assistance and 
advice, appears to me to be indispensably requisite. It binds the Raja to nothing 
more than he has already acceded to in engaging to act by our advice ; but it 
removes all temptation to attempts at evasion in the performance of any of 
these engagements, and it marks so clearly the line of conduct to be observed 
by the Raja in the management of his country without impairing his authority, 
that I am sanguine in the hope of its meeting with the approval of the 
Honorable the Governor in Council. I have. See.

Sir,-— I have the honour to transmit an original bond I have caused the Raja 
of Rajpeepla to enter into, promising to pay annually the sum of Rs. 66,000

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tribute to the Qaokvvar CM)vcrumcnt. As this does not differ from the bonds 
taken from the other tributaries of the Gaekwur Ooveriiiiient, the nature of 
uhich is so well known, no observations are necc.^sary from me in explanation 
thereof. 

2. I have al»o the honour to ftii ward another original bond executed by 

the nnja, t») pay the Neinnook dixed at your suggestion, and 

already ssinclioiuMl by (ioveriuiient, for the maintenance of Sooriijkoor and 
Pnrtaub Sing, amounting to Us. K,-I00 per annum, independently of two villages 
to be retained by the former. This, according to my former suggestion, is 
drawn out in the name of Sooriijkoor ; but to prevent the possibility of disputes 
arising between the parties concerned, the proportion duo to each is specified. 

3. To Sooriijkoor is assigned 200 Rupees per mensem, and the produce 
of the two villages above alluded to, and* to Piirtaub Sing the remaining 500 
Rupees per meiiHem. I hope this division of the maintenance will meet with 
your approbation. The reasons of tiie larger sum being assigned to Purtaub 
Sing, af'c two : 1st, because his expenses must be greater than those of Soonij- 
koor; and 2nd, because the latter (were it not for the peculiar circumstances 
of her situation) would not be entitled, by the custom of this State, to any 
additional ])rovisioii beyond that afforded her from the villages she is still 
allowed to retain. 

4. At the conclusion of the bond an allusion is made to a paper the 
Raja requests he may receive fiom Soorujkoor on her receiving the above 
Nemnook. A draft of this is also herewith transmitted, and simply 
acknowledges the acceptance of the Nemnook, and stating that no claim now 
exists from the Rajpceiila State on the part of l^ortaub Siiiix. I cannot consider 
the expectation of the Uajii that he should receive such a document to be un- 
reasonable, nor has any objection occurred to me against its being demanded. 

5. I also take this opportunity to enclose the draft of an agreement, and 
its translation, which 1 would propo.se the Riijpeepla State should enter into, 
binding itself to abide by the arrangements which have been concluded with 
it through the British Ooverument. It is true that it has already furnished 
a bond binding itself to abide by the advice it may receive from the British 
Government, but this appears to be of too general a nature, and considering 
the great responsibility which has been entailed upon the British Government 
by the late arrangements, something more specific and defined than the above 
gtMieral promise appears desirable. 

(). As, however, the point is one of considerable importance! I have not 
thought myself authorised to make any proposition regarding it to the 
Raja, without first submitting it for your consideration and instructions. 

7. The agreement now proposed commences by alluding to the dispute 
which formerly existed for the sovereignty of Rajpeepla, and the decision

which was finally passed by the Gaekwar and Uiitish Governments regarding 
it ; and that in consequence the Haja in whose favour this decision was passed 
consents to subscribe to nine Articles binding him to pursue a ccrtiiin lino of 
conduct for the future, which will best be exjdained by an explanation of the 
articles themselves. 

8. The Ist Article relates to the debts with which the Rajpccpla State is 
eiicuinhered, and binds tlie Kaja to adopt any plan which may be proposed 
by the Hssident at liaroda for the liqiii(iatii>n of thoso which may he due to 
the Gaekwar Government. It further binds the Uajn to limit lh«) expenses 
of his Government to whatever proportion of its rcsoiKcea the Resident may at 
any time think it expedient to recommend should he fixed for this inirpose. 

9. The '2nd Article alludes to the separate bond which has been rendered 
for the regular annual payment of the (ilaekwar tribute, in conformity with 
which the Raja promises to abide, with the usual reservation clause providing 
for remissions being made therefrom in the event of Asmunec or Sultuiiee 
misfortunes at any time befalling the tributary. 

10. The 3rd Article alludes to the detachment of Company's troops stationed 
in Rajpeepla for its protection, and binds the Raja to agree to any mode 
which it may hereafter be deemed fair and reasonable to propose for reimburs- 
ing the expense which the arrangement occasions to the Hi ilihh (jovernmmt. 
This article is not inserted with the view of making any innnediate demand 
from the Raja on the above account, for such you are well aware could not he 
complied with for several years to come. Its insertion, however, appears to me 
to he just and expedient, and not at variance with the iiistruclions of the 
Honorable the Governor in Council in Mr. Warden’s letter dated the 'JHth of 
Feliruury 1822, viz. that the demand of payment of our expenses need not be 
relinquished nor yet enforced.*** 

1 1. The 4lh Article provides against disturbances being made by the Hheels 
and Mebwasces of Rajpeepla, in the districts of the Hritish and Gaekwar 
Governments and their dependencies; and binds the Raja cither to cause 
reparation to be made for any injury or disturbance they may commit, or to 
make it himself. 

12. By the 5th Article the Raja promises not to harbour or associate with, 
or allow any one to harbour or associate with disturbers of the public peace, 
within the limits of his Talook. 

13. By the 6tli Article the Raja promises not to commit acts of aggression 
against any one, but that in case any dispute arises l»etwetii liim and any 
other Talookdar or Zumiudar, the same is to bo referred for the arbitration of 
the British Government, in conformity with whose decision the Raja is hound 
to abide. 

Vale r».’U i>f tin^ Svlt ctinn 
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14. The 7tli Article stipulates that no one shall offer any molestation to 
travellers journeying in Rajpeepla, and binds the Raja to make proper arrange- 
ments for their security and protection. 

15. The 8th Article relates to the Geeras rights of the Rajpeepla Oeera- 
Bias upon the Company’s districts in the Broach and Surat Zillas; refers to the 
papers of ugrecinent taken from them by me regarding these rights ; and binds 
the Raja to causu the Geerasias to abide by whatever final settlement may be 
made res(}ecting them. 

10. The 9th and last Article provides against the illicit transit of opium 
through the Raja’s territories^ and binds this Government to comply with any 
future arrangements which the British Government may propose for the better 
regulation of the opium trade. 

17. The agreement concludes by a clause making it binding in perpetuity, 
and constituting the Raja’s Talook security for its being abided by. Such is 
the nature of the bond, which, under the peculiar circumstances of this petty 
State, 1 venture to recommend for your approval. Its terms are clear and 
explicit, and do not therefore require any further explanation. The security 
proposed is the only one which the Raja has it in his power to bestow, because 
lie has no connection with other Talookdars, who might otherwise become 
security for him. It is certainly the most satisfactory, and one which perhaps 
the Raja would not to any other State voluntarily afford ; but owing so 
much as he does to the interposition of the British Government; grateful 
as he feels for such liaving been made in his behalf; aware of the heavy responsi- 
bility the British Government has incurred in consequence ; and having perfect 
reliance in our good faith, I have no doubt bis acquiescence will be voluntarily 
given, under which idea 1 have proposed it should be demanded.

We have of our free will agreed to pay yearly, at Baroda, to the Gaekwar 
Government, fur yearly Jumabuiidee and Ghansdana, the sum of (65,001) 
sixty-five thousand and one rupees. 

The three villages in the Thana of Round, viz. Ist, Round, 2nd, Johoor, 3rd, 
Kotara, and the Zukut (inland duties), and the five Dumala villages Wurkeir, 
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Poeecha, Washna, Huddai Bhang, and Kokulpoor, and Roond near Bhalode, 
and the Seerpao yearly payable to us from the Gaekwar Government, and the 
Town of Burun, being all deducted, the sum total (65,001) ftixty-fivc thouaand 
and one rupees is settled, the instalments to be paid in the months of Poush, 
Falgoon, Chytru, and Wuishak. In this manner from generation to genera- 
tion, year by year, the sums shall be made good, iindtM* the incdialion of the 
Honorable Company, and no deviation occur. On all matters of the above 
mentioned Talooka, whatever discussions on matters good or bad may arise, 
these shall be referred to the mediation of the Honorable Company, and we 
shall remain satisfied therein ; nor shall there ever be a departure from this 
agreement. This we have written and signed.

To Soorujkoor Baee, Maharaiia Verisal, Raja of Rajpeepla, has written 
and delivered. The illustrious Gaekwar Government and the ILmorable 
British Government having, in the performance of justice, decided the 
sovereignty of Hajpccpla to be ours, and in their beneficence conferred entirely 
the honour on us, therefore we bestow upon you and on Pur tan b Sing, and 
others under your protection, a yearly gift, at the rate of seven hundred (700) 
rupees per month, annual total eight thousand four hundred (8,400) rupees, as 
follows ; — For your private expenses two hundred (200) rupees per month, year- 
ly two thousand four hundred (2,400) rupees, and Wullignuin in the Kuntaul 
Purguna, and Syaligaum in the Ruttunpoor Purgnna; whatever produce is 
derivable from these towns is yours, and the towns delivered to you, and this 
monthly allowance and the produce of the towns remain yours ftir life ; and 
for Purtaub Sing and the rest a monthly allowance of five hundred (500) rupees 
shall be regularly given, making a yearly total of six thousand (0,000) rupees. 
At this rate of eight thousand four hundred (8,400) rupees a year, as il has been 
agreed upon and engaged to you, so shall it be given, and do you continue to 
go on as you have written to us. In this matter no changes shall occur. This 
we have written and signed.

Agreement alluded to in the !jth to \lth paras, of Mr. ^Villoughhy s 
letter^ finally entered into with the Honorable East India Com- 
pany by Maharana Verisaf R&ja of Rajpeepla^ on the 26tli 
November 18‘J3. 

Formerly a dispute existed regarding the right to the Gadce of my (Chieftain- 
ship, on which account the two great Sirkars, of Shreewnnt Gaehwnr Sena- 
khas Key I Shumshere Bahadur, and the Honorable Company Ungrez 
Bahadur, having investigated the same, decided my claim to he just, coujirmed 
it, and delivered over to me the Chieftainship. On this account, /, of my own 
understanding and free will and pleasure, subscribe to the under-written 
Articles of Agreement jor my good behaviour. 

Article I. 

On the abovementioned Chieftainship are debts due to the Gaekwar Siikar, 
and to otliers. 1 have not means to bear the whole of this burthen, which is 
known to the Sirkar. But whatever order 1 shall receive from the Resident 
at Bnroda, on the part of the Honorable the Company, to adopt any plan for 
the liquidation of tiie Gaekwar debt, 1 will agree to, and act in conformity 
with the same. 

Whatever pmportion of the resources of the State may be fixed to defray 
the expenses of the State at any time by the advice of the Resident and an 
order given upon the subject, in conformity with it I will abide. In this I 
will make no difference. 

Article II. 

A separate bond has been given regarding the annual Ghansdana and Juma- 
bundee to be paid to the Gaekwar Government, according to which I will 
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pay the sum. If in any year on Agtnanee or Sultauce misfortune should really 
occur, then the Sirkar out of compuHsion will make a remission in the tribute 
of that year^ according to the custom of the country. 

Article III. 

Tjie Company's Sirkar has stationed in the above Chiertnin.'a|)i|) a detach- 
ment of its Sepoys for iny protection. Tor the expense of the same, in what- 
ever iiiunner the Sirkar may direct, I will agree and pay in. conformity with 
the same. 

Article IV. 

The Rheels and Mehwasees of the above Tulook shall not commit any dis- 
turbances in the districts of the (jaekwai* to the north and south o^the river 
Nerbuddu, nor in the Klitiseh districts of the Honorable Coinpnny or in 
their dependencies. I ^Yill keep the arrangements with them binding. In 
the above province from every village Fael Zumin security has been taken 
for its good bebaviotii . Ifnny village has been omitted, snenrity shall be taken 
from it, and a proper settlement be kept. If any distiirlmnce or ininry is sus- 
tainedi and tlie same should be (^ov^^d against any of the inliabitants of my 
province, I will answer for the same or cause an answer to be given for if. 

Aiitiolb V. 

I will not harbour, nor allow any one to luu hour in my Tiilook, disturbers 
of the public peace, IMehwusees, the criminals of both (jlovcrnments, and Hhar- 
wutteeas ; 1 will not nor shall any other person associate with them. 

Article VI. 

1 will not commit acts of aggression against any one. If any dispute arises 
between me and any other Talookdar or Zumindur, I will make the same 
known to the Company's Sirkar, and whatever order it may give respecting it, 
I will abide by. 

Article VII. 

No one shall molest travellers passing and repassing through the limits of 
my Talook. I will take care that a proper settlement is made on this point. 

Article VIII. • 

In the above province reside Rajpoots and Oeerasias who possess Geeras 
rights upon the Company’s districts in the Zillas of Broach and Surat. Regard- 
ing these, papers of agreement were taken from them by Mr. Willoughby, 
Assistant to the Resident. Whatever final settlement of these may be made, in 
conformity with the same I will cause them to abide. 

Article IX. • 

In conformity with the order of the Company’s Sirkar, opium shall not be 
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clandestinely conveyed within the limits of my province by any merchants 
or travellers* concealed in any other merchandize, without the seal and order 
of the Sirkar. I will keep a good arrangement in this respect in my Talook. 
If any opium is clandestinelj conveyed, I will seize it, and make the same 
known to the Sirkar. Whatever order the Sirknr may give relating to the 
opium arruiigoiiients I will i)l)ide by. 

In cntiforniity with the above written nine Articles I will always act from 
generation to generation. If in this respect any difference arises, I will answer 
for the same. My Talook is security for my acting in conformity to what is 
written above. What is written is true.

Sir,— I n the absence of the Resident, it hccomes my duty to report, for the 
information and confirmation of the llonorulilc the Governor in Council, tlie 
arrangement I was enabled to eflcct during my last deputation to Hiijpeepla, 
regarding the debt due from that petty State to His Highness the Oaekvvar 
up to Sumvut 1877, a. n. 1820-21. 

2. This subject having already undergone ample discussion, the result of 
which has from time to time been laid hefdrc Government, it is not iieccs.sary 
for me to take up its time by again entering into the details of the question, 
but merely to make a few general observations regarding it, 

3. It will be in the rccollecti(jn of Government that the original amount 
of the debt claimed was no less than R-s. 2 1,70, 246-0-87 ,J, but that before 
any discu.ssion could scarcely be said to have taken [>l:tce regarding its justice 
or otherwise, this amount was reduced by the consent of liis Highness the 
Gackwar to Rs. 12,50,220-2-2.3.^ The amount of remission, therefore, thus 
agreed to, was Rs. 9,20,0 19-2-02 i, regarding which 1 shall only oliserve, that 
it was obtained with very little demur on the part of this (juvernment, hecause 
upwards of 24 per cent, interest, and an unjust ibrni of three lakhs of rupees, 
were found to be included in the first account produced. 

4. In the discussions which afterwards took place between the Residency 
and the Baroda Durbar, regarding what proportion of the renminder of the 
debt should be considered either as justly due, or proportionate to the ability 
of the tributary to pay, a choice of two modes of proceeding occurred. The 
one, to endeavour to obtain His Highness the Guek war’s consent to grant 
such further remission as the evident injustice and extravogance of many of 
the items of the debt on the one hand, and the ability of the tributary on the 
other, rendered fair and reasonable. The other, to canvass every item of the 
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debt in detail, and reject i|uch as might prove to be unjust or extravagant. 
The former of these two modes was adopted by Mr. Williams, principally 
from its being the least complex and tedious of the two, and less offensive to 
the feelings of 11 is Highness the Gaekwar and the members of his admi- 
nistration. 

6. This decision having been made, the cpiestion was nnnutely and fully dis- 
cussed in several conferences which took place at the Residency with Wittul 
Rao Dewajee, the Gaekwar Minister; but nothing conclusive appearing likely 
to result from these, Mr.^Williarns finally acceded to a proposition made by 
the former, that their substance should be reduced to writing, and laid before 
llis Highness the Gaekwar, accompanied by his opinion regarding the extent 
of reiriission to be granted. This was accordingly done, and a memorandum 
sent to the Durbar, rccoininending that the sum of eight lakhs of rupees 
should be considered as much as this Government was entitled to receive, or 
tliat the tributary could afford to pay. The grounds on which this second 
remission, amounting to Rs. 4,of)/226-2~25, was recommended, having been 
previously fully discussed, and for the most part admitted by this Govern- 
ment, the proposition was without further demur consented to, under certain 
conditions, the nature of which will be observed on reference to the 
annexed copy and translation of a memorandum sent to the Residency on 
the subj(?ct. 

6. The substance of this document may be summed up as follows: — Ilis 
Highness the Gaekwar agrees to reduce the original amount of the debt to 
eight lakhs of rupees, upon condition that the tributary pays as large a pro- 
portion of this sum as possible in cash immediately, in which case he further 
consents that the balance remaining shall he paid by annual instalments, 
without bearing interest ; a tcrnpoiary reduction is also admitted on account 
of sums claimed by the tributa^ry from the Koniavisdars of the Gaekwar 
Government, stated l)y the former to have been collected by them, but not 
carried to the public account. 

7. I shall now proceed to report the arrangement 1 have concluded on the 
part of the tributary, by which the above terms have been fulfflled to the 
fullest extent practicable. The umounl to be proved against the District 
Officers of this Government is Rs. 1,40,330-3-31.1. It would be premature 
to give any cy)inion regarding the truth of the tributary’s assertion of its 
ability to prove the whole of this item to be justly claimed from the above 
persons, as such can be only ascertained by a minute and tedious comparison 
of the accounts of both parties. This investigation, I must however add, 
would have been commenced upon when I was last on the spot, had the 
Gaekwar Komavisdars paid attention to my request to attend me in person^ 
or appoint deputies on their part to be present to assist in the inquiry. This 
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item, therefore, must necessarily be considered aBj^emporarily accounted for, 
and the debt to be reduced to . . . • . . Rs. (),5V^,()69 0 68] 

From this sum is to be deducted the following items 
Amount paid to the Qaekwar Govern-

8. Neither the first nor the last of the above deductions require any detail- 
ed remarks. The fii>t was last year reported to Government as having been 
paid ; the last arises from the circumstance of the interest of the old loan having 
been only estimated, and a balance of the amount, estimated as above, saved to 
the tributary, by the loan being discharged so mncli earlier than was anticipated. 

9. The mode in which I was enabled to realize so large a sum ns the second 
item was, by raising anew loan to the extent of Rs. 2,25,001 from certain Ba- 
roda Bankers, under the guarantee of the British Govcrnm(!nt, and horrowing 
Rs. 19,024-3-0 from the Rajpecpia Goverumenl Potdaice, by whicli arrange- 
ments a reduction of one-fourth of the interest paid by the tributary on the 
former loan has been obtained ; and, moreover, the stipniation in its favour 
regarding the balance of the debt being paid by annual iriKtalnicnts without 
interest, is rendered binding on the suj»erior (jovernment from the tributary 
being able to pay so large a proportion of the del)t in cash. For thc! terms of 
the agreement entered into by the holders of the new loan and the Raja, I beg 
leave to refer the Honorable the Governor in Council to the annexed copy 
and translation of the bond to which they have mutually subscribed, merely 
observing that they are particularly favcjurablo to the latter, considering the 
embarrassed state of his finances, and that the instalments to be paid to the 
bankers are as small in amount as they could be expected to consent to receive. 
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10. I have not deenQe(^it necessary to wait for the sanction of Government 
prior to the above arrangement being ratified, the money having been paid 
to the Gackwar Government and the guarantee of the British Government 
having been ufTixcd to the bond on the ]3tli of Apiil lust. I considered 
no delay on this account necessary, from my conhdcnce that the whole 
arrangement will be approved by Government, because, Ist, it secures such 
important benefits to the tributary; 2nd, because it assists the Gaekwar 
Government in its present pecuniary embarrassments, by f'liriiishing it with so 
large a sum in ready money which it did not calculate upon receiving; and 
3rd and lastly, because tlic pecuniary responsibility of tiic Biitish Government 
is considerably diminished from the terms of the new loan being (as shown 
above) so much more favourable to the debtor than those of the old. 

11. It now only remains for me to make a few observations legarding the 
probable time in which the tributary will be able to liquidate the balance of 
the debt it still owes to the superior Government, amounting, as shown at 
the conclusion of the 7th paragraph of my letter, to Its. 2,53,974-3*87 
In order to do this in the eloarcst and most intelligible manner I am able, 

I have drawn out the annexed statement (No. 3) exhibiting, Lst, the amount to be 
paid by the fanners of the seven principal districts of llaj|)ee[>lu for hvc years 
of their farm ; 2nd, the estimated amount of the remaining resources of the 
State for the same period ; 3rd, the total of these two items; 4th, the esti- 
mated amoimt of the expenses of the State for ditto, including the Gaekwar 
tribute; 5lh, the balance of revenue remaining after these are paid ; 6th, the 
instalments to be paid to the holders of the new loan; 7tl) and lastly, the 
surplus which will remain after these are paid, applicable to the piiyment of 
the balances of the Gaekwar debt. 

12. The above statement shows at one glance the whole resources of the 
State, with their appropriation, prospectively for five years; and as enough 
has been written upon this subject, and the data on which the estimates of the 
receipts and disbursements have been made are to be found in the records 
of Government, it is only necessary for me to sum up the results it exhibits, 
which, considering all things, will, I trust, be deemed most satisfactory.

13. Proiu the above summary it will be obsejeved, that by the present 

arrangement concliuh*(l in helmlf of the Uajpeeplu State, iind others wliieh 
have already been reported and sanctioned by Uovcriiinent, the whole ot' the 
expenses of the Stale are provided for, for (he next five years; the (jiaekwar 
tribute will be rci^nlarly realized in each the whole of the new loan 

which has been raised on account of the Uaekwar Government will be paid 
off, with the exception of u small balance of interest; and a small sur))lns will 
still remain applicable for the further diseinirge of tlie Gaekwar debt, and 
upon us sure and ct'rtuin grounds us liiimun foresight is able to ealeidate. 
The last surplus alluded to, nmouuts to Its. which however iiuiy, 

though with dilliculty, be increased to .00,0()() liy borfow'ing the delieieiicy 
from the Pot<lar of the Uajj)cc|)la State, the whole to be paid in five orpud 
iiistulments of l(),0()0 linpees eaeli. Tlicse urrangements have been made 
known to the Baroda Durbar, and I have every icason to believe that it is 
convinced that in concluding them its interests have been consulted to the 
fullest extent possible. 

14. At the conclusion of the fifth year the financial arrangements of the 
tiil)utary will, from so great a proportion of its embarrassments being 
removed, be comparatively easy, provided in the mean time no unforeseen 
calamily occurs.

15. Im'oiu the surplu.s balance of the revenue cstimat(;d for the sixth year 
will be discharged whatever remains unpaid of the new loan now raised. The 
different sums which have already been taken up, and will in the mean time 
necessarily be taken up from the Uajpeeplu Government Potduret*, will have 
acciiiuulated to a considerable .sum, and will rccpiire atteiitioii, uiid be in part dis- 
charged. It would, therefore, at present be unsafe to moution the precise sum 
which the Gaekwar Govcrnnieut W'ill receive in addition to its tribute in the 
sixth year, though from the above large balance of sur))lus revenue being antici- 
pated, it will no doubt be very consideru)>le, and increa.se ^gradually every 
succeeding year, until the total extinction of the whole debt.

Upon the subject of the money due to the Sii kar from the Raja of Rajpeepla 
up to the end of Sumvut 1877 (a. d. 1820-21), a conference has taken place 
j)cr8onally, and a memorandum has been given enumerating difierent items 
which ought to be deducted from tlie same, either on account of the distressed 
condition of the tributary, or on the score of justice, as follows ; —

Sir, — I have considerable pleasure in handing up, for the information of 
the Honorable the Governor in Council, Mr. Willoughby’s annual report 
upon the finances of the Rnlpeepla State, exhibiting a most satisfactory 
detail of the general improveineiit in tlic condition of this tributary, and 
bearing at the same time abundant testimony to the zeal and ability of the 
Political Agent, under whose Huperintendence and to whose judicious advice 
this very favourable aspect of its aflfairH is Justly attributable. 

2. The report is accompanied by the usual explanatory statement of the 
revenues, charges, and liquidation of debts : it is brief and perspicuous, and I 
beg leave to refer the Honorable Hoard thereto for the details, and to the text of 
the despatch for tlie results ; and 1 doubt nut of their aflbrding satisfaction. 

3. In regard to the eflTiciency of the arrangmnents adopted at the suggestion 
of the Agent for the management of this country, no stronger proof need be 
adduced than the total abscMicc of all complaint from cither the Biitish or 
Gaekwar Governments, wiiosc territories border Rajpeepla, when formerly 
they were so numerous. 

4. Auotlier satisfactory feature in this report is the complete settlement 
of every claim of the Gaekwar against Rajpeepla. This has been effected by 
the Agent on tlie part of the latter, in coinmunicatinii with the Minister, 
WittuI Rao Dewujee, and, in my opinion, both parties have good reason to 
be pleased with the result — the Gaekwar in having obtained what in other 
circumstances he could not have realized, for the tributary never would have 
been in a condition to have paid anything had he remained on his former 
footing in relation to the Gaekwar; and the Rajpeepla State has been relieved 
from the annoyance of having vexatious and undefined claims brought 
forward. The settlement of the claim for Rs. 1,40,000 was particularly neces- 
sary, and the Gaekwar may be considered a gainer in acquiring a moiety of it, 
as, had it gone to investigation, it would have been difficult for him to prove 

bis claims to even that amount, considering the lapse of time and tho 
81 r 
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management in tlie country rcAting with the Raja. The 9th and consecutive 
pnragraplia of Mr. Willoughby *8 clenpatch aH'ord the fullest information 
^u|)on the subject, and 1 fully agree with him, that it was better to give up a 
moiety of the claim, rather than unsettle the minds of the people on a chance 
of diminishing the demand by investigation. The Gaekwur Government has 
granted to the Uajpcepla State the same Purwnna as those to the Kattywar and 
Mahcc Kanta tributaries, guaranteed by the British Government.

8. [ feel convinced that any observations on my part, rtspecting the improv- 
ing condition of Rajpcepla, will be totally unnecessary ; the above results carry 
conviction with them, and prove that the diHintcrested labours of the British 
Government for the wedfare of this petty State have not proved abortive, hut 
have already been crowned with success to a must gratifying extent. For the 
satisfaction of Government, however, I beg to report that having lately visited 
several of the Rajpcepla districts, and ascertained by pcrsoiial observation and 
inquiry the visible improvement which has taken place in tlio aspect of the 
country, I can bear testimony that it is iiiiinaged as mildly and ellicienlly as can 
be expected, when much is very wisely left to depend ii|>on the excrtioiiH and 
power of the local Government. It is but justice to the latter to add, that its com- 
parative efficiency is suilicicntly proved by the continued cessation of all complaint 
from the British and Gaek war authorities whuse jurisdict ioiiB border on Uajpee|)lQ. 

9. I embrace this opportunity of reporting that in pursuance of your request, 

1 have, in personal cornmunication^with Wittul llao Dewajeo, the Gackwar 
Minister, and the Rajpcepla Government, finally adjusted every demand posses- 
sed by His Highness the Gaekwar on llajpecpla, and that instalinents, concurred 
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in by both partie9| have been fixed for the liquidation of the full amount now 
due^ the same to be paid through the British Government. The original 
bond obtained from the Raja is herewith enclosed, with a translation (No. 3), 
from which it will be perceived that the total demands of the Gaekwar up to 
the end of Sumvut 1882 (a. d. 1825-26) amount to Rs. 3,23,976-0-87 
and that by the present engagement the whole is to be discharged by certain 
instalments therein specified, in eight years, commencing from the present year, 
Sumvut 1883 (a. d. 182G-27), and terminating in Sumvut 1890 (a. d. 1833-34). 
The usual provision contained in this bond, tlmt^he instalment is not to be 
expected by the Gaekwar in any year of calamity, removes all direct pecu- 
niary responsibility from the British Government in its character of guaran- 
tee to the arrangement. With respect to the amount of the instalments, barring 
of course the occurrence of calamities of the nature referred to, my experience in 
the affairs of Rajpecpla enables me with confidence to predict that the resources 
of the State in each year will not only be sufficienl to meet them, but more- 
ever that a surplus will generally remain applicable to diminish a part of its 
other pecuniary embarrassments, to effect which, plans will hereafler be pro- 
posed. I make this assertion for the satisfaction of Government, at the risk 
of fulling into an error I have hitherto escapetl, of being too sanguine in the 
success of prospective aiTangernents. 

10. It now only remains for me to offer a few observations upon the 
ninount of the demand of the (lackwar above stated. To elucidate this point 
Statement No. 4 has been appended, which, with a slight reference to my report to 
(lovernmont on the Rajpcepla debt, dated the 1 9th of June 1823, will convey 
ail the information requisite to form an opinion as to its justice, as well as 
on the expediency of the whole arrangements.

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The column of remarks in this statement explains the nature of each claim, 
the reasons of the deductions made from the original amount of each claim, 
and the time and mode of liquidating that portion of each exhibited in the 
column of adjusted claims. It is, however, necessary to allude to the second 
item, or Rs. 1,40,331-3-314, which, on reference to my report of the I9lh 
June 1823, will be found to be a claim on the part of the Gaekwar, disputed 
by the Raja, on the grounds that an examination into the collections made 
and expenses incurred by the former, whilst the administration of Rojpeepla 
was conducted by the Gaekwar State, would prove it to be unjust. 

12. Although the Gaekwar Government was frequently requested to depute 
officers with me for the purpose of investigating this claim, the request was 
invariably evaded ; and the inquiry latterly was rendered the more difficult for 
the Gaekwar Government, and its chances of being able to establish any 
considerable portion of the amount contested were greatly diminished by the 
death of Hucha Jumadar,*the officer who held Rajpeepla previous to the 

4 

Raja’s restoration. After some discussion, therefore, Wittui Rao Dewajee, the 
Gaekwar Minister, proposed that t should recommend the Raja to agree 
to a compromise, to which he hiially consented, the result being that 
Rs. 70,330-3-314 ia remitted to the tributary, and the balance, Rs. 70,000, 
added to the non-intcrest debt due from it to the Gaekwar Government. 

13. Tins mode of adjustment was gladly consented to by the Raja. The 
principal reason why I was induced to recommend it for bis acceptance, was 
not an idea that he would have been a loser by the inquiry which must have 
otherwise been instituted, but to obviate the inconvenience and evils which 
such would have produced in bringing the Gaekwar Government and the 
tributary into collision ; and in particular in impeding the improvement of 
Rajpeepla by iinsetlling the minds of its population, who would doubtless 
have viewed the inquiry (however erroneously) as leading to fresh demands 
being made upon them on account of old balances of revenue. 

14. In conclusion 1 have much pleasure in stating that both parties have 
expressed themselves perfectly satisfied with the whole of the arrangements 
now reported ; and all the demands of the Gaekwar Government on Rajpeepla 
being now defined and put in a train of rKpiidation, a Purwana has been 
granted to the tributary by His Highness the Gaekwar (similar to those granted 
to the Kutt^war and Mahee Kanta States), guaranteed by the British 
Government, in which all the engagements entered into by both parties 
through my mediation are recapitulated and ratified.

Sir, — I have the honour to transmit copy of report, with enclosures, by 
Mr. Willoughby, on the revenues and charges of the petty Stat%of Rajpeepla 
for Sumvut 1884 (a. d. 1827-28), contrasted with the statements for the pre- 
ceding year. 

2. The report, exhibiting the usual satisfactory result, will not admit of 
abridgement, and 1 am unwilling to detain the attention of Governmeql from 
its interesting details, which point out, in the simplest but clearest manner, 
the important advantages gained by prudent arrangements and judicious 
supervision, in the settlement and management of the Rajpeepla State, during 
the period it has formed part of the field of Mr. Willoughby’s useful and 
meritorious labours, and where his services first attracted the attention of 
Government. 

3. After first^observing that of the term included in Mr. Willoughby’s 
septennial settlement, two years consecutively were years of famine from 
drought, and one year of serious and almost irreparable injury to a very 
valuable district on the banks of the Nerbudda from an unprecedented inun- 
dation of that river, by which unusual succession of calamities three years 
out of seven are shown to be years of public distress, I proceed to draw the 
attention of Government to a brief abstract of the annual reports respecting 
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Rajpeepla, showing its progressive improvement, and finally the accomplish- 
ment of every expectation formed on the commencement of this septennial 
settlement — a document wl;ich requires no observation, but speaks for itself 
in illustration of the important benefits received by the Rojpcepla State from 
the protection and friendship of the British Government. 

4. In conclusion, I would respectfully observe, that I think it will be a 
subject of congratulation to Government, that the septennial settlement of the 
Ilajpeepla State should have been so eminently successrul in every result 
anticipated from it, as it will be the best proof (should any be needed) to the 
Native community at large throughout all Guz^rat, of the purity and dis- 
interestedness of the views entertained by Government in sanctioning a 
similar arrangement for the relief of the Gaekwar State from its embarrass- 
ments, and which would no doubt have been still more strikingly successful 
in restoring the respectability and independence of this State, had not the 
wise measures of Government been frustrated by an infatuated policy here, 
with which the moderation of Government found it impracticable to proceed 
in the course which promised such important advantages.

Sir, — I have the honour to transmit, for the information of Government, a 
statement exhibiting the actual revenues and charges of the Rajpccpiu State 
for Sumviit 1884 (a. u.

3. By comparing the actual revenues and charges of tlie year of report, 
you will be gratified to observe that the former exceeded the latter by the sum 
of Rs. 5,851-1-1 8 viz 

Actual receipts were Rs. 2,71,364 2 12^ 

Actual charges were 2,65,513 0 93 

Surplus revenue as above Rs. 5,851 1 182 

4. Having left my report of the Rajpeepla finances for Sumvut 1883 
(a. d. 1826-27) at Baroda, I am unable to draw the usual comparison of the 
finances of 1884 (a. d. 1827-28) with those of the year preceding. I regret 
this, since a comparison of this nature would show a very marked improve- 
ment ill the condition of this petty State. I shall only therefore observe, 
that although there is an actual surplus revenue for 1884 (a. d. 1827-28), 
the charges include, independent of the whole expenditure of the State, the 
full amount of the Gackwar tribute (Rs. 65,000), the fourth instalment 
(Us. 85,000) of the debt guaranteed by the British Government, an instalment 
of the non-interest debt (Rs. 10,000), and several other items of disbursement 
of a special nature. 

5. I had prepared for submission an estimate, as usual, of the revenues 
and charges of Rajpeepla for Sumvut 1885 (a. d« 1828-29), but after the 
same had been prepared, the Raja, for reasons before noticed, granted a 
considerable remission from the amount expected to have been realized. 
The exact sum cannot be ascertained until the accounts of 1885 (a. d. 1828-29) 
are furnished, and the formation of an estimate under this uncertainty is 
impracticable. 

6. In reporting upon the finances of Rajpeepla for 1885 (a. d. 1828-29) 
there are two circumstances that will require attention. The first will be the 
complete extinction of the loan raised in 1823 under the guarantee of the 
British Government. This has already been eflected, and 1 have myself 
destroyed the bond under which the loan was raised. The second circum- 
stance is the termination of the septennial lease of the seven principal districts 
of Rajpeepla entered into under our guarantee. 

7. Had I remained at Baroda, it would have afforded me no small gratifi- 
cation to have entered into a review of the affairs of Rajpeepla since it came 
under British supervision, since the termination of the septennial leases would 
have afforded the most proper occasion for doing so. This, however, cannot be 
done until the accounts of 1886 (a. d. 1828-29) have been balanced, and 1 have 
only here to observe, that the farmers have already delivered up the districts 



they farmed to the local Government, and that it only remains to be nseer- 
tained what balances are really due to them before the lease contracts 
guaranteed by us are cancelled.

Sir, — I have the honour to report, for the information of Government^ 
that I have been making inquiries into the revenue management of the 
Rujpeeplu State of the past year, Suinvut 1903 (a. d. 184G-47), and 1 now 
beg to submit the result. 

2. In my letter No. 484, dated 9th August 1847, I reported that the 
Baja had farmed six out of seven of his Purgunas, without waiting for the 
permission of Government ; and Mr. Ogiivy, in his letter No. 42, of the 22nd 
January last, reported that the farmers had not received guarantee of any 
description from the Political Agent. 

3. The year before last (he Itaja forwarded to Mr. Seton Karr a statement 
showing how he had farmed out six Purgunas. In this statement was also 
shown the amount of revenue realizable from the unfarmed Purgunas, and 
other miscellaneous sources, during the ensuing seven years : a translation of 
this statement is forwarded with this report. The villages of two Purgunas, 
viz. Nandod and Panetlm, were farmed separately; the other four were farmed 
by Purgunas. The farm commenced last year, Suinvut 1903 (a. Dt 184G-47), 
and I have confined my inquiries to the revenue manngement of that year. 

4. The only method to ascertain the exact amount of revenue realized 
from each village, was to examine the Ryuts regarding their payments, and 
to compare them with the sums they were credited for in the village accounts; 
but unfortunately I have not been able to secure any accounts that could be 
relied on. In some villages true accounts had been kept; but when the 
object of my inquiries became known, the figures were so altered and erased, 
that no information could bo elicited from them of the exact amount of 
revenue collected, and in others they had been recently fabricated for the 
purpose of deception. It was impossible to examine all the Ryuts of every 
village as to their payments, or to prove their statements were correct, for no 
receipts had been given to them, and the only resource was to examine

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the accounts of those Sowcars who had become security for the rariners, and 
ascertain what payments had been made to them. 1 accordingly sent for the 
accounts oC five Sowcars, and though I have not been able to learn from them 
the exact amount of revenue realized, yet they show liow the Raja and his 
Karbarees have intercepted tl)e revenue ns follows : — 

I. I>y suppressing the names of the villagcB In the statement for- 
warded by him to Mr. Seton Karr, and appropriating the revenue. 

II. By entering villages as funned Ijy dilferent people at a much lower 
sum than they should have been, and keeping them in his own management. 

III. Collecting a larger amount of revenue under the head of “ iSadur’* and 
Kliangee Bahtce*’ than is entered in the stalcrncnt. 

IV. Increasing old V'ceras and levying new ones, and not paying them 
into the Potdar’s shop. 

V. Collecting money under the the head of ‘^Sookree*' from the farmers, 
and not paying it into the Potdar’s shop, 

V’l. Increasing the quantity of Sheera land, and not paying the revenue 
derived therefrom into the Potdar’s shop. 

5 , On becoming aware of these particulars, I wrote to the Raja for an

Karr, lunl appropriating from the villages which are not entered in the statement. 
tlieic\uuu.. given twelve villages to his Ranees, who enjoy 

the full benefit of them. The total revenues of these amount to Rs. 10,900. 
Some of the.se he states were assigned away so far back as Suiuvut 1881 
(A. iJ. 1824-25), and some so late as Sumvut 1902 (a. u, 1815-40), but without 
the sanction of Government. 

0 , llovv far this statement is to be relied on I cannotsay, for no records show- 
ing when these villages were as.signed are forthcoming. It is the practice, 
1 believe, on the marriage of a Rajpoot Chief, to settle the revenues of a village 
on his Ranee for her ordinary expenses ; but in the memorauduin furnished 
by the Raja, I see some of the most valuable villages are slated to have been 
assigned away ten or twelve years after the marriage of the Ranee in whose 
name they are entered, and I therefore cannot but consider such an assignment 
as only inado fyr the purpose of intercepting the revenues. I see also the 
revenues of the villages entered in the name of the Ranee who died in the 
beginning of Sumvut 1904 (Juljt 1847) are not brought to the credit of the 
State, but arc collected by the Raja. 

7. Besides the above, the Raja has given away nine other villages for 
charitable and religious purposes, the revenues of which arc estimated at about 
Rs. 4,000*

11. The new Veeras alluded to arc Kolhec Vecra*’ and “ Gossaco A'^eera.*' 


The former varies in amount in different villages. I think the average will he 
found to be about four rupees a village, and to yield annually Rh. 600. 
The Raja states tliat this was imposed for the purpose of relieving the Uyut.<i 
from the burden of supplying fuel gratis to him and his officers ; but 1 am 
afraid such is not the case, for 1 learn that not>\ithslanding the imposition of 
the Veera, fuel is still supplied gratis as before. 

12. On the same principle he defends the Gossaee Veern, which yields 
about Us. 1,0()() per annum. Formerly the Gossacesused to make a circuit 
of the Purgunas, and levy contributions on the villages. They gave a great 



deal of annoyance to the Ryuts, and to put a stop to this he imposed the 
Veera, and pays the Gossaces himself. How far this statement is correct| I 
cannot say ; but from the large sums entered in the village accounts as 
expended in the village for religious purposes, I am inclined to doubt it. 

13. The Mulna Veera, Kothce Veera, and Gossaee Veera have been annual- 
ly collected, and not brought to account for many years: and on occasions 
an extra Veera is imposed; for instance, on the purchase of an elephant, a 

Huttco Veera" is made, and last year, on the death of the youngest Uanee, a 
** Pote Veera" was made, at the rate of two per cent., on the revenues of the 
Purgunas, which yielded about Us. 4,000. 

14. The fifth charge the Raja partially admits, and excuses himself for so

der heiul of Sookree in Hhalodc. This admission, 1 suspect, was made in 
the consequence of the Raja hearing that the farmer of the 
Potdar'ii shop. Bhalode Purguna had told me lie had been obliged to 

pay Rs. 1,350 for ‘‘ Sookree." The Raja does not appear to have been aware 
that I was in possession of proofs of his having made collections under the 
same name in other Purgunas. The sum mentioned above ns having been 
paid by the Ulialode farmer, is credited in a So wear's book in the Raja's 
private acoount. This coidd not have been the case if it had been paid for 
the purpose of being expended in the manner descrihed by the Raja. I do 
not tliiiik the sum collected by the Raja on account of ** Sookree" could have 
been much under Rs. 10,000. 

15. The sixth charge the Raja dentes. From the depositions given before

16. The above charges refer principally to the Nanclod, Panethn, Gowalee, 
Juggria, and Ulialodo Purgunas. Regarding Ruttunpoor, Loona, and the 
hill districts, I have, owing to the very short period 1 have been in the district, 
been unable to procure very certain information. 

17. In the last year ofGopal Rao Myral’srarm (Snmvut 1896, a. d. 1839-40) 
the total receipts for that year, including Rs. 14,896 received by the Raja 
under the head of Khangee Babtee" and Sadur," were Rs. 2,66,093-6-6 ; 
and I am of opirTioii that as much, if not a larger sum, was collected last year, 
for though in some few instances the cultivation has declined since then, it is 
certainly not the case with regard to the whole State. 

18. In the Ruttunpoor Piirguna there is not the same quantity of land in 
cultivation, owing, it is said, to several bad seasons, and to the ravages made 
by cholera. But the revenues have not fallen off to the extent the Roja would 



wish to be believed. In Sunivut 1896 (a. d. 1839-40) the receipts from the 
land revenues of this Purguna were Us. 31,479-4-0, and the last year, includ- 
ing Sadur, the receipts were Rs. 15,801, and from all I cun ascertuin the 
cultivation has not diminished more than four annas in the rn))ee ; and there- 
fore the Raja or his officers must have appropriated about Rs. 8,000. 

19. Of the Warec Purguna I have been unable to obtain any information, 
but I see in a Sowcar’s account the farmer of it has paid to the Raja's private 
account Rs. 1,733, wliich leads me to suppose that the Purguna is farmed 
at a sum much below its value. 

20. The (jora and Gurdesur Purgunas are retained by the Muhnrnna 
under his own management, and they are entered in the statement as yielding 
Rs. 4,518 ; and from a report made by a Karkoon I sent to examine the 
Patels of tirese two districts, I find the actual revenue paid to the Raja was 
Rs. 7,810. In the same manner have the Raja and his dependants intercepted 
the revenue of every description of resource, whether it is derived from the 
Cornelian mines, Abkaree, Sayer, timber, &c. 

21. I have idready stated tliere are no village accounts that can be depend- 
ed on, and the Uuju informs me there are no Tulook or lloozoor accounts, 
and therefore what were the actual realizations of revenue lust year and in 
past years cannot be ascertained ; but I think what I have already staled, 
together with the partial admission of the Raja, will he sufficient to convince 
the llonomble the Governor in Council that the whole revenues of the past 
year have not been paid into the Potdar’s shop, and that a very considerubla 
portion has been intercepted by the Raja. These disclosures will also explain 
the cause of the falling off of the revenues since Sumvut 1896 (a. I). 1839-40) 
as shown hy the accounts annually prepared and forwarded by the Raja, and 
verify the suspicions of the Raja intercepting the revenues, as expressed in the 
3rd para, of Mr. Chief Secretary Willoughby’s letter, dated 24th December 
1845, No. 6650. 

22. Such being the case, it remains for Government to take such measures 
as it may deem fit for the future administration of the State, and tlic enforce- 
ment of its own orders. From the example set by the Raja, it is not to be 
wondered at that his Karbarces and their dependents have cheated him; 
and the farmers to meet his and their demands have been obliged to exact 
every rupee they could from the Ryuta, and in doing so have committed a 
great many very oppressive acts, such as collecting more than the ** Giinwut,’’ 
compelling holders of rent-free lands to pay an assessment on them, keeping 
back money payments due to Patels, Dhers, &c., and many other acts of a 
like description. 

23. In my 17tli paragraph I have mentioned that I do not think the 
cultivation of the whole State has declined since Sumvut 1896 (a. d. 1839-40) 
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the Inst year of Tiopal Ifao i\I yral’s farm ; but the petitions made by the Ryiits 
previous to and during; my circuit of tliis State, convince me that if the leases 
arc not quashed, a large portion of the Hyiits will throw up their lands and 
desert their vilhiges. 

24. Tl)c Raja appears, from wlmt I have seen of him, devoid of all energy, 
and inca])a))l(: of managing the State; and he has not a single respectable man 
in Ins employ competent to j)erforin the duties of a Minister. umbers of 
Ryuts told me they hud petitioned the Raja hut eould obtain no redress, and 
if, us lias been the ease in some few cases, he listened to them and gave orders 
to the farmcis in accordance ■ with the prayer of their pt^titions, the farmers 
paid not the blighlest attention to them, and tlio Raja was nnahle to compel 
them to do so. 

2.J. The Raja, by surreptitiously intorccjiting the revenues, has committed 
a very heinous breaeh of faith with the Rritish (government, and us he owes 
all he has to it, he would have no jurt grounds for eomplaiiit if the attachment 
of his State were determiiM'd on; and I should not have hud the slightest 
hesitation in recoiiiimaKiiiig such a proceeding, dul l not think the a|)))oint- 
imnt of a Karhaice or Minister by (Government would be uttended with less 
jicrrnanent inconvenience, for all the Raja’s private debts do not cxeecd four 
lakhs of rupees, w’liich might he paid ort’ ill five years. After the debts had 
been diseharged, there w'ould be no grounds to continue the attuebment, and 
the country w'ould have to he restored to the Raja, wdio would n®t be ilieii 
more competent to |)crform his duties than be is at present; and 1 think, if 
lie were s[)arcd the disgrace wliieh w'ouhl be entailed on him by the attach- 
ment of his country, he would be most willing to consent to a Karliaree being 
jiermanently apjiointed by the (iovernment, and to .bind^ himself to act iu 
accordance with his advice. 

2t). 'I’hc great olijeets to lie attained are a permanent and equitable 
settlement of igvenuc, and the faithful recfird of the collections. At present 
there is no .security for the Ryiit. IJc may have, at the commencement of 
the cultivating season, agreed to pay a certain sum, and when his crops are 
ripe he is compelled to pay twenty-five or fifty per cent. more. If, therefore, 
the Honorable the Governor in Council should sanction the appointment of a 
Karbarec or Minister, he should be a person who has had some experience 
as a Mauiliitdar in one of the Gnzerat Zillas. 

27. I would recommend that the farming system in every shape be 
discontinued ; for even supposing we could get (iopal Rao Myral or any 
other respeetahlc Sowcar to farm the whole State, we cannot provide against 
villages being imclcr-let, as w'us the case in the luto farm ; and as the farmer 
and snb-Iessees must have their profits, the Ryuts must suffer, and be compelled 
to pay a higher rate of assessment than we have any title to exact from them. 



Moreover we cannot make the fanners keep an account of thrir collections, 
niul if we could, we should not have the moans of testing their accuracy. 'I’hc 
revenues should, therefore, be settled in the manner it is clone in oiir own teni- 
tories. The amount of revenue should be settled by the Karbarce with 1*11011 vil- 
lage, and the Potdai* informed of the ninounl he is to receive. Accounts should 
be kept of all payments made by the Kyuts, to whom receipts should be given. 

28. The Karbaree should have a salary of Its. t'OO a month, and two 
Mandiitdars under him, one on a salary of Ks. loO in the lower Ihnguiuis, 
and the other in the hill districts on Its. HK). Ivaeh of these oHic(*rs should 
have one or more Karkoons allotted to him, aecortling to the duties rccpiired. 

29. The only dillicully will be in the first year, owing to the absenee of 
all accounts; for it is scarcely credible, tlioiigl) it is a fuel, that the Kaja has 
no records or accounts to show' wlnit are the actual revenues of liis ^tate. 
I believe Mr. Willoughby ^rcpaied a stateineut’’^' shuw'ing the number of 
villages in all the Purgunas, the amount of levemie reali/.iiblo thcrelVoni, 
and the deducti(ms on account of alienated lands, iSicc. This statement, owing 
to the confusion of the Pesidency rccoids, 1 have not been able to find. (Jopy 
of this and other statements were forwarded to (iovernment with Mr. Wil- 
loughby’s letter to the address of Mr. W illiams, dated lOlh January 1822, 
and I should feel obliged if you could favour me w ith coj)ies. 

30. As to the police nianagement of the country, I should be inclined to 
leave it, as 'at present, in the hands of the Haja, who punishes all lesser 
crimes, ami those of greater inaguitmbi he reports to the Political Agent, and 
decides by his advice. Should the Raja, liowcver, seek to increase his receipts, 
by levying oppiessive fines, he should be informed that such conduct would 
lead to the attachment of tin* State. 

31. Should the Honorable the Governor in (’oiincll sanction my proposi- 
tions, I will hereafter forw ard a list of the Raja’s debts, and submit a plan for 
their discharge. 

32. In conclusion, I request I may be favoured w itb instructions as speedily 
as possible. 1 have already stated bow oppicssive the conduct of the farmcis has 
been, and how general the discontent of the Hyutsis; and should the farmers he 
iiutquashed immediately, the revenue w ill suffer a serious diminution. The whole 
system of the revenue nianagement is vicious, and requires to be reujodelled, 
and 1 have therefore refrained from giving any advice to the Raja on the subject, 
until 1 have been made acquainted with the bcnlimeiits of Government.

From A. Malbt, Esq., Chief Secretary to Government, Bombay, 

To T. OatLvY, Esq., Political Agent in the Rewa Kanta. 

Dated November 1846. 

Sin,— I am directed by the Right Honorable the Governor in Council to 
acknowledge the receipt of Mr. Mansfield’s letter, dated the 19th April 
last. No. 196, with enclosures, reporting the result of the inquiries instituted 
by him into the revenue management of the Rajpeepla State for the year 
1846-47. 

2. In reply, I am instructed to observe, that past experience has shown 
that under proper supervision, and with ordinary good faith on the part of the 
Raja, the revenues of this State are ample to meet all legitimate demands ; 
and Mr. Mansfield's report proves that existing difficulties have not been 
occasioned by any serious falling off of the resources, but in consequence of 
a considerable portion of the amount actually realized having been intercepted 
by the Raja and appropriated to his own use, in violation of the conditions 
under which the State was entrusted to his management. 

3. That such a state of things should have been allowed to be undetected 
for so long a period, His Lordship in Council considers betrays a laxity of 
supervision on the part of the Agents, by no means creditable to them. 
An attempt is made to transfer the blame of this neglect to the four KarLoons 
stationed in the Rajpeepla districts. But this cannot be allowed ; for if they 
were incompetent or untrustworthy, they ought long ago to have been dis- 
charged, and to have been replaced by more efficient agents. 

4. As the first step to be adopted. His Lordship in Council directs that 
you will proceed forthwith to Rajpeepla, and, after full inquiry on the spot, 
report the result of your observations to Government, and suggest such 
remedial measures as may appear to you desirable. 

6. The only objects which the British Government can have in view 
in interfering with the Rajpeepla administration, are — first, to secure the 
punctual realization of the demands fo^which it is responsible; and second, to 
secure such a polibe, as will prevent its own subjects from suffering from the 
depredations of the wild tribes, composing the chief part of the population of 
a considerable portion of Rajpeepla. 

6. It seems immaterial how. these objects are secured, provided they are 
effectually secured; and I am directed to suggest the four following modes 
for your consideration : — 

1st. — Withdrawal from all interference with the Raja’s administration, on 
hid furnishing good security, or his assigning a portion of his resources 
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3ufficieiit for the payment of the Gaekwar tribute, an instalment of the 
debt due to the British Government, the small pension assigned to the 
late Minister’s family, and a moderate instalment of the old debt due by 
the State, a part of which, due to the heirs of the late Choonelal of 
Surat, has lately been recognized. 

7nd . — That the British Government shall again assume the whole manage- 
ment of the State, uncontrolled by the local administration, and continue 
to do so until all public pecuniary obligations have been satisfied ; a 
suitable provision being, during tliis period, assigned for the Raja’s 
support. 

3rd. — That a certain portion of the resources of the State, sufficient to 
liquidate these demands, be only sequestered, the remainder being sub- 
ject to the Raja’s exclusive control. 

Ath and Appointing a Minister to manage the aflfairs of the State 

in roiii ert with the Raja. 

7. The first arrangement His I^ordship in Council considers to be the 
most satisfactory, though the character of the present Raja and of the people 
about him is understood to be opposed to its adoption ; notwithstanding 
that in a late report you have stated that the next financial report of the 
Kajpeepla State will exhibit a surplus of revenue over expenditure. 

8. His Lordship in Council does not deem it necessary to remark on the 
various topics noticed in Mr. Mansfield’s report until the extent of the future 
interference of Government with the administration of Rajpeepla has been 
determined, since, if the first of the proposed arrangements is practicable, past 
fraud and mismanagement may be overlooked. 

9. In case, however, a continuance of minute supervision cannot be 
dispensed with, His Lordship in Council is of opinion that the Raja should 
be required to refund the Government portions of the revenues he may have 
misappropriated, the amount being deducted from his personal Nemnook. 
The scale of expenditure fixed for the State should also be revised, and all 
superfluous disbursements be disallowed. The alienations of the State 
resources, recently made by the Raja ^thout the sanction of Government, 
whether to his Ranees or to favoured mdividuals, or to religious institutions, 
should be resumed, on the well known and admitted principle that a tributary 
State is not at liberty to make such alienations of the resources from whence 
its tribute is to be defrayed. 

10. It is matter of surprise to Government that the voluminous statements 
referred to in para. 29 of Mr. Mansfield’s report are not forthcoming in your 
office. I am directed to transmit copies of these statements to you, and to 
inform you that the records relating to Rajpeepla, during the period the 
Honorable Mr. Willoughby was in charge of the State from 1820 to 1820, 
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must contain' authentic information of ail its resources, and enable you to 
defeat any attempts on tlie part of the pres*ent administration to deceive you 
in regard to their amount, and to detect any recent alienations. 

11. With respect to the measures which should be adopted to effect an 
adjustment of the accounts of the Potdaree, I am instructed to refer you to 
my communication of this date. No. 4715.

Sin, — I have the honour to acknowledge the receipt of Mr. Malct’s letter of 
the 9tli November hist, No. 4710, in reply to Mr. Mansfield’s of the 19th April 
previous. No. 190, with enclosures, reporting the result of his inquiries into the 
revenue nianngement of Rajpeepla for 1846-47. 

2. (jovernment expressed their displeasure that the state of things report- 
ed- by Mr. Mansfield should have been allowed to continue so long undetected, 
and directed me to proceed to Rajpeepla, and, after full inquiry on the spot, to 
suggest such remedial measures as might appear desirable. 

3. The only objects proposed by the British Government are stated to be, 
the punctual payment of the demands for which they are responsible, and to 
secure such a police as shall protect the neighbouring British territories from 
the predatory tribes of Rajpeepla. 

4. Four courses are suggested for consideration : Is^ — To withdraw from 
all interference in the Raja’s administration, on his furnishing good security, 
or on his assigning a portion of his resources sufficient to meet all the demands 
on his State for the payment of whi^ Government held themselves respon*- 
sible. 2nd , — To assume the exclude management of the State, assigning a 
suitable maintenance to the Raja, until all public pecuniary obligations have 
been satisfied, ird , — To sequestrate a portion only of the resources, sufficient 
to liquidate the demands. Aih , — To appoint a Minister to manage affairs in 
concert with the Raja. 

5. Mr. Mansfield reported that the Raja had suppressed the names of cer- 
tain villages in a stiitement forwarded to the Agency, and retained in his own 
innnagenrent others, entered as farmed fur sums less than he received from 
them ; ' that he collected, under the heads of Sadur” and fChangee,” larger 
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sums than he brought to account; that he increased old cesses^ and levied new 
ones without paying them into the State bank ; that he levied money under the 
name of ‘*Sookree” from the farmers^ which he did not bring to account; iind 
that he increased the quantity of assigned lands, and misappropriated their 
produce. 

6. Mr. Mansfield estimates that as much as Rs. 40,000 have, in this man- 
ner, been intercepted by the Raja, and expresses it as his opinion that the 
resources of the State have not materially diininislied since tlic last year of 
Gopal Rao MyraPs lease. lie observes that tliC demands of the Raja and his 
officers have forced the farmers to oppress the Rynts so much, that a continu- 
ance of their leases must oblige the cultivators to nl)an(ion the country. He 
considers that the Raja’s breach of faith would justify nttachmcnl; hut, as 
the country would necessarily revert to him after his debts had been 
liquidated, he recommends that a Minister should be appointed by the (Tritisli 
Government, with a suitable establishment, to manage the country irrespective 
of the Raja. 

7. Before I venture to ofler an o))inion on the remedies suggested by Go- 
vernment, I trust I may be permitted to explain, on behalf of Mr. Mansfickrs 
predecessors, that Government <lo not appear to me to have been kept in igno- 
rance of the nature of the Raj.i’s administration, but that the Political Agents 
have felt that the case demanded delicacy and caution, for the sake of both tlie 
Raja and his people. It f>robuhly occurrctl to them, that so long as there 
appeared a prospect that his engagcnicnts would be fidfdled, it was inex- 
pedient to weaken the Raja’s influence by encouraging false hopes and 
resistance to his authority. They may have thonglU that attachment could 
at any time be adopted as a Inst resort, without, in the mean time, bringing 
on the country the doubtful good, but certain evils, of divided and coidlicling 
authority. 

8. Government are disposed in some degree to exonerate from blame the 
four Karkooiis stationed in Rajpecpla, on tlic ground that their remissness 
was the natural consequence of the laxity of their superiors. Allowing full 
weight to this consideration, it appears to me that the liberal salaries they 
enjoyed, demanded greater activity on€llicir part. It was assuredly their 
duty to communicate to the Political Agent the result of the observations 
their positions enabled them to make. Still I think with regard to three 
of them, Sudaseeveray Hurreebhoy, Mahashunkcr Oomyashunker, and 
Luxumun Rao Mahadeo, that they might be allowed certificates of having 
served under Government, and so be rendered eligible for employment 
elsewhere. I think that the circumstances reported by Mr. Mansfield regard- 
ing Suntokray Anundray, are sufficiently suspicious to create distrust in that 

person’s honesty. 

86r 
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9. In uccordiince with the iii^tnictioiis of Government, I moved my camp 
to Nandod on the I 61 I 1 of February lant, and on the 23rd of tlie same month 
closed t))c guaranteed Bank. I Bimll do myself the honour to report separate- 
ly on this subject. 

10. During the whole of tny stay at Nandod my time was fully occupied 
in adjusting dis|}Utc.s between the Itaja and the farmers, and between the 
farmers and the Ityuts, and in inquiry into numerous cases that came 
before me. 

11. I respeetfjilly urged the liaja to reply to the many references made to 
him by Mr. Mansfield and myself, and at length received a general answer 
from him that the resistance that hart been offered to his authority made him 
afraid to institute the retiiiisile iiirjiiirics ; and my observations lead me to rely 
on tly; truth of this statement. iNiimeroiis petitions have been presented to 
me that ought fiist to have been made to tlic Raja, and I have found it neces- 
sary to issue a public notice, that I should not countenance any attempts to 
evade payment of the just dues of Government. 

12. In regard to the Raja’s vii>la(ion of contract in intercepting the 
revenue, I beg to submit that his conduct in this respect should be viewed 
with much indulgence. The restraints that have for so many years been 
imposed on In-. (?xpenditurc must have proved extremely irksome to him, 
and the evasions he has practised were jierhaps to he expected from the 
untrained mind of a person of his class. He docs not altogether deny the 
accusations brought against him ; hut he has attempted to defend his conduct 
on the plea of increasing exjjcnses. lie has frequently and earnestly assured 
me that he is most anxious to act in accordance with the wishes of Govern- 
ment, and he has in many instances endeavoured to give proofs of his 
sincerity. He has, with tlie utmost readiness, issued a i^roclamutiou render- 
ing penal the sale or purchase of slaves in his territory j he has agreed to 
maintain a vaccinator at Nandod on a salary of eighteen Baroda rupees 
a month, and a schoolmaster on twenty rupees, to be charged to the general 
revenues ; he has consented to take hereditary securities from the villages 
bordering on British territory in communication with the Political Agent; 
and he has promised to publish sanitary rules for the health and cleanliness 
of his towns and villages. 

13. It is *true that fears, resulting from his own misconduct, may 
draw from him many insincere professions ; but I am in hopes that a con- 
ciliatory course may enable the Political Agent to effect more through 
the Uaja*s willing co-operation than by any other means short of absolute 
sequestration. 

14 . In considering what course should be adopted for the future manage- 
ment of Kujpcepla, it is necessary to detail the Raja’s obligations. 
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Ohliyationa qf thf Rajpeepla State that ought to be 
annually paid through the British Government.

19. In the 5th para, of that communication, Government directed tliat the 
claim of Bhowaneedas Bhanudus to Rs, 30,000, forming No. 2 in the statc- 
iiicnt accompanying Mr. Remingtorrs letter noticed above, should be inquired 
into, provided the creditor furni.shed proofs to estabii.sl) his claims within a 
given period ; and further ordered that he should be infuruK^d that otherwise 
his case would not afterwards be considered. Mr. Stuart accordingly address- 
ed that person on the 22nd January 1846 at Bombay, the place of residence 
specified in liis petition, and, as no reply has been received, I presume that the 
demand must be C||ially rejected. 

20. Ill dismissing the other claims, amounting to a principal of 
Rs. 6,02,591-4-0, Government directed that the Raja should be rorpiosted to 
investigate those claims, and, with some exceptions, provide for their licpiida- 
tion should they prove just. 

21. Ill Mr. Willoughby’s letter to tbe late Mr. Williams, dated the 
22nd February 1822, regarding the debts due by Rajpeepla, some demands 



against the State arc noticed that were not preferred before Mr. Reming- 
ton. 

22. Rs. 60,000 are entered as the probable amount due to Ileemabhaee of 
Ahmedabad. I do not find that this claim has been advanced since that time, 
and therefore interference would not appear requisite. 

23. Rs. 46,631 are entered as advanced to iVarsing by Shroffs of Baroda. 
The sum of Rs. 3,000 advanced by Modee Rhookuti, forming No. 6 in Mr. 
Remington's statement, is probably u portion of that sum ; as is also the item 
of Rs. 30,000 noticed in my 19th paragraph. No claimants have appeared 
for the remainder of that amount, and consequently 1 presume no further 
inquiry need be made regarding it. 

24. There is another entry of Rs. 48,037, claimed by Abdoolla Jumadar. 
This person advanced no claims before Mr. Remington; but the sons of the 
late Jumadar petitioned Mr. Mansfield and myself for Us. 41,201 on three 
bonds; Rs. 34,501 on a bond dated Sumviit 1883 (a. d. 1827), and 
Rs. 0,700 on two bonds dated several years later. Making inquiries, it 
appeared that in Smiivut 1883 (a. d. 1827) the Jumadar pressed the Raja to 
settle his accounts, and that, after some negociation, he agreed to accept of a 
bond for Rs. 40,000 in lieu of all previous claims, on condition of recovering the 
amount by regular instalments. A portion of that sum was paid ; but a 
balance of Rs. 34,501 remains still due. The two bonds for Rs. 6,700 were 
fresh acknowledgments, granted during the Bukshee^s management, of which 
the Raja denies all knowledge. It appears to me, consequently, that the first 
item should be allowed, and the lust (Us. 6,700) left entirely to the Ruja’s 
own discretion. 

25. A claim for Rs. 5,500, advanced by Uriirut Rao Dwarka Shrofi', is 
also noticed; but as I do not find that this sum has ever been claimed since 
the period of Mr. Willoughby’s report, it may probably be thought unnecessary 
to entertain the case now. 

26. Rs. 8,000 are entered due to certain Bramins of Chandod. No 
allusion is made to this claim by Mr. Remington ; but when my camp was 
lately at Nandod, eight bonds were presented to me, dated in Sumvut 1859 
(A. o. 1803), for Rs. 54,654-8-0, purporting to have been granted, seven of them 
by Raja Ajebsing, and one by Raja Ramsing, to Ganda Tooljaram and others 
of Chandod. The Raja's Minister professed entire ignorance of the existence 
of such bonds, and it appears to me hardly requisite that Government should 
interfere for the settlement of claims advanced at so late a period, and for 
such remote times, since it would be difficult to ascertain the ^particulars 
of those transactions now, and because acknowledgments of this kind are 
sometimes given by Native Princes to favoured individuals with reckless 
extravagance. 
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27. The debts against the State; for the settlement of which Govern-

23. The Raja has expressed his readiness to be guided by the advice 
of Government in regard to the demands against his State, and is prepared to 
admit the principal of these claims, though still expressing doubts of their 


accuracy. 

29. He is desirous of entering into a compromise with the heirs of Lalla 
Choonclall, and promises, that if his negociations do not succeed within fifteen 
days, he will recognize the principal at once. 

30. The Raja thinks that a part of the sum of Rs. 2,599-4-0, claimed by 
Purshotum Ruttunram, has been paid by the State bank ; but he will admit 
that sum provided the bunk accounts do not confirm his impression. 


31. In regard to Rs. 2,170 claimed by Modee Uhookun, and Rs. 32,156 
clnimed by Pnrboodas VuiulrawMiidas, the Riija doiihts whether these claims 
were advanced in full, though he admits that he cannot |)ro(lnce proofs to refute 
them. The latter creditor has produced copies of accounts showing that the 
bond he now holds was substituted for one of curlier date, and prom'ses to 
produce tlie originals before the Ruja. 


32. The Ruja was ut first inclined to dispute tlie claims of Abdoolla Juma- 
dar’s sons ; but when reminded of (he long services of that person, ho agreed to 
satisfy the demands of his heirs within a given period. 


33. Debts amounting to Rs. 1 ,0 1 ,606-1 1-6, contracted during the Bukshee's 
management, were, under the instructions contained in Mr. Secretary Town- 
send’s letter, dated 1st June 1844, No. 1780, referred to the Raja to settle just- 
ly. Verisaljee expresses entire ignorance of these transactions in the absence 
of all the Bukshce’s papers and accounts, and his suspicions that they were 
misappropriations. 11c declares his willingness, at the same time, to inquire 
into these claims^ and to satisfy such as may prove just. 


34. It appears to me, however, that as the Raja was well known to have 
been restricted to a fixed allowance, it would be impolitic in Government to 
recognise debts contracted in dehance of their own arrangements, and repudi- 
ated by the Raja. 


35. Verisaljee admits that he has himself contracted about Rs. 35,000 of 
debt, and probably that is an under-estimate. 
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3(j. He wishes to adopt the following plan to meet his obligations. By the 
end of A. D. 1848-49 a surplus of about Us. 68,000 will remain avuilal>le for 
this purpose. At tl»e close of the current year, a balance of Us, 14,666-10-4 
will remain due to the British Govcrriinent, after the payment of the usual in- 
stalment of U<. 20, 000 for military expenses. The Raja is desirous that this 
debt should he extinguish(?d at once during the current year; that Us. 15,000 
shruild he |)ai«l to In'; |)er<onal creditors; and the remaining Us. 38,331 applied 
in part rupiidution of the old debt. 

37. It is probable that the misappj-opriations of the Potdar (banker) will 
more than cover the iTinainder of the old debt, amounting to Rs. 93,999 ; 
hut should those expectations ho disappointed, the Raja requests, that out 
of the expected 8ur|»lus of al)out Us. 70,000 in 1849 and 1860, Us. 30,000 
he applied towards the liquidation of the old debt, reducing it to Us. 63,999; 
that Us. 20,000 shouhl be paid to his own creditors; and that the balance of 
about Us. 17,000 be added to bis personal Nemnook (allowance). 

38. 1 hardly think it necessary to enforce the payment of more than the 
principal of the old debt, as the amount specified in the bonds probal)Iy 
included both premium and some interest, whilst it is likely that the 
claimants would have received nothing without the interference of 
Government. 

39. It might be advisable to appropriate the whole of the surplus towards 
discharging the old debt; as, by complying with the Raja's wishes, we should 
appear to sanction a disregard of our own injunctions. 

40. After the current year the surplus may be expected to bo not less than 
Us. 70,000 a year up to llie clo.«;e of the present farms, provided the Raja’s 
fltllowunce be not raised. Thus, by the end of 1849-50, nearly all the old 
debts would be liquidated. 

40a. When the British Government undertook the nninagement of this 
Principality in 1821-22, its pecuniary embarrassments amounted almost to 
bankruptcy; but as the Raja Narsing was incapacitated from government 
by blindness, and as his son V^uisaljee was a minor, w'e were enabled to adopt 
our own financial arrangements for its relief.

year, for the part li(|nidation of this hinn. 'The antieipaled surplus of ai)(>nt 
Us. 70,000 in 1849-60, will nearly aicci the balance of about Ks. 7H,033 
remaining due. 


45. From 1822-23 to 182S-29 inclusive, the productive parts of the 
country were farmed to a itanker named Khundus Waj.'jee; from 1829-30 
to 1832-33 inclusive, the State was managed by I^lrbo^Klas Bukshoe ; fioiii 
1833-34 to 1839-40, the principal districts were farmed hy (.Gupal Kao Rlyral; 
and since that period the Raja has administered his own affairs. 

46. I have annexed statements showing the icvenues realized during 
those periods, and the sums applied to the liqnidutiun of debts, with other 
particulars. 

47. During the first period of eight years, up to 1829-30, the revenues 
averaged Rs. 2,21,220, and the payments on account of debt Rs. 77,222. 
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47a. In the four years of the Bukshee's* management, the realizations 
averaged Rs. 1,76,361, and the payment fur debt Rs. 22,675. It was found 
necessary to raise considerable loans during this period, whilst large private 
debts were contracted in the Raja’s name in excess of his maintenance. 

48. During the seven years of Gopaf Rao Myrul's farm, the revenues 
averaged Rs. 2,24,633, and the liquidation of debt Rs. 42,845. 

49. In the course of the last nine years, under the Raja’s management, 
the receipts have averaged Rs. 2,06,409, and the payments for debt Rs. 26,508. 

50. It will be observed tliat the revenues reached their highest point 
during Oopal Rao Mynd’s farm, and their lowest under the Bukshee’s manage- 
ment. The averages shown by the Raja are not very favourable, and little 
doubt exists that the revenues shown in his accounts were considerably less 
than those actually raised. 

51. I’hc whole of the Raja’s public debts have, however, been discharged ; 
and I have detailed the mode in which I think those of a private nature can 
be provided for. Rnjpeepla may thus be pronounced almost free from ern 
bnrrassmcnt. 

, 62. The number of cases in which I was called upon to interfere, wherein 
the Raja, the people, and the farmers were concerned, detained my camp for 
more than a month at Nandod ; and my nomination to an appointment else- 
where, prevented my accomplishing the design I had formed of moving through 
the Rajpeepla districts with the view of acquiring further information regarding 
the affairs of the State. But I feci little regret on this account, as it appears to 
me that enough is already known, and because what I saw convinced me that 
it was more necessary to quiet than to excite the minds of the people. 

53. All the inquiries I have made, induce me to rely on the accuracy of the 
information supplied to Government by Mr. Mansfield. I do not think, how- 
ever, that on the whole the farms have proved detrimental. The revenues 
have greatly improved under them ; cultivation has increased ; and I believe 
that, even though oppressed, the people have benefited by the plenty caused by 
stimulated production. The resources of the country are susceptible of greater 
development, but they appear to he in a comparatively flourishing condition. 

54. I am glad to be able to say that I found Vcrisaljee ready to attend to 
my advice in closing farms that worked ill, and in adopting other suggestions 
I made. 

# 

66. The Raja having, however, largely drawn upon the resources of his 
country beyond his fixed allowance, and having, in so doing, infringed the 
arrangement made by Government, we might perhaps feel free to adopt our 
own plans for the future management of this Principality ; but I think that 
the Raja’s conduct should be viewed indulgently, and with regret rather titan 
censure. 
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56. The low scale at which we fixed his maintenance ; the temptations that 
oflered For the evasion oF our restrictions ; and the iiulircct interFcrence we 
exercised through Four Karkoons^ produced the Fruits that were, perhaps, to 
be expected From our measures — misappropriation and misunderstandiii];;, 

57. The inhabitants oF Rnjpcc[fla unquestionably desire the rule of the 
British; but I presume Government do not consider that a suflicient reason 
to set aside the llnja*6 inanngcincnt. Sequestration would be a harsh measure, 
and one that, under present circumstances, does not appear necessary. 

58. The proposition to sequestrate a part of the Ib'incipalily deserves con- 
sideration. It would be viewed as a boon by the people, and as less objcc- 
lioimltle by the Raja than entire attachment. Should ibis course be prcFcrrcd, 
the part oF the country adjoining the Gaekwar territory should be assumed, since 
the inhabitants oF the districts bordering on British territory have an easier 
escape From tyranny. The measure would probably, however, be deemed a 
penalty by the Raja, which he would ever intrigue to remove. It would, 
besides, im|)osc additional labour on the Buliticul Agent, whose duties are 
already sufiieieiitlY onerous. 

59. The last course noticed by Government, that of appointing a Minister to 
manage the State in communication with the Raja, n|)pcura to inc open to 
many objections. It would bo u )>unis]unont to the Kaja, whilst it would be 
extremely dilTicult to find a person prooF against the temptations that such u 
position would oiler. The measure would be ncaily allied to that oF total 
sequestration. For a Minister oF our nomination would be viewed as our 
instrument, and the wciglit and rcHponsibility of the udministrution would thus 
be thrown on the British Government. 

60. The first measure suggested by Ciovernment, that oF committing to the 
Raja the administration of Ills own iiHairs, appears to me the most eligible ; For 
although Government consider the Haju\s character soincvvliat opjiosed to such 
an arraiiLTcnient, it seems deserving oF experiment to govern the country with 
equity through his iiistriimentaliCy. Veiisaljcc has expressed an earnest wish 
to be guided by the Political .Agciifs advice, and altlioiigh his professions may 
have been the dictates oF fear, it may yet be politic to treat them as iF they 
were uttered in sincerity. 

61. Should Government decide on adopting this course, they might, I 
think, express their sorrow at the little gratitude evinced by the Ituja to the 
British Government, that placed him in possession oF Rnjpeepla and rescued 
it From ruin ; they might warn him that the resources oF the country, as they 
existed ill 1822-23, will be held answerable For his ohligatioiis For which 
Government deem themselves responsible; that no alienation made since then 
to his Ranees, or others, will be respected ; that public must take precedence 
of all private claims; and that any severity exercised towards those who have

brought their grievances to the notice of the Political Agent will be visited 
with the severest displeasure of Government. This course would remove the 
evils of divided authority, and leave the vices of the Raja’s management to 
work their own cure in showing their ruinous consequences, should the 
Political Agent’s remonstrances fail to remove them ; for it would still, I 
think, be the duty of that officer to watch over the Raja’s proceedings, and to 
tender his advice in a iimnner least calculated to weaken that Chiefs authority. 

62. Vcrisaljee complains with some reason that the absence of the 
accounts of Rajpeepla kept by Purboodas Bukshee and the different farmers 
who managed the country, dias caused him much embarrassment. He has 
expressed an intention of drawing up Cullumbundccs (detailed statements 
showing the tenures, usages, responsibilities, &e. &c.) of each village, in order 
that the oppressions on the part of the local officers, and evasions on that 
of the people, may be checked. 

63. The Raja has complained with bitterness of the presence of four 
Karkoons in his territory : and, indeed, the number appears to be more than 
necessary. Two might be sufficient (for the purpose, chiefly, of keeping the 
Bhccls in check), one of whom might be stationed at Waree, and the other 
at or near Sagbarrn. 

64. They would probably be the means of bringing to light crimes that 
have as yet escaped detection; they would strengthen the Raja’s authority 
over the almost independent paKs of his territory, and promote the security 
of the British frontier. 

65. The Rnja is willing that all the Bhcel villages that have not as yet fur- 
nished hereditary security, should be required to do so in communication with 
the Political Agent. Officers stationed at the places I have named, might ac- 
complish that object gradually, and without alarming those suspicious and 
turbulent classes. 

66. I have noted various lands and villages, that appear to have been alien- 
ated by the Raja and his officers in recent* times, without authority from the 
superior State. 

67. Mr. Willoughby, in his report to the Resident at Baroda, dated 19th 
January 1822, gave full particulars of the resources of Rajpeepla at that 
period, and of the quantity of land and the number of villages alienated. 
The accompaniment to that report, giving details of those lands and villages, is 
not on my records, and was not probably forwarded to the Government of 
Bombay. The particulars that appear to have been collected at that time 
were doubtless dejSosited among the records ; and as it is of great importance 
that they should be preserved to check unauthorised alienations, and as other 
papers of consequence, relating to the earlier transactions of this office, are 
wanting, I had the honour to address a letter to the Acting Resident at 
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Baroda, on the 13th January 1849, No. 29, requesting him to allow one of his 
own clerks, with one from my office, to arrange and separate the Residency 
from the Rewa Kanta records. It is to be feared that some important papers 
may be found missing, as the removal of the records to and from Ahmcdabad 
and Baroda, caused, 1 have understood, many documents to be lost in the 
River Mahee.

Dated 30th November 1849. 

Sir, — I am directed by the Right Honorable the Governor in Council to 
acknowledge the receipt of Mr. Ogiivy’s letter with enclosures. No. 246, dated 
the 13th April last, reporting the results of the interference exercised by 
the British Government, during the hist twenty-eight years, in the internal 
management of the Rnjpcepla State. 

2. In rejdy, I am desired to state that these results, as a whole, and 
considering the state of the country and its finances when the British 
Government commenced its interference in 1821, appear to be satisfactory, 
and that His Lordship in Council will not therefore dwell on those parts of 
the subject which are opim to animadversion. 

3. The Right Honorable the Governor in Council is satisfied, from the 
above results, tliat the State can now, if moderately well managed, fully meet 
all its liabilities without being subjected to any minute interference, which, us 
no longer being absolutely necessary, would be vexatious to the Chbr> and. 
might eventually be embarrassing to this Government. 

4. As the balance of tlic claim of Ils. 1 ,55,195-5-4 (the reduced amount due 
to the British Government on account of military aid) can without inconveni- 
ence, as stated by Mr. Ogilvy, be paid off this year, the Right Honorable 
the Governor in Council considers that this item may very properly be now 
cleared off. 

5. The old debts, I am instructed to add, should next be placed in train of 
liquidation. Of these, Government has, in Mr. Chief Secretary Willoughby’s 
letter No. 5321, dated the 24th November 1845, passed conditional decisions 
on claims amounting to Hs. 97,832-4-0; while Mr. Ogilvy is of opinion that 
Government should interfere in procuring the payment of debts amounting to 
Rs. 1,32,333-4-0. 

6. The Right Honorable the Governor in Council does not, however, con- 
sider it at present necessary to discuss these claims; but deems it sufficient to 
request that you will, under the orders contained in Mr. Secretary Townsend’s 
letter No. I78(k dated the 1st June 1844, require the Raja of Rajpeepla to 
arrange for the payment of such debts as arc justly due, giving preference to 
those formerly decided to be worthy of the interference of Government. 

7. The Right Honorable the Governor in Council entertains no doubt that 
you will be aide to induce the Raja to come to such a settlement as the credi- 
tors, under tlie known aversion of Government to interfere, will be willing to 
accept. 
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8. In the opinion of Government, arrangements for these payments by the 
Raja may be easily combii:ed with such an increase in the appropriation of 
revenues for his own necessary expenditure as may be requisite; for His Lord- 
ship in Council would be unwilling to commit to the Raja the management 
of his revenues, with a certainty that a nominiil maintenance of the same 
allowance as hitherto allotted to him, would force him to have recourse to the 
same underhand methods of obtaining money as he has lately practised. 

9. The Right Honorable the Governor in Council is now pleased to direct 
that the administration of the affairs of Rajpeepla be made over to the Raja, 
with a warning according to the tenor of the 61st paragraph of Mr. Ogilvy’s 
letter, couched in courteous terms. 

10. With reference to the 63rd paragraph of Mr. Ogilvy’s letter, I am de- 
sired to state that Ilis Lordship in Council authorises the retention for the 
present of the two Karkoons therein alluded to, in order to aid the Raja in 
maintaining the Police of his districts which border on those of the Honorable 
Company. It is not improbable that, as the Raja gains experience. Govern- 
ment will in no long time be able to remove them. 

11. In conclusion I am directed to state, that the documents alluded to in 
«the lasf paragraph of Mr. Ogilvy’s letter as having been drawn up by Mr. Wil- 
loughby, are on the records of Government.

Sir, — I have the honour to report, for the information of Government, 
that I proceeded to Nandod, the capital of Rajpeepla, on the 2Gth ultimo, for 
the purpose of carrying out the instructions contained in your letter No. 5153, 
of the 30th November last, directing me, under the orders contained in Mr. 
Secretary Townsend’s letter No. 1980, of the Ist June 1844, to require the Raja 
of Rajpeepla to arrange for the payment of such debts as were justly due 
against his State, giving preference to those formerly decided to be worthy of 
the interference of Government, and also make over the administration of the 
affairs of Rajpeepla to him, with a warning according to the tenor of the 61st 
paragraph of Mr. Ogilvy’s letter No. 245, of the 13th April 1849. 

8Kr 
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2. The Raja having visited me the following day, I made known to him my 
instructions and the wishes of Government, and informed him that directly 
I had examined the Potdur’s accounts with his Karbaree, I should be pre- 
pared to give him over charge of his State, and that I ho|)ed in the mean 
time he vv*ouid come to some early arrangement with the old creditors of his 
State, whose claims the British Government had considered it necessary to 
interfere in ; and likewise, that he would also gradually liquidate such other 
debts as were justly due. 

3. He at once replied he would do so without delay, begging me at the 
same time to send the creditors, who were with rny camp, to him, when, if he 
had any difficulty in coming to an arrangement with them, he would be 
guided entirely by my advice; he aUo promised to gradually liquidate any 
other debts against his State. 

4. I had also a long conversation with the Raja on other matters 
regarding the afiuirs of his State, in which beseemed to take much interest. 
He talked freely and openly on all points; he said I was aware that he had 
lately been visiting most of his districts to make himself perfectly acquainted 
with the people under him, the management and collection of the revenue, 
and all police matters ; and concluded by saying he should be most happy foit 
any advice 1 cotild give him. He left me impressed with the idea that he 
was able to manage his own afluirs, and I trust I am not deceived in giving 
it as my opinion that the Government will not again have to interfere in the 
management of Rajpeepla. 

5. Agreeably to the &th para, of your letter under reply, the old debts for 
which Government considered it necessary to interfere were as follows : —

6. Independently of these, Mr. Ogilvy, in the 27lh para, of his report, adds 
another debt due to the sons of Abdoola Jumadar, amounting to Rs. 34,501, 
which he thought Government might wish to interfere in. As this claim was 
settled before I reached Nandod, and an acquittance given, I shall not again 
allude to it. 

7. I have said the Raja left me promising to settle these debts. This was 

Enclosures N o8. 4, March ; by the 1st April every one of these 

B»and6. creditors was satisfied. Translations of their acknow- 

ledgments, that they have no further claims on the Raja, are herewith for- 
warded for the information of Government. It will be observed, the Raja and 
creditors by mutual agreement compromised the claims. 
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8. The creditors received the amount of their claims and passed acknow- 
ledgments in my presence, expressing themselves satisfied. As tlie trnnsla- 
tions of the acknowledgments fully show the compromise each agreed to^ it is 
not necessary for me to enter into explanation regarding them. 

9. On the Ist April, having closed the Potdars accounts, 1 addressed the 
accompanying letter (Enclosure No. I) to the Raju, making over tlic man- 
agement of his affairs to him, as also the balance in the Potdar's hands, 
amounting to Rs. 15,794-7-4; the accounts, when compared with those of the 
Raja, having been found quite correct. 

10. It is now necessary to make some remarks on this communication. I 
was directed to warn the Ituja in courteous terms: this I found much difficulty 
in doing, when I had to tell him it was proved he had violated the condition 
under which he had before been allowed to manage his affairs, by intercepting 
the revenues aiul appropriating them to his own use, or, in others words, fur- 
nishing accounts to (3V)vernmcnt which lie knew were incorrect ; but 1 trust 
the tone of ray letter will not be considered discourteous. 

11. In the 2nd parn. of my letter, I have required the Ittija to provide for 
the punctual payment of those public liabilities for which the British Govern- 

'ment is responsible, to prevent any misconceptions hereafter. In his reply, it 
will be seen the Raja promises to do so through the Political Agent. These

12. In my 3rd para, (being guided by the 5th and 6lh paras, of your letter 
of instructions to Mr. Ogiivy, No. 4716, of the 9th November 1848) I 
have informed the Raja it may be neoessary for him to furnish satisfactory 
security for these payments, or assign a portion of his resources equal to the 
amount, but that I would refer the point to Government and inform iiim here- 
after; thereby leaving tlie question open. On tliis subject I beg 1 may be 
furnished with instructions. If I may be allowed to give an opinion, ! would 
beg respectfully to say that there does not appear to be any present necessity 
to require such security. This fine Principality is in itself sufficient security 
for all such liabilities, or, in the words of the Raja himself, should he fail to 
pay, himself and his State are at the disposal of the Government.” 
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13. With reference to the 4th para« of instructions, I have already reported 
in my letter to the Acting Resident, Baroda, (copy of which was forwarded to 
Government)that theRnja had paid offthe whole of the balance due to the British 
Government on account of military expenses ; but since then 1 have been favour- 
ed with a copy of your communication to the Acting Resident, dated the 3rd 
December last, No. 5233, intimating that as these expenses were on account of a 
detachment of regular troops, the amount must be recovered in Company’s 
Rupees, whereas the instalments were received from the Raja in Baroda Rupees- 

14. I called on the Raja to do so, but only received his reply at Nandod, 
translation of which is attadied (Enclosure No. 7). When mentioning the 
subject to me in the course of conversation, ho expressed a hope to be released 
from this claim, or at all events that he would be allowed five or seven years 
to pay it in, as ho had so many other claims to settle. I respectfully hope the 
Government, if unable to release him from the claim, will comply with his 
request, and permit me to recover tiie amount from htm by six or seven equal 
yearly instalments. 

15. Rut, since my return to Baroda, I have, t believe, discovered that a 
small portion of these expenses were not incurred in the Company’s currency, 
but that of Baroda; the Commissariat expenses for instance. Should this 
])rovc to be the case, there will be a reduction in the claim. The subject will 
hereafter be brought to the notice of Government by the Resident. 

1 6. The other paras, of my letter require no explanation, except that mea- 
sures will be taken to prevent the two Karkoons interfering in any way in the 
Raja’s internal affairs ; they are at present stationed, one at Nandod and the 
other at Waree- 

17. The Raja’s reply to this letter is plain and distinct on all points, and 

^ Enclosure No 2 ^ hope, prove satisfactory to Government. He 

does not acknowledge having intercepted the revenues : 
but he forwards copies of acquittances from all the old creditors ; acknow- 
ledges tlie public liabilities, and that they shall be regularly paid ; that he had 
received the balances in the Potdar’s hands ; approves of the two Karkoons 
being kept up for police purposes only ; and lastly promises to attend to the 
advice I have given him for the better jmanagemeiit of his affairs and protec- 
tion to bis subjects. 

18. Diiring^tlie past year the Chief lias paid much attention to his affairs, 
which have been satisfactorily managed. His Bheel subjects have been very 
peaceable, particularly the wild tribes inhabiting the south-east part of Raj- 
peepla. A few or none of the Raja’s subjects petitioned against him during 
the time the Agent’s camp was at Nandod. 

1 9. Altogether I was very much pleased with my visit. I like the Chief, 
and think him a sensible man ; his manners and address are very good. The 
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advice I gave liim was received in a luost friendly way, and he showed a great 
anxiety throughout to comply with every wish of the British (government. 

20. There now only remains for me to settle his dispute with the old Pot- 
dar, agreeably to the instructions contained in your letter No. 5210, of the 
1st December last. On this subject a separate report will hereafter be made. 
I am happy to say there is a hope of their coming to a settlement by com- 
promise. 

21. With reference to my llth and 12th paras., I have much pleasure in 
reporting that all the public liabilities have been paid up to date.

Translation of a letter from the Political Agent in the Rewa Kanta to the 
Raja of Rajpeeplop dated Isf April 1860. 

After compliments. You are aware, that in consequence of the great falling 
oft of the revenues of Rnjpeepla, Mr. Mansfield and Mr. Ogiivy were directed 
by (government to institute an inquiry into the cause. These gentlcnion did 
so, during the years 1848 and 1849, when it was discovered, after mature 
inquiry, that it was not occasioned from any serious falling oft of the revenues, 
but in consequence of n considerable portion of the amount actually realized 
having been intercepted by you and appropriated to your own use, in violation^ 
of the condition under which the State was entrusted to your management. 
The Government, I am directed to say, have received this report with much 
sorrow, that you should have shown so little gratitude to that Government 
which placed you in possession of Rajpeepla and saved it from ruin. 1 am 
also to add, that the resources of your country, as they existed in a. d. 1822, 
Siimvut 1878, will be held answerable for such obligations as the Government 
deem themselves responsible for. Having performed this painful duty of 
making known to you the above sentiments of Government, it is with much 
pleasure I now inform you that the Government, not wishing to dwell on the 
past, have decided on viewing your acts of mismanagement with leniency, and 
have therefore directed me now to make over to you the administration of the 
affairs of your State, after requiring of you to arrange for the payment of such 
debts as are justly due by you to your different creditors, first of all providing 
for the old debts which stand recorded against you as follows : —

On my arrival here a week ago, I made known to you, at a personal inter- 
view, the nature of these claims and the request of Government regarding them ; 
and you at once replied that you would comply with them without delay. 
This you have now done 1 find, as your Karbarec has informed me the whole 
of these claims have been settled, whicli will, I am sure, give great satisfaction 
to (jovernment, as it has to me, inasmuch as that what you promised you have 
j)erformed. You have, therefore, only to forward me copies of the acknow- 
ledgments of (he claimants. 

2. In making over the State to you, it will be necessary for you to provide 
fur the punctual animal and montiily payments of those public liabilities for 
which tlic British (juvernment is responsible. They are as follows: —

Besides these sums, any other payment*: you have been in the habit of 
making, you should continue to pay as usual. There is also a claim hy the 
British Government of lls. 22,003-1 1-3 for exchange in the amount of mili- 
tary ex|)cnses incurred by the British Government in protecting your State, the 
instalments having been received from you in Buroda Rupees, whereas the 
expenses were incurred in Company’s Rupees. On tliis subject 1 wrote you 
on the 3rd ultimo, requesting an early sedlernent. In your reply to this, I 
have to request you will name an early date. 

3. For the punctual liquidation of these public claims, it is the opinion of 
Government that you should cither furnish such security as will be approved 
of, or assign a portion of yoiir resources sudicient for their payment. I will 
hereafter infornf you whicli mode is to be adopted, after 1 have referred the 
point to Government. 

4. You are aware, that when Mr. Ogilvy closed the guaranteed Potdar’s 
bank last year, the balance of the revenues of your State, then in hand, was 
placed ill the hands of the banker Gokul Narundas of Mandod on your secu- 
rity, on the condition that no payments were to be made by him without the 
Political Agent’s authority, and that nothing would be charged to the State, 
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he receiving the revenues from you and disbursing on the authority of the 
Political Agent. His accounts have this day been examined in presence of your 
Karbarce, DIuineshwur Wisswunuth, and, after showing a bnlanco in favour 
of the State amounting to Rs. 15,794-7*4, which has boon fomul correct on 
comparing wdtii your State accounts, he has been directed to make over the 
same to you, and finally close his account with this Agency. I shall rocpiire 
an acknowledgment and receipt from you in full to this ctlcct, to forward to 
Government. 

5. Formerly four Karkoons were appointed by Government to assist you in 
police matters, to be paid Rs. 50 each per mensem. Government having re* 
considered the subject, has decided on reducing the number to two, which are 
still to be kept up. They are merely to assist yon in inniiitaiiiing the ))cacc 
of your frontiers bordering those of the Jlonorabic (.ompaiiy, but arc in no 
way to interrere in the internal Affairs of your State. 

6. In concluding this letter, T would beg to draw your attention to the 
necessity of increasing the prosperity of this fine Princi[)ality — a rich country, 
with few public liabilities. Cherish your subjects ; prevent them being oppress- 
ed by your servants; let them have free access to you. As yet complaints of 
oppression have, I am sorry to say, been miiiieroiis and incessant to the diflerent 
Agents. Do not attempt to increase yotir revennos ut their expense, by 
making them pay more than they are able; endeavour to inerease the revenues 
by increasing the population, and bringing more lands under cultivation. 
You have excellent examples for your guide in the adjoining Colleci irutes 
of Broach, Surat, and Khandesh, by which your country is surrounded. You 
asked me my advice on these matters the other day : I give it with pleasure, 
and W'ill always bo most happy to do so at any other time ; for the way you 
have expressed yourself in all mnlteis connected with the managf'ment of your 
State, the welfare of the people under you, and the exertions I have heard you 
have used lately to make yourself thoroughly acquainted with ail yr)ur affairs 
by visiting all your districts, leads me to the strong hope that f iovernment 
will never again have to interfere in the management of this fine *Stale. 

7. A separate letter will hereafter be addressed to you regarding the disputes 
existing between you and the late guaranteed Potdar.

Tramlation of a Communication from the Itaja of Itajpeepla to the address of 
Major L, Urown, Political Agent in the Reioa Kanta^ dated Sumvut 190f), 
Chuetr Wnd 6/ A, corresponding with 3rd April 1860, in rejdy to his letter 
dated 1st April 1850. 

A. C. I beg to acknowledge the receipt of your letter No. 461, dated 
1st April 1850, informing me of the results of the inquiries instituted by 
Messrs. Mansfield and Ogiivy, by the orders of Government, into the cause 
of the decrease in the revenues of this State; that it was not from any falling 
ofi'of the revenues, but from my appropriating a considerable portion of it to 
my private use, the decrease was exhibited. 

In reply, I beg to state that the above gentlemen must have formed their 
opinions from the misrepresentations of the four Karkoons placed in the 
districts of Rnjpeepla, but 1 did not do so. With regard to the seven para- 
graphs of your letter, I have to state as follows : — 

Herewith are forwarded the following four acquittance papers from 
creditors whoso claims have been brought to a compromise by mutnul 
understanding : — 

Ls 7. — Acquittance paper dated Sumvut U)06, Chuetr Wnd 2nd, from 
Ishwurdas and Chutrooblioojdas, heirs of tlierlate Lalla Chooneclal of 
Surat, who claimed Hs. 60,901. 

Qmt . — Ditto ditto dated Sumvut 1906, Chuetr Wud 5th, from Gokul and 
Ualiram, heirs of Purshotum Kuttunrnm of Nandod, for their claims of 
Ks. 2,599-4-0. 

3rd . — Ditto ditto dated Sumvut 1906, Chuetr Wud 6th, from Sivelal Bhoo- 
cundas, heir of Hhoocun Mudowjee of Baroda, for a claim of Rs. 2,176. 

4th . — Ditto ditto dated Sumvut 1906, Chuetr Wud 6th, from Miiccundas 
and Geerdhurlal, heira of Purboodas Vundrawundas of Sunkera, fur a 
claim of Rs. 32,156. 

You stated in the 2nd paragraph of your letter under acknowledgment, 
that ns I was now entrusted with the sole management of the Uajpeepla 
State, I should provide for the punctual payments of the amount mentioned 
by you. In regard to this, I beg to say I will pay through the Political Agent 
the amount of tribute due to llis Highness the Gaekwar, according to the 
instalments fixed by Mr. Willoughby. The sums due to Soorujkoor and 
others will also be paid as usual. 1 will make no objections in paying 
these sums. 

It is stated in the 3rd para, that it is the intention of Government that I 
should furnish satisfactory Nisha (security), or assign certain resources of the 
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State equal to the above amount due bj* me ; but that yon would again write 
to the Bombay Government on the subject, and communicate tlicir wishes to 
me aflei"wards. In regard to this, 1 heg to say that the above sums would bo 
punctually paid hy me. Should 1 fail to do so, myself and my State would 
be at the disposal of the Sirkar. I hope you will, Ihcrerorc, kindly write for 
me to Government. 

It is Suited in the 4tli para, tliat Mr. Ogilvy last year closed the guaranteed 
Potdaree shop, and balance in favour of the State was entrusted by luy 
consent to Faruck Gokul Nanindas of Nundod, with an agincinent with him 
that he should receive the payments miulc by me, but no disbursemenls were 
to be made without the permission of the Political Agent. Further that the 
Parnck*s accounts were compared by you with' those of mine, and that it was 
found that a balance of Us, 15,7!3l-7-4 was in favour of the. State ; that this 
amount the Pariick had been directed to make over to me ; that the uecountH 
with the Punick had been closed, and that 1 should forward u reeeipt to you 
when the amount is received by me. In regar<l to this, 1 beg to state that the 
balance in favour of the State remaining in the shop of Gokul Narundas 
has been duly received by me. 

You state you have resolved to retain two Karkoons for the Police adminis- 
tratiiui of my State, and to prevent disturbances taking place in my villages 
adjoining the Uritish territory, and that they were not to interfere with the inter- 
nal aifairs of the State ; their duty is merely to take care of the frontiers. This 
is very good, and I re.c|uest you will strictly give warning to tlu m accordingly. 

^Vilh reference to the bill para., you Imve been pleased to give me advice to 
pay great attention to the management of my Stale, to try and increase its 
j)rosperity, to protc'cl my suhjects, not to allow my servants to nj)|)ress them, 
and to permit them to have a free access to my presenen to lay befoVc me 
llieir grievances, &c. &:c, &c. In regard to this, I beg to stale that at present 
I act accordingly, and in future I shall pay much attention to this. 1 liave no 
other person except you from whom I may ask the advice I recpiire. I am 
under tlie sole protection and patronage of the British Government.

spoeial Kcenrity for the same. 

/i. The lligbt Honorable the Governor in Council will postpone considera- 
tion of the question relative to the exchange on the claim on account of the 
ebargi’s of the Didacbmont, until the receipt of the report from the Resident at 
JJaioda, albubd to in the loth paragraph of your letter. 

O’. I am, in conclusion, desired to inform yon, tliat your report on tlie 
subject of the former Potdar’s claim, promised in the 20th paragrajih of your 
letter, will be awaited by (jovcrnmenl.

26. A considerable part of Rajpceplu being almost entirely inhabited 
by Bhccls, a caste notorious for their pltiiuiering and turbulent habits, it 
^vill be necessary to adopt some plan, as conciliatory as can be ebosen, 
to restrain these, and make them, if possible, a peaceable and industrious cluss 
of society. 

27. With this view, you will be pleased to report the mpde by which the 
llajas of llnjpeepla, in its state of prosperity, were accustomed to manage 
them, and to enforce obedience to their commands ,* as it would perhaps be 
expedient to adopt a plan grounded something upon similar princi)»les as the 
one formerly in use, with such moditications, however, ns Government in its 
wisdom may deem proper to direct. 

28. The communication you held when last in Rajpeepla with several of 
the principal Bheel Wussawas of the country, w'ill prove of considerable ad- 
vantage to you in performing lliis part of your duty ; and 1 would recommend 
your taking every opportunity of encouraging and cultivating as intimate an 
acquaintance with this class of people as possible, conceiving that such will 
eventually tend to restore peace to the country, by withdrawing them from the 
plundering and lawless occupations many arc now pursuing, to that of cultiva- 
tion and the peaceful arts. 

29. As many of the Bheel Chiefs allege in excuse for their crimes that 
they have been unjustly deprived of certain rights and privileges, you will, when 
time will allow you, inquire and report upon these ; and I have no doubt, in 
all cases where they arc able to substantiate them, Government will think right 
to confirm and secure them in the possession of them. 

30. Amongst this latter class is, I believe, the notorious frecdjootcr Kooer 
Wussawa, whose claims, if he consent to submit to the arbitration, you will 
investigate: should he, however, refuse his assent to the above ecpiitablc 
proposition, you will renew the endeavours you made last year to surprise 
him and subdue him by force of arms, which you may have an o|)porlunity 
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of cfl'ccting by menus of the (ktachment which will be sent wiih you, aided 
by the assistance of the troops now in the service of tlie Raja. 

31. Vou u ill also be jdcused to address a letter, in the terms you liavc 
suggested, to the person alluded to in your inemorancbim, by name Bajce 
Daiincn, residing in the disirict of Tulluckwara ; and after investigating the 
claims he advances against the Rajpeeplu Slate, r(^»ort the same, with your 
o|iinion upon tbem, fur the ultimate decisiou of Government.

had 80 long pursued, it is with groat .sati.sfuetion that I nm enabled to rcp(»rt 
the invitation has been accepted, and that that person arrived at Nundod on 
the Gth instant. 

2. The reclaiming this Chief, if possible, from his prc'^sent pursuits, w'ould 
doubtless lend, more than any other measure, to the rc.^toralion and preservu- 
tion of the peace of Rnjpeopla, the greater purl of the Hill Purgumis being 
n(»\v deserted through fear of his depreciations arul power, and will nece.^'sarily 
continue so until an efficient check has been placed upon both. 
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3. With this vicw^ therefore^ in an interview I yesterday had with him, I 
was ns mild and conciliatory in my language as the nature of Lis situation 
would admit ; and I must confess, from the manner in which he conduct him- 
self, I am not without hope that he may be persuaded to submit to any equi- 
table settlement proposed to him. lie expressed himself grateful for the 
pardon which I informed him would be granted for his past offences, provided 
he avoided them in future. He was very respcctlftl and even submissive 
in his demeanour, and stated in extonimtion of his faults that he had been 
fighting for his bread, which he had much rather obtain peaceably than by 
such an uncertain and precarious mode, and concluded by stating he would 
give me a nicrnurandum of his claims as soon ns he could prepare it. Kooor 
Wiissawa is rather a good looking man for his caste, like most of them rather 
short in stature, and now about 2ti years of age. lie spent a considerable part 
of the hist rains with his father-in-law, Ilyesingjee, in the village of Warree, 
hut has lately been residing in the village of Kapurpoonjee in the Thawuh 
Purgnnn. lie has not lately made any of those plundering excursions which 
Iiave rendert'd him so notorious, although it was reported to me that he had 
one in meditation when I arrived at Naiulod in November last, which, however, 
was not can ied into execution. Il(» has not now more than twenty Sindians 
ill his service, a circumstance probably to he attributed to the diminution of his 
resources to retain them, from the long period which eitlicr inclination or want 
of power has induced him to remain inactive. lie is attended in his present 
visit by a Sindian Jumadur, of the name of Bnruk, who has been in his service 
for five or six years, and about twenty other Sindians, with thirty or forty of 
his l^el followers. 

4. Although I am at present unable, from want of the proper materials, 
ond from tny time having been as yet exclusively occupied in inquii ing into 
the resources and future exjienscs of the Rajpccphi State, to give a general 
report upon the imjKirtiint subject of the management of the Bheol population 
of this district, yet the importance of u speedy settlement being made with 
Kooer induces me, without delay, to hand np for your consideration and 
approbation the following terms, wliich appear to me to be the most expedient 
that cun be oflered to him : — 

I. A general amnesty to be granted to him for his past offences*. 

II. A promise that all his rights shall be investigated, and such as are 
found to be just, confirmed. 

III. That he should be required to furnish perpetual security for his future 
good behaviour. 

IV. That he should be required to dismiss from his service all Sj^ans 
and other Scebundy now in his employ. 
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I'lMamtTM mil U adopted pot •& end to tin fead now edblii%

VI, That be wl^ io future, be obedient to the ordere of the Raja of Raj- 
peepla,perforBi hin the ueual Mn>icea,aad act In conformity with hw wichea. 

,V1I. That he will ouhivate hie lands and pay to the Riya whaterer may be . 
atMased upon theofis the revenue jnetly'due to the latter, and help' to' 
preaerve the peace and tranquillity of the diatriet in which he residea. 

6. Such appear to me to be the terms which are most likdy to ensure the 
object in view; but 1 ahull await your inatruotiona before I propose theny a$ 
you may deem it neeeasary to make modifications in them. The two INI, 
require no remark, as no penvaitent settlement can reasonably be expected td' 
take place unless they are%mnted. 

6, The 3rd Article will tn the most difficult to ratify, not perhaps qo, much 
Awtn Rooer's disinclination to accede to it, but from the great difficulty which 
exiats in finding a fit person to take upon himaelf tl>e responalbiiity of becom* 
tog MOUri^ ifor the g(^ conduct of a person of such notoriety as Kooer. The 
that occurs to the likely to be persuaded to do so is Ryesingjee, 
N fipAMT^D-laWtthfto whom tio one appears to be more fit. He is of a peaceful 
nfid totitor tinorova disposition, and his relatibntbip to Kooer must give him 
sone {nflusme ovei fils acts and conduct, 'Vhich others diflbrently situated do 
not poasiM. 1 must bowevsr add, that Ryeeingjee is very much averse to 
'bsicwulitPK esctosly fiiw hie eon>in law, and it is tbia ai^rsion whjch has deterred 
acceptiog an invitation I some time idnce Miit to him to pay me a 
Tiiltif''‘at|d<| am credibly informed his present intention is to-delay doN so 
W^jl^NOUir bah been dismissed and has returned to his former place of abode. 

Vf 1 thall not fail to nse my most strenuous efforts to endeavour to 
) fail ptoSant purpose, and should I be succMsfol in perauading him, to 
^fa[|^'3o mueathge him to undertake the responsibility in question. In the 
Bift^ hotisiver, of my effort proving unavailing, and iq the event of Kooer 
»ng nnable to obtmn racb security cimwbere us may be cbnsidered satis- 
' fiwtory, tin only resource left appears to ba to demand from him hostages for 
bis good eopdiuti afid for thesa to remain at Nandod for such a period at may 
>^be deeased necMlarp^ or until tha Ri^'f autimrity has been fully estaUished 
^ the ttonnlaittoaB dlstricls of Rqjpeepla. 

lEnoer wHI dotibitehl, object to a ^cmjdiaaee with the provisione of the

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voluntarily to resign their present service, upon a promise of being taken into 
that of the Raja’s, which, from t)|c superior inducements of the one over the 
other, it is likely will be aocc|ited by the greater part of them. 

8. The 5ih Article appears also essentially necessary, and its object perhaps 
may easily be attained. It Would appear, however, very advisable, that Cha- 
mar Wussuwa should also i)c invited to repair to Nandod for this purpose, 
upon the propriety of which it is luy intention to write to the Political Agent 
in Khandesli. Ills doing so would also present the best opportunity for 
investigating tlie claim for Koonteo 1 am directed to inquire into in Mr. 
Whelcr's letter dated the 29th of November Inst. 

9. The two concluding Articles do not appear to reejuire any observation, 
their tendency being obvious. I shall only, therefore, remark, that in the 
event of this arrangement being acceded to by Kooer, added to the measure 
of stationing a strong Thatm in thehcaitof the district he inhabits, eveiy 
hope may be entertained of his ceasing to be any longer the dread and tcrroi 
of the |>caceful inhabitants of this and its adjacent territories.

Sir,— I have the honour to acknowledge the receipt ofyoitc despatch of the 
21at of this moiitli, forwarding Mr. Willoughby’s report respecting Kooer 
Wussawa’s arrivii^ in his camp, and the agreement he proposes to effect with 
that Chieftain. * 

2. I am directed by the Honorable the Governor in CounciLto inform you 

that these proceedings, abstractedly considered, seem very judicious ; the only 
doubt there is, arises out of the uncertainty how far they may be consistent with 
the arrangements formerly adopted by Captain Briggs, with whom it would 
have been advisable for Mr. Willoifghby to have communicated before he 
advanced so far. . t 

3. A copy of your despatch will be sent to Captain Briggs, through 
Commissioner in the Dcccan, and it is desirable that Mr. Willoughby should 
suspend his proceedings until an answer be received. 

4. It may, however, be doubted whether any hesitation ai this stage might 
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not throw Kooer into complete (jietr'iet of our intention. Should euch appear 
to Mr. Willoughby to be the *itate of aiTairs^ he will proceed to conclude the 
agreement as far as relates to the pardon of Kooer and to any concessions pro* 
mised on our part or that of the Itaja of Rajpce^la ; but he must be corefut to 
enter into no engagement that may clahli with those concluded by Ca]»iain 
Briggs with Jeewa Wussawa.

Sir, — The enclosed copy of a despatch from Mr. Willoughby reports the 
conditions upon which the Bheel Chieftain, Kooer Wussawa, has been per- 
mitted to reside in Sakhbara, the ancient seat of the family. A translation 
of the" bond entered into by the Chief with the Raja Verisal accompanies the 
>d[eapatch. It consists of nine ArHcles; the throe first require no observation ; 
Ihe fourth, the first part of wliicli has relation to any demands which may 
hereafter be brought against Kooer Wussawa, and the fifth, whereby every 
possible case of dispute on claims, dec. is referred to the arbitration of the 
British Government, must remove every cause of apprehension of the terms 
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of tliQ agreomeut clashing witli any which thp Political Agent in Kbandeah 
may have concluded with ChamarijjM^ussnwa; the remaining four Articles are 
well calctUated to ensure the tranquillity of the country. 

2. The remaiks of Mr, Willoughby upon the nature of the security for the 
good conduct of this Bhcel Chieftain, show that he does not depend so much 
upon either the power or the inclinations of tlie parties who have become 
answerable for Koocr W ussawa’s adherence to his engagement, as upon other 
means which have been adopted towards ensuring that person’s peaceable 
demoanonr. The first of these measures has been the dismission of his 
Seebnndy, the Jumadar of whom, with twenty-five others, have been taken 
into the service of the lidjpecpla Government, the remaining fifteen having 

' quitted the country. 

3. The other expedient seems to have been a very judicious one, the grant- 
ing a monthly allowance to the Chief himself, or his brothers, on condition of 
their attending the Piincc with a few Bheel (ollowers and three horse. The 
amount of this charge is Bs. 12/) per mensem, and is certainly money well 
bestowed, and more likely than any other mode to conciliate Kooer Wus<-awa’8 
adherence to the new order of afiairs, which must be rather uneongcnial to his 
habits. A Thana of some btrength has also been uti^ioned in Sakhbnru, the 
residence of this Cliief, and there appeals every reason to hope that all the 
objects contemplated by Mr. Willoughby will be obtained. 

4. The Gackwai’s ofiiceis alluded to, have received the necessary instrne- 
tions from this Government. It would save niueh time if the Political Agent 
in Khandesh was directed to coriespond direct ^witli this Residency.

Sir;— I have the honour to acknowledge the receipt of your letter dahgd, 
the 21st ultimo, and to acquaint you that in pursuance of the direction^ 
tained therein, I have concluded a settlement with Kooer Wussa«U|f 
nearly the same terms proposed in iny letter to your address dated’' the 
ultimo. . « ■ ' 

2. It appeared to mo desirable that the negotiation should comment^ hy 
Ko'oer (meebting me with a petiUon ve^uesfiog Uiat.A Rettlettenl; might ba 
made of his alftea'S, and'contaiuing the terms which he was ready to agree ts 
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^ if his request was aeceded to. Accordingly 1 have the honour to transmit the 
'|>etition be has. in consequence given tnci \i4iich will be round (rom the ecconi*' 
panying translation to embody the stipulations above alluded to, with an 
additional request that seven of his followers, taken prisoners about a year and 
a half since, and now in confinement, may bo released. 

3. I have also the honour to enclose the security bond he has subscribed 
to, as well as its translation ; and I trust it will be found to contain every stipu* 
lation that the circumstances in which Kooer is ])laced render necessary. 

4. It is entered into with the Raja of this district, whose dependant Kooer 

formerly was and still continues to be. By diisMic noi. only consents to abide 
by the stipulations it contains on the part of himself, but also on that of his 
brethern and all persons who reside within the limits of the Sakhbnra Purguiui, 
which district was formerly granted to his family upon condition of obedience'* 
to and performing service to the Raja, and paying a small quit-rent levicfl 
in the shape of a tax upon every Chapra, or hut. This deed consists of nine 
Articles. ^ , 

5. The 1st Article stipulates that Kooer, his brethren, and all the inhabit- 
ants of Sakhbara, will continue to live in that district in obedience to the 
orders of the Government, the same ns Ryuts. The 2nd Article alludes to 
the exemption formerly granted to Kooer's family from paying regular Juma 
to the Government, but stipulatos’ that he will |>ay all the customary rights of* 
(Government due from his district, consisting chiefly in the tax ttlludi^d to in 
the lust paragraph, and the power of levying fines from persons guilty 'tf any 
fault. It also expressly declares that the customs levied in his district belong 
to the Government, and will be collected by its Thumulur. 

C. The 3rd Article stipulates obedience to the orders issued by the Oovern- 
inent Thanns, which may cither now or hereafter be placed ; and no particular 
station being mentioned, includes all the Tliunns in I{ajpcp[)la. 

7. The 4lh Article stipulates for tlie restoration of any village or land Kooer 
may have unjustly liccoinc possessed of, ^and that in future lie will not possess 
himself by force of any village or land, but if any one wish to give him any,, 
he will first obtain tlie consent of the Guvernmenl before he receives it. The 
Afst part of this iJfrticle bears rcferei^e t*) any claim which may hereafter be 
‘ hi^ght against Kooer, and the latter part to the possible case of land being 
to him for sale or mortgage. 

' ■ t’hc 6th^ Article is one of tlie most important, Kooer by it agreeing to 
rqibr all rights ond claims he inny po<4scss over iUo tei/ilories of the Briiish 
ttibd Gaekwar Governments, Rajpcepla, or any other district wherever it may 
id- the arbitrafion of (jfovernment, by whose decision he will iniplicitiy 
abide. This also inciudea the arbitration of debts owed by himself, or to 
himself, boundary disputes, or in short anything which may tend to him 
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the dhadow of a pretext to interfete directly or indirectly with any village or 
any person not residing in his own district/ and consequeiiUy not only gives 
Government the power of granting justice to the Chief himsetfi iitt(^;also to all 
who limy have just claims to bring forward against him. 

9. The Gth Article stipulates that Kooer shall be answerable for any rob* 
bery which may hereafter occur in any village, or any injury offered to Ryuts^ 
inerclinnts, or travellers, which may be fairly traced to have originated with 
him, or in which he may he proved to be concerned. 

10. The 7tii Article stipulates that Kooer shnll (in the event of his ability 
to do so) seize all distiirbcrs of-tUe public peace, robbers, or Bharwuteeas who 
may enter his boundaries ; or in the event of the latter being too powerful for 
him, that he will give immediate information to the Governitientj and by its 

* assistance seise them; further, that he will not join persons of this description^ 

or give them an asylum, or food, himself, or allow any other person to do so* 
The tenor of this, as well as that of the last Article, appears well calculated to 
ensure the public pence, and check disturbance. ^ 

11. The 8th Article will oblige Kooer in future tx) take security from all 
persons who may choose to take up their residence in his district, and be 
responsible for their good hehaviour. Whether he strictly follows the letter of 

* this noreeiueiit or not does not much signify, as the desirable objec^of fixing 

* upon liiiii the responsibility for the good conduct of all reside under bis 
authoiity Iras been attained, by his agreeing to do so. 

I'J. The Olh and last /Vrticlo, and without which the wimie arrangement 
would promise but little benefit, stipulates that Kooer wdll not entertain any 
foreign Seebuncly of any descrif)tion whatever, and if it is discovered that bo 
acts contrary to tln.s agreement, that ho will agree to submit to any punish* 
ment Government may think fit to impose U])on him. Provided a careful 
w^atch is kept that this Article is strictly abided by, however much the itieUna* 
tion at any future period may return to Kooer’s mind to resume his former 
mode of life, he will in all probability be deterred from following it by finding 
himself deprived of the chief means by which he, in former times, .carried it 
on with considerable though precarious success. 

13. The iigreernent concludes by Ko^er cpn.scnting to abide by the whole 
of the Articles above observed upon, in case of default of which be will give 
an answer to the Qovernmemt, with Uie expense of the daily M^bsule which 
may bq sent upon him, and finally to submit to any punishment which any 
infraction may cause to fall upon him. lie also agrees to obey any orders he 
may receive from the Government not specified in the security bond, and gives 
two .Bheel Wussawas as hisTuel Zamin securities, and lwt> 'Others as his Art' 
Zamin, or laounter securities. .His own signature, ah4 ^ mark^.^bif the four 
other persons concerned, are annexed to the deed in questiom 
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14. It re now necessary to remark upon the nature of the. security ufforded 
for the due performance of the above engagenienjt ; in which, 1 regret to say, 
Ryesingjee is not at present concerned. 1 have not relaxed in my eHbrts to 
induce that porsoiii by all the expedients in my power, to repair to my camp, 
but hitherto witliout success. Being fully coijvinced,^from the information I 
have obtained, that he is determined not to come in until a sottlenieiit has been 
concluded with his son-in-law, or until he has received his dismissal, and 
Kooer becoming every day more inipatijant.to return to liis home, 1 was from 
necessity obliged to accept what other security he was able to ailbrd from 
other quarters, independent of his fiither-in-law. « 

15. The two persons who have become Fuel Zamin security are IVIylo 
Wussawa, of the village of Koomalpoora in the Wurroetee Piirgnna, and 
Katrceo Wussawa, of the village of Sumcaree in the Sakhhiini Fnrguna ; and 
those who have become Air Zamin, or counter security, arc Cano Fni|urero 
WfiRsawa, of the village of Wunidcevow^in the Ib‘c»ai-h Pnrgnna, and Moongla 
\Vn^^awa, of the village of Devroopeea in the Sukhhura district. 

It). Of thc.se foni persons, 1 place most reliance in the first and thiid. 
The first is not only a liheel of good clianicter, residing in one of the lower 
Purgunas of Raj.oeepla, and as such always likely to be at liand ready to give 
an answer for Rooer if required, but also stands in the same rclalion to this 
Chief as llyesiiii: jee dors, having marrie^l his daughter tf> Kuoor about two 
years since, lie v'as moreover a follower of Parsing when the latter was 
figliting for liis rights and received a severe wound in one of the fre(|uciil skir- 
mishes which took place between the troops of N arsing and those of the 
Gaekwar Government. I am not at all accpiainted with the ehuraoter of the 
fluid person, hut am disposed to place some confidence in him from the cir- 
cumstance of his residing under Drilish jurisdiction, and because he is connect- 
ed with Mylo, the other security above mentioned. The two remaining 
persons are not worthy of much confidence being placed in them, for, residing 
ill the Sakhbara district, in the event of Kuocr breaking through his engage- 
tnent.s they would in all probability join him, and thus evade the ]>(Mialty which 
his misconduct would occasion ; still, howevei, they may lie considered to add 
a little to the validity of the whole arrangement, and ns sncIi their having 
become parties to it will not be altogether wi.tlioiit its advaniage. Katreeo 
Wussawu styles himself the nnclc of Kooer, and Moonglu a I^eirui, or kins- 
man. 

17. It would, however, be altogether useless to speculate upon the validity 
of an engagement entered into wdth a person of so notorious and faithless a 
character as- Kooer, even upoii ;^e best security tliut could be obtained ; and 
I must confess that I am more sanguine that a reformation will take place 
in his character fi^om collateral measures which are in progress (which will 
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remove from him the power of doing further liarm) than in auy confidence that 
can reasonably be entertained that he will abide by his engagements merely 
from conscientious motives. 

18. The first of the measures above alluded to is the dismissal of the See- 
bundy which were in lys employ when he first repaired to my camp. These, 
upon taking their mustei'i were found to amount to forty-onei chiefly Sindians 
and Arabs, the whole of whom, I am happy to soy, have been, after a little 
difficulty, dismissed by Kooer, who has consequently returned to his home 
unattended by any other persons but his own Bhecl followers. This desirable 
end has been obtained by holding out to some of the above number prospects 
of being entertained , in tliu service of this (jovcMMiuK'nt, and by advancing to 
Kooer the trifling sum of Us. 200 to enable him lb pay olF the arrears of pay 
due to some of these men. I did not find much difficulty in persuading the 
Sindian Jumadar, alluded to in the 7th para, of iny letter to your address 
dated the 0th ultimo, to cliangc the %*rvice of Kooer for that of this (xoverri- 
incut, in which he himself and twenty*fivc of his men have accordingly been 
enlisted. 

19. The second measure ulludcd to, is having recommended this Govern- 
ment to give Kooer a small monthly stipend, upon conditions of either himself 
or his brother, by name Mylo, a young inon of about twenty-one years old, 
living with twelve of his Hhcel followers at Nandod, and performing whatever 
services may he required of him. He has agreed to this arrangement, and 
has received a Nemnook granting him Rs. 125 per mensem (which includes the 
pay of bis twelve followers) upon the above condition, and also agreeing to 
entertain three horses, he possesses, in the Uaja's service. Kooer himself 
left this on the 2nd instant with the intention of returning home*, and of 
sending the young man above alluded to, to Nandod. His uncle Kalreeo 
VVussawa will remain at Nandod as a kind of security Uiat ho will' do so. 
1 trust my having ventured to make , this modification in the arrangement 
I before proposed will be approved of, for although no one is more deeply 
convinced than myself of the necassity of this State pursuing the strictest 
and most ^onoinical scale of expenditure, yet tliis small monthly stipend, 
oven paid as it will he for hardly more than nominal service, will tend more 
to reclaim Kooer than any other measure tliat cun be adopted, and teach 
him in some degree to appreciate the blessings of peace and good government. 

20. As it is the present intention of Kooer occasionally to relieve his 
brother and to take up his abode at Nandod — an intention welt worthy of 
encouragement — he has received from the Raja a Purwana eontaining the 
amudruft Bhaiidarcc of Abdoolah Jumadar, tot remain in force only so long 
as he conducts himself properly, and 'upon which, at Kooer's request, I have 
affixed my signature. 



21. Another measure alluJed to in tiu? 17th puia^rapli i>( iny It i.u*» ilu! 
sending buck with Kooer a Thann coiisistino of forty Iiursc mid riglity fool* 
to be for the present stationed in the Sukhhara district. Tin* (Miid <iid not 
ap|)car to relish its adoj)ti(in, and endeuvonred to ohtuin u dcl.iy of u few 
days n|)on several |)retenccs, hnt in purticulur that he ini'.;ht he able to pre- 
pare for its reee|)tion by previously (‘uniinencing re-inliahillng his district. As, 
however, the |)rcsent opportunity ft)!* rt‘-estal)lidnn'j; the lliijii’s untliorilv in llial 
cpiarter was too favoniabit! easily to be ndiistpiislied. I ilid not think it prop^a* 
to listen to his |)roj> 0 ''al, ohscr\ ing to him that tliij Tlnina would be an usvlst- 
anee to him in the. object he had in vitwv, •hy In ldiiig out pioteclion tti 
all those j)eaet;ably disposed, and by inducini;* those w<h> had left his and tin* 
adjacent districts to return to tlu ir homes.

Hritish or Gaekwar (Tovornmenl ; and above all diligently and ean fully if» 
ke(»p ti wateli over the actions of Komr W nssawa, arid to repoitany ai-t ho 
may commit contrary to the engagenn'nt he lias now e«»nclnded. 

22. With reference to the retpicst alliuled to in tlie 2nd |ia;a. of my lellei 
as having been mailo by Kooer in his pirtiiion, although it would noi juuliap'j 
be advisable to e.vtend saeh an act ofgiaec to him until (in; Kaja’^- atirhotiiy 
has been firmly re-established, and the meiits o! the an .iiigenients wliii h have 
bcLMi entLMcd into .shall have been tried by a short expi i ience of the iiianner

2.‘b I ha\e, at the rcipieKt of Kooer, wiiltni a Icttei to the Political Ageni 
in Kh nidesh, informing him of an agreement having bi'en com liided with tins 
Ghief, and ref|Uosting him to have (he kindness to issue the necessary instiuc- 
tions that he be no loiigei cun.sidercd in the iigiif. of a disturber of the fiublie 
peace. I have the honour to annex copy of thi.^ letter, which I have givi n to 
Kooer himself, enclosed under a Hying seal, for the inforinatiori of Ca]Jtuii| 
Uigby. 
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24. I have fortl^r addressed a letter, copy of which I also enclose, to Ameen 
Juiuadar, the Gaekwar Sirsoobah of the Surat Attaveesy, informing him of 
the same event, end requesting him to issue the necessary directions to the 
Tbanadars under his authority stationed atSoonghur, Nansur,and other places, 
in future to refrain from offering further molestation either to Kooer or his 
followers. As, however, the late conduct of the above officer renders it pro> 
bable he will pay no further attention to my request than will suit his own 
interests, it would appear very desirable that an order to the above effect 
shoAd be issued to him by the Gaekwar Government, whose territories will 
now be relieved from the annual attacks they have been for many years sub> 
jected to from Kooer and his dependants. 

25. Such is the nature of the arrangement concluded, and although per- 
haps more of hope than certainty will be considered to be attached to it, yet 
I have done my utmost to make the best of the materials at my disposal. 
Kooer Wussawatook leave of me on the 1st instant, on which occasion 1 took 
the opportunity of reminding him that as long as he continued to act in con- 
formity with the deed ho had subscribed to, he need not be under any appre- 
hension of molestation from any quarter ; at the same time warning him of 
inevitable punishment awaiting him in case he did not do so. He replied in 
suitable terms, and I at least hope his professions, if not from choice are from 
necessity sincere. Kooer is something above the common order of his caste, 
in proof of which may be stated his ability to write a tolerable hand, an attain- 
ment which only one other fiheel besides himself, that I have as yet met with, 
has acquired. lie has not yet given me a memorandum of his claims, which 
therefore still remain to be investigated and reported upon.

Translation of a Representation from Kooer Wussawa, of the Purguna of Sakh- 
bara, to John Pollard WiUoughby, Esq., First Assistant Resident at 
Jiaroda, dated the 26th January 1822. 

1. The Oo^rnment shall be pleased to forgive all the turbulent acts which 
I formerly committed. 

2. I shall now conduct myself peaceably and equitably, for which purpose I 
do hereby agree, for my own welfare, to give security for good behaviour, and 
securities for Arr Zamin, in conformity with the drafts of bonds of securities 
prepared by Government, and I shall not excite nor perpetrate any turbulent 
act. 
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3. I ahall henceforward dismisa the Seebundiea no\%in my eropfoy, for I 
have no further need for their services. 

4. After a proper inquiry shall have been instituted respecting my rights, 
whatever the Government shall be pleased to allow roe I shall be content with 
•he same. 

6. It rests with Government to settle the disputes which have arisen be- 
tween Charoar Wnssawa and myself. 

6. I have, of my free will, agreed to act peaceably and render personal and 
sincere services to Government, agreeably to its orders, without any deviation. 

7. The land revenue (Jumabundce) of the* Purgnna has been constantly 
given up to me by Government. The Veera, &c. collections belong to Govern- 
ment, together with tines and penalties, and the customs, &c. at 8akhbara. 

8. While we were residing in the village of Parrey in the Sakhbara district, 
Wussawa Chamar brought a Government detachment from Dhooiiagur and 
took the village, when seven men were seized and carried off by the English 
gentlemen to Dhooiiagur. I request that an order may be given for their libe- 
ration ; it is nearly twenty months since they were taken prisoners. 

In attending to my foregoing representations, the Government will have 
the goodness to settle my aflairs pro|)erly. I am ready and willing to serve 
Government.

Translation of a Fuel Zatnin Bond entered into by Kooer Wustawa, of the 
Sakhbara Purguna, with Maharana Verisal, Baja of Bajpeepta, on the 
part of hinuelf and all the Villages of the above Purguna subject to his 
authority, ^c., his bvthren, all those who reside within the limits of his Pur- 
guna Dharola, ( or those who bear any hind of arms), Byuts, and all who 
reside in the district of Sakhbara, of his own free wilt, dated the 9th of Maha 
Sood, Sumvut 1878, corresponding with the 9\st January 1822 a. d. 

I. I myself, my brethren, and all who reside in the villages of (my) Pur- 
guna will continue to reside in them, and remain in obedience to the orders of 
the Sirkar, the same as Ryuts. 

II. An exemption was anciently made from paying revenue from my Pur- 
guna Sakhbara, but the ancient Veera (or taxes), Dund Furozee (or fines 
levied from criminals), kc, dec., and other levies, small or great, formerly paid 
to the Sirkar, I will now pay. The customs of the Purguna of Sakhbara 
belong to the Sirkar, and will be collected by its Thunadar. 

III. I will always obey the Tfaanas which are now placed by the Sirkar, 
and if any other (Thanas) may in future remain (or be sent), I will always pay 
obedience to the orders they may give roe. 
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IV. If I have hicomo possiessed of any village or land by force unjustly, I 
will restore it by the order of the Sirkar ; in future I will not take possession 
of any village or land by force, but if any one is willing to give (land) to me, 
having informed the Sirkar (that such is the case) and having obtained its 
order, I will take it, 

V. Whatever I justly owe, or whatever is justly owed to me, or whatever 
just right I inuy iiossess, whatever boundary dispute may arise relating to me, 
whatever claim I may have in the territories of the Honorable Company, in 
those of the Gaekwar Government, in those of the Rajpeepla Government, or 
in any other districts, wherevei* they may bo, I will make the same known to 
the Sirkar, and will agree to whatever settlement it may make, and take 
(accordingly). I will nut distress the Patel or Kyuts of any village, nor take 
more than may be fixed by the Sirkar, nor occasion any additional expense (to 
any village) beyond that fixed by the Sirkar. 

VI. If from this time any robbery shull be made in any village, or any 
injury be oflero<l to Ryuts, merchants, or travellers, and it is proved I am 
concerned or in fault, I will give a satisfactory answer to the Sirkar. 

VII. I will seize any refractory persons, robbers, Rbarwulecas who may 
go out with a gang witli the intention of committing depredations, plundering 
on the highway, or to commit Jhansti, wlio may enter any place situated within 
my boundaries; if they are too strong for me, 1 will without delay give the 
necessary information to the Sirkar, and having obtained the assistance of the 
Sirkar, will seize them. I will not join any robbers or Bharwuteeas, neither 
will I give them a hookah or water, nor allow any one to do so. 1 will not 
give them a resting place or food, nor allow any one else to do so. 

VIII. If any new persons, either a relation or a Purdecsee (or a person 
belonging to any place situated out of his own tcrritdty), may come to reside 
in my village, having takcMi security from him I will allow him to take up 
his residence. If any fault shall be proved against him, I will produce him 
before the Sirkoi*. If it is proved that I secretly allow any person to remain, 
I will give an answer to the Sirkar. 

IX. I will not entertain in my service any Purdecsee (foreign) Seebundy, 
either horse or foot. If it shall be discovered that I do so, 1 will give an answer, 
and will agree to whatever punishment the Sirkar may impose upon me. 

In conformity with the above written nine Articles which I have given, 
1 will continue to act. If in any respect a difference occurs, I will give an 
answer, together with the expense of Roz Mohsullee, and whatever punishment 
it may please the Sirkar to inflict I will consent to. Besides the above I W'ill 
act in conformity to whatever orders may be issued by the Sirkar, for which 
Mylo Wussawa, of the village of Itoomalpooroo, and Katreeo VVussawa, of 
the village of Sumkharee, are my perpetual Fuel Zamin security; they will

observe this themselves, and make medo^o. Kano Fiiqucero W^ussawn, of 
the village of Wurendeeya in the Broach Purguna, and Manglo Wussawa, of 
the village of Duroopalie in the Sakhbara Purguna, are Arr Zamin (or coun- 
ter security). 

Declaration made hy the persons who hane become Counter Security. 

We, of our own free will, become Arr Zam^n, that in conformity with 
what is written above, we will give an answer, or cause one to be given, year 
by year, always, as long as the authority of the Honorable Company, that of 
the Gnekwar Sirkar, that of the Raj Sirkar, &:c. &c. shall continue to exist.

2. I shall hereafter have the honour to transmit for your information the 
particulars of this arrangement, and in the mean time have to request you will 
have the kindness to issue the necessary instructions that this Chief shall not 
ony longer be considered as a disturber of the public peace, as he is still very 
apprehensive of being attacked by the force under the command of Captain 
Rigby, and of receiving molestation fromChamar Wussawa and his followers. 

3. I have assured him that he need not entertain any fear of the kind as 
long as he continues to abide by the terms of the engagement he has lately 
entered into ; but at his request, and to restore confidence to his mind, have 
given him this letter to your address, which 1 have enclosed under a flying 
seal, for the information of Captain Rigby.

may have entered into with Jeewa Wussawa ; Mr. Willoughby’s letter to me, 
in reply to one addressed to him on receipt of your despatch now acknow- 
ledged, will I trust satisfy the Honorable the Governor in Council, that from 
the cautious mode in which the engagement is drawn out, the anticipated 
embarrassment is not likely to arise. It appears but proper that the Political 
Agent should communicate the nature of his settlement with the Dheel Chiefs 
on the border of the Rajpeepla and Guekwar territories direct to this Residency.

2. Having already concluded a settlement with Kooer as reported to you 
in my letter dated the 4th instant, and that (mrson having returned to his home, 
I am unfortunately unable to give effect to the wishes of Government that 
such should have been delayed until the receipt of a communication from the 
Political Agent in Khandesh. 

3. I cannot, however, but hope that no inconvenience will, in the present 
instance, be occasioned by the termination of the arrangement, as I do not 
perceive any stipulation it embraces that can possibly affect any prior engage- 
ment that may have been entered into with the family of Jeewa Wussawa. It

\va8 with this view that did not press Kooer to deliver to me a statement of 
his claims before he took his leave, knowing that tins would have imposed 
upon me the necessity of making an early inquiry into their merits, which 
perhaps might have led me to have offered an opinion in his favour upon some 
of these claims, which might eventually have been found to have belonged to 
Jcewa’s family or those of other Bheel Chiefs. 

4. My letter to your address dated the 14th ultimo, forwarding copy of 
a letter 1 had written to Captain Briggs, will show that I hud anticipated 
the wishes of the Honorable the Governor in Council, in communicating with 
that odicer not only upon the subject of Kooer’s settlement, but also upon 
that of the Bheels generally in Riijpccpla. I have not, however, as yet 
received any reply to that communication. 

5. Had I delayed terminating the settlement with Kooer longer than I 
did, I much fear he would have returned, as he came, a plunderer and a dis- 
turber of the public peace. As it was, it required the greatest exertion on 
iny part to satisfy his mind, during the period which intervened between his 
arrival in my camp and the receipt of your letter of the 2 Ist ultimo, authorising 
me to endeavour to induce him to accede to the terms proposed in my letter 
of the tlth preceding; for it was with the greatest difKculty and persuasion that 
I could make him comprehend the necessity of my awaiting instructions prior 
to concluding an iigreemcnt with him. 

G. I confidently trust, therefore, that Government, under this explanation, 
will be pleased to consider that I did not act injudiciously in entering upon 
the negotiation with as little delay as possible after receiving your instructions.

Sir,— W ith reference to the C6th* and three following paragraplis of your 
letter to my address dated the 28th of October last, I have now the honour 
to submit a few observations, resulting from the inquiries I was therein direct*- 
ed to institute, upon the important subject of the past and future management 
of the Bheel population of Rajpeepla. 

2. It is not my intention, in my present letter, to enter into any discussion 
upon the origin and history of this singular but barbarous race of people, as 
such would require more time and leisure than are^t present at my disposal ; 
but I intend, as much as possible, to confine iny remarks chiefly to the two 
points laid down in yodfk* instructions, viz. 1st, to report upon the ancient mode by 
which, during the days of the prosperity of this State, the Bheels were kept in 
order; and 2/iJ, the mode which appears at the present time best calculated to 
ensure the same desirable end, and, by keeping the Bheels under proper 
restraint, to ensure not only the peace of the districts which they inhabit, 
but also that of the country generally. 

3. In taking into consideration the first point, it was necessary to go as 
far back as the reign of Ryesingjee, who succeeded at a very early age to tho 
sovereignly of Rajpeepla in Sumviit 1820 (or a. d. 1763), and reigned twenty- 
two years, or until Sumvut 1842 (or a. i>. 1785). During this Raja’s i*ign, 
but more particularly towards the latter end of it, Hajpeepla was in a very 
flourishing and prosperous condition ; its finances were unencumbered ; 
its inhabitants were equitably ruled ; and the numerous classes of Bheels, 
composing at that time a very considerable proportion of its population, 
were kept undes proper control and subjection. Soon after the death of 
Ryesingjee, and during the reign of his successor Ajebsing, this happy 
order of things was changed ; the cause of which chiefly originated 
ill the rebellion of Omed, the father of the present Kooer Wussawa. This 
powerful Bheel Chief, by the aid of a large body of Arab and Scindian 
mercenaries which he enlisted in his service, possessed himself of several

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of the Hill Purguiias, and greatly harassed and disturbed the peace of 
the whole country by his frequent plundering incursions. Although this 
Wussawa was eventually put to death by emissaries secretly employed for 
the purpose, yet bis example, combined with the weak and imbecile rule of 
Ramsing, the circumstance' of Nursing becoming a Bharwuteen, and other 
events of too recent occurrence now to require to be enumci*ated, have engen- 
dered in the minds of the Bliecls generally such habits of plunder, and disre- 
gard to all just rule and authority, as to render it only a work of time and 
patience, under the most wise and judicious system, to oHect their reformation. 

4. The mode by which the Bhcels were curbed and kept in order by Rye* 
singjee, was by stationing a chain of Tiianns throughout the districts they 
resided in, of sufficient strength to enforce prompt and ready obedience to his 
orders, to punish any infraction of them, ns well as to maintain their general 
peace and tranquillity. The whole force maintained for this purpose occa- 
sionally varied in number, but its general strength is said to have been about 
60 horse und 230 foot. 

5. The principal station, as being tite most important, was Saklibara, the 
seat of the authority of the family of Kooer Wussawa, where a Tlmna consist- 
ing of 50 horse and 100 foot was generally stationed. 

6. The importance of this station consisted principally in Sakhbara being 
the place at which customs were levied by the Raja from goods which were 
tran8|)orted to and from different places by a road which, as being the shortest 
and most commodious, was at that time generally frequented by mci chants, 
who carried on their commercial dealings between Guzerat, Khandesh, and the 
Deccan. These customs, in the time of Hyesingjee, yielded this State an 
annual profit of from 40 to 50,000 Rupees, which, however, it has ceased to 
derive ever since the rebellion above alluded to, at which time the road became 
unfrequented, from the insecurity of property which arose incident to the dis- 
turbances which followed it. These having continued to exist either in a greater 
or less degree ever since the above period, or for thirty-five years, the road has 
consequently never been rc-opened. No attempt was made by the Gaekwar 
authorities to effect this desirallle object, a circumstance chiefly owing to the 
Hill Bheels refusing to acknowledge them as their rulers, which would have 
rendered all their efforts to make the road safe abortive, but also from a less 
disinterested motive, viz. that the shutting up of this road has been a very 
considerable source of emolument to the Gaekwar Government, by the great 
increase it has occasioned in its own customs levied at Soanghur. 

7. The re-opening this communication has therefore been reserved to form 
one of the many advantages likely to attend the restoration of the legitimate 
Mghts of the son of N arsing. The benefits likely to arise from such a measure 
are not easily estimated, whether in reference to those it will confer upon thia 
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State individually, or upon the commercial part of the population of Guzerat^ 
Klmndesh, and the Dcccan generally. Provided it can be rendered secure and 
safe, the facility of commercial intercourse between the above and many other 
places will be greatly increased, and, as a more remote advantage, may be men- 
tioned the opening of a shorter and more convenient route for the movements of 
troops. It will, however, be some time before such can bo effected, a tract of 
upwards of 25 kosa through which it runs being at the present moment entirely 
waste and covered with the thickest jungles. Measures are, however, now in 
progress for clearing these away, and, as I have already reported, a Thanahas 
been sent to Sakhbaru for the purpose of rendering the road secure when 
made. I shall take as early an opportunity of travelling through this country 
as inoy be practicable, wliich will enable me to report more fully and satisfac- 
torily upon its nature and the difficulties it presents to those who may here- 
after frequent it; and in the mean time have to apologise for this digression 
from the principal subject of my letter, to which, however, it may be consi- 
dered in some degree to relate. 

8. The remainder of the force, alluded to in the 4th para, of my letter ns 
having been maintained by Ryesingjee for the purpose of keeping his Bhecl 
subjects under restraint, was distributed by him in the other Hill Purgnnas, in 
small Thanas of from ten to thirty men each, but so situated ns to Uc able to 
keep lip a communication, and to aid each other, if necessary, in preserving 
the general tranquillity of the whole. 

f). Another circumstance, which undoubtedly greatly tended to keep the 
Pheels in order, was the Raja building a fort at Rnjpeepla (properly so called), 
wliich is situated in the centre of several of the hill districts. This place 
he also made his capital and the seat of his authority, not from choice 
but from necessity, being always under the apprehension of attacks frona 
foreign enemies, but more particularly from the Gaekwar Government. The i 
fort is of brick, built in a small plain, surrounded on every side by high hills, 
the possession of which, with artillery, would render it soon untenable. The 
approach to it, how’ever, for the distance of aho^i two or three koss, not only pre- 
sents very great natural obstacles in the number and steepness of the ascents and 
descents through which it runs, but was formerly defended by a gate known 
by the name of the Zal Durwoja built in a strong position, being on one side 
flanked by a higfi hill also fortified, and on the other by the rocky though rather 
shallow river Kurjun, the approach to which was moreover defended by other 
fortifications, if such they can be termed) consisting of breastworks and 
bastions erected upon commanding positions. The fort itself, as well as its 
secondary defences, are now in a very ruined and dilapidated condition, having 
undergone no repairs for the last eight or ten years. Their ruins, however, stifl 
remain, the memorials of the policy and wisdom of Ryesingjee their founder. 
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10. AH apprehension of foreign danger having, by the recent nrrangemenfrt^ 
been removed from the Raja's mind, Rajpeeplu will now no longer contiiuie 
tlie capital of the country except in name. It is proverbially unhealthy, and 
the more commodious and healthy town of Nandod will henceforward consti- 
tute the^ fixed residence of the Raja. This change can only be rogrcttc(] in 
one point of view, viz. that the keeping the IHieels in order must have been 
greatly facilitated by the Raja being, as it were, obliged to reside amoivjst 
them, and the check which must have existed against the misconduct from the 
large force which, independent of the Thanas 1 have enumernted, tiie Ruja in 
those troubled times was obliged to retain near his person, will in conscqucncu 
be removed. 

11. In former times no other measures were resorted to except force, to 
ensure subjection and obedience to the orders of the Raja from his Bhccl 
subjects. It never has hitherto been the custom to take general perpetual 
security for their good behaviour, although, when any individual Bhecl was 
apprehended on account of the committal of any crime, not snHiciciitly heinous 
as to render it ex]>cdicnt that he should forfeit his life, befure lie was dismissed 
from custody lie was obliged, in addition to taking an oath upon the Jlaju’s 
Gadee that he would behave peaceably in future, to furnish security that he 
would dp so. The number of the securities taken varied in proportion to 
the nature of t)ic oflenee committed and the character of the Dheol who had to 
furnish them. The securities furnished were Bheols, generally relations of the 
criminal, no other caste having yet ventured to become Kccurity for llio Rnj- 
peepla Bheels, who reverence the sacred character of u Blialt ur Bramin as 
little as that of any other person. 

12. Before I proceed to enter upon the second sulijcct of my letter, it will 
be useful to enumerate a few of the punishments inflicted upon Bhccis by the 

# Rajas of this district in ancient times, ns well as the principal rights and 
• privileges anciently granted to this race of people; both of tlicse tojiics 
bearing reference to the general subject of my letter. 

13. The punishments inflicted by the Raja upon offending Bheels were 
various, and for the most part cruel and summary. In case of a whole 
village being in fault, it was generally attacked and burnt to the ground, the 
whole of its wretched inmates being without discrimination of sex or age put 
to the sword. The punishments inflicted upon those seized who had 
committed treason against the Government, muider, or any very heinous 
crime, was generally death, allliough sometimes commuted to fines and 
imprisonment. The modes in which death was inflicted were various and 
sanguinary, such as by impalement, burning in a slow fire, blowing the 
offender from the mouth of a gun, and beheading with a sword, in which case 
the body was generally exposed upon a tree. The punishment of depriving 
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criminals of a limb (generally tlie oflTending member) was also often inflicted. 
Fur minor offences, fines, imprisonment, corporal punishment, and other 
lighter punishments were had recourse to. It is not to be supposed that 
the Government was ever very ceremonious in the selection of the proper 
objects for public example, but that wherever the criminal was possessed of 
wealth, with the exception of state crimes, he could generally succeed in 
purchasing his pardon. In case of suspicion, trial by ordeal was frequently 
had recourse to, the terrors of which very commonly had the effect of causing 
those who were to be subjected to it to confess themselves guilty, in preference 
to underij[oing it. 

14. The ancient rights of the Bhccls are few in number, and simple in 
their nature. In several instances Pnrgunas, the residence of any powerful 
Bhecl Chief, have been exempted from the payment of any regular revenue to 
the Government, with a reservation, however, of the power of levying a small 
tax upon each Chnpra or Bheel hut, and of amercing any of its inhabitants 
who may have coiiunittfd any offence. Of tliis description I have already 
reported the district of i;>aklibara to be, which was (brmerly ceded upon the 
above condilious to the family of the present Kooer Wussawa, besides which 
no less than four other districts have been ceded upon similar conditions to 
different Blieel Wussavvas, viz. the district of Coolywura, or Gungatber, given 
to the family of the late Jeew& Wussawa; that of Gharuswala, given to a family 
of which Kuleea Vuivce is the present representative ; that of Ratce, given to 
the family of tlie present Dermo Wussawa, who is now residing in the Gun- 
gather distiict, his own being entirely waste; and lastly, that of Wudgaum, 
belonging to Lai Ijee Wussawa, who is now residing in the Nansur Piirguna, his 
own bcingulso waste. The whole of these districts are situated upon the borders 
of Khandesh, the southern boundary of Hajpeepla; and it must be observed, 
llmt in addition to the conditions abovementioned upon which they are beld,^ 
their possessors owe entire obedience, and any service which they may be call- 
ed upon to perform by the siiperior State. In other instances, villages have 
been granted to Wnssuwas, or heads of Hhee! villages, upon nearly the same 
terms us I have described above; amongst this class of Bheels is Kyesingjee, 
the father-in-law of Kooer, for it must be observed, that although this Chief at 
the present momept is the wealtinest, if not the most powerful of all the Bheela 
residing in this "boun try, yet he owes his aggrandizement more (o his own per- 
sonal exertions than to birth, as he is considered much below in hereditary 
rank to many who are now involved in tlie extreme of poverty and wretched- 
ness. A general and universal right enjoyed by every Wussawa of every rank, 
whether high or low, is known by the name of Vuliar, which consists in an 
exemption from paying revenue upon whatever quantity of land he himself 
and those who reside in his house may cultivate. This privilege, however, 
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entails upon its possessor the duty of providing with a subsistence any person 
who may be sent by the Orvernment to his village, either (or the purposes of 
collection or any other cause whatever. In villages inhabited by Koonbees, 
this is an expense which (alls upon the villages generally, but in the case of 
Bheel villages, from the above cause it (\ills upon the Wussawa alone. There 
is no exception whatever to this rule, Vultur being equally the hereditary right 
of the Bheel who resides in the lower, or the one who resides in the hill dis- 
tricts of Rujpcepla. Another general right, which long usage and custom 
has given to every Wussawa, is that of Koonlee^ or a small tax levied 
by them upon merchants who may halt for The night in their villages. 
This is willingly paid by the merchant us the price of protection both from 
personal injury or loss, the Wussawa under whoso care he entrusts him- 
self and property being understood to be responsible for both. These 
are nil the rights, at least the undisputed rights, of the Uheels of Ruj- 
peepla, that have as yet come to my knowledge. Kooer Wussawa, however, 
and others, assert their pretensions to diAcrent rights from the territories of 
the late Peshwa, as well as those belonging to the Gackwar Government. 
From all the information, however, now in my possession, I am disposed to 
believe that these, upon investigation, will be found untenable, either from 
their having been recently established or from their having originally belonged 
to the Raja, under whose authority they live. A more minute enquiry will, 
however, hereafter decide the question. 

15. Such are the imperfect details that, with the utmost diligence, T hnvo 
been enabled to obtain, relative to the first point under discussion. The lapse 
of nearly thirty-five years which has occurred since the time of Uye8ini;jee, 
has rendered it no very easy tusk to procure information that can implicitly be 
relied upon as correct. This mode of managing iiis DhccI subjects, imperfect 

„as it must be confessed to have been, is the one by which, even in the present 
day, they must be in a great measure ruled. The natural faithlessness of the 
Bheel character will not warrant, at least for the present, any hope being 
entertained that they will abide by any engagements it may be thought expe- 
dient to require them to enter into, unless a sufficient force is at hand ready 
to punish any infraction of them ; as it is the dread of punishment alone which 
will ensure these engagements being duly observed. 

16. In considering the second subject of my letter, it is necessary to divide 
into two separate divisions the Bheels residing in Rajpcepla, viz. first, those 
who reside in its lower districts, and second, those who inhabit its mountainous 
districts. This division is rendered necessary from the different situation and 
condition of each, rendering a somewhat different mode in the treatment and 
management of each necessary. 

17. Those included under the first division principally dwell in the three 
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districts ofGoraiGorreswcri and Khiinthal, which are inhabited by them alone: 
the Purgunns of Ruttunpoor and Jubboogaum are also in a great measure 
peopled by them, and the remaining five lower districts partially so. I have 
already, in my letter to your address dated the 19th ultimo, given a brief 
account of this class, which precludes the necessity of my now making any 
fiirthcM' remarks upon them, except that, comparS^d with the second class, they 
are peaceably disposed, pay their just proportion of revenue to the Government, 
and, in short, in their general character correspond in some degree to that of 
the submissive and obedient Ryut. 

18. The treatment of this 'class appears to be obvious, viz., as long as they 
conduct themselves propeily, and strictly observe any engagements which may 
he entered into with them, that all their hereditary rights and privileges shall be 
respected and no oppression exercised towards them, or any undue exactions 
levied from them; but should they, on the oilier hanil, (and vvliich may occa- 
sionally be expected) pursue a different line of conduct, and either fail in their 
engagements or disturb the public peace, that they should be visited with a 
punishment proportionate to the cause which may render such necessary. The 
Tlianas which arc stationed in the districts abovementioned will be of sufficient 
strength to prevent any common internal disturbances occurring within them, 
and, ns a measure which promises to tend to the same end, [ would suggest 
that of taking without delay Sanklee Zamin (literally cliuin security) from the 
inhabitants of these districts. By this arrangement each village is required to 
furnish as security for its good conduct the villages situated on its right and 
left, and so on throughout the whole Purgiina, altogether forming the coni- 
pletest and strongest kind of security which can be obtained. Its appellation 
is metaphorically derived from its similitude to a chain. In such an arrauge- 
nient also, the principal If heel VVussawa in each Purgiina \vould become security 
for the good behaviour of every village in the district in which he resides, and 
would be required to give as bis securities persons who do not reside in the same 
district as he himself does. Although the demanding this security will consti- 
tute an innovation of established custom, yet 1 am not apprehensive that it will be 
received with jealously or suspicion by them, provided the objects in view arc 
carefully and properly explained. The bond to be subscribed to by them would, 
perhaps, in 6ub.stancc be the same as that I have had the honour to forward as 
having been executed'^ by Kooer Wussawa, making the alterations necessary 
from the difiel^nce which exists in their situation and that of the latter. I shall| 
however, await your instructions, prior to adopting any steps towards accom- 
pILshing the object in view. 

19. The management of the second division into which the Bheels have 
been divided will not, from local causes, combined with the more unsettled

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huhita of those who compose it, be sc easy as that of the first class. Although 
it is impossible that the present condition of this Government will admit of its 
keeping up so large a military force as was maintained by Kyesingjee, yet* 
nevertheless, it mustcliiefiy rely upon the strength and vigilance of itsTImnas 
to maintain the general tranquillity of the mountainous districts belonging to 
it. It will, therefore, be necessary that a larger force should for the present 
be kept up than will permanently be required, not only with a view of recover- 
ing the authority over these districts which has in a great <legree been usurped 
by the Bhecl Chiefs, but also with that of running no risk of again losing it 
after it hag been once regained. This will undoubtedly occasicin an expense 
to the Government it cannot well afford, and without tiny immediate return ; but 
it will be eventually fully recompensed by the increase which is likely to take 
place in its resources from the re-inhabiting, and restoration of good aiitliority in 
these now deserted tracts. The principal stations at which it would appear to 
be the most advantageous to place Thanas, are Sukhbara, Rliocha, and the 
Fort of llajpccpia. 1 have already alluded to the importance of the first of 
these places, and reported that a strong Thana has been sent there with Koocr 
Wussawa. Independently of keeping an eye over the actions of tliat Chief, it 
will have to preserve the peace of the district in which he resides, as well ns that 
of the Purgnnns of Nowaganm, Gajun, Gota, Thowah, Natrug, Wurcoonta, 
Koomdebka, Glioonevalee, Gungadhur, Rotcc, and Wudgaurn. The tranquil- 
lity of all of these districts is of primary importance, ns it will afiect that of the 
province of Khandesh to which they adjoin. The strength of the Thrna sent 
will, 1 trust, prove sufficient for the object in view, for although on addition to 
it would be desirable, yet the ability of this State to furnish it must not be 
disregarded. The second station is the district in which Ryesingjee Wussawa 
resides, who will for the present be required to be kept under some restraint. 
This Chief has not yet repaired fo my camp, and after a short delay to sec 
whether the departure of Koocr will induce him to do so, I must have recourse 
to the expedient of sending INIohsuls upon him, as any longer forbearance 
would not be advisable, from the prejudicial efTects his example is likely to 
have upon the minds of others. The strength of this Thana need not exceed 
twenty or twenty-five men, as it could easily be supported in case of necessity 
by the Thana which will be stationed in the adjacent districts of Ruttunpoor 
and Jubboogaum. I have in the 9th para, of my letter descHbed the advan- 
tages of the last station recommended, and shall only thcrerore in addition 
remark, that to it will be entrusted the protection of the Fort, as well as that 
of the Morjuree, Chopree, and Phoolswarec districts, which are situated in its 
vicinity ; its control also extending to the Doomkul Purguna. This arrange- 
ment will, 1 believe, embrace the whole of the sixteen hill districts belonging to 
the Raja, and on it alone must their tranquillity for the present mainly depend. 

93r 
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*20. Many causes suL^^est tlicmselves why it would not be advisable at the 
prcsiMit moment to demand secui ity from the Bhecls who compose the second 
flivision, the chief of which are the three following: — The inutility of 
such a measure. This arises from the impossibility of obtaining any security 
that could he de|jended upon, no person of any respectability being willing to 
become responsihlc for the behaviour of persons so notoriously faithless os the 
II ill Bhcels are known to he. It would be impracticable now to obtain the secu-- 
rity of any person residing out of the bill districts, and such it will continue 
to be until the Uaja*s authority has been firmly re-cstablisbcd in them. Until 
this lias been eilected, criminals will always be able to find a sure refuge 
from ixinishincnt in the jungles and fastnesses with w hich these tracts so 
plentifully abound. The second objection is, that the present condition of 
these Purgunas is opposed to such a measure. Many of them arc now 
entirely waste, others nearly so, and the whole very thinly inhabited. 
Such being the case, it would appear to be more expedient, should it be 
decided that security is to be taken from them, that the doing so should be 
postponed until these tracts have been in some dogreo re-peopled, and brought 
into some degree of peace and order. The last objection is, the opinion 
entertained experienced persons as I have been able to consult on 

the subject, that the measure in question would, if now agitated, create in 
the minds of those to whom it refers, suspicion and apprehension. The 
causing such would, without doubt, be productive of very pernicious effects, 
the chief of wliich would he tlie checking and retarding the great object of 
inducing those whom poverty and oppression may have caused to emigrate 
from their country, again to return to it. I am most happy to be able to 
report that the whole of Uajpcepla is daily receiving great accessions to its 
population by tlie return of its former inhabitants, and as in such consists the 
foundation of its future renovation, it would be impolitic to adopt any measure 
which, in all probability, would have the effect of deterring many from 
doing so. 

*21. The only exceptions which it w'ould appear advisable to make to the 
above rule, are in the cases of Ryesingjee Wussawa and perhaps the principal 
VVussaw'a residing ill each Purguna. With the former, in the event of my 
suggestion being approved of, I would endeavour to conclude a settlement 
upon somewhat .similar principles to that I liave lately concluded with his 
son-in law. TMs would appear to be necessary not only from the influence and 
power possessed liy thi.s Chief, but because he has now in his service a number of 
Seebiindiea, horse and foot, amounting as is reported to upwards of fifty men. 
The dismissal of these appears requisite, not only as being unnecessary to Itye- 
singjee himself, but also because his retaining them would hold out a tempta- 
tion to Kooer’s returning to his former lawless mode of life. I have already 
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observed, in my letter reporting the settlement witli this Chief, that it is Uy 
depriving him of the power and means, rather than placing reliance upon Ills 
promises and engagements, that we can safely hope to be able to prevent his 
resuming his former character of a general disturber of the puldic peace, and 
Ryesingjee being allowed to retain these troops in his service would be contra- 
ry to this rule, from the apprehension that in case of need they might be 
placed at the disposal of his son-in-law. 

22. Before I conclude, 1 must make a few observations upon the subjocts 
of the future rights of the Bhccis generally, and of the punishments to be 
inflicted npon those who arc found guilty of*having committed any crime. 
Regarding the first, I shall take for granted that no ancient right they may ho 
entitled to will be infringed, and, as a measure likely to conciliate and reclaim 
them, I would further venture to sinrgest their extension. Should such he 
thought expedient, it might be ctfected by the Raja granting a village upon 
similar condition of service, and paying small qnit-rtMiis like those alluded to 
in the Htli para, of this letter, to the priitcipul Bhcel Wussawa residing in 
each Purgnna. 1 have not mentioned my proposal to this (lovernmcnt, but 
doubt not that it would be readily acceded to if recommended, because no 
present loss would be sustained by it, and a very small ulicMiation of i(s future 
resources be made. The beneficial effects these grants would have would 
be great, provided they were made rcsunmhlo in case of any misconduct of 
those to whom they arc given. The power and influence of the favoured Chief 
would be augmented; be would be looked up to by the minor Win^sawas ; 
and the grant might be considered to be given to him as a kind of equivalent 
for bis becoming responsible for^ the peace of the whole of his district, and 
the regular payment of the revenue justly due from it. 

23. I had the honour to allude last year to the frequency and enormity of 
crimes at that time prevalent in Uajpeepla, which naturally in a great measure 
referred to its Bhcel population. Although the happy f^fects of llnj restoration, 
of the legitimate authority will greatly *teml to their diminution and suppresHion, 
and have in fact already done so, it will, however, be absolutely necessary 
to make a few examples upon )icrsons who may be detected in having 
committed offences of a very glaring nature, for to s|)are such would appear to 
be misplaced mercy. Allliougli, as 1 have above hinted, crimes have become 
proportionally less, and detections more frequent, since the short period during 
which the Raja has been restored to bis rights, yet I regret t^e obliged to 
report the commission of two rouidcrs wdthin this period. The perpetrators 
of one are suspected to have belonged to tlie district of Tullukwara, and have 
not yet been discovered ; but the other was quickly apprehended, and is now 
in custody. The Government are anxious to make an example of this unfor- 
tunate man, the murder having been committed upon the body of his brotlier ; 
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but wish to receive directions rrom me previous to doing so. As, however, 
there are cases in which interrcrencc may not be considered proper, I have 
hitherto told them to act for themselves, in conformity with the ancient custom 
of the country, which it must be observed would equally justify the death of 
the criminal, or his being discharged upon payment of a heavy fine. 1 shall 
persevere in this line of conduct until I receive instructions to act diflerently. 
The other offences which have come to my knowledge as having been 
committed, are few in number, and have most frequently been attended with 
detection and suitable punishment. It is true that Ainecn Jumadar has preferred 
several complaints against tiia Bheels of the Uuttunpoor district, which may, 
however, be said to have been occasioned rather by his unjustifiable conduct 
in sending Mohsuls upon them and currying some of them off prisoners, 
than to any systematic habit of plunder; an inference which is support- 
ed by the fact of not a single complaint having been made during the 
same period by any of the Company's authorities, and which is one of no 
small importance when the former frequency of such complaints is recol- 
lected. 

24. Having made allusion to the above Guekwar officer, it occurs to me 
to remark, that every endeavour at conciliating and reclaiming the Bheels 
residing in this district will be fiuitlcss, unless the Gaekwar Government 
discountenance such acts as those reported in my letter to you of the 17th 
ultimo, and acts similar to that of putting a poor unofTending Bhcel to death, 
as reported in my letter of the 28tli ultimo, being committed by its local 
officers. 

25. Having now come to the conclusion of such observations as have 
occurred to me upon the important topic of iiiy letter, 1 have the honour to 
solicit your early instructions upon the different points which may appear to 
you to require them.

Sir, — I have the honour to acknowledge the receipt of your despatch of (he 
8th instant, reporting upon the important subject of the management of the 
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fiheel |)op(ilation in Rajpeepla. From this despatch it will be seen (hat evon 
during the golden age of Rnjpeepla» in the reign of Ryesin^ce in 17(13, no 
better plan than the occupation of posts in the Hill Purguiius by Tlmnas of 
various stiength was ever adopted, and no other means were bud recourse to of 
conciliating this class of people, or of inducing them to abstain from plunder- 
ing, than the severity with which ofTendeis oguinst the public peace were 
chastised ; and their pnnishmenls appear to have been of the most stingninnry 
nature. For the present 1 conclude that part of tliis systom must be pursued, 
viz. the maintaining of Thanasin the Hill Purguitas. 

2. The arrangement concluded with Kooer.Wussawn, the lihecl Cbieflain 
of Sukhbara, is admirahty calculated to induce that Hhccl (!)bicr to become a 
useful auxiliary in the grand plan of introducing settled habits among the wild 
classes inhabiting the bills. Ills example will do much ; and the allowance 
which has been granted to him for the maintenance of a few men in the service 
of the Raja, must make it an object with him not only to remain peaceful him- 
self, but to keep others so. Any acts of grace on thcjuirt of the ihija towards 
these VVussawas, such as granting them waste lands, will be attended with the 
best effects, and the preserving to them entire all their ancient privileges and 
rights and not permitting the Government to trench upon them, as they will 
always be suiHciently well inclined to do, must in the course of time operate 
beneficially on the minds of these uncivilized people ; and, when they feel that 
they sufler no oppression or liardshif), then they may he expected to remain 
quiet and satisfied with the new order of things. 

3. I can see no objection to the VVussawa retaining the privilege of Vultur, 
as explained by you, and the mode in which revenue is realized from their 
Purgunus by a tax or Veera upon each hut should be adhered to. Itcspecting 
the Koontee, or duties levied by them on merchants, should it tend towards 
discouraging the transit of commerce, it might perhaps he commuted for a 
money payment from the Government, the Raja’s officers collecting this duty. 
I am induced to believe, from the reasons assigned in your despulcli, that it 
would be inexpedient at the present time to attempt taking security from 
tliose mountaineers. 

4. With respect to the Bheels who are described by you as assimilating 
more to the character of Ryuts, the same appreheiibiun of tiicir committing 
excesses does not exist ; the measure, however, of taking Sanklee Zamin, I 
would Ulttainly recommend being adopted. Although it be an innovation, 
I have reason to believe that no ill consequences would result from its intro- 
duction, of which, from your familiar local acquaintance, you must be the best 
qualified to form a correct judgment. The measure likewise of the principal 
Wussawa becoming security for each village within his limits, he also furnish- 
ing counter security for his own good conduct of persons residing in other 
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districts, is also calculated to connect the links of the chain ; and bonds, as 
recommended by you, might be taken from the Wussawas. These should be 
simple in their nature and consisting of few articles. 

5. Ryesingjee, the lowland Bheel Chief, appears to be one of the richest 
in the country, and it may be politic to conciliate him by showing him some 
marks of attention and favour from the Government, such as granting him one 
of the waste villages in Inam or Jaidad, or a small allowance, at the same time 
causing him to dismiss his Seebundy. 

0. With respect to the administration of criminal justice, that power must 
be left unimpaired in the hands of the Native Government, who should try all 
causes and punish all oflenccs according to the Moolk Seerishta ; and I would 
only recommend your interfering when any gross act of injustice was meditat- 
ed by the Government, or any of their proceedings calculated to excite dis- 
content in the population. You can, however, and it is essential for the national 
character, recommend strongly that no sanguinary or cruel punishment be 
inflicted as described in your despatch ; and should it be, as in other Rajpoot 
communities, the custom, in cases of murder, for the relatives to accept the 
price of blood, I would suggest your not oflering any opposition to this com- 
position, us an interference of this kind is likely to give offence to both the 
governing party and the governed. The rude people among whom you are, 
cannot be fitted to comprehend our system of enlightened government, and 
they are managed through their own customs and institutes, which, however 
repugnant they may appear in our eyes, to common sense, or justice, yet will 
be found better adapted for the wild people among whom they exist. I take 
this opportunity of referring you to the instructions given by Major General Sir 
J. Malcolm, G.C.U., to his Assistant in Malwa, as applicable to the state of 
affairs in RajpeepIJ, and to the nature of your duties incident to our connection 
with tliat petty State. From the 2Gtli to the end of the 33rd paragraphs are 
peculiarly worthy of your observation, us also the remark in the 35th para, of 
the instructions above quoted.

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Your instructions to Mr. Willoughby have very judiciously prescribed t!iu 
line of policy to be pursued towards the Bheels of llajpeepla, and are similar 
to those adopted in Khandesh| with the ditfereiicc that tlio allowance to tiie 
Uheel Chiefs was in money instead of land, a method apparcMitly less suited to 
the means of the Uajpccpia State.

Sir, — I have the honour to hand up, for the information of the Honorable 
the Governor in Council, copy of a despatch from Mr. Willoughby, dated the 
2oth ultimo, reporting his having succeeded in concluding a settlement with the 
Bheel Chief Ryesingjee, which appears to me to be as satisfactory as the one 
lately concluded with his son-in-law, Kooer Wussawa. 

2. The only difference in these two settlements is pointed out in the 3rd 
and 4th paragraphs of Mr. Willoughby’s letter, and the reasons assigned for 
such being in bis judgment expedient and satisfactory. The nature of the 
security furnished by this Chief is alluded to in the following paragraph, and 
appears to be uncxceptioimljlc. 

3. 1 fully concur in the reasoning contained in the Hth paragraph of my 
Assistant’s letter, and his refusing llyesingjee’s request relative to the perpe- 
tual farm of the Uoodha Purgiina being granted, was, in my opinion, politic 
and expedient. 

4. The three concluding paragraphs of Mr. W'illoughby’s letter contain a 
sketch of the character, situation, and circumstances of this Bheel Chief, which 
is not very favourable ; but the fact related in the letter to Captain Briggs, 
relative to my Assistant having recovered, through his information, two horses 
supposed to have been stolen, and which I have since been informed belonged 
to the Poona Auxiliary Horse, and were stolen by two persons who escaped 
from th^gaol at Dhoolia, itself proves the improbability of llajpeepla being, 
as hitherto, a sure refuge for plunderers, and shows that the Raja has already 
established liis authority in his highland districts.

Sin, — I have tlio honour to acknowledge the receipt of your letter dated the 
15th instant, referring to the 18th and2)st''^ paragraphs of my letter to your 
^idilrcss dated the 8th preceding, and authorising me to enter into the arrange- 
ment therein proposed, with the Bhcel Chieftain Ryesingjee and those 

composing the second division into which 1 have divided the Bheel population 
of Rajpeeplu. 

2. Tlie former Chieftain, I am happy to say, lias at length been prevailed 
upon to repair to my cam|), and 1 now forwardf the Fuel Zamin bond he has 
entered into, which is exactly similar to that 1 lately concluded with his son- 
in-law Kooer, except in the 2nd and 9th Articles. 

3. The diflercnce in the 2nd Article merely arises from the former 

Chiel\ain having been guaranteed in the possession of a whole district, and 
the latter in only that of three villages in the Roodha Purguna, viz. those 
of WaiTce, Nansoor, and Peemgote. II is right to the two former was 
undisputed ; but his right to the latter is not perhaps strictly tenable, having 
merely been granted to him a very few years since by N arsing, when the 
latter was fighting for his rights. As, however, I consider it to be a very 

grand object to conciliate and bring over this powerful and wealthy Chief to 

the newly established Government, I thought Government would be likely 
to approve of my recommending that he should be confirmed in the possession 
of this village also, ns a measure likely to contribute to the above object being 
gradually eHccted. I have accordingly done so, and the suggestion has been 
acquiesced in by the Native Government, which is fully sensible of the advan- 
tages it is likely to derive from extending to the Uheels generally sucli conci- 
liatory measures, and in fact to make it worthy of their consideration to 
relinquish their usual predatory habits upon the grounds of personal interest 
alone. The measure also appeared to be further expedient, as its adoption 
precluded the necessity of the Rajpcepla Government incurring any expense 
similar to that incurred on account of Kooer, by settling any provision upon 
Ryesingjee in consideration of personal service. 

4. The difference in the 9th or concluding Article of Ryesingjee's settle- 
ment consists in my having, for the present, consented at his earnest entreaty 
to permit him to retain in his service eight of theSeebundy now in his employ,

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upon condition'of his immediately dismissing all above that number, which 
amount to upwards of forty men. Although I could have wished to have dis- 
pensed with this reservation, yet his entreaties were so urgent, that I thought 
it prudent to yield to tRcm (subject however to the subHequont sanction of 
Government), and considering that a point of no small importance was gained 
in his consenting to dismiss nil but the small number in question, to which he 
was certainly very much averse, as diminishing his innueiiec and power. 

5. The security that Ryesingjee has rtirnibhcd is, 1 am happy to say, most 
satisfactory and unexceptionable. It was his wish merely to furnish the secu- 
rity of persons of his own caste, to which how/jver I would not accede, and he 
has consequently furnished as his principal security Abdoolla neloochec, a 
Sindian Jiimadar, who has already been brought to your notice ns having 
become one of the securities for the due performance of the engagement 
the Karbaree of this Government has entered into with the Ibija. The 
remaining security, and the two crountcr securities, are Himcd Wussawas, 
who, although they jointly add to the value of the whole engagement, 
are not wewthy, separately, of much confidence; being reposed in ibcm. 
I feel, however, considerable reliance in the benelicial effects likely to 
arise from the engagement, which is not a little increased from my know- 
ledge that Abdoolla Jtimadar, fully aware of the responsibility he has taken 
upon iumscif, has relieved himself from a part of it by privately taking the 
counter security of several other Uhcel Chiefs residing in tin; lowland districts 
of this country, his doing which I thought it my duty strongly to advise 
and recommend. 

C. I think it right here to mention a request made to me on the 
part of Ilyebingjee, which I did not think it expedient or proper to 
accede to, viz. that I would insert, in the engagement I liiive remurki^d upon, 
a clause granting him the perpetual farm of the district of Roodha, in 
which he resides. My refusal was not only grounded upon the idea that 
consenting to it would not have been an act of justice to the Native 
Government, hut because 1 doubted, even had such an objection not existed, 
wliether it would have been politic or expedient; for nitbougli I conclude the 
expediency of avoiding any interference with rights and privileges at present 
enjoyed by the Bhccis of U:ijpGC|ila will be considered advisaijie, yet 1 should 
humbly conceive a different conclusion would be drawn us to the policy of 
entrusting to any particular Chief (who may already possess mme than hia 
share) any increased degree of power and iidiuencc. Ryesingjee may cer- 
tainly be considered as a Chief of this class, and possessing, as he docs, the 
authority and power which follow the possession of riches, the acceding to the 
request I have mentioned appeared unadvisable, and calculated to increase both. 
As, however, it appeared to occasion considerable discontent in his mind, to 
94r 
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avoid falling into the opposite extreme, I privately suggested that he should 
have the farm of the district given to iiim for the present year, leaving it at 
the choice of the Native (lovcriiment to continue it or not in future years, as 
it might deem to be most expedient. Tins has ))een done, Ryesingjee having 
willingly agreed to f4ii in it for the sum of Hs. 500, and in addition to pay to 
the llapi, on his accession to the sovereignty of Rtijpeepln, the sum of Us. 400 
as Q Niizerana. lie has already returned to Ins own district, and, I have 
every reason to believe, contented and Siftistied ; and Ins consent has been 
obtained to the preeuiitionary measure being ad()pted of stationing a I'bana 
of twenty Foot Scebundy to presei vc the peace of Uoodba and its neighbouring 
districts. 

7. The character of Ryesingjee has already incidentally been adverted 
to; diff’eiing perba|)s in no material degree from the general traits of the 
BliecI character, except perhaps that his individual dis|)ositjon is more marked 
by the cunning and craftiness all his caste possess, being evinced in a more 
timorous and deceitrul manner than is generally the case. 1 am induced to 
make this rcitiark (Vom his submissive demeanour, and the wliining cant ho 
displayed during his conference w itii me, wliich particulai ly stiuck me. His real 
character was not perhaps badly conveyed in the rc|)ly I received from one 
whom I interrogated on tlic subject, ** that he h.id sweet water in his mouth, hut 
black blood in liis heart.” He is now between forty and fifty years of age, 
and entrusts the principal charge of the management of his afiairs to the son of 
the Parsee alluded to in my correspondence lust year with Mr. Norris upon the 
subject of the Rajpeepla Bhecls as being at that time his Karbaree, the latter 
having died a fe>y months .since, lie informed me that ho hud not had an 
interview with his soii-iii-law Kooer since the coiicluRiou of the settlement with 
the latter, but added that he had heard from him stating he was much pleased 
with the terms granted him, and the generosity shown to him by the British 
Government. 1 did not fail to take the opportunity thus aflbrded of cx|)liiining 
to him what kindness for this once had generously been extended to his relation, 
but that no lonecu’ forbearance w ould be exercised towards bim in case he swerved 
from his late engagements, in which event he and those who united with him 
would he hunted dow^i, and treated as disturbers of the public peace. This 
Ryesingjee appeared to he convinced of, and promised to me his influence to 
prevent the necessity of such a measure being resorted to. 

8. 1 have already rnentioned tliat Ryesingjee is considered to he very 
wealthy, the foundation of wliich was acquired in Sumviit 1865, or A. d. 1809, 
in which year he is said to have obtained |)roperty of upwards of a lakli of 
rupees value. This was occasioned by the memorable disturbance raised in 
the above year by the Bhora caste in the territories of the Raja of Mandvee, 
for a number of that ca*«te, after the disturbance had been quelled by the means 
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of a British force, sought an asylum at the village of Wurrcc, belonging to this 
Chief, and only obtained it on condition of giving to him a largo portion of the 
plundered properly they luid brought with them. Soon al'tor a demand was 
made to Ryesingjco that those fugitives should he delivered up to justiee, with 
which he ungenerously complied, making (with the chararteristic crafliness of 
liis caste) n stipidalioii that no claim should at any future period he made 
for any part of the plunden’d goo»ls. This was readily consented to, the 
fugitives were given np, and tlui^Chief hd’t sole and nndispiited possessor of 
the wiiolc property the former had hronght with them. 'I his ncc(»niit is only 
given from hearsay, hut the fact of Kisheiidas^Huksl.ec, a foimer Kaiharee to 
this IStatc, having demanded and (d)taiiied a Nuzerana of ‘JO.OOO rupees on 
this pretence is, I think, of itself sullieieut to |nove its truth. Ityoing jee’s 
present wealth is very eoii'-iderahle, ns during llie (iaekvvar's rule the revtume 
he paid was very small in eompuiison with the resour(‘es of his distiict. 'I'his 
was also visible from tlie dre.^'S mid ornaments of himself and follower^, and is 
also proved hy his being able to support nine wives, hy whom he has issue 
seven sons and eleven dau^liters, the eldest «)f the former of whom is Overecd 
Ryesingjee, a young man of about twenty-five years of age. 

9. Ill conclusion, and as evincing more favonrahio grounds of hope than 
the above detail can possibly afford, of the future good conduct ol this Chief- 
tain, 1 have nddiessed u letter to the Political Agent in Kliaiidesh, reporting 
my having recovered through Ilycsiiigjee two horses, I have every reason 
to believe are srohm property ; and 1 must add I am not w'ilhout hope that 
1 may succeed in apprehending the robbers, for which nieasnres are now in 
progress wliich appear to me to be best calculated fur altainiug this desirable 
object.

Sir, — I have the lionour to hand up, for the information of the Honorable 
Board, copy of a letter from tny Assistant, dated the 28th ultimo, in reply to 
one I had addressed to him the lOth'’^ preceding, copy of which has already 
been forwarded to you. 

2, From this it appears, that in the short peiiod which intervened between 
those dates, that gentleman succeeded in accomplishing the grand object of 
taking Sunklee Zamin from 78 of the villages, inhabited by Bheels of the 
second of the two divisi()ns into which he has divided the Bheel population of 
Rajpeepla in his letter of the 8th uliimo.t 

3. The suggestion made to the Native Government by Mr. Willoughby, 
and alluded to in tlie 6th para, of his letter, appears calculated to restore 
confidence to the Bheels residing in the highland districts of Rajpeepla. 

4, In the 7th para, of my Assistant's letter a deBCii|)ti()n is given of the 
ancient mode of realising revenue from the Biicels of Rajpeepla, which will 
be pursued in future. 

5. The Native Government of Rajpeepla appears sensible of the advantages 
it is likely to deiivc from confirming the ancient rights and privileges of its 
BhccI subjects, and even to (extend them, in tho manner suggested by my 
Assistant in the 22nd para, of his letter to my address dated the 8tli ultimo.;}; 

C. For the reasons assigned in the 9th |mra. of Mr. Willoughby's letter, 
the measure of commuting the Kooiitee right enjoyed by the Rajjieepla Bheels 
to a ready money payment, does not appear at the present moment prarticahle. 

7. In the 10th para, of my Assistant’s letter he alludes to a former despatch 
to my address, in reference to the information it contained of his having taken 
Fuel Zamin security from such villages under the authority of the Rajpeepla 
State as arc inhabited by the industrial castes. 

8. These are 126 in number, and the stipulation these villages have sub- 
scribed to appears calculated to ensiiie the prevention of crime, the detection 
of such when committed, and to preserve the general peace of the country*

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9. The three concluding parna. of my Assistant's letter refer to the 
character and situation of the Mehwasee who was lust year brought to the 
notice of Government, by name Bujee Daimcn, residing in Tullukwura, 
belonging to the Gackwur Cjovernment. 

10. The measure' Mr. Willoughby had it in contemplation to adopt, of 
paying off the whole of this person’s claims l)y borrowing their amount iVom 
a Soiicar, appears u good one, but could not be cfl'rctcd at the present moment, 
in cnnspi^ncncc of no one being fomid willing to engage in a tr.iiisaction which 
promi>ed such remote advantages, and which may also be considered as proof, 
if such were wanling, of the distressed state* of th..? Rajpeepla State. The 
only resource left was to direct that the villages upon which these dues have 
been cstuldished should pay tlieiii for the current year, but ns soon as any 
one can be toiind willing to enter into the above ui rangement, it would appear 
desirable that it should be adopted. 

11. It would be premature to enter into any observation upon measures 
it will hereafter be considered neeessary to adopt to restrain the depredations 
of Bajee Diiineii and the other Mehwasoes residing in his vicinity, and I shall 
delay doing so until I have been furnished with the information niinded to in 
the concluding para, of Mr. Willoughby’s letter, merely remarking I have no 
doubt the caution and {uudenee which mark his proceedings will be approved 
of, as the ill cficcts which would have aiiseii from any failure in attempting a 
settleineiit are too obvious to need reniaik.

Sin, I have the honour to acknowledge the receipt of yonr letter dated the 

19th instant, replying to my letter of the 8th preceding, upon the sidject of 
the Bheelsr^'siding in I{aj|)eephi, and furnishing me with instiuctions upon the 
diflerent points to which it rcleired. 

2. My letter of the 25tli instant* will have already apprised you of my 
having sueceedod in concluding a settlement with Ryesingjee Wussawa, and 
1 have only therefore now to express a hope it will henp)ir(»ved of, and that in 
it I bave shown him bucIi consideration as his wealth and power, his circuiu- 
Btanccs and character, rendered expedient. 

3. I have now the honour to report my having taken Sankice Zamin from 
the whole of the Bheel villages of the ten lowland districts of Rajpeepla, with

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the exception of a few Domala villages, and several others at present in the 
possession of Bajcc Daimen, residing in the Tullnkwarn Piirguna, which will 
he taken as soon us f)Ossiblc. It would appear advisable (hat the original 
bonds should be deposited with the Native (juverninent, and copies of them 
in the Residency records, as in case of future coinpliiints being preferred 
against any of the parties concerned hy the British authorities, the same will bo 
useful to refer to, and save the necessity of repeated references being made 
regarding iIkmu between Hsu'oda and Ilajpccpla. 

d. As, however, it will take a considerable time to transcribe copies of the 
whole of these deeds, amounting to 78 in nuinher, I merely now enclose a 
C(»py* *)rone of them, fiom which it will be obstn ved they c«»nsist e^ach of ten 
Articles, containing nearly the s.iine sti|»nlations as tbos(» 1 have already 
remarked upon in my Icftcr forwaidiiig the seirltMiient lately concluded with 
the hhecl Chicis liycsingjee and Kooer ; having however a retrospective effect, 
wliicb the laltcr have not, which miH;ifuali(*n appealed neccssury under the 
piobable event of (!om|)hiinls and claims being advanced against some of them 
on account ol* ibcir past acts. 

5. The whole of tluise engagements were snhscribed to in my presence, and 
I did not f.iil of taking the oppoihiiiity of exphiining, as clearly as I was able, 
the nature of the transaction to the parties (*onc(M‘ne(l, of holding out assiiranees 
and promises of the Native (M>veriimeiit ))crtorming its )>ciit, but of inevitable 
puni>hmont awaiting those who, in any degiee, infringed the stipulations 
entered into. It would be niireasonable to expect that .sncIi will not oci asion- 
ally occur, but sanguine li(»|je may be eiiteituined that these will gradually 
become rare of occurrence, and that the whole arrangement is calculated to 
contribute, with other measures, to the desiral>le i)l»jecls of reclaiming the 
Bheels generally, to the prcventii)n of future distui b inces and crimes, and to 
preserving the peace o( the whole of Rajpeepla and sueli other distiicts as are 
aff« ete<l by it. 

6‘. 1'lie whole military force now kept up by this Slate lias been disiribiited 
in Tlianas varying in strength necordiiig to the impoi taiicc of the post assigned 
to each, throughout the districts subject to its autlioiity, in kucIi a manner aa 
a[)peared best calculated to ensure the preservation of the peace of the whole, 
and a communication being kejit up with one another. It is to this arrangement 
alone that, at thg present moment, it must trust to its inaintRining a pro|)er 
degree of authority over the Bheels residing in its highland districts, 
and a vc.»ry considerable proportion of its whole force has consequently been 
RtiUioned in tlicMii, to enable it to maintain such. The grand woik of 
rcpcopling these iiistricts has, I am happy to say, commenced generally, and, as

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likely to promote it, I have suggested to the Native Government the advantage 
it \A likely to derive from deputing Abdoolhi Jumadar, who impersonally known 
to the principal Blieel Cliiefs residing in these districts, for the purpose of 
extending the assiiriiiices I have given, to all with whom I have hud any inter- 
course, of Ihtnre protection to the weil>disposed, and of pjinishnient to the ill- 
disposed, and of encouraging all to commence cnitivaling the soil, under a 
fuithfid promise that the fiovornmeiit will only demand such a shiire of its 
produce as is its ancient and nndisputed right to enjoy, 'l ids suggestion has 
been conciirrcd in, and that person will shortly proceed on these duties, added 
to that of finally fixing upon the most convenient stations at wldtdi the Thanas 
arc in fiilun* to he posted. 

7. from the !hd |)arai:ra[di of yoiir letter now nniler repiv, I nm led to 
believe my former letter has indiK-ed you to conclude that the general mode 
anciently adojiteJ by this (jdvernnieiit of leaii/ing revenue from the hln^cds 
was by h*vyiiig a tax fiom each hut, [ take this opportunity of stating that my 
ohservcitioiis iipr)n this point only relcircd to such ol‘ them as were situated as 
I have deseiii'cd the families td lIk^ prt^seiit Cldids Kooim' and (Jhamar to he, 
viz. the district in whieh they leside lia\ing been granted to them as a fi(?f, 
upr»ii condition ol paying this tax, and pei fonniiig peisoiial service to the 
Hajn. 'I' he general mode of eolleetiiig revemie from its othcfi* Bheel di**triets 
is in |)roportion t«> the nnmljcr of hidlocks each BhccI village* is possi^ssed of, 
upon each pair of which a stun of money is levied : this is iiolita^d in the 2Jnd 
para, of my letter to your address dated the l!>th ultimo, 'fids sum varies in 
amount in different distiiets, and its highest anioiint, that I am informed wns 
anciently levied, was sixteen rupees j)er each pair, half of which is paid in 
money and the other half in kind, hy giving the (lovernment a certain rpiantity 
of D. Uigur. The I^irgnnas of lioodlni, iNjitrnng, ami Wuieoonta are assessed 
in lids manner. The iov\est nmoniit is eight iiipees upon the pair piiid as 
above, and uecording to lids rale eight of the highland di-^tiiets aie as^es-ed. 
I have only given the maximum and miidmiim rales, hut llierr* are intermediiite 
rates above and below them in other districts, of ten, twelve, and fourteen 
rupees, which W6»re originally fixed willi refereneo to the superior advantages 
each district possessed, or was supposed to possess over tlu; oilier, 'fhat part 
of the revenue paid in kind was always paid in Danunr, and not in the parti- 
cular grain the Bheel might choose to grow, eiuhteen innnndK being paid from 
districts payitig sixteen rupees for each pair of bullocks, and so on in propor- 
tion, according to the amount of the different other rates. This is the general 
mode adopted, hut in cases where the Blieel is not possessed of a bullock, a 
tax of two rupees and a half is levied upon his Kowaree or hatebet, and bis 
Kotlalce or pickaxe, and one-half of that amount upon his Daturdee or instru- 
ment for cutting grass. These petty taxes do not vary in amount, but arc 
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paid in a similar manner as that levied upon each pair of bullocks, or half in 
specie and half in kind, and were orii>inalIy imposed as the Government share 
of the profits tiic BheeU derive from the possession of those implements of 
Bhcel agriculture. 

8. It is the intention of the Native Government to observe the above 
mode of realizing its revenue, sanctioned as it is t^y the ancient usage of the 
country. It is also fully aware of the policy of infringing none of the just 
rights anciently enjoyed hy its Dliecl subjects, and consequently still to al ow 
them their VVuttiin and Koontce riglits. It also has it in contemplation 
to make an arrangement of thh kind uiluded to in my letter to your address 
of tlic 8lh instant, of giving a village of small value to the principal Wiissawa 
in each of the Bhecl districts upon the terms I have therein mentioned. 
Nursing was much struck with the benefits likely to uiise from showing this 
mark of favour to them, and said, as far as he was concerned, it met with his 
concurrence, not only on grounds of expediency, but also on that of the good 
name it would give to his son’s government, evincing ns it would that he was 
not unmindful or nngraterul for the services he himself hud derived from the 
Bheels when a Hharwuteea, fighting for his hereditary rights. 

9. With reference to the 3rd para, of your letter, although the proposed 
measure of commuting the right of Koontee enjoyed hy the Bheels, for a 
ready money payment from the Government, would appear likely to relieve 
the commercial community from a chance of undue exactions being levied 
from it, yet with all due submission I do not think it can be effected. 1 have 
already stated the nature of this levy, from which it will have been observed 
that it is undefined in its amount, and not levied at any particular place; but 
that it is a small tax willingly paid by the merchant, to the Wussawa of any 
Bhcel village under whose protection the former may choose to entrust 
himself for a night. In the case of any Wussawa being asked what is the 
amount of his ri^iit, he would reply he knew not, as it entirely depended upon 
the flonrishiiig or depressed state of commerce, to which may be added his 
personal character as to honesty and good faith. In speaking to the Native 
Government upon the feasibility of the proposed measure, it delivered the some 
opinion, olKserviiig upon the iilmost entire impracticability of in the first instance 
dividing this light, small and trifiing as it is, amongst so many persons who 
would he claitnants for a share of it ; or, in the second place, of its ability to 
collect the levy without incurring a very consideraiile expense above lU 
amount. Under these considerations, [ am induced to delay taking any further 
steps upon the subject, until I am favoured with your reply to these obserr 
vations. 

10. I have already, in my letter to your address dated the 19th^ of January

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hist, alluded to my having taken Bhatt Fuel Zamin security from such 
villages belonging to the Uaj|)eG|)la State as are inhabited by the peaceable and 
industrious castes. For the reason alluded (o in the 4th para, of tny letter, 
I am only now able to hand up a draft of this ducinncnt, the substance of 
which is, that each village engages to refrain from the coininittal of otiences, 
or to give a satisfactory answer to the Oovcrniueiit in case any are committed ; 
that it will not connect itself with any robbers or disorderly persiUia; that it 
will not qiiairel with any one ; that it will not unjustly take possession of any 
land ; and in case any robbers are traced within its boundaries, that it 
will either trace them into those of another, or*rcslorc the [)lun(lered property 
or its value. These deeds amount to 1 2(> in nnmher, the originals of which 
are in the possession of the Native Government, and copies will he hereafter 
forwarded for the purpose of being deposited in tlie Residency records, to refer 
to ill case of necessity. 

11. I take this opportunity of referring to the 3 1st parn.** of your letter of 
the 28th of October last, relating to Bajec Duimen. This person pai<l atten- 
tion to a request I sent him to repair to iny camp, and upon iiivcsligalioii 1 
found his rights upon this State had been established during the late troubled 
times, by his advancing money to many of the villagers to satisfy (he diunaiids 
of the Government, with whom he agreed to receive, under tlie denomination 
of Gecras, twenty-five rupees per cent, uiinitally until the princi))al was repaid, 
in order to avoid the law professed by his faith never to enter into usuiious 
contracts. 

12. The plan which suggested itself to mo as being the most expedient, 
and one which I think 1 could have carried into execiilion, was for the vil- 
lages to take-up a sum of money at a moderate rate of interest from a Soiicar, 
equal ill amount to the money advanced to it by Bajee Daimcn, and the latter 
upon its receipt to give a release in full of ull demands, lii this, however, I 
have for the present filled, as I could tind no one willing to engage in sucli a 
transaction, which only promised remote advantages, as the villages would not 
for several years be able to lepay the money advanced. 

13. I shall hereafter report more at length upon the subject of this person's 
claims, which, for the present year, must be ))aid as heretofore by ilio villages. 
It will, however, bo absolutely necessary for the peace and security of Uaj- 
peepla, that an efficient check should be placed upon him and the other Mcli- 
wasees residing in Tullukwara, who arc an annoyance not only to this, but 
particularly to the districts belonging to tlifi Gaekwar Government. Although 
convinced as 1 am of the necessity of security being taken from all, 1 have not 
attempted to demand such, not only because they reside in a district now

belonging to the Gackwar Government, but because I could only have resorted 
to conciliatory measures to have efTected it, as I do not consider the Detachment 
with me (in case the above had failed, and it was necessary to have had recourse 
to force) orsufTicient strength to warrant full confidence of its operations being 
suc^ssful ; the example given only last year, of a very large Gaekwar force 
being foiled in an attempt to punish them, proving them to be possessed of 
power to resist an hostile attack, to the success of which the nature of the 
district they inhabit, consisting principally of hills, jungles, and ntillas, would 
greatly tend, Motives of prudcMice, therefore, made me rather prefer leaving 
the Native Government to protect Rajpeepla from their depredations fur the 
present year, than to run the risk of meeting with a non-compliance to 
demands which it was not probable I could have enforced, ^am endeavouring 
to become acquainted with the actual state of the parties concerned, and shall, 
as soon as I am able, report the result for your information and that of 
Government.

2. I shall take an early opportunity of again urging upon the ailention of 
His Highness the Gaekt^ar the measure of commuting the prutectioilPrees, 
levied by the Soonghur authorities, for a money payment.

Sm, — W'itli reference to the 8th paragraph of your letter dated the 3rd of 
November lust, I have the honour to report the arrival, at Nandod, of n brother 
and of a son of the late Chamnr Wussawa, and thut they have concluded a 
settlement with the Riijpeepla Government, which, with its trunslution, is 
herewith transmitted. 

2. This engagement consists of four Articles only, containing the following 
stipulations : — 

The Ist ensures the obedience and rights anciently due to the Raja from the 
family, and the stationing a small Thanu in their district. 

The 2nd*stipulates that the family shall not harbour any offenders, or com- 
mit any disturbances themselves. 

The 3rd secures the eventual opening of the now channel of communication 
I have proposed, between Khandesh and Gu/.orat, via Sakhbara, by providing 
against any molestation on the part of the family to merchants fre(|uenting it, 
safety to them in their passage through their limits, and prohibiting them from 
levying more than their ancient rights. 

The 4th and last provides against any interference on the part of the family 
with the established rights of Koocr, or any other Blieel or Mehwasce Chief; 
but in case of any dispute arising between them and any other Chief, the same 
to be submitted for the arbitration and decision of the superior Government. 

«3. From the above summary it will be observed I have purposely made 
this settlement as concise and as simple as possible, for from tiic connection 
of tlie family with the British Government, it appeared to me to be unnecessary 
it should be as strict and detailed as those formerly concluded with the BhecI 
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Chiefs Kooer and Ryesing'*^. I kept also in view the avoiding all interference 
with the engagements the family have entered into with the Biitish Government, 
which cannot possibly be affected, no allusion even being made to them. 

4. The engagement is of course subject to the final ratification of Govern- 
ment, although it has been duly signed by thepartiesconccrncd, who were anxious 
to rffurn home without delay. Their district is ofieAd as the guarantee for 
its performance. Tiie family have, on the other hand, received from this 
Government the usual Chap, or sealed paper, guaranteeing to them the 
peaceable enjoyment of their present possessions and rights. 

5. I slmli hereafter have the honour more particularly to report the 
advantages expected to be eventually derived by the Ibija in particular, and 
the public in general, by the opening of tlic road alluded to in the 3rd Article 
of the agreement, which has been shut up for the last fifty years, in con- 
sequence of the late unsettled state of Rajpeeplu. 

G. In conclusion, I take the opportunity of reporting that this family, as 
well as that of Kooer Wussawa, have both renewed tlieir solicitations for 
the restoration of the Glioonwalee Koontcc, or protection fees at present 
collected by the Gaekwar aiithoiities of Soongliur. It will be in your recol- 
lection that the Governor in Council, in Mr, Secretary Farisirs letter dated 
the 18th of December 1822, recommended that this claim should be com- 
muted for a money payment by the Gaekwar Government, in the wisdom and 
policy of which, it is to be hoped, the latter will finally acquiesce. The parti- 
culars of this claim were reported upon in my letter dated the 10th of October 
of the same year.

Translation of an Ayrcemfnt entered into by Wussawa Kooer Jeewa^ and Kalea 
Chamar of the district of Kooleewara, on their own part and that of their 
hrelhrenf with Maharana Verisal^ llnja of Rnjpeepla^ dated the 3rd of 
Rons Sood, Sutnvut 1880, or the 4th January 1S24. 

We, of our own free will, subscribed to a security bond containing the 
following Articles^:— 

Auticle I. — We will live in obedience to the Rajpeepla Government 
according to ancient custom, and pay whatever arc its ancient rights. A 
Government Thana will be stationed at (tlie village of) Lungroe, for the pre- 
servation of the peace of the district, to which we will live in obedience. 


Vide pages 715 and 736 of this Selection. 
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Article II. — We will not harboiir any turbulent Bbeels, or Mchwascei, or 
any ofTenders against the Government. We will not ourselves commit any 
disturbances whatever. 

Article III. — We will not give any molestation to merchants frequenting 
the Sakhbara road, but W'e will give them a safe conveyance through our 
limits. We will levy whatever may be our ancient rights, but no more; w^iat- 
ever may be the rights of Government, it will levy. 

Article IV. — Koocr Wuasaun, the Vulvee, or any other person, will enjoy 
whatever may be their ancient established rights. In this matter wc will od’er 
no hindrance, and will not enter into a dispute with any one. If a diirerenco 
arise on any sulijeet, we will make the same known to Government, and act 
in conformity witli its orders iclatiiii; to the same. 

In conformity *witli the above four Articles of agreement which we have 
entered into, we will conduct ourselves properly. If we commit any disturb- 
ance or fault whatever, our Purgiina is security for the same. What is 
written is true.

Sin, — 1 have the honour to acknowledge the receipt of your letter dated the 
31st January, giving cover to copies of a letter dated the 2Glh of that month, 
from the Cliief Secretary to Government, and of its enclosures from the 
Resident at Buroda, relative to an agreement concluded between the Wussawa 
family and the Rujpeepla Government. 

2. To enable me the more satisfactorily to reply to your query as to 
whether thi.s arrangement interferes with any claims of Chiefs in this Province, 
I made a reference on the sul>ject to Captain Uii^by, whose acquaintance with 
tlio interests and lights of the Bhcel and Mehwasee tribes towards Rajpeepla 
is more extensive than my own ; and I have now the honour to submit a copy 
of that gentleman’s observations, under date the 27th of last month, as well as 
a copy and translation of the paper given by Koocr Wussawa, to which Captain 
Rigby’s letter adverts. 

3. From what I can gather from these documents, as vi*ell ns from other 
sources, I conceive that the agreement does not trench on the rights of any 
Chieftain in this district; but under the feelings evinced by Kooer Wussawa 
in regard to being again subjected to the authority of j)ie Rajpeepla State, and 
especially in reference to the policy of not disturbing the order of things under 
which the Wusaawas have so long abstained from aggression, it still remains a 
question whether the Ist Article of the agreement had not better be, at all 
events for the present, suspended. The Article itself is very indefinite, and 
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tliereroi e leaves much room for discussion ; and discussion among such people 
is next of kin to violence and aggression. There is no doul)t, too, that the 
presence of a Thana, especially as it is assorted never to have been before 
established, will l>e an eye-sore, which will not patiently he borne with. Indeed 
it will require both that the one party should forget the exertions they have 
made and the hardships tliey endured to become independent, and that the 
other should think no more of the injuries sustained in this struggle, before we 
can expect either that the former will he contented or the hitter model ate. 
The influence of our Government both here and in Rajpeepla may, it is true, 
for a time smother the enmities that such a state of things will not fail to 
engender, but the chances are that they will at no distant period break forth 
with a violence ecjual to the restraint by which they may he kept under. 

4. 1 would, therefore, respectfully suggest that the lhijpce|)la Stale should 
content itself with the acknowledgment merely of its supremacy, and leave all 
its other rights, whether admitted or not, in abeyance ; at all events, that it 
should exercise none without the express sanction of the British Government, 
to whose indnence alone it is indebted for the fealty, such as it is, of these 
tributaries. Besides by this policy consulting its more immediate pecuniary 
interests (for enforcing its rights will cost more than they aie worth), it will 
materially promote the due fulfilment of the other Articles of the agreement, 
which are the most valuable parts of that document, and the objects of which 
can only be secured by siicli means as will keep llic Wussawus quiet and 
contented. 

5. If at any future time Ibe. Wussawns should misbehave, then tlie 1st 
Article might be enforced, and in the mean time they should he told that it 
is suspended only so long as they zealously aerpiit themselves of the other {larts 
of their treaty, and faithfully discharge their oldigatioris to our Government. 

6. I have offered no remark on the Wussawns now cavilling at a clause 
they profess to have umeed to with their free will; hut I may observe, that if 
BO soon after such a profession they make no hesitation in stating their objec- 
tions, we may assume that however cordially they may have signed tlie paper, 
they have no inteulion of equally with their free will acting u|) to this part of it ; 
and this may suggest to us to follow the policy I have ventured to recommend. 
Nothing, I will only add, will so soon render all these tribes of little conse- 
quence, as carefully refraining from any measures that will either tempt, or 
force them to aggression, and thereby oblige them to feel and remember that 
they are powerful both in their numbers and in the country they inhabit. The 
Wussawas arc already beginning to forget these advantages, and therefore we 
should be careful not to rouse them.

Sin, — I ahould have had the honour to have replied ere this to your official 
of the 9th instunt, relative to the enclosures therein contained, hut for the 
absence of Kooer Wussawa, tlie Dheel Chief, whom it principally concerns, 
having been engaged in the celebration of a religious festival. Yesterday he 
visited me, and I translated to him the agreement entered into at Nandod, as 
essentially necessary to. enable me to answer your reference. The enclosed 
document (No. 1) will |)hirc you in possession of the sentiments of this Chief 
relative to the Ist clause of the agreement. 

2. With the utmost deference I beg to submit, what my lono: experience 
with (he lUiccls may be permitted to plead as my excuse for oflcring for con- 
sidoiation. No Native Chief, citlier the acknowledged or nominal head of 
any of the llheel tribes, possesses any real authority other than that of the 
conviction cntcituined by the mass of the population of his ability to aid their 
ageressions, bis power to screen their delinquencies, or to coerce and eftec- 
tually to curli and punish their irregularities. All of the Rajpoot Rajas, and 
most of the other petty Chiefs, the population of whose districts and villages 
are composed iirincipully of Bheels, entertain a greater or less nnmher, in pro- 
portion to their means of payment, of the most abandoned, worthless, and 
profligate description of Seehundies. The tyranny and oppression exercised 
by these. Chiefs thus supported, joined to the endless petty exactions and Imugh- 
tiuess of these armed miscreants, is one principal source of the miserable 
poverty so generally and lamentably existing amongst the Rheels, and the 
origin from whence may he traced the long catalogue of the blackest crimes 
which ever disgraced humanity. The countenance of Government afforded 
to any one of these Rajas greatly magnifies the evil, hy placing him above 
the fear of any armed combination, and tends only to increase his avidity for 
plunder, and more cflcctuully to rivet the chains of wretchedness. During the 
time 1 have been honoured with this command, the Bheels crowd to me for 
redress of their jiumerous grievances, their complaints are attentively consi- 
dered, and if (which is almost invariably the case) they have been aggiieved, 
my utmost influence is exerted with their Chief, and I have seldom failed to 
obtain for them redress, either by reason or admonition, or, as a last resource, 
explaining it would be my duty to represent their conduct to Government, who, 
though anxious to secure to them and preserve inviolate their just rights, 
would never tolerate acts of injustice, and the forfeiture of their pensions might 
be a probable consequence of the marked displeasure of the Government. 
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\Vc have, I conceive, under this rule of conduct, divested the hitherto for-* 
miduble family of the Wussawas of all power, further than that which they 
coininarul hy meuns of a few Scebuiidies, tlicir relations, niul immediate 
dependants. We have enlisted the population of tlieir district on our side ; 
the popular feclinir is in our favour; they arc fully impressed with a Bonse 
of the security their persons and property enjoy under our |)iotcction?®nMd 
I very much question if any member of the family could now succeed in 
effecting anything amounting to a general disturbance. It is worthy of 
remark how utterly incompetent the Jlajpoot Uajus and their villanons sol- 
diorv, left to themselves, have repeatedly and invariably been proved to 
punish, a|iprchcnd, or even effectually to assist in any operation against 
])redat(»ry bodies of Ilheels, who have lakeit to the hills and renounecd 
the antln)rity, from whatever cause, of their hereditary superiors. Conees- 
siun in the first instance, uccouipanied with the must solemn asseverations 
of pardon and security of their lives and property on suhinission, and 
never failing subsequent treachery, are the infdlililc remedies to wliicli, on 
all occasions of revolt, the Kajpoot Hajas are certain to resort, Th(‘ir leveiigo 
is equally cowaidly, imjilicable, and diabolical, which their Hheel sulqects well 
know from many hitler lessons of experience; whence the resolution and 
determined obstinacy with which they reject all accommodation. Men who 
can prepare a meal from wild pulse, the seeds of grass, roots, and licrrics, and 
if by accident a little tobacco and salt are obtained arc in the en joyment of luxury, 
whose scanty clothing is a mere span of the coarsest cloth, wlioscurmoiiricscrowd 
whole forests, have little to dread from the futile attem))ts of the effeminate, 
luxurious, o[)ium-inloxicated crew hy whom they are followed not pursued. The 
privations to which our troops arc exposed on llheel expeditions, the fatigue 
they suffer, the sickness and casualties which ensue, the constant ex|)ensc 
incurred, contrasted with the public benefit likely to result from securing to the 
Bhccl his right to propenty accpiired hy his industry; in fact to show him and 
convince him he is a man, and not unworthy the consideration of an oiiliglitcii- 
cd, humane, and powerful Government; let him learn that he has rights 
which can only be forfeited by his owm misconduct, hy interposing hetw'ccii 
him and his Chief the powerful shield of Government to guard him iVom 
plunder and oppression, the females of his family from being forcibly appro- 
priated or bestowed as suits the will or caprice of the Chief, or from being 
transformed into disgusting living monuments of the Bhccl superstition of 
witchcraft; to save him from being converted into a scourge to society, and 
from revenging on the community at large tlie injuries he has suffered, are all 
points which I venture most respectfully to submit as every way entitled and 
well worthy of your attentive and mature deliberation. 

3. Such is the morality of these Chiefs, that after having stripped the Bhecl 
IXir 
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4 >riii 8 little all, they will supply him with a little Food, and provide him with 
arrows, urging and exciting him to rob and plunder; of the fruits of which they 
receive the principal portion. Deprived of the power to reduce the Bhccl to the 
dreadful alternative of starvation or plundering for a support, this very Bheel, 
niiK^imes out of ten, would prove a peaceable subject ; would not injure, if he 
did^ot contribute to the levenue of the country; and would be willing and 
ready to aid in seizing all disturbers of the public tran(|uiHity. 

4. By supporting the Rajpoot Rajas we neutralize the active hostilities 
of some few hundreds of contemptible Seebundics, and increase and perpetuate 
a wide circle of abuses, which extends to the whole Bheel population, and 
embraces in its conserpiences the maintaining constant detachments, heavy 
expenses, tlic recurrence of frorpicnt disorders, and the perpetration of crimes 
'of the most horrihle desciiption. 

5. With the character of the present Raja of Nandod I am unacquainted, 
but I earnestly implore, before vesting him with the power and authority of 
his ancestors, you will take into consideration that the exercise of this power 
was the fruitful source of dreadful calamities to Khandesh, upwards of a lakh 
ofRu|)ees having been |)aitl by Jeewa as the Raja's portion of the acknow- 
ledged plunder of its miserable and devoted inhabitants. It is true circum- 
stances are now widely dillerent; but if it is allowed fo be of importance to 
have a friendly, powerful, industrious tribe placed as a bariier between our 
I'urgunas from aggressions from the hills, I beg your serious attention to the 
policy of riiiking the present comparative security enjoyed by the inhabitants 
of this part of Khandesh, and disturbing the slow, thongli visibly progressive, 
improvement amongst the Bheel population, by the renewal of a yoke Jeewa 
threw off with indignation, wliicli lie evinced bis ability to maintain, which 
his zealous and faithful ser\ices to (iovernment may be permitted to confirm, 
and which if renewed, his sons will hear impatiently, and eageily embrace the 
very first favourable opj)oi tunity, joined by the united etlbrts of the whole 
tribe, to assert their iiulepi ndcncc, and rc-cslablish, to their utmost ability of 
compassing, the former reign of anarchy.

Tramlation of a Puper given hy Kooer Wussawa hin Jeewa Wussaxca to 
Captain lUghy^ dated 2iHh Pchruary 1824. 

We beg to state that we went to Rajpccpia, where we entered into an agree- 
ment of four clauses; of these, three are proper. In regard to the fourth, it 
states that we are to remain subject to the authority of the Tlajpeepla Raja ; to 
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discharge the Raja’s usual dues ; have a Tliana of llu* Raja at Sangrocy. 
I have not however agreed to this entirely from consideration to the Raja, 
but to the English gentleman (Mr. Willoughby) who was lb«*re. The district 
formeily became waste, owing to the annoyances sustained hy the dcinands 
of the Raja’s Sepoys for subsistence, and we have sntlered a great^leiil. 
Owing to this, my father, on the English authority laung osluhlislied in 
Khandesh, niade an arrangement with it, and the (.^oinpuny's tro()|is, horse 
and foot, pay for their food, and occasion no loss to out* Ityuts. I'rom flits 
the Rheels have become settled. However, if we arc hereafter to he siiliject to 
the U'.ija and a Thana established in Sangrec, Ute Ryuts will he distressed ami 
quit the country. Heretofore no Thana 1ms been stationed in Sangrec ; iiiul ns 
to established dues, it was owing to them that the country was formerly 
run waste. It is now somewhat rc-pcopled, hut it will again he deserted if 
the Bhecis and Ryuts are molested. They will betake themselves to the 
hills, and will not listen to us. We therefore beg to present this petition.

Silt, — I have the pleasure to acquaint you that the Bheel Chieftaiiijp Kooer 
Wussawa, after some fio.sitation has been prevailed upon to repair to my camp. 
It appears that this hesitation arose from his not being aware of the precise 
object for which his presence was required. 

2. Koocr has willingly agreed to accept the sum of Rs. 1,000 per annum 
from the Gaekwar Government in commutation of his share of the Ghoonwalee 
Koonlee. I have the honour to enclose an agreement he has in consequence 
entered into, with a translation. From the latter you will observe, that the 
Chief’s Wuttun (estate) and Gccras are pledged as security for his future good 
conduct, and entire abstinence from making depredations or disputes in any 
(juarter. 

3. I had the pleasure of making the first payment of the sum now settled 
on him, which must greatly tend to induce him to abide by existing engage- 
ments. Ills receipt for Rs. 1,000 is enclosed, for the satisfaction of tho 
Gaekwar Government. 

4. I have already reported to you my communications with Kooer respecting 
the complaint preferred against him by the Raja of Mandvee through Mr. 
Romer. I am happy to repeat here that it is the only one which has come to 
my notice during the last three years, and even this has not yet been proved. 
I am sanguine* therefore that I have grounds to consider him a reformed 
character, and did all in my power to impress upon the Chief the necessity of 
his still pursuing a peaceable mode of life, causing his former engagement to 
be read over to him in my presence. Ills promises were very favourable, ho 
himseif justly observing that now that his rights were restored to him, and 
that he did not receive molestation from any one, he had no cause or motive 
to resume, his former occupations. 
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5. I look this opportunity of acquainting Koocr with the decision of 
Government respecting his claim to th(f Novvapoora Koontce, to which he 
immediately consented. I could not conclude the final agreement respecting 
this claim, the annual amount of commutation to be given for it not being 
yet fixed.

Translation of an Agreement cntei^ed into hy Koocr IVnssatca, with J, P. 
Willoughby^ Ksgnire, renouncing all claim to the iwhoonwalec Koontrr^ 
on condition of receiving a 2 >(^(^^^fdary commutation from the Gaekwar 
Government for the same, of One thousand Rupees per annum, dated 
tiumvut 1881, Chyter Viid the bth, corresponding with the Vdh of April 
18‘25. 

I will never commit any depredation or dispute in the territories belonging 
to the Honorable Company, to the Gaekwar, to rtnjpecpin, or in any other 
Talook (district) ; but will pursue a peaceable mode of life. On this point I 
formerly gave a writing to Government, with security for my good behaviour, 
which still continues in force. The Gaekwar authorities at present collect the 
Koontec of Ghoonwalee at Soonghur, the hall of which belongs to me. 1 
entrusted the settlement of ibis claim to Government, promising to abide by 
its decision respecting it; upon this, Government in its beneficence have 
agreed to obtain from the Gaekwar Government one thousand (1,000) rupees 
per annum in commutation of my half share of the Koontec in question. ' To 
this settlement, of my own free will and pleasure 1 agree. From this time f 
will not make any dis|)ute or depredation in the territories of the I lonoruhle 
Company, the Gaekwar, Rajpcepla, or any other district, but will live cjuietly, 
performing service according to the orders of Government. If any infraction 
of this agreement arises, 1 shall be an ofleuder against Government, and if for 
my offence Government should confiscate my W uttiin (entire estate) and Gecrus, 
I rclinquisli my claim to the same. I agree to this stipulation fur the satisfaction 
of Government, and for my acting in conformity to this engagement, and 
pursuing a peaceable course of life, the securities given to my former engage- 
ment arc ill force. They will cause me to answer for myself, or give an answer 
for me.

Sin, — I have the honour to request you will be picasal to proceed to Iluj- 
pcepla, as soon as may be practicable. 

2. The object of the greatest importance of your present deputation is to 
endeavour to apprehend, or make a scttlemcut wdth, Bajee Duiinen and tlie 
other turbulent Mehwascc Cliiefs of Tnliukwara, in order to do away with the 
necessity of maintaining the detachment at present stationed in that province. 

3. I am not without hope that you may be able to accomplish so desirable 
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an object^ as it is to be snpposncl, if you do not find their apprehension feasible^ 
tiiat they will bo found disposed to listen to terms. The precise nature of tlie 
terms to be offered to tliem I leave to your discretion, and experience of their 
situation and connections; but the basis must be the relinquishing their present 
place of residence, on condition of their lives being spared and a maintenance 
being regularly paid them at Baroda, or any other more convenient place. 

4. 1 shall direct Captain Morin, the ofliccr at present commanding the 

Tiilliikwara detachment, to comply with any requisition or instructions he may 
receive from you with the above object in view. 

f). You will be pleased to furnish an account of the actual receipts and 
disbursements of the Uajpccpia State, contrasted with the estimate forwarded 
in your letters to my address of the 23rd of February lust, and also an estimate 
of the same for the present year. 

0. Government having sanctioned the tenor of the bond you have recom- 
mended the Kaja should enter into with the British (iovernment, you w ill take 
this opportunity of causing the same to be executed and sent to Baroda. 

7. I have the honour to furnish you with copy of a letter from the Collector 
of Surat, reporting upon the claims of the Rajpccpla Geerasias within his 
jurisdiction, admitting some and rejecting others. You wiH furnish the local 
Government with the information it contains, and request it to acquaint the 
]mrtics concerned, who are of course at liberty to adduce proof in substantiation 
of any of the rejected items, if such is in their possession. I have not as yet 
been favoured with a similar report regarding these claims from the Collector of 
Broach, to whom, however, I have written on the subject. 

8. I have written to the Political Agent in Khandesh requesting him to 
direct the representative of the family of the late Jeewa Wussawa to repair to 
Nandod, as I am aware, until 'a settlement has been concluded between the 
Baja and that family, the object you contemplate, of opening a short and 
convenient channel of communication between Guzerat and Khandesh vid 
Sukhbarn, cannot be effected. 

9. You will also be pleased on this occasion to ascertain, wlicther the 
different arrangements concluded in Bajpeepla remain unimpaired, but parti- 
culaily that entered into between the Raja and the farmer of his seven principal 
districts. 

10. The Gi^ckwat Government has issued instructions to its late Komavis- 
dars of Bajpeepla to send with you persons properly qualified to settle, in 
conjunction with the local Government, the amount of claims each mutually 
makes against the other on account of balances of revenue on the one hand 
and over-collections on the other. 

1 1. You are aware of the arrangement lately consented to by His Highness 
the Gaekwar, to remit Rs. 45,000 of the last year’s tribute, in consequence of 
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the calamity the tributary sustained ft om the overflowing of the river Nerbudda* 
There is also a balance of Kbute due for Sumvut 1878 of Rs. 35fi00, of which 
Rs. 16|000 must be remitted to Baroda in cash immediately; and the only 
way of meeting this demand is by borrowing the amount from the holders of the 
Government Potdar. Tim remainder of this balance is to be added to the 
Rajpeepla debt^ for the gradual liquidation of which an arrangement has already 
been effected. The tributary, on the other hand, must agree to relinquish a 
part of its Geeras rights upon the Gaekwar districts of Sinnorc and Koral, 
which suffered from the same calamity which has induced this Government to 
grant the above remission. » 

12. As I am aware the marriage of the young Raja cannot be longer deferred 
without infringing the Rajpoot customs upon this material poiut| you may 
authorise an advance of Rs. 10,000 beyond the ^iemnook, towards defraying 
the unavoidable expense which such will occasion. The remaining portion of 
the extra expense which may be incurred must be provided for elsewhere, 
the situation of Rajpeepla being such as to render any further advance 
impracticable.

Sir, — I have now the honour to report some preliminary measures which 
have been adopted, since my arrival in Rajpeepla, to effect a settlement with 
the Mehwasee Chiefs of Tullukwara, by either of the two modes prescribed in 
your letter of the 3rd instant. 

2. I have naturally first turned my attention towards the practicability of 
apprehending them, without entering into any previous negotiation. The 
obstacles opposed to this are principally three-^lst, the difBciult nature of the 
country in which they are concealed ; 2nd, the assistance they undoubtedly 
receive from the inhabitants of the villages which were lately taken from them 
and given over to the Government to whom they in right belong ; and 3rd, 
the difficulty which, on this account, exists of procuring correct intelligence 
of their movements. 

3. Over the first I can have no control, and it will remain in full force 
until March or April next, when the jungles may be in some degree cleared by 
burning them. The remedy for the second appears to rest with the Gaekwar 
local officers of Tullukwara and Sunkeera, who, I am sorry to report, do not 
appear to co-operate with us with the cordiality it is the interest of their 
Government they should do. They have not in any one instance given infor- 
mation regarding the Mehwasees, in tlie absence of which it is impossible for 
the officer commanding the Tullukwara Detachment to act with effect. I 
would, therefore, respectfully suggest that the Gaekwar Government should be 
urged to issue the necessary instructions to its officers, directing them to use 
their utmost exertions in aiding the British Government in its operations 
against the Mehwasees, and blaming them for the supineness they have hitherto 
evinced. They should be further instructed to take good security from the 
inhabitants of the villages under their control not to assist Bajee Daimen and 
his associates, and severely to punish any infraction of this agreement. The 
villages which are principally suspected of secretly affording aid, are those 
under the Thakoor of Wujeeria, and the village of Chooreswur, which are all 
connected with Bajee Daimen, the Chiefs being related to him. To remedy, if 
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possible, the third obstacle, I have employed through this Government a 
Dheel Turvee, or Chief, with forty followers, well acquainted with tlio country, 
who, if unable to seize them himself, may bo able to give such intelligence 
as may lead to this desirable event. The incitement I have held out to him 
is not in the shape of a pecuniary reward or fixed pay, but the promise of a 
small Bheel village being granted to him in luam if successful. I have 
thought this to be the most powerful stimulus I could hold out to him, the 
rewai-d being entirely dependent upon the success of his exertions, and the village 
can with justice be selected from those lately recovered from the Mehwasces. 
It is also my intention, with your approbation (and in the event of other 
measures now in progress falling) to ofier a considerable pecuniary reward, 
to any person who may apprehend them or give intelligence which may lead to 
their apprehension. I am induced to believe you will concur in the expediency 
of such an ofier being made, as likely to prove economical in the end, by doing 
away with the necessity of continuing the expense which the Chiefs now 
render necessary, at an earlier period than is otherwise likely. 

4. As, however, I am extremely doubtful whether the above plan is likely 
to attain the object in view, at least for some time to come, 1 have Utuught it 
advisable to endeavour without delay to open a communication with the 
Chiefs, through the agency of a Rajpeepla Chat, to induce them, if possible, 
unconditionally to surrender themselves into my hands, under an assurance 
of their lives being spared, and that a settlement will be eventually concluded 
with them, the precise terms of which, however, are to be dictated by the 
power into whose hands they surrender themselves. This overture is mads 
without any hindrance to the continuance of ofiensivc operations intermediately, 
which arc not to cease until it luis been acceded to without any reservation. 
Its acceptance will, of course, entirely depend upon the degree of distress the 
Chiefs may have been reduced to, and which, I am inclined to think, has made 
a strong impression, to which may be added, as another strong motive for 
acquiescence, the circumstance of their families being now in confinement at 
Baroda. 

6. I shall be better able, when a reply to tliis communication has been 
received, to decide what measures seem best to be next resorted to. At pre- 
sent, in the event of non-acquiescence, there appears to be only one remaining 
mode of proceeding, viz. to grant the Chiefs amudrufl Bliaiularce to visit me 
at Nandod, and then to endeavour to effect a settlement with them. 1 have 
every reason to believe this invitation would be accepted, i. e. if any reliance 
can be placed in the sincerity of an offer (to that effegt) made in a paper 
purporting to be from Bajee Daimen, lately found in Tullukwara and sent to 
me by the Oflicer commanding there, i am, however, averse to resorting to 
this measure for the present, it being optional with the acceptors of the 
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invitation to accept or reject the terma subsequently offered them, and, in the 
event of their doing tlie latter, ensuring them a safe return to the piace from 
whence they came.

SiR,—I have had the honour to receive your letter of the 27th ultimo, 
reporting some preliminary measures adopted in regard to tlie Tuilukwara 
Mehwasees. 

2. The Gaekwar Government will be informed of tlie supineness of its 
officers, and requested to enjoin more vigorous co-operation, and to direct the 
security you recommend to be taken from the villages under tlie control of the 
Gaekwar managers. If you have reason to think that a reward being offered 
for the seizure of Bajee Daimen, Omed Khan, Nusseer Khan, Surdar Khan, 
Bapoo Hulderwa, and Meea Jadoo is likely to be effectual, I have no hesita- 
tion in requesting that the same may be promulgated without delay : die sum 
may be from 1,000 to 6,000, as you deem necessary. 

3. The plan of employing through the Rajpeepla Government a Bheel 
Chief and his followers, either to apprehend or at least obtain and furnish 
correct intelligence of the haunts of the Mehwasees, appears to me to be the 
most likely to be attended with success, as the Rajpeepla Government, from 
former habits, must bo well acquainted with all the Mehwasees and with the 
nature of their haunts ; and the proposed plan of remunerating him Government 
will of course make no objection to, they benefiting so much more than the 
Gaekwar by their dispossession. 

4. I should wish, however, that the terms mentioned in my instructions be 
proffered to Bajee Daimen and his associates, with the exception of Bapoo 
Hulderwa and'Meea Jadoo, and that the communication may be direct, as 
through circuitous channels other interests may perhaps be brought to interfere 
with the measure; their repairing to you at Nandod, as mentioned in the last 
paragraph of your despatch, appears the best mode of effecting my wwhes.

Sir,— With reference to my despatch of the 6th instant, I have the honour 
to forward copy of a farther letter from Mr. Willoughby, in continuation of 
his proceedings connected with the Mehwaseea of Tullukwara, together with 
my reply of this day’s date, approving of the same. 

2. From Mr. Willoughby’s letter Government will learn with satisfaction, 
that he has succeeded in inducing one of these turbulent Chiefs unconditionally 
to surrender himself a prisoner into bis hands, and that he has arrived at 
Baroda. Independent of the immediate object obtained by detaching Nusseer 
Khan from his two associates, it may have an ultimate beneficial effect upon 
the minds of the latter. 

3. For the particulars of this event I beg leave to refer Government to my 
Assistant’s letter, and have only to express a hope that his proceedings may be 
honoured with its approbation.

Sir,— With reference to the 4th paragraph of my letter dated the 27th 
ultimo, I have the honour to report that the Bhat employed by me to open 
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a communicatioD with the Mehwasee Chiefs, returned on the 2nd instant, 
with the information that Bajee Oaimen and Oroed Khan were unwilling to 
accept the offer conveyed to them, but that Nusseer Khan seemed inclined 
to acquiesce in it, tlioiigh prevented from doing so -by the other two. 

On the receipt of this intelligence, I immediately determined upon giving 
the three Chiefs amudruft Bhandaree to visit my camp, considering it to be 
a great object to detach Nusseer Khan, if possible, from his two associates; 
thus anticipating the orders conveyed in tlie last paragraph of your despatch 
of the 4th instant. 

The Bhandaree was accepted, and the Chiefs arrived at Nandod on the 
4th instant; and 1 was chiefly, engaged on that and the following day in 
endeavouring to induce them to agree to the terms prescribed in my instruc- 
tions, speaking to them both collectively and individually. 

All at first most positively refused to repair to Baroda ; but in my last 
interview with Nusseer Khan, I am happy to say he consented to proceed 
thither, to accept any settlement which might hereafter be proposed to him, and 
to remain a prisoner until he had furnished satisfactory security fur his abiding 
by ibe same. 

1 have contented myself for the present with taking from him a written 
agreement to the above effect, which is herewith enclosed, and have forwarded 
him, with three attendants, to Baroda, under a military escort. I beg leave, 
however, to mention that this latter stipulation was principally proposed by 
me, with a view of ensuring his safe transmission to Baroda ; but I should trust, 
on his arrival, it may he deemed expedient to release him on personal bail, 
since his so promptly surrendering himself upon the terms he has, appear to 
entitle him (however great his former misdeeds) to the clemency of Govern- 
ment. 

Nusseer Khan is an old man, of about 50 years of age, and is evidently too 
infirm to be capable of much personal exertion. He was, however, the 
proprietor of the villages of Ulwah and Bheelthan, so much complained against 
by the Collector of Broach, and notorious for harbouring Meea Jadooand Bapoo 
llulderwa and other Geerasia offenders, who were assisted in their attacks u|)on 
the village of Kaveetha by Nusseer Khan and his followers, who also participated 
in the plunder they obtained. The submission of the Chief may, therefore, be 
considered an <object gained of some importance. His former rights were not 
very extensive, being chiefly confined to a few Bheel villages lately restored to 
the Gaekwar Government by Captain Garraway, regarding which I shall 
procure all the information I am able, to enable you to decide what provision 
should be assigned for his future support. 

Bajee Daimen and Omed Khan resisted from first to last all my endea- 
vours to prevail upon them to accept the proposed terms. They would not 
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even consent to proceed to Baroda for the purpose of concluding a settle* 
ment, much less to relinquish permanently their present place of abode. They, 
however, expressed their willingness to agree to any arrangement I might 
propose on the spot, having for its basis permission to remain in Tullukwara-— 
a proposal I could not, of course, pay any attention to, being so essentially at 
variance with my instructions. Finding all my attempts to persuade them to 
change their determination ineffectaal, both by assurances of the advantages 
they would derive from doiif^ so on the one hand, and by pointing out 
the probable evil consequences they were bringing upon themselves and 
families by not doing so on the other, I was compelled, though reluctantly, 
to direct them to bo safely conveyed back to tlie place from whence they 
came, after which every exertion will be made to apprehend them by force 
of arms. 

I am inclined to consider the failure of my attempts to prevail upon these 
two Chiefs to proceed to Baroda is to be attributed to their natural distrust and 
suspicion, and to their inexperience of the policy so generally pursued by the 
British Government towards persons in their situation, of forgiving past 
ofibnees on security being furnished against their repetition. I am supported 
in this opinion from information I have received, of their sending with Nussecr 
Khan a person to acquaint tliem of the treatment he may meet with. I have 
not thought it expedient to take any notice of this circumstance, as in cose 
they succeed in eluding the measures now in progress against them, they may 
hereafter be induced, on finding their late associate is treated with leniency, to 
follow his example, should the granting of permission to do so be considered 
advisable. 

With reference to the allusion made in the 2nd paragraph of your despatch 
of the 4tb instant to the Broach outlaws, Bapoo Hulderwa and Meea Jadoo, 
1 have the honour to report that they have long since fled from tlio 
fastnesses of Tullukwara. The former was supposed, according to informa* 
tion received by Captain Garraway, to have fled to Katteewar, but the latter 
is stated by Nusseer Khan to be now residing in the town of Cambay. This 
intelligence cannot be entirely relied upon, but I doubt not you will consider 
it worth while to inquire into its accuracy. Nusseer Khan also confirms the 
report of the Veymar Koolics (who rescued Bugwan Rugoonath) having in the 
first instance taken refuge with the Tullukwara Mehwasees, and mentions that 
two of their number arrived wounded.

5. I have found it necessary temporarily to withdraw the post at Mangrolee 
to Naiidod, the escort to be svnt with Uie Chiefs reducing the detachment at 
the latter place to a very few men. 

0. All the Mchwusco Chiefs having now submitted, it will be condparatively 
easy for the Gaekwar and Rajpeepla local ofliceis ttf preserve the peace of 
the country ; and, in my humble judgment, no absolute necessity will now 
exist for the Tullukwara Detachment being still maintained to assist them. 
It will be necessary, however, fur them to be vigilant in suppressing any petty 
disturbances which may be couimitted by the Mchwascc villages, which 
cannot be expected to cease at once. I have made the necessaiy arrange- 
ments with this Government, and hope that those which have been issued 
by the Gaekwar Government may be repeated on the withdrawal of the 
detachment, should such be deemed safe and practicable. 

7. In conclusion, I have much pleasure in bringing to your notice the 
great assistance I have derived frum Purvoodas, the Karbaree of this 
Government, throughout my proceedings with tlie* Meliwasees; and it is 
chiefly to this aid I must attribute their successful termination. The con- 
tingent expenses which have been incurred, are very trifling considering the 
importance of the objects gained, and, with the exception of a few presents 
1 have made to persons whom I found useful, have been defrayed by this 
Government.

SiB,*—! have much satisfaction in forwarding the enclosed copy of a letter 
from Mr. Willoughby, on deputation in Rajpeepla, reporting the completion 
(on the part of the Gaekwar Government) by that gentleman of an arrange- 
ment securing the quiet and permanent settlement of tlie throe (^rasia Chiefs 
ao long in confinement at Baroda. This appears to have boon framed with 
great care, and attention to the preservation of both the rights of the Gorern- 
xpent- and those of the Gecrasias, and in all respects is as favourable to the 
ibtter as they had any title to expect. All excesses, encroachments, or disputes 
have, os far as tlie nature of events will admft, been guarded agoinst, and the 
’ secutities are sufBciently respectable to warrant tlie indulgence of an expecta- 
tbu settloment will be lasting. Mr. Willoughby’s conduct in the 
of the various duties entrusted to him has, on many occasions, attracted 
' &vOiirahle notice of the Honorable the Governor in Council/ and he has 
IK>w4be merit of having, as far as depended upon his own exertions, laid the 
:'liNUtdati6n of a system (which was commenced in Rajpeepla by that gentle- 
tnan) which promises to introduce into those jungles kabito of peaceful industry, 
a series of years the atost criminal excesses had been perpetrated 
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with itnpunity, from the natural strength of the country enabling llebwa'' 
sees to bid defiance to the irregular bands of the Oaeliwar, and arhen th« 
most notorioiu ofTendcis found a secure aeyhtm. An important benefit baA 
been conferred by these arrangements upon the Honorable Comfigny'e entgecte 
in the Broach Purguna, who, as the records of that Zilla for the last ten years 
abundantly testify, were continually subjected to severe lose in lives and 
IMopcity from the banditti uho lived uninolcsted in those frstnesses, from 
which a British detachment alone, after a considerable period, could entirely 
dislodge them. The Gackwar and Ilajpeepla subjects also participate in the 
benefit resulting from llie perfection of this settlement. It is only requisite 
for me to add, that 1 fully concur in all the observations contained in the 
despatch, and that 1 eiitcitain a confident expectation that the arrangement 
above rejiorted will meet with the approbation of the Mbnorable the Governor 
in Council.

Sib, — I bavc now the honour to report the particulars of the arraugament 
cfiected with the three Mchwasce Chiefr of Tullukwnra lately in confinement 
at Baroda. That it was not in .my power to recommend their enlargement at 
an earlier period is, you are aware, solely to be attributed to either tlieir inabi* 
lity, or disinelinatioii, to furnish until now good and efliciont security for the 
duo performance of their engagements. 

2 . The three bonds now forwarded are (with one exception to be noted) 
of a similar nature. Translation of the one, therefore, entered into with Dajee 
Daimen, the principal Chief, and his brother Vujoo Daimen, is only necewary^ 
and the remarks 1 shall now make will at once explain the nature of the three. 

3. The engagement, consisting of seven Articles, after premising that it is 
entered into by., the above two Chiefs (or themselves and for flieir familiai, 
relations, and dependants, and alluding briefly to the circdmaUincw widch hA 
to their comiug to Buroda, stipulates in the 1st Article that the subscribing'- 
parties will for the future conduct themselves as peaceable Ryuts ; will cease 
to commit depredations or make disputes with ony one > and wUI obey the 
orders they may receive from the Thanaa, or Detaobmcais of Qovernment 
troops, which at present or in future may exist. 
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4<r The 2nd Article provides for the payment of the revenue, and rights of 
every desoriptioni which may be justly due to Government by the contracting 
parties. 

6. The 3j|||^,Arttcle binds them to abide by and agree to whatever settle- 
ment may be tnade by Government of such of their rights, lands, and claims 
in the Gaekwar and Rajpeepla territory, as on inquiry may be found to 
be just. 

6. The 4th Article renounces the right to all Geeras (not hereditary) 
which the parties may have established by lending money to dilVerent 
villages; promises to agree to any arrangement^which may bo made for the 
re-puyment of the latter ; and to cease from making any dispute, intcrferenceft 
or expense with any village direct, but to submit any which may arise for 
tbe arbitration of Govelvimcnt and abide by its decision. 

7. The Stli Ailicle stipulates for the restoration of all villages and lands 
the parties may have illegally become possessed of, and pruhibits them in 
futuro'^from acquiring villages, lands, Pusaeotaor Geeras, either by purchase, 
mortgage, or gift, without the permission of Government. 

8* The 6tli Article prohibits the contracting parties from associating with 
or in the slightest degree harbouring outlaws and other disturbers of the 
public peace; binds them, if it is in their power, to deliver all such i^crsous 
over to the custody of Government; makes them answerable for the claims 
upon such characters, together with a fine for associating with them ; luid . 
stipulates that robbers traced to their villages are \o be traced on to the next, 
or produced with the property they may have stolen. 

0. Th^ 7th and last Article stipidatcs that Bajcc Daimen is to reside at 
Barocia for five years, from the date of the agreement, ns security for its 
observance, at the expiration of which it will rest with Government to annul 
or prolong ibis obligation, with reference to the manner in which tlic parties 
. may in the mean time have conducted themselves.

of the class of the parties concerned. Tbe objects mainly kept in yi<^ in finin* ; 
ing the engagement were, Ist, to work a refo^mption in'tlM fi'abftS<d'fbe;|^meiiif(f|^^' 
to do justice to them by securing their rigiita, and Jnstiee t6 ot|i^'by ctusiag ' ^ 
them to restore whatever possessions they had illegally possess^ themselyiM 
of ; 2nd, to deprive outlaws and other ilhdisposod persons in future finding an 
asylum they have so long obtained in the intricate jungles and fastnesses occupied . 
by tlie Tullukwara Mehwasees, at the same time putting an end to the depreda* . 
tions of the latter so lung carried on with impunity to the serious detriment of 
the peaceably disposed ; and ^d, to prevent the necessity of Government lieing . 
again obliged to put itself to the expense and inconvenience of adopting military , 
measures for their suppression. Time alone will show whether these objecUafC 
attained. The parties to the present engagement have never been before 
and it would be unsafe to place much reliance in their protestations, which are ' 
urgent and of a favourable nature. They have, however, felt severely the eflkrists 
of their former niiscondiict, and I rely with more confidence to the fear they 
entertain of future punishment in case of misbehaviour, than on any written 
bond they might subscribe to. 

12. With reference to the 3rd and 4th Articles of the bond, I beg to state 
that the rights therein alluded to arc in a train of investigation and settlement. 

I shall not, however, be able finally to report upon them until I return tb 

. Baroda, a portion of the rights being claimed from the Gaekwar territory, an 
admission of which on the part of the Baroda Purbar is necessary prior to 
final adjustment. All villages and other rights to which an undisputed ritfe ' 
is proved, will be restored with the least possible deloy. 

13. With reference to the 7th Article, I beg to observe, that I should not 
deem it nfeessnry that it be at all times strictly enforced ; on the contrary, I 
should think that Bajec Dainicn might occasionally be permitted to visit his 
villages, and that his being allowed to do so might be attended with beneficial 
efiects. 1 thought it, liowevcr, most advisable that the stipulation for bis 
residence at Baroda (which I conceive to be the most important of the whole) 
should be made without any reservation, so that his visiting' his villages 

be made entirely an net of grace and favour. I should however sugg^i^ 
whenever permission to the above efient is granted, that from pmd«hl|^.' 
motives bjp brother or some member of his family should resident Bard^' . 
during his absence. 

14. Bonds of an exactly similar nature to the above have been taken . 
fVom Omed Khan and Nosseer Khan, with the excepftion that they are nut 
required to reside at Baroda. The same Baroot who has become security 
for Bajee Dai men, has undertaken a similar responsikHity on -their abCduot. The

TVaaskition of a Fuel Zamin Fond taken by J. P. WUloughhyf Enquire, for 
the Oaekvear Oooernment, from Tiajer Dttimen and Vujoo Daimen, Meh- 
toaeeee of Tuliukumra, including their Pamilies, ItelationH, and Jiependants, 
dqUd the I4tA of Falgoon Sootl, Sumvut 1881, corresponding with the I8fA 
March 1825. 

In cCnseqnence of our improper conduct coming fo the notice of Govern* 
nsent, a force was c<}ui|iped against ns, which indicted punishment upon us. 
Now through the bencficcncf of Guvernment wo have lieen directed to ic-inha- 
bH our Tillages, and to conduct ourselves properly for the future, ncrotding to 
tin orders of Government, after the manner of Ttyuls. Agi ccing to this order, 
we, of our free will and 4 iIca 8 UKe, and in Kur right senses, subscribe to the 
undermentioned Articles of agreement : — 

AbTioui I. — We will reside in the country belonging fo Uio Government 
after the manner of Ryuts, and transact our businesH in an cquitah'e way. 
We will not commit any depiedations, or make any diopnto with any one 
rseiding in the districts of the Gackwar Government, of tlie II oiiorublo Company, 
of Rajpeepla, Chota Oodepoor, nurh, or any other Talookdar. Wc will act 
in obedience to the instructions oftheThauas of Govcriimciit which at present 
exist, or may in future exist. 

AnviCLB f 1.— We will pay whatever revenue is due on account of the villages 
of Titllukwara belonging to Government, and will pay, according to the custom 
nf (he district, the levies put upon Oopurwureca land, besides Salantee and 
Sl|ble8s according to annual cilstom. 

, AmsOUK Ht.-'-We have given to Mr. Willoughby a written paper giving 
nil ncoount of our just rights, lands, and claims upon peisons residing in the 
4^attiC|ta the Oaekwar Government and Rajimcpla. In whatever manner 
Go^khimabt may arrange such of these as on iiK|uiry shall apfiear to ha 
iust, wa will agree to the aame for ourselves and postei ity from generation to 
genaratioii ; according to this settlement we will abide, and receive whatever 
OoTernroentmay choose to give us. 

AtmtUM iV.*)~Iii several villages wc have lent money and taken writinga 
ftg iit Um thacaof. Wa admit that we have no claim for the Qeeraa in

i|ncstion, and we will agree to whatever arrangement Government may make 
for the repayment of Buch sunis we have lent aa on inquiry may be found to 
be just. *From this time we wilt not make any dispute on the subject with 
the inhabitanU of the villages in question. In future, if any dispute arise witii 
any one regarding money transactions, we will petition the Government and 
act nccordiiig to its order respecting the same. We will not directly 
any dispute in future with the inhabitants of the villages, and not take more 
than that awarded to us by the Government arrangement; nor will we cause 
expense to full upon any village ourselves direct. 

Artiolu V. — Wc will restore whatever villages and lands situated in the 
districts of noverriraent, or in those of the Tulookdars, wc may be jPound^iO 
have unjustly possessed ourselves of, when Government gives an order to that 
effect. In future wc will not, without the permission of Government, cither 
take on mortgage, buy, or receive as a gift, villages, lands, Pusaeeta or Oeeras, 
from any one. ^ 

Articlk XL , — We will not associate with rebels and disturbers of the priblic 
peace of the districts of the Gnek war and the Honorable Company, of Rujpeepla 
and the other Tulookdars. We will not afford them an asylum, or permit any 
one to harbour tlmm in our villages, or give them food, or allow any one to do 
80. If we arc able, wc will titize and dulivor them over to the custody of 
Government. If jt is proved that we do associate with any person of the 
above desoriptiqn, wc will become answerable for the claims upon him and for 
a fine for doing so. If any robbeu* is traced to our villages, w^o will carry on 
the trace to the next village, and establii^h the same upon it ; otherwise we will 
produce the criminal and restore the properly stolen. 

Articlb VII. — To satisfy Government for the duo peiTormance of the above 
written articles, ria jee Dai men agrees to reside at Baroda for a period of 
five years from this date, living upon his own means. If it appears to the 
satisfaction of Government, in the course of five years, that we act in 
conformity to the above written agreement, and net infringement of the same 
occurf«, then whatever orders Government may issue regarding releasing 
hostage will bo obeyed by us. la conformity to this writing he will remain 
as a hostage. 

In this manner seven Articles of agreement have been written. If any 
infraction of Jthe same take place from this time, whatever punishment 
Government may award we will agree to. For this agreement our Wuttun 
(estate) end Geeras arc security ; Rowjee Buwa Gyraulsing Baroot, inhabitant 
of the village of Tarjooija, of the Baroda Purguiia, is perpetual security both 
for our good behaviour according to what is writtien above and for our personal 
appearance ; and Uana Abehsiug of the Kusba of Ahmood, and Ubatore Sahib 
Khan of Wujeeria, are counter-securities for the same* In conformity with 
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what ia written above they will act, and cause us to act; they will be 
answerable for claims upon us, and cause us also to be so.

8xR,-^The enclosed correspondence will, perliapS, induce the Honorable 
Governor in Council to approve of my obtaining the acquiescence of 
the Gaekwar Government to my First Assistant, Mr. Willoughby, while on 
deputation, inquiring into and settling the claim of the Bhoels of the Wusravoc 
..Purguna, belonging to His Highness the Gaekwar. While the present system 
of violence and deceit is pursued, no alteration in the habits of these people 
can be expected. I do not wish to interfere with the internal management of 
the Gaekwar district, but solely to mediate an arrangement between tliih class 
and their ruler, which it would be our duty to see properly attended to by 
both parties. 1 anticipate no objection from this Government, as His High- 
oeter lumteel^ iom^ bh^k spoke to me on the subject, in consequence of my 
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bringing to his notice some complaint from the Agent to the Bonomble the 
Governor at Surat«

Sib, — I have the honour to seknowlodge the receipt of your letter dated 
the 4tli instant, with its enclosures ; and in obedience to your instructions, 1 
have, without delay, commenced a correspondence with Mr. Romer direct, 
upon the subject of tiie complaints lately preferred by the Raja of Afandvea 
against the Bheela of Wusraveeund Rajpeepla. 

2. The enclosed copy of tny Ifttcr to Mr. Romer of this day’s date, witt 
inform you of the measures I have adopted with the Bbeel Chieftains Kooer 
aufl Ryesiiigjee. 1 deem it very unfortunate that the Baja’s comphimt is 
couched in such general terms, no specific art of aggression committed by the 
above piiiefs being urged against thenu The former being at the time in my 
camp, denied (as was to be expected) the charge in toto, and the latter will 
doubtless do the same. In the absence of all proof 1 nm obliged, for the 
present, to content myself with adopting measures to prevent the Raja sus-* 
tttining fill ther injury, the nature of which is fully explained in my letter to 
Mr. Homer, to which I beg leave to refer. 

3. In the 2nd punigiupii I have stated it to be my^opinion (and I think 
you will admit on good giounds) that the evil complained of principally origi- 
nates from the unsettled condition of the Wusravee district. The excbse 
urged by the manager of the Attaveesco is l>y no means well grounded. I do 
not*think unassisted he would be able to make the arrangements necessary to 
put an end to the evil altogether. By maintoiniiig, however, a proper force 
(which it is not his imiilediate interest as funner to do) to punish the guilty 
and protect the innocent, I have no doubt he himself migi|t greatly chock tlie 
excess C 9 mplained of. The exactions, oppression, and bud faith wliicli Native 
managers almost without exception, are guilty of, added to the natural hibila 
of the Bheels,iare no doubt the permanent causes from whence these exoeesee 
originate. he prevailing scarcity may be stated to be an additional, tiiough 
(it is to be hoped) temporary, ineitement to their commission. 

4. Being directed to suggest such measures as appear to me likely to 
provide a remedy for the evils complained of, I would recoosmexid thatseeuriiy 
bonds be taken from ait the Bheel villages of the Witsmvee district, the 
nutuie of which might be similar to those which exist in Bajpeepla; tiiese 
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from experience having been found to aniwer. The Gaekwar Government 
vometiine since hinted, tlirough its Minister, WiltuI Rau Dewdjee, not only 
that it would not object to, but that it was even anxious such ati arrangement 
shoidd be effected under your superintendenee, or that of any one Government 
miglit select for that purpose, observing that it should not be confined to 
Wusravee, but extended to the whole of the Surat Attavecsee. ^ 

5. There cannot, however, he a doubt lliat the measure above proj^sed 
would altogether fail to attain the objects in view, if the local manager was 
eabeequefltly left the same liberty he now possesses to oppress these tude 
tribea. If no check were imposed to prevent his doing so for the future, Um 
only effect would be to place them fof a time moic in bis power, and, by a 
necessary consequence, increase the extent and (lequency of his exactions, 

l^bicb it present are only limited in propoilion to his means fur enforcing them. 
It would appear to me, therefore, to be bad policy consenting to assist tho 
Oaekwar’a Governnaent in making a permanent settlcinent with tl |0 Blieela in 
queation, unconplcd with a stipulation that such sujicr vision be subsequently 
vested in the British Govemment, as would prevent their being oppressed and 
tyrannized over, and dtiven, as an only resouicc for a livelihood, to resume 
their usual predatory life. In th.e absence of such a proviso, I may, mojeover, 
observe, that the humanity of the measure, as far as the Hhocls themselves are 
concerned, (it being calculated to affect them in liie manner 1 have hinted at) 
might with some show of reason bo called in question. 

6. It is no part of my duty to give an opinion wliellicr sucli interference 
would be compatible with tho natuie of the present connection which cxiats 
between the two Governments ; this is a point to bo left to the decision of my 
auperiors. 1 cannot, however, avoid observing, that such an arrangement 
'weald tend evidently to the advantage of both Governments; to the peace and 
tranquillity of the districts of both ; and to the consequent welfare and benefit 
of the subjects of both. 

7. In conclusion 1 must observe, that a detachment of British troops would 
be reqiured to carry into effect the measures recommended, wliich necessity, 
in the present demand which exists for their serviccB, must, I fear, prevent their 
early adoption.

Siit,-«1 have been furnished by the Besideitt at Baiodi with copy of your 
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letter dated the 30th ultimo, forwarding a complaitit preferred the Raja af 
Mandvce, relating to the injury his territory is suffering from depredatime 
cominitled by tlie Bheels of the district of Wusravee, belongingi^a the Oaekwar, 
aided by those dependent on the Bheel Chieftains Kooer and Ryeaingjee^ 
subject to the Ra jpeepla Government ; and I lose no time in conforming to 
the instru^Uons I have received to correspond direct with you on the subject* 

2* I tnust premise by informing you that the injury’ complained of, to nty 
certain knowledge, piincipally originates from Wusravee. The Bheels of that 
district have long been notorious offenders ; they are under no check Whatever; 
no security for their good behayiour exists; and it is not the apparent interest 
of the farmer to maintain such a forc& ns would efficiently keep them in due 
subjection. Such being my conviction, it is with great regret that 1 am unable 
(in the absence of due authority) to adopt immediate measures for bringing, 
them under proper restraint. I have been directed by the Resident to report 
the measures which the case appears to render expedient, and I do not appre- 
hend any difficulty will occur in obtaining the consent of the Baroda Durbar 
to their early adoption. 

3. Although I feel myself fully warranted in expressing the above opinion, 

I would by no means wish to be understood to imply the complaint against the 
Rajpocpla Bheel Chieftains to be witliout foundation. 1 know their character 
too well, to involve myself by making a pledge to the contrary in their behalf; 
still, however, there is a material difference in their situation, compared with 
that of the Wusravee Bheels, for, as I shall now proceed to show, security lias 
been taken from then), and other subsidiary measures have been adopted to* 
keep them under control. 

4. Kooer Wnssawa, after having been long celebrated for the extent, 
frequency, and daring of his depredations, finally submitted to the terms pre- 
scribed to him in February 1822, and as the shortest mode of acquainting you 
with the nature of the arrangement he then agreed to, I enclose copy of my 
letter to the Resident at Baroda reporting its conclusion. 

5. Although security was taken from him for the due fulfilment of his 
engagement, I did not rely so much upon it as upon other measures adopted 
(and detailed in my letters) to ensure this desirable object. These arrange- 
ments continue to exist, and I still look to them as more likely to restrain 
Kooer from returning to his former habits than any security he could rhRi 
I am happy to add, the objects of the engagement have at least been pktldatly 
obtained, for since its existence, a period now upwards of three years, I have 
received no complaints of any consequence against him, with the exertion of 
those from M and vee. 

6. This Chieftain is fortunately now in my camp. On informifr|flitift of the 

accusation I had received against him, as wto to be ^xpe^ted 1^ . 
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truth in toto» and no Jpeciftu depradatioq committed by him being alluded to 
in tha R^ja*« ietler, which ia couched in the most general, term^it will be 
evident Qiat I could not i^ntest the point with him, and was obliged to take 
bis assertion at present Tor granted. The case would havo been very difl'ertMit 
had the Raja furnished any detail of the acts of aggression comiuitt<?d. 

7< Finding myself in this predicament, I was obliged to content myself 
with taking from Kooer a written paper (copy of which is annexed) coiituiiiing, 
lst| the disavowal he had previously made (verbally) of the ohurge preferred 
against bim| and agreeing to become responsible if it sliould be proved ; 2ud, 
promising, on the part of himself and dependants, not *o CDinmil any depreda- 
tion in future in the Raja’s territories; Srd, agreeing to pteserve the peace of 
the district of Peepulwaroon, belonging to Mundvec, on riH'eiving the stipuliUed 
allowance of Rs. 480 per annum ; 4lh aiul lastly, coiisnnting to furtiisli 
satisfactory security for performing the obligations devolving on him on under- 
taking the office of guardian of the district in question. 

8. The first stipulation was made, to be enforced in case you deem it 
advisable to recommend the Raja of Matidvee to claim compensation for 
any acts of aggression he may be able to prove against Kooer ; and the second 
to prevent their recurrence. In reference to the third, it is necessary to 
observe, that it only embraces one of the Raja's districts, to which alone 
Kooer states his responsibility extends, the truth or ralschoocl of whicli can 
be only ascertained from tlie Raja. The fourth stipulation is to be cotd’onncd 
to with as little delay as possible. I do not think 1 Khonid be able to persuade 
Kooer to proceed in person to Surat: ho possesses a enter degree of 
suspicion and distrust than the gcnrrality of his caste, to wlioui such feelings 
are so peculiar, I' should therefore suggest (if you sec no objection) the 
arrangement be finally concluded by myself, as I have naturally succeeded 
ill inspifing him^with some degree of confidence in the intercourse 1 have bad 
with him. 

9. Should you concur in opinion on this point, 1 shall be obliged to you 
• to aecluaint roe whether the Raja admits that Kooer’s respoiiHibility simply 

extends to the district of Peepulwaroon, and whether he admila the amount 
p{ annual compensation claimed for performing the dutiqs it cwtails on him. 
T allpuld also wish to be favoured with inforniatiDii respecting the chaiiiiei 
through which you propose the latter should be paid on Hccmity beitig furnislw 
ed, v^ffther direct by the Raja, through you at Surat, br through the Resi- 
dent at Baroda. 

10. In the event, however of your deeming it requisite that the settlement 
should be concluded Surat, 1 can only suggest that an agent on the part 
of the Chief should wait on you for this purpose, as 1 do not think I could 
(for the reason asikigiied) persttade him personally to attend. 
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II. With reference to Ryeeingjee, I ehall conmenoe by bhwrvtngHttt.I 
coneiiler ll much more likely for him ewetly to connive at and petfp^Vliail^v 
cipnte in, the proAts arising from the depredations complained of, Ke^, 
Wussawai liis districts are contiguous to that of Wusravee, end he is 
connected more or less with the worst characters residing in the latter, i 
have observed that the Raja of Mandvee always couples the names of Kooer^ 
and Ityesingjee together. This, I conceive, may be an error, for although they 
are connected by marriage, a domestic quarrel has arisen .between them they 
never meet; and if my information is correct, have little, if any, commnmci^tt 
with each other. It does not follow, therefore, that either party is to be 
considered implicated in the misdeeds of the other. 

,12. i enclose copy of my letter reporting the arrangement effected with 
Ryesingjee, dated 25th February 1822. 1 do this with the same viewjtas that 
with which the engagement of the other Chieftain is enclosed, considering such 
will at once apprise you of what has already been effected to ensure their good 
conduct, and enable you to suggest any other measures for adoption likely to 
tend to the same object. I need not add that your suggestions will meet with 
every attention and my best endeavours with this Government to give effect 
to them. 

13. The security uficred by Ryesingjee I consider to be efficient, and if 1 
fail in obtaining redress to the Raja of Mandvee from this Chief direct, I hope 
to do so through other means. I have the pleasure to enclose copy of a letter 
addressed at my suggestion to Ryesingjee by this Government, catling upon 
him to answer the complaint made against him, together with copy of one to 
the Thanadar of the district under wliose authority he is in some measure 
placed. These letters appear to me to embrace everything necessary, under 
present circumstances, to ensure justice being done. The manner in which 
they may be received will enable me to determine if any ult^-ior proceedings 
are requisite. 

14. Should the conciliatory measure adopted . with the two Chieftains, 
Koeer and Ryesingjee, Anally fail in inducing them to amend, there only 
remains one alternative, that of reducing them vi et armis/ a remedy, however, 
which the p^enl seduced state of the troops at Raroda will not, I well know, 
admit of being immediately resorted to. 1 should hope sucli will not become 
necessary, and should be the Arst to deprecute resorting to such an ^trqittity, 
until the necessity was beyond doubt apparent. Although I feel well osiprad 
that the Bheels are a tribe who can only be reformed by Arst resorting to 
conciliatory and mild measures, end, on their failure, to others of examy sit 
opposite nature, I should he yeiy unwilling, in the present inetjuMC^ to believe 
that the latter were necessary, apprehending, as I do, that sit^ would be 'tijie 
signal for the ririog in rebellion of the greeter pwrt of t|M 
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ttiesd (diftirieta. I am sanguine that the measures now adopted wilj^ prevent 
aocb necessity. Ryesingjee, I iiave very little doubt, secretly encourages others 
to commit depredations, and may, moreover, share in the profit accruing from 
the eame. He has, however, ! believe, too much at stake, openly himself to 
commit them and hid defiance to Government : he derives considerable profit 
from cultivation and other prnceahle oeciiputions, and his villages arc in good 
condition, taking into consideration the lax nnthoriiy they arc subject to. Of 
the continued good conduct and reronnation of Kooer 1 am still hopeful, more 
particularly as I am now engaged in the pleasing duty of restoring to him some 
ancient rights, which will add to other motivcjT which exist, to induce him to 
pursue a peaceable course of life. 

15. Although I have trespassed upon youV time at considerable Icngtli, I 
must bllefly allude to the village of VVantia Angh belonging to lliis Govern- 
ment, of the misconduct of wliich I am well aware. This village is situated 
ill a place of considerable natural strength, in (lie midst of thick jungle. I 
recommended to this Government the adoption of measures for its subjection, 
as the inhabitants would not hear reason, and the complaints against them 
were numerous and w^dl founded. About this time last year these were carried 
into execution ; tlio offenders, however, at the time escaped, hut their wives 
and families were apprehended. The village, accor<ling to Native custom, 
(which on general principles is much to be condemned) was burnt to the ground. 
Eventually, in consequence of llie appreliension of tlicir faniiliesi the princi- 
pal oflenders surrendered tlieinselves, were fined, and gave as security for their 
future good behaviour the Bheel Chief Uyesingjee. I trouble you with these 
details, to convince you tliat there exists no backwardness on the part of this 
Government to do what it can to check the depredations of the ilhdispoHcd. 

1 have reason to believe that the inhabitants of the above village have again 
resumed their fosmer occupations, and, in couHequence, have suggested to tliis 
Goveriinient the expediency of instituting nn inquiry on the subject, and call- 
ing upon their security to" answer whatever complaints 'may by the result be 
proved to be well founded.

Sir,— The encldeed copy of a letter from the Agent to the Honorable the 
Governor at Surat, would seem to refer the inability of the Gackwar manager 
lOOr 
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of the Attaveesee to control the Wuarayee Bheelsi to assietance afibrded by 
similar classes situated within the Raj(>eepla dependenciesi who^from their 
vicinity to Wusravee, are said to be active in opposing any measures adopted 
for preserving public tranquillity. Although I attach small credit to this re- 
presentation of the Gaekwar manager, I think it right to forward it to you, and 
request you will take such steps us, in your judgment, the case, if true, may 
require, and correspond direct with Mr. Roincr on the subject. I shall be 
liappy to receive any suggestion which may occur to you respecting the batter 
management of the Wusravee district of the Gaekwar, being convinced that the 
excesses complained of princifially take their rise in the unjust and oppressive 
conduct of tlie Gaekwar olFiccrs and their total disregard of the rights of the 
Bhecl, and the uniform harsh, and, I will add, generally faithless treatment the 
latter have experienced from llj^ m.

Sir, — Ido myself the honour to forward to you. the enclosed copy of a 
letter from the Raja of Mundvee, relating to the serious loss and damage his 
district has lately sustained, from the predatory incursions of Bhecls from the 
Wusravee Purguna and the Rujpeepla country, and stating his apprehensions 
of more extensive plundering being in contemplation by the Wussuwas Uye- 
singjee and Kooer. 

The Sursooba of the Attaveeseo lias, at my request, made some attempts to 
control the Wusravee niiecN, but without eftbet, for he ha.s at last given me 
to understniid, that from the contiguity of most of the Wusravee Wussowus’ 
villages to Rajpceplu, they hud no ditliculty in evading his endeavours to seize 
them, or to make them furnish good security. 

I have oiFered Kooci, on the part of the Raja of Mundvee, the regular 
discharge ofhis Rukliawalcc allowance, upon his giving secuiity to perform 
the obligations of it better thuu he has done ; but it is not probable he will 
return to his duty while his secret connexion with Ryesingjee and the 
Wusravee Wussawas makes it iqore profitable to join in plundering the 
Mandvee district, than to exert Iiimseif in protecting it. 

Ryesingjee and Kooer have given security to the Ri^jcepfa State I believe, 
but to wdiat particular object their obligations extend I do not know. I would 
however hope, that througli your good offices with the manageiis of:that State, 
as well as with the administration of His Highnees the Oaekiw^, mh orders 
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maybe given and measures adopted, in Rajpeepla and Wusfpve^ as shall 
tend to preserve the Maildvej Purguna not only from the threatened attack, but 
lead to the establishment of some eflicicnt control over the lawless population 
of both districts, from which the subjects of the Raja of Mandvec have sufiered 
^80 severely.

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MK. VVJLUOUGIIBY’S SETTLEMENTS WITH THE MEflWASEE 
. . CHIEFS OF TULLUKWARA. 


From J. WiLMAMB, Esq., Ri'sidcnt at Daroda, 

To W. Ncwnuam, Esq., Chief Socretury to the Government of Bombay.

Sin, — 1 have considerable satisfuclion in traiiBinitting, for the information 
of the Honorable the Governor in Council, copy of a very interesting despatch 
from Mr. Willoughby, dated the 2(itli instant, wherein, after reportingjf the 
nature of the securities he Iuih taken from the whole of the Mphwasee Cl^ft 
Sf Tullukwara, on the same principle as those furnished by Bajcc Daimon* jftud 
his associatcR, he draws my attention to the circumstances of seven or elight 
Chiefs tributary or connected with the Gaekw'ar Govcrnincut. These are in a 
deplorable state at pi^csont; but the country they inhabit is so strong by nature, 
and affords ‘such facility to the escape of plunderers, that any arrangement 
which would tend to the amelioration of the classes dwelling therein would be 
advisable: if not, wc may expect to be again called upon by the Guckwar 
Governhicnt to afford our aid in chastising these people, as was the case two 
years ba<!k, when large Detachments were employed for a considerable {leriod 
without effecting the object of inducing the submission of the Mehwusees, 
which only took place on Mr. Willoughby’s repairing in person, when, from 
the influence he possessed from his acquaintance with the head of the Geerasius 
during his successive deputations to Rajpeepla, they were prevailed upon 
unconditionally to surrender. 

• 2. The petty Chiefs are situated in the Rewa Kanla; in respect to them 
it now becomes indispensable that some arrangements for their supervision by 
Rritisli authority should', as soon as practicable, take effect. Previous to entering 
upon this subject, it is iiicumbf«ut upon me in the strongest terms to express my 
conviction of the value of the services rendered by Mr. Willoughby to both 
Governments during the time of his supervision of the Rajpeepla Government, 
or for a period of upwards of five years. 

3. The late settlement of the Mehwasees has been completed after much 
personal labour, and is entitled to high commendation. Uis Highness the 
Gaekwar has expressed his satisfaction at Che arrangement, and I entertain not 
the slightest doubt of his ready acquiescence in the extension of the system to 
the dther Chiefs mentioned^ even if they had not been included in the arrange- 
ments which transferred ike Mahee Kanta and Katteewar tributaries to the 
control of the British Government in 1820. That they have hitherto been

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overlooked is no reason why they should be eseluded from the benefit of this 
niensure, of which they aprear fully aenstble from the petitions of the Kana of 
Mandwa and Tliakoor of Gurh, referred to in Mr, Willoughby’s despatch. 

4. SI)ouid the Honorable the Governor in Council sanctinn the adoption 
of the plan proposed in regard to the Chiefs mentioned in the lUlh para, of 
Mr. Willoughby’s despatch, the whole tract of country evtending from the 
western boundary of Rajpeepla to Chota Oodepoor to the cast, and from the 
Taptce to tlie south and Ncrlmdda on the north, would be edicieiitly superin- 
tended. The advantages of such a general sotllcrnent are too manifest to 
require particular rcniarki and I beg leave to Bequest the attention of (jovern- 
meutin particular to the 7th, 1 1th, and 12th paras, of the despatch, ns contain- 
ing the fullest information on tlie points submitted ; and it only remains for mo 
to add, that I entirely coincide in the suggestions and views of my Assistant. U 
will not, however, I trust, be considered presumption on my part, if I respect- 
fully intimate that, in my judgment, the labour and exertions of Mr. Willoughby 
in the performance of the extra duties entnisted to his dnu gc, arising out of the 
nature of our connection with tlicGuek war and his tributaries, have not been cenn- 
pensated in a degree commensurate with the anxiety and toil they have occasioned. 

5. The Agent employed in assisting the Puhlnnpoor Government in the 
conduct of its tiflairs, from the first received* an allowance from that Govern- 
ment; and latterly, since the petty Chiefs on the north-western frontiers have 
come under our protection, Government have been pleased to grant that 
officer an additional allowance. I may, moreover, add that the precedent ut 
Pahlunpoor has often been quoted by the Rajpeepla Government, accompanied 
by a wish on its |)art to follow it, which is of itself the strongest proof of the 
luunrier in which it eslecms the services rendered to it liy Mr. Willoughhy, 
though no attention has ever been paid to the request I allude to. When the 
newly contemplated arranizcrnents fake place, Mr. Willoughby’s charge will 
bear a fair comparison with that of Puhlnnpoor and with the local Agencies 
established by Sir John Malcolm and Sir David Oebterjony, und the Ilonorahlc 
the Governor in Council may then be disposed to take into consideration tlio 
reward for services actnully performed during a period of more than five 
yean), and tlie scale of remuneration vt'liicii the inci'cnsed duties that will 
necessarily devolve upon my Assistant would sooin to demand. 

6. In conclusion, I have to express iny hope, that the above observations 
will not. be considered as dictated by partiality or an undue opinion of the 
importance of the charge, but will be viewed as really flowing IVom a 
natural desire to^see my Assistant obtain those advantages which other 
public oQcw similarly employed have enjoyed.

Sir, — I have the honour to enclose fifteen origitml security bonds taken from 
the petty Mehwasce Chiefs of Tiilhikwara, in addition to those already for* 
\vard(*d in my loiter of the (Jth instant.^ 

2. These embrace the whole of the villages of the Tullukwara district, 
whose inhabitants principally consist of Mchwasees and Bheels, who have 
hitherto lived by plunder *aiul ilcpredation. They complete, therefore, tlie 
urrangniicnt I have nuirle for the future tranquillity of the whole distriqj(, tp 
the iijilest extent the authority with which 1 urn at present vested will adnilti*,' 
The engagements now forwarded do not essentially differ from those taken; 
from Bajee Daimenf und his associates, and do not conseciucntly require any 
remark. I annex a statement, exhibiting the names of the principal Mebwa- 
sees who have given security, tinur places of abode, the security and counter- 
securities they^hivve furnished, witli tlicir places of icHiclence likewise. 

I], With tlic exception of the first on the list, the whole are petty Cliicfs, 
possessing from one to twelve small villages •each. Tlie Tbakoor of Wujeeria, 
however, hears a good character ; his family were originally Rajpoots, subse- 
quently converted to Muhommednnism : he is, however, included in the 
present arrangement, because many of his villages are of the same description 
as the others. 

4. The country in winch these villages arc situated is ns wild and intricate 
us can be imagined, consisting of high hills, deep nullas, and rugged ravines 
covered with the thickest jungle. The parts that I liuve lately visited appeared 
to equal if not to exceed the worst parts of llujpeepla, in natural strength 
and in the facilities they afford for opposing and escaping a regular force in 
pursuit of any object : such being the case, no argument is required to show 
the expediency of rendering, ifp<issible, the present settlement permanent. 

5. On this occasion I heg leave to refcr to tlie oth and 6th paragraphs of 
my letter dated the 8tli instant, relating to the turbulent tribes of the Wusravee 
district. I conceive that the reasoning There made use of applies wdth at least 
equal force to the present case, nor can 1 for a moment expect that the benefits 
of the present settlement will be permaiiAit if it bo confined to the 
security engagements now taken. The parties will, beyond doubt, be unable 
to meet the exactions and demands they are under the present system liable 
to from the Guekwur olficers. These they have hitherto met, when Govern- 
ment possessed the power to enforce them, by giving n share of the profits 
arising from their depredations, which they must again resume if the same

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•yatcm is pursued. It does not require much foresight to predict the result. 
The Mehwasees will again become powerful will ttgaiii iinitc tllc worst of 
characters to joiu them, will retire to their fastnesses, and again (us lately) bid 
defiance to the Gaek war Government and its ofiicers, a dilemma from which the 
latter can only be relieved by a second interposition of the l^ritish Government. 

(i. Tlie district of Tullukwara originally comprised u part of HuiiHiepIa, 
from whose Chief it was taken by the Gaekwar Government. There cannot 
be u doubt but that the condition of the Mehwasees residing in it has always 
essentially differed^ from that of llynts strictly so called. They were a class of 
minor tributaries, a iiict wineli is at once piioved by the jirincipal riglit due 
from them to Government being to this day dcn(>minutcd (ihansduna. At 
the same time I do not deny that the C.raekwar Ideal ofitcers can ^«how n 
prescriptive title to levying other dues from them when they arc able. This 
they may urge regarding their immediate in preference to their more remote 
pecuniary intcr<>st8. 

7. 'I’o obviate the evils of tlie present sy*»tprii, I brg leave to suggest the 
following proposals for tlic coiisiderutiou of tlie (raf*kwar Government, for the 
future management of all the Tullnkwaru iMchwasecs who have fninisluMl 
security, w ith the exception of the Thakoor of Wnjecria ; — Ist, that tlieir i iglils 
be investigated, and substMjueiUly guaranteed to them; 'Jiul, that the rights of 
Oovernment of every donominution be ascertained, and, whenever pruelicuble, 
the annual amount fixed in perpetuity, with refeicnce to former eulleetinns and 
the presc'iit ability of the ('hief to meet them ; ^rd, in easeb where circum- 
stances will not admit of the annual amonnt being fixed in perpetuity, that it 
be fixed aniuudly with reference to the qiiaiility ancl cpialily of land the Chief 
may cultivate, and to the seasons y 4th, that the Gaekwar manager of the district 
of Tullukwara continue to collect whatever amount may be fixed direct, Imt 
that an appeal to tlie Hritish GoveiumcMit be admitted on the pari of the (Jliief 
uguinst any extra exaction oi oppression the f'drniiM’ may <'oinmit ; .Otii, that 
the police and general control over the Chiers l)c still vested in the same 
ollicer, with an a|ipeal however against any abuse of his authority ; bth and 
lastly, that tlie nianag<u's of the districtsof Dnbhoy, Sunkeira, and Hhadurpoor 
be restricted from any direct interferem'e with the Tullnkwara Meliwasoea, 
W'ith whom they, propc*riy speaking, have no direct concern whatever. 

H. I should hope the adoption of a plan embracing the above provisiotm 
(with any modifications you may deem expedient) would render rny present 
urrungements of permanent utility. With reference to the last stipulation, 1 
bog to stale, that the inanugers alluded to, cxerdsc more op[)i ession and tyranny 
over tiic Mehwasees than even the officer in charge of Tullukw^ara. I'liey are 
in fact at present exposed to tlic exactions of three instead of one person. It 
was my intention to iiave brought to your notice the ruinous system which 
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prevails in the former districts at present under Meer SmTray. Ali, its eflccts 
being felt in the territory under my supervision ; but from circumstances which 
have come to my knowledge since iny return to Harodn, I hope such will not 
be necessarv, though, if 1 am mistaken, ( shall not shrink from a duty (hon- 
cver disagreeable it may be) of rcporling his conduct in detail, which I 
conclude cannot bo fully known either to the (jIackwar'Govci nincut or yourself. 

9. Before I coiic!ndc,this pait of iny letter, I beg to draw your attention to 
the accompanying representation from the INlchwasce Chiefs v\ho have fiirnl.shecl 
security for their fnluic good con<lnct. In it they candidly state that hitherto 
they have paid the Government demands by coimnitting depredations upon the 
coniniUTiity, but that now, having furnibhed ftceiirity to refrain from tlicir 
predatory course of life, they will he unable to meet them, unless they are fixed 
with refeicnco to theii ability and ancient custom. 

10. 1 now beg leave to bring to your notice tbe unsettled condition of the 
petty Rajpoot States of Maiulwa, Wujeeria, (<urli, Du'^gaiim, Sluinore, Agur, 
Nuswarcc, and Punsallee, wliicb an* principally situalcd between Hajpeepla and 
Chola Oodepoor, and are more or less connected with the 'I'ullukwara Meh- 
wasees, many (if not all) of the villages belonging to them being iiilui(»itcd by 
the hamc unruly and predatory classes of inhabitants. It follows tborelbre that 
to complete my present arrangement, .nid to rembu* tliose concluded with 
Ilajpeepla and Oodepoor more ellective and secure, the petty States allmb‘d 
to sbotdd be recpiired to furnish siiciirity for their good conduct of a aomewbat 
similar nature to those taken fioiu all the other Gaekwar IrihuJarics. 

11. All the petty States above enumerated (with the exception of Gnih) 
are tributiiry t«s or conneeted with, the (lackwar (lovernmenf. They are clcno- 
minnted Hewa Kanta tributaries, from their imsscssions being situated in the 
vicinity of the river Nerbiulda, and under this denoiniiialicm Kajpcepla and 
Oodepoor are included. The (iaekwar cannot, tlieridbrc, if he wished, dis|)ute 
thepropiiely of a general control being vested in tbe Biitish Government over 
thcm,u point which was set at rest at the time Rajpeepla and Oodepoor were 
proved to be included in the arrangement concluded in 1820 respecting the 
Mahee Kanta tributaries. 

12. I would propose, therefore, for your consideration, the propriety of 
security engagements being taken as soon as pos*-ible from the eight petty 
Chiefs alluded To ; that the tribute and other dues they may owe to the Gnokwur 
Government be investigated and consolidated in one amount, to be paid 
annually tlirough the British Government ; and tliat tlte rights of the Chiefs 
be also inquired into, and such us may be proved to be just, be admitted for 
the future. 

13. The advantages of this plan are too evident to require particular 
remark ; they are briefly alluded to above. Independent of the general 



traiKjuillity oT the co\intry whieh w'M be proinolctl by it, it will secure to nil 
parlies tlieir just rights, an»’ remove fVoui the ( 'iiiel'^ the tyuiimy and o|)|)ressioii 
they are now .subjected to from the (iaekuar local otlicers. The mand road 
from Gu/eratti> Mulwa leads thrc>ll^h or neai ihe possessions of these Chiefs, 
and its safety \'iH be greatly ineu-aMMl l)\ tltc adoption of the plan suggested. 
'I bis is a |)oint ot piimary importance since the re-oeeupation of Mbow by 
the troops of this Kstablisbment, and will become of still more impoitnnce 
should the plan of transpoi ting stoies by the IS'erbudd.i as far as t'hanude or 
Tullukwara be over curried into execution. 

N. Ill conclusion, I annex two petitions (Viim the Kami of Mandwa and the 
'rii.ikoc»r of (iurli, praying that a settlement ol their aflairs be made l)y llie 
mediation of the 13ritish (ioiernmont.

the several (.lovcinment 'I’lianas now in existence, as well as by tliose which 
may bereaftor be established. 

Akticlk II. — We siiiill pay Juniabnndee to the 'I niinkwara Pnrgnna in 
the same juoportion as items may be fixed to bf* levied on llie Kbalsa villages 
of Ills Highness the Gaekwar ; and tlie !D.«.essmciit for cultivating llu; Ooper- 
wfiiialand will be paid uccordihg to the custom of the Purgniia. The Sulainec 
and liabtec will also be aimiialiy paid agreeably to former years' payinerits. 

Aktk’LC hi. — W e h'die piescnlcd you with a detailed incmoranduin of 
oui just claims for 1 lucks, land, and money, in the Govcimncnt as well as in the 
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Rajpeepla dittricis. Wbateveri tliereforci we may be found fairly entitled to on 
an investigation into tlie same, and whatever way the Sirkar decides the same to 
be received, will be agreed to by us and our posterity, brothers, and nephews. 
We shall act accordingly and receive whatever the Sirkar may cause to be paid. 

Article IV. — We hereby forsake our claims to Geeras which has been 
assigned to us by certain villages in lieu of loans advanced to them ; ond 
whatever amount the Sirkar fairly decides on that account in our behalf will bo 
agreed to by us, but that we shall in no way indirectly iAterfere with the 
villagers in the matter. That in future, when we have any dispute with another 
person for debts or dues, we <shall represent the same to the Sirkar, whose 
orders thereon will be upheld by us, but wc shall make no quarrel with the 
villagers, nor receive from them more than what the Sirkar decides in our favour. 
We shall not also indirectly charge any village with expenses. 

Article V. — If it appears to Governinent that we have encroached upon, 
or illegally obtained possession of any village or land belonging to the Govern- 
ment Mahals, or the districts of the Talookdars, &c., we shall restore the same 
to its rightful owner directly after we arc ordered to do so by Government ; and 
that in future we shall not, without the Sirkar's order, hold in mortgage, 
purchase, or receive as grant, any village, land, or Pussaeta and Geeras apper- 
taining to another person. 

Article VI.<— We shall not be friendly with any Bharwuteea offender of 
either the districts of the Honorable Company or His Highness theGaekwar*s 
Government, or of those of their subordinate Talookdars of Rajpeepla, &c . } 
nor shall we afford, or allow any one in the village to afford, asylum or protec- 
tion to any criminal; that if such an offender be found, we shall apprehend and 
make him over to the Sirkar ; and that in the event of our being convicted of 
being friendly to any Bharwuteea offender, we shall be responsible for the same. 
Further, that if the footprints of a robber be tracked to our village, we shall 
trace them on to another village, otherwise we shall produce the robber and 
award compensation! for the property plundered. 

Article VII. — Whatever amount the Sirkar may fix on account of Gbans* 
dana to the Tullukwara Purguna at the time they have proceeded into the 
districts for that purpose, will be paid by us as usual and for ever through 
the Komavisdar of that Purguna; the Hucks due to the Rajpeepla and other 
Chiefs will als(v be paid to them as usual and for ever, and we shall obey them. 

Wc have thus entered into the above seven Articles. If we deviate from them, 
wc will agree to whatever punishment Government shall think fit to impose 
on us. Wc pledge our Wuttiin and Geeras for the strict adherence on our part 
to this agreement. Barote Bawabliaee Rugnathdas of Guwur, Purguna Nan- 
dod, in Raj|)eepla, will permanently stand as our security that we shall, as 
above described, conduct ourselves jieaccably ; that be will answer for any 
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luiademcanor on our part, and that, he will produce us whenever required. 
Rathore Ilamud Khan Mota Bawa and Hemut Dajee Bawa, of Nungaum, also 
stand as counter-securities on our part, who will act, or make us act, accord- 
ing to the above, and answer, or make us answerable, for any accusation 
against us.

Sir, — I have the honour to acknowledge the receipt of your despatches 
dated the 29th'''‘ of April and 23rdt of May last, and to report what I trust will be 
considered the succcssrul termination of my negotiations with the Baroda 
Government, to obtain its acquiescence to the measures referred to in those 
despatclies, proposed with the view of completing the arrangements Kubmitlcd 
by the Resident for introducing a political supervision over Dowiut Rao 
Sindia's possessions in Guzerat. 

2. My discussions on this subject have been conducted cither personally with 
His Highness the Gaekwar or his Minister Wittu! Huo Dewajee, and 1 am 
happy to report I experienced no diHiculty in obtaining their assent to the 
general spirit of the measures proposed, after fully explaining to them their 
nature and the objects of the British Government in suggesting thorn. 

3. This Government, however, was anxious, previous to its acquiescence 
being recorded, that the principles on which the measures were to be carried 
into effect should (in order to prevent future discussion) be explicitly defined. 
Hence sundry references to its local ofiicers became necessary, and this 
circumstance will sufficiently account for the delay which lias occurred in 
transmitting my present report. 

4. I shall now proceed to recapitulate the contents of Memoranda 
received from the Baroda Durbar, containing the result of these discussions and

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inquiries, accompanying my summary with such explanatory remarks as appear 
called for. I may premise, however, by stating it to be my opinion, that the 
terms on which this Government gives its assent to the measures in question, 
are for the most part unobjectionable, and suited to the condition of the 
districts adected by them, though they are of course subject to the approval of 
Government, or to any modifications it may be pleased to suggest. 

5. Enclosure No. I is translation of a Memorandum referring to the excesses 
of the Ehecis of the Wusravee district, and to the measures proposed to check 
them. This I shall pass over without comment, inasmuch as the Gaekwar 
Government consents withou^servation to the plan submitted in my letter 
to the Resident dated the 8(h of April last, and approved of by the Honorable 
the Governor in Council in the first of your despatches now under reply. 

f). Enclosure No. 2 is translation of an answer to a written communication 
sent by me to the Baroda Durbar, proposing the arrangements submitted in 
niy letter to the Resident, dated the 2()th of April last, for concluding settle- 
ments with the Rewa Kanta tributaries, with the Mehwasee Chiefs of 
Tullukwara, and with the Mehwasees of Sowlee, and other Gaekwar districts 
contiguous to those belonging to Dowlut Rao Sindia. This does not either 
call for observation, as it only refers to Enclosure No. 3, which is translation 
of another Memorandum, containing the terms on which this Government 
wishes these settlements should be concluded* 

7. This document commences by enumerating the districts, Zumindars, 
and Mehwasees included in the present arrangements, which will be found to 
be considerably more comprehensive and numerous than the list which accom- 
panied my letter of the 26th of April, which in fact principally referred to the 
district of Tullukwara. No return of the Mehwasee villages of Sowlee having 
been as yet received from the Koraavisdar, the precise number could not be 
stated ; but I am induced to believe that they will be found on inquiry to bo 
upwards of twenty in number. A reservation follows this enumeration, that 
all villages not mentioned, similarly situated to those which are mentioned, aro 
to be considered as included in the same settlements. 

8. Five Articles are then introduced prescribing rules for ascertaining what 
villages ore to be considered as included in the present plan, and those which 
ore not. They are briefly as follows: — ^The Ist prescribes that wherever 
Tiilput and Wanta lands are found to exist, such village is to be considered 
as belonging to Government, and not as a tributary. This is a good criterion 
for general adoption, inasmuch as it is founded on the well known division of 
the soil which was made between the aboriginal possessors of this province 
and their Mahomedan conquerors, in the proportion of one-fourth to the former, 
designated Wanta, and the remainder to the latter, called Tulput. As, however, 
in some cases this rule might disturb long established possession and prescriptive 
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ri^lity I have provided for cases of this description by obtaining the consent 
of this Government to tlie introduction of the2iid Article, declaring tliat where 
these two distinctions of the soil have ceased to exist, and have been blended 
together by the |)roprietor, he paying a fixed revenue, suck village is to be 
considered tributary, and embraced in the present plan. 

9. Article the 3rd stipulates that villages not belonging to, but simply leased 
to Zumindars by the officers of Government, arc to be considered as the 
property of the latter, and not of the former. This is free from objection as a 
general rulci but for a similar reason and object as that given for the introduce 
tion of the 2nd Article, it is coupled with the 414 stipulating in spirit that the 
3rd is annulled in cases where its adoption would trench upon long estublislied 
possession. The 5th Article, moreover, provides fur the confirmation of the 
enjoyment of Tulput in conjunction with Wanta lands held by grants from 
former Governments. 

10. A stipulation is then made that the management of half of the town 
of Chanodo, at present vested in a Gackwar local officer, is not to be uffecied 
by the present arrangements. This must be conceded, half of the above town 
belonging exclusively to this Government. 

1 1. A definition of the principles on which a settlement of the tribute to be 
paid to this Government from the towns and villages to be placed iiiuler llritisli 
authority is then given. His Highness wished that the first should be the 
only mode of assessment to be in every case adopted, to which it was impos- 
Bible to accede. The two last were subsequently added, and which, I am of 
opinion, provide for every {lossiblc contingency of distress or any other circum- 
stance, which may render the adoption of the first rule impracticable. 

12. Two Articles are next introduced, stipulating the mode by which the 
tribute is to be paid. In the cases of the larger townships, the tribute is to be 
paid through British agency, or in other words, they arc to be placed exactly on 
the same footing as the Kattcewar and Mahee Kantu tributaries. In the cases 
of the smaller Mcliwasec villages, the tribute is to be fixed by the same agency, 
but to be paid direct to the local officer. This is in exact conformity to the 
mode proposed in my letter of the 26tb of A|}ril last ; and in the latter case, 
it may be observed, the stipulation that the local officer is to adopt mcusurca 
in communication with the agent for the recovery of tribute overdue, imposes 
a check against his resorting to undue measures of severity. 

13. The succeeding Article confirms the Zumindars and MeJ^wasees in the 
enjoyment of rights of every description, rejecting however all claims on their 
part of a later date than ten years. This limit should not, however, 1 conceive, 
be made to extend to cases wiiere the claimants jiossess written proof of the 
justice of their claims, and the period during which they liave ceased to enjoy 
them is not immoderate. 
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14. The six following provisions^ introduced with the view of securing the 
Ooverninent villages against molestation from the Mehwasees and Geeraaia 
proprietors^ do not require any observation, inasmuch as they are in conformity 
with the custom of the country, and suited to the condition and habits of those 
oficctcd by them. They can be inserted in the security bonds which it will 
become necessary to take from these classes. 

15. The next Article provides for the settlement of boundary disputes^ 
which may ari^e between the tributaries and Government villages, whenever 
practicable by the Native system of Punchayet (or jury of five)j and on failure 
of this mode, through the Ag<uit of the British Government. 

16. Then follows a Ktipulutioii coiifiriniiig Wnnta rights due to the tributa- 
ries from the villages of Government, payable according to the custom of the 
country, but liable to no increase; and generally providing for the adjustment 
of disputes arising between the tributaries and the inhabitants of the Govern- 
ment villages, through the mediation of the Agent of the British Government. 
The subsequent Article enjoins that protection be afforded to respectable 
persons, bankers, and Bramins, against oppression and ^injustice from the 
tributaries, to such an extent as is warranted by existing custom. 

17. I endeavoured to persuade this Government to relinquish the claim it 
stipulates for in the succeeding Article, but was unsuccessful. The occasions 
on which the tributaries will be called upon to make the Nuzeranas referred to 
will not be frequent, and the conclusion of the Article provides for their being 
exacted with reference to the condition of the tributaries. 

18. The Articles providing against all future encroachment of the Mchwa-* 
sees ; for their independence in their own villages in their transactions with 
the religious orders ; restricting them from rdsuniing charitable grants of 
remote existence; from levying inoie than the usual duties upon the Chanode 
wood-cutt(‘rs ; and providing for the payment of the usual dues in cases of 
adoption, hut securing to them hereditary succession, appear unobjectionable. 

lU. The lOth Article provides for the settlement, in perpetuity, of tribute 
and other dues which this Government claims from some of the tributaries, 
payable every alternate year, when a Moolukgeeree circuit is made of the Rewa 
Kanta. If this claim have foundation, I conceive it cannot altogether be 
rejected. If, however, as I have some reason to believe, it is untenable, the 
Article is virtually annulled by the concluding stipulation, that the claim is to 
be only recognized on the production of substantial proof of its justice. 

20. The insertion of the 12th and last Article was quite unnecessary; but 
ibis Government is anxious to guard against the contingency of the Jageerdars 
of the districts of Tullukwara and Sowlee preferring a claim founded on the 
present arrangement, for other districts being assigned to them in lieu of those 
they at present hold. With such a demand the British Government would 
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have no concern. It is not, however, likely that the caution of this Government 
will prove to have been necessary ; for, although the tyranny and oppression 
hitherto exercised by the Jageerdars over the tributaries to be placed under 
our control will be checked, whatever they may lose in consocpicnce will be 
made good to them by the increased peace and prosperity of their districts, 
which will eventually ensue from the cessation of the former and substitution 
of the present system. 

21. In conclusion I take this opportunity of reporting the receipt oT a 
demi-official communication from Captain Macdonald, apprizing me that he 
had instructed the managers of the petty State* of Baiia to obey all orders 
they might receive from Iiqiico, and to prefer all complaints they might have 
to make to the Resident. An agent has waited upon me for this purpose, 
and has represented the peace of the above petty State to be endangered by 
the adherents of the late Karbaree, and by the turbulent Naikrn Bhecis 
residing in Dovvlut Uuu Sindin*s districts. On the other hand, however, 1 have 
received numerous and freejuent complaints from Sindia's manago.r against 
the excesses of the Baria and Loonawara Bhcols. I have been obliged for 
the present to coufitic myself to addressing letters to the parties com|)laincd 
against on both sides, and requesting that measures be adopted for preserving 
the peace of the country and restraining the excesses complained of.

Translation of a Memorandum from the Gackwar Governtnenff dated 23rcZ 
Mokurrum, Sunna FusU 1220, (a. ij. 1th September 1825). 

A letter has been received from the Residency, dated Jest Wud 7th, a. n. 
7th June 1825, the several paragraphs of which arc to the purjiort that the 
disorderly Bheels of the Wusravee Purgiina cause groat disfurhunccs in tlie 
Surat and Broach districts, and that complaints arc constantly making against 
them by the Collectors of those Zillas, and Mr. Roinor the Political Agent in 
Surat, and that it is evident to Governirient that the local authorities are 
inadequate to adjust the diATercnces or pre.^erve the pence. Therefore, on tliu 
representation of the Resident, Government has addressed a letter to him, dated 
Wushak Shood 1 1th (a. d. 29th April 1826), directing that u gentleman should 
be sent from the Residency to make a settlement with these people on the spot, 
and, inquiring into the actual possessions and claims of Geerus due to these 
Bheels, &c., fix them for the future. Upon which the letter above alluded to 
102r 
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requests that instructions may be sent to the Sursooba of the Attaveesee, and 
the Komavisdar of Wusravee Purguna, that they guide themselves by the advice 
of this Agent. In reply to this we answer, that we have much* at heart the 
adjustment of the differences and making settlements with these troublesome 
people; therefore letters shall be addressed by this Government to the Sursooba 
of tlie Attuveesee that the settlements are to be made, but no injury thereby 
caused to the Purguna.

Translation of a Memorandum from the Oaekwar Government^ dated Mohur- 
rum 23r<’7, Sunna Fusli 1226, ( a. d. 1th September 1825). 

A letter has been received from the Residency, dated Jest Wud 7th, A. D. 
7th June 1825, tlic several paragraphs of which relate to the adjustment of the 
nlDiirs of the Mchwasees and Zuinindars of the Rewa Kanta (banks of the 
Nerbudda), and stating that the security for good behaviour, and security for 
the securities of Bujee Duimcri and Vujjoo Daiinen, Mchwasees of Wussun, 
and Nusscor Khan of Ulwa, and Omed Khan of Paun Tulouri, altogether 
three papers, and further similar securities from (ifltecn Mchwascc villages having 
been obtaitied, copies of these were separately enclosed for our information. 
To this wc reply, that the above-mentioned four documents so sent, are 
received. With respect* to the settlement in the Rewa Kanta alluded to, this 
Government has had the matter in consideration, and has sent a separate 
Memorandum of Articles of settlement with the Mehwasee Zuinindars, which 
will explain the views entertained on the subject.

ENCLOSURE No. 3. 

Translation of a Memorandum from the Gaehwar Government^ being arrange-- 
mentsfor the Settlement of the Mchwasees of the Rewa Kanta^ (without 
date). 

I. — The following is the list of the Mehwasee Zumindars in the districts : — 

1. Tho Purguna of Sinoro, containing Shanorc and the three Maundwa 
Towns — Maundwa, Nundurria, and half the town of Chanode. 

2. The Purguna of Sankaira Naswary, having twelve towns and four 
villages dependent ; and Augur, consisting of Augur and Seesana. 

3. The Purguna of Tullukwara, containing nine towns, as shown in the 
statement of the Komavisdars — Wujeeria, Oochad, Choveyswar, Pul- 
sane, Para, Beelooria, Nuliia, Balodra, Jeeral. 
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4. The Purguna of Saolee. No bUtement has been sent by the Komavisdar 
of this district of the Zumindors or Mchwasee villages; therefore, when 
the return shall be made, the Zumindors and Mehwasee villages therein 
shall be included in the arrangements to be controlled in conformity to 
the five following Articles. 

5. The ten Gecrasia villages, termed Dusgaum. For the above-mentioned 
villages belonging to Mehwasoe Zuiniiidars, or if on inquiry others 
should be found which have been overlooked, that is to say, for all 
villages that from any distant period have paid fixed revenues through 
the Zuinindars, the following Articles are agreed to for the investigation 
of their rights and their better government : — 

Article I, — In whatever town shall be found Tulput and Wanta 
lands, and from any remote period the fixed revenue has been paid 
through the medium of the Zumindnr, it is to be understood that from 
the circumstance of their being Tiilput land the town belongs to 
Government. * 

Article II. — If in any town Tiilput land shall be found, which the 
Zuinindars have united from any remote period with Wnnta lands, and the 
revenues for past generations have been paid in one sum, such towns are 
to remain in possession of the Mehwasccs, and the settlement of future 
revenue to be made on the present investigation. 

Article HI. — In such towns ns have been let on farms by Koinavisdars 
to Zuinindars, and retained by them without their having any just right 
to the Hiiine, and tlie fixed revenues paid l)y the Zuinindars as fixed by 
the Komavisdars, such towns arc not to belong to tlie Gecrasias but to 
Government. 

Article IV. — If any town has been from a very remote period in posses- 
sion of a Ziimindar, and such town held by his ancestors or other Gec- 
rasias, then, in consequence of such long possession, he shall be cotifirnicd 
therein, and the settlement of the future revenue to be made in the present 
investigation. 

Article V. — If in any town the Zumiiidar shall possess Wanta lands, 
and hold also Tiilput lands by grants of forty or fifty years’ standing, or by 
grants from former Governments, by the production of such grants the 
town shall remain in possession of the Mehwasee, and the settlement of 
future revenue to be made in the present investigation. 

In this manner is the revenue of the Mehwasee Zumindars to be adjusted; 
but the half of Chanode now consigned by Government to the charge of a 
Komavisdar is to remain as at present 

In settling the revenue from the Mehwasee villages, an average of the last 
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ten years, including Khurajaat Babiees, See. must be fixed for a perpetual 
tribute; but in forming the ten years’ avei'inge, no year ^f famine or invasion 
must be reckoned, for if they be, it cannot be expected that in future years of 
calamity a reduction can be consented to. In this manner the Agent is to 
make the settlement, in communication with Government. 

Wlieri any Zumindnr is completely impoverished, then, in communication 
with Government, a five years* agreement is to be made with him, commencing 
with smaller payments suited to his means, until the fifth year, when the lawful 
tribute is to be paid. 

If, Iiowevcr, any Ziimindan is so situated as that liis affairs cannot be 
comprehended under cither of the above provisions, then the Agent, in com- 
munication with Government, shall make the best airangements that circum- 
stances will admit, for a fixed perpetual revenue for the future. 

The following is the manner in which, in conformity to the settlement, 
the Mehwasec Zumindars of the several l^iirgunas shall yearly give 
security to the Komavisdars of the saiiie,^ to pay the revenue without any 
reduction : — 

1. The Thakoor (owns belonging to respectable Zumindars — Wiijeery, 
Sinore, Maundwa, Augur, Nuswary, Palsoni, and Dusguiiiu — total seven 
towns, and any other place held by any respectable Thakoor, shall pay 
revenue as fixed by the present settlement, througl) the medium of the 
Tlesident, year by year, to the Komavisdur. 

2, The smaller Mchwasce villages must pay their revenue, as fixed by 
the present settlements, to the Komavisdur ; and if any one delay pay- 
ments, the Komavisdar is to make it known to the Agent, and raise the 
money in communication with him. 

II. — The followirtff are the Articles of nrravfjcments to he entered into with 

the Alehwasees : — 

A. Whatever claim the Zumindars may have on their respective villages 
under the several heads of Geeras, or Wantn, or Dahn, or protection money 
(Uukkopa), shall continue to be paid by Government, ns they are now 
established. They shall not be added to, and if any old or frivolous claims are 
advanced, if they are founded on precedents within the last ten years, they 
are to be admitted for investigation, and the Agent, giving them due exami- 
nation, shall decide upon them ; but if the claim be of anterior date to ten 
years, Government is not to be required to answer them. And in whatever 
village the Zumindar receives protection money he is to protect it, and if 
the village sustain injury he is to make good the loss, according to the local 
customs in such cases. 
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B. Arrangements for the protection of the Villages in the Districts from 

# Mehwasee Geerasias, 

No Mehwasee Zumiiidar ahull afTord protection to pluiulcrcrs or robbers ; 
and if thieves bel()|)ging to any Zumiiular's villages commit depredations or 
outrages in the districts, and loss be thereby sustained, then the /umindar 
guilty of having sheltered them shall makegood the losses so sustuinod, agree- 
able to the custom of the country, unless he can prove that the thieves have 
passed on beyond his lands : if he cannot do this, he must make good the loss. 

The sums at present paid under the denomination of Geerus, are to bo con- 
tinued at the present rates. No extortion or*violencc to be practised on the 
Ryuts on that account ; and reparation will be enforced for injuries, if any injury 
be done to the Ryuts. 

C. * In whatever towns belonging to Zumindars any Geerasias may have 
fixed their residence, it is 0|)tional with them to remain and enjoy their rights at 
present enjoyed, such as Goeras, Raiiwuttia, Wachun, and Pusuccta ; but they 
arc not under these pretexts to«advance additional demands, or give vexation 
or alarm to the villages ; and if any injury be done by them to any village, the 
Zumindar who protects them will be compelled to make good the same, and 
to deliver up the persons of the ofieiiderH. 

D. The Mehwasee (leerasias having hitherto been constantly in the practice 
of carrying on private wars one with another, this is to be discontinued, and 
the injuries to the peaceable villages consequent po such hostilities arc not 
to be allowed. No infringement of public peace will be perinittecl to puss 
with impunity. 

E. If people of disorderly habits belonging to ZurnindarH' villages enter 
peaceable villages for purposes of depredation, and any affray ensue and any 
of the ofi'enders fall, the villagers arc not answerable for what is done in stdf- 
dcfcnce, and no compensation to be demanded from them. 

F. The Zumindars in their respective vdlages arc independent to entertain or 
discharge Rajpoot Koolics or others, or give them Pusaecta lands or monthly 
pay, or to invite settlers into their villages ; but if they discharge people of 
disorderly habits, their being let loose on the country may be injurious to the 
peaceable districts : such people, therefore, previous to being discharged, are 
to be bound over under double security to good behaviour, oiul in case of this 
being omitted, and their committing depredations, the Zumindar through 
whose neglect this befalls will be made answerable for the consequences. 

III. The limits of the several towns in the districts as now received are to he 
continued, and if at any time or in any place there should bo boundary disputes 
betwixt the Zumindar and Government villages, the claims on both sides are to 
be made known to tbc Agent, who will settle them after careful examination ; 
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but if they can by mutual arbitration of Punchayet settle the dispute 
amicably, there will be no necessity for his interference In matters of this 
kind no injury or oppression is to be allowed against the Government villages, 
and if it shall appear that the Zumindars have in any case encroached on or 
appropriated lands belonging to Government villages during the last five or ten 
years, the encroachments are not to be permitted, and claims or complaints are 
to be adjusted by the Agent. 

IV. — The Zumindars shall continue in undisturbed possession of the Wanta 
rights they at present enjoy in Government districts, nor suffer any molestation 
on account of counter claims *of Tulput, &c. ; but whatever villages pay 
Wanta arc to pay the same to the customary amount only for lands actually 
under the plough, and fees due to Government from lands of that tenure are 
to be paid as heretofore, and on all Wanta lands whatever has been hitherto 
paid by the cultivating tenants respectively shall continue to bo paid, and no 
increase permitted ; and in case of Gccrasias incurring debts to inhabitants of 
Government villages, or Zumindars dependent on Government, or merchants or 
others, and for the settlement of the same, or as compensation for public offences 
shall assign their rights of Wanta, or the produce of Wanta or Geeras, such 
shall he confirmed and no opposition offered to the arrangement. Precedents 
of former customs to he received as law, and if, on the other hand, Govern- 
ment Komavisdars or villagers have encroached on lands belonging to Zumin- 
dars within the last ten years, on their showing proofs of tla same, the Agent, 
ill communication with Government, is to restore the same ; and if, in the 
manner above described, any Zumindars shall have assigned over Geeras or 
Wantu rights to GovcrnmtMit Ilyuts, and cause molestation to the present 
possessors, tho Agent is to examine into and decide on the claim. 

V. — The Znniindars in tlicir respeclive villages hold, the goverimicnt over the 
population of the same; hut if they arc fouud guilty of oppresi^ion or injustice 
to respectable persons, or 8o\vcnrs, or nramiiis, the same, agreeable to custom, 
is subject to investigation and to be settled. 

VI. — Whenever the Hoyal retinue of this Government proceeds for religious 
ceremonies to the bunks of the Nerhiidda, the customary tribute (Nuzerana) 
and preparations are to be expected from the Zumindars, but if any are 
impoverished, Goveriiinent will take it into consideration and demand less. 

VII. — The Ztimindurs arc not in future to be allowed to obtain lands without 
the approbation of Government under the difTcrent denominations of Wachun 
or Pusaeeta or any other term. The Mehwasee Geerusias are a turbulent race, 
and their increase is to bo deprecated. This is to be made known on the part 
of Government to the villages. 

VIII. — The Zumindars are independent in their several villages respecting 
Bramins, Bhats, and other religious mendicants as to their Pusaeeta or alms, 
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to give or withhold the same ; but (hey are not to deprive them of any ancient 
poBsesBion be8towe<||^r charitable purposes. 

IX. — Sundry 'Drainins and others, traders in Chanodc, are wont to send 
wood-cutters to the hills to cut timber, which is brought down the Nerhudda in 
rafts. On this timber the Mehwasees are to levy no more than the customary 
duties, for if additional duties were put on, the timber could not be brought, and 
injury would accrue to this Government; therefore, the Mehwascc Zuinindars 
are to be warned on this head. 

X. — The Jumabundee dues levied every nltcrnate year by the Rewa Kanta 
Moolukgeercc, including Khurajaat Uabtees (axtra levies) of every description, 
are to be fixed in perpetuity upon those by whom they have Idtlicrto been 
paid. Respecting tlicse, written proofs shall bo separately furnished. 

XI. — Ifany Mehwasee Zumindar, being without olfspring, wislics toadopta 
child as his heir, he may do so according to law established, paying the customary 
fees to Government; and when any Zumindar dies, his lieir, near or remote in 
relationship, may succeed us has hitherto been the custom, the same being duly 
made known to Government. 

XII. — The district of the Pnrgumiof Sowlee is given to Meer IJmeen ool Dccn 
lIooBsain Khan as his Jngeer for his Risulla, and the Purgunn ofTullukwara 
to Ramrow Anajcc os his Jageer for his Paguh, both districts being thus 
DBHigned tef special purposes by Government in Doomala. In ca8<3 the 
Jageerdars may show the wish to exchange their districts in conscc|uence of 
the arrangements, &c. with the Mehwasees being in future to he tninsuctcd 
through the Agent, this will not bo attended to; the respectublo Zuinindars arc 
to pay their tribute through the Resident to theses Jageerdars, and the inreiior 
Meliwasce villages to pay theirs as already provided for.

Sin, — The detachment of (he 20th Regiment N. 1. directed to be placed at

Sir,— I have the honour to acknowledge the receipt of your Icltcr dali'd 
the 8th ultimo, forwarding copy of one from Mr. Willoughby, reporting his 
intended departure for the Punchmalials, together with your instructions 
to that gentleman on the occasion. 

The Governor in Council concurs in Mr. Willoughby's sentiments, as 
communicated in his letter dated the 7th October last,* on the terms pro[>oaed 
by the Gaekwar, and authorises the adoption of them, with the exception of 
Articles V. and VIII. of Enclosure No. 3, t which the Goverwor in Council 
conceives to trench on the independence of the Zumindars, and shuula not bo 
acceded to unless it can previously be ascertained from those Chieftains that 
they contain nothing contrary to former practice. 

In conclusion, I am directed to observe that the Governor in Council approves 
of your instructions to Mr. Willoughby.

Sir,— I have the honour to enclose copy of Mr. Willoughby’s letter to my

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address, with its enclosure, of the 25th February last ; the earlier transmission 
pf this report has been delayed by my indisposition. 

2. This communication details his proceedings, in pursuance of the instruc** 
lions issued to the Political Agent, in accordance with the orders of Govern- 
ment, on bis proceeding to the Punchmahals to enter upon his new charge. 
The conference with Dowlut Rao Sindia’s manager, explained to that autho- 
rity the nature and duties of his situation and the line of action intended in 
future to be observed towards the wild classes of Naikras, Bheels, and Mch- 
wasees, in the reasonable expectation of inducing them, by the stimulus of liqpe 
of immediate good and fear of punishment, to relinquish the evil courses they 
have been so long accustomed to pursue. 

3. The means proposed do not seem to have entirely met with the Mana- 
ger’s acquiescence, who took another view of the subject, and desired that a 
more summary niodo of procedure should be adopted towards them, one more 
consonant to Muratha usage; this was' of course very properly objected to by 
the Political Agent. After some further observations, the issuing of joint 
summonses to the Chiefs was resolved upon, and in most cases these were 
attended to; but since of course a system of perfect confidence could not 
at once be established, it became necessary to grant Bhat security for the 
personal safety of the Chiefs summoned, which in some instances was 
demanded. 

4. On the arrival of the Chiefs in camp, the new order pf things v^as care-: 
fully explained to them, and securities were then taken from the Mehwasees 
and Naikras for their future good conduct, 

5. The Manager here wished an investigation and settlement of various 
claims against these Chiefs to be entered into by the Agent, who very judicious- 
ly represented to him the propriety and policy of postponing such a subjject of 
irritation until the peace of the districts had in the first instance been perfectly 
secured. 

6. I ohserveci th^t n^any of the principal Cbiefil of tribes h^d attended the 
camp readily, and among them the notorious Thakoor Ilumeer Sing, who, with 
some others, long the scourge of the vicinal districts of the Gaekwar, have one 
and all agreed to furnish security for future good behaviour. 

7. The translation of the security bond forms an enclosure to the Political 
Agent’s report^, and is in my opinion unexceptionable in its terms. I beg leave 
to refer the Honorable the Governor in Council to the document, and I am 
hopeful that these retaliations and plundering excesses will now be put an end to. 

8. I attribute the early and ready attendance of all the Chiefs to the well 
known character of Mr. Willoughby, established by the uniform tenor of bis 
proceedings in Rajpeepla and the Gaekwar districts in the Nerbudda, where 
he successfully introduced a better order of things, than had been ever knowq 
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in that country for years; but I entortuiii great doubts of the cordiality oftlie 
Maiiageri for it seeniB that notwithstanding he iiKsonted to the terms of tlio 
security bondy yet he absurdly enough desired to exact similar ones from tho 
Mehwasees of his own districts as well as those of the Gaekwur, on his own 
authority ; this desire Mr. Willoughby at once checked. 

9. The measure of defraying the expenses of tho Mehtas and Peons pro* 
posed to be entertained and stationed in the diflerent places ciiiimeruted, for 
the purpose of intelligence) is judicious, and might be paid by the Gaekwar 
and Sindia Governments, whose territories arc so much bcncliltcd by the 
arrangement, the charge of which at present is exclusively borne by the 
British Goveriimeut. 

10. These proceedings, now submitted, are entitled to credit from tho 
temperate and judicious firmness of the Agent, as opposed to the violence of 
the Manager.

Sir, — I have the honour to acknowledge the receipt of your despatch and 
enclosures, dated the 8th instant, and to report my arrival in the Powughur 
Punchmahals, and the commencement of the duties entrusted to my agency. 

2. On the 15th instant I was visited by Untajee Ruo Damodur, the present 
Manager in this province on the part of Dowlut Ilao Sindiu, on which occasion 
1 delivered the order issued by his Government, intimating to him my 
appointment and its general objects. 

3. I embraced this opportunity of explaining to the Manager in detail the 
instructions I had received, informing him that my attention had been 
principally directed towards eflectiiig settlements with the Mchwasce and 
Naikra population of these districts, avoiding all interference in the internal 
administration of the country exclusively belonging to Dowlut Rao Sindia. 
I also explained the nature of the arrangements I proposed in the first instance 
endeavouring to eflect with the rude tribes above referred to, the basis of 
which I need scarcely remark is founded in the exercise of good faith and 
conciliation towards them, an almost general amnesty for the past, preventive 
measures for the future, and a reciprocal security for their own rights and those 
vbich may be due to the Government to whom they owe allegiance. 
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4. Considering the system, so radically diflferent from the above, which has 
been so long and systematically pursued in this province, I was prepared to 
expect my plans would not meet with the Manager's entire approval. He 
unequivocally declared they did not meet with his concurrence, and strongly 
urged the necessity of coercive measures being resorted to, such as the 
destruction of villages and their inhabitants, and the infliction of retributive 
justice (as he termed it) for past oflences, observing it to be his opinion, that 
no salisfuctory settlements could be effected without first creating an impression 
of fear and terror in the minds of those with whom I had to deal. I mildly 
but decidedly discountenanced, the resorting to such measures until those I 
had proposed should fail, or except in cases of the most urgent necessity. 

6. In the course of this interview, the Manager admitted that all the Naikra 
Chiefs, and many of the Mehwasees, were not sufficiently under his authority 
to warrant the expectation that they would obey a summons issued direct 
through him; but notwithstanding tliisudmission, which was perfectly correct, 
lie most inconsistently objected to my procuring tlieir attendance by any other 
iiieuns. 1 informed him it was altogether immaterial to me by what channel 
the summons was issued, provided it ensured the attendance and obedience of 
the parties summoned, but that after the above admission on his part, I thought 
it would be most expedient that a joint summons, conveyed by his people, 
should be issued in the name of the Gwalior Government by both of us. After 
some hesitation this proposition was agreed to and adopted, and though 
hitherto it has generally succeeded, in some instances I have been obliged to 
have recourse to Bhats of the country, to induce, by assurances, the Chiefs to 
come in, many of them not having as yet full confidence that any amelio- 
rating change in the system hitherto pursued towards them is intended. 

6. My attention is now principally directed towards exacting the most 
efficient security and counter-securities procurable from the whole of the Meh- 
wascc and Naikra villages included in this Agency. The Manager wished me 
to enter on an immediate investigation and settlement of numerous claims he 
had to bring forward, but acquiesced in the propriety of such being postponed 
until the peace of the country had been secured. 

7. It aflbrds me great satisfaction in being able thus early to report the 
l^caceable submission of the greater part of the Mehwasee Chiefs of the Hallolo 
and Kallole districts, viz. of the former eleven, and of the latter twenty-two, 
and among them thatof the Thakoor Humeer Sing, whose extensive depredations 
in the Baria territory, formed the subject of my letter to the Chief Secretary 
to Government dated the 9th of November last. It is with still greater satis- 
faction (as being more unexpected) that I am able to report a similar sub* 
misBion of the principal and most notorious of the Naikra Chiefs residing 
in the jungly tract of country which surrounds the Hill of Powaghur and

ChAmpanoer, whose excesses in the districts of Sunkeim, Diibhoy, &c. have 
been so often complained of by the Oaekwar Government. The latter were 
induced to coroe in after considerable hesitation, and under the greatest 
dread and distrust of the treatment they would meet with ; but 1 soon succeeded 
in removing these impressions, by assurances of future safety and just treat- 
ment, on relinquishing their present predatory and abandoned pursuits. They 
have in consequence agreed to furnish security for their good conduct, and 
have submitted to such other arrangements as yet proposed for their future 
government and restraint. 

8. 1 shall hereafter have the honour to report the nature and details of 

these and other arrangements now in progre^^s when they have been extended 
throughout my charge, accompanying the same with tabular and explanatory 
statements. I take, however, the earliest opportunity of submitting, for your 
information, copy and translation of a security bond which has already been 
obtained from the Mehwasee Chief of the village of Kunjerree, and several 
others, tributary to or in allegiance to the Gwalior Government, and which I 
propose uniformly to obtain from all Uie Chiefs of this description within my 
charge, whether subject to His Highness the Gackwar or to Dowliit Rao Sin- 
dia. I should have wished to have obtained your approval of its general nature 
previous to carrying it into efiect, but the season being so far advanced does not 
admit of further delay in commencing entering into these engagements with 
these classes, who are very numerous. I am however induced to believe that 
the bond will be considered unexceptionable, and adapted to the present stale of 
the country and the customs and habits of those from whom it is demanded. 
It appears to me to embrace, in the most comprehensive manner, every object 
which it is desirable to secure and obtain ; to contain tlie strictest provisions for 
securing the tranquillity of tiiis province ; to check the excesses and outrages 
which have reduced it to the brink of ruin ; to restrain and provide for the 
adjustment of all dissensions and disputes among the Chiefs themselves ; to 
secure the just and ancient rights and claims of every description due to the 
Government on the one hand, and those of the Mehwasee Chiefs on the other ; 
and finally to place the investigation and settlement of both entirely and 
unreservedly in the hands of Government. The engagement consints of fifteen 
Articles, the object and tendency of each of which being siifiiciently manifested, 
1 shall confine myself to giving the above general outline of its nature, referring 
you for details to the deed itself. The security required for the due observance 
of the engagement is of a mixed nature, consisting, let, of the possessions and 
whole property of the Chiefs being pledged on their part for its observance ; 2nd, 
the security of Baroots for the same ; and 3rd, the counter-security of two, 
three, or more Mehwasee Chiefs of vicinal villages, the whole iu the aggregate 
constituting a complete Sanklcc Zamin, or connected chain of security, which 
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1 trust, when once generally set in motion, will only require iL tidnsUHt 
vigilunce and supervision on my part to maintain and keep unimpaired. 

9. The engagement was, in the first instance, submitted Tor the information 
and opinion of the Manager, with a request that he would suggest any addition 
or modification in its terms which might appear to him expedient. With the 
exception, however, of one or two verbal alterations, it received his unqualified 
acquiescence. In giving this assent, however, the Manager intimated it to be 
his desire, to exact separate bonds of a similar nature^ not only from the 
Mehwasees of this province, but from those subject to the Gaekwar Govern- 
ment in the adjacent districts— a request altogether inadmissible, inasmuch 
as it implied the resumptio* of the system, in which the necessity of the 
establishment of this Agency originated. 

10. The 14tli Article of the agreement refers to a measure td which T 
beg the sanction of Government, viz. to the entertaining of five or six District 
Mehtas, with Peons attached to each, on a salary of from 20 to 30 rupees each, 
in projmrtion to the extent and importance of their respective charges and 
their relative conveniences or inconveniences, for the same purposes and 
objects as those employed on the north-western frontier of Guzerat under the 
Political Agent at Palilunpoor. This is the only mode which occurs to rnc likely 
to ensure my being kept constantly apprized of the state of affairs and events 
occurring throughout the extensive range of country included in this Agency. 
I shall require from the persons entertained for this duty, security for their 
good behaviour and conducting themselves in conformity to written instruc- 
tions which will be furnished for their guidance, directing them to confine 
themselves to reporting any infraction of existing engagements, any disturbance 
of the public peace, and such other information as may be necessary, and 
particularly avoiding in the slightest degree any direct interference with the 
Chiefs, whose conduct they will have to observe and report upon. The expense 
of this necessary aid is trifling, and may cither be directly borne by .Govern- 
ment, or (should it seem fit) by the Chiefs themselves, in proportion to their 
means, though the first mode will be the most preferable. 

11. 1 have been thus particular in reporting my preliminary proceedings in 
this province^ because they appear to have created considerable dissatisfaction 
and distrust on the part of the Manager, particularly within the last few days, 
who evinces #in consequence an intention to withhold all information and 
co-operation required of him, without which I can hardly expect to succeed in 
effecting the arrangements I have been directed to carry into effect. I wisli 
to avoid making any formal complaint on this subject, trusting by firmness 
mixed with conciliation to be able to induce the Manager to lend his aid in 
carrying into effect the objects of the allied Governments. Copy of this and all 
subsequent reports of my proceedings in the Punchmahals will be forwarded 
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direct Tor the inrormation of the Resident at Gwalior, througli whose friendly 
mediation 1 hope to receive every proper support niul countenance on the part 
of the Gwalior Durbar.

Translation of a Fuel Zambia or Security liond for good hehavioury entered into 
with the Sirkar Alijnh liahadoor ( (iovcrnmcnl of Dowlnt lino Sindia 
through the mediation of J. P. Willoughby y Esg.y Political Agent on the 
part of the Jiritish Government in the Province of Petea KinUa and the 
Zilla of Pomaghury by Thahoor Kesrec Sing Ahheh Sing, and his son 
Peep Sing, proprietors of the Mchwasce Village of Kunjerrccy of the Hal- 
lole Purguna, dated Hth Malta Soody Sumvut 1882, \btli February 182b\ 

We, of our free will, and in perfect possession of our faculties, have entered 
into a bond with the Sirkar, containing the undermentioned Articles of agree- 
ment, the same being binding in perpetuity on ourselves, our brethren and 
relations, on all inhabitants or persons bearing arms, residing witlii^tho 
Janipla or gates of the village or villages belonging to us, or outside in its (or 
their) suburbs, usually designated Mowada, Wara or Was, to wit: — 

Article I. — We will conduct ourselves as peaceable IlyutR, observing 
respect to the (Uiniil) authority of the Sirkar (Government) which has 
hitherto been established over the above-mentioned village or villages, or 
lands under our management, and paying implicit obedience to its (the 
Government’s) orders. Whatever settlement the Sahib (or Agent) may 
make of the Juniabundce, Babtees, Ghansdnna, or other just claims hitherto 
paid by us to the Government, wc will agree to the same, and in conformity 
thereto pay the amount year by year. We will, moreover, pay annually what- 
ever Dhan (taxes) it may have been the ancient custom to levy on Oopurwiiria 
land (situated in other villages) cultivated by us, or any Sulaince which may 
be due upon our Wanta or other lands. VVe will also pay (Iluckdar-no Huck) 
the rights of individuals according to ancient custom. 

Auticlb If. — Wc will reside in the country belonging to the Government 
after the manner of Ryu ts, carrying on each bis own proper trade or occu- 
pation, and cultivating the soil. Wc will not live in enmity, or enter into any 
dispute, or commit any breach of the peace with any one residing in the dis- 
tricts belonging to Government, to any Talookdar, or Zumindar ; neither will 
lOIr 
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we quarrel nor make disputes with one another. Wc will pay implicit obedience 
to the orders we may receive From those Thanes (detachments of troops) oF 
Government which are et present, or may hereafter bo established. 

Auticlk III. — We will Furnish to the Agent n detailed account oF all our 
just and ancient rights, Gccras, Wanta, Dhan, and Rukhoopa dues, as well as 
oF any claims we nmy possess upon any person or persons residing in the 
districts belonging to Government, to any Talookdar, or Zumindar, specifying 
the pFace or places From whence they may be due. We stipulate For ourselves 
and brethren and descendants in perpetuity, to abide by whatever settlement 
the Agent may make oF such of^licsc as on investigation may appear to l^e 
Founded in equity ; whatever proportion (oF these rights) the Government may 
grant to ns, wc will thankfully receive. IF at any time a boundary dispute 
shall arise between us and any one, wc will rntfke the same known to the 
Agent, and abide by any settlement oF the same which to him may seem good 
and equitable. 

AuncLE IV. — If we have obtained possession of any village or land or 
Geeias by advancing money on loan, we will abide by any settlement which 
the (iovernmont may prcscrilie for the liqliidation of such portion of such debt 
as on inquiry may be found to be justly due. Wc renounce all claim to such 
villages, liiiuls, or Geerus, and will not enter into any direct discussion or 
dispute with their inhabitants or* proprietors. If any dispute shall hereafter 
uri8#in our dealings and transactions with any one, wc will make Government 
acquainted with the same, aivl consent to abide by whatever settlement it may 
mediate. Wc will not enter into any direct disputes with the villagers, nor 
demand more From them than the award of Government ; neither will we cause 
any extra expense to Full on any village. 

Articlk V. — IF it should be made known to Government that we hove 
unjiislly possessed ourselves of, or Forcibly occupit^d any village or land, we 
stipulate to make restitution of the same on receiving directions to that effect. 
In Future we will not possess ourselves or receive any written deeds, making 
over to us by sale, by mortgage, or by gift, any village or laud or Pusaeeta 
or Geerus, vvitbout obtaining the previous sanction of Government. 

AiiTioiiU VI. — Wc will not associate with criminals (Apradee) or outlaws 
(Bhnrwuteeas) -From any of the districts belonging to the Government, or to 
any Talookdar #r Zumindar; we will not afford an asylum to any robber or 
disturber of the public peace, nor will we permit any one belonging to our 
village or villages to do so. We will neither ourselves give them food or a 
resting place, nor allow any one to do so. If perchance any persons of this 
description Fall into our power, we will seize and deliver them over to the 
custody of Government. If we are proved to hold intercourse with them, 
wc hold ourselves responsible for their persons and crimes, and liable to 
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such fines as may be imposed on ns. If* thieves be traced into our villages 
or within our boundaries, we will carry on the tmcc to another village and 
establish the theft on it ; otherwise we will produce the thieves and cause 
restitution of the property stolen to be made. We will neither associate with 
thieves nor ourselves commit theft. If any robbery dr misdemeanour coiumittod 
by any other village comes to our knowledge, we will imincciiatcly inform 
Government of the same, or on failure of doing so answer for the omission, and 
be subjected to a fine. If perchance any one belonging to our villages proceed 
(with the intention to commit theft or any other crime) to any village belonging 
to Government, to any Talookdar, or Zuiiiindar, wc will answer for the same ; 
and should he be caught in the fact and happen to be slain, we renounce the 
claim called Uunwutteca (blood money) on that village, and will neither 
ourselves make it nor permitany one to do so. 

Article VII. — Should the Geeras, llunwuttucu, Wuchan, or Pusaeeta rights 
of any Geerasia who may be now residing or muy hereafter come to reside in 
our villages, bo interfered with, or prohibited by any one, we will represent 
his case to the Government, and prevent his making any direct disturbance on 
the subject. If wc fail to do so, and any injury ensues, wc hold ourselves 
responsible fur. the same, or to deliver up the Geenisia oflinuling into the hands 
of Government, Wc will also make such urrangemcntB w^itli alt Itajpoots and 
Koolees who are now or may hereafter be in our employ, as will prevent them 
making any disturbance in any place, under pretence of any claims they may 
have on us, so long as they may continue in and after their discharge from our 
service; otherwise wc will be responsible for tlic consequences. 

Article VIII. — Should we have approjMinted any of our hereditary 
lands, or property, or coparceners' share, Geeras, \Vanta, or Pusacetu rights, 
either in licpiidatioii of debts, in Runwutteca, (^r by free gift, we promise 
not to resume such (assigned) without previously coming to a fair settlement 
of tliat debt, or making a fair exchange. Wc bind ourselves not to interfere 
with or trench upon such Geeras or Ay da (provision or assignment) lands, &c. 
which may, in conformity to ancient custom, belong to our brethren or 
other persons. In this respect wc will make no change; but should any 
dispute arise in either of the above cases, wc will represent the same to the 
Agent, and will conform to and abide by any orders we may receive on the 
subject consonant with justice. Wo will not, moreover, injure or oppress 
unjustly any respectable linkers, Bramins, or poor persons who may reside 
in our villages. 

Article IX.~Wo will uol in any way molest uicrchants or travellers 
frequenting the country, but will efficiently preserve and keep the peace of the 
highway. Should any injury be sustained (4»y them) within our limits, we will 
prqfluco the person or persons who occasioned it, or be responsible for the 
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same. Wc promise not to levy more Guddhaee or other dues from merchants 
tlian those which are sanctioned by long and ancient usage. On this point 
we will not enter into any further discussion hereafter. 

Article X. — We will afford protection to any person dependant on or in 
the service of Government, or to any detachments of Government troops 
( Suren jauin) who may halt within our limits, and will furnish guides to escort 
them in safety beyond our boundaries. In this matter we will not fail to act 
in conformity with the custom of the country (Moork Sereshteh). 

Article Xl.-^We will discharge any Seebundy, whether of horse or foot, 
Sindians, Arabs, Mukranccs, or Purdesees who may at present be in our 
employ, and will not hereafter entertain in our service any such descriptions 
of foreign mercenaries, either of horse or foot, nor will we permit any one to 
do so. If from this time it is proved that we act contrary to this stipulation, 
we hold ourselves responsible for doing so, and liable to be fined, or to undergo 
any other puniKhment the Governniont may inflict. 

Article XII. — In conformity with the wishes of the Government of the 
Honorable Company, we will not permit the open or concealed import or 
export of opium unaccompanied by a permit or seal (Chfip). On this point 
wc will adopt cfiicicnt arrangements within our limits, and should we discover 
any illicit opium wc will seize it, and report the circumstances to the Govern- 
ment. Wc will, moreover, act up to any arrangements adopted in future by 
(iovernment for regulating the trade in opium. 

Article XI 1 1. — Wc will conduct ourselves in conformity to any orders 
we may receive from the Government independent of the above Articles; 
and .should Government require the presence of any one for the purpose of 
giving evidence in any matter or transaction under investigation, we promise 
to produce the person so required. 

Article XIV. — Should a Mehta and Peon be stationed in our village on 
the part of Government, for the purpose of observing and reporting the due 
observance of the present agcccinent, we promise to make them acquainted 
with every occurrence, and to furnish them such accounts faithfully as it may 
be usual for Government to demand. 

Article XV. — This engagement is binding on us and on our descendants 
from generation to generation in perpetuity ; wherefore, on our decease, should 
a son survive ua, we stipulate that he succeed to the managehtent of our 
estate with the knowledge and sanction of Government. In ca^ of our 
having no son and heir, and we wish to provide ourselves with one by adaption, 
wc promise to represent our wishes to Government, and abide by its ordl^i on 
the subject. V 

In this manner we have entered into these fifteen Articles of agreemeW, 
and will conduct ourselves in conformity to the same peaceably for ever §nA 
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evePi or submit to any punishment Government may award for any infraction 
thereof. We pledge our Wuttun lands, Gccraa, and other property as security 
for their due observance. We also furnish as perpetual securities for our good 
behaviour, personal appearance, and that wc will act in strict conformity to 
what is written above, the Baroots Ilumeer Sing Devee Singaud MehtabSing 
Kalcedas, inhabitants of the village of Kunjerree of the Ilallole Purguna, and, 
as our perpetual counter-securities, Puggee Ject Sing Puttoobhye (proprietor) 
of the village of Surnej of the Wangoria Purguiiu, Puggee Narruinbhye 
Udeh Sing (proprietor) of the village of Dakrolle of the same Purguna, and 
Baria Uwul Sing (proprietor) of the village of Sakurda of the Baroda 
Purguna, they will observe their part of this contract, and oblige us to do so 
fur ever and ever in perpetuity, for which their property is held responsible.

Sir, — I do myself the honour to submit copy of a further report from the 
Political Agent in the Punchmahals ; this letter encloses copy of a security 
bond, similar in principle to the one before transmitted but simplified, and is 
well calculated, us before observed, to attain the object contemplated. 

2. Six of the Naikra Chiefs have subscribed to the conditions of the bond. 
The Agent has thought fit to station a detachment at Wandurda, consisting of 
infantry and irregular home, under charge of an Officer, the reasons for which 
are cogent; the instructions enclosed in the letter, being copy of the requisition 
to the Officer commanding the detachment, are clear and conclusive. 

3. The Manager had been requested to station a Thana of his own at 
Tallowree for the same reasons which induced the Agent to place one at 
Wandurda, and the Manager consented after some discussion. It is satisfac- 
tory that the Chiefs themselves, in whose Talookas the detachment! are* 
respectively stationed, made no objection to the measure. 

4. Mr. Willoughby proposes that some few of the Chiefs of the Naikras 
and Bheels should be entertained in the service of Sindians Government ; this 
would be desirable, and perhaps tlie Resident at Gwalior might be able to 
induce the acquiescence of that Court. The expense is stated to be trifling, 
not more than rupees per mensem, or say 300, and their services might bo 
made most bencfiCml to the public interests.

Sir, — In continuation of the report of my proceedings in this province 
contained in my letter of the 25th ultimo, I have now the honour to submit 
copy 2 ^nd translation of the security bond I propose endeavouring uniformly to 
obtain from the whole of the Naikra Chiefs residing within the limits of this 
Agency. 

2. J'his document does not require any detailed explanation or remark, 
being in principle and tenor of the same kind as the one transmitted in my 
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letter above reFerred to. It has, however, purposely been drawn out in a 
more simple and concise Term (consisting of eight Articles only), as being 
better adapted to the wild and singular class for whose future restraint and 
government it is proposed. 

3. The Naikra Chiefs referred to in the 7th paragraph of my letter of 
the 25th ultimo, six in number, have, I am happy to report, already subscribed 
to and furnished as efficient security asoould have been expected, for the due 
observance of its provisions, and have ratified the engagement by an oath 
peculiar to their caste. The particulars of these arrangements will be hereafter 
submitted in one general report, with any inforriTation 1 may procure respecting 
the Chiefs and their connections and the caste in general. 

4. Being convinced by experience that the only mode of securing 
permanency to engagements of this nature, entered into by such an uncivili/cd 
and predatory caste, is to adopt preventive measures to check the possibility 
of their infraction, I have deemed it expedient to station, for the present, a 
detail of 100 rank and file, and a few Irregular Horse, at the village of 
VVandurda, from its central situation (with reference to the Naikra villages) 

and other advantages the moat eligible post for preventing future excesses. 

# « # * # # « 

6 . I have suggested to the Komaviadar the expediency of his stationing a 
Thatia of his own troops at a place called Tullowrce, to which, after some 
hesitation, he agreed. Mehtas on my part will, for the present, be stationed 
at both these places, to report upon the conduct of the Chielk and the nanner 
in which they observe their engagements. 1 am hajipy to add that no 
umbrage or displeasure was evinced by the Chiefs on the adoption of those 
measures. I had certainly expected such would have been manifested by them, 
but the contrary being the case, some foundation exists for placing reliance in 
their promises of future amendment. 

7. The rights of those Chiefs will hereafter be investigated and reported 
upon ; but I embrace this opportunity to recommend that service, on a limited 
scale, should be given to them and a few of their followers by the Government 
of Sindia. 1 have suggested the expediency of this measure to the Manager, 
who (though he seemed fully to -admit its policy, and with reference to the 
beneficial results it would produce, economy) stated he could not carry it into 
effect without receiving the express sanction of bis Government. 

8. Under these circumstances a reference appears necessary to the Uesid'ent 
at Gwalior, to obtain the sanction of the Government of Dowlut Uao Sindia to 
the meailiire, provided it meets with his concurrence. I shout4 conceive that 
the monthly expense ought not to exceed Us. 260, nor be less than Us. 200 
per mensem, to be divided among tbe Chiefs, in reference to their rank and 
consequence, and to be disbursed either from the ample Nemnook granted to 
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the Manngcr for the expenses of the raanogcmcnt of this province, or from the 
amount of tribute to be hereafter collected by me on account of Sindia’s 
Government. The Chiefs and followers entertained on this account should 
be distributed among the different Thanas kept up by Government, to 
co-operate with them in maintaining the tranquillity of the country, in which 
their local knowledge will render them extremely useful, particularly as guides 
and informants.

Translation of a Fuel Zamin^ or Security hand for good behaviour^ entered into 
with the Sirhar Alijnh Hahadoor ( Government of Powlat llao Sindia)^ 
thruugh the mediation of J, P. Willoughby^ Fsquire^ Political Agent on 
the part of the British Government in the Province of liewa Kanta and 
Zilla of Powaghar^ by Kesur Veerum, Roopa Kesur, and Umra Kesur^ 
Naikra Chiefs, of the Village of Shewrajpoor, of the Hallole Pnrguna, 
dated Maha Wnd the 2nd, Sumvut 1882, or the 24/A February 1826. 

Wc, of our own accord, and in possession of our faculties, enter into the 
undermentioned Articles of agreement with the Sirkar, the same being binding 
in perpetuity on ourselves, our brethren, and all who reside in our village 

AnxicLK I. — We will not commit any kind of disturbances, or any breach 
of the pence, in the territory or in any village or place under the authority of 
the Governments of Dowlut Rao Sindia, or of the Gackwar, or of the 
Honorable Company, or of any Talookdar or Zumindar ; neither will we quarrel 
or make disputes among ourselves. Wc will not, cither singly or in gangs, 
rob on the highway; nor commit Jhansa ourselves, nor will we allow any one 
to do so. We will not associate with robbers or thieves, but seize them and 
all other disturbers of the public peace, and deliver them up to the custody of 
Government, whose orders we will in every respect implicitly obey. 

Articlf. II. — We will conduct ourselves as peaceable Ryuts, each carrying 
on his own cultivation or peculiar trade, labour, or service. Whatever Juma- 
bundee or other dues may be the ancient right of the Sirkar, or of individuals, 
we will pay the same year by year in conformity to any settlement or 
adjustment the Sahib (Agent) may make. 

Article III. — We will represent in detail to the Agent whatever Geeras, 
Wants, Dhan, Rukhoopoo dues or any other just rights we may possess in any 
place in the districts belonging to the Governments, or any Talookdar or 
Zumindar, or any claims we may have on individuals. Whatever proportion

of these may on inquiry be found to be just; wc will egicc for ourselves and 
brethren to receive in perpetuity such proportion in uny manner wbieli lie (the 
Agent) may arrange; on this subject wo will not make any dislurbancc or 
discuasion with the villages direct. Should we h.ivc unjiistly |X).<scs.sed ouri>elves 
o^^r forcibly occupied any village, land, Ac. Ac. belonging to the (iovcrniiientSp 
Tatookdars, Zumindars, or other persons, we promise to iimko restitution of tho 
same, on receiving ordera from GovcMiiment to do so ; and stlpnlalu in future 
not to obtain any village, lands, Oeeras, Ac. Ac cither by mortgage, hulc, or 
gift^ without the previous concurrence of (loveriuncnt. 

Article IV. — We will not entertain in our service uny Sindians, MukrnnecH, 
Arabs, or Purdesces, whether of horse or foot, and will dismiss any forrign 
mercenaries of this description who may at present be in our employ. If 
from beiiceforih we are proved to act contrary to this stipulation, wc will 
be responsible for the same to Government, and submit to a fine or any oilier 
punishment it may inflic t. 

A UTiCLB V.—lf henceforward any ro!>hcry or crime is proved against us, 
we will answer for the same in such manner as (rovernmeiit may direct, and 
bear the expense of the Mohstiis placed upon our vill ;ge. 

Article VI. — We will aff'onl pioteerion to any merchants or single 
travellers frequenting the highway, and furiiibh liii ni with guides for their safe 
escort beyond our limits, in conformity with the cuntom of the country ; wii 
will not molest or injure tlicm in any way, and should injury befull them in 
our limits wo will produce the peisuii who occasioned it, or be rcspoRciblc for 
the damage sustained. 

Article Vll.— Should any one belonging to our village proceed any 
where with the intention to commit (bell or any othcr ciime, he shall he made 
to answer for the same, and should ho, being caught in the fact, happen to be 
slain, we will not prefer the claim called Kunwutteea (blood money) nor allow 
any other person to do so. 

Auticlb VlIl. — We will pay obedience to any orders we may receive from 
the Tbanas of Government, wdiicli are now or may hereafter bo established. 
We will remain subject to their authority and orders. In this manner we have 
entered into these eight Articles of agreement, and wilt act peaceably in 
confurmity thereto for ever and ever, or submit to any punishment Uovernrmmt 
may iailict for any infraction thereof. We pledge our Wultun, lands, Geeras, 
and other property as security for the same ; wc also give as perpetual securities 
for our good behaviour, personal appearance, and that we will act in strict 
conformity to Ulrhat is above written, the Buroots iluineor Sing Devee Sing and 
Mebtab Sing Kaloedas, of the village of Kunjenee, of the Mullolc Purgiina, 
and as our perpetual counter-securities Jiiinudar Syed bin Soleeroaii, of the 
Hallole Porguna, and Mohunt Deveeghur llurrceghur of the village of 
I05r 
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Kurachela, and Naick Dheroo Oober of the fillage of Dharola of the Hallole 
I^arguna ; they will ohaerve their part of this contnct, and ohlige ua to do ao, 
for ever and ever in perpetuity, for which their property ia held reaponaiUe.

Sir, — 1 have ilic honour (0 forward copy of a letter from the Political 
Agent in llie Piinchmahala and llajpecplti to my address, briefly detailing liis 
proceedings din ing the late circuit he had made of the whole of the Gaokwar 
districts which fell within the influence of the Agency. The petty States of 
Oodepoor, Baria, and llajpcepla were also visited, and separate reports will be 
forwarded hereafter upon those^placcs. 

2. I am happy to observe that no diflicuUy has been experienced by Mr. 
Willoughby in taking the securities nccefsary from the Naikrn and Mehwasce 
villages situated within the Gaekwar limits, and that the troops of His Highness 
attached to the Political Agent have conducted themselves in an exemplary 
manner. The dcflcicncy in the number is not to be avoided ; the Gaekwar 
Government is not able to maintain the large number of horses required for 
tlie cliflereiit Agencies. 

3. The detachment tinder command of Captain Foquett appears to have 
behaved with great correctness, and the Political Agent attrihutes the success 
which attended liis proceedings in sonic measure to the presence and exem- 
plary discipline of the detachment. 

4. It is very satisfactory to know, that with the exception of Sindians 
possessions, every other part within the range of the Political Agent’s influence 
is ill perfect tranquillity. 

6. I have approved of the different detachments stationed by Mr. Wil- 
loughby, and of the relief of the Nandod Detachment. 

G. It is not requisite for me to advert on this occasion to the zeal and activity 
of Mr. Willoughby during this period, when that dreadful scourge, the cholera, 
was raging in camp and around him ; he persevered till the duties he was en- 
gaged in were completed, and only returned on the setting in of the monsoon.

Sir,--! have the honour to report, for your information, that I have visited 
the petty States of liajpceplaf Chota ^odepoor, and fiaria. The condition of 
these petty Stales, and my proceedb^>'witli their respective OovernintetSi will 
be separately reported upon in delait%fter my return to Baroda. eiK . 
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2. I have also completed a circuit of the whole of tlic Gaekwar dmtricia 
included in tbia Agency, uuring which security end countcr>securitit‘S of a 
aatisfuctory nature have been obtained from the whole of the Mehwas«e» 
Blteel, and Naikra villages situated within them as yet placed under my superin* 
tendence. To enable me to edect this object, I have been under the necessity 
of making a tour of upwairia of fiOO miles, which at this seoson of the year has 
been rather harassing. Latterly, morever, the Cholfra morbu*, which has 
prevailed to a most lamentable extent in many parts of iny charge, made its 
appearance in my camp, and I regret to add, most of the cases which fell 
under my immediate observation jirovcd fatalSn a few houro after the attiick. 

3. I shall be able to report more satisfactorily upon the present condition 
of the villages above referred to on fby return to Baroda, since the tribute due 
from them t<s Oovernment and their own rights are to be investigated and 
settled in direct communication with the Baroda Durbar. I sholi only, there* 
fore, now add that I am provided with all the information which is necessary 
to enter upon an investigation of the claims of all parties. 

4. The following is an abstract of the number of villages in each district from 
which security lias been obtained, and which henceforward are entitled to the 
protection of the British Government to the extent and limits prescribed by the 
negotiations with the Gaekwar Government which preceded my appointment:—’

5. It affords me much satisfaction in being able to report, that I have re* 
ceived the most ready and cordial co*operation from the whole of the Gaekwar 
olBeera in charge of the above districts, to which in fact, in a material degree, is 
to be attributed the auccess which has attended my proceedings. • 

6. The celerity with which security has been obtained, imposing the most 
salutary restraints upon ao many Tiitages and persons hitherto subsisting by 
plunder and subjected to no control whatever, is also in a very great degree 
to be attributed to the preaenee of the detachment of the 20th Regiment N. I., 
under the commend of CepUun Poquett, originally placed at my disposal. 1 
gladly embrace Riis opportunity (and 1 trust 1 may do so without being 
considered presumptnous) of expr^ng my obligation to Captain FtK|uett for 
tlio readiness wilii which he has at all times mot my views and wishes in 



830 


carrying into effect the orders of Government ; and of bringing to your notice 
the uniform and exemplary good conduct of the detachment under his com- 
mand, so creditable to himself and the officers subordinate to him. Fortunately 
no necessity arose for resorting to coercive measures, but the moral influence 
arising from the presence of this detachment greatly contributed to the success 
of my proceedings, and the total absence of all complaint from the inhabitants 
of the extensive tiact of country it had to traverse, is the most satisfactory proof 
I could mention of its discipline and good conduct. 

7. The detachment of the Gaekwar Irregular Horse placed at niy disposal, 
nominally 200 but in reality no* more than 150, conducted itself in a very 
credits ble manner, and was of essential service. It has now been distributed 
in small Thanas, or posts, at places best ftilculated to protect the Company’s 
and Gaekwar districts, and to give permanency to the seourityi engagements 
obtained. 

8. With the exception ol* the Punchmahals (whore, from causes I could 
not control, similar arrangements have not yet been completely effected) I am 
happy to report general tranquillity has already been established throughout 
my charge, and in consequence I feel myself justified (though certainly not 
altogether without risk) in consideration of the want of troops which generally 
prevails, to dispense with the services of 100 rank and file from tliose at pre- 
sent under my orders.

(i. The view taken by the llotKirahle ('onrt of tlie vnhie of the conceHnioii on the part of llii 
lli;;hricsa the Clackwar, in redn(‘iti;^ the Rnjpeepht trihiile to U*.. tiri.OUO per finiiiiin, coupled 
as it was with the retention of other rights of at least a doubtful title, luhints of no tpiestion. 
It is truly valued at lU. per annum, and althoui^h it would litive been liighly desirable 
could His Highnefts have been prevailed upon to have made ii huger eoneession to the 
tributary, yet 1 must adil, he apjieurs in iny huiiible judgment to be fully entitled to reeuivv 
credit for volnntArily acceding to a retiiUsioii to the above aiiiouiit : eoneeiviiig iin I do thut 
(however different in their origin the impoMtion of Jiuiiahumlee and (ihansdanii miiy have 
been) ill the case of Kajpeephi, he was as much entitled to the one us to the other, both being 
alike secured by treaty, and ooitfirmed by long prescriptive cnjovmcnt. 

7. I shall take the liberty on this oeension to oiler a few nwnark.'i in opposition to the 
theory (if 1 may so toriii it.) referred to in the llomuabh' i'ourtV despatrli, *’ I hat in the ease 
of countries, espeeiallv hilly districts, from winch a luige sum as^ilmte, and 11 smaller one iin 
Ghansdana, have been ilistiuctly exacted andahvtusln the prcsenei; or impending f(‘iir of a 
military force, the Junuihuiidee is to he considered us the actual tiibiite and the (ihaiisdaim us 
the local expense of the collecting force.*' I sliull first distent from tins opinion us far us 
liajpee]d(i is concerned, as iiinterial to the present question ; and second, as far uh respects the 
right generally as an interesting point of history. 1 do so, however, with great derereiiec, and 
some hesitation, as the mujority of iny superiors hold 11 coiiirary opinion, and I have not 
access to the records of (jovernment and the iiifoniiation on which their opinion is grounded. 

8. The following sutiiinarv, tracing the histur) of the Ghansilana clainii'd fioni Uiijpccpla, 
from its first iiniKisitioii in A. v. IJ^b to a. i>. ISO.'), will, 1 think, fhllv hear lue out in tiiy 
opinion that no such connection exists, or ever did exist, hctwCcn it uiul the .linnuhiiiidee finid 
by the same State. It waf originally imposed by Fntteh Sing tiaekwar tlie First, in Sunivut 
1843 (a. d. 1786), and amounted in the first instance to Us. lo.OOO, p:i\ublc every altcniaU 
year. In that year Ajchsiiig succeeded to the sovereignty of the country, and the Oaekwar 
Government, taking advantage of a new ancccNsioii, subjected liini to tins tux as the jiricc of 
recognising his title to succeed. In Sumvut IH-IS (a. i». 17J^I>, it was luigineiited by Ciovind 
Rao Gackwar to Rt. 120,000, payable as formerly every other year, and the pretence under 
which this increaio was made W'ai assistance which the Unju of Kajpccpla was accused of 
having afforded to Futteh Sing the First in opposition to Govind Rao. In IHfil (a. d. IHOr;) 
the amount previously paid was doubled, being made payable every year, on wliieh occasion 
the Raja entered into a written engagement in the manner recorded in my letter to the 
Resident dated the 3lst December 1821, binding himself and heirs to pay the amoniit in 
perpetuity, in addition to the tribute strictly to called. For this increase alio a specific cause 
WM tfsignable, at it was dematidcd by the Gaekwar GovernmcDt as a remuneration for 



ment. NotwirligtHiiding it was obtained owinij; to the inability of Ramsiiv^ 
to refuse coin|)li!inec with its lenns, I conclude it must be considered as binding 
upon the present Haja,*' This sum of Ra. HS,U0(J was made up as follows : —

37. \Vc ol)serve, tliat at the period when yciU undertook the adjustment of 

expense it incurred in equipping a military force nml sending it, with the knowledge of the 
Uritish CioviTiiinent, to Rajpecplu, fo Miibduo llaroot Sing, n disatferted JuinudAr, wlio had 
reI)clhMl aguiiiMt tlie lUja and had invuiled his country. The authentieit y of this hi«»tnry may be 
relied upon, and it it is coiisideri*d iiisullicieiit to di^iprove that the theory 1 uiii opposing 
cannot he applied to tlio case of Uujpeeplti, I may uihl that in all my incpiiries resjicctiiig the 
Gackwnr's rights upon llujpcepla, and with the most anxious desire to reduce them to the 
lowest amoiitit |H)ss;h]e ronsisteiit with justice, the local authorities invariably treated the 
Cjhunsdaiia riairii as equally teuahle and just as the one for Juniahundee. 

y. The fullowing an* iii\ jirineipid reasons for contending that the theory in question cannot 
be applied in u general point of view 1st, If Jiiiiiu be the uiiioilnt of tribute and (ihuiisdana 
the tax imposed to cover the expense of collecting that tribute, one wonhl nuturally cxjiect to 
fiml, wherever the orn* exists tliat the other exists also, and certninlv uith still greater reason 
that both wherever found togi'ther should belong to the same ]>o\\er. On the eoiitrary* 
however, a system exactly the reverse is met with ; the (ihnnsdaim rights of Ilis Highness 
the Guekwar being for the most part claimed from petty States, from uhieh he possesses no 
claim for Juma. It is hardly iiece.ssarv to quote the case of Kutteewur from its notoriety, 
111 that province (fliuiisdaiia uas found otahllshed, not uii the Gaekuar's own tributaries, hut 
on those heloiiging to the e\-resh\\a, and be it observed, at a time when the Peshwa collected 
his tribute by his own oilieers. In this ease the right was justly disallowed by the Hrilish 
Government, its establishment being contrary to the partition treaty entered into between the 
Gaekwar and Peshwa about a. d. l7oJ. This, however, rauiiot he quoted in support of the 
rejection of the claim estahlishetl over places (as in the case of Kajpeephi) not einhraeed 
by the prohibitory article of this treaty. Again, in a hat I may term Guzerat !*roper, 
Ghniisdaua is not, generally speaking, found estuhlished upon the |a*tty Stales tributary 
to the Gaekwar, hut either upon tliosc origiiiiilly subject to the ex-Pesh\%n tiu all which 
cases 1 conceive the right might ha\c been rejeeted ns inadmissible on the same grounds 
as in the instance of Kutteewur) or to the late Miilliiir Rao Gaekwar, viz. in the Piinelimahals 
tinder Knira ; in the Piirautej district iiiuler Ahmedabad ; Fahlunpoor, Murussa, Loonawora, 
Unlttsinore, &c. originally tributary to the former, and the tributaries of the Kurree, Deligauni, 
nud Rycel districts to the latter authority . In these instances, us well ns in that of Katteew'ar, 
the tribute was«due to one power and the Ghansdana to another, a fact of itself, I should 
conceive, sutHcient to disprove the existence of the intiinaic connection between them whieh 1 
am now questioning ; for t may add, in support of the opposite side of the question, it must be 
shown that the two rights were undivided and payable to the same State. 

10. The second fact which 1 shall adduce, in opposition to this theoiy, is that Ghansdana 
has been imposed by the Gaekwar ^Government upon some petty States where no Juma i| 
paid either to it or any other State. The cases 1 principally allude to arc the petty States 
of Chota Oodepoor, Msudwa, and Meahgaum, the Chiefs of which pay Ghansdana to this

11, My tliinl aiuHast renhou is still more coiieliisive, lii the “ .Meerut ee .Abme<lee,'* a 
Persian manuscript of great iiiitluirit> in (iiixerut, CihiiiiKibiiiu in stnteil to have been iinpoHcd by 
the Mnrathaa, in mblition to tlie Jiiiuu or tribute, after the exiiiiiple set tbcMii l>y their preile- 
ceasurs the Moguls, who bail imposed u lav (also in nddition to the tnluitei designated Kaebri. 

ll^. The author of the above work states, that llic Kaebri tax was lii st imposed 

by AMaharaja .Vjeet Sing of Joiidpoor (Sonbadar of Abmediibad) on making a eirenit to eidleet 
bis tribute, iibuut 1 IJJ of the llijree, or a. d. 17t^«. From the name of iin.s tax it has been 
inpposed (but I believe erroneously) that in the first instanee it eonsisted in rations to bis 
mt'ii \ but the uiithur 1 am ipiutiiig dues not xo describe it. At all events it soon beeaiiie 
converted to a money piiyiueiit, for the historian states it to have been one at iirst small in 
aiiionnt, ami deHignntes it u bad innovation viUf aj upon jutmoiin eiiNtoiii. lie subsc- 
quciitly observes that the anioiint mhs inen'.'iM'd to siieli an extent by siieeeeditig Sonbadurs, 
tliat even in bis time ** the Jiiniabnndee (tribntei bad iloiildiM), tin' triliutiii'ies and llynts nere 
involved in rum, and the imino of Jiigeerdars alone remamed to the former.** 

Id. The above necoiirit of tlie Kaebri tax prove.s ibnt if was distinct from lift trilinte; and 
I now proceed to quote from the same autlior u passage proving that the Muratlm levy. 
Gliuusdnna, corresponds with it, and consequently to do sti must Ite distmet also. In recording 
the history of Moriiin Kbait (Soubadar of (fiiKerat from about 1 IM) to 1 ITib of tlie llijree, or 
about A. 1). 17*15 to I7*f If and who divided (ju/ernt with Ibuiiajee Kao tiaekwar) the iintbor 
makes the following reimu'ks, which nut only identities Ghansdanu with the Kaebri tax of the 
Moguls, but proves its impuxitioii to have been coeval with the esrablislinieiit of the (laekw'ar 
dynasty in Gn/.crat : — *' In short the resonrce.H of the Sonlmh deehned aiinniilly, in eonseqiieiicc 
of tlio injury and damage occasioned by the inenrsioriH of the Mnratlms, and from their 
levying from the towns and villages a tux called Kab Danab (literally siriiw and 

grain), corresponding with that collected by the Moguls designated Kaebri.” On these 
grounds, 1 venture with deference* to state it to be my opinion, tliui the Gliarrsdaim levied 
by the MtiroChmi was not imposed to defray the expense of colleetirig the trilmte, but that 
it was a distinct exaction, which though uiiduiibtedly iinfioieil in the first instaiicc by force, 
to free those who siibniitted to it from inrliscrimiuntc plunder, beeame, on the eousolidatioii 
of the Gaekwar power, as regular a riglit as the tribute strictly so teriin.Ml. 

14. These arc all the remarks which it occurs to me to oll'er upon the Honorable rotirt*s 
dcspatdi ; but in conclusion 1 may be permitted to express the gratificatiori 1 have derived 
from the commendation bestowed on my procciMlings in l^ajpeepla.

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Mr. Willoughby, however, proved most satisrHctorily that the exacliong of 
Rm. 8,000 on account of Durbarkurch, and of Ra. 4,000 on account of Habtees 
or Diiita, were wholly untenable, having been imposed at a recent periodi 
during which the Ouekwar administered the affairs of the country, and 
without any ugrccMncnt with the Kiij.i or any rule of prescri{)tion. From Mr. 
Williams* letter of the 14th September recorded on your Consultations 

of the ‘JOth November 1822, we learn that the Caekwar Governim nt relin- 
Cjiiislied these exactions, and that His Highness voluntarily agreed to reduce 
the tribute under every denomination to lls. 0.3,000 per annum. The value of 
tills concession is, however, diininislicd by his havinLi insisted upon the cession 
of the village of hhiirn to which he had no right, and hy his reserving various 
items of receipt which hud formerly been accounted as part of the li ilnite of 
Rs. 88,000. The items alluded to amounted in the aggregate to..Ks. 9,107 
The revenue derivable from tlic village of Bhiirn is estimated at. . . . „ 5,000 

Adding to these sums the reduced tribute of „ 0.3, 000 

It appears that, under the late arrangement, the contributions of 
the Ilajpccpla State to the Cniekwar, in one shape or another, 

amount to Rs. 79,107 

which is only Jts. 8,803 less than was exacted under the agrcciiuMit with 
Ibimsing in the year 1805, and that agreement included Rs. 20,000 for 
Ghunsdunn, which is at least a questionable claim. 

38. The (juekvvar’s claims to Uhansdana from the Britisli tributaries in 
Katteewar were decided to be untenable on the ground that they were con- 
trary to the partition treaty between the Gaekwar and the Pesbwa. This 
ground alone was suflicient for decision on that occasion. But during the 
progress of the discussion, the view taken of the Ghansdana claims generally 
by Mr. Prciidergast, was adopted as the opinion of the majority of the 
Council in the Government of your late President; and although a difl'ercnt 
opinion was expressed by your present President, still the balance appears to 
118 to incline in favour of Mr. Prendergast’s view of the question, namely, that 
in the case of countries, especially hilly districts, from which a large sum as 
tribute and a smaller sum as Ghansdana have been distinctly exacted and 
always by the presence or impending fear of a military force (as in the case of 
Rajpeepla before it was taken entirely under the management of the Gaekwar 
in 1815), the 7umabundee is to be consi<lered as the actual tribute and the 
Ghansdana as the local expense of the collecting force. If the Ghansdana be 
not a claim equally tenable with the tribute, the nominal reduction in the pre- 
sent instance will appear to be an actual increase, the highest amount at any 
time claimed for tribute having been Rs. 76,001, and the aggregate existing 
contribution of the Rajpeepla State to the Gaekwar being, as shown above, 
Rs. 79,107. 
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39. ThU sum is more than one*tliird of the averas:o (;ros9 revenue, about 

one-half of the lowest, and much inoie than one-fourth of the hi|;ho.<t recorded 
receipts. In his letter to your Secretary, of the lOth March 1S‘J2, Mr. 
Williams suggested the propriety of fixing the tribute in perpetuity at not 
more than Rs. GO, 000, which he considered to be fully ns fliurh ns the 
Gaekwar Government was entitled to receive. In answer to this suggestion 
it was obsprved, that although it iniiiht perhaps be possihle to persuade the 
Gaekwar that Rs. GO, 000 was all that couhl then he paid, he would never- 
theless expect that his whole tiihutc .should he made good when the condition 
of Uajpeepla shouhl improve. • 

40. Mr. Williams, writing on the Sth March (two days anterior to llie date 
of tlie letter above referred t<0, oliseives, with ri‘feieiiee to some paragraphs of 
a letter wherein Mi*. Willoughby had pointed out reasons for cjnestioning the 
Gaekwar’s right to demand so large a frihiitc, and hud entered into details of 
its ancient amount — “ I do not see the use of pursuing that sulijeet, us it oidy 
tends to prove that the tribute was nerpiired, us all triI)ntr*H are, by the sword, 
and that the powerful State availed itself to tin* utmost, of the iinhecilily ol the 
inferior to increase it.s domunds. This, although a gooil moral urgnmerd, will 
not do in a political question, and we might as well attempt to set aside the 
Gaek war’s claims to tribute from Kallrowar, and set the example oiir.'selves of 
relieving from the hiirlheii those trihiitaries who have exelianged the yoke of 
the Peshwa for that of the llriti>ii ( iovernmcDt, with this difieicuee to the 
parties, that they have less power of maintaining their independeiuT, ami less 
chance of evading |iayment of their Irihiite \ on expre.ss your coiruirrence 

in these opinions, and ol>serv<» in another plaee “ I 'nless some specific calamity 

can he shown, or some infi ingciiient of engagement cm the Chiekwar’s part, 
we are bound to obtain the full payment of liis regular tril)ute.” 

41. We are not, however, convinced of the eoneetness of this doctrine, 
that however dis|)roport innate the iiii|>osed Irilnile may he to the means of the 
tributary, we are bound to exact it to the utmost, 'fhe moral urguineiit 
which Mr. Williams rejeel.s, should, we think, so far prevail, that the demand 
of the superior State should be fixed at uu amount which the inferior Slate 
can be reasonably expected to pay, consistently with tlm contiimancc of its 
existence as a substantive State. There is a wide difi'crence between this 
degree of concession and rc-signing the claim to fi ihiite altogether. We ought, 
if there be any instances in which it has not been done, to set the example 
ourselves of so far relieving our own IribiitarieH. 

42. ‘You observe indeed (4lh November 1822) that the British Government 
does not come under any direct pecuniary responsibility, being only Imund to 
procure payment from the tributary, subject of course to the accidents to which 
such payments are liable ; and Mr, Willoughby mentions that the original 
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agreement with the Gaekwnr contains the usual stipulation for remissions in 
case of heavenly or earthly calamity/' But if we rightly understand your 
views of this stipulation, it is only to be considered available in cases of specific 
calamity, whereas we can easily conceive that though there may be neither 
hostile incursions, nor inundations, nor violent drought, nor any other events 
which may be distinguished as specific calamities, the resources of the State 
may be in the less favourable season inadequate to the full payment of its 
highly assessed tribute (for it greatly exceeds the usual rate, the tribute of 
Kattcewnr having for instance been assessed, though with very unequal pres- 
sure on individuals, at less than onc-firth of the gross revenue in the mass); 
and ill these cases, if there has been no improvidence or misrnangement on the 
part of the rjovernment, we think a liberal construction of the stipulation 
would authorise an adequate remission. 

43. The provision for the widow of the late Riija Ramsiiig, and her son 
Purtaub 5!?iiig,* and the allowances for the personal expenses of the present 
Raja Verisalf and his futhcr Narsing,^ certainly do not err on the score of 
excess. The remaining expenses of the Stated appear to he estimated on ns 
low a scale ns possible, and include no provision for any emergency. 

44. Supposing the revenue to be realized at the amount fixed by Mr. 
Willoughby, the expenses never to exceed the amount allowed in the Nemnook, 
and the Gackwar tribute to be paid in full, there would remain an annual 
surplus of Rs. 50 or 60, 000 for the liquidation of tlie deiits. of the Government. 
These, ill Mr. Willoughby’s letter of tlic 127 th February 1S2*2, are said to 
exceed the sum of thirty lakhs of rupees, of which above eighteen luklis were 
claimed by the (laekwar; but Mr. VV'illiams, in tbc report of his conferences 
with the (jiaekwar and his Minister, dated 14th Septcunber 1822, states that 
the f>)urt of Buroda had admitted the propriety of abating about ten lakhs, 
thus redneing its demand to uliout eight and a half lakhs. The li(|nidation of 
this and the other debts with interest is impossible ; without interest, it could 
not he accomplished, under the most favourahle circumstances, in a reasonable 
period of time. It is therefore absolutely necessary that after the debts have ^ 
been carefully scrutinized and reduced to their just limits, some compromise 
should be made with the creditors; but we agree with you in thinking that the 
course proposed by Mr. Williams, in his letter of tlie 27th February 1822, is 
too summtfVy, and that the creditors arc entitled to be satisfied that the sum 
offered is the most which the 'State can possibly pay. We observe that 
Rs. 1,25,000 of debt arc under the Company’s guarantee. 

45. The revenue for the year 1821-2*2 was estimated at Rs. 2,29,278; but 
we find by your Consultations, of dates subsequent to that of the paragraphs

X Rs. 12,000 per anoiim. 4 Rs. <i3,0()0 per annum. 
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under replyi that owing to a most destructive iiuiiulation, no more than 
Ra. 1,95,000 was realized, and that the resources of 1822-23 are estimated at 
Rs. 1,00,000 only. The expenses of the Government having been fixed on the 
most economical and moderate scale possible, are stated by Mr. VVilloiighliy 
not to admit of any reduction ; and these, with the provision for Purtuub Sing 
and his mother, absorb the whole estimated revenue. Under the impossibility 
of providing for any other of the heavy charges on the State tribute, arrears of 
tribute, debt under the Company’s guarantee, balance to the Potdar, balance to 
the Komavisdar, &c., questions arise as to remission, postponement, and pros- 
pects of ultimate liquidation, which we fear dobiiot admit of very satisraetory 
solution. Though we see little reason to doubt that good government, con* 
tinuance of tranquillity, and ordinarily favourable seasons would, in time, 
render the resources of llajpecplii much greater than they have ever been of 
late years, yet this prospect is remote, and subject to many contingencies. In 
the mean time the limited means of the State are, and are likely to be, for some 
years at least, inadequate to all the purposes to ivliicb they have been assigned. 
The receipts and disbursements have been estimated without suiricient provision 
for contingencies, and even, we think, setting contingencies aside, without 
sufficient advertence to the actual resources of the country. It appears to us, 
that either the actual charges must be adapted to the actual receipts without 
allowing more debt to accumulate in extraordinarily unruvoiiniblo, than cun bo 
liquidated in ordinarily favourable years, or the Slate can scarcely continue to 
exist as a substantive Government, 

46. The commutation of the Rajpeepla Tora Gecrus rights on Rrilish 
districts for a money payment from your treaHury, is a satisfactory arrangement. 

47. The settlements with the Bhecls arc important, and were conducted 
by Mr. Willoughby with ability, and in a laudably conciliatory manner.

19. The two points which most frequently require (he intervention of the 
British Government in the affairs of the petty States in this part of India, are 
the realization of the Gsekwar's dues and the preservation of the peace of the 
country. In the case of Rajpeepla, as jn those of most of the other tributaries, 
it has been found indispensable for the first mentioned purpose, that wo 
should assume entire control over the finances of the State ; and for the latter, 
that we should undertake the task of reclaiming the wild ioliabitants of the 
hilly regions. 

I07r 
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20. Both these important trusts have been fulfilled by Mr. Willoughby in 
a manner highly honorable to him. 

21. The Tiillukwara Mehwasees hod been for many years in the habitual 
practice of committing extensive depredations in the neighbouring country) 
and their territory was a general asylum for fugitive outlaws from all the 
surrounding districts. A detachment had been sent into their fastnesses with 
little success ; but Mr. Willoughby having proceeded to Rajpeepla and opened 
a negotiation with the different Mehwasee Chiefs, succeeded, notwithstanding 
considerable distrust and suspicion on their part, in prevailing on them, one 
after another, to surrender unconditionally* and proceed to Baroda, there to 
remain prisoners until an adjustment could be effected with them. This was 
soon done, and the terms granted to them being easy, they have become 
peaceable and useful members of society. The Bheel Cliief Kooer WussawS) 
and the other Chiefs with whom settlements were concluded in 1822) have 
continued to conduct themselves well. These facts afford a striking example 
of what may be effected among those rude tribes by good treatment and a 
conciliatory demeanour. You will, we have no doubt, derive from the success 
which has attended the measures of Mr. Willoughby, a useful lesson on the 
immense importance of appointing to stations which bring your officers in 
contact with Bhcels and other wild people, persons whose conduct and 
manners are calculated to inspire them with confidence. 

22. We are much pleased, that, by your engagements with the Bheels, 
you have been enabled to re-open the old channel of intercourse between the 
provinces of Khandesh, Guzerat, and Malwa, through the highland districts 
of Rajpeepla, a route upwards of sixty miles shorter than the other road. We 
approve of the abolition of the Koontec, or fee of protection, paid by the 
merchants travelling through these districts. The annual commutation of 
Rs. 2,000 to be paid by ilie Gaekwar Government to Kooer Wussawa and to 
the family of Jeewa Wussawa for the Koontee of Soonghiir, and the compen- 
sation of Rs. 1,200 per annum grunted to Kooer for the Koontee of Nowapoora 
are a small price to be paid for so great a benefit. 

23. When our present connection with Rajpeepla began, the debt claimed 
from that State by the Gaekwar Government amounted to Rs. 21,76,246. 
Of (his large sum, however, great part consisted of interest calculated at more 
than 24 per cent., and one item of three lakhs was altogether without founda- 
tion ; while the extremely reduced condition of the tributary State rendered it 
altogether irnprobahlo that, until its resources should be greatly improved by 
tranquillity and good government, it could pay even a small proportion of the 
debt claimed. The Gaekwar, therefore, was induced, without much discusaioO) 
to remit Rs. 9,20,019 of the amount, leaving a balance of Rs. 12,56,226. In 
order to avoid the^ necessity of eerutiniziiig the different items of which this 
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claim waa composed^ many of which there was no doubt would prove to be 
tinjuat or extravagant, another ari^aiigement was made with the Oaekwar, by 
which he consented further to reduce the debt to eight lakhs of rupees, on condi- 
tion that as largea proportion of this sum as possible should be paid immediately 
in cash, in which case he consented that the remaining balance should be paid by 
annual instalments without interest These eight luklis included a disputed item 
of Rs. I|40,330, which the tributary asserted had already been paid to the 
Gaekwar ofRcers, and not brought to account by them. This .dispute was 
afterwards compromised, to avoid the labour and inconvenience of a detailed 
kivealigation ; Its. 70,330 being remitted, and ^hc remaining Rs. 70,000 added 
to the balance, which was to be discharged by instalments without interest. 

24. The debt of eight lakhs, deducting the disputed item, left a balance of 
Rs. 6,69,669. Of this Rs. 4,06,694 were immediately paid. The balance, to 
be liquidated by instalments, was therefore Rs. 2,63,976. To this must be 
added the Rs. 70,000 afterwards admitted on the adjustment of the disputed 
item, together with an outstanding balance of tribute, amounting to Its. 20,000 ; 
the great exertions which the Rajpeepla Government had made in a single 
year to pay so large a sum in cash having rendered it unable to discharge the 
full amount of the tribute for that year. The total amount still due to the 
Gaekwar was therefore Its. 3,43,976. 

26. In order to make the large immediate payment required by the 
Gaekwar, Mr. Willoughby had been under the necessity of borrowing for the 
Rajpeepla Government, under your guarantee, the sum of Rs. 2,26,001. Having 
made a prospective esViroate of the resources of the State for live year's subse- 
quent to the then current year, he calculated that at the expiration of this 
period the whole of the new debt, cxce[)t a small balance of interest, would be 
paid off; and that, after providing for all the expenses of the State and for the 
regular payment of the Gaekwar tribute of Rs. 68,000, there would remain 
a surplus of Rs. 38,224 towards the payment of the balance of debt still due 
to the Baroda Government. 

26. Five years of the six to which Mr. Willoughby’s estimate extended 
have now elapsed, and his calculations have been more than verified by the 
event. The amount fixed for the disbursements of the State has never been 
exceeded, except by a sum of Rs. 10,000, and another of Rs. 6,000 allowed 
with your sanction, in order to erect a residence for the Raja. The revenues

have every year considerably exceeded the esti- 
mate. The tribute of Ra. 65,000 has been 
regularly paid within the year, if we except 
the sum of Ra. 10,833 remitted by the Gaekwar 
in Bumvut 1881, in consequence of a failur* 


of crops. Of the five eDoael instalmeDts stipulated to be paid towards the 
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liquidation of the guaranteed loan, four, amounting to Ils. 21,001, Re. 34,001, 
Hs. 55,001, and Re. 65,001 have been punctually paid; and adverting 
to the rapidly incrcneing scale on which they were framed, their easy and 
regular realization affords a striking proof of the growing prosperity of the 
country. Three instalments of Rs. 10,000 each have also been paid in discharge 
of the remainder of the Gackwar debt, which is thus reduced to Rs. 3,13,975, 
and the balance due to the Oovenment Potdar and included in the yearly 
accounts as a loan annually liquidated and annually renewed, has been 
reductsd from Rs. 33,791 to Rs. 3,046. The estimate for the next year is stilt 
more favourable, the receipts being expected to amount to Rs. 2,70,158, which 
will afford the means of paying the fifth Kist to the holders of the guaranteed 
loan (amounting to Rs. 85,001) and another instalment of Rs. 10,000 to the 
Oaekwar, besides extinguishing the small balance still due to the Government 
Potdar. Mr. Willoughby's performances have so regularly surpassed his 
promises, that we place much confidence in this estimate. If it be verified by

the event, the whole of the guaranteed debt, except 
a small balance of interest, will be extinct, and 
the funds now appropriated to the payment of the 
annual Kists will be set free. In anticipation of 
this occurrence, Mr. Willoughby has concluded 
an agreement with the Gaekwar, providing for a 
large increase of the annual instalments payable to 
him aRer Sumvut 1884. Keeping in view the 


possibility of unexpected contingencies, Mr. Willoughby has fixed the instal- 


ments of the first two or three years at a rate much below what it is probable 


that the Rajpeepla Government will be able to pay. Even on this calculation, 


however, the whole balance will be paid off in Sumvut 1890 (a. p. 1833-34).

The charge of the Punehinahala WH made oeer to my predecessor in this 
Agency (Major Puitjames) on the 1st' August 166.3, but the illness and dcnth 
’ of that officer shortly after, prevented his doing much; and on myossnming 
change, Ita November 1853, hardly any arrangements had been*efiiseted or 
ostsblishments formed, and the Sooba and his Karkoons were still conducting 
oAairs pretty much as Ibefore. 

The monsoon of 1863 was a failure, and not a drop of rain fell in the 
prooHice subsequent to July; the rice, wheat, and gram, which are the 
principal crops, consequentiy failed.' There was on insurrection in the Pwguna 
of Dahode, and the mercenaries throughout the districts were assuming a 
threatening attitude. By the assistance of a small detachment from the Osroda 
Brigade, however, these disorders were soon cured ; but it was not till- the 
year was more than half over that the necessary establishments werOoiganlaed, 
and the revenue in pro.cess of realization. 

I Ibund it early necessary to remove the whole of the late Sooba’s estaUidt- 
ment, inciading himself. The members of it were generally unfit to transact 
^bnatn^ in the Ouzerathee language, or according to our system, and they 
identified with the feeblenesa and bad faith which had characterised 
. administrations. 

' 'JIIm latd'Sc^ba, on his first arrival here, had mode a quinquennial settlemeob

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purpose an establishinent on .an economical scale has been organized^ which 
will furnish, by the end of this season, a tolerably accurate survey of all the 
Khalsa villages of the Oodra, Kallole, and Ilallole t’urgunasi together with a 
topographical map, 

Pouce* — In each of the Purguiias jlhe charge of the police (under the 
general control of the Mamiutdar) has been assigned to a distinct officer, who, 
being relieved of all revenue business, is able to devote himself entirely to his 
own department. This officer reports directly to myself on all important 
occasions, and he has power to imprison for fifteen days. The Mamlutdars have 
authority to imprison for one rniontb, and to impose fines not above Rs. 25. 
The Assistant Superintendent may imprison for six months, and can inflict 
fines not above Rs. 100, and inflict twelve stripes. All heavier cases are 
^disposed of by the Superintendent himself. 

It will not bo surprising that, under the circumstances, the list of crime 
during the year of report should be a heavy one, and that serious offences 
should be numerous. It is hoped and believed that a change for the better 
has already taken place, and that the measures adopted for the security of the 
•country will be shown in next year*s returns to be efficient. 

Adawlut. — The Adawlut charges sanctioned by the Durbar, provided for 
the appointment of a MoonsifT at Godra only; but while I was at Dahoda 
(which is commercially a more important place than Godra) 1 was requested 
by the inhabitants to make some arrangement by which the necessity of their 
proceeding so far might be obviated. The Moonsifi* who bad been appointed 
by Major Fulljamos having resigned his situation, an experimental arrange'- 
ment was made without exceeding the amount sanctioned by the Durbar, by 
which a separate Court was opened at Dahodo. The Mamlutdars have, the 
power of settling suits under Rs. 100, and an appeal from their decisions lies 
ixrai to the MoonsiflP, then to the Assistant Superintendent, and finally to myself. 
In the case of the MoonsiflT, an appeal lies first to the Assistant Superintend ent 
and then to myself. The accompanying Statement (No. 4) will show the 
numbers of suits instituted, and how they have been disposed of. 

Revenue, — According to the estimate forwarded to Mr. Bushby by Major 
Malcolm, with his letter No. 444, of the 28th December 1852, the revenue for 
this year was calculated by the Durbar at Rs. 2,19,299. This did not include 
many items which were only collected to be at once paid away to Hukdars 
and others ; nor did it include a number of items undar the bead of Khasgee 
Babtee, which seem to have formed the personal perquisite of the Sooba. It 
will now, of course, be proper to bring to account every item of collection, and 
then to account for the disposal of the same under the proper heads, of 
expenditure. The gross revenue then» for Sumvut 1910, amounted to 
Rs. 2,35,654*3-5, of which Rs. 1,015-10^0 have been remitted, and some flurtfier. 
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tbrtion' muit also be yet foregone. Re. 1,96,758-11*10 had been coIl*cte4» 
and a balaiife remained' to be iwalifed of Re. 37,879*12>10. 

, ' The late ^ha left , an ootetanding balance of Be. 9,614-2-6, of wbieb 
Re. 7,1264-0 had been collected, and Re. 2,486-1-6 have yet to be recovered. 

The atrelHrs eeem large, but the greater part of them ha» been ainee realised,. 
endOtongb the season of 1910 was unfavourable, and some part of them must 
be remitted, yet this deficiency will be more than supplied by the new items of 
revenue which now reach the Durbar for the first time (ami particularly the 
Khasgee Babtce) amountiug to Rs. 14,436-10*6.

This would leaves surplus revenue for 1910 of Rs. 70,001-2-8. 

The Durbar estimated that a surplus of Rs. 1,30,285 or thereabouts would 
be remitted to Gwalior out of tbe revenue for the year ; and the above state- 
ment wiH show that considerably more will be avaihiblo for that purpose. 
The sun of 'Rs. 1,64,637-6-0 covers every charge, and, with the exception of 
tome uot large vemisaione for the year 1910, the entire surplus will be at the 
di^KMat of this.lKjirbor, besides the sum of Rs. 8,419-14-0 which has beou 
adtmne^ bn lou to tlmZttiinndara,end Ryuts on good security. 

, The entire eoUeettons during- Sunmit 1910 amount to Rs. 2,03,886-12-10, 
viz. Rs. 7,l28'>l-0 for previous arrears, and Rs. 1,06,758-i 1-10 for the current 
ytmr; of this, Statement No. 2 will show Rs.' 1,35, 730-1 1-1 to have beati 
expended, leavingva caeh balaiu^ of Rl. (^,(56>lt9, and an outstanding 
Ri^ce of Rs. .^)3^14r4 to be aecottuted {fir in my next report 
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I have now the honour to detail the measures taken to relieve cortaip of llie 
Zttfuindars from the presence of bodies of mercenaries whom thef bad taken 
into their employ during the late unsettled times^ and to the leader’s of which 
they were indebted* Assistance from the State is equitably due to these 
persons^ as bad government was the primary cause of their b^ing entangled 
>\ith these mercenaries; but I have been able, with but little direct pecuniary 
aid, and tliat given on loon bearing G per cetit. interest and on good security, 
to get l id rtf a good many of these turbulent people. 

The Thakoor of Soneepoor, a Talooka of about 40 villoges, priiicipalty waste, 
to the south-east of Powaghud.^«-There were two smaH gangs of mercenaries 
fastened upon this Zumindar, and it was with difficulty they were ejected without 
coercion. Tiie leader of one party had a claim on the State of lU. 4,393-8*0, 
and until this was liquidated, his salary and the pay of bis men, amounting 
tolls. 540 per annum, was a charge upon it. The leader of the other party 
claimed Its. 5,107, and was entitled to annual wages ofRs. 516; together,, 
therefore, the charge was Rs. 1,056 on an Estate, the entire revenue of which 
does not at present exceed Rs. 1,600 per annum, leaving hardly anything for 
the demands of Government and absolutely nothing for the suppeut of the 
fumily. Hy advancing Rs. 3,160-7-6, I have got rid of the claim of the first 
Jiimadar, and by taking four of the followera of the second Juniadar into the 
Police, 1 have induced him to waive his present demands and to wait till 
there is some surplus revenue. Ttie Talooka is fertile and favourably situated, and 
with cure will improve annually. In consideration of the loan abovementioned, 
and the youtUCuliiess of the Thakoor, I have taken entire charge of the Estate* 

The Thakoor of Kunjerree was indebted to three different leaders of merce- 
naries, whose claims amounted to Rs. 2,300, Rs. 2,592-3-6, and Rs. 3,011 
respectivedy ; the wages of the soldiery formed an annual charge on the Estate 
of Rs. 1,U32. 1 have advanced from the treasury sufficient to enable him to 

discharge in full the two first claims, as .Well as Rs, 1,000 of the third, and he 
lias made over a sufficient portion of his Estate to liq'uidate this loan in four 
years, with interest at 6 per cent. All the mercenary soldiers about him have 
therefore been discharged. 

The Thakoor of Bhumria is a mere boy, without any male relatives, and is 
deeply involved in debt. One J urpadar had a claim upon him for Rs. 2,979-12-0, 
for which he was entitled to receive in wages Rs. 640 per annum, which, as in 
the case of Soneepoor, scarcely left anything for the demands of Government 
and absolutely notliing for the Thakoor^s family* A sum of Rs. 1,142-4-0 has 
been advanced, on receiving which the Jumadar oonaeuled to receive the 
balance by instalments without interest. 1 have dssmued the direct manage- 
ment of this Estate, which is close to Soneepoor and very much in the same 
condition (waste that is) but capable of much improvemeut* 
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The Thakoor' of Mehlole is a man of extreme imbecility, heavily indebt^ 
particularly to two leaders of mercenaries, who kepi him almost a prisoner m 
Jiis own house ; to one he owed Rs. 5,869-3*0 and to the other Rs. 502-5-5, and 
be iVaa obliged to pay them in wages Rb» 1,422 per annum. At hrs urgent 
request 1 took charge of his Estate, and have guaranteed tim re-payment of 
Ss. 4,656-11-9, which were advanced for the payment of the mercenaries by 
one of the Thakoot’s priiicipal creditors. The relief which has been given to this 
Ziunindar by the removal of tlicse niercenaries, and the substittUion of 
simple 6 per cent, interest fur the enormous charges of his overbearing Secbiindy 
creditors, has been obtained without any loan from the treasury; and as his 
Estate under good inanageiiicnt is valuable, the guarantee I liave given is not 
likely to cause the least inconvenience. 

The Zumindar of Tanda was arrested in the course of the disturbances 
which occurred in the beginning of last year in the Duhode Purgunu. lie 
had then in his service a body of mercenaries, to whom he was indebted for 
loans of money and arrears of pay to the extent of Rs. 9,69 1-3*6 : he was 
also bound to pay these men Ks. 1,200 per annum. As I found he was ([uile 
unable to pay these men their arrears, and that tlicy could not he got rid of 
otherwise without bloodshed, f consented to advance sullicient for the pa) inent 
of the soldiers* arrears, leaving the money borrowed from their Jurnadar to 
be repaid by annual instalments. On tins account Hh. 3,025 were ndvanred 
from the treasury, bearing interest at 6 per coni., and the Ziimindur itas given 
security for the repayment of this loan in ai.\ annual instnlmcnts. The origin 
of this Zuniindar’s embarmssmenU was a fine of Ks. 1,500 levied from him 
several years ago by the then Mumhildar of DhIukIc, wiiiiout, as far us 
I have been able to ascertain, even the pretext of any offence committed. 
} had the honour to address Major Malcolm on this subject, on the 4th 
February and 18th March 1854, hut us it seems that His Highness Sindia is 
unwilling to take cognizance of the circumstance, it only remains for me to 
. make as favourable an arrangement for the Zumindar as possiblo of the 
Government demands upon him, thftt ho may be able by degrees to liquidate 
the Jumadar’s demands.

My utttMUiou, has been also directed to the eiistonis and transit duties, which 
seem to ie(|niio ievi^|||ji. As a pieliminaiy step I farmed the whole to the same 
persons who also farm those of the Raria teriitory, which runs like a wedge 
tlirough the Puncimiahais, and by> this means have been able to consolidute the 
whole. The farmers have alst> agreed to take up nil the petty Nakasand com** 
jiensatc the owners, so that tiadcis luight puss through without constant 
luolc^l.ilion. I have also made airangoinents for ascertaining the actual 
amount of the rollections, so that t hope to be able, in the ensuing year, to 
iiitrodiK'o v(iy extensive reductions, and thus relieve trade and industry from 
very haia9*9ing liurdens, witliout a material sacrifice of revenue. 

The sum of Us. 1,676-1-2 has been expended on works of public utility, 
such as repairs and additions to public buildings, and clearing the roads of the 
thick Jungle that ovcriirched and impeded them. The details are given in the 
voinacular btutiMuents. Vernacular schools have been established in each of 
the Kusbi towns; two vaccinators have been appointed ; and other arrange* 
rnenU oi a «iimilar kind have been planned, which will be detailed in my report 
for A. D. 1851-55. On tlu> whole, I caiTStifcly congratulate Siudia^s Govern* 
nient on the measure of trunsfcriing the management of the Puncbmahals to 
tlio Rntish Government. There can be no doubt that there will be a gradual in- 
flux of population from otlier parts of Ouzerat ; the stream has already begun 
to flow, and two or three hundred families have already been established 
in diflVient localities. Without attempting to press any increase of revenue, it is 
alieady evident that it will gradually improve, while it is not less certain that 
the cost of management will be diminished as security is established. 


Extracts from a Report from Major R. Wallace, Politieal Agent in the Rewa 
Kanta and Superintendent of the Powaghur Punchnmhnle, dated \lth 
October, j^o, 92 of 1865. 

Revenob. — ^The revenue for Sumvut 1911, ending the 5th June 1855, 
amounts to Rs. 2,62,857-2-8, against Rs. 2,35,654-3-5 for the previous year. 
The increase arises partly from the increased asaessinent of Rs. 7,356-B-O 
estimated in the statement forwarded by Major Malcolm to Mr. Bushby in his 
letter No. 444, of the 28tb December 1852; partly to recovery ofTukaveeand 
other loans made in the previous yearto Ryuts and Zumindars, Rs. 4,188*6-10; 
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partly to increased Tecs arising from increase of business in the Adanhit, 
Rs. 928-14-*)0; partly to the proceeds of a new tax imposed in the la«l yjfar uf 
the late Sooba's management to cover the expenses of surveying and 
•making, but which, owing to the unfavourable character of last season^ I did 
not before think it proper to collect, but which has now produced Rs* '1,706-6-0 ; 
and partly from other sources. 

At the close of Sumvut 1910 there was a balance of Rs. 4(VI()r>-11-4 to 
be recovered, which, added to the revenue for the carroni year, nniountH 
to Its. 3,03,223-1-0. Of this sum Rs. 472-0-11 has been remitted, and 
Rs. 2,46,817-1-4 has been realized, go that Hierc stiO renmins a luJancc to he 
collected of Rs. 61,012-9-7. There was a cash Imiuncc of Rs. at the 

close of last year, which, added to the realizations of the present, make up a 
sum of Rg. 3,13,973-3-1, for which I have to account. 

ExpfiNDiTnRB.-%Thc charge for the year, tiicinding the unsettled oluiiiis of 
last year, amounts to Us. 3,1 1,250-1-9, of which Us. 2,73,178-2-1 1 have been 
paid, leaving yet due Rs. 38,077-14-10 n» a set off against ilic above- 
mentioned recoverable balance.

Leaving a cash balance in hatj/cl of Rs. 40,795-0-2, 

Fixed KsTAiiLianMCNTS.-— In most of the lived cstaldishmrnts there ban 
been an increase. The salaries of the Moonsilf and Nuib Moonsiff were in 
the Arst instance experimental, but the work has so much iiict eased, as the fees 
show,' and these twooAicers have given hueh satisfaction, that I haveinereasud 
their salaries from Re* 60 and 20 to Rs, 65 and 36 respectively. The inereuse. 
of revenue business in the several Mahals has also necessitated some ediiiiion 
to the establishments, part of which, however, will be temporary ; hot the 
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principal addtlions to the charges are the Survey and Seebundy establishments ; 
the former is engaged in a very useful survey and measurement of village londs^ 
the registers of which will be of great value. 

Loans and Ti;kaver. — During the past two years Rs. 6 , 544 - 1-10 have been 
advanced (without interest) to the Ryuts, and Rs. 1 , 713 - 12-3 have been 
refunded. The loans to Zumindars (which, however, bear 9 per rent, interest) 
amount to Rs. 13,219-11-G, of which Rs. 3,264-14-7 have been repaid. The 
nature and necessity for these loans is described in my last annual report. 

Ukvenue remitted to Sindia. — According to tlie estimate submitted to 
Mr. Busbby by Major Malcolm, in his letter of 28th Dcccinbor 1852 above 
cpiotcd, Sindia would expect a «iirj)luH of about Us. .1,30,200 for Stimviit 1910, 
and Its. 1,37,()0() for 1011, or lis. 2,07,800 for the two years. The actual sum 
paid has been Ua. 78,428-6-f3 for 1910, niul Us. 1-6 for JOl 1, or 

Ra. 2,34,733- 2-0 for tlie two years. Our account with Sindia, therefore, 
stands pretty nearly as follows : —

Works. — Rs, 3,091-7-3 have been expended during the year of 
report in |)ublic works. As might have been expected, I found not only that 
Buch works us old wells, bowrees, and tanks had been allowed to full into 
ruin, but that tlic public buildinga necessary for the transaction of business, 
tlie small forts, (the old Fort of [\) wag-hud cspociallv) had been entirely 
neglected. 'Fhe most urgent repairs have bcM?n made to the latttM* <lescription 
of works, and I propose ^radunlly to put the whole into proper order, building 
denovo what cannot be said to have existed up to this time, viz. proper district 
gaols for the reception of prisoners, with separate accommodation for females. 
With respect to Fowaghiid, it wonhl, of course, he an inmecessary waste of 
money to attem|)t to keep in repair the extensive fortifications there. This 
place, however”! as you may be aware, is visited from time to time by many 
pilgrims on account of tl»e temple on the summit. It is needful to preserve 
order among these; and for their protection, as well ns for the credit of Sindia's 
Government, it is proper that the main entrances should be kept in a 
respectable condition, and that such buildings as are still capable of being turned 
to account should not be allowed to fall into decay, and thus much, I presume, 
will not be objected to, and thus much only has been undertaken. 



Another class of works, are those from which prolii may he cxpci’tcil, siuh 
as repairs to wells, liowrecs, tanks, ^c. As a general rule 1 have ilelerminefl 
to conlrihiite to such works only when the inliahitants of tlio village aL;r« e<l 
to cJo something also. The sum (»f Rs. 7IS-f»-(), hesitles labour, has been con- 
tributed by the villagers, in the past yt*ar, over and above wliaf has bi*en given 
by (iovernment, and this principle is likely to be more larg<‘Iv acted on 
hereafter. For instance, tin* peo[>le of Kallnle, who have alwu\s sulli ietl IVoin 
want of a good supply of water, have engageil to sub^)Cllbe Its. to he 

added to a similar grant by (iovenunent, for the formation of a large tank 
near that town. In addition, however, to wle^t appears in this yeai's account^, 
theie has also been exjiended Its. 1,111-11-7, out ol propintx berpjoalhcd 
for the pnrj)ose by,a widow at Miillow, in deepening and eulaiging the tank 
there, fioiii wliieh a considerable surface of rice land is irrigated. Ibi.-) being a 
private fund, is not entered in the acc^oiints. 

T-i sToMs ANo Transit — 'I’lie ariangement made last >ear with the 

peisons who fai‘ine<l the euriloins und ti aiisit and alluded to in iny last 

annual rcjiort, was of an cNpciiincntal nature. No increase of n venue was 
expected, but it W'as made, in the interests of commerce, witli sach pri'c.mtions 
as seemed necessary to guard against any decided loss. Ify it the f.irmeis 
were; to be Indcinnitied it’ there should hi* a ddicit of more than Rs. .and 

in return, tliey were to give up the piofits, iidnas tln.'ir expeuscH, it ili(*y 
exceeded the ordinary receipts. As tlii! contract has proved piolilabh', about. 
Rs. 5,000 will be jKiid into the treasury hy them immediatidy, wlncli abun 
dantly indemnities us for the expenditure under this head ol Rs. dO jicr 
mensem to check tlie contractoi’s ucconnt.s ; anil fin.* information caini'd ol'tin* 
working of the existing .system of transit dalic.s in the course ol the year, has 
imabled me to put into e\(.*i'ufiou the plan iiientioiied in iny last icjioit bu 
simplifying and modifying the rate.s. 

It has lor very many years been tlic piaclice ben* to farm out the custom 
&(*. ofeacli Furguna .sepal alcly, and to si paiatc ju isuns; so that lluuc lia . 
been a constant system of one lai mcr enticing trallic away lioin om: line of 
road to another. Way gi(*al coidiision was in coniJeipienec found to e\i-.l in 
the rate.s of one Furguiia a.s compaic«l with those of anotlicr, as well as 
between tin; ostensible rates and tluKse aetiiully li*vied ; ail wliicli imded to 
restrict trallic and render it lluctuating and nncei lain. M ucli was dmii; last 
year to simplify mutters by the promulgation of fixed rates, on payment of 
which on the frontier, tradeis might pass through tlic whohi of the Fuiich- 
iiinlHd and Buria districts witlniiit being annoyed by petty demands at 
various |>lacc 3 ; but still much remained to do: for instance, the .same 
goods when proceeding Malwa or coming ftimi Malwa, were cliuiged 
ditlerent rates; good» proceeding by one route paid more than when 
I bye 
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l)y unothcM' ; Mome claRsos of carriers paid more than others ; and 
I'ortuin persons held Piirwanas, by means of which they virtually had a 
monopoly of the traffic on the Jhallode road, the ordinary rates being much in 
excess of what was charged to them. In the present year, ail this has been 
amended, and comparatively simple rates have been substituted for the 
Hnctuuting and vexations discrepancies of the old ones; and acting on the 
knowledge that the duties have produced Rs. 5,000 more than heretofore, in 
the present year I have reduced the rates on many articles (particularly in 
grain and salt, and altogether abolished certain petty exactions, which produced 
little revomic, and left open u wic^edoor for extortion) to the estimated amount 
of Ub. (>,000. The result of this measure will be known next year, but I am 
SHiiguinc it will not occasion a loss to the revenue of nearly^ that amount; and 
if, on the contrary, there sliould be no loss to speak of, I propose to abolish the 
duties on export of all agricultural produce, either by degrees, or, if the state of 
revenue should authorise it, at once. 

The ariangcmcnt made last year for the collection of the customs and transit' 
duties was to hand them over to the farmers of the duties of the State of 
Bariii, who had also for many years been connected with those of the Punch- 
niabals. These persons were to receive Rs. 3,500 for their expenses ; they were 
to he responsible for any loss not exceeding Its. 2,000 ; and they were to pay 
all the profits over Rs. 2,000 into the treasury. They were to collect the whole 
of the duties, including the Ilucks of villagers and petty proprietors, and to 
repay them at an average struck on the previous ten years* receipts : this 
arrangement, ns I have above stated, has resulted in a profit of upwards of 
R#6,000 (the accounts not being quite finished, I am unable to state the exact 
umoiiiit). 

The arrangement I have now made with them is this : —They have taken a 
farm of the Baria duties for tliree years, and for the next year they are to super** 
intend the collection of the whole duties of the Punchmahals also, receiving 
Us. 2,000 for their trouble. The accounts and records are, however, to be 
kept to the minutest particular by our own establishment, and, at the close of 
the year, the farmers are to receive half the profits that may accrue, over and 
above the net rccer|)ts of (Government for the past year, viz. Rs. 30,161, 
deducting the expense of establishments and their own allowance of Rs. 2,000. 

I thus secure thjir knowledge and experience, and have a two-fold clieck on a 
hrancli of revenue which is peculiarly dependent on the exertions of the 
collectors, and in which peculation is more easy to be practised and more 
difficult of detection than any other. 

I have retained in my owm power the liberty of reducing or abolishing * 
any duties at the close of thi.s year, from which if the farmers dissent, they 
may retire from the business ; and I have also engaged them to admit any 



inoilernte reductions in the nariadiitirs which may be agreed on by the Riija, 
under my advice, in return for the aasintaiice they will receive Trom our estub- 
lishinents in collecting these duties and keeping the necessury uccounts. As 
a preliminary it has already been agreed to simplify the Maria duties by 
ec|ualizing the rates on all the different roads, five in number, and in abolishing 
the distinction hitherto made between merchandize going to Malwu and that 
coming from it. Traders, therefore, may now, for the next three yeuin, 
pay a fixed sum on either frontier, and then proceed through IVariu and the 
Punchmahals in any direction they think proper, changing their route according 
to information they may receive of the state yf markets in transitu. 

Besides this, there has been suspended the tax hitherto levied in the Ihiiiu 
territory and the. Piiiuhmahals on empty carts and unladen hnilockH, which 
must have been a very vexatious and obstructive one. 

Civil Judicial Administration. — The Mamlutdnrs* Courts were only 
intended for the summary disposal of petty suits; and obseiving that the 
duration of these suits was becoming long, i issued an order that every case 
not brought to a close in thirty days should be transferred to the MoonsiffM' 
Courts. The number of suits instituted in Sumvut I!) 10 was I«'>0, niid in (ho 
year under review 568; the value of suits instituted in Sumvut lOlO was 
Rs. 8,301 -1 2-0, and in Sumvut 191 1 Rs. 24,332-2-5. The average duration of 
suits seems satisfactory, with reference to the last Returns which I have seen 
of the Civil Judicial administration of the Honorable Compiiny*s districts 
under the Bombay Presidency.

The instruction in these schools is of the most elementary character, 
comprising nothing beyond reariing, writing, and the rudiments of arith- 
metic; there are no class-books used, nor is any general information 
given. 

To lay the foundation of a better system, three schools were established, 
as follows : — 

8th April 1854 at Godra. 

18th Feb. 1855 at Ilalloie. 

20th July 1855 at Kallole. 

Superintended by masters who had received their own education in Britisli 
Government schools, and supplied with proper cluss-books. The school 
at Godra has 58 pupils in attendance; that at Hallole has 103 pupils 
in attendance; and that at Kallole 54. All these pupils pay a monthly fee 
of one anna for the petty expenses of the school, and they receive the 
same education as is imparted in the Government schools of the province 
of (juzerat. 

The inhabitants of Kallole, llnllolo, and Veijulpoor having agreed to 
pay half the expense of building school-houses in these towns, I have 
allotted similar amounts from the revenues, viz. lls. 125j for the Hallole, 
Rs. 13() for the Kallole, and Rs, 95 for the Veijulpoor school; and the 
salary of the master for the latter place will be charged to the revenues 
henceforward. 

Two other schools are to be opened at Jhallode and Dahode, which will be 
reported hereafter, as well as an elementary English school at Godra, half 
the total expense of which will be borne by the inhabitants. 1 trust that 
in a short time, when they shall perceive the advantages of a better 
system of education, all these schools and others may be supported by an 
extra cess. 

The introduction of Vaccination has, I trust, been successfully accomplished. ^ 
Two vaccinators were appointed in October 1854| and they have vaccinated 
the following children since that time

The districtii^ however, are bo extensive, and in some parts so unhealthy, 
ih»t it has been found necessary to add two to the number of vaccinators, so 
as to provide against the possibility of interruption to the work by either of 
those previously appointed falling ill. Ah a large proportion of the |>opii- 
iation is of the Bheel tribe, there has been and still is much difficulty in getting 
them to allow their children to be vaccinated ; but these prejudices will be 
overcome by patience and perseveroncc.
